Sir, — ^I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  Adjutant 
Creneral's  Department  for  the  biennial  period  ending  November 
90,  1903,  together  with  accompanying  papers  and  reports. 

MILITIA. 

The  number  of  persons  in  the  State  subject  to  military  duty 
as  shown  by  the  returns  and  files  of  this  office,  is  as  follows :

THE  IOWA  national  GUARD. 

Now  consists  of  four  full  regiments  of  twelve  companies  each 
and  one  signal  company. 
The  regiments  are : 

Fifty-third,  Colonel  Wm.  G.  Dows,  commanding,  with  headquarters  at 
Cedar  Rapids. 

Fifty-fourth.  Colonel  Harry  H.  Caughlan,  commanding,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Ottumwa. 

Fifty-fifth,  Colonel  James  Rush  Lincoln,  commanding,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Ames. 

Fifty-sixth,  Colonel  Wm.  B.  Humphrey,  commanding,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Sioux  City. 

The  First  Signal  Company  is  located  in  the  City  of  Des 
MoineSy  commanded  temporarily  by  Lieutenant  Howard  G. 
Kams. 

Total  strength  of  the  Guard  at  this  date  is  2,560. 
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inspections. 

The  companies  and  bands  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  are 
annually  inspected  at  their  home  stations  by  the  Inspector 
General's  Department.  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  their  reports 
for  further  information. 

In  addition,  the  entire  Guard  of  the  State  was  inspected  by 
Majors  D.  H.  Brush  and  W.  C.  Buttler  of  the  twenty-fifth  U.  S. 
Infantry,  representing  the  United  States  Government,  during 
1903,  as  provided  by  what  is  known  as  the  Dick  Bill,  passed  by 
the  last  Congrdss.

ARMS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  entire  Guard  of  this  state  is  now  equipped  with  the 
United  States  Magazine  rifle,  calibre  30  and  its  equipment,  and 
also  equipped  with  haversacks  and  meat  cans.  One  regiment 
is  supplied  with  ponchos,  and  the  entire  Guard  will  be  supplied 
with  ponchos  during  the  coming  year. 

Revolvers,  holsters  and  new  regulation  sabers  have  also  been 
procured  for  issue  to. officers. 

The  medical  department  has  been  equipped  with  two  com- 
plete equipments  for  field  and  camp  service,  including  two  am- 
bulances, equal  to  that  supplied  to  the  Army  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Guard  of  Iowa  has  in  the  last  biennial  period  been 
equipped  with  Khaki  cotton  uniforms,  and  it  is  the  intention 
during  the  year  1904  to  issue  the  new  regulation  dress  cap  and 
blue  uniform.  Also  some  of  the  companies  of  the  Fifty -fourth 
and  Fifty- sixth  regiments  are  equipped  with  the  double  wool 
blankets,  which  are  well  worn  and  it  is  proposed  to  take  j;hem 
up  and  issue  instead  the  regulation  wool  blanket. 

RIFLE  PRACTICE. 

For  the  years  1902  and  1903,  there  has  been  a  school  of  in- 
struction in  rifle  practice  held  on  the  State  Range  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  under  command  and  direction  of  Colonel  W.  E.  H. 
Morse,  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  assisted  by  a 
corps  of  officers  detailed  for  that  purpose.  Details  from  each 
company  were  transported,  subsisted  and  paid,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment, good  results  were  obtained.  A  rifle  association  was  or- 
ganized this  year,  and  many  trophies  procured  to  be  shot  for, 
which  increased  the  energies  of  all  concerned,  and  made  the 
tour  of  duty  much  more  interesting.  A  soldier  who  cannot 
shoot  is  of  but  little  use  in  the  Army  today,  and  I  think  too 
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much  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  this  branch  of  instruction. 
Reference  is  made  to  Colonel  Morse's  report  for  further  infor- 
mation. The  State  was  represented  by  a  team  in  Interstate 
Competition  for  Washburn  Trophy,  September  1903,  details  of 
which  will  be  found  in  report  of  General  Inspector  Small  Arms 
Practice.

Rush  Lincoln,  com- 
manding, at  Atlantic,  July  22d  to  28th  inclusive. 

Fifty-second  regiment,  now  Fifty  sixth,  Colonel  Wm.  B.  Humphrey, 
commanding,  at  Fonda,  July  7th  to  13th  inclusive. 

Owing  to  continuous  heavy  rains,  the  regiment  remained  in 
camp  but  three  days,  when  they  were  sent  home.

This  regiment  and  details 
were  assembled  by  the  State  at  Council  Bluffs  U.  P.  Transfer  on  October 
17th  and  the  Chief  Quartermaster's  Department  of  Missouri,  took  charge 
there  and  transported  them  to  Fort  Riley,  Kansas,  and  returned  the  reg- 
iment to  U.  P.  Transfer  on  morning  of  October  28th,  and  the  different  or* 
ganizations  and  details,  transported  by  the  State  to  their  home  stations.

CRUISER  DES  MOINES. 

Governor  Albert  B.  Cummins,  Commander-in-chief  and  staff 
the  members  of  the  executive  council,  their  ladies  and  invited 
guests,  attended  the  launching  of  the  Cruiser,  *^  Des  Moines" 
at  Quincy  Ship  Yards,  Boston,  Mass.,  on  September  20th,  1902. 
Starting  from  Des  Moines  on  the  evening  of  September  17th  in 
special  Pullman  car,  arriving  at  Boston  on  the  afternoon  of 
September  10th.  Miss  Elsie  Macomber  as  sponsor,  represented 
the  capital  city  and  State  admirably,  christening  the  war  vessel 
with  a  master  hand. 

dedication  LOUISIANA  PURCHASE  EXPOSITION. 

The  Commander-in-chief  and  staff,  and  Fifty-fourth  regi- 
ment under  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Frank  W.  Bishop, 
was  on  special  duty  and  transported  to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  took 
part  in  the  dedicatory  ceremonies  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition,  April  30,  May  1  and  2,  1903,  and  laying  of  the  cor- 
nerstone of  the  Iowa  Building,  May  2d. 

Companies  "  B' ',  "  C  ",  "  D  ",  '*  H  ",  "  I  "  and  *'  M  "  under 
command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bishop,  acted  as  escort  to 
President  Roosevelt  at  Keokuk,  Iowa,  on  April  29th,  upon  invi- 
tation of  the  citizens  of  that  city,  leaving  Keokuk  about  10:00 
A.  M.  Also  upon  request  of  the  citizens  of  Hannibal,  Mo.,  the 
same  command  acted  as  escort  to  the  President,  again  acquit- 
ting themselves  with  credit  to  the  State  and  as  soldiers.  I  refer 
you  to  Colonel  Bishop's  report  of  this  tour  of  duty  for  further 
information. 

STRIKE  AT  pUBUQUE. 

Company  **  A",  Fifty-third  regiment,  Iowa  National  Guard, 
was  ordered  out  by  Captain  W.  H.  Thrift,  commanding,  upon 
request  of  the  sheriff  of  Dubuque  County,  June  16th,  and  re- 
mained on  duty  until  June  24th. 
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Tuesday,  June  16,  1903. 
To  W.  H,  Thnfi,  CapMn  of  Company  **A",  Fifty-tkird regitfuni: 

A  breach  of  the  public  peace  involving  tumult  and  threatened  riot  hav- 
ing occurred  and  being  in  proi^resa  in  the  City  of  Dubuque,  on  the  16th 
day  of  June,  1903,  and  imminent  danger  of  a  continuance  thereof  beyond 
the  control  of  the  peace  officers  of  said  city,  I,  John  Steiner,  sheriff  of 
Dubuque  county,  deeming  it  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  the 
suppression  of  tumult  and  riot  as  such  sheriff,  do  hereby  call  upon  you  for 
aid,  with  the  company  under  your  command,  as  part  of  the  militia  of  the 
State  of  Iowa  to  assist  in  quelling  the  tumult  and  impending  riot  in  the  city 
of  Dubuque,  forthwith.

The  report  of  Captain  W.  H.  Thrift  will  be  found  with  papers 
accompanying  this  report. 

Upon  telegraphic  communication  from  sheriff  and  citizens  of 
Dubuque  that  a  riot  was  on  in  that  city  and  requesting  troops  be 
sent  to  quell  the  same.  Companies  **  B  "  of  Waterloo,  "  L  "  of 
Independence  and  ''M"  of  Maquoketa,  were  assembled  in 
their  armories  by  orders  from  this  department,  to  await  further 
orders  and  were  dismissed  on  telegraphic  orders  from  Adjutant 
General,  June  18th. 

On  June  20th  Governor  Cummins,  Commander-in-chief,  re- 
ceived a  telegram  from  prominent  citizens  of  Dubuque,  saying 
that  the  situation  was  critical  and  great  fear  for  destruction  of 
property  and  life,  unless  troops  were  at  once  ordered  to  the 
scene,  and  after  further  consultation  the  following  telegraphic 
order  was  sent.

I  proceeded  to  Dubuque  on  the  same  day.  Arrived  on  late 
train,  and  immediately  had  conference  wiUi  'Major  Allen  and 
citizens  as  to  the  situation ,  and  started  an  investigation  as  to 
cause  and  effect,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation,  I  deemed 
it  wise  to  telephone  your  Bxcellenoy  to  come  to  Dubuque,  and 
your  presence  in  the  city  had  the  desired  effect,  and  caused  all 
parties  concerned  to  realize  the  situation,  and  with  your  aid  and 
the  aid  of  good  citizens  of  the  city  and  state,  the  matter  was 
•adjusted  and  settled  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned,  at  a  late 
hour  on  the  evening  of  June  28d,  and  troops  were  ordered  home 
on  June  24th.  I  desire  to  say  that  the  Guard  acquitted  itself 
admirably,  both  officers  and  men  were  obedient  to  orders,  and 
discipline  was  all  that  could  have  been  asked  of  officers  and 
4K>ldiers. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Maj.  H.  A.  Allen  in  command, 
•and  made  a  part  of  this  report,  for  further  information.

Sir,— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  duties  performed 
-at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  June  20  to  June  24,  1903,  together  with  Company  Com- 
mander's report,  bills  for  rations  and  feeding  troops  and  provision  returns. 

On  June  20,  1903,  at  11 :30  A.  m.,  I  received  the  following  tele- 
gram: 

Major  H,  A,  Allen ^  Independence,  Iowa. 

Proceed  to  Dubuque  and  assume  command  of  troops.    Answer. 
Signed:  M.  H.  Bybrs, 

Adjutant  General. 

I  immediately  telegraphed  your  office  that  I  would  leave  for  Dubuque  at 
2:40  p.m. 

I  went  to  the  Armory  of  Company  "L"  and  found  Captain  Campbell 
with  thirty-four  officers  and  men.  He  reported  to  me  there.  On  boarding 
the  train  at  2:40  Captain  Cotton  reported  with  thirty-six  officers  and  men. 
Six  of  Captain  Campbell's  men  could  not  be  reached  in  the  morning;  they 
reported  that  night  at  Dubuque.  Arriving  at  Dubuque  at  4:30  p.  m.  I  was 
met  by  Captain  Jaeggi  and  Captain  Cushing  with  instructions  from  the 
sheriff  to  leave  one  company  at  the  Julien  Hotel  and  one  at  the  Union  Light 
Plant.    After  porting  Company  '  'B"  at  the  Light  Plant  and  Company  *  'L"

at  the  Julian   Hotel  I   reported  to  the  sheriff  for  farther  instmctions  and* 
information . 

He  desired  a  guard  placed  at  the  Sixth  street  power  house  and  the  Eagle 
Point  waterworks.  This  I  caused  to  be  done.  Captain  Johnson  reported 
with  Company  *'M"  at  8:30  p.  m.  with  forty-seven  officers  and  men.  Six 
men  were  detached  to  strengthen  the  guard  at  the  Sixth  street  power  house. 
The  remainder  of  the  company  were  sent  out  to  the  car  barn.  The  com- 
panies remained  in  the  same  stations  as  above  given,  throughout  the  tour  of 
duty,  except  Company  "L"  who  were  moved  the  second  day,  from  the 
Julien  Hotel  to  a  vacant  store  building  near  by.  Companies  **B"  and 
"L"  after  the  first  day,  furnished  the  guards  to  the  Sixth  street  power  house- 
and  the  Eagle  Point  waterworks.  The  first  night  was  quiet  and  uneventful^ 
the  cars  not  running.  Sunday,  June  21,  the  cars  started  running.  During 
the  daytime  there  was  no  demonstration,  but  after  night,  particularly  in 
the  north  part  of  the  city,  the  cars  were  '  'stoned''  and  the  track  obstructed. 
This  same  thing  happened  each  night.  Under  the  cover  of  darkness  the- 
lawless  element  would  throw  stones  at  the  cars  and  in  some  cases  fire  into- 
them.  The  companies  were  kept  very  busy  dispersing  the  crowd  and  pro- 
tecting property,  the  men  being  on  duty  almost  continually.  Captain 
Johnson's  company,  being  located  in  the  hot- bed  of  the  disturbances,  did* 
splendid  service  in  preventing  the  gathering  of  crowds  and  the  protection- 
of  property.  Captain  Cotton's  company  and  Captain  Campbell's  company^ 
being  on  duty  in  the  south  part  of  town ,  also  did  splendid  service  covering 
a  wide  territory  and  furnishing  guards  for  the  different  points  guarded. 

The  entire  service,  while  hard  and  trying  on  the  men,  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  them;  their  morale  was  excellent  and  their  conduct  beyond 
reproach. 

I  desire  in  this  report  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  for  their  excel- 
lent deportment,  their  bearing  at  Dubuque  was  a  source  of  pride  to  me  as 
their  commander  and  a  credit  to  the  Guard  as  a  whole. 

In  conclusion ,  I  desire  to  say  that  Adjutant  General  Byers  arrived  the 
first  night;  that  his  presence  was  a  great  relief  and  encouragement  to  the 
troops  and  their  commander  in  particular,  as  every  move  made  after  that 
was  referred  to  the  General  for  advice  and  approval.  Governor  Cummins 
was  in  the  city  Monday  and  by  his  advice  and  counsel  hastened  the  settle- 
ment of  the  strike. 

The  strike  having  been  settled  on  the  night  of  June  23d,  in  compliance 
with  S.  O.  No.  69,  A.  G.  O.  I  relieved  the  companies  under  my  command 
and  directed  them  to  report  to  their  home  station.

NATIONAL  LEGISLATION. 

The  legislation  by  the  last  Congress  known  as  the  Dick  BilL 
An  act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Militia  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, approved  by  the  President,  January  21,  1903,  is  a  long^ 
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stride  in  the  right  direotion,  and  will  greatly  benefit  the  Guard 
of  the  states,  bringing  the  Army  and  Guard  closer  in  touch  in 
many  ways,  and  we  should  make  the  most  of  it,  and  be  worthy 
of  the  benefits  accruing  under  this  law. 

THE  IOWA  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

As  a  whole  the  Iowa  National  Guard  is  in  good  condition,, 
well  equipped  for  field  duties,  and  fairly  well  drilled  for  citizen 
soldiery.  Many  improvements  can  yet  be  made  in  discipline,, 
drill,  care  of  men  and  quarters,  care  of  arms  and  equipment. 
Guard  duty,  the  most  important  duty  of  a  soldier,  has  been 
very  much  n^leoted.  Both  officers  and  men  should  have  more 
instruction,  both  at  home  stations  and  at  camps  of  instruction. 

SPANISH  WAR  CLAIMS. 

The  aggregate  claim  of  the  State  of  Iowa  against  the  United 
States  for  moneys  expended  and  materials  furnished  in  aid  of 
the  United  States  was  $147,644.06.  Of  this  amount  there  has 
been  collected  from  the  United  States,  through  the  agency  of 
the  Adjutant  General  of  Iowa  a  total  of  $126,350.46,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $21,283.60.  There  was  some  property  returned  to  the 
State  for  which  the  United  States  should  have  credit  amounting 
to  $747.90,  leaving  a  net  balance  due  the  State  at  this  date  of 
$20,646.70.  This  amount  has  been  disallowed  by  the  Auditor 
for  the  War  Department  for  the  reason  that  the  materials  were 
furnished  after  the  troops  were  musjiered  into  the  United  States 
service,  and  no  authority  of  law  for  the  refund.  I  had  a  bill 
prepared  and  presented  by  Hon.  G.  N.  Haugen,  member  of 
Congress  from  Iowa,  which  is  now  pending  on  the  calendar  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  reported  by  the  committee  on  war 
claims  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  House  on  the  state  of  the 
union  recommending  that  the  bill  pass  without  amendment. 

GUARD  FUNDS. 

On  account  of  a  law  passed  by  the  Twenty-eighth  General  As- 
sembly to  pay  officers  and  men  for  drill  at  company  stations, 
not  exceeding  twenty  cents  in  any  one  week,  no  additional 
appropriation  was  made  to  carry  this  provision  out,  but  under 
the  law  we  were  compelled  to  pay,  thus  reducing  the  funds  for 
other  purposes  $10,000.00;  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  1903,. 
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suoh  as  the  dedication  of  St.  Louis  Exposition  to  whioh  the 
Fifty-fburth  regiment  was  detailed  to  take  part,  cost  in  round 
numbers  $10,000,  there  being  no  appropriation  for  this 
expense,  the  cost  was  paid  from  the  Guard  funds;  the  high 
price  for  all  materials  and  labor  for  our  annual  encampments, 
has  been  a  hard  strain  on  our  Guard  funds  and  reduced  it  to 
want,  the  annual  appropriation  should  be  increased. 

BECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  special  annual  appro- 
priation of  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  be  made  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  act  providing  for  drill  pay  at  home 
stations  or  that  the  law  be  repealed. 

PAY. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  law  be  amended,  so  that  officers 
receive  for  all  services  when  ordered  on  duty  by  the  state, 
the  pay  of  their  grade  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 
That  the  enlisted  men  be  paid  a  graded  pay  as  follows : 
First  sergeant,  two  dollars  per  day;  sergeants,  one  dollar 
and  seventy-five  cents  per  day;  corporals,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  day;  privates  one  dollar  and  twenty -five  cents  per 
-day;  enlisted  men  to  be  subsisted  in  addition  to  pay. 

PERMANENT  CAlfP  GROUNDS. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  permanent  camp 
ground  for  the  Iowa  National  Guard  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  of  land,  centrally  located,  where  perma- 
nent improvements  may  be  erected,  and  thus  save  a  large  an- 
nual expense. 

WAR  RECORDS. 

The  rosters  of  the  Iowa  Volunteers  in  the  Civil  War  should  be 
published.  This  publication  to  include  the  name  of  every  Iowa 
soldier  and  all  the  details  of  his  services  as  shown  by  the  rec- 
ords in  this  office,  the  casualties,  date  of  leaving  service  either 
by  death,  discharge  or  muster  out.  The  reports  of  the  Adjutant 
General  published  during  and  after  the  Civil  War  contained  only 
the  names,  dates  of  enlistment,  but  no  final  record,  and  in  many 
instances  simply  lists  of  recruits  without  any  record  as  to  what 
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organization  they  were  assigned  to.  The  reports  incomplete  as> 
they  were  are  in  great  demand  and  it  is  more  than  twenty -five 
years  since  the  edition  was  exhausted.  I  therefore  recommend 
that  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  prepare  the  manuscript  for 
these  repoiis,  estimated  to  be  about  $5,000.00  be  made.  Four 
volumes  of  about  seven  hundred  pages  will  be  required  and  not 
less  than  ten  thousand  copies  should  be  printed. 

UST  OF  RESIDENT  SOLDIERS. 

The  Twentieth  General  Assembly  authorized  the  publication 
of  a  list  of  all  ex -soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  residing  in  Iowa» 
who  served  in  the  War  for  the  Union  or  previous  wars.  This 
Ust  was  prepared  and  issued  by  the  adjutant  general  in  the  year 
1886.  Three  thousand  copies  only  were  authorized  and  the 
edition  was  exhausted  about  1894,  distribution  having  been  made 
in  accordance  with  law  and  resolutions  of  the  legislature.  The 
frequent  applications  we  have  for  this  list  leads  me  to  recom- 
mend that  a  similar  list,  to  include  soldiers  of  the  War  with  Spain 
and  Volunteers  up  to  July  1,  1901,  be  authorized  and  an  appro- 
priation for  the  clerical  work  thereon,  estimated  at  about  SSjOOO-OO* 
be  made  and  that  at  least  five  thousand  copies  of  the  list  be  pub* 
lished  and  distribution  specified  by  law. 

ARSENAL  AND  ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S   DEPARTMENT. 

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  the  legislature 
of  sufficient  funds  to  erect  a  suitable  building  to  care  for  the 
entire  department,  both  for  offices  and  storage,  including  the 
flags  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  and  Spanish- American  War, 
also  to  provide  an  office  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

INSPECTOR  GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


iNSPBCTOR  GbNBRAL'3  OfFICB, 

DBS  MomBs,  Iowa,  Oct.  30th,  1903. 

To  the  Adjutant  General^  Des  Moines^  Iowa: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  respecthilly  report  that  in  compliance  with 
Special  Orders  No.  123,  A.  G.  O.,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  October  15,  1903,  I 
proceeded  to  Port  Riley,  Kans.,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  assigned  me 
in  said  ^order,  namely:  that  of  official  representative  of  the  State  of  Iowa  at 
the  manenvers  of  the  Army  and  National  Guard  to  be  held  at  thi^t  place 
from  the  18th  to  the  27th  of  October,  inclusive. 

I  was  also  c  irected  by  said  order  to  observe  the  conduct,  dress  and  gen- 
eral efficiency  of  the  55th  Infantry,  Iowa  National  Guard,  which  was  assigned 
to  this  tour  of  duty  and  to  muster  said  regiment  for  pay. 

By  previous  arrangement  the  transportation  and  mobilisation  of  the  Fifty - 
fifth  Regiment  at  Council  Bluffs  was  directed  and  controlled  by  the  Adju- 
tant General's  Department  of  this  state;  that  this  service  was  promptly  and 
efficiently  performed  by  this  department  was  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
eeveral  companies  of  the  regiment  and  the  details  from  other  regiments  that 
were  assigned  to  them  to  complete  their  required  strength  for  this  tour  of 
duty  arrived  at  Council  Bluffs  on  schedule  time,  and  without  accident,  with 
the  single  exception  of  the  detail  from  Company  E,  Fifty-third  Regiment, 
stationed  at  Cresco,  which  missed  connections  on  account  of  a  belated  train, 
and  did  not  join  until  the  regiment  had  reached  Fort  Riley. 

Regimental  Headquarters,  Companies  A,  G  and  F,  and  detachments 
left  Des  Moines  at  12:30  p.  m.,  October  17th,  on  special  train  on  the  C, 
R.  I  &  P.  and  arrived  at  Council  Bluffs  at  5:30  p.  m.  Companies  B,  C, 
D,  B,  H,  I,  K,  M,  Hospital  Corps  and  Band  arrived  about  the  same  time 
by  special  train  on  the  C.  B.  &  Q* »  starting  from  Knozville. 

Company  L  stationed  at  Council  Bluffs  joined  the  regiment  at  the 
Union  Pacific  Transfer  station. 

Leaving  Council  Bluffs  about  10:00  p.  m.  the  regiment  was  transported 
by  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  on  special  trains  of  three  sections,  consisting 
of  tourist  sleepers  for  the  troops  and  standard  sleepers  for  the  officers. 
Owing  to  soft  track  and  a  freight  wreck,  the  trains  were  much  delayed  and 
the  last  section  did  not  reach  the  maneuver  camp  named  '  *  Camp  William 
Cary  Sanger,"  until  about  9:15  p.  m.  Sunday,  October  18th. 

Headquarters,  First  Battalion  and  horses  were  detrained  upon  arrival 
and  bivouacked  for  the  night  on  the  camp  ground.  The  Second  and  Third 
Battalions  remaining  in  their  trains  until  morning. 
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Monday  morning,  October  19th,  the  Second  and  Third  Battalions  de- 
trained  at  7:00  and  7:30  a.  m.  respectively.  The  troops  having  breakfasted 
on  their  travel  rations  before  leaving  their  train. 

The  forenoon  of  this  day  was  devoted  to  making  camp ,  and  the  after- 
noon to  battalion  drill. 

The  camp  was  centrally  located  on  level  ground,  and  as  no  rain  felt 
during  the  entire  period,  proved  to  be  a  most  excellent  site.  It  would, 
however,  have  been  a  very  difficult  camp  to  drain  in  wet  weather. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  tents  were  pitched  latrines  were  dug,  and 
the  ground  policed . 

Tuesday,  October  20th,  was  consumed  in  brigade  drill  and  outpost  duty. 

On  Wednesday,  October  2l8t,  the  regiment  participated  in  its  first  maneu- 
ver, which  consisted  of  a  problem  in  defense  of  outpost.  The  entire  regiment 
with  a  platoon  of  artillery  being  posted  on  Ogden  Plats  near  the  river  as  an 
outpost  for  an  imaginary  force  in  its  rear.  This  position  was  to  be  de- 
fended against  an  attack  by  the  Tenth  U.  S.  Cavalry.  The  disposition  of 
the  several  battalions  was  well  made  and  the  location  of  the  Cossack  posts, 
supports  and  reserves  excellently  chosen.  The  defense  was  well  maintained 
and  successful.  The  only  criticism  I  have  to  make,  being  that  in  some 
cases  there  was  not  proper  fire  control  on  the  part  of  Company  Commanders- 
and  that  in  one  case  just  before  recall  sounded,  a  company  unnecessarily 
exposed  itself  in  retiring  under  fire. 

Thursday,  October  22d,  the  regiment  took  part  in  the  deployment  of  the 
entire  division.  This  was  simply  a  movement  to  demonstrate  the  facilitiea 
with  which  different  units  of  the  organizations  could  get  into  position  and 
did  not  include  any  battle  exercises  or  contact  with  the  enemy. 

Friday,  October  23d,  the  regiment  took  part  in  problem  No.  6,  which 
was  the  principle  field  maneuver  during  the  week  and  included  a  contact  of 
all  arms  of  the  service. 

The  Third  Battalion  under  Maj'^r  Hume  being  detailed  to  support  a  bat- 
tery of  artillery.  The  First  Battalion,  Major  Mentzer,  commanding,  and 
the  Second  Battalion,  Major  Tinley,  commanding,  under  Colonel  Lincoln » 
being  engaged  on  the  extreme  right  of  the  blue  line. 

Saturday,  October  24th,  occurred  the  review  of  the  entire  division  includ- 
ing all  arms  of  the  service  and  transportation.  This  was  a  most  imposing 
spectacle,  and  the  regiment  acquitted  itself  with  credit.  After  the  review 
the  muster  for  the  United  States  pay  occurred . 

Sunday,  October  25th,  Divine  Service  was  held  by  Chaplain  Walburn  in 
the  morning,  and  the  regiment  was  mustered  for  State  pay.  In  the  after- 
noon the  regiment  received  their  pay  from  the  United  States  paymaster. 

Up  to  this  time  the  regiment  in  all  maneuvers  had  been  assigned  as  part 
of  the  blue  force  and  on  the  line  of  defense. 

On  Monday,  October  26th,  they  were  assigned  to  the  brown  force  and 
took  part  in  the  attack  on  Fort  Riley.  In  this  maneuver  Colonel  Lincoln 
commanded  the  provisional  Brigade  consisting  of  the  Twenty-fifth  United 
States  Infantry  and  the  Fifty-fifth  Regiment,  Iowa  National  Guard,  under 
command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bennett.  This  maneuver  contemplated  a 
general  attack  on  Fort  Riley,  but  was  called  off  before  the  final  assualt  was 
made.     During  this  maneuver  the  Third  Battalion  was  acting  as  rear  guard 
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tintil  snch  time  at  the  lines  were  formed ,  when  it  was  ordered  to  rejoin  the 
Refpment. 

Upon  retnm  of  the  regiment  to  camp  after  taking  part  in  the  maneuver 
last  mentioned,  all  canvas  except  enough  to  actually  cover  the  command 
was  struck,  and  all  stores  of  every  kind  were  loaded  on  the  trains  prepara- 
tory to  breaking  camp  Tuesday  morning. 

Tuesday,  October  27th,  the  balance  of  the  canvas  and  baggage  was 
loaded,  and  the  command  was  ready  to  move  promptly  at  the  designated 
time,  going  out  on  three  sections.  The  Third  Battalion  at  8:30;  the  Second 
BatUlion  at  8:45;  the  First  Battalion  and  Headquarters  at  9:00  a.  m.  It  is 
very  much  to  their  credit  to  say  that  no  delay  either  going  or  returning  from 
Camp  Sanger  conld  be  chargeable  to  the  regiment. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  express  my  entire  satisfaction  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  both  the  Commissary  Department  in  charge  of  Lieutenant  R. 
B.  Byers.  and  Quartermaster's  Department  in  charge  of  Captain  H.  C.- 
Lane, was  conducted  during  this  entire  tour  of  duty. 

Returning,  the  entire  regiment  had  arrived  at  Council  Bluffs  Wednesday  ^ 
October  28th,  about  8:00  a.m.  Headquarters,  Companies  '*A,''  "F"  and 
'^6"  proceeded  by  the  C. ,  R  I.  &  P.  to  Des  Moines,  leaving  Council  Bluffs 
about  10:00  a.  m.  The  balance  of  the  command  going  over  the  C. ,  B.  & 
Q.  to  their  several  stations  leaving  Council  Bluffs  about  9:30  A.  m. 

During  the  six  days  in  which  they  were  engaged  in  the  maneuvers  at 
Fort  Riley,  in  addition  to  drills  and  catep  duties  performed,  the  regiment 
marched  about  sixty- five  miles,  or  an  average  of  about  ten  and  one-half  miles 
per  day.  The  maximum  distance  covered  in  one  day  being  approximately 
eighteen  miles.  This,  considering  the  fact  that  they  were  in  a  measure  un- 
seasoned troops,  I  think  a  very  creditable  record.  There  was  little  or  no 
straggling,  and  the  men  endured  the  fatigues  of  the  march  and  field  work 
without  complaint  and  apparently  without  physical  injury,  which  justifies 
the  careful  physical  selection  which  has  been  made  in  recent  years  for  en- 
listed  men  in  theNational  Guard  of  Iowa. 

While  the  regiment  was  in  every  way  a  credit  to  the  State  and  National 
Guard  of  Iowa  in  all  its  field  work,  it  was  greatly  lacking  in  some  points  of 
internal  administration,  notibly  in  that  of  guard  duty.  This  is  the  ranking 
duty  that  a  soldier  performs,  and  should  receive  the  most  careful  attention 
from  regimental  and  company  commanders.  The  lack  of  the  regiment  in 
this  respect  was  all  the  more  conspicious  by  reason  of  its  efficiency  in  field 
service,  it  being  evident  that  little  or  no  instruction  had  been  received  by 
companies  at  their  stations  in  this  duty  and  the  matter  seeme4  to  have  b^en 
entirely  neglected  by  the  Commanding  Officer  in  this  camp. 

I  also  have  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  general 
appearance  of  the  camp  was  very  good  and  the  company  streets  were  gen- 
erally well  policed  that  there  was  a  lack  of  proper  cleanliness  in  the  tents 
themselves,  and  that  a  careful  inspection  of  the  camp  disclosed  the  fact  that 
proper  supervision  of  the  sanitation  of  the  quarters  was  not  being  had  by 
company  commanders. 

The  kitchens  were  fairly  policed  after  the  second  day,  which  was  due,  no 
doubt,  to  frequent  inspections  being  urged  upon  company  commanders.  I 
also  found  that  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  companies,  the  Khaki  uni- 
forms were  in  a  very  dirty  condition. 
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The  criticisms  made,  I  think,  cover  the  weak  points  of  the  regiment, 
namely:    Guard  duty,  sanitation  and  proper  care  of  the  Khaki  clothing. 

The  regiment  was  most  fortunate  in  having  as  its  commanding  officer  and 
both  in  staff,  field  and  line  a  large  per  centage  of  officers  who  have  had  act- 
ual field  experience,  and  were  thus  well  qualified  to  command  their  several 
detachments  in  field  operations.  Most  of  the  officers  having  seen  service  in 
the  Spanish-American  war. 

With  the  slight  criticism  made,  it  can  be  stated  that  the  regiment  con- 
ducted itself  in  most  efficient  and  crediable  manner  during  the.  tour  at  camp 
as  well  as  enroute. 

My  observation  of  the  maneuvers  as  a  whole  and  their  value  to  the  service 
is  that  they  are  a  most  valuable  and  efficient  school  for  officers.  Aside  from 
the  fact  that  the  enlisted  men  learn  something  about  how  to  take  care  of 
themselves,  on  the  march  and  in  the  field,  there  is  very  little  advantage  to 
them  over  the  instruction  they  receive  at  our  Sta.te  encampments,  but  for  the 
officers  the  occasion  is  one  that  he  ought  not  to  fail  to  profit  by  as  it  gives 
him  opportunities  that  cannot  be  enjoyed  by  a  limited  State  encampment.  I 
think  there  is  no  possible  question  about  the  value  to  these  field  maneuvers. 
They  not  only  afford  every  officer  of  the  National  Guard  a  wider  field  of  ob- 
servation and  experience,  but  bring  the  National  Guard  and  the  Regular 
Army  into  closer  relation,  thus  preparing  the  entire  military  forces  of  the 
country  to  work  more  understandingly  and  harmoniously  together. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  every  possible  courtesy  was  extended 
by  the  officers  of  the  Army  to  the  State  representatives  and  officers  of  the 
National  Guard  generally  during  this  tour  of  duty.  For  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  Iowa  and  myself,  I  desire  to  express  personal  obligations  for  the 
many  courtesies  extended  by  the  General  commanding,  and  members  of  his 
staff.

Sir,— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  duties  performed  by  the 
Inspector  General's  Department,  Iowa  National  Guard,  for  the  biennial 
period  ending  November  30,  1903. 

In  compliance  with  orders  from  Adjutant  General's  Office,  all  organiza- 
tions of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  have  been  inspected  at  their  respective 
stations  each  year,  and  an  officer  of  this  department  has  been  present  at 
the  annual  camp  of  each  of  the  regiments  during  the  biennial  period . 

As  a  result  of  such  inspections  and  upon  recommendation  of  this  depart- 
ment, the  following  named  organizations,  except  Co.  "L",  Forty-ninth 
Infantry,  Oelwein,  which  was  mustered  out  on  its  own  application,  have 
been  mustered  out  of  the  service:

In  a  large  majority  of  cases  where  companies  have  fallen  below  the  re- 
quired standard  of  efificiency,  necessitating  their  muster  out,  1  find  that  the 
condition  has  been  brought  about  by  lack  of  proper  Armory  facilities. 
While  in  years  gone  by,  owing  to  very  meager  financial  support,  it  has  been 
almost  impossible  for  company  commanders  to  provide  suitable  quarters  for 
their  companies,  under  present  conditions,  and  increased  appropriations 
for  that  purpose,  there  is  no  valid  excuse  for  any  town  or  community  ask- 
ing for  the  location  of  a  company,  failing  to  provide  adequate  armory  facil- 
ities, and  such  provision  should  be  insisted  upon  in  every  case.  The  pres- 
ent appropriation  for  Armory  rent  assures  a  fair  income  on  the  amount 
necessary  to  erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  building  for  that  purpose,  in  all 
except  the  larger  cities  of  the  state,  where  the  necessary  ground  for  Armory 
purposes  is  of  such  value  as  to  preclude  its  purchase  and  make  it  necessary 
to  rent  buildings  for  that  purpose. 

DISCIPLIKB. 

While  the  discipline  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  may  be  considered 
fairly  good,  considering  the  fact  that  they  serve  with  the  colors  but  once 
each  year,  there  is  still  opportunity  for  improvement  in  this  particular,  and

whatever  is  lacking^  in  this  directioa,  is  not  so  much  due  to  the  indifference 
or  lack  of  desire  on  the  part  of  the  enlisted  men  to  properly  observe  the  re- 
quirements in  this  matter  as  to  lack  of  proper  instruction.  If  officers  and 
non-commissioned  officers  by  constant  study  qualify  themselves  for  their 
positions  as  instructors  and  then  by  precept  and  example  enforce  proper  dis- 
cipline, they  will  find  the  enlisted  men  under  their  command,  anxious  and 
willing  to  conform  to  all  requirements  of  the  service  and  become  efficient 
soldiers.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  say,  that  my  observation  and  ex- 
perience leads  me  to  believe  that  regimental  commanders  should  be  held  to 
a  more  strict  accountability  for  the  discipline,  drill  and  general  efficiency  of 
their  command,  and  for  this  purpose  they  should  be  afforded  every  facility 
for  visiting  the  stations  and  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the  companies  of 
their  regiment.  Under  the  present  system,  the  regiment  is  the  unit  of  ad- 
ministration, the  colonel  or  regimental  commander  is  the  administrative  of- 
ficer, and  I  think  these  officers  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition 
of  their  commands. 

Encampmhikts. 

The  several  encampments  of  the  regiments  were  held  during  the  biennial 
period  at  the  places  and  on  the  dates  named  in  orders  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  office,  all  of  which  I  attended  except  the  camp  of  the  56th  Regi- 
ment at  Penda  in  1902,  which  was  abandoned  after  the  third  day  on  account 
of  continuous  rain. 

At  these  camps  the  regiments  were  mustered  for  camp  pay,  and  a  careful 
daily  inspection  of  quarters  and  especially  of  hospitals,  kitchens,  garbage  pits, 
latrines,  etc. ,  was  made.  We  also  observed  the  general  dress,  conduct  and 
military  appearance  of  the  troops  in  these  camps,  but  no  formal  inspections 
were  had. 

As  these  annual  camps  are  the  only  schools  of  instruction  in  field  service 
that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  National  Guard  have  any  opportunity  to  at- 
tend, they  should  be  devoted  to  matters  of  the  most  practical  instruction, 
such  as  cannot  be  learned  in  the  narrow  limits  of  the  armory  at  the  home 
station.  Such,  for  instance,  as  guard  duty,  extended  order  drill,  police  of 
quarters,  proper  preparation  of  food,  care  of  kitchen,  garbage  pit  and  la- 
trines, in  a  word  the  things  that  go  to  the  proper  instruction  of  the  soldier 
in  Held  work.  Unfortunately,  many  officers  seem  to  lose  sight  of  the  real 
purpose  of  this  tour  of  duty,  and  take  advantage  of  it  to  instruct  their  com- 
mands in  those  matters  that  should  be  taught,  but  have  been  neglected  at 
their  home  stations. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  a  company  commander  is  charged 
with,  as  tending  to  the  health  and  efficiency  of  the  company,  is  the  super- 
vision of  his  company  mess.  He  should  know  each  day,  either  by  personal 
observation  or  report  of  commissioned  officer  charged  with  that  duty,  that 
his  company  is  receiving  its  proper  allotment  of  rations,  that  they  are  sup- 
plied with  necessary  cooking  and  kitchen  utensils,  that  his  company  kitchen , 
mess  outfit  and  all  utensils  are  kept  in  a  thoroughly  clean  condition,  that  all 
food  is  properly  cooked,  that  no  waste  or  misuse  of  the  ration  is  allowed, 
and  that  proper  care  is  exercised  in  the  disposition  of  all  refuse  and  gar- 
bage. He  is  required  by  army  regulations  to  place  his  company  kitchen 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  whom  he  will 
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iiold  responsible  for  its  condition  and  the  proper  use  of  the  ration,  and  who 
will  allow  no  loafing  about  th^  kitcken  or  mess  quarters.  In  this  connection 
the  attention  of  company  commanders  is  called  to  paragraphs  310  and  311, 
Army  Regulations  for  1902.  As  civilian  employes  are  generally  a  source  of 
trouble  in  any  military  service,  and  in  order  that  company  commanders  may 
fully  comply  with  and  enforce  the  regulations  in  respect  to  company  mess, 
I  recommend  that  company  cooks  be  regularly  enlisted  as  contemplated  by 
the  military  code. 

It  is  a  very  easy  matter  after  a  camp  ground  has  been  once  thoroughly 
policed  to  keep  company  streets  and  quarters  in  proper  condition ,  it  then 
becomes  only  a  matter  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  individual  soldier  and  he 
ahould  be  taught  without  delay,  that  he  will  be  held  personally  responsible 
for  the  care  of  his  quarters  and  the  portion  of  the  company  streets  adjoining 
the  same,  and  if  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced,  under  the  supervision  of  non- 
commissioned officers,  company  commanders  will  find  it  very  easy  to  keep 
their  company  street  and  quarters  in  proper  condition,  and  to  locate  the  re- 
sponsibility for  any  neglect  of  this  important  duty. 

In  the  interest  of  the  health  and  efficiency  of  the  command  while  in 
camp,  I  recommend  that  regimental  commanders  be  directed  to  designate  a 
medical  officer  to  make  a  daily  inspection  of  geods  offered  for  sale  by  the 
authorised  camp  sutler  and  peddlers  admitted  to  the  camp  grounds,  and  re- 
port to  the  commanding  officer  in  case  he  finds  any  thing  being  offered  for 
sale  to  enlisted  men  that  might  in  any  way  endanger  their  health.  The 
regular  ration  provided  by  the  State  is  healthful  and  sufficient  if  properly 
cooked,  and  the  addition  of  most  of  the  articles  supplied  by  the  sutlers  and 
peddlers  is  superfluous  and  the  direct  cause  of  a  large  part  of  the  sickness  in 
our  camps. 

FIRST  SIGNAL  COMPANY. 

Pursuant  to  an  act  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  and  subsequent 
orders  from  the  Adjutant  Generars  Department,  a  Signal  Company  was 
organized  in  Des  Moines,  April  27,  1902. 

This  company  encamped  with  the  Fifty-fourth  Regiment  at  Oskaloosa 
in  1902,  and  with  the  Fifty-sixth  Regiment,  Clear  Lake,  in  1903,  and  my 
observation  is  that  the  company  rendered  efficient  service  and  performed  all 
duty  required  of  it  at  these  camps  in  a  creditable  and  soldierly  manner. 
They  have  evidenced  great  interest,  and  made  commendable  progress  in 
their  particular  line  of  duty. 

RBGIMBNTAL  STAFF  DEPARTMBNTS. 

The  various  staff  departments  of  the  regiments  are  generally  well  adminis- 
tered, especially  when  it  is  considered  that  the  officers  of  these  departments 
are  not  professional  soldiers,  but  usually  very  busy  business  and  profes- 
sional men,  and  that  they  are  called  upon  bat  once  in  each  year  to  actively 
perform  the  duties  of  their  various  positions  and  the  tour  of  duty  at  the 
annual  camp  is  the  only  opportunity  these  officers  have  to  demonstrate  their 
efficiency.  All  officers  of  the  regimental  staff  should  thoroughly  inform 
themselves  as  to  their  respective  duty  and  be  prepared  promptly  and 
efficiently  to  perform  the  same,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  Regimental 
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CommaDder  through  his  staff  to  properly  carry  on  the  administrative  work 
of  the  regiment. 

The  work  of  the  medical  department  in  our  camps  is  an  important  factor 
and  my  observation  is  that  the  present  corps  of  medical  officers  are  perform- 
ing their  duties  in  an  intelligent  and  efficient  manner.  Very  little  sickness 
of  a  serious  nature  has  occurred  at  any  of  the  camps  during  the  biennial 
period,  and  this  has  been  due,  very  largely,  to  the  prompt  and  intelligent 
performance  of  their  duties  on  the  part  of  the  medical  officers  and  the  im- 
proved facilities  provided  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Department  for  this 
corps .  The  officers  of  the  medical  department  have  in  all  camps  been  of 
great  assistance  to  the  Inspector  Grenerars  Department  in  calling  attention 
to  and  correct mg  sanitary  conditions. 

The  Regimental  Adjutant  is  probably  among  the  hardest  worked  officers 
during  the  tour  of  camp  duty  and  should  be  loyally  supported  by  his  regi- 
mental commander  in  his  every  effort  to  require  promptness  and  accuracy 
on  the  part  of  company  commanders  in  all  matters  of  reports  and  formation* 
during  this  tour  of  duty,  as  any  lack  of  system  at  regimental  headquarters 
results  in  confusion  and  unsatisfactory  performance  of  duty  throughout  th* 
entire  command. 

The  duties  of  Regimental  Commissary  and  Quartermaster  are  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  the  service,  and  the  officers  of  these  departments 
should  carefully  consider  the  responsibilities  of  their  positions  before  accept- 
ing commissions  in  these  departments,  and  when  once  accepted,  should 
study  every  detail  of  their  office  and  thus  thoroughly  eqnip  themselves  for 
the  proper  performance  of  their  duties. 

INSPBCTIONS. 

It  is  felt  that  the  present  system  of  inspection  of  companies  at  their  home 
stations  only  is  not  sufficient,  in  that  it  does  not  afford  a  proper  opportunity 
to  judge  of  those  things  essential  to  the  proper  instruction  of  the  organization 
in  field  worky  and  in  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  and  approve 
the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  Assistant  Inspector  General » 
Major  John  T.  Hume,  herewith  submitted  and  made  a  part  of  this  report, 
that  the  basis  for  the  figure  of  merit  be  extended  to  include  an  inspection  of 
companies  at  the  annual  camps,  and  to  include  all  the  matters  mentioned  in 
his  report. 

While  I  most  heartily  approve  of  all  the  recommendations  or  suggestions 
made  by  Major  Hume  in  his  report,  I  desire  to  especially  call  attention  to 
and  emphasize  my  approval  of  the  following: 

'  'That  a  course  of  instruction  for  company  commanders  be  prescribed  by 
the  Commander  in  Chief  or  Regimental  Commander  each  year,  preferably 
by  the  Commander  in  Chief  as  tending  to  greater  uniformity.  That  non- 
commissioned officers  be  more  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  importance* 
dignity  and  responsibility  of  their  positions,  and  held  to  a  more  strict 
responsibility  for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties.  That  a  course  of 
study  for  all  officers  below  the  grade  of  lieutenant  colonel  be  prescribed  by 
the  Adjutant  General's  Department  each  year." 

Under  the  present  system  too  many  officers  study  only  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  for  the  examination  which  once  successfully  parsed  and  a  com- 
mission obtained ,  they  seem  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  to  remain  in  status  quo 
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antil  their  promotion  requires  another  examination.  The  reqnirement  of  a 
coune  of  study  annually  prescribed  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  would 
soon  determine  whether  or  not  the  officers  really  take  sufficient  pride  and 
ioterest  in  the  service  to  properly  equip  themselves  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  positions  they  occupy. 

That  regimental  or  camp  quartermasters  exercise  more  care  and  dilli- 
gence  in  regard  to  wagon  transportation  at  their  camps,  and  hold  con- 
tractors of  such  transportation  to  a  stricter  accountability. 

That  there  should  be  some  modification  in  the  system  of  drill  pay  in 
order  to  correct  the  present  abuse  of  the  same,  and  to  that  end  I  recommend 
that  an  order  be  issued  by  the  Adjutant  General's  Department  that  only 
officers  and  enlisted  men  oa  leave  or  furlough,  or  excused  by  physician's 
certificate,  from  drills  or  other  prescrit)ed  formations  of  a  company,  be 
marked  as  '*  absent  with  Uavt,'*  A  rule  of  this  kind  rigidly  enforced  would 
greatly  reduce  the  ''absent  with  leave"  list  and  by  reason  of  penalties  for 
"absence  without  leave"  would  equalize  the  amount  due  companies  for  drill 
pay. 

That  company  commanders  should  enforce  a  penalty  for  defacing  articles 
of  State  uniform  by  unauthorized  markings  and  for  all  neglect  and  abuse  of 
arms. 

PBRBCANBMT  CAMP  GROUNDS. 

I  believe  it  to  be  the  opinion  of  a  large  majority  of  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  permanent 
camp  ground  should  be  provided  for  the  organization .  L  believe  it  would 
be  economy  for  the  State  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  service  that  such 
provision  be  made  by  the  Legislature  without  unnecessary  delay. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  note  the  increased  interest  in  the  service,  not 
only  in  our  own  State  but  in  all  sections  of  the  country  since  the  ''Dick  Bill" 
become  a  law,  as  it  is  at  least  a  partial  fruition  of  hope  long  deferred  and 
should  be  an  incentive  to  such  effort  and  progress  as  will  justify  the  general 
government  in  continuing  and  even  increasing  its  support  of  the  National 
Gnard. 

I  desire  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  loyal  support  afforded 
by  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Adjutant  General,  and  the  valuable  assist- 
ance rendered  by  Major  Hume,  Assistant  Inspector  General,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  my  duties. 

For  the  restUt  of  the  inspection  of  the  organizations  at  their  stations,  I 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  detailed  statement  hereto  attached.

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ASSISTANT  INSPECTOR  GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


Dbs  Moines,  Iowa,  November  30,  1903. 
The  Inspector  General^  Iowa  National  Guards  Des  Moines ^  Iowa: 

Sis,— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  of  duty  performed  during  the 
years  1902  and  1903,  and  remarks  for  your  consideration. 

In  each  year  the  station  inspections  have  been  made  by  me  either  as 
principal  or  assistant.  All  encampments  have  been  attended  and  assistance 
rendered  in  making  camp  inspections  and  muster  of  troops  for  pay  and 
preparation  of  pay  rolls. 

It  is  my  conviction  the  basis  for  arriving  at  the  figure  of  merit  of  the 
companies  for  the  year  should  be  broadened.  The  attendance  at  camp, 
discipline,  efficiency  in  battalion  drill  (extended  order  included)  correct- 
ness of  reports  and  pay  rolls,  police  of  quarters  and  especially  the  perform- 
ance of  guard  duty,  to  be  considered  in  making  up  the  camp  portion  of 
the  percentage.  Under  the  present  system  some  companies  put  forth  all 
their  t>est  energies  to  make  a  good  showing  at  the  station  inspection,  and 
do  not  consider  that  they  should  work  with  the  same  vigor  the  year  round, 
as  a  consequence  many  companies  do  not  come  into  camp  in  condition  that 
is  expected. 

Inspection  of  uniform  clothing  convinces  me  that  regulations  should  re- 
quire company  commanders  to  have  the  clothing  cleaned  periodically.  The 
khaki  uniform  especially  needs  attention ,  with  few  exceptions  it  was  in  a 
very  dirty  condition.  Failure  to  keep  uniforms  clean  should  not  be  over- 
looked. Company  *  *  1 "  Fifty-fourth  Infantry  deserves  special  mention  for 
having  a  very  clean  set  of  uniforms,  a  few  other  companies  had  made  an 
effort  in  the  right  direction. 

Dark  blue  flannel  shirts  are  generally  not  properly  cared  for.  In  some 
companies  they  have  been  packed  away  in  chests  or  dark  store-rooms  in  a 
dirty  condition  and  without  reasonable  protection  from  moth.  Sometimes 
the  shirts  are  left  in  the  men's  lockers  and  are  frequently  worn  when  not  on 
military  duty,  and  not  checked  up  until  the  inspector  is  due  at  the  post, 
and  as  a  result  the  state  is  the  loser. 

Campaign  hats  are  also  subjected  to  much  unnecessary  wear  and  tear. 
Frequently  they  are  marked  indelibly  with  unsightly  characters  purporting 
to  recite  some  place  the  wearer  has  been  on  some  duty.  Some  suitable 
penalty  should  be  prescribed  to  stop  this. 

The  locker  system  as  applied  in  most  companies  is  responsible  for  more 
damage  to  and  loss  of  property  than  all  other  causes  combined .  The  issue 
to  a  soldier  of  all  equipment  and  clothing  and  placing  the  same  in  his 
locker  where  he  may  have  access  to  it  any  time  the  Armory  door  is  open  is 
very  detrimental  to  discipline  and  gives  the  men  a  false  idea]of  ownership . 
Under  these  conditions  it  is  well-ni^h  impossible  for  the  company  com- 
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pany  commander  to  keep  a  check  on  his  property  and  too  often  he  does  not 
know  it  is  not  in  the  Armory  until  he  attempts  to  exhibit  it  for  inspection. 
The  state  should  require  suitable  property  rooms  in  each  Armory.  Some 
companies  have  them  now  and  at  less  cost  than  lockers. 

Drill  pay  as  now  applied  is  generally  worse  than  no  pay.  It  is  the  cus- 
tom in  many  of  the  companies  to  pass  a  resolution  to  turn  into  the  treasury 
all  pay  received  from  the  state.  This  defeats  the  object  of  the  law— to  give 
the  soldier  something  in  return  for  time  spent  on  military  duty.  As  now 
practiced  it  matters  not  whether  a  soldier  earns  much  or  little  it  never 
passes  through  his  hands,  and  the  soldier  most  faithful  pays  more  than  his 
proportion  of  the  company  expenses.  Then  the  company  commander  is 
loth  to  mark  the  delinquent  absent  without  leave  when  he  recalls  how  much 
that  will  reduce  the  company  receipts  by  forfeiture  for  the  delinquency. 
The  result  is  that  neither  the  state  nor  the  faithful  soldier  derives  the  bene- 
fits contemplated. 

The  drill  pay  and  its  abuses  should  be  abolished  and  the  funds  expended 
for  it  paid  to  companies  for  Armory  rent  or  other  necessity . 

Company  funds  are  necessary  but  they  should  be  raised  by  a  more  equit- 
able plan. 

The  Commander  in  chief  or  regimental  commanders  would  do  well  to 
prescribe  a  course  of  instruction  to  be  followed  by  company  commanders 
during  the  year.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  course  would  be  benefic- 
ial to  the  service.  Instruction  would  then  be  uniform  throughout  the  state 
and  require  work  along  lines  now  often  neglected, 

The  weakness  of  the  service  today  is  the  failure  of  company  commandars 
to  properly  instruct  in  school  of  the  soldier  and  squad,  and  practically  no  in- 
struction is  given  in  guard  duty. 

Non-comissioned  officers  should  be  taught  that  regulations  provide  for 
sergeants  and  corporals  because  they  are  needed  and  not  for  ornaments. 

They  should  be  required  to  commit  and  recite  the  text  of  drill  regulations 
and  guard  manual,  learn  all  the  other  duties  of  their  positions,  then  sup- 
ported in  preformance  of  duty,  and  any  slackness  or  unsoldierly  conduct  be 
cause  for  immediate  reduction  to  ranks. 

Company  quartermaster  sergeants  need  instruction  in  their  duties .  Many 
of  them  think  their  chief  occupation  is  to  avoid  going  on  drill  and  do  as 
little  else  as  possible.  Regulations  make  no  such  exemption.  There  is 
ordinarally  ample  time  for  a  quartermaster  sergeant  to  preform  all  his  special 
duty  and  attend  drill  too.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  the  quartermaster 
sergeant  who  best  attends  to  the  duty  that  falls  to  him  in  quarters  has  the 
most  time  for  drill. 

A  course  of  study  for  all  officers  below  the  grade  of  lieu  tenant -colonel 
should  be  prescribed  and  compliance  therewith  rigidly  enforced.  All  offi- 
cers who  have  not  the  time  to  study  or  will  not  apply  themselves  should  get 
out  of  the  service  and  make  room  for  men  who  will.  A  plan  of  this  sort 
would  result  in  officers  going  onto  the  drill  field  with  a  theoretical  knowledge 
and  ready  to  make  a  practical  application  of  it.  There  would  then  be  no 
excuse  or  necessity  of  the  long  explanations  th.it  are  so  frequently  indulged 
in  while  on  the  drill  ground. 

Officers  schools  as  conducted  in  camp  are  too  short  induration  to  accomp- 
lish much.     It  might  be  a  good  plan  to  consolidate  the  companies  of  the 
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regiment  into  two  battalions  for  drill  for  several  days  during  each  camp  and 
fully  officer  each  battalion.  The  remainfng  officers  to  attend  school  under 
some  officer  specially  prepared  to  instruct  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  drill  fol- 
lowing in  which  the  officers  are  to  participate.  The  officers  to  alternate 
going  on  drill  and  attending  school. 

This  plan  would  also  give  companies  of  sufficient  size  to  exemplify  the 
drill  regulations. 

Camp  Quartermasters  should  be  required  to  use  business  methods.  They 
always  have  information  of  the  hours  of  arrival  and  departure  of  troop  trains 
and  should  see  to  it  that  suitable  wagon  transportation  is  provided.  They 
should  see  that  contractors  teams  work  under  their  orders  and  are  on  hand  at 
the  appointed  time  and  do  their  work  properly  or  stop  their  pay .  On  the 
other  hand  officers  requiring  wagon  transportation  should  apply  to  the 
quartermaster  for  it  and  not  to  the  contractor.  A  little  system  will  re- 
sult in  companies  getting  in  and  out  of  camp  without  the  confusion  that  now 
frequently  occurs. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  travel  ration  of  the  U.  S.  Army  be  issued  to 
all  companies  at  their  stations  before  leaving  for  camp  and  a  similar  ration 
be  issued  for  the  last  day. 

The  present  system  of  savings  should  be  abolished,  there  is  no  adequate 
return  for  the  time  required  for  the  commissary  to  make  the  settlements  now 
required  by  regulations .  The  full  ration  should  be  issued  and  if  company 
commanders  will  not  properly  care  for  it  the  extras  needed  should  be  paid  for 
from  the  company  fund. 

The  state  should  have  a  permanent  camp  ground  and  the  experiences  of 
1902  which  required  the  abandonment  of  one  camp  on  account  of  rains  will 

not  be  repeated .

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REPORT  OF  LIEUTENANT-COLONEL  BISHOP. 


MuscATiNB,  Iowa,    Nov.  18,  1903. 
Adjutant  General,  Des  Moines,  Iowa: 

Sir:~I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  tour  of  duty  performed 
by  the  Fifty-fourth  Regiment,  Iowa  National  Guard,  in  connection  with  the 
Dedicatory  Ceremonies  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis, 
Missouri. 

Pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  4,  dated  Adjutant  General's  Office, 
April  6,  1903,  and  Special  Orders  No.  45,  dated  Adjutant  General's  Office 
April  9,  1903,  I  left  Muscatine,  Iowa,  April  28,  1903,  onC.,R.  I.  &P.  R. 
R.  and  proceeded  to  Burlington  by  way  of  Columbus  Junction,  thence  over 
St.  L.,  K.  &  N.  W.  to  Keokuk,  arrivinj^:  about  10  p.  m.  where  I  assumed 
command  of  Companies  B,  C,  D,  H,  I  and  M,  Fifty-fourth  Repfiment. 

On  April  29,  while  at  Keokuk  my  command  had  the  honor  to  act  as  es- 
cort for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  accompanying  him  throu  gh  the 
city  from  the  St.  L. ,  K.  &.  N.  W.  depot  to  the  park.  While  in  Keokuk 
we  were  hospitably  quartered  and  subsisted  by  the  citizens  of  Keokuk. 

About  10  o'clock  A.  m.  April  29,  I  proceeded  with  my  command  over 
the  St.  L.  K.  &  N.  W.  to  St.  Louis,  arriving  at  the  Exposition  Grounds  at 
6  o'clock  P.M.     As  I  was  leaving  Keokuk  I  received  the  following  telegram: 

Dks  Moiincs,  Iowa,  April  28.  1903. 
Ool.  F.  W.  Bishop,  Keokuk,  Iowa.  ~Toa  may  comply  with  request  of  committee  at 
Hannibal,  proTidod  it  does  not  delaj  troops. 

M.  H.  Brsss, 

Adjutant  Oeneral. 

Being  assured  by  the  railway  officials  that  it  would  not  delay  our  arrival 
at  St.  Louis,  I  consented  to  act  as  escort  for  the  President. 

Arriving  at  Hannibal,  Mo.,  we  encountered  somewhat  of  a  mob,  bu) 
succeeded  in  clearing  the  way  to  a  speakers  stand  for  the  President  who 
complimented  the  troops  quite  highly  and  afterwards  learned  that  they  were 
not  from  Missouii.  On  arriving  at  St.  Louis  we  were  met  by  Lieut.  C.  J. 
Wilson,  I.  N.  G.  who  informed  me  that  the  remainder  of  the  regiment  con- 
sisting of  the  Band  and  Companies  H,  E,  F,  G,  K  and  L,  had  taken 
quarters  in  the  Varied  Industries  Building  and  in  the  absence  of  an  assign- 
ment I  quartered  the  entire  regiment  in  this  building. 

Companies  L,  K,  and  P,  under  command  of  Major  B.  K.  Lambert  en- 
route  to  St.  Louis,  acted  as  escort  for  the  President  at  Oskaloosa  April  28, 
1903.  April  30,  I  learned  through  the  newspapers  that  the  Fifty-fourth  Iowa 
Regiment  were  to  be  assigned  for  the  parade  to  a  position  in  rear  of  the 
Missouri  Artillery,  and  piloting  my  way  as  best  I  could,  no  orders  having 
been  received ,  I  obtained  a  position  in  line .  Just  as  we  were  taking  our 
position  in  line,  an  orderly  reported  to  me  with  a  message  that  horses  would 
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be  furnished  from  some  livery  stable  about  seven  miles  distant,  provided  we 
would  send  after  them,  but  as  time  wonld  not  permit  I  was  compelled  to  re- 
quest that  my  field  and  staff  accompany  me  on  foot.  After  waiting  about 
three  hours  in  a  cold  drizzling  rain,  we  were  at  last  greeted  by  familiar  faces 
consisting  of  Governor  A.  B.  Cummins  and  staff  which  had  a  stimulating 
effect,  and  as  we  swung  in  their  rear  to  pass  the  reviewing  stand,  every  one 
seemed  proud  that  they  were  from  Iowa. 

May  Ist,  pursuant  to  General  Orders  Nos.  5  and  8,  dated  Adjutant  Gen- 
eial's  Office,  April  9th  and  27tb ,  the  Pif ty-fourth  Regiment  was  inspected  by 
Major  D.  H.  Brush,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  and  mustered  by 
Colonel  J.  R.  Prime,  Inspector  General,  I.  N.  G. 

May  2d,  the  Regiment  took  part  in  laying  the  corner  stone  for  the  Iowa 
Building  and  at  6  p.  m.  in  compliance  with  Special  Orders  No.  45,  dated 
Adjutant  General's  Office,  April  21,  1903,  troops  proceeded  to  their  home 
Stations. 

The  subsistence  furnished  by  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  committee  was 
simply  a  farce  from  lack  of  management,  as  officers  and  men  were  compelled 
to  buy  what  they  could  from  lunch  counters  and  stands  around  the  grounds. 
All  troops  were  allowed  to  report  at  the  mess  hall  at  the  same  time,  while 
the  hall  would  not  accommodate  one  tenth  resulting  in  a  free  for  all  fight  to 
■ee  who  could  get  something  to  eat.  I  had  Lieut.  C.  J.  Wilson  hunt  up 
the  Missouri  Officer  who  claimed  to  be  in  charge  and  request  a  set  time  for 
the  Iowa  troops  to  report  for  mess.  This  request  was  granted,  we  were 
complimented  on  our  behavior,  but  the  mess  remained  very  poor,  food 
scarce,  improperly  cooked  and  the  contractor  was  afraid  to  ask  his  help  to 
do  anything  for  fear  they  would  all  strike. 

The  quarters  furnished  shelter  from  the  rain  only,  no  fires  were  allowed 
and  in  place  of  straw  and  bed-sacks,  cots  were  furnished  for  about  one-half 
of  the  command.  The  Medical  Department,  under  charge  of  Major  D.  S. 
Pairchild,  was  most  ably  handled  with  but  one  serious  case  of  sickness. 
The  conduct  of  both  officers  and  men  was  that  of  soldiers,  and  deserved  rec- 
ognition for  not  only  their  soldierly  conduct,  but  for  the  cheerfulness  with 
which  they  performed  each  duty  as  though  they  had  a  pride  in  representing 
the  State  of  Iowa.

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REPORT  OF  COLONEL  H.  H-  CAUGHLAN. 

Ottumwa,  Iowa,  Not.  16,  '03 
Adjutant  Gineral^  Des  Moines  Iowa: 

Sir,— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  16, 
this  regiment  went  into  a  camp  of  instruction  at  Muscatine,  Iowa,  Septem- 
ber 14th  to  19th,  inclusive. 

The  attendance  this  year  was  light,  the  regiment  having  participated  in 
the  Dedicatory  Exercises  at  St.  Louis  in  April,  many  of  the  men  found  it 
impossible  to  get  away  from  their  business  a  second  time.  The  health  of 
the  command  was  excellent,  the  ration  good  and  abundant,  the  oflficers  and 
men  enthusiastic  and  alert  and  their  behavior  above  reproach. 

Three  days  of  bad  weather  prevented  us  from  working  on  those  \  days, 
the  balance  of  the  week,  however,  I  was  enabled  to  get  the  most  satisfactory 
work  out  of  the  command.  The  instruction  was  mostly  in  extended  order 
drills  with  companies  consolidated. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Bishop  was  detailed  as  instructor  of  the  Guard  and 
rendered  valuable  service  in  many  ways. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  my  Commissary  Officer,  Lieut.  Roaco  E.  Byera 
consented  to  the  detail  in  this  department,  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for 
efficient  service. 

Capt.  Glenn  C.  Haynes,  Acting  Quartermaster  conducted  the  affairs  of 
his  department  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

The  seemingly  inexcusable  errors  and  delays  of  the  railroad  companies  in 
transporting  troops  and  supplies  caused  us  great  annoyance  and  expense. 
The  delay  in  delivering  the  canvas  caused  many  of  the  troops  to  pitch  their 
tents  in  the  rain,  getting  themselves  drenched  through. 

The  companies  were  not  sent  as  routed  and  Company  B  came  down  ia 
the  day  coach  with  other  passengers. 

Several  of  the  companies  were  compelled  to  wait  two  hours  before  they 
were  furnished  cars  to  return  home  in. 

Company  G  and  Band  were  twelve  hours  getting  to  Ottumwa. 

The  only  company  that  arrived  in  camp  on  time,  was  Company  C,  who 
marched  in. 

The  camp  was  very  satisfactory  and  beneficial  to  the  regiment.

Snt,— I  have  thehoaor  to  eabmit  the  f ollowinfi:  report  of  the  tour  of  duty 
of  tiM  55th  Inlaatry,  I.  N.  G.,  at  Port  Riley,  Kansas  from  October  17th  to 
ttth  iac)tniv».  In  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  18,  A.  G.  O.  of 
October  13,  1903,  the  regiment  was  assembled  at  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa, 
Oclaber  17lh,  and  was  entrained  by  8:30  p.  m,  without  delay  or  confusion, 
Ilia  regiaieat  being  catried  in  three  sections. 

11m  first  section  carrying  the  Headquarters,  Band  and  First  Battalion 
nacbed  Port  Riley  at  7:30  p.  m.  October  l&th,  and  was  immediately  de* 
traiaad  and  placed  in  temporary  camp  for  the  night.  The  other  sections, 
carrying  Second  and  Third  Battalions,  arrived  abont  one  hour  after  first 
•action,  and  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour  were  held  on  train  until 
Iha  morning  of  the  19th,  when  the  Second  and  Third  Battalions  were  de- 
Cxminad  and  the  camp  of  the  regiment  regularly  established. 

The  regimant  drillad  in  the  aftamoon  in  the  School  of  the  Battalion.

Col.  E.  R.  Bennett  par- 
tldpatialBa  tha  Maneuvar  of  Problem  No.  7,  the  Regimental  Commander  be- 
ing aan|EBed  to  the  command  of  a  brigade. 

Tnasday  at  5  ▲.  m.  camp  was  broken  and  the  regiment,  withalHts  bag- 
gage, tantaga,  and  boxaes,  was  loaded  on  their  trains,  the  last  section  de- 
parting at  8:55  a.  m  October  27,  1903. 
Raacbed  Council  Bluffa,  Ia.»  early  Wednesday  morning,  October  28th, 
\  tiia  aavaral  companies  and  dataib  were  entrained  and  started  for  their 
;  ataliona  without  confusion  or  delays  of  any  kind. 

TlM  rsgiflMnt  waa  fortunate  in  being  brigaded  with  the  Sixth  and  Twenty- 
fiflik  U.  S.  Infantry,  two  fina  regiments  and  officered  by  most  skillful  gentle- 
flMn,  and  under  G«n.  J.  P.  Ball  as  the  Brigade  Commander,  an  officer  who 
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has  proved  both  hu  courage  and  his  skill  upon  the  field  of  battle.  General 
Bell  looked  after  the  regiment  in  the  most  kindly  manner  and  the  officers 
and  men  will  always  feel  proud  of  service  under  so  able  a  soldier. 

The  work  of  the  regiment  throughout  the  entire  tour  of  duty  was  most 
efficient  and  their  behavior  on  trains,  in  camp,  and  in  the  field  was  of  a 
most  soldierly  2haracter,  and  the  experience  can  only  be  of  the  very  greatest 
good  to  all  fortunate  enough  to  have  been  on  this  duty.  ' 

The  health  of  the  regiment  was  most  excellent,  owing  in  a  very  large 
degree  to  the  fact  that  the  men  were  worked  hard,  fed  on  good  food,  with 
an  abundance  of  purest  water. 

When  all  performed  their  several  duties  so  well  it  would  be  unjust  to 
give  special  mention  of  any,  for  I  feel  under  deep  obljgatioqs  for  the.loyai 
support  I  received  from  every  officer  and  man  of  the  regiment  in  a  united 
effort  to  make  the  regiment  worthily  represent  the  State  of  Iowa.  I  feel 
that  every  state  is  interested  in  the  success  of  these  maneuvers,  but  unless 
guarded  with  great  care  undisciplined  troops  will  do  harm  if  permitted  to 
mingle,  without  some  check,  with  troops  inexperienced  and  of  recent  organ- 
ization. In  fact,  the  usefulness  of  the  maneuvers,  both  at  West  Point,  Ky. , 
and  Port  Riley,  Kans.,  were  endangered  by  undisciplined  men  in  National 
Guard  organizations.  Poorly  disciplined  regiments  should  not  be  allowed 
to  attend  these  camps  for  they  endanger  the  discipline  of  the  whole  body  by 
their  demoralizing  influence  upon  young  and  unexperienced  soldiers. 
Neither  should  men  who  cannot  recognize  colored  soldiers  be  permitted  to 
assemble  with  them,  for  they  are  unworthy  to  associate  with  regiments  as 
soldierly  and  efficient  as  the  colored  regiments  proved  themselves  to  be  at 
these  maneuvers.  There  seems  to  be  no  other  way  to  handle  this  matter  of 
poorly  disciplined  regiments,  than  to  give  power  to  the  Commanding  Gen- 
eral of  these  camps,  to  return  home,  with  loss  of  all  pay,  any  regiment  so 
undisciplined  as  to  be  a  demoralizing  element  in  these  camps.  Men  who  go 
to  learn  should  not  be  subjected  to  annoyance  from  regiments  that  go  sim- 
ply to  have  a  good  time.     The  rollicking  soldier  is  no  longer  desirable. 

The  weather  during  the  tour  of  duty  was  free  from  rain,  yet  the  nights 
w^re  quite  cold .  While  the  men  would  have  greater  comfort  with  stoves  for 
their  tents,  they  did  not  suffer  any  injury  from  the  want  of  arrangements 
for  heating  their  tents,  and  returned  home  none  the  worse  for  their  experi- 
ence in  real  war  conditions 

It  was  suggested  by  General  Pates,  the  Commanding  General,  that  the 
ates  should  come  to  some  agreeoa  ent  among  themselves  as  to, the  best 
season  of  the  year  for  these  maneuvers ,  as  the  Regular  Army  coV0  readily 
range  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  state  s  in  this  n:8tter.  It  would  seem  that 
August  would  perhaps  be  the  best  month  for  Iowa  troops,  as  all  business  is 
then  less  pushing  than  later  in  the  year  and  would  permit  a  large  number  of 
guardsmen  to  be  absent  from  home  without  great  loss  to  their  busfnesi 
interests. 

If  the  officers  of  regiments  to  take  part  in  these  maneuvers  could  be 
assembled  for  a  day  or  two  schooling,  a  few  weeks  before  these  tours  of 
duty,  much  better  results  could  be  had  in  the  execution  of  the  work  of  these 
camps. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  maneuvers  may  be  continued  and  upon  a 
larger  scale.    Iowa  will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  for  a  larger  body  of 
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men  in  the  fntare,  and  if  they  can  be  brigaded  with  Regulars,  as  was  done 
this  year,  it  will  t>e  most  fortunate  for  the  State;  but  if  it  is  to  have  its 
troops  brigaded  with  National  Guard  organizations  it  would  be  much  bet- 
ter were  our  troops  organized  as  a  brigade  at  home  so  it  could  go  to  these 
maneuvers  in  a  body,  so  complete  as  to  be  able  to  care  for  itself.

REPORT  OF  LIEUTENANT  COLONEL  PARKER. 

Hampton,  Iowa,  Dec.  4,  1903. 
To  the  Adjutant  General  of  lowa^ 

Sir, — Having  been  in  command  of  the  Fifty-sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry 
Iowa  National  Guard  for  the  first  four  days  of  its  encampment  for  1903,  and 
having  been  requested  by  you  to  make  a  report  thereon,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following: 

In  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  13,  Adjutant  General's  Office 
dated  July  28,  1903,  and  subsequent  orders,  this  regiment  went  into  camp 
at  Clear  Lake,  Iowa,  on  Wednesday,  September  2,  for  a  period  of  eight 
days.  The  camp  was  situated  on  a  beautiful  field  about  two  miles  east  of 
Clear  Lake  on  the  line  of  the  Mason  City  and  Clear  Lake  Electric  Railway, 
the  field  was  well  drained  and  the  grass  cropped  short,  but  was  rather  small , 
so  that  the  companies  were  placed  too  near  each  other.  The  drill  field  lying 
to  the  east,  and  near  at  hand  was  all  that  was  desired. 

1  arrived  at  the  camp  on  Wednesday  morning  at  9  o'clock  and  found  it 
well  laid  out  under  the  direction  of  yourself  and  the  Quartermaster,  Capt. 
A.  L.  Rule,  the  tents  on  the  headquarters  line  were  all  up,  and  the  tent 
floors  for  all  the  companies  properly  laid,  the  tents  were  issued  to  each  com- 
pany as  it  arrived,  and  the  men  were  required  to  put  them  up,  which  they 
did  in  short  order.  I  also  found  Lieut.  Edwin  H.  Brown  the  Regimental 
Commissary,  on  the  ground  with  his  department  in  full  running  order. 

None  of  the  companies  arrived  before  noon,  and  on  account  of  belated 
railroad  trains,  many  of  the  companies  did  not  arrive  till  after  9  o'clock  p. 
M. ,  so  that  nothing  in  the'  way  of  drills  or  parades  were  had  till  Thursday 
morning.

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Guard  duty  was  performed  by  details  from  each  company,  and  the  first 
guard  mounts  were  somewhat  ragged  from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  men 
were  recruits  and  had  never  had  but  little,  if  any,  instruction  in  this  cere- 
mony, but  all  were  eager  to  learn  and  as  the  week  progressed,  there  was  a 
marked  improvement  not  only  in  the  ceremony,  but  in  the  performance  of 
their  duty  on  post.  The  drills  and  parades  went  more  smoothly,  the  first 
drill  on  Thursday  morning  was  by  company  in  close  and  extended  order, 
each  captain  selecting  his  own  programme.  The  afternoon  drill  was  by 
battalion  in  close  order.  Friday  forenoon  was  given  up  to  extended  order 
drill  by  battalions  and  close  order  in  the  afternoon.  Saturday  morning  was 
used  for  regimental  drill  and  I  am  glad  to  say  went  very  smoothly  indeed. 

The  First  S  gnal  Company  of  Des  Moines  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Edwards  encamped  with  this  regiment  and  participated  in  the  guard  duty 
and  parades  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  camp  was  excellent,  there  being  but  very 
little,  if  any,  sickness;  this  was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  efficient  duty 
performed  by  the  surgeons  in  their  inspections  and  recommendations.  Col. 
W.  B.  Humphrey  having  arrived  Saturday  night,  I  relinquished  the  com- 
mand to  him  on  Sunday  morning. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  thank  the  quartermaster,  the  commis- 
sary, the  surgeons  and  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the  command  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  all  duties  required.

To  the  Adjutant  General,  Des  Moines ,  Iowa: 

SiR,~I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  duty  with  the 
Iowa  State  Rifle  Team. 

At  the  close  of  the  School  of  Instruction  in  Small  Arms  Practice  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  I  selected  twenty  men  from  the  best  shots  there  to  compete  for  a 
place  on  the  State  Team. 

They  were  furnished  with  good  Springfield  Rifles  of  the  old  style  forty* 
five  caliber,  and  ordered  to  practice  on  their  home  ranges  and  report  their 
scores  to  me  once  a  week.  Owing  to  business  engagements  four  of  the  men 
were  unable  to  practice.  The  remaining  sixteen  were  ordered  to  report  to 
me  September  16,  1903,  at  Algona  for  preliminary  practice,  preparatory  to 
going  to  Lake  City,  Minnesota,  to  compete  for  the  Washburn  Trophy.  We 
experienced  some  difficulty  with  water  on  the  Algona  range,  owing  to  the 
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heavy  rains,  but  managed  to  do  some  very  good  work.  I  found  it  necessary 
to  send  two  men  home  for  disorderly  condact.  I  have  already  made  a  special 
report  on  this  matter. 

After  four  days  practice  on  the  Algona  range  I  took  the  State  Team  to 
Lake  City,  Minnesota,  arriving  there  Sunday  p.  M.  September  20,  1903. 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  21  and  22  wer*  devoted  to  preliminary 
practice;  it  was  discovered  that  it  was  impossible  to  complete  the  match  as 
decided  upon,  in  the  time  allotted  to  it.  A  meeting  of  the  Interstate  Rifle 
Association  was  held  and  the  original  rules  of  the  competition  were  amended. 
A  certified  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  are  hereto  attached. 

Tuesday  night  I  selected  the  active  members  of  the  team  as  follows:

The  scores  of  the  competing  teams  at  known  distances  were  as  follows: 
Illinois,  1,540.    Minnesota,  1.550.     Iowa,  1.528. 

The  scores  of  the  competing  teams  in  skirmish  firing  were  as  follows: 
Illinois,  811.  Minnesota,  598.  Iowa»  606.  The  Iowa  team  was  poor  in 
skirmish  firing.  This  must  be  improved  in  the  future  if  we  wish  to  be  in  the 
front  rank  with  other  states.  The  work  of  the  Illinois  team  showed  that  a 
great  deal  of  the  time  had  been  spent  practicing  skirmish  firing  as  every  man 
on  the  team  loaded  and  fired  his  gun  with  the  precision  of  clockwork. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Iowa  team  on  its  fine  showing  with  so  little 
practice.  With  a  proper  amount  of  practice  and  coaching  I  believe  the  Iowa 
team  would  have  proved  the  best  team  on  the  range.  I  wish  to  congratulate 
it  further  on  its  military  appearance,  soldierly  conduct,  and  discipline  while 
at  Lake  City,  Minn.

A  meeting  of  the  Interstate  Rifle  Aasoclatlon  was  held  this  evening  at  6  o'clock  p.  m. 
at  Headquarters  Camp  Lakeriew. 

Present:  Qenl.  M.  H.  Byem,  Adjt.  Oenl.  Iowa.  Genl.  B.  D.  Libby,  A'ijt.  Oenl.

Tliere  were  also  present  the  Officer  in  charge,  Capt.  Chas.  C.  Smith,  Twentieth  In- 
fantry, U.  S.  A.,  and  captains  of  the  competing  team  (Colonel  Morse,  Captain  Lee  and 
Captain  Ben  Elck,  Sixth  Illinois) . 

Upon  motion  dnly  made  and  seconded  General  Byers  acted  as  Chairman  and  Major 
Brown  as  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

General  Byers  stated  that  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  consider  the  statos  of  the 
competition  now  being  conducted  in  pursurnce  of  the  rules  adopted  at  the  Chicago  Meet- 
ing of  the  Association  in  June  22,  1908,  and  to  entertain  any  suggestions  or  recommenda- 
tions that  the  Officer  in  charge  should  make. 

Replying  to  the  invitation  to  speak.  Captain  Smith,  Officer  in  charge,  stated  that  it  has 
seemed  to  him  upon  reading  the  rules  of  the  competition  that  the  Association  has  laid  out 
entirely  too  much  work  for  the  two  days  of  the  competition,  that  the  experience  of  the 
two  days  preliminary  shooting  hsd  confirmed  him  in  this  opinion ;  that  on  neither  of  these 
two  days  had  it  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  full  program  as  laid  out;  that  on  the  first  day's 
preliminary  the  shooting  at  the  four  known  distances  was  completed  but  only  one-half  of 
the  skirmish ;  that  on  this  the  second  day,  the  full  skirmish  firing  was  completed  but  tiiis 
was  possible  only  because,  after  consulting  with  and  consent  of  the  team  captains,  he  had 
rastricted  the  known  distance  firing  to  two  (200)  hundred  and  three  (800)  hundred  yards, 
omitting  five  (500)  hundred  and  six  (600)  hundred  yards ;  and  that  it  must  be  apparent  to 
all  that  to  complete  the  work  for  the  competition  proper  would  require  four  more  days  in- 
stead of  two.  Captain  Smith  then  suggested  two  alternatives,  (1)  to  extend  the  competi- 
tion to  and  including  Saturday  the  26ch,  giving  two  full  days  for  known  distances  and  two 
full  days  for  skirmishing,  thus  completing  the  wor]c  originally  laid  out;  or  (2)  cutting  the 
work  in  two,  having  one  full  day  at  known  distances  and  one  full  day  at  skirmish,  thus 
ending  the  competition  on  the  day  originally  fixed,  Thursday,  24ih. 

A  general  discussion  was  then  had  of  the  situation  during  which  it  developed  first, 
that  some  of  the  men  of  the  Iowa  team,  could  not  remain  if  the  competition  was  extended 
beyond  the  date  originally  fixed;  and  second,  that  both Illiools  and  Minnesota  preferred 
to  have  it  extended,  but  not  if  such  a  change  would  result  in  the  withdrawal  of  the  Iowa 
team  from  the  competition,  and  General  Byers  and  Colonel  Morse  both  stated  that  Iowa 
would  have  to  withdraw  if  the  competition  be  prolonged. 

It  w-ts  thereupon  moved  and  seconded  that  the  program  for  the  competition  for  the 
Washburn  Trophy  heretofore  adopted  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

First  Day— Regular  Competition  (third  day  of  contest). 

Forenoon— Known  distance  firing  at  200  and  800  yards— each  competitor  to  fire  ten  (10) 
shots  at  each  range. 

Afternoon— Known  distance  firing  at  600  to  600  yards— each  competitor  to  fire  ten  (10) 
shots  at  each  range. 

Second  Day-Regular  Competition  (fourth  day  of  contest). 

Skirmish  Firing -Each  competitor  to  make  two  runs  of  forty  (40)  shots  each,  one  run 
in  the  forenoon  and  one  in  the  af  ernoon,  each  skirmish  run  to  be  from  600  to  SOO  yards 
and  back,  with  ten  (10)  halts,  five  (6)  advancing  and  five  (5)  retiring,  thirty  (80)  seconds 
firing  intorvaU  at  each  halt,  and  at  least  one  shot  to  be  fired  by  each  competitor  at  aach 
halt,  or  until  his  ammunition  is  exhausted. 
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And  the  ooiit€8t  to  be  decided  upon  the  looveB  made  on  the  two  6mjs  of  the  regolar  com  - 
petition  »t  known  distances,  and  one-half  of  the  sam  of  the  two  skirmish  nms  as  already 
provided  for  in  the  rules. 

The  motion  being  put  to  »  Yot^,  was  carried  nnaoimonsly. 

There  being  no  further  business,  on  motion  the  meeting  adjourned.

Sir,— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  12, 
A.  G.  O,  c.  s. ,  I  assumed  command  of  the  State  Rifle  Range  on  July  27, 
1903.     1  found  the  camp  erected  and  the  mess  in  running  order. 

1  had  the  officers  quartered  separately  from  the  men,  which  was  highly 
satisfactory.  Owing  to  the  lay  of  the  ground,  the  officers'  tents  were  erected 
to  the  right  of  the  men's.  If  the  officers  of  each  regiment  could  be  quar- 
tered at  the  head  of  their  regimental  street,  and  the  ranking  officer  put  in 
charge  of  the  men  of  his  regiment,  I  believe  it  would  be  more  satisfactory 
and  insure  better  dicipline. 

For  jK>me  unaccountable  reason ,  the  men  seemed  to  be  more  hungry 
than  usual  which  resulted  in  the  rations  being  a  little  short.  The  fact  that 
men  eat  more  than  the  usual  ration  when  first  in  camp  should  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and,  in  the  future,  provision  should  be  made  for  the  shortage, 
as  good  work  cannot  be  accomplished  with  hungry  men.  I  found  it  neces- 
sary for  the  men  to  fall  in,  and  march  to  mess. 

Bvery  company  in  the  State  was  represented,  which  resulted  in  a  larger  at- 
tendance this  year  than  ever  before;  in  fact,  there  were  more  men  than  could 
be  easily  handled  in  the  present  condition  of  the  range.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future  the  State  will  procure  a  permanent  camp-ground  and 
range,  and  then  have  each  regimental  inspector  instruct  the  men  of  his 
regiment  in  small  arms  practice  while  in  camp,  leaving  the  school  of 
instruction  in  small  arms  practice  for  the  development  of  the  better  shots. 

Uurlng  the' nkeettng,  the  Iowa  State' Rifle  Association  was  organized. 
This  has  already  woniierfully  stimulated  interest  in  rifle  practice,  and 
deserves  the  hearty  support  of  every  National  Guardsman. 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday  were  devoted  to  firing  at  rectangular  targets 
with  the  U  S.  Magazine  Rifle,  and  although  some  very  good  scores  were 
made,  on  the  whole  they  should  havtf  been  better.  In  the  warfare  of  today 
a  soldier  must  be  able  to  hit  what  he  aims  at.  Such  skill  can  only  be 
acquired  by  much  practice  and  study.  The  conditions  that  effect  the  bullet 
afier  it  leaves  the  gun  must  be  thoroughly  understood  before  a  man  can 
become  an  expert  .rifleman .  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  men 
spend  more  time  and  study  on  their  home  ranges. 

Thursday  was  devoted  to  firing  at  rectangular  targets  and  revolver  prac- 
tice. Owing  to  the  Iowa  State  Rifle  Association  giving  prizes  for  revolver 
practice,  there  was  great  interest  shown  in  this  department  and  more  men 
fired  the  revolver  than  ever  before,  and  many  good  scores  were  made. 
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Friday  was  devoted  to  skirmish  firing^.  The  National  Guard  of  Iowa  is 
very  deficient  in  this  mode  of  fire.  Now  that  it  is  fnlly  eqaippad  with  the 
U.  S.  Magazine  Rifle  I  hope  to  see  a  great  improvement  in  sldrmish  firinsT 
by  another  year. 

Friday  night  the  regular  work  of  the  school  of  in^  traction  in  small  arms 
practice  closed ,  but  the  regimental  teams  remained  over  Saturday  to  com- 
pete for  a  trophy.  In  this  competition  the  Springfield  Rifle »  45-caliber, 
was  used,  as  the  State  Team  would  use  this  rifle  in  the  interstate  competi- 
tion at  Lake  City,  Minnesota. 

The  health  and  dicipline  of  the  command  was  good  throughout  the  entire 
meeting,  and,  for  a  wet  season,  we  were  favored  with  good  weather  with 
the  exception  of  Saturday.    Many  of  the  men  left  camp  in  a  drenching  rain.

Gentlemen,— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
first  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  was  held  at  the<  State  Rifle 
Range,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  from  July  28  to  August  1,  1903. 

The  program  prepared  by  the  Acting  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of 
Gen.  M.  H.  Byers,  Col.  W.  E.  H.  Morse  and  Capt.  Thos.  F.  Cooke  was 
carried  out  as  laid  down,  and  in  addition  a  consolation  match  was  arranged. 
The  matches  proved  very  interesting,  and  the  number  of  entries  in  each 
show  that  the  Association  fills  a  need  of  the  Iowa  Riflemen. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  members  held  on  July  31st ,  the  following  board  of 
Directors  were  elected:  Governor  A.  B.  Cummins,  Colonel  J.  R.  Lincoln, 
Major  J.  T.  Hume,  Major  J.  W.  Lee,  Major  F.  R.  Fisher,  Major  E.  E. 
Lambert,  Colonel  W.  E.  H.  Morse,  Major  W.  H.  Evans,  Capt.  T.  F. 
Cooke,  Capt.  W.  F.  Smith,  Capt.  J.  G.  Cushing,  Capt.  L.  D.  Ross,  Capt.

Chests 
for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  trophies  have  been  provided  and  tlie  trophies  en- 
graved, photographed  and  sent  out  to  the  pinners. 
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Membership  in  the  Association  is  open  to  all  reputable  persons.  Its 
purposes  appeal  not  only  to  the  sportsman,  but  to  all  patriotic  citizens,  who 
realize  the  necessity  of  encouraging  our  young  men  to  become  proficient 
with  the  rifle,  as  a  part  of  the  preparation  which  avoids  war. 

Since  the  meeting,  Gen.  Francis  M.  Drake,  of  Centerville,  one  of  our 
soldier  Governors,  has  sent  us  a  check  for  the  purchase  of  the  ** Drake 
Trophy",  which  will  be  completed  for  next  year.  Other  matches  will  be 
arranged  for  and  announced  in  the  program  of  the  Second  Meeting.

Sir,— I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  part  taken  by  my  company  in  the 
riots  at  Dubuque  from  the  16th  to  the  24th  of  June,  1903.  inclusive. 

The  following  is  a  true  copy  of  the  demand  in  writing  made  upon  me  by 
John  Steiner,  Sheriff  of  Dubuque  county,  Iowa,  at5:00  o'clock  p.  m.,  Tues- 
day, June  16,  1903. 

"2V>  W.  H.  Thrift,  Captain  of  Company  A,  Fifty-third  Regiment: 

"A  breach  of  the  pabllo  peace  involving  tamult  and  threatened  riot  having  oooorred  and 
being  in  progress  in  the  city  of  Dnbuqae,  on  the  16th  day  of  June,  1908,  and  imminent  dan- 
ger of  a  continuance  thereof  beyond  the  control  of  the  peace  olfloers  of  said  city,  I,  John 
Steiner,  Sheriff  of  Dnbuqae  county,  deeming  it  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  peaoe 
and  the  suppression  of  tumnlt  and  riot  as  such  sheriff,  do  hereby  call  upon  yon  for  aid, 
with  the  company  under  your  command,  as  part  of  the  militia  of  the  State  of  Iowa  to  assist 
in  quelling  the  tumult  and  impending  riot  in  the  city  of  Dubuque  forthwith. 

'  *JoHN  STaiKBB,  Sheriff  Dubuque  Co.,  Iowa.  *' 

Thereupon,  I  proceeded  to  assemble  my  company,  and  by  6:00  o'clock  p. 
M.  were  under  arms  in  the  Armory  awaiting  further  orders.  At  about  7:00 
o'clock  Sheriff  Steiner  appeared  at  the  Armory  in  person  and  requested  me 
to  march  my  company  to  the  corner  of  Couler  and  Rhomberg  Avenues, 
where  a  large  crowd  of  people  were  gathering  and  threatening  destruction  of 
the  Union  Electric  street  cars.  I  at  once  responded,  and,  upon  reaching 
the  above  point  a  few  minutes  later,  found  several  hundred  people  congre- 
gated there  composed  of  all  classes .  With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  where 
threats  were  made  by  parties,  the  assemblage  seemed  quiet  and  orderly. 

As  the  presence  of  the  military  was  attracting  the  people  and  there  was 
no  present  danger  of  rioting,  I  suggested  to  Sheriff  Steiner  that  I  be  permit- 
ted to  move  my  company  back  to  the  Armory  and  await  developments 
which  he  granted.  At  about  8:00  o'clock  the  sheriff  informed  me  through 
a  deputy  that  a  mob  of  a  thousand  people  were  on  their  way  to  the  Union 
Electric  Go's  offices  located  on  lower  Main  street  between  Second  and  Third 
streets,  which  joins  the  Julien  Hotel  on  the  north,  and  when  I  reached 
Main  street  with  my  company,  the  mob  was  only  two  blocks  behind,  and 
we  could  plainly  hear  their  threats.  *'Hang  Dame  and  kill  the  Scabs." 
Dame  was  the  Superintendent  of  the  Street  Car  Co.,  and  the  scabs,  the 
new  men  brought  in  by  the  Street  Car  Co.  to  operate  their  road.  I  had 
been  previously  informed  that  Mr.  Dame  and  his  employes  were  in  their  of- 
fice armed  with  repeating  Winchester  Rifles  and  would  defend  their  lives 
against  the  mob.  I  was  anxious  to  prevent  the  mob  from  reaching  the 
building  where  Dame  and  his  party  were  for,  I  believed,  were  the  mob  per- 
mitted to  reach  the  building  they  would  attempt  to  gain  an  entrance  and 
nothing  then  could  have  prevented  the  loss  of  many  lives.  To  avoid  this. 
I  formed  my  company  in  line  across  Main  street  at  the  block  where  said  of- 
fices were  located,  and  at  a  charge  bayonet,  the  mob  came  to  a  halt.  Then 
a  part  of  them  started  around  the  block  hoping  to  gain  an  entrance  at  that 
point;  observing  their  movements  I  caused  my  rear  rank  to  abont  face  and 
ordered  my  First  Lieut.  Charles  P.  Skemp  to  form  line  with  them  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  block  and  keep  the  mob  from  gaining  entrance  at  that 
point.    We  then  had  the  offices  completely  guarded,  with  the  exception  of 
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the  a  ley  in  the  rear,  wh*ch  was  being  guarded  by  the  city  police  under  my 
directions  After  the  rioters  had  been  defeated  at  all  points  in  getting  to 
where  Mr  Dame  and  his  men  were  located,  they  then  went  in  force  to  the 
Union  Electric  Power  House  some  five  blocks  north  on  Iowa  street.  Being 
informed  they  were  there  destroying  property  I  took  a  part  of  my  company 
and  reached  the  power  hou«e  as  soon  as  possible,  but  too  late  to  prevent  the 
destruction  of  windows  and  doors  by  the  throwing  of  missiles.  On  our  arrival 
they  were  about  to  commence  the  destruction  of  the  machinery, which  we  pre- 
vented by  charging  and  driving  them  from  the  building,  causing  them  to 
make  a  hasty  retreat.  I  then  returned  to  my  former  position  on  main  street. 
Immediately  upon  my  arrival  I  received  word  that  the  rioters  were  headed  for 
the  street  car  bams,  locatated  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city,  one  and  a 
half  miles  distant  from  where  my  company  were  then  located .  I  took  part 
of  the  company,  leaving  a  part  under  command  of  Lieutenant  Skemp  to 
guard  the  Union  Electric  Offices,  and  by  marching  in  double  time,  most  of 
the  distance,  reached  the  bams  just  in  time  to  save  them  from  destruction 
by  fire,  as  it  was  their  intention  to  burn  them,  The  rioters  had  broken  into 
the  bams  when  we  arrived,  but  on  hearing  us  approach,  hastened  to  retreat 
from  same.  A  few  stones  were  thrown  at  the  company,  which  I  ordered 
stopped  at  once,  or  I  would  command  my  men  to  fire.  This  had  the  effect 
to  stop  the  stone  throwing.  I  then  warned  them  to  disperse,  and  formed  my 
men  in  position  to  protect  the  bams  from  further  injury.  The  mob  began 
to  disperse  in  groups  and  in  half  an  hour  from  the  time  we  arrived,  there 
was  no  sign  of  a  mob  in  the  vicinity  of  the  barns;  it  was  then  about  1:00 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  Believing  there  would  be  no  further  trouble  at  this 
point,  and  that  the  property  would  be  safe  under  guard  of  the  police  and  the 
two  armed  guards  of  the  Union  Electric  Company,  I  telephoned  to  the  sheriff 
and  got  permission  to  return  to  the  Armory.  Before  leaving  the  bams  I 
telephoned  Lieutenant  Skemp  if  all  was  quiet  at  his  station  to  notify  the 
police  and  return  to  the  Armory.  The  two  commands  reached  the  Armory 
at  about  the  same  time,  2:00  o'clock  in  the  moming.  I  then  ordered  the 
company  to  retire,  which  they  were  quite  willing  to  do  after  seven  hours 
hard  service  without  a  moment's  rest.  The  next  four  days  the  company 
remained  in  the  Armory  waiting  results,  with  the  exception  of  two  hours 
morning  and  afternoon  drills.  Sunday,  Monday  and  Tuesday  the  company 
were  on  patrol  duty  up  to  12:00  o'clock  each  night.  Wednesday  morning  at 
8:00  o'clock,  Sheriff  Steiner  relieved  the  company  from  further  duty.  At 
10:30  o'clock  they  were  dismissed.  Company  quartered  and  subsisted  in 
Armory.  Number  of  days  on  duty,  nine,  from  June  16th  to  June  24th, 
inclusive.  Present  for  duty,  three  officers,  ten  non-commissioned  officers, 
two  musicians  and  thirty-four  privates.  Friday,  June  19th,  I  reported  pri- 
vate Edward  B.  Nowlin  sick  to  Lieut.  J.  C.  Hancock,  Assistant  Surgeon, 
assigned  to  the  Fifty- third  Infantry,  who  had  private  Nowlin  removed  to 
Pinley  Hospital,  Dubuque,  where  he  is  now  convalescing.  This  was  the 
only  case  of  sickness  in  my  company. 

In  condnsion  I  want  to  commend  my  officers  and  men  alike  for  their 
faithful  and  efficient  service.  Whilst  my  men  held  various  opinions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  causes  leading  up  to  the  rioting,  they  were  of  one  opinion  as  to 
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its  suppression,   and  were  soldiers  from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  and  1 
esteem  it  an  honor  to  have  been  their  commanding  officer.

AN  ADDRESS 

ON  THB  PRBSBNTATION  OF  A    STAND  OF  COLORS  TO  THB  NINTH  IOWA  VOLUN- 
TBBRS,  BY  THB  LADIBS  OF  BOSTON. 

Our  Countrymen-Soldiers  of  the  Ninth  Iowa  Regiment:  We  desire  to 
present  you  with  these  our  national  colors,  as  an  evidence  of  our  interest 
in  you  as  soldiers  of  the  Union,  and  as  a  token  of  our  grateful  admiration 
for  the  valor  and  heroism  displayed  by  you  on  the  memorable  fleld  of  Pea 
Ridge. 

We  greet  you  today,  not  as  strangers,  but  as  true  and  loyal  friends,  for, 
though  but  one  of  your  number  is  personally  known  to  us  in  far  off  Massa- 
chusetts, our  hearts  have  followed  you  with  prayer,  and  with  a  hopefu 
expectation  of  being  gladdened  by  your  success. 

We  have  anxiously  looked  for  tidings  of  you  from  those  early  September 
days  when  you  were  first  assembled  at  Camp  Union,  to  the  cold  dark  days 
of  the  late  winter,  and  although  the  order  onward,  was  long  delayed,  yet 
when  it  came,  so  readily  did  you  obey  it,  that  we  found  it  no  easy  task, 
even  in  imagination,  to  keep  up  with  the  "double  quick"  of  the  "Iowa 
Grey  Hounds.*'  The  memory  of  the  patient  devotion  with  which  you  have 
unfalteringly  borne  toil,  fatigue,  hunger  and  privation,  and  the  recollection 
of  your  brave  and  gallant  deeds  on  the  7th  and  8th  of  March,  1862,  will 
long  be  treasured  in  our  hearts,  and  although  we  think  with  sorrow  of  the 
sad  price  of  such  a  victory,  and  the  unbidden  tears  must  flow  at  the  thought 
of  the  brave  hearts  now  stilled  forever,  yet  we  feel  a  pride  in  the  conscious- 
ness that  her  noble  sons  feel  no  sacrifice  too  great  for  their  and  our  beloved 
country! 

God  bless  the  Union!  God  bless  you  and  all  soldiers  of  the  Union  armies, 
is  the  fervent  prayer  of  your  countrywomen  in  Massachusetts. 

Boston,  Massachusetts,  July  10,  1862. 
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COLONEL  VANDEVER'S  REPLY. 

Officers  and  Men:^l  unfurl  before  you  today  a  stand  of  colors,  from 
our  countrywomen  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  our  country's  standard,  with 
the  arms  of  Massachusetts  and  Iowa  combined.  The  East  and  the  West  em- 
brace that  proud  old  flag,  resolved  at  every  hazard"  and  every  cost  to  main- 
tain it  as  the  emblem  of  an  undivided  nationality,  against  foes  without 
and  traitors  within . 

Why  this  regiment  among  the  many  that  have  rendered  distinguished  serv- 
ice upon  hard-fought  fields  of  the  West,  should  be  chosen  as  the  recipient 
of  so  noble  and  generous  a  testimonial,  I  know  not.  But  this  I  know,  none 
other  could  more  highly  appreciate  the  honor  of  such  a  choice.  That  no- 
ble old  commonwealth  has  always  stood  pre-eminent  for  services  and  sacri- 
fices in  the  cause  of  the  country.  The  heroism  of  its  people  has  risen  su- 
perior to  every  peril  and  every  danger.  From  it  has  sprung  martyrs,  heroes 
and  statesmen,  whose  deeds  shed  imperishable  luster  on  the  American  name. 
Such  examples  we  are  proud  to  emulate. 

That  the  daughters  of  these  sires  have  thought  us  not  unworthy  of  this 
token  of  approval  will  ever  be  cherished  in  grateful  remembrance.  Many 
in  this  regiment  remember  with  tenderest  emotions  their  kindred  of  the  Old 
Bay  State.  Here  is  a  kindly  offering  from  home,  to  remind  you  of  their 
love.  And  here  men  of  every  state  and  clime,  is  mother  and  sister  speaking 
to  you  words  of  cheer  to  animate  and  strengthen  you  in  the  path  of  duty 
and  of  peril.  Thus  encouraged:  be  resolved  that  by  the  blessicgs  of  God, 
no  traitor's  hand  raised  to  dim  the  luster  of  that  flag  shall  prosper.  This 
purpose  transmitted  from  sire  to  son,  our  country,  her  laws  and  institutions 
will  live  while  the  granite  foundations  of  Old  Plymouth  endure,  or  the  floods 
of  the  West  flow  to  the  ocean . 

Upon  the  folds  of  this  flag  are  inscribed  an  allusion  to  your  heroic  deeds 
on  the  7th  and  8th  of  March,  1862.  Of  the  small  band  of  five  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  this  regiment  who  then  marched  so  bravely  to  battle,  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  lay  dead  and  wounded  upon  the  field  at  the  close  of  the 
contest.  And  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  on  the  day  previous  you  performed 
a  march  of  forty  miles  between  daylight  and  dark,  so  eager  were  you  to 
reach  the  field  of  anticipated  strife.  To  this  and  to  Colonel  Phelps'  Mii^souri 
regiment,  comrades  of  that  weary  march,  and  to  Captain  Hayden's  battery, 
was  the  post  of  honor  at  the  Elkhom  Tavern  assigned  on  the  morning  of 
the  7th.  There  under  a  terrible  fire  from  greatly  superior  numbers,  the 
brave  general  commanding  our  division,  expressed  doubts  whether  any 
troops  could  hold  the  position  longer  than  noon.  I  assured  him  that  you 
would  perish  rather  than  yield  the  ground.  The  general  in-chief  being 
informed  how  hotly  we  were  pressed,  ordered  you  to  persevere.  You  did 
persevere,  until  night  closed  the  conflict,  and  then  you  wearilv  sank  upon 
your  arms,  but  to  renew  the  contest  in  the  morning  light.  The  result  is 
known. 

These  flags  will  henceforth,  wherever  they  are  unfurled,  commemorate 
the  events  recorded  upon  their  folds,  and  testify  that  Massachusetts  so  highly 
honored,  is  proud  to  call  you  countrymen. 

Our  hearts  are  saddened  at  the  thought  of  those  who  fell  at  our  sides, 
but  we  trust  in  God  that  the  storm  has  drifted  them  to  a  haven  of  peaceful 
rest,  and  that  the  sacrifice  they  have  made  may  so  consecrate  the  Union  of 
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loyal  hearts  and  hands,  as  to  result  in  the  speedy  extension  of  the  blessings 
of  liberty  to  the  oppressed  of  every  name  and  clime,  and  give  peace  to  our 
distracted  country. 

Camp  near  Helena,  Ark.,  Aug  3.  1862. 

To  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  "'Ninth  Iowa  Infantry  Volunteers:^' 

Once  more,  countrymen  and  friends,  it  becomes  our  privilege  to  extend 
to  you,  from  our  far  off  New  England  home,  "the  rig dt  hand  of  fellow- 
ship,"  and  to  express  to  you  our  sincere  admiration  for  your  heroic  deeds  of 
daring,  and  valor,  and  our  earnest  sympathy  in  your  noble  efforts  to  pre- 
serve our  national  honor  and  integrity. 

One  year  and  three  months  ago  we  sent  you  our  national  colors,  for  we 
had  learned  from  one  of  your  number  that,  at  "Pea  Ridge,'*  you  had 
helped  to  win  the  victory  without  even  a  flag  to  rally  round. 

Gladly  did  we  assume  the  responsibility  of  supplying  the  deficiency,  con- 
fident that  in  your  hands  our  flag  could  suffer  no  dishonor.  How  faithfully 
you  have  discharged  your  trust;  the  blood-stained,  war-worn  relic  you  have 
returned  to  us  gloriously  attests— its  tattered  folds  speaking  to  our  hearts 
in  language  more  eloquent  than  words,  of  the  scenes  it  has  witnessed,  the 
glorious  deeds  in  which  it  has  borne  its  part !  All  honor  to  its  brave 
defenders! 

Yet,  while  we  rejoice  over  its  triumphs,  let  us  pause  and  pay  our  tribute 
of  reverent  sorrow  to  the  memory  of  those,  whose  voices  joined  with  yours 
in  glad  cheers  of  greeting,  to  the  dear  old  flag,  but  which  are  now  hushed 
and  silent  forever,  their  "good  fight  fought**— their  "last  victory  won." 

And,  now,  we  ask  your  acceptance  of  another  battle  flag,  to  replace  the 
one  you  have  returned  to  us. 

May  the  sight  of  the  list  of  the  victories,  emblazoned  on  its  folds  serve  as 
an  incentive  to  new  deeds  of  heroism,  so  that,  ere  the  close  of  another  year, 
you  may  t>ear  it  home  with  you  in  triumph,  an  emblem  of  peace— a  peace 
valiantly  won  and  honorably  achieved.

The  Flag  of  Company  K,  lUh  Iowa  Infantry. 
This  flag  wan  presented  to  Company  E,   Twelfth  Iowa  by  the  ladies  of  Hopkinton, 
Delaware  county,  Iowa,  in  November,  1881.    Upon  the  organization  of  the  Union  Brigade 
after  the  battle  of  Shlloh  it  became  the  regimental  flag  of  that  organization  and  was  used 
as  such  during  the  siege  of  Corinth,  at  the  battle  of  Corinth  and  until  December,  IMS, 
when  the  Union  Brigade  was  di&solved. 

At  the  battle  of  Corinth  the  Union  Brigade  was  attached  to  Hackleman's  brigade  of 
Davles'  division,  and  on  October  4th  occupied  a  position  on  the  Purdy  road  between  the 
railroad  de-  ot  and  Battery  Powell.  It  was  fiercely  attacked  by  the  Confederates,  and  in 
a  hand  to  hand  conflict  lost,  in  a  few  minutes,  one-third  of  the  men  engaged.  Every 
officer  but  three  of  the  Union  Brigade  was  killed  or  wounded.  Among  the 
wounded  were  Lieutenant  Colonel  Coulter  and  Lieut.  D.  B.  Henderson.  Three  color- 
bearers  in  succession  went  down  and  the  flag  was  for  a  moment  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
but  its  defenders  rallied  and  drove  the  assailants  back  and  Acting  Sergeant  Major  J.  D. 
Cole  recovered  the  flag  and  raised  it  to  its  place,  but  was  almost  immediately  shot  through 
the  brea=4t  and  crawled  to  the  rear  carrying  the  flag  with  him.  The  stains  on  the  flag 
were  made  by  the  blood  of  Sergeant  Cole  and  perhaps  others  of  its  gallant  defenders. 

Gheneral  Davles  in  his  official  report  commends  the  Union  Brigade  for  its  gallant  rescue 
.  of  its  flag  and  for  its  assistance  in  recovering  Battery  Powell. 

Surgeon  Pinley,  of  the  Twelfth  Iowa,  says  he  saw  the  flag  go  down  three  times  in  that 
'  'Pot  Metal  Hell"  and  as  often  come  up  again;  that  the  staff  was  shot  away  and  replaced, 
in  the  midst  of  the  battle,  by  a  staff  captured  from  the  enemy;  that  nearly  half  of  tha 
Union  Brigade  was  piled  up,  dead  or  wounded,  around  the  flag  when  Sergt.  Maj-  J.  D. 
Cole  received  what  was  supposed  to  be  hLs  death  wound,  and  carried  the  flag  to  the  rear. 
Sergt.  J.  D.  Cole,  in  a  private  letter,  in  answer  to  a  question  recently  asked  of  him. 
tells  in  his  modest  way  the  part  he  took  in  the  action  as  follows : 

'  *I  can  remember  but  little  of  the  flght  until  I  saw  the  colors  fall,  one  of  the  Four- 
teenth Iowa,  I  think,  carried  the  colors  when  the  battle  commenced.  I  took  the  colors 
and  advanced  to  the  front  and  aligned  myself  with  the  colors  to  the  right  and  the  general 
and  his  aids  rallied  the  men  to  the  colors,  they  fell  back  again  and  left  me  between  the 
two  flres.  The  general  then  waved  his  sword  for  me  to  fall  back  and  the  men  were  again 
formed  on  the  colors.  As  I  stood  there  I  was  wounded  and  when  I  saw  the  blood  pouring 
from  my  breast  I  carried  the  colors!  back  and  when  I  was  looking  for  water,  an  ambulance 
man  of  the  Eighth  Iowa  told  me  that  he  would  get  me  water  if  I  would  lie  down.  I  placed 
the  flag  on  the  porch  of  a  house  and  laid  down  on  the  floor.  When  the  water  came  I 
gave  the  man  ray  watch  and  chain  and  told  him  to  save  him  elf  as  the  bullets  were  com- 
ing through  the  house.  He  told  me  afterwards  that  the  general  sent  to  know  my  name, 
but  he  could  not  tell  him.  Colonel  Coulter  and  Lieutenant  Henderson  were  wounded 
about  the  same  time  I  was.    I  have  little  remembrance  of  what  occurred  after  that  time. "

Company  '/6,"  51st  regiment,  organized  at  Winterset,  March  11,  1901. 

Company  *'A/'  50th  regiment,  organized  at  Albia,  March  14,  1901. 

Company  "H,"  51st  regiment,  organized  at  Stuart,  March  29,  1901. 

The  extremely  hot  weather  daring  the  Dabnqae  camp  made  it  impossible 
to  do  much  work,  especially  in  the  afternoon.  Excellent  care  of  the  men 
was  taken  by  the  officers,  as  shown  by  the  small  sick  lists. 

The  accident  I  met  with  shortly  after  1  reached  the  Council  Bluffs  camp» 
necessitated  my  retaming  home  at  once,  so  1  am  not  able  to  make  any 
detailed  report  on  this  camp . 

There  is  always  trouble  in  camp  as  to  the  Supply  of  lumber  and  straw. 
An  ample  supply  is  always  purchased  by  the  Quartermaster  General,  but  the 
last  companies  on  the  ground  always  have  to  wait  for  a  fresh  supply.  There 
is  a  regulation  allowance  of  these  articles  and  it  is  known  to  a  foot  of  lumber 
and  a  pound  of  straw  to  what  a  regiment  is  entitled.  The  Quartermaster 
General  should  issue  the  proper  amount  to  the  regimental  quartermaster, 
and  he  should  personally  see  that  the  company  quartermaster  sergeants  get 
exactly  what  is  due  them.  No  more  and  no  less.  The  lumber  should  be 
measured  and  the  straw  weighed,  and  carefully  issued,  and  not  dumped  in 
one  pile  and  the  companies  allowed  to  take  all  they  can  carry  away.  I  have 
seen  men  allowed  to  fill  bedsacks  to  bursting,  well  knowing  they  were 
depriving  others  of  their  allowance,  while  making  a  very  uncomfortable  bed 
for  themselves.  Such  actions  are  pure,  unadulterated  "hogg^ishness"  that 
should  be  corrected  by  a  little  sharp  discipline.  Much  of  this  trouble  will 
cease  if  the  quartermasters  will  only  do  their  duty. 

YThe  mounted  officers  of  each  regiment  should  be  required  to  drill 
mounted  one  hour  each  day,  in  order  that  their  mounted  work  may  be  uni- 
form and  of  a  strictly  military  character."     (Report  of  Gen.  Lincoln,  1897.) 

Colonel  Lincoln  put  this  in  practice  in  his  regiment  this  year  to  the  g^at 
benefit  of  his  mounted  officers. 

There  is  too  little  preparation  on  the  part  of  company,  battalion,  and 
regimental  commanders .  They  should  constantly  study  the  drill  regulations , 
explain  fully  all  movements  and  correct  all  errors.  But  little  can  be  learned 
at  drill  unless  this  is  done.  It  is  a  good  idea  immediately  after  drill  to 
assemble  the  officers  of  the  command  and  talk  over  in  a  friendly  and  gentle- 
manly way  the  errors  and  mistakes. 

A  reasonable  amount  of  outpost  and  advance  guard  duty  should  be 
required  in  camp,  but  not  to  the  neglect  of  battalion  and  regimental  drills 
which  are  a  great  aid  to  discipline;  whereas  if  all  the  time  is  given  up  to 
field  work  discipline  is  impaired  and  more  harm  than  good  results. 

Guard  duty  is  not  up  to  the  standard  in  our  camps.  It  should  be  studied 
and  practiced  during  the  winter  months.  The  inspector's  department  should 
make  it  a  part  of  their  work  to  ascertain  the  proficiency  of  the  companies  in 
this  work ,  mark  on  it,  and  include  it  in  the  rating.  The  men  who  walk  pi*st 
show  they  have  much  to  learn,  regarding  their  duties  as  sentinels.  -This 
instruction  can  and  should  be  given  at  the  home  stations.  Our  manuals  are 
very  full  and  complete  on  the  subject  and  the  same  instruction  now  given  in 
non-commissioned  officers*  school  might  be  given  to  the  privates.  Not  only 
should  the  ceremony  of  g^iard  mounting  be  taught,  but  reliefs  should  be 
posted,  and  the  company  officers  should  question  sentinels  on  all  general 
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orders,  which  they  should  be  made  to  commit  to  memory,  this  should  be 
kept  up  till  all  are  proficient. 

The  khald  coat,  trousers,  and  shirt  should  be  issued  for  field  work 
in  camp. 

The  state  should  purchase  its  own  camping  fpx>und,  and  not  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  any  city  or  Tillage.  We  will  always  be  cramped  for 
drill  ground  on  any  pirivate,  rented  land.  This  year  the  cost  for  the  two 
camps  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  one  thousand  dollars.  This  includes  rent, 
damage,  erection  of  temporary  buildings,  and  other  incidental  expenses.  It 
would  be  far  che&per  for  the  state  in  the  long  run  to  own  permanent  camp- 
ing grounds.  A  number  of  cities  and  towns  have  already  begun  preparations 
for  a  campaign  to  secure  the  camp  grounds  in  case  the  legfislalure  passes  an 
act  establishing  it. 

The  Adjutant  General  should  take  command  of  all  camps.  This  will 
enable  the  regimental  commanders  to  devote  more  time  to  the  instruction 
and  drill  of  their  commands  and  relieve  them  of  administrative  duties  that 
take  up  so  much  of  their  time  when  they  are  in  supreme  command .  When 
two  or  more  regiments  are  camped  together  the  ranking  colonel  is  loath  to 
interfere  with  the  discipline  and  work  of  a  regiment  other  than  his  own. 

A  progressive  system  of  work  and  insti^ction  should  be  ordered  and  the 
Adjutant  General  in  person  see  it  is  carried  out.  If  any  work  is  omitted  a 
full,  written  report  should  be  demanded  from  the  regimental  commander. 

There  are  three  things  our  camps  can  dispense  with  to  the  good  of  the 
service:  viz..  Sutlers,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  women. 

There  is  nothing  the  sutler  sells  the  men  would  not  be  better  without. 
The  ration  is  sufficient  for  the  authorized  enlisted  force  in  camp  and  does 
not  need  to  be  eked  out  with  poor  ices,  ice  cream,  and  so  called  "soft 
drinks"  that  are  worse  than  slops  and  ruinous  to  the  stomach. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  not  required  in  camp  to  either  handle  mail  or 
advertize  themselves  on  elaborate  letterheads  erroneously  printed.  It  should 
be  part  of  camp  instruction  for  a  command  to  care  for  its  own  mail.  In  the 
short  week  of  camp  it  is  not  really  necessary  to  write  many  letters  and  the 
men  should  be  taught  to  look  out  for  themselves  in  regard  to  writing 
materials,  stamps,  etc. 

As  to  women  living  in  camp,  it  is  a  difficult  subject  to  properly  treat. 
But  if  they  do  not  know  or  care  that  they  are  a  nuisance,  under  foot,  and  a 
detriment  to  the  good  work  and  benefits  expected  of  camp,  they  have  so  far 
unsexed  themselves  as  to  be  for  once  on  an  equality  with  man  and  should  be 
plainly  ordered  to  stay  out  of  camp.  They  become  a  nuisance  as  soon  as 
they  leave  home  with  a  command,  crowding  the  cars  to  the  discomfort  of 
the  men,  and  in  camp  they  not  only  crowd  the  grounds,  but  eat  to  the 
detriment  of  the  company  messes,  and  I  have  never  heard  of  their  "chip- 
ping in"  to  help  out  the  mess. 

If  railway  conductors  would  do  their  duty  and  check  up  the  transportation 
it  would  keep  many  "hangerson"  out  of  camp. 

Company  commanders  should  be  severely  censured  for  allowing  unauthor- 
ized persons  to  travel  on  state  transportation,  or  live  on  the  state  ration. 

Camp  should  not  be  made  a  military  picnic. 

"Only  regularly  enlisted  men  and  commissioned  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  will  be  allowed  to  wear  the  uniform  of  the  Guard  in  the  camps  of  the 
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Iowa  National  Guard,  and  any  person  found  in  uniform,  not  authorized  to 
wear  the  same,  will  be  arrested  and  dealt  with  according  to  law."  (G. 
O.  No.  13,  1897.) 

This  paragraph  should  be  republished  and  enforced*  In  our  camps  this 
summer  there  were  an  unusually  large  number  of  unauthorized  persons 
wearing  the  uniform.  It  detracts  from  the  military  appearance  of  camp, 
cheapens  the  uniform  and  is  an  annoyance  to  officers  as  regards  courtesies. 

There  are  always  a  few  men  in  our  camps  who  do  not  seem  to  care  that 
their  disgraceful  acts  bring  the  whole  guard  into  disrepute.  It  it  usually 
impossible  to  locate  these  offenders  personally,  but  their  company  is  readily 
ascertained  and  the  company  commander  should  be  held  responsible  for  the 
actions  of  the  members  of  his  company.  If  he  can  not  properly  command 
and  control  his  men  he  should  be  court-martialed  and  dismissed  from  the 
service.  A  few  examples  will  make  captains  more  careful  and  discriminating 
in  the  material  they  enlist.  The  regimental  commander  can  do  much  to 
prevent  such  breaches  of  discipline. 

Theie  are  certain  organizations  in  the  guard  it  is  not  safe  for  a  railway 
company  to  transport,   especially   home    from    an  encampment.      Such 
companies,  next  year,  should  either  be  deprived  the  privilege  of  camp, 
mustered  out  of  the  service. 

The  department  should  encourage  all  mounted  officers  to  own  their  own. 
horses,  by  furnishing  transportation  to  and  from  camp,  as  well  as  feed  and 
care  for  them  while  in  camp.  The  officers  will  be  better  mounted,  do  better 
work  and  it  will  cost  the  state  less  than  to  rent  a  new  lot  of  untrained 
animals  for  each  separate  camp  as  is  now  done  to  the  discomfort  of  all 
concerned. 

There  are  some  changes  that  should  be  made  in  the  code  this  winter. 

Bands — Increase  size  and  add  a  cook.     (See  A.  R.  1901,  par.  273. 

Officers^  Term  of  Office,— Should  be  for  life,  or  during  good  behavipr,. 
with  on  old  age  limit. 

Signal  Department—Much  better  work  will  be  done  in  this  department 
if  one  full  company  is  authorized,  with  a  Captain,  four  Lieutenants,  eight 
Sergeants,  sixteen  Corporals,  and  as  many  privates  as  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  may  think  necessary.  Then  g^ve  this  company  drill  pay,  armory 
rent,  etc. 

Such  a  company  could  be  organized  in  Des  Moines,  and  would  soon 
become  very  efficient.  Camp  details  could  be  made  to  serve  with  each  regi* 
ment. 

Disabled  Guardsmen, —Seyeral  states  have  laws  making  provision  for 
compensation  and  indemnity  to  guardsmen  who  may  be  disabled,  or  killed, 
while  in  the  performance  of  military  duty.  I  most  earnestly  recommend 
that  similar  action  be  taken  by  our  legislature. 

The  revised  army  regulations  of  1901  should  be  procured  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible and  issuud  to  all  officers  and  organizations. 

Armory  rent  should  be  paid  direct  to  owner  by  the  Adjutant-General. 
The  present  system  causes  much  delay  and  trouble  and  brings  the  Adjutant 
General's  office  into  much  unmerited  disrepute. 

It  is  subversive  of  discipline  to  have  the  recruiting  committee  of  a  com- 
pany do  more  than  investigate  as  to  the  applicant's  character  and  report 
what  they  find  to  the  company  commander.     It  is  unmilitary  for  eithercom- 
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mtttee  or  company  to  vote  on  applicants.  The  company  commander,  alone, 
is  responsible  for  the  men  he  enlists.  Some  company  commanders  are  so 
tied  up  by  their  by-laws  in  this  respect  that  they  are  not  even  *  *  figure- 
heads," and  on  account  of  this  defect  some  companies  have  been  demoral- 
ized and  eventually  mustered  out. 

All  oflScers,  and  especially  company  commanders,  should  pay  more 
attention  to  orders  and  instructions  issued  from  the  office  of  ther  Adjutant- 
General.  They  should  not  only  read  them  carefully  when  received,  but 
make  a  study  of  them  and  endeavor  loyally  to  execute  them .  There  is  great 
lazness  in  the  guard  in  this  respect. 

More  time  and  attention  should  be  given  at  the  home  stations  to  gym- 
nastic, setting  up,  and  bell-bar  exercises.  The  men  should  be  encouraged 
to  practice  such  exercises  at  their  homes  and  when  not  in  ranks.  The  set-up 
of  a  soldier,  more  than  anything  else,  is  what  marks  the  regular  from  the 
militiaman. 

As  my  predecessor  has  so  well  said,  "Our  guardsmen  are  a  strong, 
able-bodied  set  of  young  soldiers,  but  carelessness  in  their  carriage  causes 
them  to  look  less  vigorous  than  they  really  are." 

The  Commander-in-Chief  should  confine  the  selection  of  his  staff  to 
officers  of  the  guard  who  have  been  conspicuous  for  efficient  service  in  the 
line.  This  would  be  a  great  encouragement  to  the  guard,  and  assist 
materially  in  the  discipline  of  the  same. 

A  complete  equipment  for  four  full  regiments  of  infantry,  two  troops  of 
cavalry,  and  two  light  batteries  should  be  kept  on  hand,  stored  in  the  state 
arsenal.     The  state  should  always  be  prepared  to  fully  equip  its  troops. 

An  arsenal  should  be  built  large  enough  to  comfortably  store  the  property 
pertaining  to  the  military  department,  with  sufficient  office  room  for  the 
Adjutant-General  and  his  office  force.  This  department  has  never  had  suit- 
able store- rooms,  and  it  will  facilitate  business  to  have  the  office  and 
store-rooms  in  the  same  building. 

Two  batteries  of  artillery  should  be  organized  in  Des  Moines.  The 
increased  allowance  from  the  general  government  will  soon  enable  this  to  be 
done  and  our  code  provides  for  it. 

Two  troops  of  cavalry  should  be  organized  in  country  towns  where  the 
young  men  own  their  own  mounts.  Cavalry  cannot  be  maintained  in  cities 
where  the  men  have  to  depend  upon  livery  stables  for  their  mounts.  Men 
can  be  enlisted  for  the  cavalry  who  live  quite  a  ways  from  the  armory.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  fully  equip  the  troops  when  first  organized.  This  can  be 
done  gradually  and  later  as  credit  accrues  with  the  general  government 

Enlistments  should  be  limited  to  men  who  live  within  a  certain  distance 
from  the  armory.  For  infantry  and  artillery  no  man  should  be  enlisted  who 
lives  more  that  a  mile  outside  the  corporation  line  of  the  city  his  company 
armory  is  in.  We  now  have  officers  and  men  in  our  companies  who  live 
miles  away  from  the,  armory  and  in  adjoining  towns.  Such  cannot  get  to 
drills,  weekly,  and  are  a  detriment  to  the  company.  If  an  order  is  pub- 
lished requiring  this,  it  should  apply  to  future  enlistments  only. 

"Among  the  problems  most  difficult  of  satisfactory  solution,  confronting 
company  commanders  in  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  is  that  of  providing 
suitable  armories  for  their  companies.  In  the  larger  cities  and  towns  this 
can  only  be  done  by  their  assuming  the  burden  of  a  financial  obligation  far 
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in  excess  of  the  amount  guaranteed  them  by  the  state  for  this  purpose  lii 
the  smaller  towns  it  is  usually  impossible  to  procure  suitable  quarters  for 
•armories  without  building  expressly  for  that  purpose. ' '  (Adj utant-General's 
report  1895.) 

This  problem  is  still  unsolved  in  Iowa,  and  it  is  the  greatest  handicap  the 
^piard  now  has.  Armories  do  not  need  to  be  expensive.  Thirty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  will  build  as  good  a  drill  hall  as  is  necessary.  Such  halls  should 
be  paid  for  by  cither  the  state,  or  the  county  or  town  in  which  the  company 
is  located.  The  removal  of  this  burden  will  add  much  to  the  efficiency, 
■strength,  and  permanency  of  tho  company.  I,  therefore,  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  suitable  action  be  taken  by  our  legislature. 

There  should  be  issued  to  every  organization,  a  uniform  stencil  with 
indelible  ink,  for  marking  clothing  and  equipment. 

The  cavalry  equipments  now  in  use  by  the  private  riding  club  known  as 
the  '*  Lincoln  Huzzars,"  should  be  called  in  and  be  stored  in  the  arsenal  till 
required  to  equip  a  cavalry  troop.  TheU.  S.  regnilations  forbid  any  such 
use  of  government  property  and  our  code  is  also  explicit  on  this  subject. 
**A11  uniforms  and  other  military  property  furnished  by  the  state,  or  for 
which  an  allowance  has  been  made,  shall  belong  to  the  state,  and  shall  be 
used  for  military  purposes  only.''     (Section  2202  code.) 

In  rating  the  companies  at  the  annual  inspection  too  much  credit  is  now 
given  for  the  care  of  property  and  the  keeping  of  books  and  records,  and 
not  enough  to  the  drill  and  discipline.  I  recommend  a  decided  change  in 
this,  and  that  "extended  order"  be  included. 

"It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  system  of  electing  officers  is pemiciouB. 
It  places  the  officer  in  a  position  in  which,  dependent  upon  the  votes  of 
subordinates  for  promotion,  popularlity  must  sometimes  be  achieved  at  the 
expense  of  discipline,  and  often  bitter  discord  is  engendered  by  the  rivalries 
of  regimental  politics,  from  which  it  may  require  years  to  recover.  It  is 
doubtful  if  efficiency  and  discipline  can  ever  be  attained,  as  long  as  the 
election  system  prevails."     (Prize  essay.     Col.  Britton.) 

I  fully  concur  in  the  above. 

"The  Washington  dispatches  state  that  the  forthcoming  report  of  the 
-secretary  of  war  will  suggest  plans  for  the  radical  reorgnization  of  the  militia 
of  the  different  states.  Regularly  every  year  for  more  than  a  decade  sug- 
gestions have  been  made  for  the  betterment  of  the  militia  service.  The  plans 
coming  from  Washington  almost  invariably  have  included  a  proposition 
practically  to  make  the  state  soldiers  a  sort  of  subsidiary  force  of  regulars. 
There  has  been  always  strong  objection  made  by  many  people  to  the  war 
department  scheme  because  of  the  thought  that  it  might  lead  up  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  great  standing  army.  The  national  guardsmen  themselves 
know  best  the  weakness  of  the  service  and  how  best  to  put  strength  in  the 
place  of  weakness. 

The  first  great  step  toward  making  a  strong  militia  is  to  so  fix  the  tenun^ 
of  office  of  the  commissioned  officers  that  they  shall  not  be  dependent  for 
their  positions  upon  the  caprices  of  the  men  whom  they  command.  The 
officers  should  be  appointed  and  not  elected,  and  should  hold  office  during 
i^ood  behavior.  More  than  this,  they  should  be  paid  enough  to  make  them 
t  ake  a  deep  interest  in  their  work .  As  it  is  today  a  national  guard  officer  does 
not  receive  enough  money  in  the  course  of  a  year  to  pay  for  a  respectable 
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fatigue  tinifonn.  It  is  not  within  the  range  of  reason  that  a  man  should 
hold  the  same  disciplinary  hand  over  subordinates  upon  whom  he  is  depend- 
ent for  his  position  that  he  would  hold  were  he  independent  of  the  thought 
of  officers'  election  nights  and  the  men's  yotes.  There  are  many  things 
which  might  be  done  to  improve  the  national  guard  service,  and  most  of 
these  things  can  be  done  by  the  states  themselves."  (Editorial  Chicago 
Tribune.) 

The  above  seems  so  true  to  me  I  could  not  help  putting  it  in  this  report 
and  endorsing  the  same. 

The  uniform  courtesy  and  consideration  I  have  received  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  g^uard ,  during  my  five  year's  service  with  it  have  been  very  grate- 
ful to  me  and  fully  appreciated,  and  I  also  wish  to  thank  you  for  your 
courtesy  and  assistance  during  the  last  four  years. 

In  severing  my  connection  with  the  guard,  as  I  expect  to  January  1st,  I 
would  like  them  one  and  all  to  know  that  I  shall  always  have  a  warm  place 
in  my  heart  for  them  and  be  interested  in  all  they  do.  They  are  a  splendid 
«et  of  young  men  and  the  state  may  well  be  proud  of  them. 

I  hope  my  service  with  them  has  been  beneficial.  It  has  not  only  been  a 
pleasure  to  me,  but  also  an  experience  of  great  benefit.

I.  The  report  of  the  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice  for  the 
year  1901  is  published  for  the  information  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard. 

The  report  indicates  a  very  satisfactory  year's  work  in  that  department. 
Daring  the  year  1900  the  total  number  of  men  firing  for  record  was  951,  in 
1901  the  number  firing  for  record  was  1547,  an  increase  of  more  than  sixty 
per  cent,  and  a  corresponding  incnsase  in  number  of  men  completing  course 
and  qualifying  under  state  rules. 

II.  So  much  of  Par.  159,  G.  O.  No.  5.  1901,  as  required  empty  shells 
(cal.  45)  to  be  decapped,  cleaned,  and  returned  to  state  arsenal  at  close  of 
season  is  revoked.

I.  The  annual  inspection  of  all  companies,  troops  and  regimental  non- 
commissioned stafiE  and  bands  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  at  their  stations, 
is  hereby  ordered  to  be  held  on  such  dates,  after  February  25,  as  may  be 
designated  to  each  organization  by  the  Inspecting  officers,  Col.  Jno.  R, 
Prime ^  Inspector- Greneral,  and  Maj,  Jno.  T.  Hume,  Assistant  Inspector- 
General,  giving  not  less  than  three  days'  notice. 

II.  Inspections  will  be  most  thorough,  with  a  view  of  determining  the 
proficiency  of  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers,  the  facilities  for  and 
manner  of  caring  for  state  property,  and  to  what  degree  each  organization 
is  prepared  for  active  and  immediate  service.  The  inspectors  will  particu- 
larly investigate  and  report  upon  the  following  subjects: 

First, — Strength  of  company;  number  present;  number  absent  with  leave; 
number  absent  without  leave;  number  residing  within  one  mile  of  the  armory; 
number  residing  a  greater  distance;  probable  number  that  could  be  assem- 
bled, fully  equipped  for  active  service,  within  twelve  hours  from  the  receipt 
of  order  by  the  company  commander;  ceremony  of  inspection;  condition  of 
artns  and  equipments;  condition  and  quality  of  uniforms  and  blankets; 
numbei  of  uniforms  serviceable;  condition  and  manner  of  keeping  books 
and  papers,  including  the  first  sergeant's  roll  book;  condition  and  manner 
of  keeping  the  mess  outfit;  condition  and  adaptability  of  armory  method  of 
numbering,  individually,  each  separate  article  of  clothing  and  equipment, 
and  the  condition  of  said  marks  on  same;  appearance,  bearing,  discipline 
and  instruction  of  the  company. 

Second, -'E^.oh  company  will  be  exercised  in  and  marked  upon  the  follow- 
ing: formation  of  company,  school  of  the  soldier,  bayonet  exercise,  setting 
up  exercises,  manual  of  arms,  firings,  movements  by  company,  movements 
by  platoons,  ceremony  of  guard  mounting  and  extended  order;  drill  regu- 
lations must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

Jhird.^The  zeal  and  efficiency  of  company  officers;  whether  they  possess 
the  requisite  professional  knowledge  for  the  proper  performance  of  their 
duties;  whether  they  observe  the  system  of  instruction  and  treatment  of 
subordinates  enjoined  by  the  regulations. 

Fourth  —The  instruction,  regularity  of  attendance  and  proper  performance 
of  duty  of  all  non-commissioned  officers;  whether  they  have  been  regularly 
appointed  and  have  received  their  proper  warrant  from  the  regimental 
commander;  whether  they  habitually  occupy  their  proper  places  in  the  forma- 
tion of  the  company  and  discharge  the  duties  of  their  positions  as  prescribed 
in  the  regulations;  their  knowledge  of  their  duties  as  glides  and  file  closers. 

Non-commissioned  officers  not  showing  proper  knowledge  of,  or  attention 
to,  their  duties  will  be  recommended  to  their  regimental  commanders  for 
reduction  to  ranks. 
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A'/M.—Company  musicians  will  be  examined  as  to  their  knowledge  of 
the  service  calls. 

Sixth. "The  condition,  place  and  manner  of  keeping  the  state  property 
with  reference  to  its  security  against  fire,  theft,  damage  or  use  for  private 
pnrpoees;  also  whether  or  not  it  is  habitually  kept  in  armory  as  required  by 
law.  They  will  verify  exhibit  of  public  property  with  last  property  return 
and  make  detailed  report  of  all  shortages. 

III.  Company  commanders  are  directed  to  have  all  state  property,  for 
which  they  are  accountable,  exhibited  at  their  armories  at  the  time  of  the 
inspection,  and  see  that  it  is  arranged  in  such  manner  that  it  may  be  readily 
inspected  and  verified. 

IV.  The  inspectors  will  also  perform  the  duties  of  a  board  of  survey  on 
such  property  as  may  be  submitted  to  them  for  that  purpose  by  company 
•commanders. 

V.  Company  commanders  having  unserviceable  property  they  desire 
inspected  and  condemned,  with  a  view  to  having  it  replaced  by  issue  of  new 
property,  will  submit  the  same  to  the  inspectors  for  that  purpose. 

VI.  Muster  rolls  will  be  sent  direct  to  company  commanders  from  this 
office.  They  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate  only,  and  carry  only  the  names 
of  the  members  of  the  company  at  date  of  inspection.  Men  ^discharged 
since  last  muster  are  not  entered  on  this  roll. 

VII.  Field  and  staff,  members  of  non-commissioned  staff,  and  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  staff  departments  will  report  uniformed  and  equipped 
for  inspection  and  muster  with  companies  at  their  respective  stations. 

VIII.  Battalion  commanders  will,  upon  application  to  the  Assistant 
Inspector- General,  be  furnished  transportation  to  attend  inspections  of  com- 
panies of  their  battalions.

I.  The  School  of  Instruction  in  Small  Arms  Practice  for  1902  will  open 
at  the  State  Range,  near  Codar  Rapids,  Monday  morning,  May  26th,  at  7 
o'clock,  and  continue  four  days.  The  camp  wiU  be  open  for  tho  reception* 
of  details  on  Saturday,  May  24t&. 

II.  Colonel  Wm.  £.  H.  Morse,  General  Inspector  Small  Arms  Practice, 
will  assume  command  of  the  camp  and  school  and  is  charged  with  the 
arrangement  of  all  details  thereof,  Including  the  selection  of  a  Camp  Staff, 
which  will  include  the  officers  of  his  department. 

III.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms- 
Practice  this  school  will  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  the  care  and  use  of  the 
U.  S.  Magazine  Rifle,  caliber  30;  the  U.  S.  Springfield  Rifle,  caliber  45;  the 
U.  S.  Colt  Revolver,  caliber  38,  and  the  making  of  records,  requisitions, 
returns  and  reports  required  in  connection  with  Small  Arms  Practice.  The 
State  will  furnish  ammunition  for  the  above  named  arms  only.  Magazine 
rifles  for  use  during  school  of  instruction  will  be  issued  at  range. 

IV.  The  Commanding  Officer  of  each  company  will  detail  four  men— i^ 
possible  two  officers  and  two  non-commissioned  officers — for  this  duty. 

In  making  these  details  attention  should  be  given  not  only  to  excellence 
in  shooting,  but  to  steadiness,  good  soldierly  habits  and  conduct  and  ability 
to  receive  and  impart  instruction. 

The  ranking  officer  or  soldier  of  each  detail  will  be  in  command  and  will 
be  held  strictly  responsible  for  its  conduct  and  discipline  enroute  to  and  from 
the  rangu  and  during  the  meeting.  He  will  report  in  person  to  the  Com- 
mander of  the  Camp  upon  arrival  and  prior  to  leaving  at  the  conclusion  of 
tho  tour.  He  will  furnish  the  Camp  Adjutant  with  a  roster  of  his  detail 
immediately* after  reporting.     He  will  not  delay  the  journey  unnecessarily. 

No  allowance  will  be  made  for  meals  or  transfer  of  baggage  enroute. 

Details  will  appear  in  field  uniform  with  campaign  hats,  leggins,  woven 
cartridge  belts,  rifles,  caliber  45,  and  officers  with  revolvers.  Company 
Commanders  will  see  to  it  that  men  carry  rifles  that  have  been  carefully 
tested  and  are  known  to  be  accurate.  Overcoats  or  mackintoshes  and  at 
least  two  blankets  per  man  should  be  carried. 

V.  The  company  details  will  report  for  duty  to  the  Camp  Commander 
at  the  State  Range  not  later  than  6:30  o'clock  Monday  morning.  May  26th. 
The  Camp  Staff  and  Inspectors  will  report  at  such  time  as  they  may  be 
directed  by  the  officer  in  charge,  not  later  than  Saturday,  May  24th. 

VI.  Company  details  will  be  allowed  per  diem  for  four  days.  Trans- 
portation, quarters,  -subsistence,  bed  sacks,  camp  chairs  and  water  buckets 
will  be  furnished .  Company  Commanders  will  at  once  notify  the  Adjutant 
General  of  any  choice  of  routes  for  transportation. 

VII.  The  State  Range  lies  about  one  mile  east  of  old  Midway  Park  o& 
the  Cedar  Rapids  &  Marion  Electric  Railway ,  which  connects  those  two  cities.

I .  Sharpshootbrs  and  Marksmbn:  Insignia  will  be  issued  to  and  worn 
by  members  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  in  accordance  with  provisions  pf 
Pars.  453  and  454  Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Arms,  1898.  Officers  and 
m  n  are  forbidden  to  wear  marksman  pin  when  sharpshooter's  insignia  has 
been  earned  and  issued.  Provided  those  qualifying  under  State  and  United 
States  rules  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  both  State  and  United  States  insignia 
of  the  highest  qualification.  Marksmen's  buttons  are  obsolete  and  must  not 
be  worn.  Regimental  and  company  commanders  are  charged  with  the  en- 
forcement of  these  regulations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  Inspector-General's  Department 
and  officers  of  the  Small-Arms  Department  to  report  any  violations  of  the 
foregoing  to  the  Adjutant-General  through  regular  channels,  a  copy  of 
report  being  furnished  regimental  commander. 

Company  commanders  will  make  requisitions  upon  Adjutant-General 
for  sharpshooter's  badges,  date  bars  and  marksman  pins  earned  by  mem- 
bers of  their  companies  as  shown  by  the  published  report  of  the  General 
Inspector  of  Small-Arms  Practice.

Khaki  uniform  coats  and  trousers,  will  be  issued  as  a  part  of  the 
uniform  clothing  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard 

Requisitions  for  khaki  uniforms  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster- 
General  on  or  before  June  10,  that  all  may  be  supplied  before  annual  camp. 

Company  commanders  will  make  request  for  fifty  uniforms,  coats  and 
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trousers.  Regimental  Adjutant  will  make  requisition  for  non-commissioned 
staff,  and  Chief  Musician  for  band. 

III.     Uniform  will  be  worn  as  follows: 

Undress:  Forage  cap,  blouse  (flannel),  trousers  (kersey).  White 
gloves  will  be  worn  with  undress  when  ordered,  but  never  with  field 
uniform . 

PiBLd  Uniform:  Campaign  hat  with  blouse  (flannel)  or  dark  blue 
flannel  shirt,  trousers  (kersey)  with  leggins,  or  campaign  hat,  khaki  coat, 
or  dark  blue  flannel  shirt  and  khaki  trousers  with  leggins. 

The  wearing  in  combination  of  parts  of  the  blue  and  khaki  uniform  by 
either  officers  or  enlisted  men  is  forbidden. 

Inspecting  officers  report  that  many  of  the  dark  blue  flannel  shirts  have 
been^  damaged  by  cutting  holes  through  which  to  pass  the  suspenders. 
Company  commanders  will  see  that  this  practice  is  discontinued.

Company  commanders  and  all  officers  charged  with  the  enforcement  of 
military  law  are  directed  to  cause  the  same  to  be  read  to  their  commands 
and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  armory,  where  all  can  have  access 
to  it  and  familiarize  themselves  wirh  its  provisions.

Sbction  2167.  Who  Constitutb— Exbbiptions  .  —The  military  force  of 
the  state  shall  consist  of  all  able-bodied  male  citizens  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  not  exempt  from  such  service  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States,  except  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and 
marines  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  be  exempt  from  military  service  in 
this  state  at  their  option.  The  assessors  shall  return  to  the  auditor  with 
the  annual  assessment  a  complete  enumeration  of  such  persons,  which  may 
be  revised  and  corrected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  at  its  June  session  in 
each  even-numbered  year,  or  at  such  other  time  as  the  governor  may  direct, 
«nd  the  auditor  shall  certify  to  the  adjutant-general  a  true  cooy  of  such 
corrected  list,  and  in  each  odd-numbered  year  he  shall  certify  the  number 
of  names  on  the  list.  But  no  person  having  conscientious  scruples  against 
bearing  arms  shall  be  compelled  to  do  military  duty  in  time  of  peace. 

Sbc.  2168.  Iowa  National  Guard.— The  active  militia  shall  be 
designated  "Iowa  National  Guard"  hereafter  referred  to  as  the  Guard, 
recruited  by  volunteer  enlistments,  and  shall  consist  of  four  regiments  of 
infantry,  one  signal  company,  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commander-in- 
chief,  of  two  batteries  of  artillery  and  two  troops  of  cavalry  and  the  neces- 
sary staff  departments,  with  such  other  officers  and  enlisted  men  as  are 
hereinafter  prescribed.— (/fm^iflfc-^/  Chap.  88,  29lh  G.  A.) 

Sfc.  2169.  GoVbrnor  to  Call  Out.— When  a  requisition  shall  be 
made  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  for  troops,  the  governor,  as 
comma'  der-in-chief,  shall  order  into  service  the  national  guard  of  tbe  state, 
or  ^uch  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and,  if  insufficient,  so  many  of 
the  militia  as  is  required,  designating  the  same  by  draft,  if  a  sufficieLt  num- 
ber shall  not  volunteer,  and  shall  organize  and  commission  officers  therefor; 
and  while  so  in  the  service  the  national  g^ard  and  militia  shall  be  subject  to 
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the  same  regulations  and  receive  the  same  compensation  and  subsistence  as 
the  army  of  the  United  States  rtceives, —( AfHended  Ckap.  88,  29th  G.  A.) 
Src.  2170.  When." The  commander-in-chief  shall  have  power  in  cases 
of  insurrection,  invasion  or  breaches  of  the  peace,  or  imminent  danger 
thereof,  to  order  into  the  service  of  the  state  such  of  its  military  force  as  he 
may  think  proper,  and  under  the  command  of  such  officers  as  he  shall  des- 
ignate. 

Sue.  2171.  Shbriff  May  Call.— In  case  of  any  breach  of  the  peace, 
tumult,  riot  or  resistance  to  process,  or  imminent  danger  thereof,  the  sheriff 
ef  any  county  may  call  for  aid  upon  the  commanding  officer  of  any  military 
company  within  his  county,  immediately  notifying  the  governor  of  such 
action,  and  such  officer  shall  order  into  service  the  military  force,  or  any 
part  thereof  under  his  command,  in  aid  of  all  the  civil  authority. 

Sbc.  2172.  Command.— The  command  of  any  force  called  into  service 
under  this  chapter  shall  devolve  upon  the  senior  officer  of  such  force,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief. 

Sbc.  2173.  Enlistments.— All  enlistments  therein  shall  be  for 
three  3rears  and  re-enlistments,  if  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  discharge, 
for  oneV'two,  or  three  years,  as  the  soldier  may  elect,  and  made  by  signing 
the  enlistment  prescribed  by  the  adjutant-general  and  taking  the  following 
oath  or  affidavit  which  may  be  administered  by  the  enlisting  officer,  to- wit: 
' '  You  do  solemnh  swsar  {or  affirm)  that  you  will  bear  true  allegiamce  to, 
and  that  you  will  support ,  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  thai  of 
ike  State  of  Iowa,  and  will^  as  a  member  of  the  national  guard,  serine  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  Iowa  faithfully  through  your  term  of  service^ 
unless  sooner  discharged,  and  that  you  will  obey  the  orders  of  the  commander- 
in-chief  and  such  officers  as  may  be  placed  over  you,  and  the  laws  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  military  forces,  '^--{Amended  Chap.  88,  29lh  G,  A,) 

Sbc.  2174.  Staff  of  Commandbr-in-cbibf.— The  staff  of  the  com- 
mander-in-chief shall  consist  of  an  adjutant-general,  quartermaster  general, 
inspector-general,  commissary- general,  a  surgeon -general,  a  judge- advo- 
cate-general, a  general  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  achief  of  engineers, 
a  chief  signal  officer,  a  military  secretary,  and  seven  aides  who  shall  have 
served  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  service  of  the  United  States  or  the  Iowa 
National  Guard,  not  less  than  one  year;  provided,  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  appointments  heretofore  made.  They  shall  be  appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  the  commander-in-chief,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed  and  commissioned.  The  adjutant-general  shall  have 
rank  of  brigadier- general.  In  time  of  peace,  the  chiefs  of  departments  shall 
have  rank  of  colonel,  the  millitary  secretary  shall  have  rank  of  major,  and 
the  aides  shall  have  rank  of  colonel . 

Sbc  .  2175 .  Adjutant- General  .  —The  adjutant-general  shall  issue  and 
transmit  all  orders  of  the  commander-in-chief,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of 
appointments,  of  all  officers  commissioned  by  the  governor,  of  all  general 
and  special  orders  and  regulations,  and  of  such  matters  as  pertain  to  the 
organization  of  the  military  force  and  his  duties.  He  shall  reside  at  the 
capital  and  hold  bis  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor;  and  he  sh&U  per- 
form the  duties  of  quartermaster-general.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  state 
arsenal  and  grounds,  and  receive  and  issue  all  ordnance  stores  and  camp 
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equipments  on  the  order  of  the  commander-in-chief.  The  adjutant-general 
shall  furnish  at  the  expense  of  the  state  such  blanks  and  forms  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  commander-in-chief.  He  shall  in  each  odd-numbered  year 
make  out  a  detailed  report  for  the  preceding  two  years  of  the  transactions 
of  his  office,  the  expenses  thereof,  and  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
required  by  the  governor,  who  may  at  any  time  require  a  similar  report. 

Sfc.  2176.  Qua&tbrmastbr-Gbneral.— When  a  requisition  shall  be 
made  by  the  president  of  the  United  States  for  troops  upon  the  state,  the 
adjutant-general  shall  also  act  as  quartermaster  general,  and  as  full  compen- 
sation as  adjutant-general  and  acting  quartermaster-general  shall  receive  a 
salary  fr«  m  the  state  the  compensation  of  grade  of  colonel  of  the  army  dur- 
ing the  time  said  troops  are  in  the  service .  ^ 

Skc.  2177.  Rbgimhnts— Officers  of.  —A  regiment  shall  consist  of  not 
!#•««  fhan  eifirht  nor  more  than  twelve  companies.  A  colonel  and  Imiit**"** nt 
eolooel  of  the  regiment  and  a  major  for  each  battalion  shall  be  elected  by 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  regiment,  and  each  officer  shall  hold 
office  for  five  years,  or  until  his  resignation  shall  have  been  accepted  or  he 
|8  dismissed  by  sentence  of  court-martial . 

Sbc.  2178.  Rbgimbntal  Staff— Band.— The  regimental  staff  shall  be 
appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  governor  on  recomaiendation  of  the 
regimental  commander,  and  shall  consist  of  an  adjutant,  with  rank  of  cap- 
tain; a  chaplain,  with  rank  of  captain;  a  quartermaster,  with  rank  of  cap- 
tain; a  commissary  of  subsistence,  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant;  and  an 
adjutant,  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant  for  each  battalion.  The  commander 
of  each  regiment  shall  appoint  by  warrant,  countersigned  by  the  adjutant, 
the  non  commissioned  staff,  consisting  of  a  regimental  sergeant-major, 
and  a  sergeant-major  for  each  battalion ,  a  quartermaster- sergeant,  a  com- 
missary-sergeant, a  color- sergeant,  an  ordnance- sergeant,  and  a  chief 
trumpeter.  The  commissions  of  regimental  staff  officers  shall  expire  when 
the  officer  nominating  them,  or  his  successor,  shall  make  new  nominations 
for  their  respective  offices,  and  such  nominations  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
commander-in-chief.  Each  regimental  commander  may  cause  to  be  enlisted 
and  organized  a  band  composed  of  a  chief  musician,  two  principal  musicians, 
a  drum  major,  and  not  more  than  twenty  privates,  under  the  leadership  of 
such  chief  musician.  The  members  of  such  bands  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  regulations  as  other  enlisted  men.  The  regimental  commander,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  captain,  shall  appoint  the  non-commissioned 
officers  of  each  company,  by  warrant  countersigned  by  the  adjutant. 

Sbc.  2179.  Company— Officers  of. — A  company  of  infantry  shall 
consist  of  a  captain,  a  first  lieutenant,  a  second  lieutenant,  one  first  ser- 
geant, one  quartermaster  sergeant,  four  sergeants,  six  corporals,  two  cooks, 
two  musicians  and  not  less  than  forty  nor  more  than  sixty- four  privates  and 
non-commissioned  officers.  A  signal  company  shall  consist  of  one  captain, 
two  first  lieutenants,  two  second  lieutenants,  one  first  sergeant,  eight  ser- 
geants, sixteen  corporals,  two  cooks,  two  musicians  and  not  less  than  forty 
nor  more  than  sixty-four  privates  and  non-commissioned  officers.  A  troop 
of  cavalry  or  battery  of  light  artillery  shall  have  the  same  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers  as  an  infantry  company  and  one  farrier,rone  black- 
smith and  one  saddler.  In  time  of  war  or  public  danger  the  commander- 
in-chief  may  increase  enlisted  strength  of  such  companies  as  he  may  deem 
12 
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Decessary  equal  to  those  ot  the  regular  army.  The  company  officers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  company.  Shall  hold  office 
for  five  years  unless  their  resignations  shall  have  been  accepted  or  they  are 
dismissed  by  sentence  of  covLrt-meLTtM—i/^ mended  Chap,  88,  29th  G,  A.) 

Sec.  2180.  Election  of  Officers. —All  elections  of  company  officers 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  regimental  commander.  All  elections  of  field  officers 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief.  Such  orders  shall  be  sent  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  in  which  said  election  is  ordered, 
who  shall  issue  his  order  for  such  election,  giving  at  least  six  days'  notice 
thereof,  by  posting  in  three  public  places  accessible  to  the  members  of  his 
command,  and,  where  practicable,  the  same  shall  be  published  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  in  the  county  where  said  company  is  located.  All  voting 
shall  be  in  person  and  by  ballot,  and  a  mai  »rity  of  all  votes  cast  shall  elect. 
The  senior  officer  present  at  such  election  shall  preside.  The  returns  of 
elections  attested  by  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  made  within  five  days 
from  the  date  thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  who  shall 
promptly  forward  the  same  through  military  channels  to  the  adjutant- 
general,' who,  upon  approval  of  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  issue  com- 
missions  accordingly.  At  the  organization  of  a  new  company,  the  election 
shall  be  conducted  under  such  regulations  as  the  adjutant -general  shall 
prescribe. 

Sec.  2181.  Medical  and  Staff  Departments.— The  medical  depart- 
ment, in  addition  to  the  surgeon-general,  shall  consist  of  a  deputy  surgeon- 
general,  with  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel;  one  surgeon,  with  rank  of  major, 
and  an  assistant  surgeon  for  each  regiment,  and  an  additional  assistant 
surgeon  for  each  twelve-company  regiment.  Assistant  surgeons  for  the  first 
five  yeais  of  commission  shall  have  rank  of  first  lieutenant;  after  which  they 
shall  have  rank  of  captain.  The  enlisted  men  of  the  medical  department 
shall  consist  of  a  hospital  steward  for  each  regiment  and  one  acting  hospital 
steward  for  each  regiment,  and  one  acting  hospital  steward  for  each 
assistant  surgeon,  and  such  number  of  privates  as  the  commander- 
in-chief  may  prescribe.  The  other  staff  departments,  in  addition  to 
the  heads  of  the  departments  and  personal  aides  and  regimental  staff, 
shall  be  as  follows:  An  assistant  inspector-general,  with  rank  of  major;  an 
assistant  general  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  with  rank. of  major;  and 
an  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  with  rank  of  captain;  an  engineer 
officer  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  for  each  regiment;  and  such  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  enlisted  men,  as  the  commander-in-chief  may 
prescribe,  lor  engineer  department.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  detail 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  staff  department  for  duty  with  regiments 
upon  recommendation  of  their  respective  chiefs.  All  staff  officers,  except 
heads  of  departments,  aides  to  the  commander-in-chief,  and  regimental 
staff,  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  commander-in-chief  for 
five  years  on  the  recommendation  of  the  chiefs  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments, selected  by  examination  under  such  rules  as  the  chiefs  may  prescribe. 
-^{Ameftded  Chap.  SS,  29th  C.  A,) 

Sec.  2182.  Ri'les.— Every  company  and  regimental  band  may  make 
rules  for  its  own  government,  not  in  conflict  with  this  chapter  and  general 
orders  or  regulations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  regimental  commander. 
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Sec.  2183.  Term  of  Service— Rksignation  — Discharge.— Every 
officer  of  the  g^ard  shall  be  held  to  duty  for  the  full  term  of  his  coininis>ion, 
unless  his  resignation  shall  have  been  sooner  accepted ,  or  he  shall  have  been 
dismissed  by  sentence  of  court  martial.  Every  enlisted  man  of  the  guard 
shiU  be  held  to  duty  for  the  full  term  of  his  enlistment  from  the  time  he 
becomes  an  active  member  thereof,  unless  regularly  discharged  for  good  and 
sufficient  cause  by  the  regimental  commander,  approved  by  the  commander- 
in-chief.  All  members  thereof,  serving  the  full  term  for  which  they  are 
commissioned  or  enlisted  in  the  guard,  shall,  on  application,  be  entitled  to 
an  honorable  discharge  exempting  them  from  military  duty  except  in  time 
of  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  2184.  Parades— Encampments.— The  guard  may  parade  for 
encampment  or  diill  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  days  annually, 

by  company,  battalion,  regiment  or  brigade,  as  ordered  by  the  commander- 
in-chief. 

Sec.  2185.  Transportation.— The  quartermaster- General  shall  pro- 
vide transportation  to  and  from  the  encampments  and  points  of  active 
service. 

See.  2186.  Discipline,— The  organization,  equipment,  discipline  and 
military  regulations  of  the  guard  shall  conform  to  the  regulations  for  the 
govemm**nt  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  except  as  otherwise  provided. 
The  commander-in-chief  may  at  any  time  change  the  organization  of  regi- 
ments, battalions,  or  companies  so  as  to  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to 
the  organization  of  the  United  States  army,  or  that  prescribed  by  the 
authorized  military  authority  of  the  United  States,  or  by  authority  of 
congress. 

Sec.  2187.  Field  Duty.— The  commanding  officer  of  any  force  of  the 
guard  in  active  service,  or  at  any  encampment,  may  require  those  under  his 
command  to  perform  any  field  or  camp  duty. 

Sec.  2188.  Penalties.— Any  person  who  shall  trespass  on  the  encamp- 
ment grounds  or  the  camp  grounds  of  the  guards  in  active  service  or  inter- 
rupt, molest  or  interfere  with  any  member  of  the  guard  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  or  sell  any  malt,  spirituous  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  within 
one  mile  of  such  encampment  or  camp ,  except  under  permit  already  issued 
by  lawful  authority,  shall  bs  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  commanding 
officer  of  such  force  may  order  the  arrest  of  such  person  and  cause  him  to  be 
delivered  to  a  peace  officer  or  magistrate  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Sec.  2189.  Special  Duty -Drill. — The  commander-in-chief  may, 
whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  require  it,  detail  any  officer  or 
soldier  for  special  duty,  and  the  expenses  and  proper  compensation  therefor 
may  be  paid  under  such  provisions  as  the  commander-in-chief  may  prescribe. 
The  regimental  commander  may  order  semi-monthly  or  weekly  day  or  even- 
ing drill  of  the  companies  in  his  command ,  but  the  members  shall  receive 
no  compensation  therefor. 

Sec.  2190.  Arms,  Equipment  and  Ammunition.— Upon  the  organi- 
zation of  any  company  or  regiment  of  the  guard,  on  the  requisition  of  its 
commanding  officer  and  the  approval  of  the  governor,  the  adjutant-general 
shall  issue  necessary  arms,  equipment  and  ammunition,  and  the  com- 
manding officer  shall  deliver  to  the  adjutant- general  a  bond  therefor,  payable 
to  the  state,  in  sufficient  amount,  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  gov- 
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ernor,  conditioned  for  their  proper  use,  and,  upon  request  of  the  pre  per 
officer,  for  their  return  in  good  order,  wear,  use,  unavoidable  loss  and 
damage  excepted.  All  arms  and  other  property  issued  by  the  state  shall  be 
kept  at  the  company  or  regimental  armory. 

Sec.  2191.  Inspection — School  of  Instruction.— Such  inspections 
and  schools  of  instruction  for  officers  and  enlisted  m€n  of  the  guard  shall  be 
held  as  the  commander-in-chief  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sbc.  2i92.  Embezzlement  of  State  Property.— Any  officer  or  soldier 
of  the  guard  knowingly  making  any  false  certificate  or  muster  or  false  return 
of  state  property  in  his  hands,  or  wilfully  neglecting  or  refusing  to  apply 
all  money  drawn  from  the  state  treasury  for  the  purpose  named  in  the 
requisition  therefor,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  fine  in  the  amount  of  money  not  so  applied, 
or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  all  costs  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  2193.  Uniforms.— The  guard  shall  adopt  the  uniform  of  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  subject  to  such  modifications  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  commander-in-chief.  The  field,  staff  and  company  officers  thereof 
shall  provide  themselves  with  the  uniform  prescribed  within  ninety  day 
from  the  date  of  commission . 

Sec.  2194.  Penalty  for  Failurk  to  Return  Arms,  Etc.— Every 
member  of  the  guard  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  return  to  the  armory  of 
the  company,  or  place  in  charge  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company 
to  which  he  belongs,  any  arms,  uniform  or  equipment,  or  portion  thereof, 
belonging  to  the  state  within  six  days  after  being  notified  by  said  com- 
manding  officer  to  do  so,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  2195.  Finks  for  Abskncb  or  Misconduct— Suit  for.— Every 
soldier  absent  from  any  tour  of  active  service,  parade,  drill  or  encampment, 
without  leave  or  sufficient  excuse,  shall  be  fined  two  dollars  for  each  day  of 
absence;  and,  for  any  unsoldierly  conduct  during  any  such  service,  he  may 
be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars.  Such  fines  shall  be  collected  by  civil 
action  in  the  name  of  the  state  for  the  use  of  the  company  to  which  the 
soldier  fined  belongs;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  state  pay  the  costs  of  such 
action.  Any  company  or  band  may  impose  such  fines  upon  its  members  as 
it  may  think  proper  in  its  by-laws,  which  may  be  enforced  in  the  manner 
above  provided. 

Sec.  2196.  General  Courts-martial. — Any  member  of  the  guard 
charged  with  a  military  offense,  as  defined  in  this  chapter  or  in  the  articles 
of  war  and  general  regulations  governing  the  army  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  regulations  promulgated  by  the  commander  in-chief  under  authority  of 
this  chapter,  may  be  tried  by  a  general  court-martial  ordered  and  appointed 
by  the  commander-in-chief.  The  organization  of  the  court  and  the  forms  of 
procedure  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  those  prescribed  in  said  articles  of 
war  and  regulations.  The  punishment  fixed  in  the  sentence  shall  not  be 
other  than  dismissal  or  dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service,  reduction 
to  the  ranks  if  a  non-commissioned  officer,  suspension  from  duty  and  for- 
feiture of  com])ensation,  or  confinement  for  a  period  named  in  the  sentence, 
or  reprimand,  according  to  the  gravity  of  the  offense.  Witnesses  duly 
served  with  subpcEna,  signed  by  the  judge-advocate,  shall  appear  and  tes- 
tify as  if  duly  served  with  subpouna  to  appear  and  testify  in  the  district 
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court,  and  shall  receive  the  same  fees  and  mileage  therefor,  to  be  taxed  as 
costs,  which,  with  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  judge-advocate  and  the 
court,  shall  be  taxed  and  certified  by  the  president  of  the  court-martial, 
and  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  upon  the  auditor's  warrant  issued  therefor 
to  the  judge-advocate,  who  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the  trial. 

Skc.  2197.  Inferior  Courts-martial.  — Inferior  courts-martial  are 
hereby  authorized,  and  the  constitution,  composition,  jurisdiction  and  pro- 
ceedings thereof  shall  be  assimilated  to  courts  of  the  same  nature  in  the  army 
of  the  United  States,  but  no  stoppage  of  pay  or  confinement  shall  exceed 
that  provided  for  in  similar  courts  by  the  United  States  army  regulations. 

Skc.  2198.  Sbntence.— The  proceedings  of  all  general  courts- martial 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  commander-in-chief,  who  shall  approve  or  disap- 
prove the  same,  or  he  may  mitigate  or  remit  any  punishment  imposed  by 
the  sentence  of  said  court.  The  proceedings  of  inferior  courts- martial  shall 
be  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  commanding  officer,  who  may  in  like 
manner  mitigate  or  remit  the  punishment  fixed  in  the  sentence.  In  all 
cases  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court-martial,  with  the  order  of 
the  commander-in-chief  or  commanding  officer  accompanied  therewith, 
shall  be  preserved  as  a  permanent  record  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant- 
general. 

Sbc.  2199.  Military  Board.— An  examining  board  of  three  or  more 
competent  officers,  appointed  by  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  convene  at 
such  times  and  places  as  he  shall  direct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
into  the  capacity,  qualifications,  propriety  of  conduct  and  efficiency  of  com- 
missioned officers  or  any  person  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed  who 
shall  be  ordered  before  it,  and,  upon  the  report  of  said  board,  if  adverse  to 
snch  officer  and  approved  by  the  commander-in-chief,  the  commission  of 
sach  officer  shall  be  vacated  or  the  commission  withheld.  No  officer  shall 
be  eligible  to  sit  on  such  board  whose  rank  or  promotion  would  in  any  way. 
t>e  affected  by  the  proceedings,  and  two  members  at  least  shall  be  of  equa 
or  superior  rank  to  the  officer  examined.  If  any  officer  shall  refuse  to  report 
himself  before  said  board  when  directed,  the  commander-in-chief  may, 
upon  the  report  of  such  refusal  by  such  board,  vacate  his  commission. — 
{Amended  Chap.  88,  29lh  G.  A.) 

Sbc.  2200.  Military  Organization.— It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
body  of  men,  other  than  the  regularly  organized  volunteer  militia  of  this 
state  and  the  troops  of  the  United  States,  to  associate  themselves  together  as 
a  military  company  or  organization  within  the  limits  of  this  state  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  governor,  which  he  may  at  any  time  revoke;  but 
this  provision  shall  not  prevent  civic,  social  or  benevolent  organizations 
from  wearing  uniforms  and  swords. 

Sec.  2201.  Payment  for  Uniforms.  —Uniforms  in  kind  may  be  issued 
by  the  state  under  such  provisions  as  the  commander-in-chief  may  direct,  or, 
in  lieu  thereof,  there  maybe  annually  paid  to  each  officer  and  soldier  of  the 
guard  the  sum  of  four  dollars,  to  t>e  paid  under  like  provisions,  but  in  no 
event  will  the  state  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  money  in  lieu  of  uni- 
forms, or  for  any  purpose  contemplated  in  this  chapter,  unless  such  pay- 
ment can  be  made  without  exceeding  the  annual  appropriation  provided  by 
this  chapter. 
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Sec.  2202.  To  Belong  to  State.— All  uniforms  and  other  military 
property  furnished  by  the  state,  or  for  which  an  allowance  has  been  made, 
shall  belong  to  the  state,  and  shall  be  used  for  military  purposes  only,  and 
each  officer  and  soldier,  upon  receiving  a  discharge,  or  otherwise  leaving 
the  military  service  of  the  state,  or  upon  demand  of  his  commanding  officer, 
shall  forthwith  surrender  such  state  military  property  in  hi^  possession  to 
said  commanding  officer. 

Sec.  2203.  Allowance  for  Headquarters.— There  shall  be  allowed 
annually  for  postage,  stationery  and  office  incidentals,  to  each  regimental 
headquarters  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  to  each  company  head- 
quarfers  the  sura  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  2204.  allowance  for  Company  and  Band.— There  shall  be 
allowed  annually  to  each  company  and  band  for  armory  rent .  fuel,  lights 
and  like  necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  paid  under  such  regulations  as  the  com- 
mander-in-chief may  prescribe. — (Amended  Chap,  89 ^  29th  G,  A,) 

Sec.  2205.  Regulations. — The  commander-in-chief  is  authorized  to 
make  and  publish  regulations  for  the  government -and  discipline  of  the  guard, 
not  in  conflict  with  existing  laws. 

Sec.  2206.  Companies  may  be  Disbanded . —The  commander-in-chief 
shall  disband  any  company  of  the  guard  when  it  shall  fall  below  a  proper 
standard  of  efficiency,  and  he  may  order  special  inspections  with  a  view  of 
determining  such  efficiency. 

Sec.  2207.  Words  Construed.— In  this  chapter  the  word  ** soldier" 
shall  include  musicians  and  all  persons  in  the  guard  or  in  the  militia  when 
called  into  service,  except  commissioned  officers,  and  the  word  "company'' 
shall  include  battery  of  artillery  and  troop  of  cavalry. 

Sec.  2208.  Loan  of  Arms  to  Schools  and  Colleges.— Subject  to 
such  regulations  as  the  governor  may  direct,  the  adjutant-general  may  loan 
the  surplus  arms  and  accouterments  of  the  state  to  military  schools  and  col- 
leges in  good  standing  within  the  state  which  include  military  drill  in  their 
course  of  instructions;  but  when  any  arms  or  accouterments  are  delivered  to 
such  an  institution,  the  proper  officers  thereof  shall  deliver  to  the  adjutant- 
geneial  a  bond  to  the  state  in  such  amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
governor  approves,  conditioned  for  the  proper  use  of  such  arms  and  accou- 
terments, and  the  return  of  the  same  in  good  order,  wear  and  use  excepted, 
upon  the  request  of  the  adjutant-general. 

Sec.  2209.  Exemptions  and  Privileges.— Every  officer  and  soldier 
of  the  guard  shall  be  exempt  from  jury  duty  and  poll  tax  during  his  term  of 
service,  and,  except  in  cases  of  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be 
privileged  from  arrest  during  his  attendance  at  drill,  parades,  encampments, 
active  service,  election  of  officers,  and  in  going  to  and  in  returning  from 
the  same.  The  uniform,  arms  and  equipments  of  every  member  of  the 
guard  shall  be  exempt  from  attachment,  execution  or  sale  for  debt  or  taxes. 

Sec.  2210.  Penalty  for  Injuring  or  Disposing  of  Arms,  etc.— 
Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  or  wantonly  injure  or  destroy  any  article  of 
uniform,  arms,  equipment  or  other  military  property  of  the  state,  and  refuse 
to  make  good  such  injury  or  loss,  or  who  shall  sell,  dispose  of,  secrete  or 
remove  the  same  with  intent  to  sell  or  dispose  of  it,  or  shall  unlawfully  break 
or  enter  aiy  armory  or  place  where  any  such  arms  or  equipments  are  stored, 
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with  the  intent  to  remove  the  same  therefrom,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding two  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  2211.  Compensation  of  Adji'tant-General  and  Assistants.— 
The  adjutant-general  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars 
in  times  of  peace,  and  there  shall  be  appointed  a  record  clerk  in  the  adjutant- 
general's  office,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  war  records  under  direction  of 
the  adjutant-general,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  and  such  assistance  shall  be  employed  in  the  adjutant-general's 
and  quartermaster- general's  department  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mander-in-chief be  actually  necessary,  and  any  person  so  employed  shall 
receive  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  on  duty  such  compensation  as 
the  commmander- in -chief  may  prescribe. 

Sbc.  2212.  Compensation  of  Officers  and  Men.  — The  military 
force,  when  in  the  active  service  of  the  state  in  time  of  insurrection  or 
invasion  or  immediate  danger  thereof,  shall  be  paid  the  following  compensa- 
tion for  every  day  actually  on  duty:  Bach  field  and  staff  officer,  four  dollars; 
every  other  commissioned  officer,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  every  non  com- 
missioned officer,  two  dollars;  every  other  enlisted  man,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents;  and  necessary  transportation,  subsistence  and  quarters;  the  same  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  especially  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  When 
in  actual  service  of  the  state  in  case  of  riot,  tumult  or  breach  of  the  peace 
or  imminent  danger  thereof,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  governor,  they 
shall  receive  the  same  compensaion,  transportation,  subsistence  and 
quarters,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury,  and  for  such  services  rendered 
upon  the  call  of  the  sheriff,  they  shall  receive  the  same  compensation, 
transportation,  subsistence  and  quarters,  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of 
such  county;  claims  being  audited  and  allowed  in  the  former  cases  by  the 
executive  council,  and  in  the  latter  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  at  its  next 
session. 

Sec.  2213.  Compensation  During  Encampments  and  Drills. — For 
the  time  spent  in  each  annual  encampment  or  drill,  compensation  to  be  paid 
under  such  provision  as  the  commander-in-chief  directs,  and  graded  accord- 
ing to  length  of  continuous  service  therein,  shall  be  allowed  as  follows  :  To 
each  officer  and  soldier  of  less  than  three  years'  continuous  service,  one  dol- 
lar per  day;  to  each  officer  and  soldier  of  more  than  three  years' ,  and  less 
than  five  years' ,  continuous  service,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day;  to 
each  officer  and  soldier  of  more  than  five  years'  continuous  service,  two  dol- 
lars per  day.  That  there  shall  also  be  paid  to  each  officer  and  soldier  for 
attendance  at  company  drill  at  the  company  station,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents 
per  hour  and  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  cents  in  any  one  week,  provided,  that 
from  any  money  due  any  officer  or  soldier  for  attendance  at  company  drills, 
shall  be  deducted  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents  per  hour  and  not  exceeding 
twenty  (20)  cents  in  any  one  week  for  absence  without  leave  from  any  such 
drills. 

Sec.  2214.  Appropriation. — There  is  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  the  sum  of  fifty-seven  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum ,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  support  of  the  guard  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
not  applying  to  active  service,  which  shall  be  drawn  by  a  warrant,  drawn  by 
the  auditor  of  state  on  the  state  treasurer,  upon  the  certificates  of  the  adju« 
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tant-general  approved  by  the  governor,  showing  for  what  purpose  each  draft 
is  to  be  or  has  been  used,  and  no  indebtedness  shall  bo  created  in  excess  of 
such  annual  appropriation.— M»«^«^^  Chap,  89,  29th  G.  A.) 


Note  :— Chapter  88.  laws  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  was  approved 
April  11th,  and  became  a  law  by  publication  April  16,  1902.

CHAPTER  90. 

H.  F.  436. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  commander-in-chief  to  organize  naval  militia  of 
Iowa,  and  prescribing  regulations  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Section  1.  At  the  discretion  of  tbe  governor  as  commander-in-chief, 
there  may  be  organized  a  naval  force  and  be  designated  as  '  'Naval  Militia" 
shall  consist  of  one  ship's  crew  and  commissioned  officers  therefor,  and  pre- 
scribe regulations  governing  the  said  naval  militia . 

Sec.  2.  The  ship's  crew  shall  be  commanded  by  an  officer  with  the 
rank  of  commander,  one  lieutenant-commander,  who  shall  be  the  executive 
officer;  one  lieutenant,  who  shall  be  navigation  and  ordnance  officer;  one 
ensign,  who  shall  be  the  aid  to  the  commander;  one  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of 
lieutenant;  one  engineer,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant;  one  assistant  engineer, 
with  rank  of  lieutenant,  junior  grade.  There  will  be  allowed  to  such  ship's 
crew  such  number  of  petty  officers  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  order 
and  direct.  Two  buglers  and  not  less  than  forty,  nor  more  than  sizty-foar 
petty  officers  and  men . 

Sec.  3.  The  organization  of  the  naval  force  shall  conform  as  nearly  as 
practicable  to  the  provision  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  tbe  system 
of  discipline  and  exercise  shall  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  that  of  the 
navy  of  the  United  States.  The  governor  shall  have  the  power  to  alter, 
annex,  consolidate  and  disband  the  same,  whenever  in  his  judgment  it  is 
for  the  good  of  the  service. 

Sec.  4.  The  uniform  of  the  naval  militia  shall  conform  to  the  regula- 
tions in  force  for  the  navy  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  The  commissioned  officers  of  the  naval  militia  shall  be  elected 
by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  ship's  crew,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
commander-in-chief  may  prescribe,  and  the  ensigns  and  petty  officers  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  commander  of  the  naval  militia.  The  time  and  place 
of  holding  elections  for  officers  shall  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  elections 
in  the  Iowa  National  Guard.  Provided ,  the  naval  militia  can  be  organised 
and  equipped  without  expense  to  the  state  of  Iowa,  or  to  the  appropriation 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard,  or  the  appropriation  made 
by  the  general  government  to  aid  the  national  guard  of  the  several  states.

AN  ACT  establishiog  the  rank  of  commaDdant  and  instructor  of  military 
science  and  tactics  in  state  educational  institutions.  (Amendatory  of 
chapters  three  (3;,  four  (4),  and  five  (5),  of  title  thirteen  (XIII)  of  the 
code.relaiing  to  the  State  University,  the  State  College  of  Agriculture 
and  Mechanic  Arts  and  the  State  Normal  School.) 
Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Sbction  1.  CoLONBL  OF  Cadbts.— That  the  commandant  and  in- 
structor of  military  science  and  tactics  in  the  Iowa  State  University,  the 
College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  and  the  State  Normal  School ,  be 
^[iven  the  rank  of  colonel  of  cadets,  and  the  governor  of  the  state  of  Iowa  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  commissions  therefor,  upon  the  request  of  the 
president  of  such  educational  institutions. 

Sbc.  2.  In  Bffbct.— This  act,  being  deemed  of  immediate  import- 
ance, shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pulication  in  the 
Iowa  State  Register  and  the  Des  Moines  Leader,  newspapers  published  in 
Des  Moines,  Iowa.

First  Signal  Company,  Captain  C  T,  Prime  commanding,  will  encamp 
with  50th  Infantry  August  5th  to  11th,  at  Oskaloosa. 

II.  So  much  of  General  Orders  No.  10  c.  s.  as  fixes  dates  for  Encamp- 
ments 1902  is  revoked. 

III.  Transportation:  The  senior  Field  or  Line  Officer  traveling  on 
trains  with  troops,  without  regard  to  organization  to  which  they  belong,  will 
assume  command  and  with  company  commanders  will  be  held  to  strict 
account  for  conduct  and  safety  of  troops  en  route  to  and  from  camps. 

Only  members  of  the  Guard  and  the  authorized  cooks  can  be  transported 
on  state  transportation  requests ;  no  other  person  must  under  any  circum- 
stances be  included. 

Bands  will  be  allowed  transportation  for  a  total  of  twenty-four  enlisted 
men  and  two  civilian  cooks. 

Four  civilian  cooks  and  servants  will  be  furnished  transportation  to  each 
Headquarters  upon  application  of  Regimental  Commander  to  the  Adjutant- 
General. 

'1  he  transportation  of  mattresses  and  other  unnecessary  baggage  is  for- 
bidden.   Ample  supply  of  bed  sacks  and  straw  will  be  furnished. 

Routes  of  travel  and  trains  to  and  from  place  of  Encampments  will  be 
announced  in  subsequent  orders. 

IV.  Uniforms  and  Equipments:  All  organizations  will  wear  the 
Vhaki  field  uniform  en  route  to  and  from  encampments.  Overcoats  will  be 
rolled  and  strapped  to  blanket  bag  and  blankets  will  be  carried  in  blanket 
bag.  The  undress  uniform ,  blouse,  trousers  and  forage  caps  will  be  packed 
and  carried  in  chests  or  boxes.  Company  Commanders  will  see  to  it  that  no 
unnecessary  baggage  is  carried  to  camp. 

V.  Pay  :  Each  company  will  be  allowed  pay  and  subsistence  for  forty- 
four  enlisted  men,  provided  two  enlisted  cooks  are  included  in  the  num- 
ber. In  the  event  of  there  being  no  enlisted  cooks,  company  commanders 
may,  upon  request  to  the  Adjutant-General,  be  permitted  to  transport  and 
subsist  two  civilian  cooks.  Each  officer  and  enlisted  man  will  be  credited 
with  the  number  of  days,  not  exceeding  seven,  present  at  camp,  and  in  this 
connection  attention  is  directed  to  Pars.  118  to  121  inclusive,  General  Orders 
No.  5,  1901. 
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VI.  Daily  duty  reports  (Form  30)  will  be  turned  in  to  the  Inspector 
immeditaely  after  parade  or  retreat,  by  company  commander  in  person. 

Commanding  officers  will  not  rep3rt  for  pay  for  the  day  men  who  have 
been  absent  without  authority  from  any  prescribed  duty  for  that  day.  To 
be  entitled  to  a  day's  pay  a  day's  duty  must  be  performed. 

VII.  iNSPBcnoN  OF  Quarters  :  Officers  of  the  Inspector  General's 
Department  will  make  an  inspection  each  day  before  or  after  guard  mount- 
ing and  report  the  result  thereof  to  Camp  Commander.  Battalion  Com- 
manders will  accompany  Inspecting  Officers  during  the  inspection  of  their 
respective  battalions  and  Company  Commanders  at  the  inspection  of  their 
respective  quarters. 

Surgeons  will  make  two  sanitary  inspections  each  day,  one  in  the  fore- 
noon and  one  in  the  afternoon  and  report  the  result  to  Camp  Commander. 

VIII.  Musters:  Companies,  bands  and  detachments  upon  arrival  in 
camp  will  report  to  the  commanding  officer  and  immediately  thereafter 
report  to  the  Inspecting  Officer  on  duty  for  muster  and  inspection.  Muster 
and  pay  rolls  will  be  prepared  before  leaving  home  station.  In  this  connec. 
tion  the  attention  of  all  the  company  commanders  is  directed  to  Par.  742, 
Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  relative  to  inspection  of  troops  equipped  with  the 
blanket  bag.  The  muster  and  inspection  for  camp  pay  will  be  made  at  such 
time  as  may  be  arranged  between  the  Commanding  Officer  and  the  Inspector. 

A  surgeon  will  accompany  the  Inspector  at  musters  and  inspections  of 
organizations  and  any  soldier  who  is  apparently  unfit  for  military  duty  by 
reason  of  physical  condition  or  defect  will  at  once  be  ordered  before  a  board 
of  three  officers,  to  consist  of  one  field  officer  and  two  medical  officers. 
If  the  board  find  the  soldier  unfit  for  the  military  service  he  will  be  dis- 
charged without  unnecessary  delay. 

IX.  Quartermasters:  The  camp  equipage  will  be  turned  over  to 
Regimental  Quartermasters  and  by  them  issued  to  the  commanding  officers 
of  companies  who  will  be  charged  with  the  number  of  tents  and  other  State 
property  issued  to  their  commands  and  special  inspection  will  be  made  on 
the  first  and  last  day  of  each  encampment  in  order  to  locate  the  responsibility 
for  loss  or  damage.  Quartermasters  will  be  responsible  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  for  all  stores  issued,  and  must  make  return  of  all  stores  received, 
issued  and  remaining  on  hand  immediately  after  close  of  camp. 

X.  Commissaries  :  Commissaries,  and  all  officers  acting  as  such,  will 
be  held  strictly  accountable  for  all  rations  under  their  charge. 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  camp ,  the  Commissaries  will  prepare  and 
forward  a  consolidated  report  of  all  stores  received  and  issued  while  in  camp. 
A  balance  sheet  showing  debits  and  credits  of  each  company  must  be  sub- 
mitted as  part  of  the  report.  A  copy  of  balance  sheet  will  be  furnished 
Inspector  on  last  day  of  camp  that  proper  entries  may  be  made  on  pay  rolls.

Allowance  for  armory  rent  of  the  several  organizations  will  be  paid 
semi-annually  on  the  basis  recommended  in  paragraph  one  hereof,  nntil 
further  orders.  Armory  rent  is  subject  to  stoppage  for  property  lost  or 
destroyed. 

III.  Companies  receiving  less  than  the  maximum  allowance  are  enconr- 
aged  to  endeavor  to  secure  more  desirable  drill  halls  and  allowances  will  be 
increased  in  accordance  therewith . 

Whenever  a  company  or  band  makes  contract  for  new  armoiy  notice  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant- General. 
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ENLISTMENTS. 

IV.  Paragraph  118,  General  Order  No.  5,  1901,  is  revoked.  All  recruits. 
who  enlist  after  thirty- first  day  of  May  will  not  be  eligible  for  duty  at  the 
Annual  Encampment  for  that  year,  and  must  not  be  transported  or  included 
for  duty  in  any  camp  musters  or  reports,  they  will  be  entered  on  morning 
reports  and  muster  rolls  as  "absent,  not  eligible  for  duty."  This  restriction 
will  not  extend  to  cases  of  re-enlistment  where  service  is  continuous,  and 
papers  are  filed  within  thirty  days  after  expiration  of  enlistment. 

The  enlistment  of  men  residing  more  than  one  mile  beyond  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  or  city  where  company  is  located,  is  forbidden,  and  when- 
ever an  enlisted  man  takes  up  a  residence  beyond  the  limits  prescribed  he 
should  be  considered  unavailable  and  discharge  forwarded. 

V.  Company  Quarterly  Reports  (Form  23-11-02)  will  show  the  date  of 
each  drill  held,  number  of  officers,  sergeants,  corporals,  cooks,  musicians 
and  privates  in  attendance;  the  number  of  officers  on  leave  and  enlisted  men 
on  furlough;  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  absent  without  excuse; 
number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  absent  excused,  for  date  of  drill  only, 
and  aggregate  strength  of  company  and  detailed  statement  of  gains  and 
losses. 

A  report  blank  should  be  kept  at  Armory  and  record  completed  by  com- 
pany commander  immediately  after  the  close  of  each  drill. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  at  drill  will  be  based  upon  an  average 
enlisted  strength  of  not  less  than  forty,  the  minimum  authorized  by  law. 
Companies  should  be  maintained  at  an  enlisted  strength  of  about  fifty  men. 

Company  commanders  will  also  include  in  quarterly  report  a  statement 
of  duty  performed  and  assistance  rendered  in  company  work  by  lieutenants 
and  state  whether  or  not  they  give  Captain  the  loyal  support  to  which  a 
commanding  officer  is  entitled.

UNIFORM  FOR  OFFICERS. 

1 .  By  direction  of  the  Governor  the  following  regulations  pertaining  to 
the  uniform  of  officers  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  are  published  for  the 
information  and  government  of  all  concerned  and  will  take  effect  at  the  con- 
venience of  the  officers  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1904,  by  which  date 
all  officers  will  be  uniformed  and  equipped  as  herein  provided,  except  that 
all  officers  will  be  required  to  provide  themselves  with  the  collar  insignia  to 
comply  with  General  Orders  No.  19,  c.  s. ,  on  or  before  July  1,  1903. 

UNIFORM  FOR    ENLISTED  MEN. 

2.  No  change  will  be  made  in  the  uniform  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
Iowa  National  Guard  as  now  worn  until  further  orders. 

CAP  DEVICES. 

3.  The  cap  devices  required  for  members  of  the  Non-Commissioned 
Staff,  Bands  and  Companies,  in  compliance  with  General  Orders  No.  19,  c. 
s. ,  will  be  issued  by  the  Quartermaster  General  upon  receipt  of  requisition 
therefor. 

Devices  issued  for  the  49th,  50th,  51st  and  52d  Regiments  will  l>e  for- 
warded by  mail  to  Quartermaster  General,  without  delay,  upon  receipt  of 
new  devices. 

In  case  of  loss,  devices  will  be  charged  at  cost  price  against  the  officer 
responsible  therefor.  Devices  rendered  unserviceable  must  be  submitted  to 
an  Inspector  and  can  only  be  dropped  on  approved  Inventory  and  Inspection 
Report.

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

1.  The  garments,  head  gear,  foot  gear,  ornaments,  insignia,  buttons, 
decorations,  and  other  articles  herein  specified,  group'ed  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed, will  constitute  the  uniforms  of  the  Guard,  and  will  be  worn  on  the 
occasions  prescribed  (see  Table  of  Occasions)  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
proper  authority. 

The  various  articles  will  conform,  as  closely  as  practicable,  in  quality, 
design  and  color  to  the  standard  patterns  for  the  United  States  Army. 

2.  The  proper  dress  will  be  determined  by  the  commanding  officer  with 
due  regard  to  prescribed  regulations  (see  Table  of  Occasions) ,  the  season  of 
the  year,  and  the  state  of  the  weather. 

Officers  will,  in  general,  conform  to  the  dress  of  the  troops  and  will,  by 
their  appearance,  set  an  example  of  neatness  and  strict  conformity  to  regu- 
lations in  uniform  and  equipment. 

3.  When  officers  or  enlisted  men  wear  civilian  dress,  it  will  not  be 
Accompanied  by  any  mark  or  part  of  the  uniform . 

4.  Medals  of  honor  may  be  worn  by  officers  and  enlisted  men  entitled  to 
them  on  all  occasions  of  ceremony ;  the  medal  to  be  attached  to  the  coat  at  a 
point  one  inch  below  the  opening  of  the  collar. 

5.  *  The  various  distinctive  marks  given  for  excellence  in  rifle  practice 
may  be  worn  on  the  breast  by  officers  and  enlisted  men  entitled  to  them ,  on 
all  occasions  of  ceremony,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  next  paragraph ; 
they  will  precede  all  badges  of  military  societies  (from  the  wearer's  right  to 
left) ,  and  will  be  preceded  by  badges  of  campaigns  which  may  be  adopted 
by  the  War  Department. 

6.  Badcbs  of  Military  Socibtibs.— Officers  and  enlisted  men  who, 
in  tneir  own  right  or  by  right  of  inheritance,  are  members  of  military  socie- 
ties of  men  who  served  in  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  United  States  in  the 
War  of  the- Revolution,  the  War  of  1812,  the  Mexican  War,  the  War  of 
Rebellion,  or  the  Indian  wars  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Spanish-American 
War  and  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines,  or  the  China  Relief 
Expedition,  or  are  members  of  the  Regular  Army  and  Navy  Union  of 
the  United  States,  may  wear  on  all  occasions  of  ceremony,  when  full  dress 
is  required,  the  distinctive  badges  adopted  by  such  societies,  or  such  other 
medals  as  may  be  authorized  by  proper  authority;  badges  to  be  worn  on  the 
left  breast  of  the  coat  suspended  by  a  ribbon  from  a  bar  of  metal  passed 
through  the  upper  ends,  and  tops  of  the  ribbons  forming  a  horizontal  line, 
the  outer  ends  of  which  will  be  from  three  to  four  inches  below  the  top  of  the 
shoulder,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer. 

7.  Shoulder  knots  and  shoulder  straps  will  be  worn  by  commissioned 
officers  only.  Shoulder  straps  will  always  be  placed  on  the  dress  coat,  as 
herein  prescribed;  their  use  on  the  full  dress  coat  is  forbidden. 

8.  The  uniform  of  an  officer  on  the  retired  list  is  that  prescribed  for  his 
actual  rank  in  his  regiment  or  corps  when  retired,  except  that  the  number 
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of  the  r^^Imeut  or  insignia  of  corps  or  department  will  not  be  worn.  A 
retired  officer  with  brevet  commission,  either  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  ser- 
vice of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  may  wear  the  uniform  of  his  highest 
brevet  grade,  and  an  officer  who  has  held  a  commission,  not  brevet,  in  the 
volunteer  service,  may  wear  the  uniform  of  his  highest  grade  in  that  service, 
except  that  the  number  of  the  regiment  or  insignia  of  corps  or  department 
will  not  be  worn. 

9.  When  a  particular  coat  or  vestment  is  required  by  the  church  to  which 
a  chaplain  belongs,  he  may  wear  such  coat  or  vestment  while  conducting: 
services. 

10.  In  foreign  countries,  on  occasions  of  of  reviews,  public  balls,  enter- 
tainments given  by  military  or  naval  authorities,  or  messes,  or  by  civil 
official,  during  official  visits  of  ceremony  and  at  social  functions  partaking 
of  an  official  character,  officers  shall  appear  in  uniform  suitable  for  the 
occasion. 

11.  The  saber  shall  be  habitually  worn  hooked  up,  guard  to  the  rear; 
it  will  be  worn  outside  of  the  overcoat.  The  proper  saber  knot  will  always 
be  worn  with  the  saber. 

12.  Enlisted  men  will  wear  uniform  in  camp  or  garrison,  and  will  not  be 
permitted  to  keep  other  clothing  in  their  possession.  When  on  fatigue  they 
will  wear  suitable  fatigue  dress. 

13.  The  service  uniforms  are  made  of  wool  or  cotton,  and  the  one  to  be 
worn  will  be  determined  by  locality  and  climate  when  required;  it  is  not  per- 

■  mitted  to  combine  garments  of  wool  with  others  of  cotton  in  the  service  uni- 
form of  officers  or  enlisted  men . 

The  material  of  the  service  uniform ,  the  overcoat  and  the  service  hat,  will 
be  made  water  repellent  as  nearly  as  practicable. 

DRESS  COAT. 

14.  For  General  Officers.— A  sack  coat  of  dark-blue  cloth  or  serge; 
cuffs  to  be  buttoned  by  three  small  regulation  gilt  buttons;  high  rolling  col- 
lar; double  breasted ,  with  two  rows  of  regulation  gilt  buttons  grouped  accord- 
ing to  rank,  as  on  the  full-dress  coat;  the  skirt  to  extend  one-third  the  dis- 
tance from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of  the  knee.  A  shoulder  strap, 
as  hereafter  described,  will  be  placed  on  each  shoulder,  adjacent  to  the  seam 
and  collar  ornaments  (see  Insignia)  on  the  collar.     Inside  pockets. 

For  All  Other  Officers. — A  single-breasted  sack  coat  of  dark-blue 
cloth  or  serge,  with  standing  collar  fastened  with  hook  and  eye;  coat  to  close 
with  flap  containing  suitable  concealed  fastenings;  the  skirt  to  extend  from 
one-third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of 
the  knee,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer;  cut  to  fit  the  figure  easily; 
a  vertical  opening  at  each  side  of  the  hip,  according  to  pattern.  The  coat 
to  be  trimmed  with  lustrous  flat  black  mohair  braid,  as  follows:  Edged  all 
around  the  bottom,  the  front  edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward 
from  the  bottom,  along  both  side  openings  of  the  skirt,  with  braid  one  and 
one- quarter  inches  wide.  Shoulder  straps,  as  hereafter  described,  and  collar 
ornaments  (see  Insignia)  will  be  worn  with  this  garment. 

For  cfiaplains  the  material  will  be  blue-black  cloth  or  serge,  the  pattern  of 
the  coat  being  the  same  as  above . 
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SERVICE  COAT. 

15.  For  All  Commissioned  Officers.— A  sack  coat  of  woolen  or  cot- 
ton material,  ot  olive  drab  color,  made  with  two  outside  breast  patch  pockets 
and  two  outsid^  patch  pockets  below  the  wai&t;  pockets  covered  by  flaps, 
buttt^ned  by  a  small  regulation  button.*  The  coat  to  have  falling  collar,  from 
one  to  one  and  three  quarter  inches  in  width,  depending  on  the  \\eaTer.  On 
each  shoulder  a  loop  of  the  same  material  and  color  as  the  coat,  reaching 
from  the  sleeve  seam  to  the  edge  of  the  collar,  and  buttoning  at  the  upp  r 
end  with  a  small  regulation  gilt  button;  loops  to  be  two  inches  wide  at  the 
shoulder  end  and  one  inch  wide  at  the  collar  end.  The  coat  to  fit  closely  at 
the  waist  and  loosely  at  the  chest,  at  least  five  inches  in  excess  of  the  chest 
measurement;  buttoned  down  the  front  with  five  regulation  buttons.  All 
buttons  for  this  coat  to  be  of  dull  finish  bronze  metal. 

insignia, ^Ttit  coat  of  arm^  of  the  United  States  with  the  word 
"Iowa"  in  gothic  letters  across  upper  section  of  bhield  will  be  worn  on  each 
side  of  the  collar,  about  one  inch  from  the  ends.  The  insignia  of  corps, 
department  or  arm  of  service  will  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  collar,  about 
five-eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  coat  of  arms.  The  insignia  of  rank  will  be 
placed  on  the  shoulder  loop,  near  the  sleeve  seam . 

The  insignia  of  corps,  department,  or  arm  of  service,  and  the  coat  of 
arms  will  be  dull-finish  bronze. 

OVERCOAT. 

16.  For  Alt  Ofpicbvs.— A  double-breasted  ulster  of  olive- drab  woolen 
material  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quarter- ma- ter-  eneral, 
suitably  lined  and  closing  by  means  of  five  largs  buttons ;  a  standing  rolling 
collar  of  the  same  material,  the  '  *  stand  **  to  be  not  less  than  three-quarters 
nor  more  than  one  and  three-quarters  inches,  and  the  turn  down  (falling) 
part  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  five  inches  in  width.  Collar  in  front 
to  be  closed  by  two  hooks  and  eyes ;  a  flap  of  same  material  five  inches  in 
length  and  two  inches  in  width,  provided  with  one  buttonhole  at  each  end 
made  detachable,^  so  as  to  close  the  falling  part  of  the  collar  when  worn 
closed.  Two  pockets  on  each  side,  placed  vertically  about  two  inches 
above  the  hip  and  ten  inches  long.     Over  the  pockets  a  flap  of  same  length 

.  and  closed  with  a  small  button  in  the  middle  of  the  flap  ;  slits  of  the  pockets 
to  be  cut  through  lining.  The  back  to  be  slit  up  from  the  bottom  twenty  to 
twenty-five  inches  and  closed  at  will  by  small  buttons  under  concealed  flap. 
A  slit  four  inches  long  on  left  side  suitably  placed  to  permit  hooking  up  the 
saber. 

Coat  to  extend  down  the  legs  from  eight  to  ten  inches  below  the  knee, 
according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer.  Sleeves  loose,  without  cover,  or  slit. 
Backstrap  placed  at  waist  line,  to  extend  from  seam  to  seam  and  made 
detachable. 

A  hood  of  same  material  as  coat,  lined  with  suitable  material  of  same 
color;  made  to  button  around  the  neck  under  the  collar  by  means  of  five 
small  buttons  and  loops.  Hood  to  be  large  enough  to  cover  the  head  and 
cap  when  worn  at  night  or  in  inclement  weather. 

All  buttons  to  be  of  bone  conforming  in  color  to  the  material  of  the  coat. 
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The  front  corners  of  the  skirt  to  be  provided  with  buttons  or  hooks  so 
that  said  corners  may  be  turned  back  when  it  is  necessary  to  facilitate 
marching. 

Insignia  on  Slbevb. — Braid  insignia  of  rank  as  prescribed  (see  Insignia); 
in  addition  thereto  the  insignia  of  corps »  department,  or  arm  of  service, 
embroidered  in  black  silk,  according  to  pattern,  will  be  placed  in  the  middle 
of  the  lower  loop  one  and  one-half  inches  above  the  end  of  the  sleeve. 

For  gene'-al  officers  the  insignia  will  consist  of  a  band  of  lustrous,  black 
mohair  braid  one  aud  one-fourth  inches  wide  placed  with  its  lower  edge  two 
and  one-half  inphes  above  end  of  sleeve ;  surmounted  by  the  proper  number 
of  stars,  one  inch  in  diameter,  embroidered  in  black  silk,  placed  one-fourth 
inch  above  the  braid;  the  stars  to  be  surmounted  by  a  band  of  lustrous 
mohair  black  braid  one-half  inch  wide,  one-fourth  inch  above  the  stars. 

DRESS  TROUSERS. 

17.  For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps 
AND  Departments. — Of  dark  blue  cloth,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord. 

For  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  and  Infantry. — Of  sky-blue 
cloth,  with  stripes  one  and  one-half  inches  wide,  welted  at  the  edges ;  the 
color  of  the  stripes  to  te  that  of  the  facings  of  the  respective  corps  or  arms. 

For  Chaplains.— Of  plain  black  or  blue-black  cloth,  without  stripe, 
welt  or  cord. 

SERVICE  TROUSERS. 

18.  For  All  Officers.— Of  olive  drab  woolen  or  cotton  material,  to 
match  the  coat,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord. 

BREECHES. 

19.  Dress  Breeches  for  General  Officers  and  all  Officers  of 
the  Staff  Corps  and  Departments. — Of  dark-blue  material,  cut  in  the 
prescribed  pattern  and  fastened  from  tbe  knee  down  with  dark  bone  buttons 
of  appropriate  size.  These  will  be  worn  with  the  full-dress  and  dress  uni- 
form mounted.  Black  boots  and  spurs  will  invariably  be  worn  with  these 
uniforms.  For  full-dress  and  dress  breeches  of  officers  of  cavalry,  artillery, 
infantry,  and  engineers  when  mounted,  breeches  cut  and  fastened  as  above 
and  of  the  same  material  and  with  the  same  colored  stripe  as  their  full-dress 
trousers. 

SERVICE  BREECHES. 

20.  For  All  Officers. — Of  olive  drab  woolen  or  cotton  material,  to 
match  the  service  coat,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord.  To  be  made  loose 
about  the  seat  and  above  the  knees;  to  fit  closely  below  the  knee,  extending 
to  the  tops  of  the  shoes,  and  to  be  fastened  with  tapes  or  laces  or  buttons. 
To  have  a  reinforce  or  saddle  piece  of  the  same  material  on  the  seat  and  legs 
for  officers  required  to  be  mounted. 

DRESS  CAPS. 

21.  For  General  Officers— A  dress  cap,  to  be  of  the  same  size 
and  make  as  the  dress  cap  for  other  officers,  except  that  it  will  have  a 
black  velvet  band  between  the  two  lower  welts  one  and  three-fourths  inches 
wide  surrounding  the  cap,  as  described  below. 
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For  Officbrs  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry,  Enoinbbrs,  and 
Othbr  Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps  and  Departments  When  in 
Dress.— To  be  a  dark-blue  cloth,  with  three  cloth  welts;  total  depth'7 three 
and  one-half  inches;  diameter  across  the  top,  eight  and  three-quarters  inches 
for  a  cap  of  size  seven,  the  top  to  be  one-eighth  of  an  inches  larger  or 
smaller  for  every  size  above  or  below  the  above  head  size.  The  sides  to  be 
made  in  four  pieces;  to  be  one  and  one-half  inches  between  upper  welts  and 
stiffened  with  hair  cloth  and  wire  around  crown.  Between  the  two  lower 
welts  by  a  band  of  lustrous  black  mohair  braid  one  and  three-quarters  inches 
in  width.  Visor  to  be  of  black  patent  leather  one  and  three-quarters  inches 
deep  at  the  center  and  of  green  color  underneath;  to  dxoop  at  an  angle  of  45 
degrees.  With  flat  gold  cap  strap,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide,  to  be  held 
at  the  sides  by  two  small  regulation  gilt  buttons.  The  cap  badge  shall  be  the 
coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States  embroidered  in  gold,  as  per  pattern,  and 
so  placed  that  the  tip  of  the  eagle  wings  shall  be  three- quarters  of  an  inch 
below  the  top  welt  of  the  cap.  All  th^  details  to  be  in  accordance  with 
pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  Greneral.  No  departure  therefrom 
will  be  permitted. 

SERVICE  CAP. 

Of  olive  drab  material,  same  as  that  of  the  service  uniform;  to  conform 
in  shape  to  the  dress  cap;  the  visor  and  cap  strap  to  be  of  black  enamel 
leather;  buttons  to  be  of  full  finish  bronze.  Ornaments  for  general  officers: 
Coats  of  Arms  of  the  United  States,  detachable;  of  dull-finish  bronze  metal. 
For  officers  of  staff  corps  or  departments,  insignia  or  device  of  corps  or 
department,  in  dull- finish  bronze  metal,  and  detachable.  For  line  officers, 
insignia  of  arm  of  the  service  in  same  metal. 

SERVICE  HAT. 

23.  Of  felt,  color  of  the  service  uniform ,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  accord- 
ing to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General.  To  be  ornamented 
with  a  double  cord  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  according  to  pattern 
in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  as  follows:  For  general  officers 
to  be  of  gold;  for  all  other  officers y  of  gold  bullion  and  black  silk  intermixed. 

For  Chaplains. — A  black  hat,  similar  in  shape  to  the  officers'  service 
hat;  to  be  ornamented  with  a  cord  of  gold  bullion  and  black  silk  intermixed, 
according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General. 

This  hat  is  intended  for  full  dress  and  dress.  In  the  field  chaplains  will 
wear  the  same  service  hat  as  other  officers. 

SHOULDER  STRAPS. 

24.  General.— Dark-blue  cloth,  one  and  three-eighths  inches  wide  and 
four  inches  long,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  one- quarter  of  an 
inch  wide;  two  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five  rays  each  and  gold  embroid- 
eried  *  'Arms  of  the  United  States''  between  them. 

Libutsnant  General.— Dark-blue  cloth ,  one  and  three-eighths  inches 
wide  and  four  inches  long,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  one-quarter 
of  an  inch  wide;  three  silver  embroideried  stars  of  five  rays  each  ^  one  star 
on  the  center  of  the  strap  and  one  at  each  end,  equidistant  between  the  center 
and  onfer  edge  of  the  strap,  the  center  star  to  be  the  largest. 
14 
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Kajor  GsNBRAL.—The  same  as  for  a  lieutenant  general,  except  that 
there  will  be  two  stars  instead  of  three;  the  center  of  each  star  to  be  one  inch 
from  the  enter  edge  of  the  gold  embroidery  on  the  ends  of  the  strap;  both 
stars  of  the  same  size. 

Brigadier  Gbnbral. — The  same  as  for  a  major  general,  except  that 
there  will  be  one  star  instead  of  two  at  the  center  of  tbc  strap. 

CoLONBL. — The  same  as  for  a  brigadier  general,  omitting  the  star,  with 
a  silver  embroideried  spread  eagle  on  the  center  of  the  strap,  two  inches 
between  the  tips  of  the  wings,  having  in  the  right  talon  an  olive  branch  and 
in  the  left  a  bundle  of  arrows;  an  escutcheon  on  the  breast  ad  represented 
in  the  '*Arms  of  the  United  States. "  Color  of  the  cloth  of  the  straps  to  be 
as  stated  under  "Colors  of  Facings." 

LiBXTTBNANT-CoLONBL. — The  Same  as  for  a  colonel,  according  to  corps, 
•department  or  arm  of  service,  omitting  the  eagle,  with  a  silver  embroidered 
leaf  at  each  end,  each  leaf  extending  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  end 
•of  the  strap. 

Major.— The  same  as  for  a  lieutenant  colonel,  with  a  gold  embroidered 
'leaf  at  each  end,  instead  of  the  silver  leaf;  each  leaf  extending  seven-eighths 
•of  an  inch  from  the  erd  of  the  strap. 

Captain.— The  same  as  for  a  major,  omitting  the  leaves;  at  each  end  two 
'Bilver  embroidered  bars  of  the  same  width  as  the  border,  placed  parallel  to 
■the  ends  of  the  strap;  the  distance  between  them  and  the  border  equal  to 
•the  width  of  the  border. 

First  Libutbnant.— The  same  as  for  a  captain;  at  each  end  one  silver 
embroidered  bar  of  the  same  width  as  the  border,  placed  parallel  to  the  ends 
^of  the  strap,  at  a  distance  from  the  border  equal  to  the  width  of  the  border. 

Second 'Libutbnant.— The  same  as  for  a  first  lieutenant,  omitting  the 
(bars. 

Additionax  Sbcond  Libutbnant.— The  same  as  for  a  second  lieutenant. 

Chaplain.— Of  dark-blue  cloth  of  the  usual  size  and  pattern,  with  a  plain 
Latin  cross,  of  silver,  in  the  center. 

CRAVATS. 

25.  For  All  Officbrs.— Of  black  silk,  the  tie  not  to  be  worn  outside 
the  opening  of  the  collar.     For  Chaplains.— A  white  or  black  tie. 

GLOVES. 

26.  Of  drab  colored  leather  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the 
'Quartermaster  General.    To  be  worn  with  the  service  uniform.    They  may 

also  be  prescribed  by  the  commanding  officer  for  the  dress  uniform  of  officers 
when  mounted,  and  they  may  be  worn  by  officers  when  not  on  duty  with 
troops  underarms.  Dismounted  officers  on  duty  with  troops  under  arms  in 
> dress  will  wear  white  gloves. 

SABERS. 

27.  For  All  Officers,  Except  Chaplains.— According  to  pattern 
in  the  office  of  the*  Quartermaster  General ;  the  guard  and  scabbard  to  be  of 
'German  silver. 
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SABER  KNOTS. 

28.  For  Gbnbrax.  Offkcbbs.— Heavy  gold  cord  with  acorn  ends, 
according  to  present  pattern. 

For  All  Othbr  Officers  Excbpt  Chaplains.— Strap  and  acorn  to 
be  of  gold  bullion  and  black  silk  interwoven. 

The  gold-lace  saber  knots  will  be  worn  on  dress  occasions.  On  other 
occasions  officers  will  wear  a  saber  knot  of  plaited  leather,  according  to 
pattern. 

LEATHER  BELTS. 

29.  For  All  Officbrs,  Excbpt  Chaplains.— Of  stuffed  russet  leather, 
-with  detachable  slings  of  the  same  material,  according  to  pattern  in  the 
office  of  the  Quartermaster  General.  To  be  worn  under  the  dress  coat  and 
overcoat,  and  outside  the  service  coat. 

In  the  field  the  use  of  a  belt  made  with  cross  belts  over  the  shoulders, 
and  adapted  to  carry  saber  and  pistol,  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of 
the  Quartermaster  General,  is  authorized. 

A  belt  of  black  webbing,  with  detachable  slings  as  above,  may  be  worn 
under  the  dress  coat. 

SHOULDER  BELTS.

BUTTONS. 

36  For  All  Officers.— Circular,  slightly  convex;  device,  coat  of  arms 
of  the  State  of  Iowa.  To  be  of  two  sizes  (1)  the  "Regulation  button," 
exterior  diameter  seven-eighths  of  an  inch;  (2)  the  "small  regulation  but- 
ton," exterior  diameter  nine-sixteenths  of  an  inch.

Signal  Corps.— Two  crossed  signal  flags  and  a  burning  torch,  in  gold 
and  silver. 

Aides-db-Camp.— A  device  one  and  one-third  inches  high,  consisting  of 
a  shield  of  the  United  States,  of  properly  colored  enamel  three-fourths  inch 
high  and  three-fourths  inch  wide  at  top,  surmounted  by  a  gold  or  gilt  eagle, 
with  wings  displayed  according  to  pattern  in  the  Quartermaster  General's 
Office.  On  the  blue  ^eld  of  the  shield  a  star  or  stars,  according  to  rank  of 
the  general  on  whose  stafif  the  officer  is  serving. 

This  device  is  to  be  worn  on  the  collar  in  lieu  of  corps  or  line  device.

Cavalry.  ^Two  crossed  sabers,  one  inch  high,  with  number  of  regiment 
above  intersection. 

«  Artillb&y.  Two  crossed  cannons,  design  to  be  one  inch  high,  of  gold 
'Or  gilt  metal,  with  oval  at  intersection  having  a  scarlet  center  according  to 
pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Qaartermaster  Greneral. 

The  red  oval  in  the  insignia  for  officers  of  Field  Artillery  to  exhibit  a  gilt 
-wheel  in  outline;  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster 
Oeneral. 

Infantry. — Two  crossed  rifles,  design  to  be  one  inch  high,  with  number 
of  regiment  above  intersection  of  gold  or  gilt  metal. 

Rbgimbntal  Staff  Officbrs.— Regimental  adjutants,  quartermasters, 
commissaries,  and  squadron  and  battalion  adjutants,  will  wear  in  the  lower 
angles  of  their  insignia  the  devices  (of  gold  or  gilt  metal)  of  the  respective 
departments  to  which  their  duties  correspond. 

Chapi^ains. — The  same  as  for  regimental  staff  officers,  except  that  the 
pendant  design  shall  be  a  Latin  cross  of  the  same  material  and  size.

The  number  of  officers  reported 
on  leave  and  the  enlisted  men  reported  on  furlough  during  the  quarter  will  be 
verified,  and  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  the  month  following  the  date  upon 
which  these  reports  are  due,  the  company  reports  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Adjutant  General's  office  by  the  regimental  commander,  where  they  will  be 
verified,  the  necessary  corrections  noted  and  returned  to  the  regimental  com- 
mander. More  than  25  per  cent  of  the  company  reports  as  rendered  were 
incorrect  when  received.  Greater  care  should  be  exercised  in  their  prepa- 
ration.

To  the  Adjutant' General,  Des  Moines,  Iowa, 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  consolidated  report  of 
Small  Arms  Practice  of  the  National  Guard  for  the  season  of  1902. 

Owing  to  the  ranges  being  on  low  ground,  and  along  creeks  or  rivers^ 
the  unusual  rainfall  during  the  past  season  has  greatly  interfered  with  rifle 
practice,  which  accounts  for  the  falling  off  in  practice  from  last  year. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  when  the  commander  of  a  company  is  an 
energetic  and  enthusiastic  rifleman,  the  members  of  his  company  catch  the 
spirit  and  stajid  well  in  small  arms  practice. 

Twelve-hundred-seventy-five,  or  over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  entire  force  of 
the  state,  fired  at  200  yards,  a  falling  off  of  two  hundred  seventy- four  from 
last  year,  while  seven-hundred-five  men  completed  the  state  course  which  is  an 
increase  of  ninety-five  over  last  year.  The  fifty-sixth  regiment,  which  has 
stood  first  in  small  arms  practice  for  several  years,  dropped  back  to  second 
place  this  season.  The  fifty- third  regiment  advanced  to  first  place,  and 
this,  I  believe,  is  due  to  the  energy  and  untiring  efforts  of  Captain  J.  G. 
Cushing.  The  fifty-third  is  the  only  regiment  of  which  every  company  sent 
in  a  report  of  small  arms  practice. 

The  five  companies  having  the  highest  proficiency  are  Company  *'A", 
Fifty-third,  Captain  Thrift.  108.5;  Company  "I**,  Fifty-fourth,  Captain 
Howell,  92.9;  Company  '*M*',  Fifty-fifth,  Captain  Logan,  84;  Company 
••M",  Fifty  fourth,  captain  Lucas,  78.4;  and  Company  **A",  Fifth-sixth, 
lieutenant  Helbig,  63.8  The  proficiency  of  a  company,  as  shown  in  this 
report,  was  found  by  dividing  the  sum  of  the  aggregate  scores  of  its  members 
by  its  total  strength.  Where  qualifications  un^Ier  United  States  Rules 
are  reported,  one- fourth  of  the  aggregate  scores  was  added  to  the  state 
scores  before  dividing.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  proficiency 
of  a  company  be  obtained  by  a  modification  of  paragraphs  468,  469,  470  and 
471  of  *' Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Arms",  to  suit  our  practice,  as 
follows:  Divide  the  sum  of  the  aggregate  scores  of  the  members  of  a 
company  by  its  total  strength  multiplied  by  400.  Four-hundred  being  the 
possible  score  of  ten  shots,  at  200,  300,  500,  600,  800  and  1000  yards  with 
one  skirmish  run.  When  qualifications  under  United  States  Rules  are  re- 
ported, one-half  the  score  should  be  taken.     This  will  give  the  proficiency  of 
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a  company  up  to  1000  yards.  It  will  also  give  credit  for  every  attempt  to 
qualify  under  United  States  Rules,  and  stimulate  practice  at  long  ranges. 
It  is  a  little  misleading  and  not  easy  to  understand  what  is  meant  by  the 
proficiency  of  a  company  being  108.5.  By  the  above  method  the  proficiency 
of  Company  "A*',  Fifty-third  Regiment  would  be  31  1-5  per  cent,  instead 
of  108.5. 

Captain  Thrift,  Company  *'A",  Fifty-third,  and  Captain  Howell. 
Company  "I",  Fifty-fourth,  deserve  gjeat  praise  for  having  every  member 
of  their  companies  fire  on  the  range. 

The  reports  show  a  woful  amount  of  ignorance  regarding  General  Orders- 
No.  6,  1900.  These  orders  should  be  carefully  studied  by  every  company 
commander  before  sending  in  his  report  of  small  arms  practice.  There  was 
a  failure  in  some  cases  to  report  United  States  sharpshooters  and  marksmen 
with  their  scores.  A  failure  in  this  respeot  lowers  a  company's  proficiency. 
Paragraph  XXI,  Greneral  Orders  No.  6,  1900,  seems  to  be  generally  mis- 
understood. The  number  of  qualifications  of  each  sharpshooter  or  marks- 
man should  be  given,  but  the  dates  are  not  to  be  reported  unless  the  soldier 
is  entitled  to  a  date- bar,  and  then  only  the  dates  belonging  on  the  bar.  In 
some  cases  a  little  more  care  in  regard  to  the  general  appearance  of  reports 
should  be  taken,  and  range  reports  should  not  be  written  across  the  report 
of  small  arms  practice.  About  one-half  of  the  company  commanders  sent 
in  reports  of  their  ranges.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  blanks  for 
making  range  reports  and  ^penses  therebn,  be  furnished  to  the  company 
commanders  and  that  they  be  ordered  to  return  said  reports  with  their 
report  of  small  arms  practice  at  the  close  of  the  seai^on.  Company  com- 
manders who  fail  to  send  in  their  reports  of  small  arms  practice  on  time 
should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  those  who  fail  to  instruct  50  per 
cent  of  the  total  strength  of  their  command  in  firing  at  200  yards,  and  be 
dealt  with  according  to  Paragraph  XIV,  General  Orders  No,  6,  1900. 

I  believe  that  all  record-firing  should  be  done  under  supervision  of  an 
inspector  of  small  arms  practice;  and  I  would  respectfully,  recommend  that 
in  case  the  state  secures  a  permanent  camp  ground  and  range,  that  all  record 
firing  be  done  at  the  state  range  under^the  supervision  of  the  Inspectors  of 
Small  Arms  Practice,  during  the  annual  encampment;  that  in  case  the  state 
does  not  secure  a  permanent  camp  ground  and  range,  then  the  Inspectors  of 
Small  Arms  Practice  shall  set  a  day  on  which  they  will  visit  each  of  the  com- 
panies of  their  regiment,  inspect  the  ranges,  and  superintend  the  firing  for 
record.

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  G.  O.  No.  8, 
A.  G.  O.  c.  8.,  I  assumed  command  of  the  State  Rifle  Range  on  May  24, 
1902. 

I  found  the  camp  erected  and  the  mess  in  running  order. 

There  was  an  extra  amount  of  work  to  be  done  on  the  butt  on  account  of 
the  wet  weather.  Some  of  the  posts  rotted  off  and  the  bank  caved  down. 
Next  year  it  will  require  a  still  greater  amount  of  labor  to  get  the  butt  in 
shape  for  rifle  practice.  The  state  should  buy  this  property  and  enough 
more  so  the  range  could  be  extended  back  to  1000  yards,  put  in  a  permanent 
butt,  and  gradually  develop  it  into  a  perfect  range. 

Monday  was  devoted  to  firing  nt  Tectangular  targets  with  the  Springfield 
rifle.  There  were  many  good  scores  made,  but  the  average  was  low.  Corp. 
£.  P.  Willson,  Co.  '*P,"  52d  regiment  was  the  only  man  making  a  score  of  80 
or  better.  His  was  82.  The  Springfield  rifles  now  in  the  hands  of  the  guard 
are  old  and  unfit  for  rifle  practice .  Taking  into  consideration  the  guns  us.  d , 
the  scores  were  very  good. 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday  were  devoted  to  firing  fit  rectangular  targets 
with  the  U.  S.  Magazine  rifle.  The  scores  made  with  this  rifle  were  an  im- 
provement on  those  made  with  the  Springfield  rifle,  but  show  a  lack  of 
practice  with  this  arm.  If  a  few  Magazine  rifles  could  be  issued  to  eich 
company  so  that  the  men  could  get  used  to  them  before  coming  to  the  State 
Range,  there  would  be  a  greater  improvement  in  the  scores. 

Thursday  forenoon  was  devoted  to  skirmish  tiring,  and  some  very  good 
scores  were  made.  Some  of  the  men  had  trouble  with  their  rifles,  and  found 
when  at  the  near  range  that  the  magazine  would  not  work. 

Thursday  afternoon  was  spent  in  revolver  firing  by  the  commissioned 
officers  present,  and  demonstrated  that  a  great  interest  is  felt  in  this  branch 
of  small  arms  practice.  Lieut.  John  E.  Donahue,  Co.  "B",  52d  Regiment 
carried  off  the  honors  with  a  score  of  175  out  of  a  possible  200.  A  qualifica- 
tion should  be  required  and  a  badge  given  in  revolver  practice  the  same  as 
in  rifle  practice. 

The  blank  detail  report  sent  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company 
on  which  to  report  to  the  Camp  Adjutant  their  details,  was  not  the  success 
it  was  hoped  to  be.  The  commanding  officers  of  many  of  the 
companies  failed  to  send  the  report  on  time,  and  many  of  the  details  were 
changed  after  thu  report  was  sent. 

Every  company  in  the  state  was  represented  and  the  discipline  and 
behavior  of  the  men  were  good  in  most  cases.  I  found  it  necessary  for  the 
good  of  the  guard  to  give  two  men  their  transportation  home.  Great  care 
should  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  a  rifle  team,  as  it  is  impossible  for  men  to 
dissipate  and  do  good  work  with  a  rifle. 

The  old  adage  that  *' Familiarity  breeds  contempt"  is  forcibly  impressed 
on  one's  mind  at  the  State  Rifle  ^ange,  where  commissioned  officers  and 
ealiated  men  are  quartered  together <     For  the  good  of  the  service,  in  the 
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luture  the   commissioned   officers  and   enlisted   men  should  have  separate 
quarters,  and  a  separate  mess  be  prepared  for  each. 

Competition  is  not  only  the  life  of  trade,  but  the  life  of  rifle  practice  and 
should  be  encouraged.  I  would  recommend  that  five  men  constituted 
company  rifle  team;  that  in  the  selection  of  the  team  a  man's  steadiness  of 
habits  be  taken  into  consideration  as  well  as  his  ability  to  shoot :  that  each 
regimental  inspector  S.  A.  P.  select  a  regimental  rifle  team  of  twelve  men 
from  among  the  best  of  the  company  teams  and  that  one  day,  or  sufficient 
time  be  given  during  the  yearly  school  of  instruction  in  small  arms  practice 
for  a  competitive  shoot  between  regiments;  that  a  state  rifle  team  of  twelve 
men  be  selected  from  among  the  best  men  of  the  regimental  teams;  that  this 
team  be  developed  to  its  highest  proficiency  and  all,  or  a  sufficient  number, 
sent  to  Sea  Girt,  N.  J.  to  represent  the  State  of  .Iowa  at  the  meeting  of  the 
National  Rifle  Association  of  America.  I  believe  the  honor  of  becoming  a 
member  of  the  State  Rifle  Team  would  be  an  incentive  to  a  man  to  do  his 
best,  and  would  not  only  increase  enthusiasm  in  rifle  firing,  but  would 
awaken  interest  in  the  Guard  in  general.  A  representative  of  the  Laflin  & 
Rand  Powder  Company  was  present  during  the  meeting  and  interested  the 
men  in  the  subject  of  smokeless  powder.

I  wish  to  thank  the  camp  staff  for  their  efficient  work  which  did  so  much 
to  make  the  meeting  a  success.

REPORT  OF  FIFTY-SECOND  REGIMENT  RIFLE  CONTEST  AT 

ALGONA. 

Wbbstsr  City,  Iowa.  October  25,  1902. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Adjutant-Greneral,  we  were  again  enabled  to  have 
our  annual  rifle  contest  in  the  Fifty-second  Regiment,  which  took  piece  on 
Company. "FV  range,  at  Algona,  on  Wednesday,  October  1,  1902.  I 
am  permitted,  and  take  much  pleasure,  in  extending  to  General  Byers  the 
thanks  of  the  Sharpshooters  and  Marksmen  of  the  whole  Regiment,  not 
alone  for  enabling  the  Regiment  to  hold  these  very  instructive  contests,  but 
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for  the  general  interest  he  has  always  displayed-  in  this  most  important  of 
all  branches  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard. 

1  wish  also  to  thank  Colonel  Morse,  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms 
Practice,  Captain  Gushing.  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  with  the 
Forty- ninth  Regiment,  who  fo  ably  filled  the  position  of  Range  Adjutant, 
Captain  Gilbride  and  the  members  of  his  company,  and  Captain  Hyatt, 
who  performed  the  arduous  duties  of  Pit  Officer,  for  their  kind  assistance 
on  this  occasion. 

The  weather  was  all  that  could  be  Wished  for,  with  the  exception  of  a 
slight  rairage«jvhich  had  a  tendeney  to  deceive  the  shooters,  and  many  were 
unable  to  understand  the  result  of  their  shots.  The  range  had  been  placed 
in  ^p'endid  shape  by  the  members  of  Company  '*F,'*  and  received  the 
unstiited  praise  of  all  shooters  present.  Outside  of  those  in  the  pit,  there 
was  not  a  shooter  but  thought  it  the  finest  range  they  had  ever  seen.  But  a 
heavy  rain-storm  two  days  before  had  swollen  the  river  to  overflowing,  and 
as  the  pit  was  immediately  adjoining  the  river  bank  it  was  completely  sab- 
merged  to  the  depth  of  two  feet.  By  building  a  '  'dike"  and  using  a  force 
pump  and  buckets,  the  water  was  from  time  to  time  lowered  in  the  pit  so 
that  the  men  could  wade  around  and  tend  the  targets.  Captain  Hyatt  was 
assigned  to  act  as  Pit  Officer,  and  he  and  the  men  under  him  gritlily 
remained  kme-dcep  in  mud  and  water  the  entire  day^  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  officers  and  men  on  the  firing  line  fully  appreciated  the  disa- 
greeable position  Captain  Hyatt  so  well  and  pluckily  filled  that  day,  but  if 
they  did  they  should  tender  him  a  vote  of  thanks. 

It  was  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  Companies  **H*'  and  '*L''  were  not 
represented  at  this  meeting,  and  I  hope  that  in  the  future  they  may  be  able 
to  attend  and  take  part  in  these  interresting  and  instructive  contests. 

Company  "A"  won  the  trophy  for  the  highest  total  score.  Their  shoot- 
ing was  excellent  throughout,  and  plainly  showed  careful  and  painstaking 
work  by  every  member  of  the  team.  Under  the  circumstances,  they  won 
the  cup  with  a  very  creditable  score. 

Company  "D's"  team  proved  to  be  adepts  at  the  long  range,  and  carried 
off  the  honors  and  the  cup  with  a  fine  score. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  splendid  shooting  done 
by  Corporal  Hildeman  and  Private  Stevens  of  "A,"  Private  Porter  of  "D,*' 
Corporal  Wilson  of  **F,"  Captain  Gates  of  *'G,*'  and  Captain  Armstrong 
and  Corporal  Glenn  of  ''K."  While  there  are  many  others  that  deserve 
credit,  those  mentioned  were  clearly  masters  of  the  situation  as  I  saw  it.  1 
admit  that  on  account  of  the  mirage  the  shooting  was  most  difficult,  but 
this  was  all  the  more  to  their  credit,  and  not  only  disclosed  the  fact  that  they 
knew  how  to  shoot,  but  the  conditions  were  no  small  part  of  their  knowledge. 
1  was  surprised  that  so  few  paid  any  attention  to  the  conditions  that  existed; 
and  herein,  allow  me  to  say,  lies  the  wtak  Fpot  in  rifieshooting.  Very  few 
present  noted  that  the  wind  at  500  yards,  although  not  a  strong  one,  was 
steady,  and  stocd  good  to  drift  the  bullet  18 or  20  inches.  I  merely  mention 
this  that  it  may  caution  shooters. 

The  contest  was  one  of  the  best  and  most  successful  ever  held  in  the 
regiment,  and  1  feel  sure  re&ul'ed  in  much  good.  Those  present  were  gen- 
tlemanly and  courteous,  and  the  best  of  feeling  prevailed  throughout. 
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It  ii  only  justice  in  this  report  to  state  that  Company  **E's"  score  is  no 
criterion  by  which  to  judge  the  team .  When  it  is  known  that  this  company 
had  not  had  a  cartridge  since  its  organization  until  within  about  a  week  of 
this  meeting,  it  will  be  understood  that  their  work  was  not  bad.  They  are 
a  splendid  lot  of  men,  and  we  will  be  greatly  mistaken  if  Captain  Prisbee 
and  his  rifle  team  are  not  "in  it,"  in  the  future. 

In  closing  this  report,  which  I  feel  is  not  adequate,  I  desire  to  thank  one 
and  all  for  their  kind  and  courteous  help,  and  also  extend  the  thanks  of  the 
riflemen  in  the  regiment  to  the  citizens  of  Algona  for  their  kind  reception 
while  here.

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  the  Rifle  Contest,  Forty- 
ninth  Regiment,  held  at  Dubuque  on  October  23,  1902. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  State  Rifle  Range  due  to  heavy  rains  this 
summer,  it  was  impossible  to  hold  the  contest  at  that  place  as  was  at  first 
intended.  Waterloo  and  Marshalltown  reported  their  ranges  unsuitable  so 
the  lime  being  limited,  it  was  decided  to  hold  it  at  Dubuque. 

Captain  Thrift  and  his  company  did  everything  possible  to  put  their  range 
and  targets  in  first  class  condition,  detailed  a  double  force  of  men  for  duty 
as  scorers  and  markers  and  also  furnished  coffee  and  sandwiches  to  the  com- 
petitors at  noon. 

Firing  commenced  promptly  at  8:30  a.  m.  and  continued  without  inter- 
mission until  5:30  p.  m.,  the  mea  being  sent  to  lunch  at  noon  in  squads. 
The  last  two  orders  at  500  yards  were  handicapped  by  darkness,  showing 
the  necessity  of  having  at  least  three  targets  for  future  contests. 

The  weather  was  not  conducive  to  good  shooting,  varying  from  bright  to 
hazy,  cloudy,  dark  and  rain,  and  the  wind  changing  from  a  3  o'clock  to  8 
o'clock  acccUerating,  varying  in  velocity.  These  conditions  materially 
affected  the  scores  at  300  and  500  yards,  showing  very  clearly  the  lack  of 
experience  in  range  work  on  the  part  of  most  of  the  contestants.  Not  one 
in  ten  seems  to  pay  proper  attention  to  this  most  important  part  of  a  rifle- 
man's training.  Holding  does  positively  no  good  unless  a  man  knows  how 
to  adjust  his  sights  to  make  the  bullet  strike  where  beholds,  and  it  is  bound 
to  strike  there  if  he  is  trained  to  meet  the  variations  in  atmospheric  condi- 
tions.   » 

The  service  in  the  pit  was  good  up  to  500  yards,  where  our  electric  bell 
became  disabled,  this  causing  some  delay. 

Almost  every  officer  acted  as  pit  officer  during  the  day. 

The  presence  of  the  Adjutant- General  will  no  doubt  have  a  beneflcial 
effect  in  stimulating  target  practice  as  it  helped  the  men  to  realize  the  im- 
portance of  proficiency  in  this  branch  of  their  training  as  soldiers. 

Capt.  W.  F.  Smith,  Inspector  Small  Arms  Practice  acted  as  Statistical 
Offi2er  and  from  his  experience  in  conducting  these  contests,  rendered  valu- 
able assistance.     We  all  feel  under  lasting  obligations  to  him 

Major  H.  A.  Allen  has  assisted  me  materially  in  the  past  and  again 
showed  his  interest  in  our  work  by  his  attendance. 

Two  trophies  have  been  purchased  by  subscriptions  from  each  company 
in  the  regiment,  one  to  be  awarded  annually  to  the  team  making  thu  highest 
aggregate  score  at  all  ranges  and  the  ofher  for  the  highest  aggregate  at  500 
yards.  These  trophies  are  to  remain  the  property  of  the  regiment  and  to  be 
contested  for  annually. 

I  feel  highly  gratified  with  the  result  of  this  contest  and  the  enthusiasm 
and  spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  shown,  and  desire  to  commend  the  Captains  for 
their  hearty  co-operation.  The  beneficial  effect  on  target  practice  in  the 
regiment  will  undoubtedly  be  lasting. 

Company  **H",  Capt.  L.  W.  Brown,  deserves  great  credit  for  its  work, 
winning  as  it  did  both  the  Regimental  Championship  Trophy  and  the  500 
yard  Trophy.

I .  The  54th  Infantry  Iowa  National  Guard ,  Colonel  Harry  H .  Caughlan , 
commanding,  is  detailed  to  represent  the  Iowa  National  Guard  in  the 
dedicatory  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition, 
at  St.  Louis,  April  30th,  May  1st  and  2d. 

II.  In  designating  the  54th  Infantry  to  represent  the  Iowa  National 
Guard,  in  the  military  exercises  at  St.  Louis,  the  commander-in-chief 
desires  to  impress  most  earnestly  upon  the  troops  so  detailed,  a  profound 
sense  of  the  responsibility  which  will  rest  upon  every  officer  and  enlisted  man 
in  directing  their  course  of  duty  and  conduct  in  a  manner  that  will  reflect 
credit,  alike,  upon  themselves,  upon  their  organizations  and  upon  the  state 
which  they  are  selected  to  represent.  While  every  reasonable  opportunity 
will  be  afforded  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  various  exercises  in  connection  with 
the  dedication,  the  regimental  commander  is  directed  to  insist  upon  the 
most  thorough  and  rigid  performance  of  such  military  duty  as  may  be 
prescribed . 

III.  The  surgeon -general  will  recommend  for  detail  for  this  duty  one 
surgeon,  two  assistant  surgeons  and  the  hospital  detachment  under  com- 
mand of  the  surgeon  selected,  will  be  detailed  for  this  tour  of  duty. 

IV.  Each  company  will  be  allowed  pay  and  subsistence  for  forty-two 
enlisted  men.  This  will  include  forty  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates  and  two  musicians.  No  cooks  will  be  required.  Each  officer  and 
enlisted  man  will  be  credited  with  the  number  of  days  present  (not  exceeding 
five)  which  will  include  the  days  spent  in  travel  to  and  from  St.  Louis. 

V.  Companies,  band  and  detachments  upon  arrival  at  St.  Louis  will 
report  to  the  commanding  officer  at  the  place  to  be  designated  in  future 
order,  and  immediately  thereafter,*  report  to  the  inspecting  officer  on  duty, 
for  muster  and  inspection.  Muster  and  pay  rolls  will  be  prepared  before 
leaving  home  stations.  Muster  for  pay  will  be  made  at  such  time  as  may  be 
arranged  between  the  commanding  officer  and  the  inspector.  Commanding 
officer  will  not  report  for  pay  any  men  who  have  been  absent  without 
authority,  from  any  prescribed  duty.  To  be  entitled  to  a  day's  pay,  a  day's 
duty  must  be  performed . 

VI.  The  organizations  will  proceed  to  St.  Louis  on  April  29th,  and 
return  to  home  stations  on  the  third  day  of  May.  Routes  of  travel  and  train 
numbers  will  be  designated  in  subsequent  orders.

Upon  recommendation  of  the  General  Inspector  Small  Arms  Practice  the 
following  reg^ulations  for  the  instruction  and  government  of  the  Iowa 
National  Guard  in  small  arms  practice,  are  published  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned.    All  orders  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  revoked. 

I.  Until  the  new  edition  of  the  '  *  Firing  Regulations  for  the  United  States 
Army"  is  published,  General  Orders  No.  20,  dated  Adjutant  General's 
Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  February  26,  1903,  as  modified  herein  or  bv 
subsequent  orders  and  instructions,  are  adopted  for  the  instruction  and 
government  of  the  troops  of  this  state. 

II.  The  regular  practice  season  will  commence  upon  the  first  day  of 
April  and  end  on  the  last  day  of  November  of  each  year.  No  record  firing 
^ill  be  permitted  except  between  these  dates. 

III.  Aiming  and  position  drill  and  gallery  practice  will  be  had  in  the 
armory  for  the  instruction  of  recruits  and  all  who  do  not  thoroughly  under* 
stand  the  principles  of  rifle  shooting  before  they  fire  upon  the  range. 
Experienced  shots  may  be  excused  from  gallery  practice,  but  they  will  find 
the  practice  of  the  aiming  drill  will  increase  their  steadiness  and  lessen  their 
fatigue  upon  going  to  the  range.  Regimental  inspectors  of  small  arms 
practice  will  report  as  to  the  compliance  of  company  commanders  with  this 
paragraph. 

IV.  •  Comp&ny  commanders  will  allow  their  commands  such  preliminary 
practice  as  time  and  the  supply  of  ammunition  will  permit.  Recruits  will 
begin  firing  at  200  yards. 

V.  Each  shot  fired  with  state  ammunition  must  be  carefully  entered  upon 
the  sheet,  or  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  These  scores  will  be  preserved 
until  the  opening  of  the  subsequent  season.  All  record  scores  will  be  entered 
m  the  record  book,  S.  A.  P. ,  furnished  by  the  state. 

VI.  The  class  in  firing  to  which  any  officer  or  soldier  belongs,  will  be 
determined  at  the  end  of  the  practice  season  from  the  aggregate  of  the  total 
of  the  best  two  scores  of  five  shots  each  (not  necessarily  consecutive)  that  he 
made  on  the  range,  as  follows: 

Fourth  Class— AW  who  have  not  fired . 

Third  Class— A\\  who  report  for  practice  and  are  unable  to  score  ten  ou^ 
of  a  possible  twenty-five  at  200  yards  in  any  score,  or  who  have  fired  two  or 
more  full  scores  at  200,  300  and  500  yards,  and  from  the  best  two  have  made 
an  aggregate  of  less  than  67. 

Second  Class— A\\  who  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores  at  200,  300  and 
500  yards,  and  from  the  best  two  have  made  a  total  of  67  out  of  a  possible 
150. 

First  Class— PiX\  who  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores  at  200,  300  and 
500  yards,  and  from  the  best  two  have  made  a  total  of  83  out  of  a  possible 
153. 

Marksmen— h\\  who  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores  at  200,  300  and  500 
yards .  and  from  the  best  two  have  made  a  total  of  98  out  of  a  possible  150. 

Sharpshooters— h\\  who  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores  at  200,  300.  500 
and  600  yards,  and  from  the  best  two  in  each  range  have  made  a  total  of 
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160;  and  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores » timed  fire  at  200  yards  (30  seconds 
firing^  interval  in  each  score),  and  in  the  best  two  have  made  a  total  of  25; 
and  have  made  one  skirmish  run  of  twenty  shots,  advancing  from  600  to  200 
yards;  the  total  of  all  scores  being  not  less  than  235.  f 

Experts— AX\  who  have  made  the  necessary  total  to  qualify  as  sharp- 
shooters and  have  fired  two  or  more  full  scores  at  800  and  1,000  yards,  and 
from  the  best  two  scores  have  made  a  total  of  40  at  800  and  35  at  1,000  yard. 

VII.  Soldiers  qualifying  as  experts  under  state  rules  will  be  encouraged 
to  end<*avor  to  qualify  under  United  States  rules,  as  laid  down  in  General 
Orders  No.  20,  referred  to  in  Paragraph  1. 

Expert,  sharpshooter,  and  marksman  are  the  only  grades  that  will  be 
classified  under  United  States  rules.  Soldiers  who  have  qualified  under 
United  States  rules  will  not  be  required  to  qualify  thereafter  and  will  be 
reported  and  credited  in  their  respective  classes  so  long  as  they  remain  in  the 
service.  Where  the  qualification  was  in  a  previous  season,  only  the  total 
score  and  the  year  made  will  be  given  on  the  reports  and  lists. 

VIII.  No  man  will  be  permitted  to  fire  at  longer  range  who  fails  to  make 
40  per  cent  of  the  possible  score  at  200  yards. 

Two  sighting  shots  will  be  allowed  at  600,  800  and  1,000  yards,  and  the 
use  of  the  gun-sling  will  be  permitted  at  all  ranges. 

The  position  and  targets  used  at  the  different  ranges  will  be  in  accordance 
with  General  Orders  No.  20,  heretofore  referred  to. 

IX.  No  certificate  will  be  issued,  but  marksmens' ,. sharpshooters' ,  and 
experts'  insignia  will  be  issued  and  worn  as  laid  down  in  Paragraphs  228, 229 
and  230  of  General  Orders  No.  5,  1901.  Officers  and  men  are  forbidden  to 
wear  marksmens'  pins  when  sharpshooters'  insignia  have  been  earned  and 
issued,  or  to  wear  sharpsooterts'  insignia  when  expert's  insignia  have  been 
earned  and  issued,  provided  those  qualifying  under  United  States  rules  shall 
l>e  entitled  to  wear  both  State  and  United  States  insignia  of  the  highest 
qualification.    Marksmen's  buttons  are  obsolete  and  must  not  be  worn. 

X.  The  regular  allowance  of  ammunition  for  a  company  shall  be  3,000 
rounds  of  original  cartridges  each  season.  Companies  practicing  with  75  per 
cent  of  their  strength  shallj  upon  recommendation  of  General  Inspector,  be 
entitled  to  2,000  rounds  in  addition.  Upon  failure  to  satisfactorily  account 
for  ammunition  previously  issued ,  the  allowance  of  an  organization  may  be 
reduced  or  withheld.  Field  and  staff  officers  and  members  of  non  com- 
sioned  staff  and  bands  will  be  made  such  allowance  of  ammunition  as  they 
can  reasonably  make  use  of.  Each  company  shall  keep  1,000  rounds  of 
ammunition  constantly  on  hand  for  emergencies.  An  allowance  of  100  rounds 
per  annum  of  revolver  ammunition,  Cal.  38,  will  be  made  to  each  officer 
and  man  armed  with  that  weapon. 

XI.  Failure  to  instruct  50  per  cent  of  the  total  strength  of  the  company 
in  firing  at  200  yards  each  season,  will  reader  the  company  liable  to  be 
mustered  out  of  service  as  falling  below  the  standard  of  efficiency  of  the 
Iowa  National  Guard. 

XII.  .  In  arriving  at  the  general  standing  of  each  company  or  regiment  at 
inspection,  its  proficiency  in  small  arms  practice  will  be  marked  on  a  scale  of 
25  per  cent  of  the  possible  figure  of  merit  for  the  inspection.  The  company 
having  the  highest  proficiency,  will  be  taken  as  the  standard  for  the  credit 
of  25  points. 
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XIII.  Gallery  practice  in  the  armory  and  on  the  local  range  is  a  military 
Huty,  and  will  be  required  of  all  soldiers.  Company  commanders  may  pre- 
scribe such  regulations,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
purposes  of  this  order  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  the  local  conditions  may 
require.  All  record  scores  must  be  fired  in  the  presence  of  a  commissioned 
officer.  Commanding  officers  are  held  respons  ble  for  the  instruction  of 
their  commands  in  the  practical  use  of  the  rifle.  The  study  of  the  firing 
regulations  is  enjoined  upon  all  soldiers.  They  should  be  as  familiar  with 
them  as  with  the  drill  regulations 

XIV.  The  following  supplies  are  furnished  by  the  state  and  will  be  issued 
on  receipt  of  proper  requisition,  viz:  Firing  Regulations  for  Small  Arms, 
iron  targets,  brushes,  paper  targets,  cloth  covers  and  iron  frames  for  D,  B 
P  targets »  pasters,  score  sheets,  record  books,  and  sand  glasses. 

All  requisitions  for  the  above  articles  will  be  sent  direct  to  the  inspector 
of  small  arms  practice  on  duty  with  the  regiment.  He  will  make  a  record  of 
the  items  and  forward  the  requisition  with  his  recommendation  thereon 
direct  to  the  general  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  who  will  forward  it  to 
the  Adjutant  General  for  final  action. 

XV.  An  annual  allowance  of  $15  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  a  rifle  range  for  each  company  will  be  made  upon  receipt  of  claim.  Claims 
must  be  made  to  show  the  distance  the  range  is  from  the  armory,  number, 
condition  and  style  of  targets  used,  range  house,  etc.,  the  ranges  at  which 
firing  can  be  conduct^,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  expenditures  for  rent, 
material  and  labor  for  the  season.  These  claims  to  be  forwarded  with  the 
annual  report  of  small  arms  practice  direct  to  regimental  inspector  of  small 
arms  practice,  who  will  endorse  and  forward  them,  through  the  general 
inspector,  to  the  Adjutant  General.  Payment  may  be  withheld  if  all  the 
reports  due  have  not  been  sent  in  or  the  range  not  used  by  50  per  cent  of  the 
company. 

XVI.  At  the  close  of  each  season  each  company  commander  will  make 
upon  the  blanks  furnished  by  the  state,  his  report  of  the  record  firing  done 
by  his  command,  commencing  with  the  soldier  making  the  highest  aggregate 
score  and  so  on  in  consecutive  order  without  regard  to  rank.  The  names  of 
those  not  firing  need  not  be  entered. 

The  names  of  men  firing  for  record  during  target  season  and  discharged 
before  November  30th,  will  be  entered. 

"The  aggregate  strength,'*  used  to  determine  the  proficiency  of  each 
company,  must  equal  the  average  strength  of  the  company  on  weekly  drill 
dates,  April  1st  and  November  30th,  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  com- 
missioned officers  not  less  than  forty  enlisted  men,  the  minimum  authorized 
by  law. 

Failure  to  forward  reports  when  due  without  reasonable  excuse  will  render 
a  company  commander  liable  to  suspension. 

The  number  of  qualifications  of  each  expert,  sharpshooter,  or  marksman 
in  his  class  will  be  indicated  on  the  company  reports  and  on  all  lists.  The 
years  will  be  given  when  soldiers  are  entitled  to  date-bars. 

Any  deviation  from  the  requirements,  such  as  the  failure  of  an  officer  to 
join  in  the  certificate,  etc.,  should  be  explained  in  the  report.  One  copy  will 
be  forwarded  direct  to  the  regimental  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  to 
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reach  him  not  later  than  December  10th.  A  report  is  required  whether  any 
firing  was  done  or  not . 

Scores  of  the  field,  staff,  non-commissioned  staff,  and  bands,  of  any 
organization  will  be  reported  to  the  inspector  of  small  arms  practice  of  that 
oaganization  by  the  company  commander  at  the  station  at  which  the  scores 
were  made.  These  scores  will  be  consolidated  upon  a  company  blank  by  the 
inspector  and  counted  in  the  aggregate  of  the  organization  to  which  the 
officer  or  soldier  belongs. 

Company  commanders  will  keep  the  score  sheets  and  books  so  that  the 
record  claimed  may  be  verified  witli  the  minimum  trouble  by  the  officer 
making  the  inspection  at  the  company  station,  and  by  the  inspectors  of  small 
arms  practice  at  the  annual  camps.  The  record  book  and  score  sheets  will 
be  taken  to  camp  each  year  and  turned  o\-er  to  the  inspector  on  duty  with 
the  regiment  for  examination.  He  will  return  them  to  the  company  com- 
mander prior  to  breaking  up  of  camp. 

XVII.  Attention  is  called  to  the  failure  of  the  printer  to  furnish  an  index 
and  to  complete  the  model  record  as  to  skirmish  firing  and  aggregate  for 
the  year  in  the  record  t>ook,  small  arms  practice.  The  index  can  be  impro- 
vised on  a  fly  leaf  or  a  thin  index  could  be  fastened  in  the  book . 

XVIII.  Company  commanders  will  make  requisition  for  their  insignia 
through  the  regimental  inspectors  of  small  arms  practice,  after  the  publica- 
tion of  the  consolidated  report  of  record  firing  for  the  season . 

XIX.  The  regimental  inspectors  will  prepare  a  consolidated  report  of 
the  regiment  in  triplicate.  One  copy,  With  the  company  reports,  to  be  sent 
direct,  not  later  than  January  1st,  to  the  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms 
Practice,  one  copy  to  the  regimental  commander,  and  retain  one  copy. 
Each  copy  will  be  accompanied  by  a  list  giving  the  names  and  total  scores 
of  all  experts,  sharpshooters  and  marksmen  and  the  number  of  their  qualifi- 
cations in  this  diss,  arranged  in  consecutive  order  commencing  with  the 
highest  score. 

Any  errors,  omissions  or  failures  to  comply  with  the  regulations  will  be 
noted  on  the  company  reports  and  the  necessary  corrections  made  in  red  ink. 
Upon  the  return  of  the  report  from  the  General  Inspector's  office,  regi- 
mental inspectors  will  call  the  attention  of  the  company  commanders  to  the 
errors  noted  with  a  view  to  their  correction  in  the  future  reports. 

XX.  The  General  Inspector  will  prepare  a  consolidated  report  of  all  the 
troops  in  triplicate.  One  copy,  together  with  copies  of  the  lists  and  regi- 
mental reports,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  state  not 
later  than  February  1st,  for  publication  in  orders;  one  copy  to  the  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  state  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
United  states;  and  one  copy  retained. 

The  General  Inspector  will  return  the  company  reports  to  the  regimental 
inspectors  after  completing  his  report . 

XXI.  All  inspectors  are  expected  to  verify  the  reports  passing  through 
their  hands  and  to  make  corrections  where  necessary . 

All  reports  will  be  accompanied  by  such  observations  and  recommenda- 
tions as  the  mak^r  may  deem  proper . 

As  promptness  is  one  of  the  chief  military  virtues,  no  officer  will  delay 
his  report  for  an  inferior.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  to  see 
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that  soldiers  are  not  deprived  of  the  decorations  they  have  won  by  the  failure 
of  the  proper  officers  to  forward  their  reports  on  the  date  specified. 

The  regular  channel  for  orders,  reports  and  correspondence  relating  to 
small  arms  practice  is  through  the  department,  but  inspectors  will  furnish 
copies  of  important  matter  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization 
with  which  they  may  be  on  duty. 

XXII.  All  reports  and  copies  required  in  these  regulations  are  the  prop- 
erty  of  the  state,  and  will  be  turned  over  to  their  successors  by  the  officers 
having  them  in  charge. 

XXIII .  All  inspectors  are  expected  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  organiza- 
tions under  their  care  and  be  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  regulations  of  the 
department.  By  careful  study  and  practical  experience  they  should  fit  them- 
selves to  become  instructors  in  the  art  of  militaiy  shooting.  Those  falling 
below  a  reasonable  standard  of  eliciency  will  be  ordered  before  examining 
boards  with  a  view  to  vacating  their  commissions. 

XXIV.  The  Assistant  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice  will 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from  time  to  time  by  the 
General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice. 

XXV.  The  use  of  firearms  on  Sunday  being  prohibited  by  statute,  com- 
pany commanders  are  strictly  enjoined  to  not  allow  firing  at  company  ranges 
on  that  day.     (G.  O.  18.  1897.)

UNIFORM  FOR  OFFICERS. 

I.  By  direction  of  the  Governor  the  regulations  pertaining  to  the  uni- 
form of  officers  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard  as  published  in  G.  O.  No.  22, 
December  24,  1902,  is  amended  as  hereinafter  indicated,  and  will  take 
effect  at  the  convenience  of  the  officers  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1904, 
by  which  date  all  officers  wm  be  uniformed  and  equipped  as  herein  pro- 
vided, except  that  all  officers  will  be  required  to  provide  themselves  with 
the  collar  insignia  to  comply  with  General  Orders  No.  19,  c.  s.,  on  or  before 
July  1,  1903. 

No  change  will  be  made  in  the  uniform  for  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
Iowa  National  Guard  as  now  worn  until  further  orders.

II.  New  regulation  sabers  and  new  regulation  service  belts  will  be 
iflsued  to  the  officers  through  the  Quartermaster- General's  Department  of 
the  State.  The  sabers  and  belts  for  company  officers  will  be  borne  upon 
ordnance  returns  of  the  company  commander.  All  other  officers  will  be 
personally  responsible  to  the  Quartermaster -General  therefor.

UNIFORM  OF  THE  IOWA  NATIONAL  GUARD. 
general  regulations. 

1.  The  garments,  head  gear,  foot  gear,  ornaments,  Insignia,  buttons, 
decorations,  and  other  articles  herein  specified,  grouped  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed, will  constitute  the  uniforms  of  the  Guard,  and  will  be  worn  on 
the  occcasions  prescribed  (see  Table  of  Occasions)  unless  otherwise  di- 
rected by  proper  authority. 

The  various  articles  will  conform,  as  closely  as  practicable,  in  quality^ 
design  and  color  to  the  standard  patterns  for  the  United  States  Army. 

2.  The  proper  dress  will  be  determined  by  the  commanding  officer  with 
due  regard  to  prescribed  regulations  (see  Table  of  Occasions),  the  season 
of  the  year,  and  the  state  of  the  weather. 

Officers  will  conform  to  the  dress  of  the  troops  and  will,  by  their  appear- 
ance, set  an  example  of  neatness  and  strict  conformity  to  regulations  in 
uniform  and  equipment. 

3.  When  officers  or  enlisted  men  wear  civilian  dress,  it  will  not  be 
accompanied  by  any  mark  or  part  of  the  uniform. 

4.  Medals  of  honor  may  be  worn  by  officers  and  enlisted  men  entitled 
to  them  on  all  occasions  of  ceremony;  the  medal  to  be  attached  to  the 
ocif  p*  <i  point  one  inch  below  the  opening  of  the  collar, 
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5.  The  various  distinctive  marks  given  for  excellence  in  rifle  practice 
may  be  worn  on  the  breast  by  officers  and  enlisted  men  entitled  to  them, 
on  all  occasions  of  ceremony,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  next  para- 
graph; they  will  precede  all  badges  of  military  societies  (from  the  wearer's 
right  to  left),  and  will  be  preceded  by  badges  of  campaigns  which  may  b3 
adopted  by  the  War  Department. 

6.  Badges  cf  Military  Societies. — Officers  and  enlisted  men,  who,  in 
their  own  right  or  by  right  of  inheritance,  are  members  of  military  socle- 
ties  of  men  who  served  in  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  United  States  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution,  the  War  of  1812,  the  Mexican  War,  the  War  of 
Rebellion,  or  the  Indian  wars  of  the  United  States,  or  the  Spanlsh.Ameri- 
can  War  and  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines,  or  the  China 
Relief  Expedition,  or  are  members  of  the  Regular  Army  and  Navy  Union 
of  the  United  States,  may  wear  on  all  occasions  of  ceremony,  when  full 
dress  is  required,  the  distinctive  badges  adopted  by  such  societies,  or  such 
other  medals  as  may  be  authorized  by  proper  authority;  badges  to  be  worn 
on  the  left  breast  of  the  coat  suspended  by  a  ribbon  from  a  bar  of  metal 
passed  through  the  upper  ends,  and  tops  of  the  ribbons  forming  a  hori- 
zontal line,  the  outer  ends  of  which  will  be  from  three  to  four  Inches 
below  the  top  of  the  shoulder,  according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer. 

7.  Shoulder  knots  and  shoulder  straps  will  be  worn  by  commissioned 
officers  only.  Shoulder  straps  will  always  be  placed  on  the  dress  coat,  as 
herein  prescribed;  their  use  on  the  full  dress  coat  is  forbidden. 

8.  The  uniform  of  an  officer  on  the  retired  list  is  that  prescribed  for  his 
actual  rank  in  his  regiment  or  corps  when  retired,  except  that  the  number 
of  the  regiment  or  insignia  of  corps  or  department  will  not  be  worn,  a 
retired  officer  with  brevet  commission,  either  in  the  regular  or  volunteer 
service  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  may  wear  the  uniform  of  his 
highest  brevet  grade,  and  an  officer  who  has  held  a  commission,  not  brevet, 
in  the  volunteer  service,  may  wear  the  uniform  of  his  highest  grade  in 
that  service,  except  that  the  number  of  the  regiment  or  insignia  of  corps 
or  department  will  not  be  worn. 

0.  When  a  particular  coat  or  vestment  is  required  by  the  church  to 
which  a  chaplain  belongs,  he  may  wear  such  coat  or  vestment  while  con- 
ducting services. 

10.  In  foreign  countries,  on  occasions  of  reviews,  public  balls,  enter- 
tainments given  by  military  or  naval  authorities,  or  messes,  or  by  civil 
official,  during  official  visits  of  ceremony  and  at  social  functions  partaking 
of  an  official  character,  officers  shall  appear  in  uniform  suitable  for  the 
occasion. 

11.  The  saber  shall  be  habitually  worn  hooked  up  when  dismounted, 
guard  to  the  rear;  it  will  be  worn  outside  of  the  overcoat.  The  proper 
saber  knot  will  always  be  worn  with  the  saber. 

12.  Enlisted  men  will  wear  uniform  in  camp  or  garrison,  and  will  not 
be  permitted  to  keep  other  clothing  in  their  possession.  When  on  fatigue 
they  will  wear  suitable  fatigue  dress. 

13.  The  service  uniforms  are  made  of  wool  or  cotton,  and  the  one  to  be 
worn  will  be  determined  by  locality  and  climate  when  required;  it  is  not 
permitted  to  combine  garments  of  wool  with  others  of  cotton  in  the  ser- 
vice uniform  of  officers  or  enlisted  men. 
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The  material  of  the  service  uniform,  the  overcoat  and  the  service  hai, 
will  be  made  water  repellent  as  nearly  as  practicable.  ^ 

INSCRIPTION  OF  OABMENTS  AND  OTH£B  ABTICLES  OF  UNIFORM  FOR  OF- 
FICERS OF  THE  Iowa  National  Guard. 

DRBSS  COAT. 

14.  Fob  General  Officers. — ^A  sack  coat  of  dark-blue  cloth  or  serge; 
three  small  regulation  gilt  buttons  will  be  placed  on  the  cufT  at  sleeve; 
high  rolling  collar;  double-breasted,  with  two  rows  of  regulation  gilt 
buttons  grouped  according  to  rank,  as  on  the  full-dress  coat;  the  skirt  to 
extend  one-third  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of  the 
knee.  A  slit  extending  from  two  inches  above  to  two  inches  below  the  hip> 
so  as  to  permit  of  hooking  up  of  saber.  -  A  shoulder  strap,  as  hereafter 
described  (par.  24)  will  be  placed  on  each  shoulder,  adjacent  to  the  seam, 
and  collar  ornaments  (see  Insignia)  on  the  collar.     Inside  pockets. 

For  All  Other  Officers.— A  single-breasted'  sack  coat  of  dark-blue  cloth 
or  serge,  with  standing  collar  fastened  with  two  hooks  and  eyes;  coat  to 
close  with  flap  containing  suitable  concealed  fastenings;  slit  not  exceed- 
ing three  inches  for  hooking  up  saber;  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one-third  to 
two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of  the  knee, 
according  to  the  height  of  the  wearer;  cut  to  fit  figure  easily;  a  vertical 
opening  at  each  side  of  the  hip,  according  to  pattern.  The  coat  to  be 
trimmed  with  lustrous  flat  black  mohair  braid  one  and  one-fourth  inches 
w'de,  as  follows:  E)dged  all  around  the  bottom,  the  front  edges,  the  col- 
lar, and  for  six  inches  upward  from  the  bottom  along  both  side  openings 
of  the  skirt. 

Shoulder  straps,  as  hereafter  described,  and  collar  ornaments  (see  In- 
signia) will  be  worn  with  this  garment. 

For  Chaplains  the  material  will  be  blue-black  cloth  or  serge,  the  pat- 
tern of  the  coat  being  the  same  as  above. 

SBRVICB  COAT. 

15.  Fob  All  Officers. — ^A  single-breasted  sack  coat  of  olive-drab 
woolen  material  for  winter  wear,  and  of  khaki-colored  cotton  material 
for  summer  wear  or  in  the  tropics,  made  with  two  outside  breast  patch 
pockets  and  two  outside  patch  pockets  below  the  waist;  pockets  covered 
by  flaps,  rounded  at  edges,  buttoned  by  a  small  regulation  button.  The 
coat  to  have  falling  collar,  from  one  to  one  and  three-fourths  inches  in 
width,  depending  on  the  wearer.  On  each  shoulder  a  loop  of  the  same  ma- 
terial as  the  coat  let  in  at  shoulder  seam  and  reaching  from  the  sleevo 
seam  to  the  edge  of  the  collar,  and  buttoning  at  the  upper  end  with  a 
small  regulation  bronse  button;  loop  to  be  two  inches  wide  at  the  shoulder 
end  and  one  inch  wide  at  the  collar  end.  The  coat  to  fit  closely  at  the  waist 
and  loosely  at  the  chest,  at  least  flve  inches  in  excess  of  chest  measuremenr, 
buttoned  down  the  front  with  flve  regulation  buttons.  The  skirt  to  extend 
one-third  the  distance  from  the  point  of  the  hip  to  the  bend  of  the  kneo. 
All  buttons  for  this  coat  to  be  of  dull-flnish  bronze  metal. 
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INSIG2^IA. — ^The  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States  with  word  "Iowa"  In 
gothic  letters  across  upper  section  of  shield  will  he  worn  on  each  side 
of  the  collar,  ahout  one  inch  from  the  ends.  The  insignia  of  corps,  de- 
partment or  arm  of  service  will  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  collar, 
about  five-eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  coat  of  arms.  The  insignia  of  rank, 
In  gold  or  silver  metal,  will  be  placed  on  the  shoulder  loop,  near  the  sleeve 
seam. 

The  insignia  of  corps,  department,  or  arm  of  service,  and  the  coat  of 
arms,  will  be  of  dull-flnish  bronze. 

OVERCOAT. 

16.  For  All  Officebs. — A  double-breasted  ulster  of  olive-drab  woolen 
material  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster -General, 
suitably  lined  and  closing  by  means  of  five  large  buttons;  a  standing 
rolling  collar  of  the  same  material,  the  "stand"  to  be  not  less  than  three- 
fourths  nor  more  than  one  and  three-fourths  inches,  and  the  turn  down 
(falling)  part  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  five  inches  in  width. 
Collar  in  front  to  be  closed  by  two  hooks  and  eyes;  a  flap 'of  same  ma- 
terial five  inches  in  length  and  two  Inches  in  width,  provided  with  one 
buttonhole  at  each  end,  made  detachable  so  as  to  close  the  falling  part  of 
the  collar  when  worn  closed. 

A  pocket  on  each  side  placed  vertically,  lower  end  of  pocket  two  inches 
below  the  hip  bone  extending  from  eight  to  ten  inches  upward.  Over  the 
pockets  a  flap  of  same  length,  rounded  at  edges  and  closed  by  a  small 
button  at  middle  of  flaps.  Slits  of  pockets  to  be  cut  through  linings, 
thus  permitting  the  slings  to  come  through  left  pocket  hole  for  hook- 
ing up  of  saber.  The  back  to  be  slit  up  from  the  bottom  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  inches  and  closed  by  small  buttons  under  concealed  flap,  the  latter 
buttoning  from  right  to  left. 

Coat  to  extend  down  the  legs  from  eight  to  ten  inches  below  the  knee,  ac- 
cording to  the  height  of  the  wearer.  Sleeves  loose,  without  cover  or 
slit.  Back  straps  placed  at  waist  line,  to  extend  from  seam  to  seam 
and  made  detachable. 

A  hood  of  same  material  as  coat,  lined  with  suitable  material  of  same 
color;  made  to  button  around  the  neck  under  the  collar  by  means  of 
flve  small  buttons  and  loops.  Hood  to  be  large  enough  to  cover  the  head 
and  cap  when  worn  at  night  or  in  Inclement  weather. 

All  buttons  to  be  of  horn  or  ivory  conforming  in  color  to  the  ma- 
terial of  the  coat. 

The  front  comers  of  the  skirt  to  be  provided  with  buttons  or  hooks 
so  that  said  corners  may  be  turned  back  when  it  is  necessary  to  facili- 
tate marching. 

Insignia  on  Sleeve. — Braid  insignia  of  rank  as  prescribed  (see  In- 
signia) ;  in  addition  thereto  the  insignia  of  corps,  department,  or  arm 
of  service,  of  dull-finished  bronze  metal,  will  be  placed  in  the  middle  of 
the  lower  loop  one  and  one-half  inches  above  the  end  of  the  sleeve. 

For  general  officers  the  insignia  will  consist  of  a  band  of  lustrous  black 
mohair  braid  one  and  one-fourth  inches  wide  placed  with  its  lower  edge 
two  and  one-half  inches  above  end  of  sleeve;  surmounted  by  the  proper 
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number  of  stars,  one  inch  in  diameter,  of  dull-finished  bronze  metal,  placed 
one-fourth  inch  above  the  braid;  the  stars  to  be  surmounted  by  a  band  of 
lustrous  black  mohair  braid  one-half  inch  wide,  one-quarter  inch  above 
the  stars. 

Overcoats  for  Chaplains  to  be  the  same  as  for  other  officers,  except  the 
material  shall  be  black. 

CAPES. 

17.  P6b  All  Officers. — To  be  dark-blue  cloth  without  braid  binding, 
reaching  at  least  to  the  tips  of  the  fingers  with  the  arm  dropped  at  the 
side  and  not  below  the  knee;  with  a  rolling  collar  of  black  velvet  three 
inches  broad  and  closing  at  the  throat  with  a  long  loop.  It  may  be 
worn  by  all  officers  when  not  on  duty  with  troops  under  arms.  To  be 
lined  as  follows:  u 

FOB  General  Officers  ajtb  Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps-  and  Depart 
MENTs. — ^Dark  blue. 
For  Officers  of  Infantry. — ^Light  blue. 
FdB  Officers  of  Artillery. — Scarlet 
For  Officers  of  Cavalry — ^Yellow.. 

DRESS  TROUSERS. 

18.  For  General  Officers  and  Officers  of  the  Staff  CdRPS  and  De- 
partments.— Of  dark-blue  cloth,  without  stripe,  welt,  or  cord. 

For  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery  and  Infantry. — Of  sky-blue  cloth, 
with  stripes  one  and  one-half  inches  wide,  welted  at  the  edges;  the  color 
of  the  stripes  to  be  that  of  the  facings  of  the  respective  corps  or  armsu 

For  Chaplains. — Of  plain  black  or  blue-black  cloth,  without  stripe, 
welt,  or  cord. 

A  trouser  strap  of  black-leather  one  inch  wide  will  be  worn  with  the 
dress  trousers. 

SERVICE  TROUSERS. 

19  Fob  All  Officers.— Of  olive-drab  woolen  or  khaki-colored  material, 
to  match  the  coat,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord. 

*  BREEJCHES. 

20.  Dress  Breeches  for  General  Officers  and  All  Officers  of  the 
Staff  Corps  and  Departments. — Of  dark-blue  material,  cut  in  the  pre- 
scribed pattern  and  fastened  from  the  knee  down  with  dark  bone  but- 
tons of  apropriate  size,  or  with  laces.  These  will  be  worn  with  the  full- 
dress  and  dress  uniform  mounted.  Black  boots  and  spurs  will  invariably 
be  worn  with  these  uniforms.  For  full-dress  and  dress  breeches  of  officers 
of  cavalry,  artillery,  infantry,  and  engineers  when  mounted,  breeches  cut 
and  fastened  as  above  and  of  the  same  material  and  with  the  same  ^lorod 
stripe  as  their  full-dress  trousers. 
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SERVICE  BREECHES. 

21.  For  All  Officers. — Of  olive  drab  woolen  or  of  Khaki-colored  cotton 
matei'ial  to  match  the  service  coat,  without  stripe,  welt  or  cord.  To  be  made 
loose  about  the  seat  and  above  the  knees;  to  fit  closely  below  the  knee,  ex- 
tending to  the  tops  of  the  shoes,  and  to  be  fastened  with  tapes  or  laces 
or  buttons.  To  have  a  reinforced  or  saddle  piece  of  the  same  material 
on  the  seat  and  legs  for  officers  required  to  be  mounted. 

DRESS  CAPS. 

22.  For  General  Officers. — A  dress  cap,  to  be  of  the  same  size  and 
make  as  the  dress  cap  for  other  officers,  except  that  it  will  have  a  blue- 
black  velvet  band  between  the  two  lower  welts  one  and  three-fourths 
inches  wide  surrounding  the  cap,  as  described  below. 

For  Officers  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry,  Enoinkers,  and  Other 
Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps  and  Departments  When  in  Dress. — ^To  be  a 
dark-blue  cloth,  with  three  cloth  welts;  total  depth,  three  and  one-half 
inches;  diameter  across  the  top,  eight  and  three-quarter  inches  for  a 
cap  of  size  seven,  the  top  to  be  one-eighth  of  an  inch  larger  or  smaller 
for  every  size  above  or  below  the  above  head  size.  The  sides  to  be  made 
in  four  pieces;  to  be  one  and  one-half  inches  between  upper  welts  and 
stiffened  with  hair  cloth  and  wire  around  crown.  Between  the  two  lower 
welts  a  band  of  lustrous  black  mohair  braid  one  and  three-quarters 
inches  in  width.  Visor  to  be  of  black  patent  leather  one  and  three-quar- 
ter inches  deep  at  the  center  and  of  green  cloth  underneath;  to  drop  at 
an  angle  of  45  degrees.  Cap  to  be  provided  with  flat  gold  cap  strap,  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  wide,  to  be  held  at  the  sides  by  twp  small  regulation 
gilt  buttons.  The  cap  badge  shall  be  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States 
embroidered  in  gold,  as  per  pattern,  and  so  placed  that  the  tip  of  the 
eagle  wings  shall  be  three-quarters  of  an  inch  below  the  top  welt  of  the 
cap  with  the  word  "Iowa"  in  gothic  letters  about  7-32  of  an  inch  in  height, 
embroidered  in  silver  across  upper  section  of  shield.  All  the  details  to 
be  in  accordance  with  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General. 
No  departure  therefrom  will  be  permitted.  (The  service  cap  itf  discon- 
tinued.) 

SERVICE  HAT. 

23.  Of  felt,  color  of  the  service  uniform,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  ac- 
cording to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster- General.  To  be 
ornamented  with  a  double  cord  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  ac- 
cording to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  as  follows: 
For  general  officers  to  be  of  gold;  for  all  other  officers,  of  gold  bullion  and 
black  silk  intermixed. 

.  For  Chaplains.— A  black  hat,  similar  in  shape  to  hat  for  other  of- 
ficers, to  be  ornamented  with  a  cord  of  gold  bullion  and  black  silk  inter- 
mixed, according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General. 

This  hat  Is  intended  for  full  dress  and  dress.  In  the  field  chaplains 
will  wear  tbe  ?nmo  hat  as  other  officers. 
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SHOULDER  STRAPS. 

24.  General. — Dark-blue  cloth,  one  and  three-eighths  inches  wide  and 
four  inches  long,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  one-quarter  of  an 
inch  wide;  two  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five  rays  each  and  gold  em- 
broidered *'Arms  of  the  United  States"  between  them. 

Lieutenant-general. — Dark-blue  cloth,  one  and  three-eighths  inches 
wide  and  four  inches  long,  bordered  with  an  embroidery  of  gold  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  wide;  three  silver  embroidered  stars  of  five  rays  each, 
one  star  on  the  center  of  the  strap  and  one  at  each  end,  equidistant  be- 
tween the  center  and  outer  edge  of  the  strap,  the  center  dtar  to  be  the 
largest. 

MajoriGeneral.— The  same  as  for  a  lieutenant-general,  except  that 
there  will  be  two  stars  instead  of  three;  the  center  of  each  star  to  be 
one  inch  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  gold  embroidery  on  the  ends  of  the 
strap;  both  stars  of  the  same  size. 

BRIOADIER.GENERAL. — ^The  samc  as  for  major-general,  except  that  there 
will  be  one  star  instead  of  two  at  the  center  of  the  strap. 

Ooix>NEL. — The  same  as  for  a  brigadier  general,  omitting  the  star,  with 
a  silver  embroidered  spread  eagle  on  the  center  of  the  strap,  two  inches 
between  the  tips  of  the  wings,  having  in  the  right  talon  an  olive  branch 
and  in  the  left  a  bundle  of  arrows;  an  escutcheon  on  the  breast  as  rep- 
resented in  the  ''Arms  of  the  United  States."  Color  of  the  cloth  of  the 
stnpB  to  be  as  stated  under  "Colors  of  Facings." 

Lieutenant-Colonel.— The  same  as  for  a  colonel,  according  to  corps, 
department  or  arm  of  service,  omitting  the  eagle,  with  a  silver  embroid- 
ered leaf  at  each  -end,  each  leaf  extending  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  from 
the  end  of  the  strap^ 

Major. — ^The  same  as  for  a  lieutenant- colonel,  with  a  gold  embroidered 
leaf  at  each  end,  instead  of  the  silver  leaf;  each  leaf  extending  seven- 
eighths  of  an  inch  from  the  end  of  the  strap. 

Captain. — ^The  same  as  for  a  major,  omitting  the  leaves;  at  each  end 
two  silver  embroidered  bars  of  the  same  width  ba  the  border,  placed 
parallel  to  the  ends  of  the  strap;  the  distance  between  them  and  the 
border  equal  to  the  width  of  the  border. 

First  Lieutenant. — The  same  as  for  a  captain;  at  each  end  one  silver 
embroidered  bar  of  the  cMune  width  as  the  border,  placed  parallel  to  the 
ends  of  the  strap,  at  a  distance  from  the*  border  equal  to  the  width  of 
the  border. 

Second  Lieutenant.— The  same  as  for  a  first  lieutenant,  omitting  the 
bars. 

Additional  Second  Lieutenant. — ^The  same  as  for  a  second  lieutenant. 

Chaplain. — Of  dark-blue  cloth  of  the  usual  size  and  pattern,  with  a 
plain  Latin  cross,  of  silver,  in  the  center. 
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CRAVATS. 

25.  Fob  All  Officers. — Of  black  Bilk,  the  tie  not  to  be  worn  outside 
the  opening  of  the  collar. 

Fob  Chaplains.— a  white  or  black  tie. 

GLOVES. 

26.  Of  drab  colored  leather  acording  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the 
Quartermaster -General.  To  be  worn  with  the  service  uniform.  They 
may  also  b^  prescribed  by  the  commanding  officer  for  the  full  dress  or 
dress  uniform  of  officers  when  mounted.

The  gold-lace  saber  knots  will  be  worn  on  dress  o'ccasions.  On  other 
occasions  officers  will  wear  a  saber  knot  of  plaited  russet  leather,  accord- 
ing to  pattern. 

LEATHER  OR  WEBBING  BELTS. 

29.  Fob  All  Officers,  Except  Chaplains. — Of  stufTed  russet  leather, 
with  detachable  slings  of  the  same  material,  provided  with  a  buckle  of 
dull-finished  bronze,  according  to  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quarter- 
master- General.

I.  The  School  of  Instruction  in  Small  Arms  Practice  for  1003,  will  open 
at  the  state  range  neit,r  Cedar  Rapids,  Tuesday  morning,  July  28th  at  7:00 
o'clock  and  continue  four  days.  The  camp  will  be  open  for  reception  of 
details  on  Monday,  July  27th. 

II.  Colonel  IV,  E.  H,  Morse,  General  Inspector  Small  Arms  Practice, 
will  assume  command  of  the  camp  and  school,  and  is  charged  with  the 
arrangements  including  the  selection  of  the  camp  staff  which  will  include 
the  officers  of  his  department. 

III.  Arms. — Upon  recommendation  of  the  General  Inspector  of  Small 
Arms  Practice  this  school  will  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  the  care  and  use 
of  the  United  States  magazine  rifle,  Cal.  .30,  the  United  States  Springfield 
rifle,  Cal.  .45,  the  United  States  Colt  revolver,  Cal.  .38,  and  making  of 
rscords,  requisitions,  returns  and  reports  required  in  connection  with  small 
arms  practice.  The  details  of  companies  not  already  armed  with  the  maga- 
zine rifle  will  be  furnished  rifles  for  use  during  school  of  instruction  upon 
arrival  at  the  rifle  range.  The  details  of  all  companies  will  report  with 
three  Cal.  .45  rifles.  Company  commanders  will  see  that  the  rifles  taken  to 
the  range  have  been  carefully  tested  and  are  known  to  be  accurate.  Officers 
provided  with  Colt's  revolvers  will  bring  them  to  range. 

IV.  Details.— The  Commanding  Officer  of  each  company  will  detail 
Ave  men — the  best  shots  in  the  company— for  this  duty.  In  making  these 
details  attention  should  be  given  not  only  to  excellence  in  shooting,  but  to 
steadiness,  soldierly  habits  and  good  conduct  and  ability  to  receive  and 
impart  instruction.  The  senior  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer  of  each 
detail  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  conduct  and  discipline  of  his 
detail  enroute  to  and  from  range  and  during  the  meetin'g.  He  will  report  in 
person  to  Commander  of  the  Camp  upon  arrival  and  prior  to  leaving  at 
the  conclusion  of  tour.  He  will  furnish  the  Camp  Adjutant  a  roster  of  his 
detail,  giving  the  name,  rank  and  date  of  commission  or  date  of  enlistment 
and  continuous  service  of  each  member  of  the  detail. 

V.  Uniform  and  Equipment.— Details  will  report  for  duty  in  the 
service  (Khaki)  uniform  with  campaign  hat  and  leggins.  The  blue  uniform 
and  forage  cap  will  be  carried  to  be  worn  by  all  officers  and  men  at  such  times 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Camp  Commander.  Overcoats  or  mackintoshes,  and 
two  blankets  for  each  member  of  detail  should  be  carried .  The  baggage  will  be 
limited  to  two  trunks  or  boxes  for  each  detail.  Officers  and  enlisted  men 
will  be  required  to  wear  the  proper  uniform  of  their  grade  when  actually  on 
duty. 

VI.  Pay  and  Allowances.— Details  will  be  allowed  per  diem  for  four 
days.  Transportation,  quarters,  subsistence,  bed  sacks,  camp  chain  and 
water  buckets  will  be  furnished  by  Camp  Quartermaster. 

VII.  Details  will  report  at  the  State  Rifle  Range  not  later  than  midnight 
Monday,  July  27th. 

VIII.  Competitions.— Regimental  Competitions  between  ihe companies 
of  the  different  regiments  represented  will  be  held  at  the  State  Range  after 
the  close  of  the  school  of  instruction. 
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IX.  Rifle  Association. — After  the  close  of  the  school  of  instruction . 
qaarters,  subsistence  and  ammunition  will  be  furnished  thoss  wishing  to 
remain  to  organize  a  State  Rifle  Association,  and  to  cc^npete  for  prizes. 
Several  valuable  trophies  have  been  donated  for  the  proposed  Rifle  Associa- 
tion by  prominent  men  of  the  state  to  be  competed  for  at  this  meeting  and 
it  is  hoped  that  every  man  will  come  prepared  to  join  the  Rifle  Association 
and  stimulate  interest  in  R.fle  Practice. 

X.  IKTBRSTATB  COMPETITION. —A  rifle  team  of  ten  active  and  four 
alternate  members  will  be  selected  to  represent  the  state  of  Iowa  at  the 
Interstate  Competition  for  the  Washburn  Trophy  to  be  held  at  Lake  City, 
Minn.,  in  September. 

XI.  Quarters.— The  General  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice  is 
directed  to  see  that  ofiicers  and  enlisted  men  are  not  quartered  together. 
Mess  halls  will  also  be  separate  for  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

XII.  Field  Officers. — Field  officers  who  desire  to  attend  this  school  of 
instruction  and  participate  in  at  le.^st  one  day's  firing,  will  be  furnished 
transportation  on  application  to  Adjutant- General.  Officers  accepting  this 
privilege  will  report  to  Camp  Commander  for  duty  on  their  arrival  at  rifle 
range  and  will  be  furnished  quarters  and  subsistence,  but  no  pay  will  be 
allowed. 

XIII.  The  state  range  lies  about  one  mile  east  of  old  Midway  Park  on  the 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Marion  Electric  Railway,  which  connects  those  two  cities.

Each  soldier  must  be  supplied  with  both  heavy  and  light  underclothing 
and  two  pairs  of  shoes. 

IV.  Company  Commanders  will  also  carry  in  baggage  the  field  range, 
fishes  and  cooking  utensils  and  suitable  mess  chests,  one  axe,  one  hatchet 
and  one  shovel.  The  Army  Cook  Book  must  also  be  available  for  use  dur- 
ing this  tour  of  duty. 

V.  The  Regimental  Commissary  will  issue  the  necessary  travel  rations 
and  coffee  requests . 

Details  will  be  furnished  coffee  requests  and  will  provide  their  own  coffee 
until  they  report  to  company. 

It  is  the  duty  of  Company  Commanders  to  see  that  coffee  is  ordered  at 
proper  stations  en  route  for  their  companies.  Suitable  coffee  cans  should  be 
provided.     No  other  ofiicer  is  responsible  for  this. 

VI.  The  Regimental  Quartermaster  will  issue  the  regulation  allowance 
of  tents  on  arrival  at  camp . 

Bed  sacks  and  straw  will  be  issued  for  enlisted  men. 

VII.  No  unnecessary  baggage  will  be  carried.  One  box,  or  chest,  is  a 
reasonable  allowance  for  four  enlisted  men .  Boxes  and  chests  must  be  of 
moderate  size. 

VIII.  All  officers  must  provide  their  own  bedding,  mess  furniture,  tables, 
camp  chairs,  cots  and  subsistence.  None  of  these  articles  will  be  issued 
and  no  allowance  made  therefor. 

Mounted  officers  will  be  furnished  transportation  for  one  horse  each,  and 
forage  therefor  may  be  purchased  from  the  Quartermaster's  Department  at 
Ft.  Riley.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Adjutant-General  for  trans- 
portation, stating  where  the  horse  will  be  shipped  from.  All  mounted 
officers  should  be  supplied  with  horse  equipment,  and  if  not  already  sup- 
plied, requisition  should  be  made  at  once  to  the  Quartermaster- General. 

IX.  The  supplies  for  Field  Hospital  will  be  shipped  to  Ft.  Riley  in  care 
Regimental  Quartermaster  for  delivery  to  Surgeon. 

X.  The  Commanding  Officer  and  the  Inspector-General  will  arrange  for 
the  muster  of  the  Regiment  for  pay  at  such  time  as  will  least  interfere  with 
field  duties.

I.  The  following  Proclamation  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  is  published 
for  the  information  of  the  Iowa  National  Guard : 

A    PROCLAMATION. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  I  announce  to  the  people  of  this  State  the 
death  of  Francis  Marion  Drake,  which  occurred  at  his  home  in  Centerville, 
Iowa,  on  the  20th  day  of  November,  instant.  He  was  one  of  Iowa's  most 
distinguished  citizens,  and  has  contributed  in  high  degree  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  State.  Born  in  Illinois,  December  30,  1830,  he  came 
with  his  parents  into  Iowa  in  1837.  His  boyhood  and  early  manhood  wit- 
nessed the  privations  and  dangers  of  the  western  pioneer,  and  the  strong, 
reliant  character  for  which  he  was  so  conspicuous  was  formed  amid  the 
perils  of  the  early  days.  He  answered  the  first  call  to  arms  in  the  war  of 
the  rebellion,  and  bore  a  prominent  and  noble  part  in  the  struggle  for  the 
Union.  He  was  sorely  wounded  but  returned  to  the  army  while  yet  on 
crutches.  He  rose  by  gallantry  and  courage  through  the  ranks  and  was 
mustered  out  at  the  close  of  the  war  a  brevet  brigadier  general.  In  civil 
life  he  was  equally  successful,  and  accumulated  a  fortune  which  he  devoted 
to  benevolence  and  philanthrophy.  He  was  elected  Governor  of  the  State  in 
1895,  and  filled  the  ofi&ce  with  great  distinction  during  the  years  of  1896  and 
1897.  His  death  will  be  universally  deplored,  and  his  memory  will  be 
always  revered. 

Now  Therefore,  I,  Albert  B.  Cummins,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  in 
addition  to  the  sad  announcement  above  made,  do  hereby  direct  that  until 
after  the  funeral  ceremonies  occur  the  flag  upon  the  Capitol  shall  be  at  half 
staff,  and  that  upon  the  day  of  the  funeral  the  Executive  offices  shall  be 
closed. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  to  be 
affixed  the  Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Iowa.  Done  at  Des  Moines,  this 
20th  day  of  November,  1903.

II.  The  military  record  of  General  Francis  M.  Drake  was  as  follows  : 
Enlisted  in  Appanoose  Guards  organized  at  Unionville.Iowa,  and  commis- 
sioned as  Captain  of  Company,  July  8,  1861.  Company  was  assigned  to 
Colonel  Edward's  Independent  Iowa  Regiment,  and  he  was  elected  Major; 
participated  in  expedition  against  General  Patton  in  Northern  Missouri  dur- 
ing 1861;  he  was  then  assigned  by  Colonel  Prentiss   to  command  of  St. 
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Joseph,  Mo.,  holding  the  position  at  the  time  of  Mulligan's  surrender  to 
Price  at  .Lexington,  and  repulsing  the  attack  on  St.  Joseph  soon  after; 
commissioned  Lieutenant  Colonel  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Iowa  Volunteers, 
September  5,  1862;  participated  in  Steele's  Campaign  from' Little  Rock 
to  re-enforce  General  Banks  in  Louisiana  in  1864;  his  gallant  defense  at 
Elkin's  Ford,  on  the  Little  Missouri  River,  while  in  command  of  a  detach- 
ment of  500  men  against  Marmaduke's  division  of  3,000  strong,  resulted  in 
holding  the  fort  after  a  severe  engagement  of  several  hours,  for  which  he 
was  highly  commended  by  his  superior  officers;  on  the  25th  of  April,  1864, 
while  in  command  of  less  than  1,500  men  fighting  the  combined  forces  of  Kirby 
Smith,  commanded  by  Greneral  Pagan,  he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  left 
thigh  (pronounced  mortal)  and  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy;  owing  to 
severity  of  wound  he  was  not  held  prisoner;  he  rejoined  his  command  in 
October,  1864;  breveted  Brigadier  General  of  U.  S.  Volunteers  on  account 
of  gallantry  and  '  *hard  and  efficient  service,*'  and  assigned  to  command  of 
a  brigade,  he  relieved  General  Thayer  at  St.  Charles,  and  later  com- 
manded post  at  Duvall's  Bluff,  Ark.,  until  mustered  out,  August  24,  1865; 
inaugurated  as  governor,  January  16,  1896;  term  expired  January  13,  1898.

To  THE  Honorable  Albert  B.  Cummins,  Governor  of  Iowa: 

In  compliance  with  law  I  hereby  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the 

business  transacted  by  this  office  during  the  years  1902  and  1903. 

Schedule  A  is  a  complete  list  of  all  appeals  in  criminal  cases, 
submitted  to  the  supreme  court  during  the  years  1902  and  1903, 
and  also  all  rehearings  asked  during  that  period,  and  shows  the 
final  disposition  of  the  cases. 

Schedule  B  is  a  list  of  all  criminal  cases  pending  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  1904. 

Schedule  C  is  a  list  of  civil  cases  which  were  pending  in  the 
state  and  federal  courts  at  the  time  of  my  last  report,  and  have 
since  that  time  been  disposed  of. 

Schedule  D  is  a  list  of  civil  cases  which  have  been  commenced 
and  disposed  of  in  the  state  courts  since  my  last  report. 

Schedule  E  is  a  list  of  civil  cases  which  are  now  pending  in 
the  state  and  federal  courts  in  which  the  state  is  a  party. 

Schedule  F  is  the  official  written  opinions  given  by  this  office 
during  the  years   1902  and   1903. 

Schedule  G  contains  a  few  of  the  many  letters  which  were 
written  in  response  to  inquiries  from  county  officers  and  others 
as  to  the  construction  and  interpretation  of  statutes,  and  as  to 
the  law  in  cases  which  have  arisen  in  the  state.    These  letters  are 
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not  official  in  their  character,  and  frequently  contain  a  simple 
suggestion  instead  of  the  expression  of  an  opinion.  They  relate 
to  matters  of  public  interest  as  to  which  uniform  action  is  de- 
sirable in  the  state,  and  it  is  thought  advisable  to  include  the 
same  in  this  report. 

APPEALS  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  ap- 
peals in  criminal  cases  which  is  perhaps  due  to  the  increase  in 
population  of  the  state.  There  are  fifty-six  appeals  in  criminal 
cases  upon  the  docket  of  the  supreme  court  for  the  Januarj*^ 
term,  1904,  which  is  greater  than  has  appeared  upon  any  previous 
docket.  The  policy  of  requiring  all  criminal  cases  appealed  to 
the  supreme  court  to  be  submitted  at  the  second  term  after  the 
appeal  is  taken  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  very  little  diffi- 
culty or  delay  has  been  experienced  by  this  office  in  having  cases 
promptly  submitted. 

In  my  last  report  I  commented  upon  the  unusual  number  of 
murder  cases  which  had  been  tried  during  the  two  years  pre- 
vious. At  that  time  I  thought  the  number  of  murders  com- 
mitted in  the  state  was  exceptional,  and  that  there  would  be  a 
marked  decrease  during  the  next  biennial  period ;  instead  of  this 
being  true,  the  number  of  murder  cases  has  increased  during  the 
last  two  years,  and  thirty-three  cases  in  which  the  defendants 
were  charged  with  murder  have  been  appealed  to  the  supreme 
court.  Nineteen  of  these  have  been  determined  by  the  court  and 
fourteen  are  now  pending. 

Among  the  more  important  cases  which  have  been  tried  dur- 
ing the  last  biennial  period  is  the  case  of  State  v,  James  H, 
Boston,  who  was  indicted  under  the  fraudulent  banking  laws  of 
the  state  for  receiving  a  deposit  at  a  time  when  he  knew  the 
bank  to  be  insolvent.  He  was  the  president  of  a  national  bank 
and  the  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  the  legislature  of  the 
state  had  the  power  to  make  it  a  criminal  offense  for  an  officer 
of  a  national  bank  to  receive  a  deposit  when  he  knew  the  bank 
to  be  insolvent.  The  supreme  court  of  the  state,  following  the 
case  of  the  State  v.  Fields,  held  that  such  power  existed  in  the 
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i^islature.  The  case  was  taken  upon  writ  of  error  to  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  States,  and  that  court,  upon  a  full 
presentation  of  the  case,  held  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of 
a  state  legislature  to  make  the  receiving  of  a  deposit  by  the  offi- 
cers or  agents  of  an  insolvent  national  bank  a  criminal  oflfense. 

The  decision  in  this  case  is  far  reaching  in  its  effect,  as  a 
large  number  of  states  have  enacted  laws  almost  identical  with 
the  statute  of  Iowa,  and  in  several  of  the  states  these  laws  have 
been  held  by  the  state  courts  to  be  constitutional.  The  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  overrules  the  state 
courts  and  relieves  national  banks,  their  officers  and  agents  from 
the  provisions  of  the  statutes. 

LAKE   BED  CASES. 

In  my  last  report  I  referred  to  the  lake  bed  cases,  and  partic- 
ularly to  the  case  of  Rood  v.  JVallace  which  was  then  pending 
in  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States.  That  case  has  since 
been  dismissed  upon  the  ground  that  no  federal  question  was 
involved  therein,  and  no  decision  was  reached  as  to  the  title  of 
the  ncn-navigable  lake  beds  in  the  state.  That  question  is  still, 
to  some  degree  at  least,  an  open  one,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  in  a  case  where 
the  decision  of  that  court  will  be  final,  and  the  title  to  the  mean- 
dered lake  beds  in  the  state  determined. 

COLLATERAL  INHERITANCE  TAX. 

Since  my  last  report,  many  of  the  important  questions  arising 
in  relation  to  the  collection  of  the  collateral  inheritance  tax 
have  been  decided  by  the  courts.  The  law  and  the  method  of 
procedure  are  much  better  understood  by  the  bench  and  bar,  and 
the  opposition  which  existed  to  the  payment  of  this  tax  has 
almost  wholly  ceased  to  exist. 

CORPORATIONS. 

In  my  last  report  I  recommended  a  law  requiring  all  articles 
of  incorporation  and  amendments  thereto  to  be  approved  by  the 
attorney-general  before  any  permit  was  issued  thereon,  either  by 
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the  secretary  of  state  or  the  auditor  of  state  to  the  corporation 
to  transact  business. 

The  experience  of  the  state  officers  during  the  last  biennial 
peric-d  convinces  me  more  firmly  than  ever  of  the  necessity  of 
such  a  law.  The  proportion  of  business  transacted  by  corpora- 
tions within  the  state  is  rapidly  increasing. 

Corporations  are  here  to  stay,  and  in  my  judgment  it  is  desir- 
able that  they  should.  Under  modem  industrial  conditions  they 
provide  the  better  means  for  carrying  en  the  business  of  the 
country.  They  permit  an  aggregation  of  capital  by  which  great 
enterprises  can  be  undertaken  and  carried  to  a  successful  end. 
When  conducted  upon  strict,  modern  business  principles  they 
reduce  the  cost  of  the  industrial  products  to  the  consumers. 
They  enable  men  to  embark  in  desirable  industrial  enterprises 
without  risking  their  entire  fortunes  upon  the  success  of  the 
enterprise. 

Much  has  been  -said  within  the  last  few  years  as  to  the  evils  of 
the  great  corporations  of  the  country ;  but  whiCn  we  stop  to  con- 
sider that  it  would  have  been  im[X)ssible  to  build  and  operate 
any  of  the  great  lines  of  railway  to  which  the  development  of 
the  west  is  more  indebted  than  to  any  other  cause,  without  a 
corporate  association  of  capital,  and  that  the  farmers  of  the 
west  would  be  paying  twice  what  they  now  i>ay  for  every 
article  of  machinery  which  is  used  upon  the  farm,  if  corporations 
(lid  not  exist  and  such  machinery  was  built  under  the  old 
methods,  every  thinking  person  must  admit  that  legitimate  cor- 
l^orations,  by  which  the  output  is  increased  and  the  cost  lessened, 
have  been  and  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  people.  The  diffi- 
culty has  been,  and  now  exists,  that  these  artificial  beings  are 
not  proi^erly  regulated  by  statute. 

The  filing  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  secretary 
of  state,  if  the  previous  steps  required  by  law  have  been  com- 
plied with,  creates  a  contract  between  the  state  and  the  corpora- 
tion. The  present  law  does  not  give  to  the  secretary'  of  state  or 
to  any  other  officer  direct  authority  to  refuse  to  file  articles 
of  incorporation  which  are  presented  to  him,  or  to  refuse  to  is- 
sue a  permit  to  transact  business  thereunder,  except  as  to  arti- 
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cles  of  incorporation  of  insurance  companies,  which  must  be 
approved  by  the  attorney-general  and  the  auditor  of  state. 

This  is  clearly  a  defect  in  the  law,  and  the  result  is  that  many 
corporations  of  doubtful  legitimacy  are  organized  under  the 
name  of  bond  and  investment  companies,  co-operative  and  home 
building  associations,  and  other  names  of  like  character,  which 
claim  the  right  to  carry  on  their  business  in  the  state  without 
restriction  or  supervision. 

The  corporation  laws  of  the  state  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
require  that  all  articles  of  incorporation  should  be  submitted  to 
the  attornev-general  for  his  approval,  and  give  to  the  secretary 
of  state  or  other  proper  officer  supervisory  powers  over  such 
associations. 

No  corporation  should  be  permitted  to  issue  its  shares  of  stock 
leyond  a  reasonable  capitalization;  nor  should  bonds  be  per- 
mitted to  be  issued  upon  its  property  l^eyond  the  reasonable 
value  thereof;  and  such  other  regulations  should  be  made  by  the 
legislature  as  will  prevent  over  capitalization  and  over  bending, 
and  secure  to  the  stockholders,  at  least  as  far  as  is  possible,  a 
reasonable  return  for  their  investment.  When  these  things  have 
Ijeen  accomplished,  the  stigma  which  now  attaches  to  corpora- 
lions  generally  will  disappear  and  the  people  will  recognize  their 
value  pf;  the  means  Ly  which  the  great  industries  of  the  country 
arc  carried  on. 

MONEYS  RECEIVED. 

The  only  money  received  by  me  during  the  last  biennial  period 
is  the  sum  of  $53.65,  which  was  the  unexpended  balance  of  the 
amount  required  to  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  the  United 
States  supreme  court  for  costs  in  Rood  v.  Wallace.  This  sum 
was  received  by  me  January  20,  1903,  and  on  the  same  day 
paid  over  to  the  state  treasurer. 

NEEDS  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

In  my  last  report  I  urged  the  necessity  of  the  purchase  of  a 
set  of  the  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  attorney-generars  cffice.  Since  that  time,  with  the  con- 
sent cf  the  executive  council,  I  purchased  a  set  of  the  United 
States  Suprem.e  Ccurt  Reports  of  the  Banks  Law  Publishing 
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Company,  for  $318.40,  including  all  of  the  reports  to  the  191st. 
This  purchase  was  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  legislature 
should  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  these  reports.  They  w»  re 
delivered  at  once  under  the  purchase,  and  have  been  in  my  office 
since  that  time,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  appropriation  will 
be  made. 

The  principal  need  of  the  office  at  the  present  time  is  ade- 
quate rooms  within  which  to  transact  the  business.  An  assistant 
and  two  stenographers  are  now  required  during  the  entire 
time.  This  necessitates  the  operation  of  two  typewriters  in  the 
office  in  which  the  assistant  is  compelled  to  prepare  his  briefs 
and  arguments  in  criminal*  cases.  There  should  be  at  least  a 
suite  of  four  rooms  for  the  accommodation  and  dispatch  of  the 
business  of  the  office;  one  in  which  typewriters  may  be  oper- 
ated without  interfering  with  the  other  work  of  the  office,  a 
library,  a  room  for  the  assistant,  and  a  private  office  for  the 
attorney-general. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  increased  so  largely  in  volume  that 
it  cannot  be  carried  on  with  system  and  expedition  in  the  two 
small  rooms  occupied  by  the  attorney-general.  It  is  certainly  to 
be  hoped  that  some  arrangement  and  assignment  of  the  rooms 
in  the  state  house  may  be  made  which  will  give  to  this  office  at 
least  reasonable  accommodations  for  transacting  its  business. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  cour- 
tesy extended  to  me  by  you  and  the  other  officers  of  the  state, 
and  to  say  that  our  relations  have  been  of  the  most  pleasant  char- 
acter during  my  term  of  office. 

I  also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  faithful  and  valuable  services 
of  my  assistant,  Mr.  Lawrence  De  Graff,  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  my  office  force.  Their  work  is  deserving  of  high  com- 
mendation, and  if  the  work  of  this  office  is  entitled  to  any 
credit  it  is  largely  due  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have 
discharged  their  duties.

Appeal  from  Pottawattamie  district'  court  to  the  supreme 
court  of  Iowa.  •  The  case  was  argued  and  submitted  at  the 
October,  1901,  term  and  decided  at  the  January,  1902,  term  of 
the  supreme  court  of  Iowa,  the  claim  of  the  state  being  fully  sus- 
tained. 
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State  of  Iowa  on  relation  of  Milton  Remtey,  Attorney-General, 
V.  The  louHi  Mutual  Building  <&  Loa/n  Association,  et  d. 
This  was  an  action  in  equity  for  a  receiver  to  wind  up  the 

affairs  of  the  association.     Its  affairs  have  been  closed  and  the 

report  of  the  receiver  approved. 

State  of  Iowa  v,  Sioux  County. 

An  action  at  law  to  recover  amount  claimed  to  be  due  the 
state  from  Sioux  county  for  the  maintenance  of  an  insane  pa- 
tient at  the  hospital  at  Indei>endence,  Iowa.  The  action  was 
tried  in  the  district  court  of  Plymouth  county  and  was  deter- 
mined adversely  to  the  claim  of  the  state.  No  appeal  was  taken 
from  such  judgment,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-general 
the  judgment  of  the  district  court  was  correct. 

State  of  Iowa  v,  las,  H.  Easton. 

Writ  of  error  from  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
to  the  supreme  court  of  Iowa.  The  cause  was  fully  argued  and 
submitted  at  the  October  term,  1902,  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States.  On  Febmary  2,  1903,  the  cause  was  de- 
cided adversely  to  the  claim  of  the  state,  the  court  holding  that 
the  Iowa  statute  under  which  the  defendant  was  indicted  is  not 
applicable  to  officers  of  national  banks  conducting  business  under 
act  of  congress.  The  opinion  is  reported  in  188  U.  S.,  at  page 
220. 

State  of  Iowa  v,  W,  M.  McFarland, 

This  was  an  action  brought  upon  the  bond  of  W.  M.  McFar- 
land as  secretary  of  state  to  recover  money  unlawfully  paid  by 
him  to  employes  in  his  office.  The  case  was  tried  at  the  March 
term,  1899,  of  the  district  court  of  Polk  county,  Iowa,  and  a 
judgment  of  $1,219  damages  and  $362.25  costs  rendered  in 
favor  of  the  state  and  against  the  defendant  McFarland  and  his 
bondsmen.  From  this  judgment  the  state  and  McFarland  both 
appealed.  At  the  October  term,  1902,  the  appeal  of  the  de- 
fendant was  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution  and  that  of  the 
state  by  request  of  the  attorney-general.  A  procedendo  was 
thereupon  issued  to  the  district  court  of  Polk  county,  and  efforts 
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are  new  being  made  to  collect  the  judgment  from  McFarland's 
hondsmen. 

P.  Farrington  v.  State  of  Iowa. 

This  was  an  action  at  law  in  the  district  court  of  Cedar 
county  brought  against  the  state  by  the  plaintiff  to  recover 
$175,000  damages  for  alleged  false  imprisonment.  The  case 
was  dismissed  by  the  district  court  without  trial. 

State  of  lozva  on  relation  of  Attorney-General  v,  JV.  A,  Smith, 
This  was  an  action  brought  upon  the  relation  of  the  attorney- 
general,  Hon.  Milton  Remley,  to  restrain  W.  A.  Smith  from 
draining  a  lake  in  Pottawattamie  county.  Tlie  action  was 
brought  by  the  local  authorities,  the  consent  of  the  attorne>'- 
general  he'mg  given  thereto.  Afterward  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion was  made  by  Hon.  W.  H.  Killpack,  county  attorney  of 
Pottawattamie  county,  and  the  facts  developed  by  such  investi- 
gation showed  that  the  action  could  not  be  successfully  prose- 
cuted to  a  termination.    The  case  was  therefore  dismissed. 

John  Herriott,  Treasurer  of  State,  v,  Jennie  B.  Day. 

The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  Ferry  v. 
Campbell  is  conclusive  upon  the  questions  involved  in  this  case. 
The  court  held  in  Ferry  r.  Campbell  that  real  estate  descending 
to  a  collateral  heir  was  not  liable  to  pay  the  collateral  inheritance 
tax  where  the  title  passed  prior  to  the  amendment  made  by  the 
Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly  to  the  collateral  inheritance 
tax  law,  and  the  announcement  of  that  decision  rendered  it  un- 
necessary to  further  prosecute  the  case  of  Herriott  v.  Day.  The 
judgment  in  the  case  was  therefore  set  aside  and  an  order  made 
in  the  district  court  declaring  the  land  not  subject  to  collateral 
inheritance  tax.

The  following  is  a  list  of  civil  cases  which  have  been  com- 
menced and  disposed  of  since  my  last  report : 

In  the  Matter  of  the  Estate  of  Reuben  S.  Bennett,  Deceased, 

This  was  an  application  by  Ruby  J.  Britt,  sole  heir  of  Reuben 
S.  Bennett,  deceased,  asking  an  order  of  court  to  relieve  the 
estate  of  the  cost  of  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  appraise- 
ment, upon  the  ground  that  such  appraisement  was  not  author- 
ized by  law,  as  no  part  of  the  property  went  to  a  collateral  heir. 
The  court  sustained  the  application  and  discharged  the  estate 
from  the  payment  of  such  costs.  This  holding  of  the  court  was 
clearly  correct  and  no  appeal  was  taken  therefrom. 

Elizabeth  Fitch  v,  G.  5*.  Gilbertson,  Treasurer  of  State. 

Tliis  was  an  action  begun  in  the  district  court  of  Woodbury 
county  for  the  purpose  of  having  certain  property  declared  ex- 
empt from  collateral  inheritance  tax.  An  answer  was  filed  by 
the  state  and  a  'demurrer  thereto  by  the  plaintiff.  The  demurrer 
was  sustained  and  judgment  entered  thereon  adverse  to  the  state 
and  no  appeal  was  taken  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  attorney-gen- 
eral the  demurrer  was  rightly  sustained. 

State  of  Iowa  v.  Frank  Sunderland. 

This  was  an  action  in  equity  to  have  certain  property  in  the 
town  of  Red  Oak,  Montgomery  county,  which  had  escheated 
lo  the  state,  sold  under  the  order  of  the  district  court  of  that 
county.  The  property  was  sold  under  the  order  of  the  court 
and  the  sum  received  therefor  paid  into  the  state  treasury  and 
the  action  closed. 

A.  L.  Stetson  cnid  others  v.  E.  D.  Dazvson  and  others. 

This  was  an  action  in  equity  to  prevent  certain  lands  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  Sioux  City  from  being  taken  for  railway 
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purposes  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain.  An  answer  was 
filed  on  behalf  of  the  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state,  and 
afterward  the  case  was  settled  as  between  the  railway  companies 
and  the  plaintiffs. 

State  of  Iowa  v,  Chas.  Danger, 

This  was  an  action  begun  by  the  state  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State  University  to  quiet  title  to  certain  lands  in  Winnebago 
county  belonging  to  the  university  and  which  were  occupied  by 
the  defendants.  The  case  was  tried  in  the  Winnebago  district 
court  and  a  judgment  entered  therein  in  favor  of  the  state  and 
quieting  the  title  of  the  lands  in  the  State  University.  No  ap- 
peal was  taken  and  the  caus^  is  disposed  of. 

State  of  Iowa  for  the  Use  of  the  School  Fund  v.  L  T,  Cannon^ 
et  al. 

After  the  government  had  selected  the  site  for  the  new  fed- 
eral building  in  Des  Moines,  it  was  discovered  that  there  was  an 
unreleased  school  fund  mortgage  upon  part  of  the  land  selected 
for  such  site.  The  mortgage  was  executed  by  T.  J.  Cannon  on 
the  1 8th  day  of  December,  1856,  to  James  D.  Eads,  then  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  and  was  for  the  sum  of 
$6,318.87.  Upon  a  careful  investigation  of  all  of  the  facts  sur- 
rounding the  execution  of  this  mortgage  and  its  existence,  it 
was  clearly  apparent  that  it  was  one  of  the  claims  which  had 
l)een  settled  as  between  the  state  of  Iowa  and  the  bondsmen  of 
Eads  by  the  commission  appointed  by  the  legislature  for  that 
purpose,  and  that  the  state  could  not  enforce  the  payment  of 
the  mortgage  as  against  the  property  upon  which  it  appeared 
as  a  lien.  It  was,  however,  advisable  that  an  attempt  should 
be  made  to  enforce  the  claim  against  the  property,  and  if  the 
court  held  that  it  was  not  enforcible  that  judgment  should  be 
entered  against  the  state  discharging  the  property  from  the 
I  cipparent  lien  of  the  mortgage.  An  action  was  therefore  begun 
by  the  state  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund,  asking  a  foreclosure 
of  the  mortgage  and  a  sale  of  the  property  covered  thereby. 
The  action  was  tried  in  the  district  court  of  Polk  coimty  and  a. 
judgment  rendered  therein  against  the  state  canceling  such 
mortgage  and  discharging  the  land  from  the  lien  thereof.     No 
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appeal  was  taken  from  this  decision  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attorney-general  no  other  or  different  judgment  could  have  been 
entered  by  the  district  court. 

State  Savings  Bank  v.  State  of  Iowa  et  al. 

This  was  an  action  by  the  plaintiff  to  foreclose  a  mortgage 
upon  certain  property  in  Pottawattamie  county,  upon  which 
there  was  an  apparent  lien  created  by  a  bond  running  to  the 
state  of  Iowa  executed  subsequently  to  the  mortgage  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  facts  were  investigated  by  Hon.  W.  H.  Killpack, 
county  attorney  of  Pottawattamie  county,  and  reported  to  the 
attorney-general,  and  no  appearance  was  entered  by  the  state 
in  the  action. 

State  Savings  Bank  v.  Clara  V.  Albertsan,  State  of  Iowa,  et  al. 
The  facts  in  this  case  are  precisely  the  same  as  those  given 
in  the  preceding  case. 

State  of  Iowa  ex  rel  Chas.   W.  Mtdlan,  Attorney-General,  v^ 
H,  N.  Linebarger,  Gurdian  of  W.  S.  Barton,  Insane. 
This  was  an  action  to  recover  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  W. 
S.  Barton  from  his  guardian,  H.  N.  Linebarger.     A  demurrer 
was  filed  to  the  application  and  sustained  by  the  court.

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SCHEDULE  F. 


Legal  Settlement — When  once  acquired  continued  until 
lost  by  acquiring  a  new  one.  A  person  who  acquires 
a  legal  settlement  in  this  state  retains  such  settlement 
until  he  acquires  one  elsewhere,  and  this  settlement  is 
in  the  county  wherein  it  is  acquired,  and  such  county 
is  liable  for  his  support,  in  case  he  is  unable  to  main- 
tain himself. 

Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  January  loth 
asking  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

First,  If  a  person  unable  to  maintain  himself,  having  a  legal 
settlement  in  this  state,  moved  to  the  state  of  Minnesota,  with 
the  intent  of  making  that  state  his  permanent  place  of  residence, 
but  before  he  acquires  a  legal  settlement  therein  be- 
comes insane  and  a  public  charge,  does  his  legal  settlement  re- 
main in  this  state  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance  at  public  cost 
until  he  shall  have  acquired  one  in  the  state  of  Minnesota? 

Second.  If,  in  the  case  supposed,  the  legal  settlement  of  the 
person  remains  in  this  state,  is  the  county  in  which  his  legal  set- 
tlement remains,  resjxjnsible  for  his  support,  or  should  the  ex- 
pense be  borne  by  the  state? 

Section  2224  of  the  Code  provides: 

"A  legal  settlement  once  acquired  continues  until  lost  by 
acquiring  a  new  one." 

This  statute  is  declaratory  of  the  general  rule  which  prevails 
in  this  country  and  in  England  relating  to  the  settlement  of 
poor  persons. 

In  Payne  v.  Town  of  Dunham,  29  111.,  129,  it  is  said: 

"There  is  one  principle  which  seems  to  be  universal  in 
the    construction    and    application  of  poor  laws,  both  in 
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this  country  and  in  England,  and  that  is,  that  a  person  hav~ 
ing  a  legal  settlement  in  one  place,  that  settlement .  con- 
tinues until  he  acquires  a  legal  settlement  in  another  place 
in  the  state," 

In  Phillips  V,  Kimgfield,  19  Me.,  375,  it  is  said : 

"There  is  a  marked  distinction  between  the  place  of  resi- 
dence or  home  and  place  of  legal  settlement.  The  latter 
cannot  be  changed  without  acquiring  a  new  one." 

The  principle  embodied  in  our  statute  and  declared  by  the 
cases  cited,  has  been  substantially  applied,  in  Juniata  County  v. 
Overseers  of  Poor,  107  Pa.  St.,  68,  to  cases  arising  where  a 
person  has  left  a  state  in  which  he  had  a  legal  settlement  and 
become  a  public  charge  in  another  state  before  he  had  acquired 
i  l^al  settlement  therein.    In  that  case  it  is  said : 

"The  statute  contemplates  that  a  person  may  lose  his 
settlement  by  acquiring  a  new  one  without  the  state  as  well 
as  within.  *  *  *  ji-  j^^y  bg  difficult,  and  often 
impossible,  to  remove  a  pauper  from  this  state  to  his  place 
of  settlement  in  another.  Tliis  provision  may  be  nugatory 
as  regards  its  enforcement,  and  yet  material  in  ascertaining 
the  intendment  of  the  statute  respecting  persons  coming 
into  a  district  from  another  state.  *  *  *  fhe  set- 
tlement of  a  person  continues  until  he  gains  a  new  one. 
When  he  removes  from  this  state  and  acquires  a  domicile 
and  settlement  in  another,  he  has  no  settlement  in  Penn- 
sylvania." 

Under  the  principles  of  law  enunciated  in  these  cases,  w-hich 
dimply  carry  out  to  its  legitimate  conclusion  the  rule  of  our 
statute,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  one  who  has  a  legal  settlement 
in  this  state  retains  such  settlement  until  he  acquires  one  else- 
where, and  that  if  he  removes  from  the  state  he  still  retains  such 
settlement  until  he  acquires  a  legal  settlement  in  the  state  to 
which  he  removes. 

In  the  case  submitted,  where  a  person  unable  to  maintain 
himself,  having  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  moved  to  the 
state  of  Minnesota  with  the  intention  of  making  that  state  his 
permanent  place  of  residence,  but  before  he  acquired  a  legal 
settlement  therein,  became  insane  and  a  public  charge,  such 
person  retains  his  legal  settlement  in  this  state  for  the  purpose 
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of  maintenance  at  public  cost,  until  he  acquires  a  legal  settle- 
ment under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion  I  take  into  consideration  the  fact 
that  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  fixing  the  time  required 
for  legal  settlement  in  that  state,  are  the  same  as  ours.  If  a 
longer  residence  in  the  state  of  Minnesota  was  required  to  make 
D  legal  settlement  therein  than  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  it  is  possible 
a  different  conclusion  might  be  reached;  but  that  question  is  not 
involved  in  the  case  presented. 

2d.  Having  reached  the  conclusion  that  a  person  under 
the  circumstances  stated,  retains  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state, 
it  seems  to  me  clear  that  the  county  in  which  he  retains  such 
settlement,  is  liable  for  his  support.  If  he  retains  a  settlement 
here,  it  necessarily  must  be  in  the  county  where  he  resided  be- 
fore leaving  the  state,  and  his  settlement  being  in  such  county, 
it  is  charged  with  his  support,  precisely  as  though  he  was  a  resi- 
dent thereof.  Had  he  remained  in  the  county  and  become  a 
public  charge,  no  question  would  be  raised  as  to  the  duty  of  the 
county  to  pay  for  his  support.  The  fact  that  he  left  the  county, 
and  before  obtaining  a  legal  settlement  elsewhere,  became  a  pub- 
lic charge,  does  not  in  my  opinion  affect  the  liability  of  the 
county. 

I  am  borne  out  in  this  conclusion  by  the  case  of  Sitterlec, 
Agent,  ZK  Murray,  63  How.  Pr.,  370,  in  which  it  is  said: 

"He  could  not  have  gained  a  settlement  in  Palatine  be- 
cause he  had  not  resided  there  a  year.  He  had  just  pre- 
viously resided  in  Minden  over  a  year  under  all  the  circum- 
stances that  could  establish  his  settlement  there.  If  Funk 
had  become  sick  and  unable  to  provide  for  himself  while 
residing  in  Minden  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of 
the  first  year's  residence,  then  the  town  would  have  un- 
doubtedly been  liable  for  his  support.  What  difference 
can  it  make  that  he  removed  into  the  town  of  Palatine  and 
required  assistance  from  that  town  as  a  poor  person  before 
residing  there  a  year?  I  think  none.  It  w'as  Minden*s 
misfortune  as  well  as  Funk's  that  he  became  sick  and  re- 
quired help  before  residing  in  Palatine  the  period  required 
by  law  to  establish  a  legal  settlement  in  the  latter  town.*' 

The  fact  that  he  removed  from  the  state  instead  of  becoming 
a  resident  of  another  county  within  the  state,  does  not  relieve 
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the  county  in  which  he  has  a  l^al  settlement  from  liability  for 
his  support,  until  he  obtains  a  legal  settlement  elsewhere  to 
which  such  liability  can  be  shifted. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  the  legal  settlement  of  the  person 
referred  to  in  your  inquiry  is  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  in  the 
county  from  which  he  removed  when  he  went  to  Minnesota, 
and  that  such  county  is  now  liable  for  his  support.

Mine  Inspector— Certificate  op  Competency — Such  cer- 
tificate issued  by  the  board  of  examiners  under  section 
2418  of  the  code  continued  during  the  life  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  issued,  or  until  the  same  has  been 
revoked  for  cause  shown. 

Sirs — In  compliance  with  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  a  mine  inspector,  holding  a  certificate  of  competency 
from  your  board  and  whose  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire, 
and  who  is  an  applicant  for  re-appointment,  must  be  required 
to  take  another  examination  and  receive  a  certificate  of  compe- 
tency before  he  is  eligible  to  re-appointment,  I  have  to  say : 

Section  2481  of  the  code  provides  that  **the  board  shall  issue 
to  those  examined  and  found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifica- 
tions, certificates  of  competency  for  the  position  of  mine  in- 
spector." 

Tliis  section  does  not  limit  the  time  for  which  such  certificate 
shall  be  issued,  nor  does  chapter  9,  of  title  XII,  of  the  code,  re- 
lating to  mines  and  mining,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  fix 
any  limit  of  time  for  which  such  certificates  shall  be  issued. 
Where  the  law  is  silent  as  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  a  cer- 
tificate of  competency  or  efficiency  may  be  issued  upon  an  exatw- 
ination,  I  think  there  can  be  no  other  inference  than  that  it 
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the  intent  of  the  legislature  that  such  certificate  should  continue 
in  force  and  effect  during  the  life  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is 
issued,  or  until  it  is  revoked  for  cause  shown. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the 
legislature  that  the  certificate  of  competency  issued  by  your 
board  under  section  2481  of  the  code,  should  continue  during 
the  life  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued,  or  until  the  same 
has  been  revoked  for  cause  shown. 

I  am  authorized  to  say  that  the  attorney-general  concurs  with 
me  in  this  opinion.

Road  Tax — Constitutionality  of  law  which  provides  that 
railways  shall  pay  the  same.  The  classification  and 
grouping  of  railways  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  is 
natural,  reasonable,  and  not  arbitrary  or  capricious. 
The  above  law  is  held  not  to  be  a  local  or  special  law 
within  the  meaning  of  section  30  of  article  3  of  the 
constitution,  and  is  therefore  constitutional  and  valid. 

GENTI.EMEN— ^Complying  with  the  request  of  your  chairman 
for  an  opinion  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  a  law  which  pro- 
vides that  railways  shall  pay  their  road  tax  at  a  time  other  and 
different  from  that  in  which  other  persons  are  required  to  pay 
road  tax  assessed  against  their  respective  properties,  I  submit 
the  following  opinion: 

Section  2  of  article  8  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  pro- 
vides: 

"The  pro{)erty  of  all  corporations  for  pecuniary  profit 
shall  be  subject  to  taxation  the  same  as  that  of  individuals." 

In  Central  Iowa  Railroad  Company  v.  Board  of  Supervisors, 
67  Iowa,  199,  it  was  held  that  no  constitutional  rights  were  in- 
fringed by  providing  a  different  method  of  assessing  railroad 
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property  than  that  provided  for  the  assessing  of  property  of  the 
same  nature  belonging  to  other  owners.  In  delivering  the 
opinion  of  the  court  Mr.  Justice  Seevers  said : 

"We  think  it  is  competent  and  not  in  conflict  with  any 
provision  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  or  of  the  United 
States,  for.  the  state  to  provide  that  any  particular  class  of 
property  belonging  to  all  corporations  of  the  same  char- 
acter and  which  possess  the  same  rights  and  privileges, 
may  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  tri- 
bunal; and  that  the  property  of  individuals  and  other  cor- 
porations may  be  assessed  by  other  officers  at  different 
times." 

This  decision  has  stood  unquestioned,  and  the  principles 
therein  announced  have  been  acted  upon,  by  the  legislature  and 
courts  of  this  state  for  more  than  fifteen  years.  This  principle 
is  in  accord  with  the  almost  unbroken  authority  of  the  decisions 
of  the  courts  of  last  resort  of  the  different  states. 

In  Sctwyer  v.  Dooley,  32  Pac.  Rep.,  440,  it  is  said : 

"For  the  purpose  of  taxation,  real  estate  may  be  classi- 
fied. Thus  timber  lands,  arable  lands,  mineral  .lands,  ur- 
ban and  rural,  may  be  divided  into  distinct  classes  and  sub- 
jected to  different  rates.  In  like  manner  other  subjects, 
trades,  occupations  and  professions  may  be  classified,  and 
not  only  things  but  persons  may  be  so  divided.  *  ♦  * 
The  right  to  classify  railroad  property  as  a  separate  class 
for  purposes  of  taxation  grows  out  of  the  inherent  nature 
of  the  property  and  the  discretion  vested  by  the  constitution 
of  the  state  in  the  legislature,  and  necessarily  involves  the 
right  on  its  part  to  devise  and  carry  into  effect  a  distinct 
scheme  with  different  tribunals  in  proceeding  to  value  it.'^ 

In  Warren  v.  Henley,  31  Iowa,  39,  Mr.  Justice  Beck  clearly 
and  tersely  states  the  principle  in  these  words : 

"The  rule  means  that  all  individuals  and  all  classes  must 

contribute  uniformly  with  like  individuals  and  like  classes 

to  the  burden  of  taxation.     The  manner  of  imposing  this 

burden  must  of  necessity  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 

*  legislative  branch  of  the  government." 

It  is  therefore  competent  for  the  legislature  to  classify    ^^^ 
railway  property  within  the  state  as  a  separate  class  for  the  pvv^^ 
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pose  of  taxation,  and  in  so  doing  it  does  not  violate  the  provi- 
sions of  section  2  of  article  8  of  the  constitution  of  the  state. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  proposed  law  is  in  conflict  with 
section  30  of  article  3  of  the  state  constitution,  which  provides : 

**The  general  assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or  special 
laws  in  the  following  cases: 

**For  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  for  state, 
county  or  road  purposes." 

The  inquiry  at  once  arises :  Is  the  proposed  act  of  the-  legis- 
lature local  or  special?  It  is  certainly  not  local  in  its  nature 
as  it  extends  to  every  part  of  the  state,  and  that  suggestion  may 
be  dismissed  without  furtlier  discussion.  The  question  as  to 
whether  the  act,  if  passed  by  the  legislature,  would  \ye  a  special 
law  presents  a  little  more  serious  question,  and  one  which  de- 
serves careful  consideration. 

It  is  said  in  Bouvier,  1032: 

'^Special  statutes  relate  to  private  interests  and  deal  watli 
the  affairs  of  persons,  places,  classes,  etc.,  which  are  not  of 
a  public  character." 

This  may  be  said  to  be  the  distinguishing  character  between 
special  and  general  statutes. 

The  definition  of  the  word  "general"  as  used  in  the  constitu- 
tions of  the  various  states,  to  distinguish  statutes  from  those 
which  are  special,  is  given  by  Bouvier  as  follows : 

"When  thus  used,  the  term  ^general'  has  a  two-fold 
meaning.  With  reference  to  the  subject-matter  of  the 
statute,  it  is  synonymous  with  'public'  and  opposed  to  'pri- 
vate'; 37  Cal.,  366;  14  Wis.,  372;  46  Wis.,  218;  Dwarris 
Stat.,  629;  Sedgw.  Stat.  L.  30.  But  with  reference  to  the 
extent  of  territory  over  which  it  is  to  operate,  it  is  opposed 
to  *locar,  and  means  that  the  statute  to  which  it  applies 
operates  throughout  the  whole  of  the  territor^^  subject  to 
the  legislative  jurisdiction;  4  Co.,  75-a:  i  Bla.  Com.,  85; 
83  111.,  585;  87  Tenn.,  304;  10  Wis..  180.  Further,  when 
used  in  antithesis  to  'special'  it  means  relating  to  all  of 
a  class  instead  of  to  men  only  of  that  class;  70  111,,  398; 
26  Ind.,  431:  22  Iowa,  391;  yy  Pa.,  ^.]8;  32  Pac.  Rep., 
440/' 
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In  Hymcs  v.  Aydclott,  26  Ind.,  434,  it  is  said : 

"Tlie  constitution  prohibits  the  enactment  of  local  or 
special  laws,  for  laying-  out,  opening-  and  work  on  high- 
ways; article  4,  section  2.  It  is  insisted  by  the  appellee 
that  the  act  in  controversy  is  a  special  law  and  therefore 
comes  within  the  prohibition.  The  law  is  not  special  but 
general.  True  it  relates  to  a  particular  class  of  cases,  and 
applies  to  them  alone  as  do  a  large  number  of  legislative 
enactments,  but  that  fact  does  not  make  it  a  special  law. 
Hinglc  V.  State,  24  Ind.,  28." 

In  People  ex  rel.  v.  IVright,  70  111.,  398,  it  is  said: 

**These  laws  are  general  and  uniform,  not  because  they 
operate  upon  every  person  in  the  state,  for  they  do  not,  but 
because  every  person  who  is  brought  within  the  relations 
and  circumstances  provided  for,  is  affected  by  the  laws. 
They  are  general  and  uniform  in  their  operation  upon  all 
persons  in  like  situation,  and  the  fact  of  their  being  general 
and  uniform  is  not  affected  by  the  number  of  those  within 
the  scope  of  their  operation.'' 

In  Van  Ripper  z\  Parsons,  40  N.  J.  L.,  125,  it  is  said: 

"The  law  in  all  of  its  provisions  is  general,  broad  enough 
to  reach  every  portion  of  the  state  and  abating  legislative 
commissions  for  the  regulation  of  municipal  affairs,  wher- 
ever they  existed.  Such  commissions  are  distinguished  from 
other  sorts  of  municipal  governments,  by  characteristics 
sufficiently  marked  and  imjxDrtant,  to  maJce  them  clearly 
a  class  by  themselves,  and,  upon  the  whole  of  this  class,  this 
law  operates  equally,  by  force  of  terms  which  are  restricted 
to  no  locality.  A  law  so  framed  is  not  a  special  or  local  law, 
but  a  general  law,  without  regard  to  the  consideration  that, 
within  the  state,  there  happens  to  be  but  one  individual  of 
the  class,  or  one  place  where  it  produces  effects.*' 

In  Sau*yer  v,  Dooley,  supra,  it  is  said : 

"The  whole  matter  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  legis- 
lative power  and  there  is  nothing  to  forbid  the  classification 
of  property  for  purposes  of  taxation,  and  the  valuation  of 
different  classes  by  different  methods.  The  rule  of  equity 
in  respect  to  the  subject  only  requires  the  same  means  and 
methods  to  be  applied  impartially  to  all  the  constituents  of 
each  class,  so  that  the  law  shall  operate  equally  and  uni- 
formly upon  all  persons  in  similar  cicrcumstances.  There 
is  no  objection,  therefore,  to  the  discrimination  made  as 
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.between  railroad  companies  and  other  corporations  in  the 
methods  and  instrumentalities  by  which  the  value  of  their 
property  is  ascertained." 

The  principles  enunciated  by  these  cases  have  been  frequently 
recognized  by  the  courts  of  our  own  state. 

Porter  v,  Thompson,  22  Iowa,  391 ; 

Warren  v,  Henley,  31  Iowa,  31; 

[/.  S.  Bx.  Co.  V.  Ellison,  28  Iowa,  370; 

Mo,  Val  B,  Co,  V,  Harrison  Co.,  74  Iowa,  283. 

In  State  v.  Garbroski,  1 1 1  Iowa,  499,  the  rule  of  classifica- 
tion is  tersely  stated  by  Mr.  Justice  Ladd  as  follows: 

'^Legislation  to  be  constitutional  and  valid  must  possess 
each  of  two  indispensable  qualities:  First,  it  must  be  so 
formed  as  to  e:«ctend  to  and  embrace  equally  all  persons 
who  are  or  may  be  in  like  situation  or  circumstances;  and, 
secondly,  the  classification  must  be  natural  and  reasonable 
and  not  arbitrary  or  capricious."  Citing  a  large  number 
of  authorities  in  support  of  the  principle. 

The  classification  and  grouping  of  railways  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taxation  is  natural,  reasonable  and  not  arbitrary  or  ca-^ 
pricious.  The  power  of  state  legislatures  to  do  this  has  been 
upheld  by  the  courts  of  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union.  The 
proposed  law  extends  to  and  embraces  every  railway  corporation 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  law^-making  power  of  the  state. 
It  operates  equally  and  uniformly  upon  all  persons  and  corpora- 
tions falling  within  a  particular  class.  Every  person  who  is 
brought  within  the  relations  and  ciraimstances  provided  for, 
is  affected  by  the  law. 

I  am  therefore  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  a  local' 
or  special  law  within  the  meaning  of  section  30  of  article  3 
of  the  constitution,  and  that  although  it  requires  the  payment 
of  the  road  tax  levied  upon  the  valuation  of  railways  within 
the  state  at  a  different  time  than  the  road  tax  levied  upon  the 
valuation  of  other  property  is  required  to  be  paid,  it  is  constitu- 
tional and  valid  and  will  be  upheld  by  the  courts.

To  THE  Senate  Committee  on  Ways  and  Mi^ANS. 
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Mine  Inspector  -  Certipioatb  op  Competency — Such  cer- 
tificate issued  by  the  board  of  examiners  under  section 
2481  of  the  code  continues  during  the  life  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  is  issued,  or  until  the  same  has  been 
revoked  for  cause  shown. 

Sir— Complying  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  a  mine  inspector,  holding  a  certificate  of  competency 
from  the  board  of  examiners,  who  is  an  applicant  for  reappoint- 
ment, is  required  to  submit  to  another  examination  by  the  board, 
and  to  receive  another  certificate  of  competency  from  them  to 
be  eligible  to  reappointment,  I  submit  the  following: 

Section  2478  of  the  code  provides: 

**The  governor  shall  appoint  three  mine  inspectors  from 
those  receiving  certificates  of  competency  from  the  board 
of  examiners  hereinafter  provided  for,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  qualified,  subject  to  removal  for  cause.  *     *     *" 

Section  2481  of  the  code  provides: 

"The  examination  shall  consist  of  written  and  oral  ques- 
tions in  theoretical  and  practical  mining  and  mine  engi- 
neering, on  the  nature  and  property  of  noxious  and  pois- 
onous gases  found  in  mines,  and  on  the  different  systems 
of  working  and  ventilating  coal  mines.  During  the  progress 
of  the  examination  books,  memoranda  or  notes  shall  not  be 
allowed  or  used,  and  the  board  shall  issue  to  those  examined 
and  found  to  possess  the  requisite  qualifications,  certificates 
of  competency  for  the  position  of  mine  inspector." 

The  provisions  of  this  section  do  not  limit  the  time  for 
which  such  certificates  shall  be  issued,  nor  is  there  any  provision 
in  chapter  9  of  title  XII  of  the  code  limiting  the  life  of  such  cer- 
tificate. In  the  absence  of  any  provision  of  law  limiting  the 
time  for  which  such  certificate  may  be  issued,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  where  it  is  issued  to  a  person  who  has  taken  the  ex- 
amination required  by  law,  it  will  continue  in  force  and  effect 
during  the  lifetime  of  such  person,  unless  it  is  sooner  revoked 
for  cause.  A  careful  reading  of  chapter  9  of  title  XII  of  th^ 
code  and  the  amendments  thereto  bear  out  the  conclusion  that 
this  was  the  intent  of  the  legislature. 
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I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  any  person  holding  such 
certificate  of  competency  duly  issued  by  the  board  of  examiners, 
is  eligible  to  the  appointment  of  mine  inspector  under  chapter 
9  of  title  XII  of  the  code,  and  if  he  has  been  previously  appointed 
to  such  position  and  his  term  of  office  is  about  to  expire,  he 
i^  not  required  to  take  a  re-examination  as  to  his  competency 
to  make  him  eligible  to  the  appointment.

State  Bonds — Interest  Thereon— Interest  thereon  should 
be  computed  from  the  time  the  records  of  the  state 
show  they  were  delivered  to  its  agents  for  negoti- 
ation. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  March  4th  for  a 
construction  of  chapter  16  of  the  Special  Session  of  the  Eighth 
General  Assemby  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  approved  May  28, 
1861,  as  to  when,  according  to  the  terms  of  said  chapter,  as- 
suming that  it  w-as  fully  and  faithfully  complied  with  in  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  therein  provided  for,  the  bonds  issued 
under  the  authority  therein  given  began  to  bear  interest,  I  sub- 
rait  the  following  opinion : 

Section  i  of  the  act  authorizes  the  state  of  Iowa  to  issue 
and  sell  the  bonds  of  the  state  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($800,000)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  borrowing  money  to  enable  the  state  to  repel  invasion 
and  defend  itself  in  war.  The  bonds  provided  for  in  the  act 
are  to  nm  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  to  bear  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  on  the 
first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year. 

Section  2  of  the  act  provides : 
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**And  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  governor,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  auditor  and  treasurer,  and  attested  by  the 
great  seal  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  but  the  seal  of  the  state 
may  be  omitted  from  the  coupons,  which  coupons  shall  be 
signed  by  the  auditor  of  state,  the  necessary  expense  of 
which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  war  defense,  fund.  No 
bonds  shall  be  signed  or  perfected  prior  to  the  time  they 
are  actually  needed  for  negotiation,  and  then  in  such 
amounts  only  as  may  be  requisite  for  the  time  being,  and 
said  bonds  shall  not  be  signed  and  perfected  until  the 
agents  herein  appointed  are  ready  to  receive  them  in  per- 
son for  sale  and  negotiation  as  provided  in  this  act." 

Section  5  of  the  act  provides: 

"The  governor  of  the  state,  Charles  Mason  of  Des 
Moines  county,  William  Smyth  of  Linn  county,  James 
Barker  of  Lucas  county,  and  C.  W.  Slagle  of  Jefferson 
county,  are  hereby  appointed  a  board  of  commissioners 
who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  cause  to  be  issued  and 
sold  from  time  to  time  only  so  many  of  the  bonds  hereby 
authorized  as  in  their  judgment  the  wants  and  necessities 
of  the  state  may  require." 

Section  6  provides: 

"The  treasurer  of  state  and  Maturin  L.  Fisher  of  Clay- 
ton county  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  agents  of 
this  state,  with  full  power  to  negotiate  said  loan,  to  sell  and 
transfer  said  bonds,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  in  the 
premises." 

Section  11  provides: 

"If  such  a  course  is  deemed  advisable  by  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  in  section  5  of  this  act,  the  agents  may, 
on  the  written  direction  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  sell  at  private  sale  the  said  bonds,  or  any 
part  thereof,  in  this  state  at  their  nominal  par  value,  but 
in  no  instance  for  less,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Any  sale  of  the  said  bonds  made  in  the  city  of  New  York 
must  be  made  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit  :  The  said 
agents  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  notice  by  advertis- 
ing in  the  Nezv  York  Daily  Times,  Daily  Nezv  York  Trib- 
une, Daily  Nezv  York  Journal  of  Commerce,  or  at  least 
two  of  them,  and  Daily  Boston  Atlas  and  Daily  Boston 
Post,  or  at  least  one  of  them,  and  the  Daily  Chicago  Trih^ 
une,  or  other  daily  newspaper  in  Chicago,  fixing  the  tittx^ 
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and  inviting  sealed  proposals  for  said  loan,  which  shall  be 
received  and  opened  by  them  at  the  Metropolitan  Bank  in 
said  city,  where  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  or  have  kept 
at  all  times  before  opening  any  bids,  a  copy  of  this  act  for 
public  inspection,  with  such  other  documents  relating  there- 
to as  may  be  necessary.     *     *     *" 

The  provisions  of  section  2  above  quoted  give  to  the  gov- 
ernor, auditor  and  treasurer  of  state  the  power  to  sign  and  per- 
fect the  bonds  to  be  issued  only  as  they  were  actually  needed 
for  negotiation.  Under  its  provisions  these  oflfioers  were  abso- 
lutely prohibited  from  signing  and  perfecting  any  of  the  bonds 
authorized  by  the  act  of  the  legislature,  prior  to  the  time  thai 
such  bonds  were  needed  for  negotiation,  and  then  in  such 
amounts  only  as  were  required  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the 
state. 

They  were  further  prohibited  from  signing  and  perfecting 
any  of  said  bonds  until  the  agents  were  ready  to  receive  them 
in  person  for  sale  and  negotiation  as  provided  in  the  act. 

By  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the  board  of  commission- 
ers, who  w^ere  to  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  sale  and 
negotiation  of  the  bonds,  were  prohibited  from  causing  any 
portion  thereof  to  be  issued  or  sold,  except  as  they  were  required 
in  their  judgment  to  meet  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the  state. 

Section  11  prohibits  the  sale  of  any  of  said  lx)nds,  save 
those  sold  at  private  sale  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  except  upon 
written  sealed  bids  made  therefor,  received  and  opened  at  the 
Metropolitan  Bank  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Construing  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  legislature 
of  May  28,  1861,  which  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
what  are  known  as  the  *Svar  and  defense  bonds''  of  the  state, 
I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  no  bond  could  be  signed,  per- 
fected and  issued  under  said  act,  so  that  the  same  became  an 
interest  bearing  obligation  of  the  state,  until  such  time  as  the 
commissioners  determined  that  the  wants  and  necessities  of  the 
state  required  the  same  to  be  perfected  for  negotiation,  and 
then  net  until  the  agents  of  the  state  were  ready  to  deliver  them 
to  the  purchasers  thereof. 

The  clear  intent  of  the  legislature  was  that  no  bonds  should 
be  signed  or  perfected,  or  become  interest  bearing  obligations 
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of  the  state,  until  a  contract,  either  by  the  acceptance  of  a  sealed 
proposal  or  otherwise,  was  made  by  the  agents  of  the  state  for 
the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  bonds.  That  is,  when  the  agents 
of  the  state  had  made  a  contract,  either  to  private  parties  with- 
in the  state,  or  by  the  acceptance  of  a  sealed  proposal  for  the 
sale  and  delivery  of  said  bonds,  then,  and  then  only,  were  the 
officers  of  the  state  permitted  to  sign  and  perfect  such  bonds, 
and  make  them  interest  bearing  obligations. 

It  is  equally  clear  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the 
state,  when  a  contract  for  the  sale  of  said  bonds  had  been  made 
by  the  agents,  to  perfect  the  amount  of  the  bonds  to  be  negoti- 
ated and  sold  under  such  contract,  and  to  make  them  interest 
bearing  obligations  of  the  state  in  compliance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  i6. 

That  the  officers  of  the  state  did  their  duty  under  these 
provisions  of  the  law,  must  be  presumed. 

It  is  therefore  clear  that  no  bond  issued  under  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  i6  of  the  laws  of  the  special  session  of  the 
Eighth  General  Assembly,  bore  interest  before  it  was  delivered 
to  the  agents  of  the  state  to  be  negotiated  under  the  contract  of 
sale  made  by  them ;  and  it  is  equally  certain  that  all  of  the  bonds 
signed,  perfected,  issued  and  delivered  under  the  provisions  of 
said  act.  tore  interest  from  the  day  on  which  they  were  deliv- 
ered by  th-e  officers  of  the  state  to  the  agents,  to  be  by  them 
delivered  to  the  purchaser  thereof  under  the  contract  of  sale 
previously  made. 

I  am  clear  that  no  other  construction  can  be  put  upon  the 
act  as  to  when  the  bonds  issued  thereunder  began  to  bear  inter- 
est. The  intent  of  the  legislature  appears  to  me  to  be  unmis- 
takable. 

In  my  opinion  therefore  interest  should  be  computed  upon 
these  bonds  from  the  time  when  the  records  of  the  state  show 
ihey  were  delivered  to  its  agents  for  negotiation.

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State  Bank— Renewal  of  its  Existence— It  is  held  that 
it  is  not  necessary  that  the  stock  of  a  bank,  organized 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  section  1865  of  the  code, 
where  the  shares  thereof  are  fifty  dollars  each,  shall  be 
recalled  and  new  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each 
issued  to  the  stockholders. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  March  6th  for  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  a  state  bank,  organized  prior  to  the  en- 
actment of  section  1865  of  the  code,  which  desires  to  renew  its 
corporate  existence,  must  recall  its  stock  which  was  issued  in 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  and  reissue  such  stock  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

Section  1618  provides: 

"Corporations  for  the  construction  of  any  work  of  in- 
ternal improvement  or  for  the  transaction  of  business  of 
life  insurance,  may  form  to  endure  fifty  years;  those  for 
other  purposes  not  to  exceed  twenty  years;  but  in  either 
case  they  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time  for  the  same 
or  shorter  periods,  within  three  months  before  or  after  the 
time  for  the  termination  thereof,  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  at  any  regular  election  or  special  election  called  for 
that  purpose  be  in  favor  of  such  renewal,  and  if  those  wish- 
ing such  renewal  will  purchase  the  stock  of  those  opposed 
thereto  at  its  real  value." 

The  purpose  of  this  statute  is  to  permit  corporations  to 
lenew  and  extend  the  time  of  their  corporate  existence,  and  to 
continue  their  business  without  interruption.  When  a  corpora- 
tion has  extended  and  renewed  the  time  of  its  corporate  ex- 
istence as  contemplated  in  said  section,  it  retains  the  same  rights 
and  powers  which  it  originally  had,  unless  the  same  have  been 
added  to  or  abridged  by  the  legislature. 

Section  1865  provides: 

**The  capital  stock,  ol  state  banks  hereafter  organized 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
issued  or  acquired  only  upon  full  payment  of  the  sum  rep- 
resented  by  them." 

The  provisions  of  this  section  apply  only  to  state  banks  or- 
ganized after  it  became  a  law.     Its  enactment  did  not  affect 
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banks  organized  and  doing  business  under  the  previons  statute. 
Banks  org:anized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in  force  prior  to 
tlie  enactment  of  section  1865,  which  desire  to  renew  and  ex- 
tend the  time  of  their  corporate  existence,  are  not  itickided 
within  the  provisions  of  said  section. 

Ttie  renewal  and  extension  of  the  time  of  the  existence  of 
a  bank  under  the  provisions  of  section  1618  is  not  the  organ- 
ization of  a  corporation.  Such  corporation  is  ah-eady  urgan- 
ired,  in  existence  and  transacting  business  under  the  authority 
which  it  derives  from  the  state.  Its  renewal  under  section  1618 
is  the  extension  of  the  time  during  which  sucli  corporation,  as 
previously  organized,  is  authorized  to  transact  business.  Such 
extension  does  not  fall  within  the  provisions  of  section  1865, 
which  relates  to  the  organization  of  banks  and  not  to  exten- 
sion of  the  time  of  corporate  existence  of  banks  organized  prior 
to  the  enactment  of  that  section. 

Under  the  provisions  of  these  statutes  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  stock  of  a  bank  organized  prior 
to  the  enactment  of  section  1865.  where  the  shares  thereof  were 
fifty  dollars  each,  shall  l>e  recalled  and  new  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each  issued  to  the  stockholders.  I  think  no  such 
proceeding  was  contemplated  by  the  legislature  and  that  it  is 
not  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  code.

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Insurance — Unipo'rm  Policy  Known  as  Iowa  Standard 
Policy — Constitutionality  of  the  act  of  the  legislature 
providing  for  Iowa  standard  tire  policy.  It  is  held 
that  the  proposed  bill  would  be  unconstitutional  if 
enacted  into  a  law,  for  the  reason  that  a  standard 
form  of  insurance  policy,  when  so  adopted,  becomes 
a  part  of  the  law  of  the  state,  and  this  proposed  act  is 
an  attempt  by  the  legislature  to  delegate  its  law- 
making power  to  the  auditor  of  state. 

Sirs — Complying  with  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  House  file  No.  356,  being  a  bill  to  amend  chapter  four 
(4)  of  title  IX  (9)  of  the  code,  and  providing  for  a  uniform 
policy  or  contract  of  fire  insurance,  to  be  known  as  the  Iowa 
Standard   Policy,  is  constitutional,   I  submit  the  following: 

The  bill  provides  that  the  auditor  of  state  shall  prepare  and 
file  in  his  office  a  printed  form  of  a  contract  or  policy  of  fire 
insurance,  with  such  provisions,  agreements  or  conditions  as 
may  be  endorsed  thereon  or  added  thereto,  which  shall  conform 
to  the  laws  of  Iowa,  and  shall  form  a  part  of  such  contract  or 
policy  of  insurance  and  be  known  as  the  Iowa  Standard  Policy. 

The  bill  further  provides  that  such  form  of  policy  shall, 
as  nearly  as  applicable,  conform  to  the  tyj^e  and  form  of  the 
New  York  standard  fire  insurance  policy,  and  that  the  auditor 
may  call  upon  the  attorney  general  for  such  assistance  as  to  him 
may  seem  necessary  in  the  preparation  of  such  policy. 
.  A  standard  form  of  insurance  policy,  when  adopted  by  a 
legislature,  becomes  a  part  of  the  law  of  tlie  state,  and  as  such 
is  a  part  of  every  contract  of  fire  insurance  entered  into  be- 
tween fire  insurance  companies  and  individuals.  The  bill  does 
not  set  cut  a  form  of  policy  which  is  sought  to  be  made  a  law 
of  the  state.  The  power  to  formulate,  determine  and  draft  a 
standard  form  of  policy  is  attempted  to  be  delegated  by  the 
legislature  to  the  auditor  of  state  and  the  attorney  general.  The 
question  at  once  arises.  Can  the  legislature  delegate  this  power 
to  the  auditor  of  state  and  the  attorney-general? 
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Section  I  of  article  2  of   the    ccnstittition  of  the  state  pro- 


vides : 


"The  leg-islative  authority  of  this  >state  shall  be  vested  in 
a  general  assembly,  which  shall  cr)nsist  of  a  senate  and 
house  of  representatives.     * 


*" 


It  is  a  well  settled  principle  fif  law  that  where  the  legisla- 
tive authority  of  a  state  is  vestett  in  a  general  assenilj^ly.  which 
is  the  law-making  [:x3wer  of  the  state,  such  authority  cannot,  by 
legislative  enactment  or  ctherwise,  be  delegated  to  any  other 
bocly  or  to  individuals. 

In  Sfatc  T',  IfVrV.  ;i^  Iowa,  134,  the  supreme  court  of  this 
state  held  that  the  legislature  has  no  power  td  make  the  ui>era- 
tion  or  repeal  of  a  law  dq)eiident  up^:>n  a  vote  of  the  i:>eople. 
And  the  principle  that  the  legislature  cannot  delegate  its  pow- 
ers has  been  several  times  recognised  by  the  crnirts  of  this  ^tate. 

In  1 89 1  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  enacted 
a  law  to  provide  for  a  uniform  ct^n tract  or  policy  of  insurance, 
which  provides  that  the  insurance  commissioiier  shall  prepare 
and  file  in  his  office  a  printed  form  in  l>lank  of  fire  insurance 
policy,  etc*,  to  be  known  as  the  standard  fire  insurance  policy* 
which  shall  be  used  by  fire  insurance  comi>anies  doing  business 
in  the  state.  The  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  such  a 
law  arc^se  in  the  case  of  CTNei!  z',  American  Fire  lusunmcc 
Compcniy,  which  is  Reported  in  30  Atlantic  Repirter,  at  page 
243.  The  supreme  court  of  Pennsylvania  in  passing  u]>«>n  the 
question  said: 

"The  act  of  1891  is  a  delegation  of  legislative  authority^ 
l^cause:  First.  Tlie  act  does  not  fix  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  |x>licy,  the  use  of  which  it  commands.  Second. 
It  delegates  the  p<:>wer  to  prescril>e  the  form  of  the  policy 
and  the  conditions  and  restrictions  to  l^e  added  to  and  made 
a  part  of  it,  to  a  single  individual.  Third.  The  ai)pointee 
clothed  with  tliis  jx>wer  is  not  named*  but  is  designated 
b>*  his  official  title.  He  is  the  i^ersi.n  wlio  may  happen  to 
be  insuratice  commissioner  when  the  time  cnnie>  to  prepare 
the  form  for  the  standard  ixjlicy  fV^r  insurance  against  fir^ 
Fourth.  The  appr^intee  is  not  required  to  rep<:»rt  his  Wovll 
to  the  JK>dy  apix>inting  him.  but  simply  to  file  in  his  off^  ^ 
the  form  of  p<>licy  lie  has  devised.     It  does  not  become  tx^^ 
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of  the  statute  in  fact,  is  not  recorded  in  the  statute  book 
and  no  trace  of  it  can  be  found  among  the  records  of 
either  branch  of  the  legislature." 

In  discussing  the  legality  of  this  act  the  supreme  court  of 
that  state  says: 

"The  effect  of  our  cases  is  to  settle  firmly  the  rule  that 
the  law  must  be  complete  in  all  its  terms  and  provisions 
when  it  leaves  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government, 
and  that  nothing  must  be  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the 
electors  or  other  appointee  of  the  legislature,  except  an 
option  to  become  or  not  to  become  subject  to  its  require- 
ments and  penalties.  *  *  *  Our  conclusion  is  that  the 
act  of  1 891  is  void  because  clearly  unconstitutional." 

In  the  same  year  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
enacted  a  similar  law  empowering  the  insurance  commissioner 
to  adopt  a  printed  form  in  blank  of  a  policy  of  fire  insurance, 
together  with  such  conditions  as  may  be  endorsed  thereon, 
w^hich,  as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  made  applicable,  shall  con- 
form to  the  type  and  form  of  policy  adopted  by  the  state  of 
New  York.  The  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  such  act 
arose  in  the  case  of  Dozvling  v.  Lancashire  Insurance  Company, 
which  is  reported  in  65  Northwestern  Reporter  at  page  738. 
After  discussing  the  questions  of  law  involved,  the  Wisconsin 
court  says, 

"The  result  of  all  the  cases  on  this  subject  is  that  a  law 
must  be  complete  in  all  its  terms  and  provisions  when  it 
leaves  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government,  and  noth- 
ing must  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  electors  or  other 
appointee  or  delegate  of  the  legislature,  so  that  in  form  and 
substance  it  is  a  law  in  all  its  details  in  presenti,  but  which 
may  be  left  to  take  effect  in  fiitnro,  if  necessary,  upon  the 
ascertainment  of  any  prescribed  fact  or  event.  •  *  * 
Conceding  that  the  legislature  might  have  adopted  the  New 
York  form  as  an  entirety  by  the  use  of  general  language, 
it  is  evident  that  the  proposed  form,  to  conform  as  near 
as  can  be  to  the  form  adopted  in  New  York,  involved  a 
duty  equivalent  to  that  of  revision,  which  it  cannot  l)e  con- 
tended could  be  delegated,  except  subject  to  legislative  ap- 
proval. While  the  commissioner  within  the  discretion  in- 
trusted to  him  might  have  approximated,  in  a  great  degree, 
to  the  policy  which  the  legislature  may  have  intended,  the 
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objection,  in  view  of  the  consideration  stated,  that  it  has 
not  received  the  legislative  sanction,  is  necessarily  fatal  to 
j^  *  *  *  pQj.  these  reasons,  we  hold  that  the  provision 
authorizing  the  insurance  commissioner  to  prepare,  approve 
and  adopt  a  printed  form  in  blank  of  a  contract  or  policy 
of  fire  insurance,  together  with  such  provisions,  agree- 
ments or  conditions  as  may  be  endorsed  thereon  or  added 
thereto,  and  form  a  part  of  such  contract  or  policy,  and 
that  such  form  shall,  as  near  as  the  same  can  be  made 
applicable,  conform  to  the  type  and  form  of  the  New  York 
standard  fire  insurance  ix>licy,  so  called  and  known,  is  un- 
constitutional and  void." 

In  1889  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  enacted 
a  law  which  provided : 

"The  insurance  commissioner  shall  prepare  and  file  in  his 
office  *  *  *  a  printed  form,  in  blank,  of  a  contract  or 
policy  of  fire  insurance,  together  with  such  provisions, 
agreements  or  conditions  as  may  be  endorsed  thereon  or 
added  thereto,  and  form  a  part  of  such  contract  or  policy, 
and  such  form,  when  so  filed,  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  Minnesota  standard  policy." 

The  act  further  provided  that  such  form  shall,  as  near  as 
the  same  can  be  made  applicable,  conform  to  the  type  and  form 
of  the  New  York  standard  fire  insurance  policy  so  called  and 
known. 

The  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  this  act  arose  in 
Anderson  v,  Manchester  Fire  Insurance  Company,  which  is 
reported  in  63  Northwestern  Reporter,  at  page  241.  The  su- 
preme court  of  Minnesota,  in  passing  upon  the  legality  of  the 
act,  says: 

"He  (the  insurance  commissioner)  was  to  prepare  and 
adopt  a  standard  form,  once  for  all,  and  when  so  adopted 
it  was  to  remain  irrevocable  until  changed  by  subsequent 
legislation.  A  clearer  instance  of  an  attempt  to  delegate 
legislative  power  could  hardly  be  suggested.  It  is  a  prin- 
ciple not  questioned  that,  except  when  authorized  by  the 
constitution,  as  in  respect  to  municipalities,  the  legislature 
cannot  delegate  legislative  power;  cannot  confer  on  any 
body  or  person  the  power  to  determine  what  shall  be  the 
law.  The  legislature  alone  must  determine  this.  We  are 
of  the  opinion  that  said  chapter  217  is  unconstitutionM  «^(i 
void." 
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The  bill  under  consideration  is  identical  in  many  of  its  pro- 
visions with  the  acts  passed  by  the  Pennsylvania,  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota  legislatures,  and  the  ground  upon  which  those 
acts  were  held  unconstitutional  and  void,  applies  with  equal  force 
to  this  bill.  It  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to 
delegate  to  the  auditor  of  state  the  power  to  devise  and  deter- 
mine what  shall  be  a  standard  fire  insurance  policy  in  this  state, 
and  when  the  same  has  been  prepared  and  filed  by  him,  it  is 
to  become  a  part  of  the  law  of  the  state. 

The  bill  does  not  attempt  in  general  terms  to  adopt  the  New 
York  standard  fire  insurance  policy  and  make  it  a  standard 
ix)licy  of  this  state,  but  specifically  provides  that  the  auditor  of 
state  shall  prepare  and  file  in  his  office  a  printed  form  in  blank 
of  a  contract  or  policy  of  fire  insurance,  together  with  such 
provisions,  agreements  or  conditions  as  may  be  endorsed  thereon 
or  added  thereto,  which  shall  conform  to  the  laws  of  Iowa,  and 
form  a  part  of  such  contract  or  policy  of  fire  insurance,  and 
such  form,  when  so  filed,  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
Iowa  standard  policy. 

The  bill  further  provides  that  the  auditor  of  state  shall,  as 
near  as  the  same  can  be  made  applicable,  conform  to  the  type 
and  form  of  the  New  York  standard  fire  insurance  policy,  so 
called  and  known. 

As  is  said  by  the  Minnesota  court,  a  clearer  case  of  an  at- 
tempt by  the  legislature  to  delegate  its  law-making  jx^wer,  to 
an  individual,  can  hardly  be  suggested ;  and  I  am  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  proposed  bill  must  by  the  courts  of  this  state  be 
held  unconstitutional  and  void,  if  enacted  into  a  law.

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Swamp  Land  Grant--Bi!.l  No.  8325  Introduced  in  Con- 
gress— As  none  of  the  lake  beds  were  ever  errone- 
ously sold  by  the  government,  or  erroneously  located 
by  warrant  or  scrip,  they  cannot  be  affected  in  any 
way  by  the  law,  and  the  rights  of  the  state  therein 
will  not  be  prejudiced  by  its  passage. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  far  an  opitiion  whether 
ihe  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Lacey  in  the  bt  n^e  of  representatives 
of  the  United  States  congress,  No.  S325,  entitled  *\\  bill  to  tin- 
ally  adjust  the  swamp  land  grants,  and  f^rr  other  puri>oses,''  in 
any  wise  affects  meandered  lake  beds  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  I 
submit  the  following: 

The  bill  in  its  terms  provides  that  the  proper  officers  of  the 
interior  and  treasury  departments  shall  finally  adjust  and  settle 
the  claims  of  any  state  against  the  United  States  for  all  lauds 
which  liave  been  sold  or  located  by  warrant  or  scrip,  which 
were  included  in  any  grant  of  swamp  and  overflowed  laiid*^. 

It  applies  to  no  lauds  in  any  state  except  those  which  have 
l>een  sold  l;y  the  government,  or  located  by  warrant  or  scrip, 
and  included  in  any  grant  of  swamp  and  oxerflowed  lands.  No 
lands  have  ever  been  sold  b>^  the  government,  or  kxated  by 
warrant  or  scrip,  which  had  not  been  previously  surveyed  by 
the  general  government.  The  lake  beds  of  the  state  were  mean- 
dered and  excluded  from  the  government  survey.  No  part  of 
the  same  has  ever  been  sold  c)r  located  by  warrant  or  scrip, 
hence  tlie  Wll  dc^es  not  and  cannot  apply  to  such  lake  beds. 

The  bill  further  provides: 

"In   <uch   settlement  am!   adju>tnieni    such    state  shall, 
upcjn  filing  pnji)er  relin((uisliment  and  waiver  to  the  land 
in  place,  or  the  surrender  of  swamp  land  indemnity  scrip 
or  certificates,  where  such  scrip  or  certificates  have  Ijeen 
isstied,  in  the  manner  to  he  prescriherl  by  the  secretary  of 
the  interior,   be  all(jwe<l  credited,  and   paid   the  purchase 
money  actually  received  by  the  United  States  therefor,  and 
net  more,  and  in  no  case  to  exceed  one  dollar  and  twenty, 
five  cents  jier  acre,  for  all  <  f  such  lands  situated  therein 
have  been  erroneously  sf  Id,  and  indemnity  in  cash  fo|-    '  ^ 
those  erroneously  located  liV  warrant  or  scrip  therein  s^\^ 
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This  clearly  states  the  purpose  of  the  bill,  which  is  to  pay 
the  several  states  the  value  of  the  swamp  lands  which  had  been 
erroneously  sold,  or  erroneously  located  by  warrant  or  scrip, 
under  the  original  government  survey,  at  a  price  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre.  As  none  of  the  lake 
beds  were  ever  erroneously  sold  by  the  government,  or  erron- 
eously located  by  warrant  or  scrip,  they  cannot  be  affected  in 
any  way  by  the  bill,  and  the  rights  of  the  state  therein  will  not 
be  prejudiced  by  its  passage.

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction — Powers  of — 
Has  authority  to  prescribe  the  conditions  under  which 
county  superintendents  shall  issue  certificates,  and  to 
prescribe  the  names  and  character  of  certificates — Has 
authority  to  specify  the  minimum  age  of  applicants  to 
whom  certificates  may  be  issued.  It  is  not  a  com- 
pliance with  the  law  to  permit  an  applicant  to  write 
out  an  examination  in  the  presence  of  the  county 
superintendent  of  one  county  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  county  superintendent  of  another  county  for 
examination. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  April  21st  as  to  the 
powers  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  conferred  by 
statute.   I   submit  the  following  opinion: 

Section  2622  of  the  code  provides: 

**He  (the  superintendent  of  public  instruction)  shall  be 
charged  with  the  general  supervision  of  all  the  county 
superintendents  and  the  common  schools  of  the  state." 
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Section  2735  piovides: 

"He  (the  county  superintendent)  shall  at  all  times  com- 
ply with  the  direction  uf  the  suiierintendent  of  public  in- 
struction in  all  matters  within  that  officer*s  jurisdiction, 
.  and  serve  as  the  organ  of  communication  Ix'tween  him  and 
school  township,  district  or  independent  district  authori- 
ties, and  transmit  to  them  or  the  teachers  thereof,  al! 
blanks,  circulars  or  other  comrfiunications  designed  for 
them." 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  enacting  these  stat- 
utes to  give  to  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  the  gen- 
eral supen  ision  over  all  school  matters  in  the  state*  and  to  make 
the  county  superintendent  of  schtx)Is  in  each  county  the  means 
whereby  the  rulings  and  acts  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  are  conveyed  to  or  communicated  to  the  persons 
within  the  county. 

Under  the  power  so  conferred  by  the  legislature,  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  has  authority  to  prescril>e  the  con- 
ditions under  which  county  superintendents  shall  issue  certifi- 
cates to  applicants  therefor,  and  to  prescril>e  the  names  and 
character  of  the  certificates  to  be  issued  by  the  c^mnty  superin- 
tendents. 

I  think  it  is  also  within  the  power  of  the  superintendent  of 
l>ublic  instruction  to  specify  the  mininnnn  age  of  applicants  to 
whom  certificates  may  l>e  issued  In'  county  5uperinten<lents. 

It  was  clearly  the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  framing  the 
school  law  that  every  applicant  for  a  certificate  should  apj>ear  in 
I>erson  Ixrfure  the  county  superintendent  to  whom  application 
is  made  for  a  certificate,  and  submit  to  an  examination  by  him 
and  in  his  presence.  It  is  not.  in  my  opinion,  a  compliance  with 
the  law  to  permit  an  applicant  to  write  out  an  examination  in 
the  presence  of  the  county  superintendent  of  one  county,  and 
forw'ard  the  same  to  the  county  superintendent  of  another 
county  for  examination,  with  tlie  request  that  a  certificate  Ix 
issueil  to  the  applicant  if  entitled  therett>.  There  are  many  rea* 
5ons  which  will  readily  suggest  themselves  why  an  applic^^^t 
should  appear  in  person  before  the  county  superintendent  fr^^,^^ 
whom  a  certificate  to  teach  a  public  school  is  asked;  anc\ 
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was  contemplated  by  the  legislature  in  prescribing  the  examina^ 
tions  to  which  applicants  are  required  to  submit  before  receiv- 
ing a  certificate  to  teach.

Banks — Capital  Stock  Thereof  Invested  in  Government 
Bonds— Taxation — It  is  held  that  state  and  savings 
banks  and  loan  and  trust  companies  cannot  deduct  the 
amount  of  their  capital  invested  in  government  bonds 
from  assessment  made  upon  the  shares  of  stock  of  such 
associations. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  29th  ult.  enclosing- 
a  letter  of  Mr.  S.  B.  Reed,  county  attorney  of  Black  Hawk 
county,  and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  of  a  bank  which  is  invested  in  government 
bonds  can  be  deducted  from  the  assessable  value  of  the  shares  of 
stock  of  such  bank  when  the  value  of  such  shares  is  assessed  to 
shareholders  or  to  the  bank. 

Section  1322  of  the  code  provides: 

"Shares  of  stock  of  national  banks  shall  be  assessed  to 
the  individual  shareholders  at  the  place  where  the  l>ank  is 
located.  Shares  of  stock  of  state  and  savings  banks  and 
lean  and  trust  companies  shall  be  assessed  to  such 
l>anks  and  loan  and  trust  comj^anies  and  not  to  the  indi- 
vidual stockholders." 

It  is  also  provided  in  such  section  that  the  officers  of  national 
banks  shall  furnish  the  assessor  with  a  list  of  all  the  stockholders 
and  the  number  of  shares  owned  by  each,  and  the  assessor  shall 
list  to  each  stockholder,  under  the  head  of  corporation  stock,  the 
total  value  of  such  shares.     The  section   furtlier  provides  the 
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manner  and  methtxl  by  which  the  assessor  shall  arrive  at  the 
value  of  the  shares  so  listed  by  him. 

The  question  to  be  determined  is  whether  the  shareholders 
of  the  stock  so  listed  and  assessed  can    have  the    value  of  the

government  btrnds,  deducted  from  the  value  of  the  i?t<xk  ascer- 
tained by  the  assessor  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  1322. 

The  questicti  as  to  whether  a  national  bank  has  the  ri^rht  to 
deduct  the  amount  of  its  capital  invested  in  government  lionds 
from  the  value  of  its  shares  of  stock  when  such  shares  are  as- 
sessed to  the  stockholders,  first  arose  in  the  case  of  l\jn  Allen 
V.  Assessors,  3  W'allace.  575.  Mr.  Justice  Nelson  in  delivering 
the  opinion  of  the  court  in  that  case,  said : 

**T1ie  main  and  important  question  involved,  and  the  one 
which  has  been  argue<t  at  leng-th  and  with  eminent  ability, 
is  whether  the  state  poj^sesses  the  [xnver  to  authorize  the 
taxation  of  the  shares  rf  these  national  banks  in  the  hcUids 
of  stockholders  whose  capital  is  wholly  invested  in  stock 
and  bonds  of  the  United  States? 

"The  court  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  power  is  pos- 
sessed by  the  state,  and  that  it  is  due  to  the  several  cases 
w^hich  have  \ieen  so  fully  and  satisfactorily  argued  l>efr^re 
us  at  this  term,  as  well  as  to  the  public  interest  involved, 
that  the  question  should  be  finally  disposed  of.     *     *     * 

"The  suggestion  is,  that  it  is  a  tax  by  the  state  upon  the 
bonds  of  the  government  which  constitute  die  ca[>ital  of  the 
lank,  and  which  this  court  has  therefore  decided  to  lye  il- 
legal. But  this  suggestion  is  scarcely  well  founde<L  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
Tlie  tax  is  the  condition  for  the  new  rights  and  privileges 
conferred  upon  these  associations. 

•*But.  in  addition  to  this  view,  the  tax  on  the  shares  is 
not  a  tax  on  the  capital  of  the  Ixmk.  The  corporation  is 
the  legal  owner  of  all  the  prosier ty  of  the  bank,  real  and 
persotiah  and  within  the  pijwers  conferred  ui>on  it  by  the 
cliarter,  and  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  created,  can 
deal  with  the  corporate  property  as  absolutely  as  a  private 
individual  can  deal  with  his  (»wn.     *     *     * 

"The  interest  of  the  shareholder  entitles  him  to  parti^^J^ 
pate  in  the  net  profits  earned  by  the  l>ank  in  the  employn^     ^ 
of  its  capital,  during  the  existence  of  its  charter,  in  prc^ 
4  T^^^ 
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tion  to  the  number  of  his  shares;  and,  upon  its  dissolution 
or  termination,  to  his  proportion  of  the  property  that  may 
remain  of  the  corporation  after  the  payment  of  its  debts. 
This  is  a  distinct  independent  interest  or  property,  held  by 
the  shareholder  like  any  other  property  that  may  belong 
to  him.  Now,  it  is  this  interest  which  the  act  ,of  congress 
has  left  subject  to  taxation  by  the  states,  under  the  limita- 
tions prescribed." 

The  principle  thus  enunciated  by  Mr.  Justice  Nelson  has  since 
been  reaffirmed  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  and 
followed  by  subsequent  decisions. 

In  First  National  Bank  v.  Farivell,  lo  Bissell,  270  (U.  S.  Cir- 
cuit Court),  it  is  said: 

**This  is  a  bill  filed  by  the  plaintiff  to  restrain  by  injunc- 
tion the  collection  of  a  tax  by  the  defendant,  for  the  reason, 
as  alleged,  that  this  provision  of  the  statute  has  been  vio- 
lated by  the  assessment  of  the  shares  cf  stock  of  the  plain- 
tiff in  this  case.  It  is  stated  in  the  bill  that  no  allowance 
was  made  by  the  assessors  for  the  amount  of  capital  and 
surplus  invested  in  government  bonds.  This  is  answered, 
showing  that  such  allowance  need  not  be  made,  by  the  case 
of  Van  Allen  v.  Assessors,  and  the  case  of  People  v.  Com- 
missioners, 4  Wall.,  244.'' 

In  Exchange  National  Bank  v.  Miller,  19  Fed.  Rep.,  379,  it 
is  said: 

^'Unless  the  taxation  on  the  shares  in  national  banks  is 
indirectly  a  tax  on  the  proi:)erty  of  the  bank,  there  is  no 
discrimination  in  favor  of  the  individual  banker,  and  the 
unincor[X)rated  bank.  But  in  Van  Allen  v.  Assessors,  3 
Wall.,  573,  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  decided 
that  a  tax  on  the  shares  is  not  a  tax  on  the  capital  of  the 
bank.  They  state  as  a  familiar  law  that  the  corporation  is 
the  legal  owner  of  all  the  property  of  the  bank,  real  and 
personal,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  shareholder  is  a  dis- 
tinct independent  interest  or  property,  held  by  the  share- 
holder like  any  other  property  that  may  belong  to  him, 
and  that  it  is  this  interest  which  the  act  of  congress  has 
left  subject  to  taxation  by  the  states.  Chief  Justice  Chase 
for  himself  and  associates.  Justices  Wayne  and  Swayne,  in 
a  dissenting  opinion  argued  with  great  power  that  taxation 
on    shares    in    national    banks,    without    reference    to   the 
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amount  (if  their  capital  invested  in  bonfls  of  tlie  L'liitetl 
States,  was  acuial,  thuugh  indirect,  taxation  of  the  b<3nds, 
but  the  holding  of  the  majority  of  the  court  was  -affirmed 
in  Pcof^lc  r.  Couimissioners,  4  Walh,  244,  and  has  since 
remained  I  as  settled  law.  So  that  the  dissenting  opinion  of 
the  Chief  Justice  only  strengthens  the  authority  of  J 'an 
Allen  t'.  Assessors." 

Under  these  decisions  it  is  clear  that  the  stock  of  a  national 
Imnk  may  be  assessed  iu  the  luilder  tliereof  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion 1322  of  the  code,  and  that  neither  the  shareholder  nor  the 
bank  is  entitled  to  have  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
bank  invested  in  government  Ixnids  dednctetl  from  the  value  of 
the  shares  so  assessed.  All  that  is  required  is  that  the  shares 
of  stcxrk  of  a  national  l>ank  so  assessed  to  the  shareholders  shall 
not  be  assessed  and  taxed  at  a  t^reater  rate  than  is  assessed  upon 
other  moneyed  capital  in  the  hands  of  individuals  of  such  state; 
and  that  the  tax  so  imposed  under  tlie  laws  of  the  state  i\\¥m  the 
shares  of  national  l>ank  associations  shall  not  exceed  the  rate 
imposed  upon  the  shares  of  banks  organized  under  the  antht>r- 
ity  of  the  state  where  sucli  national  bank  is  located. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  1322,  the  shares  of  state  and 
savings  l>anks  and  loan  and  trust  companies  must  l:>e  assessed  to 
the  Ixmk  or  company,  and  the  questions  arise : 

First — Does  the  provision  of  the  statute,  under  which  the 
shares  of  state  and  savings  banks  are  assessed  in  a  different  man- 
ner from  those  of  national  banking  associations,  discriminate 
against  national  batiks  and  in  favor  of  state  and  savings  l^anks 
and  loan  and  trust  companies,  in  snch  mrmner  that  the  shares 
of  national  banking  associations  are  assessed  and  taxed  at  a  rate 
exceeding  that  im[>osed  upon  the  shares  of  state  and  savings 
banks  and  loan  and  trust  compatiies,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  congress? 

Second — Is  the  assessment  of  the  shares  of  state  and  savings 
b^nks  and  loan  and  trust  companies  under  the  statnte,  an  as- 
sessment of  iheir  capital  stcck  whicii  entitles  them  to  deduct 
l>ierefrom  the  amount  invested  in  government  bonds? 

The  provisions  of  the  present  statute,  relating  to  the  ^t^epsS' 
ment  of  shares  of  state  and  savings  banks  and  loan  ati^i         ^^ 


comjjanies.  were  enacted  by  the  Twenty-third  General  ^\^ 
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as  section  i  of  chapter  39  thereof.  This  statute  came  before 
the  supreme  court  of  the  state  for  construction  in  Ptimghar 
State  Bank  v.  Rerkk,  96  Iowa,  238.  It  was  there  claimed  that 
the  act  was  invaHd  because  in  violation  of  the  constitution  of 
the  state  in  that  it  made  an  unjust  discrimination  in  the  taxa- 
tion of  shares  of  banking  associations.  In  that  case  Mr.  Justice 
Robinson,  waiting  the  opinion  of  the  court,  said : 

'*The  fact  that  national  banks  and  banks  organized  un- 
der the  general  incorporation  laws  of  this  state  transact 
similar  kinds  of  business  does  not  show  that  they 
must  be  taxed  according  to  the  same  plan.  National  banks 
are  organized  and  exist  by  virtue  of  acts  of  congress.  They 
are  instruments  of  the  general  government,  designed  to  aid 
it  in  the  administration  of  a  branch  of  the  public  service. 
*  *  ♦  They  are  subject  to  regulations  and  limita- 
tions of  power  which  have  no  application  to  state  banks, 
and  constitute  a  class  of  corporations  which  may  be  prop- 
erly subjected  to  a  plan  of  taxation  different  from  that 
applied  to  state  banks.  The  latter  constitute  another  class, 
with  distinct  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  different 
restrictions,  and  may  properly  be  subject  to  a  plan  of' tax- 
ation applicable  only  to  that  and  similar  classes.  *  *  * 
In  the  case  of  Hubbard  v.  Board,  23  Iowa,  143,  a  distinc- 
tion based  upon  Van  Allen  v.  Assessors,  3  Wall.,  573,  be- 
tween taxing  the  capital  stock  and  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  and  the  shares  of  a  bank  was  recognized, 
but  it  cannot  with  any  justice  be  said  that  in- 
equality of  taxation  results  from  taxing  the  shares  separ- 
ately to  their  owner  and  taxing  them  collectively  to  the 
bank.  The  aggregate  capital  of  an  incorporated  bank  is 
virtually  owned  by  its  stockholders,  and  e^ich  share  repre- 
sents a  definite  part  of  the  whole.  Therefore,  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  taxes  levied  upon  the  separate  shares  would  be 
the  same  as  those  levied  upon  the  separate  shares  taken 
together,  or  upon  the  capital  stock." 

In  Davenport  National  Bank  i\  Board  of  Equalization,  6  \ 
Iowa,  140,  a  similar  question  was  presented  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state.  Under  the  statute  then  in  force  the  capital 
stock  of  state  and  savings  banks  was  assessed  directly  to  the 
bank,  and  the  shares  of  stock  of  national  banks  were  assessed 
to  the  shareholders.    It  was  claimed  by  the  Davenport  National 
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Bank  that  this  statute  unjustly  discriminated  against  the  assess- 
ment of  the  stock  of  national  banks  and  was  in  conflict  with 
the  act  of  congress  permitting  the  same  to  be  assessed  by  state 
authorities. 

The  point  was  there  made  that  a  state  or  savings  bank  might 
invest  its  capital  in  non-taxable  government  bonds,  and  deduct 
the  amount  so  invested  from  ihe  value  of  its  capital  stock  sub- 
ject to  assessment,  and  that  the  statute  directing  the  shares  of 
slock  of  national  banks  to  be  assessed  by  the  individual  stock- 
holders did  not  permit  the  capital  of  national  banks  invested  in 
government  bonds  to  be  deducted  from  the  assessed  value,  of 
the  stock;  and  for  that  reason  the  statute  discriminated  against 
the  assessment  of  shares  of  national  banks,  and  permitted  an 
assessment  thereof  at  a  rate  greater  than  that  imposed  upon 
the  shares  of  state  and  savings  banks. 

The  state  court  held  that  although  state  and  savings  banks 
might  deduct  the  amount  of  their  capital  invested  in  govern- 
ment bonds  from  the  assessable  value  of  their  property,  such 
fact  did  not  make  such  a  discrimination  between  banks  of  that 
class  and  national  banks  as  to  render  the  law  invalid.  The  case 
was  taken  from  the  state  court  to  the  United  States  court  upon 
a  writ  of  error,  and  the  decision  of  the  state  court  was  sus- 
tained. 123  U.  S.,  84.  Mr.  Justice  Miller,  delivering  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  said : 

"It  has  never  been  held  by  this  court  that  the  states  should 
abandon  systems  of  taxation  of  their  own  banks,  or  of 
money  in  the  hands  of  their  other  corporations,  which  they 
may  think  the  most  wise  and  efficient  modes  of  taxing  their 
own  corporate  organizations,  in  order  to  make  that  taxa- 
tion conform  to  the  system  of  taxing  the  national  banks 
upon  the  shares  of  their  stock  in  the  hands  of  their  owners. 
All  that  has  ever  been  held  to  be  necessary  is,  that  the  sys- 
tem of  state  taxation  of  its  own  citizens,  of  its  own  banks, 
and  of  its  own  corporations  shall  not  work  a  discrimina- 
tion unfavorable  to  the  holders  of  the  shares  of  the  national 
banks.  Nor  does  the  act  of  congress  require  ^nyn.^^o- 
more  than  this;  neither  its  language  nor  its  purpo^^^  ^ 
be  construed  to  go  any  farther.  Within  these  liinit.  ^7^^ 
manner  of  assessing  and  collecting  all  taxes  by  th^  ^^  U^ 
is  uncontrolled  by  the  act  of  congress.  ^ta^^^ 
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**In  the  case  before  us  the  same  rate  per  cent  is  assessed 
ujx)!!  the  capital  of  the  savings  banks  as  upon  the  shares  of 
the  national  banks.  It  does  net  satisfactorily  appear  from 
anything  found  in  this  record  that  this  tax  upon  the  mon- 
eyed capital  of  the  savings  banks  is  not  as  great  as  that 
upon  the  shares  of  stock  in  the  national  banks.  It  is  not 
necessary  nor  a  probable  inference  from  anything  in  this 
system  of  taxation  that  it  should  be  so,  and  it  is  not  shown 
by  any  actual  facts  in  the  record  that  it  is  so.  If  then 
neither  the  necessary,  usual  or  probable  effect  of  the  system 
of  assessment  discriminates  in  favor  of  the  savings  banks 
against  the  national  banks  upon  the  face  of  the  statute, 
nor  any  evidence  given  of  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to 
make  such  a  discrimination,  nor  any  proof  that  it  works 
an  actual  and  material  discrimination,  it  is  not  a  case  for 
this  court  to  hold  the  statute  unconstitutional." 

The  statute  w^hich  w^as  upheld  by  the  courts  provided  for  the 
assessment  of  the  capital  stock  of  state  and  savings  banks,  and 
clearly  gave  them  the  right  to  deduct  therefrom  the  amount 
invested  in  government  bonds. 

Under  the  present  statute  the  capital  stock  of  these  institu- 
tions cannot  be  assessed.  The  assessment  must  be  made  upon 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  owned  by  the  shareholders.  If 
the  method  of  assessment  provided  for  by  the  former  statute 
was  not  such  a  discrimination  as  to  make  the  law  invalid,  it  is 
clear  that  no  such  discrimination  exists  in  the  present  statute. 

It  is  true  that  in  enacting  the  present  statute  the  clause,  **but 
not  at  a  greater  rate  than  is  assessed  on  other  moneyed  capital 
in  the  hands  of  individuals,''  was  omitted.  Such  omission  can- 
not, however,  in  any  wise  aflfect  the  validity  of  the  statute  if  the 
provisions  thereof  do  not  in  fact  discriminate  in  favor  of  state 
and  savings  banks  and  against  the  taxing  of  the  shares  of  na- 
tional banking  associations.  Neither  the  necessary,  usual  nor 
probable  effect  of  the  s\^tem  of  assessment  under  the  present 
statute  discriminates  in  favor  of  state  and  savings  banks  and 
against  national  banking  associations,  and  no  evidence  of  the 
intention  of  the  legislature  to  make  such  a  discrimination  ap- 
pears from  the  provisions  of  the  statute. 

The  question,  whether  a  statute  discriminates  in  favor  of  state 
banks  and   against  national   banks,   must  be  determined   from 
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the  provisinns  provirling-  for  the  niethotl  of  a^ses.smcnt :  and  a 
statute  migfht  be  clearly  invalid  because  of  such  discrimination 
and  yet  contain  the  clause  incorporated  in  the  former  statute. 

Under  the  present  statute,  the  shares  of  all  bankincj^  associri- 
linns  in  the  state  are  to  be  assessed  at  twenty-tive  per  cent  of 
their  actual  value.  Upon  such  assessment  the  amount  of  the 
tax  levied  is  laid  equally  on  all.  There  can  be  no  discrimination. 
F.ach  equally  l^ars  its  just  proportion  of  the  burden  of  taxation, 
und  no  more. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  cases  cited  and  the  principles  of 
law  eiuinciated  thereby,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
present  statute,  which  provides  the  manner  of  assessinjr  the 
strnrk  of  national  bank  assrciations  and  state  and  savings  banks 
and  loan  and  trust  companies,  is  valid,  and  that  national  bank- 
ing associations  are  not  entitled  to  deduct  the  amount  of  their 
capital  invested  in  government  Ijonds  from  the  assessment  of 
I  heir  shares  of  stock. 

The  question  whether  state  and  savings  banks  and  loan  and 
trust  companies  are  entitled  to  deduct  the  amount  of  their  cap- 
ital invested  in  government  bcnits  is  not  of  so  easy  solution. 

It  can  be  urged  with  considerable  force  that  the  assessment 
of  the  shares  of  stock  of  these  institutions  to  the  Imnks  and  trust 
companies,  is  in  fact  an  assessment  of  their  capital  stock,  and 
that  they  have  the  right,  therefore,  to  deduct  from  such  assess- 
ment the  amount  invested  in  government  bonds.  I  think,  how- 
ever, upon  a  careful  consideration  of  the  question  the  conclusion 
must  l>e  reached  that  the  assessment  of  the  shares  of  these  in- 
stitutions is  not  an  assessment  of  their  capital  stock. 

The  capital  stock  is  owned  In*  the  corporation;  the  shares  are 
owned  by  the  stockholders.  Each  exists  as  a  class  of  distinct 
and  indeffendent  property.  The  value  of  the  shares  dct^endi?. 
iTix>n  the  earning  capacity  of  tlie  corporation  and  may  greatly 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  capita!  stock.  While  the  capital  stock 
of  a  batik  is  an  important  element  in  the  value  of  its  shares^  it 
is  not  the  only  element  of  such  value.  Under  the  charter  cjf 
corporation,  the  stockh(»l<ler  enjoys 
are  independent  of  the  value  of  the  capital  stcxrk  of  the  \ 
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such  new  uses  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  charter  of  the 
association. 

The  corporation  is  the  legal  owner  of  all  of  the  property  of 
the  bank,  real  and  personal,  and,  within  the  powers  conferred 
upon  it  by  the  charter,  and  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
created,  can  deal  with  the  corporate  property  as  absolutely  as  a 
private  individual  can  deal  with  his  own.  The  shares  of  stock 
are  not  the  property  of  the  corporation.  They  are  owned  by  the 
shareholders.  The  interest  of  the  shareholder  entitles  him  to 
participate  in  the  net  profits  earned  by  the  bank,  and  upon  its 
dissolution  or  termination,  to  his  proportion  of  the  property  that 
may  remain  after  the  debts  of  the  corporation  are  paid.  This  is 
a  distinct,  independent  interest  or  property  held  by  the  share 
holder,  and  it  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  provide  that  a 
tax  shall  be  levied  upon  such  interest  or  property  in  lieu 
of  any  other  tax  upon  the  property  owned  by  the  corporation. 
Van  Allen  v.  Assessors,  supra. 

In  Primgltar  State  Bank  v,  Rerick,  supra,  it  is  said : 

"But  as  the  capital  of  a  state  bank  is  really  owned  by  the 
stockholders,  and  is  reduced  by  the  amount  paid  for  taxes, 
its  value  is  reduced  by  a  sum  equal  to  that  paid,  and  the 
shareholders  do  in  effect  pay  the  taxes." 

This  view  is  fully  sustained  in  the  recent  case  of  Clcz'eland 
Trust  Company  v.  Lander,  reported  in  the  advance  sheets  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  Reports,  volume  9,  394.  It  is 
there  said : 

*****  the  contention  is  that  the  tax  on  the 
shares,  being  equivalent  to  a  tax  on  the  property  of  the 
Trust  Company,  there  must  be  deducted  from  the  value  of 
the  shares,  that  portion  of  the  capital  of  the  company  in- 
vested in  United  States  bonds. 

**The  answer  to  the  contention  is  obvious  and  may  be 
brief.  The  contention  destroys  the  separate  individuality 
recognized,  as  we  have  seen,  by  this  court  of  the  Trust 
Company  and  its  shareholders,  and  seeks  to  nullify  one 
provision  of  the  revised  statutes  of  the  United  States,  by 
another  between  which  there  is  no  want  of  harmony.  And 
what  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  or  what  the 
rtatutes  of  the  state  require,  as  to  taxation,  must  be  left 
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to  be  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  state;  and 
whether  that  court  has  decided  logically  or  illogically  that 
a  tax  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  on  the 
shares  of  the  company  satisfies  the  constitution  of  the 
state  as  a  tax  on  the  corporation,  is  not  open  to  our  review 
or  objection.  The  manner  of  taxation  being  legal  under 
the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  its  effect  cannot  be  com- 
plained of  in  the  federal  tribunals." 

The  distinction  made  in  the  cases  cited,  between  the  capital 
stock  of  a  bank  and  its  shares  of  stock  owned  by .  its  share- 
holders, appears  to  me  to  be  logical  and  sound.  They  exist 
as  independent  and  distinct  properties.  Each  is  subject  to  tax- 
ation as  may  be  determined  by  the  legislature  of  the  state.  The 
levying  of  a  tax  upon  one  is  not  the  taxation  of  the  other. 

Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  the  question,  I  am  therefore 
of  the  opinion  that  state  and  savings  banks  and  loan  and  trust 
companies  cannot  deduct  the  amount  of  their  capital  invested  in 
government  bonds  from  an  assessment  made  upon  the  shares 
of  stock  of  such  associations.

Insurance  Companies— Place  where  Action  can  be  Com- 
menced UPON  Promissory  Notes— House  File  No.  78— 
Constitutionality  of.  It  is  held  that  the  above  bill  is 
unconstitutional  and  invalid  under  the  fourteenth 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  section  1  of  article  1  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  of  Iowa,  for  the  reason  that  it  arbitrarily  attempts 
a  classification  of  corporations  as  to  property  owned 
and  held  by  them  which  does  not  naturally  exist,  and 
is  not  framed  so  as  to  extend  to  and  embrace  equally 
all  persons  who  are  or  may  be  in  like  situation,  and 
abridges  the  right  of  such  corporations  to  sell  and 
transfer  property  legally  held  by  them  under  the  law 
of  the  state. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  a  brief 
as  to  the  constitutionality  of  House  file  No.  78,  relating  to  the 
place  w^here  action  can  be  commenced  upon  promissory  notes 
made  to  insurance  companies. 

At  the  outset  of  this  question  two  fundamental  propositions 
are  presented : 

First — That  corporations  are  persons  within  the  provisions 
of  the  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  the  rights  and  securities  guaranteed  to  persons 
by  that  instrument  cannot  be  disregarded  in  respect  to  these 
artificial  entities,  any  more  than  they  can  be  in  respect  to  the 
individuals  who  are  the  equitable  owners  of  the  property  be- 
longing to  such  corporations. 

A  state  has  no  more  power  to  deny  corporations  equal  pro- 
tection of  the  law  than  it  has  to  deny  such  protection  to  indiv- 
idual citizens.

Second — ^.\ll  classification  for  legislative  purposes  must  have 
some  reasonable  basis  iipcn  which  to  stand.  It  must  always  rest 
upon  some  difference  which  bears  a  reasonable  and  just  relation 
to  the  act  in  respect  to  which  the  classificatiou  is  propfjsed,  and 
can  never  be  made  arbitrarily  and  without  such  basis. 

The  differences  which  will  support  class  legislatinn  must  be 
such  as  in  the  nature  of  things  to  fnnitsb  a  reasonable  basis  for 
t-eparate  laws  and  regtdatious.

In  Vanzant  t\  WaddcU  supra,  it  is  said: 

"Everj^  partial  or  private  law  which  directl}-  pmposes  to 
destroy  or  affect  individual  rights,  or  does  the  same  things 
In*  affording  remedies  leading  t'>  similar  consetiuences,  is 
unconstituti^  nal  and  vr)id.  Were  this  otherwise,  odious 
individuals  and  cnrporate  lx>dies  would  b/e  governed  by  one 
rule,  and  the  mass  of  community  whn  make  the  law,  by 
another/* 

In  Dibrell  z\  Morris'  Heirs,  supra,  it  is  ?aid : 

"We  conclude  upcn  a  review  ni  the  cases  referred  to 
above,  that  whetlier  a  statine  be  public  or  private,  general 
or  special  in  form,  if  it  attempts  to  create  distinctions  and 
classifications  between  citizens  rf  this  state,  the  basis  of 
i-uch  classification  must  \ye  natural  and  not  arbitrary;^* 

In  Bell's  Gap  Ry,  Co,  z'.  Pennsylvania,  it  is  said: 

"All  5nch  regulations,  and  those  of  like  character,  so 
long  as  they  proceed  within  reasonable  limits  and  general 
usage,  are  williin  tlie  discretion  of  the  state  legislature,  or 
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the  people  of  the  state  framing  their  constitution.  But 
clear  and  hostile  discriminations  against  particular  persons 
and  classes,  especially  such  as  are  of  an  unusual  character, 
unknown  to  the  principles  of  our  government,  might  be 
obnoxious  to  the  constitutional  prohibition.'* 

In  Gulf,  Colorado  &  Santa  Fe  Ry,  Co,  v,  Ellis,  it  is  said : 

"Indeed,  the  statute  arbitrarily  singles  out  one  class  of 
debtors  and  punishes  it  for  a  failure  to  perform  certain 
duties— duties  which  are  equally  obligatory  upon  all 
debtors;  a  punishment  not  visited  by  reason  of  the  failvfre 
to  comply  with  any  proper  police  regulations,  or  for  the 
protection  of  the  laboring  classes  or  to  prevent  litigation 
about  trifling  matters,  or  in  consequence  of  any  special 
corporate  privileges  bestowed  by  the  state.  Unless  the  leg- 
islature may  arbitrarily  select  one  corporation  or  one  class 
of  corporations,  one  individual  or  one  class  of  individuals, 
and  visit  a  penalty  upon  them  which  is  not  imposed  itpon 
others  guilty  of  like  delinquency,  this  statute  cannot  be  sus- 
tained. 

"But  arbitrary  selection  can  never  be  justified  by  calling 
it  classification.  The  equal  protection  demanded  by  the 
fourteenth  amendment  forbids  this.  No  language  is  more 
worthy  of  frequent  and  thoughtful  consideration  than  these 
words  of  Mr.  Justice  M!atthews,  speaking  for  this  court,  in 
Yick  Wo  V.  Hopkins,  ii8  U.  S.,  356:  'When  we  consider 
the  nature  and  the  theory  of  our  institutions  of  govern- 
ment, the  principles  upon  which  they  are  supposed  to  rest, 
and  review  the  history  of  their  development,  we  are  con- 
strained to  conclude  that  they  do  not  mean  to  leave  room 
for  the  play  and  action  of  purely  personal  and  arbitrary 
power.'  " 

In  State  v.  Hammer,  42  N.  J.  Law,  439,  it  is  said: 

"The  true  principle  requires  something  mere  than  a  des- 
ignation by  characteristics  such  as  will  serve  to  classify, 
for  the  characteristics  which  thus  serve  as  a  basis  of  clas- 
sification must  h^  of  such  a  nature  as  to  mark  the  objects 
so  designated  as  peculiarly  recjuiring  exclusive  legislation. 
There  must  be  a  substantial  distinction,  having  reference  to 
the  subject  matter  of  the  proposed  legislation,  between  the 
objects  or  places  embraced  in  such  legislation  and  the  ob- 
jects and  places  excluded.  The  marks  of  distinction  on 
which  the  classification  is  founded  must  be  such,  in  the  na- 
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ture  cf  things,  as  will  in  some  reasonable  degree,  at  least, 
account  for  or  justify  the  restriction  of  the  legislation.'' 

In  Sutton  z\  State,  96  Tenn.,  6c/^,  the  rule  is  tersely  stated: 

**First,  it  must  be  so  formed  as  to  extend  to  and  em- 
brace ec[ua!Iy  all  i>ersons  who  are  or  may  l>e  in  the  like 
situation  or  circumstances;  and,  secondly,  the  classification 
must  be  natural  and  reasonable,  and  not  arbitrary  or  ca- 
pricious,'* 

Many  other  extracts  from  the  opinions  of  the  highest  courts 
in  the  coimtry  might  be  given  holding  the  same  doctrine,  but  it 
is  not  deemed  necessary  as  the  rule  contended  for  lias  been 
adopted  by  our  own  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  State  z\  Gar- 
hroski,  in  which  the  entire  question  is  al>ly  discussed  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court. 

The  bill  imder  consideration  provides  tiiat  no  action  shall  be 
brought  by  the  receiver  or  assigns  of  any  cnmpany.  *>r  any  as- 
signee or  endorsee  of  such  c( 'Oipany,  receiver  or  assignee,  against 
a  resident  of  this  state,  on  any  obligation  or  contract  for  pay- 
ment of  money  due  from  the  insured  on  contracts  of  insurance 
at  a  place  other  than  in  the  county  where  tli^  dcfen<lant  resides. 

By  the  provisions  of  this  act  one  class  of  corporations  is  sin- 
gled out  and  prohibited  from  transferring  contracts  which  they 
may  hold  for  the  payment  of  money.  It  is  a  well  Icnown 
fact  that  corporations,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  insuring 
property  and  lives,  in  many  cases  accept  from  tlie  ] person  vvhnid 
they  insure,  negotiable  promissory  nutes  fcjr  the  premiums 
agreed  10  be  paid  by  the  insured.  The  obligation  of  the  cotn- 
pany  to  pay  the  loss  of  the  insured,  if  any  occurs,  is  a  good  con- 
sideration (or  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  promissorv 
til>ligations :  and  the  making  and  rlehvery  of  such  notes  on  the 
Other  hand  is  equally  a  good  consideration  for  the  ol>ligatii>n 
of  the  company  to  pay  to  the  insured  his  loss,  if  .any  occurs. 
In  the  hands  of  the  insurance  company  these  are  valid  obliga- 
tions, and  a  part  of  the  property  and  assets  of  the  company.  If 
they  ct^ntain  1  provision  that  action  may  be  brouglit  against  the 
insured  at  the  place  where  the  home  office  of  the  company  Is 
located,  such  provision  is  a  valid  contract,  binding  upon  the 
maker  of  the  obligation,  and  in  the  practical  carrying  on  of  the 
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business  of  insurance  increases  the  commercial  value  of  the  ob- 
ligation. 

If  the  bill  under  consideration  should  become  a  law,  the  in- 
surance company  holding  notes  which,  by  their  terms,  were  pay- 
able at  the  home  office  of  the  company,  would  be  absolutely 
prohibited  from  transferring  or  assigning  the  entire  contract 
to  any  other  person.  That  is,  if  it  should  be  deemed  necessary 
to  the  best  interests  of  an  insurance  comi>any  to  sell  and  transfer 
a  part  of  its  assets,  consisting  of  such  promissory  notes,  for  the 
purpose  of  meeting  its  losses  and  liabilities,  such  contracts  in 
the  hands  of  an  assignee  of  the  company  would,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill,  become  a  different  contract  than  the  same  in- 
strument was  in  the  hands  of  the  original  holder. 

The  right  to  sell  arid  transfer  the  property  of  insurance  cor- 
porations is  sought  to  be  abridged  by  the  provisions  of  the  act. 
The  contract  as  originally  entered  into  between  the  insured  and 
the  insurer  is  attempted  to  be  modified,  altered,  changed  and 
abridged  by  the  transfer  of  such  contract  by  the  original  holder 
thereof. 

The  right  to  possess  property,  to  sell  and  alienate  the  same, 
to  make  contracts  in  regard  thereto,  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
the  payment  of  money,  and  to  sell,  assign  and  transfer  the  same, 
has  always  been  held  an  indefeasible  right,  in  the  exercise  of 
which  every  person  is  protected  under  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution. 

Jmies  z\  Great  Southern  Hotel  Co,,  79  Fed.  Rep., 
481. 

In  Stratton  Claimants  v.  Morris,  89  Tenn.,  497,  it  is  said: 

"When  the  constitution  of  this  state  was  framed,  the 
right  to  own,  to  hold,  to  enjoy,  to  alien,  to  devise  and  to 
transmit  property  by  inheritance,  was  enjoyed  to  the  full- 
ness and  perfection  of  absolute  right,  and  one  of  the  ob- 
jects of  the  constitution  was  to  protect  and  preserve  this 
right.  To  take  from  property  its  chief  element  of  value,  and 
to  deny  the  citizen  the  right  to  use  and  transfer  it  in  any 
proper  and  legitimate  method,  is  as  much  depriving  him  of 
his  property  as  if  the  property  itself  was  taken.'* 

If  the  legislature  had  undertaken  to  prohibit  insurance  cor- 
porations, and  persons  for  whom  insurance  contracts  are  made. 
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from  providing-  that  promissory  notes  given  for  insurance 
premiums  should  not  be  made  payable  at  the  home  office  of  the 
insurance  company,  it  might  be  well  said  that  such -act  of  the 
ligislature  would  be  void,  for  the  reason  that  it  interfered  with 
the  liberty  of  contract.  Such  contracts  are  now  lawfully  exe- 
cuted between  the  insurer  and  the  insured,  and  when  so  executed 
cmd  delivered  become  the  property  of  the  insurer,  and  the  right 
of  the  insurance  company  to  enjoy,  transfer,  sell  and  dispose  of 
such  contracts,  and  confer  upon  its  assignee  the  same  rights 
with  the  insurance  company  held  before  the  transfer,  is  in  my 
judgment  as  much  a  part  of  the  liberty  of  contract,  guaranteed 
to  every  person  under  *the  constitution,  as  is  the  right  to  orig- 
inally take  such  promissory  notes. 

The  right  to  own  property,  to  be  protected  in  the  right  use 
thereof,  and  to  enjoy,  exchange,  transfer  or  transmit  it,  can  not 
be  taken  from  the  citizen  by  arbitrary  enactment  of  the  legisla- 
ture. 

"To  forbid  an  individual  or  a  class  the  right  to  the  acqui- 
sition or  enjoyment  of  property  in  such  manner  as  should 
be  permitted  to  a  community  at  large,  w^ould  be  to  deprive 
them  of  liberty  in  particulars  of  primary  importance  to 
their  pursuit  of  happiness.'* 

Cooley  on  Constitutional  Limitations,  6th  ed.,  484. 

"And  those  who  should  claim  a  right  to  do  so  ought  to 
be  able  to  show  a  specific  authority  therefor,  instead  of 
calling  upon  others  to  show  how  and  where  ^he  authority 
is  negatived."     Ibid. 

No  valid  reason  can  be  given  why  a  promissory  note,  executed 
and  delivered  in  consideration  of  a  contract  of  insurance,  should 
not  stand  upon  the  same  footing,  so  far  as  the  right  of  the 
holder  to  transfer  the  same  is  concerned,  as  a  note  given  for 
any  commodity  or  for  any  other  valid  consideration. 

The  act  of  the  legislature  attempts  to  create  a  distinction  and 
classification  between  one  class  of  corporations  and  other  per- 
sons within  the  state,  which  does  not  exist  naturally,  or  furnish 
a  reasonable  basis  for  separate  laws  and  regulations.  The  clas- 
sification is  unnatural  and  arbitrary,  as  there  exists  no  substan- 
tial distinction  between  promissory  obligations  and  other  prop^

erty  held  by  an  insurance  company,  and  obligations  and  property 
held  by  other  corporations  within  the  state. 

For  the  reason  that  the  act  thus  arbitrarily  attempts  a  classi- 
fication of  corporations  as  to  property  owned  and  held  by  them^ 
which  does  not  naturally  exist,  and  is  not  framed  so  as  to  extend 
to  and  embrace  equally  all  persons  who  are  or  may  be  in  like 
situation,  and  abridges  the  right  of  such  corporations  to  sell  and 
transfer  property  legally  held  by  them  under  the  law  of  the 
state,  the  act  is,  in  my  opinion,  invalid  under  the  fourteenth 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  sec- 
tion I  of  article  i  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Iowa.

Shipment  of  Grain  Within  the  State— A  shipment  of 
grain  from  one  point  within  the  state  to  another  point 
within  the  state  is  not  an  interstate  transaction,  and 
the  state  board  of  railway  commissioners  has  full  power 
in  the  premises. 

Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.  asking 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  shipment  of  grain  from  a  point  in 
the  state  of  Iowa  on  one  line  of  railway,  to  Council  Bluffs,  an- 
other point  within  the  state,  there  to  be  taken  by  the  consignor 
and  by  him  reshipped  to  some  other  point  without  the  state  of 
Iowa,  falls  within  the  interstate  commerce,  or  whether  it  is 
the  transix)rtation  of  property  by  a  common  carrier  wholly 
within  the  state,  and  therefore  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  of  the  state.  In  reply  I  sub- 
mit the  following  opinion: 

The  case  as  stated  by  your  secretary,  and  as  I  understand  it,, 
is  this: 
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The  A.  A.  Berry  Seed  Company  of  Clarinda,  Iowa,  have  seed 
com  in  the  possession  of  their  agent  at  Sloan,  Iowa.  They  de- 
sire to  ship  this  corn  from  Sloan,  Iowa,  to  Council  Bluffs, 
Iowa,  over  the  Chicago  &  North-Western  Railway,  and  have 
applied  for  cars  for  that  purpose,  which  have  been  refused  on 
the  ground  that  the  transportation  from  Sloan  to  Council  Bluffs 
constitutes  only  a  part  of  the  carriage  of  the  corn,  as  it  is  de- 
signed to  be  shipped  to  points  beyond  the  state,  the  purpose  of 
the  Berry  Seed  Company  being  to  bill  the  corn  from  Sloan  to 
Council  Bluffs,  and  there  have  the  same  delivered  to  them  to 
be  afterward  reshipped  by  them  to  its  destination  over  another 
line  of  railway. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  contention  of  the  Chicago 
&  North-Westem  Railway  can  not  be  maintained.  The  case 
does  not  fall  within  the  class  which  has  been  declared  by  the 
courts  to  be  interstate  commerce. 

It  is  unquestionably  true  that  where  goods  are  delivered  to 
a  common  carrier  which  only  transports  the  same  within  the 
limits  of  a  state,  and  then  delivers  them  to  another  common  car- 
rier for  transportation  to  a  point  beyond  the  state  line,  the  trans- 
portation by  the  first  carrier  is  interstate  commerce,  although 
it  does  not  take  the  goods  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state.  This 
was  held  in  the  leading  case  of  The  Daniel  Ball,  lo  Wall.,  557, 
and  the  principle  announced  therein  has  since  been  closely  ad- 
hered to  by  subsequent  decisions;  but  in  all  the  cases  where 
such  transportation  wholly  within  the  state  has  been  held  to  be 
interstate  commerce,  the  goods  or  property  delivered  to  the 
carrier  within  the  state  was  designed  to  be  transported  by  the 
and  delivered  to  another  common  carrier  to  be  transported  be- 
yond the  state,  without  again  coming  into  the  possession  of  the 
consignor  before  delivery  to  the  consignee.  • 

In  the  case  under  consideration  the  property  is  to  be  delivered 
to  a  common  carrier  at  a  point  within  the  state,  and  by  it  con- 
veyed to  another  point  within  the  state,  ^nd  there  delivered  to 
the  consignor.  When  it  is  so  delivered  the  consignor  is  at  lib- 
eity  to  deliver  it  to  another  common  carrier  to  be  transported 
beyond  the  state,  or  to  make  such  other  disposition  thereof  as 
he  may  see  fit.  So  far  as  the  first  common  carrier  is  concerned, 
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its  entire  responsibility  ceases  when  it  delivers  the  goods  to  the 
consignor  at  the  place  of  destination  within  the  state;  and  so 
far  as  such  carrier  is  concerned  it  is  purely  a  transaction  wholly 
within  the  state  and  does  not  come  within  the  rules  of  interstate 
commerce. 

No  reason  can  be  assigned  why  a  common  carrier  should  re- 
fuse to  accept  goods  or  projDerty  tendered  to  it  for  transporta- 
tion l^etween  two  points  within  the  state,  because  the  owner 
thereof  to  whom  such  property  is  to  be  delivered  at  the  destina- 
tion within  the  state,  intends  to  reship  the  same  over  the  line  of 
some  other  common  carrier  to  a  point  without  the  state.  The 
transaction,  so  far  as  the  original  carrier  is  concerned,  begins 
and  ends  within  the  state,  and  is  therefore  not  only  not  within 
the  rules  of  interstate  commerce,  but  is  within  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  state  board  of  railroad  commissioners. 

If  the  A.  A.  Berry  Seed  Company  wishes  to  ship  its  corn  at 
Sloan  to  Council  Bluffs  for  distribution  to  other  points  outside 
of  the  state,  it  has  the  absolute  right  to  do  so,  and  the  North- 
western Railway  Company  must  furnish  it  cars  and  facilities 
for  such  shipment;  and  so  far  as  that  company  is  concerned,  it 
is  wholly  immaterial  what  disposition  the  seed  company  makes 
of  the  property  after  it  is  delivered  to  them  at  Council  Bluffs. 

It  is  not  an  interstate  transaction,  and  the  state  board  of  rail- 
way commissioners  has  full  power  in  the  premises.

Board  of  Control— Teachers  Employed  in  the  School 
FOR  Deaf  and  Dumb— Compensation  of— It  is  held 
that  the  state  is  liable  for  whatever  damages  the 
teachers  may  sustain  by  reason  of  its  inability  to 
furnish  the  facilities  necessary  to  carry  out  contracts. 
Such  damage  cannot  exceed  the  amount  of  the  salary 
agreed  to  be  paid,  and  it  may  be  less  than  that  amount. 

Sirs— In  compliance  with  your  request  of  the  12th  inst.,  ask- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  board  of  control  should  pay 
the  teachers  who  were  employed  in  the  School  for  the  Deaf  at 
Council  Bluflfs  for  tlie  entire  period  for  which  they  contracted 
to  teach,  I  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  request  I  have  received  from  Super- 
intendent Rothert  certified  copies  of  the  request  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  school  for  an  application  by  the  teacher  for  a  po- 
sition therein,  the  application  made  by  the  teacher,  and  the  ac- 
ceptance thereof  by  the  superintendent.  Each  of  these  contains 
a  provision  that  if  the  application  is  accepted,  the  request,  appli- 
ication  and  acceptance  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  contract.  Such 
provision  is  perhaps  surplusage,  as  the  application  and  accept- 
ance clearly  amount  to  a  written  contract  between  the  agent  of 
the  state  upon  the  one  part,  and  the  teacher  upon  the  other, 
whereby  the  superintendent  of  the  school  acting  for  the  state 
agrees  to  employ  the  teacher  for  the  term  named  in  the  applica- 
tion and  acceptance,  and  to  pay  the  salary  therein  specified ;  and 
the  teacher,  upon  the  other  part,  agrees  that  she  will  teach  in 
the  institution,  and  perform  the  duties  required  as  such  teacher, 
for  the  term  named  in  the  contract  in  consideration  of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salary  specified,  sickness,  death  or  dismissal  alone 
preventing. 

Such  a  contract  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  prohibited  by  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  34  and  37  of  chapter  118  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly.  It  w^as  not  intended  by  the 
legislature  in  enacting  these  sections  to  prevent  the  state  from 
entering  into  contracts  with  teachers  in  the  public  institutions, 
whereby   they  obligated  themselves   to  teach    therein    for  the 
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school  year,  and  whereby  the  state  upon  its  part  became  bound 
for  their  employment  for  such  term.  The  contracts  made  be- 
tween Superintendent  Rothert  and  the  teachers  in  the  School 
for  the  Deaf  are,  therefore,  valid  contracts  between  the  state 
and  the  teachers,  and  both  parties  are  bound  thereby. 

By  such  contt-act  the  state  is  obligated  to  employ  the'  teacher 
for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  and  the  teacher  is  ob- 
ligated to  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  her  as  a 
teacher  in  the  school  during  that  period,  at  the  salary  fixed  by 
the  contract.  Neither  party  can  abandon  or  abrogate  the  con- 
tract without  the  consent  of  the  other.  It  can  only  be  termin- 
ated without  the  consent  of  the  teacher  when  she  is  discharged 
for  cause,  after  having  an  opportunity  to  meet  any  charges 
which  are  made. 

Under  the  contract  it  is  the  duty  of  the  state  to  furnish  proper 
facilities  for  the  work  which  the  teacher  is  obligated  to  perform, 
and  a  failure  to  do  so  is  a  breach  of  the  contract. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  the  state  furnished  to  the 
teachers  employed  in  the  school,  the  facilities  for  carrying  out 
their  contracts,  and  they  were  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
the  work  for  which  they  were  employed,  until  one  of  the  build- 
ings connected  with  the  school  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the 
state  by  reason  of  the  destruction  thereof  is  now  unable  to  carry 
out  its  contract. 

,  The  question  presented  is  whether  the  destruction  of  the 
building  by  fire,  and  the  inability  on  the  part  of  the  state  to  fur- 
nish to  the  teacher  the  facilities  necessary  to  carry  out  the  con- 
tract, releases  the  state  from  the  obligation  of  its  contract,  and 
relieves  it  from  liability  for  the  salary  agreed  to  be  paid. 

A  question  of  this  character  arose  in  this  state  in  1877  when 
the  Honorable  John  F.  Mcjunkin  was  attorney-general,  and 
was  referred  to  him  by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction. 
The  question  upon  which  he  was  called  to  express  an  opinion 
was  whether  a  school  district  was  liable  for  the  salaries  of 
teachers  employed  by  it  in  a  case  where  the  schoolhouse  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  it  was  impracticable  for  the  district  to 
procure  rooms  and  furnish  facilities  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
contracts  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  employed.    The  conclusion 
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of  Mr.  Mcjunkin  upon  this  question  was  that  the  destruction 
of  the  schoolhouse,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  impracticable  for 
the  district  to  procure  rooms  and  facilities  for  carrying  out  the 
contracts  with  the  teachers,  did  not  relieve  the  district  from  its 
liability  for  payment  of  their  salaries. 

A  similar  case  arose  in  Michigan  where  the  public  schools 
were  closed  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  smallpox,  and  the 
teachers  were  unable  to  carry  out  their  contracts  for  that  reason. 
The  district  refused  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  teachers,  and  an 
action  was  brought  by  one  of  them  to  recover  the  amount 
claimed  to  be  due  under  his  contract.  The  trial  court  sustained 
the  position  of  the  district.  An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  supreme 
court,  the  judgment  of  the  court  below  was  reversed,  and  the 
district  was  held  to  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers' 
salaries.  In  passing  upon  the  liability  of  the  district,  the  su- 
preme court  of  Michigan  said : 

"Beyond  controversy,  the  closing  of  the  schools  was  a 
wise  and  timely  expedient,  but  the  defense  interposed  can 
not  rest  on  that.  It  must  appear  that  observance  of  the 
contract  by  the  district  was  caused  to  be  impossible  by  act 
of  God.  It  is  not  enough  that  great  difficulties  were  en- 
countered, or  that  there  existed  urgent  and  satisfactory 
reasons  for  stopping  the  schools.  But  this  is  all  the  evi- 
dence tended  to  show.  The  contract  between  the  parties 
was  positive  and  for  lawful  objects.  On  one  side  school 
buildings  and  pupils  were  to  be  furnished,  and  on  the  other 
personal  service  as  a  teacher.  The  plaintiff  continued  ready 
to  perform,  but  the  district  refused  to  open  its  houses  and 
allow  the  attendance  of  pupils,  and  it  thereby  prevented 
performance  by  the  plaintiff.  Admitting  that  the  circum- 
stances justified  the  officers,  yet  there  is  no  rule  of  justice 
which  will  entitle  the  district  to  visit  its  own  misfortune 
upon  the  plaintiff."  Dezvey  v.  Alpena  Sch.  Dist,,  43  Mich., 
480. 

As  is  suggested  in  the  case  from  which  the  above  quotation 
is  taken,  unless  a  teacher  is  discharged  for  cause,  the  state  can 
only  be  excused  from  the  performance  of  the  contract  upon  its 
part  by  an  act  of  God. 

Does  the  destruction  of  the  building  by  fire,  which  prevents 
the  performance  of  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the  state  and  the 
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teacher,  fall  within  the  legal  definition  of  an  act  of  God?  Upon 
this  question  many  cases  might  be  cited,  but  I  will  content  my- 
self with  simply  saying  that  the  destruction  of  a  building  by  fire 
has  never  by  any  court,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  discover, 
been  held  to  fall  within  that  definition;  and  in  a  large  number 
of  cases  it  has  been  directly  held  that  the  destruction  of  a  build- 
ing by  fire  is  not  an  act  of  God,  which  excuses  the  performance 
of  a  contract,  and  such  is  now  the  well  settled  law  of  this  coun- 
try. 

Adanis  v.  Nichols,  19  Pick.,  275; 
Booth  V,  Spuytendnyvil  Rolling  Mill  Co.,  60  N.  Y., 
487. 

In  Trenton  Public  Schools  v,  Bennett,  2y  N.  J.  L.,  513,  it  is 
said: 

"No  rule  of  law  is  more  firmly  established  by  a  long 
train  of  decisions  than  this :  that  where  a  party,  by  his  own 
contract,  creates  a  duty  or  charge  upon  himself,  he  is 
bound  to  make  it  good  if  he  may,  notwithstanding  any  ac- 
cident by  inevitable  necessity,  because  he  might  have  pro- 
vided against  it  by  his  contract/' 

To  relieve  the  state  from  the  obligation  of  its  contract  in  the 
event  of  the  destruction  of  a  'building  by  fire,  a  provision  to 
that  effect  must  have  been  incorporated  in  the  contract.  No 
such  provision  is  contained  in  the  contract,  and  the  state  as- 
sumed the  risk  that  its  buildings  would  not  be  destroyed,  or  if 
they  were,  that  other  facilities  would  l)e  furnished  by  which  its 
contract  with  the  teachers  could  be  carried  out. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  under  consideration, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  state  is  liable  for  whatever  dam- 
ages the  teachers  may  sustain  by  reason  of  its  inability  to  fur- 
nish the  facilities  necessary  to  carry  out  the  contract.  Such 
damage  can  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  salary  agreed  to  be 
paid,  and  it  may  be  less  than  that  amount. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  teachers  who  are  thus  prevented  from 
carrying  out  their  contracts,  to  use  reasonable  diligence  in  ob- 
taining employment  of  like  character,  which  they  are  competent 
to  perform,  and  if  they  can  do  so  they  must  accept  such  em- 
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ployment,  although  at  a  less  compensation  than  that  fixed  by 
their  contracts  with  the  state.  In  such  case  the  measure  of 
damages  for  which  the  state  w^ould  be  liable  is  the  difference 
between  what  the  teacher  is  paid  in  the  new  employment,  and 
what  she  was  to  receive  under  the  contract.  If  in  the  exercise 
of  ordinary  diligence  the  teacher  is  unable  to  obtain  employ- 
ment of  like  character,  the  measure  of  damages  for  which  the 
state  is  liable  is  the  amount  of  the  salary  fixed  in  the  contracts.

Collateral  Inheritance  Tax — Interest  Thereon — ( 1 )  It 
is  held  that  the  phrase  ''statutory  fees"  means  the  fees 
which  an  executor  or  administrator  is  entitled  to 
charge  as  matter  of  right  under  the  statute  without 
the  intervention  of  an  order  of  court.  Under  this 
holding  the  extra  compensation  allowed  an  executor 
or  administrator,  beyond  the  statutory  fee,  is  not  a 
debt  which  can  be  deducted.  (2)  It  is  held  that  the 
levy  of  taxes  against  property  creates  a  valid  existing 
obligation  against  the  owner  thereof,  but  such  obliga- 
tion does  not  mature  or  become  payable  until  the  first 
day  of  January  of  each  year.  (3)  It  is  held  that  interest 
must  be  collected  from  fifteen  months  after  the  death 
of  the  testator  or  intestate  without  regard  to  the  fact 
that  the  time  within  which  such  tax  could  be  paid 
had  been  extended  by  an  order  of  court. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  upon  the 
questions  suggested  in  the  letter  of  Deacon  &  Good  in  refer- 
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ence  to  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  upon  the  estate  of  Mary 
Leghorn,  I  submit  the  following  opinion: 

I.  My  predecessor,  Mr.  Remley,  in  an  opinion  given  to  your 
department,  passed  upon  nearly  all  of  the  questions  involved  in 
the  matter  under  consideration,  and  I  am  not  disposed  to  over- 
turn his  decision,  unless  I  am  clearly  convinced  that  he  was 
mistaken  as  to  the  law  governing  the  questions  siibmitted. 

Section  i  of  chapter  51  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
General  Assembly  provides: 

"The  term  'debts'  in  the  eleventh  line  of  section  1467  of 
the  code  shall  include,  in  addition  to  debts  owing  by  de- 
cedent at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  local  or  state  taxes 
due  from  the  estate  prior  to  his  death,  and  a  reasonable 
sum  for  funeral  expenses,  court  costs,  including  the  costs 
of  appraisement  made  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  col- 
lateral inheritance  tax,  the  statutory  fees  of  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, or  trustees  and  no  other  sum/' 

It  was  held  by  Mr.  Remley  that  the  phrase  "statutory  fees" 
means  the  fees  which  an  executor  or  administrator  is  entitled  to 
charge  as  matter  of  right  under  the  statute,  without  the  in- 
tervention of  an  order  of  court. 

While  this  is  perhaps  a  strict  construction  of  the  statute,  I 
shall  adhere  to  the  position  taken  by  my  predecessor  until  the 
question  shall  be  determined  by  the  courts.  Under  this  hold- 
ing the  extra  compensation  allowed  an  executor  or  administra- 
tor beyond  the  statutory  fee,  is  not  a  debt  which  can  be  de- 
ducted. 

II.  The  section  permits  the  deduction  of  local  or  state  taxes 
due  from  the  estate  prior  to  the  death  of  the  decedent.  In  the 
case  under  consideration,  Mrs.  Leghorn  died  in  November, 
1900.  The  taxes  for  that  year  became  due  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following.  The  tax  assessed  against  the  property  of 
which  she  died  seized  and  possessed,  was  not  due  at  the  time 
of  her  death.  The  legislature  in  using  the  phrase,  "the  local  or 
state  taxes  due  from  the  estate  prior  to  his  death,"  intended 
to  confine  the  debts  which  may  l^e  deducted  from  the  estate  te- 
cause  of  taxes  assessed  against  it,  to  taxes  which  become  due 
prior  to  the  death  of  the  decedent. 
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The  machinery  of  the  law  by  which  taxes  are  assessed  and 
collected  requires  that  the  state  board  of  review  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  August  of  each  year,  finish  its  re- 
view and  adjustment,  and  the  state  auditor  shall  thereupon 
transmit  to  each  county  auditor  a  statement  of  the  percentage 
to  be  added  or  deducted  from  the  valuation  of  each  kind  or 
class  of  property  in  each  county,  and  shall  certify  the  rate  of 
state  tax  fixed  as  required  by  law.  The  county  auditor  is  re- 
quired to  transcribe  the  assessments  of  the  several  townships 
and  complete  the  tax  list,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  county 
treasurer  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  and 
such  list  is  the  authority  of  the  treasurer  for  collecting  the  taxes 
assessed. 

While  it  may  be  said  that  the  tax  assessed  against  the  prop- 
erty may  be  owing  from  the  owner  of  the  property 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  the  tax  can  not  be  said  to 
become  due  until  that  time.  It  has  long  been  understood  by  the 
officers  and  people  of  the  state  that  taxes  become  due  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  and  delinquent  on  the  first  day  of  March : 
and  when  the  legislature  provided  that  taxes  which  became  due 
prior  to  the  death  of  the  decedent  "might  be  deducted  as  a  debt 
from  his  estate  in  making  the  computation  of  the  amount  upon 
which  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  should  be  charged,  the 
word  "due"  was  used  in  its  ordinary,  accepted  sense  with  refer- 
ence to  taxes.  The  taxes  of  1900  did  not  become  due  until 
after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Leghorn,  and  do  not  fall  within  the 
class  of  debts  which  may  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  the 
estate,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  legislature. 

A  debt  can  not  be  said  to  be  due  as  long  as  no  obligation 
rests  upon  the  person  from  whom  it  is  owing  to  pay  it.  When 
it  becomes  due  the  obligation  at  once  arises  and  is  imposed 
upon  the  person  who  owes  such  debt  to  pay  the  same  at  the  time 
it  matures.  The  levy  of  taxes  against  property  undoubtedly 
creates  a  valid  existing  obligation  against  the  owner  thereof, 
but  such  obligation  does  not  mature  or  become  payable  until 
the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

III.  As  to  the  question  when  interest  shall  be  charged  for 
the  unpaid  collateral  inheritance  tax,  my  predecessor,  Mr.  t<^^^^- 
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ley,  in  an  opinion  given  to  your  department,  held  that  interest 
must  be  collected  from  fifteen  months  after  the  death  of  the 
testator  or  intestate,  without  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  time 
within  which  such  tax  could  be  paid  had  been  extended  by  an 
order  of  court. 

This  is  undoubtedly  a  strict  construction  of  section  1475  of 
the  code.  The  language  of  the  statute  is,  **A11  taxes  not  paid 
within  the  time  prescribed  in  this  act  shall  draw  interest  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  centum  per  annum  until  paid/'  The  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  act  is  fifteen  months  after  the  death  of  the  tes- 
tator or  intestate,  and  it  may  reasonably  be  said  that  any  fur- 
ther exwtension  of  time  granted  by  a  court  for  the  payment  of 
the  taxes,  is  not  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  of  the 
legislature,  but  an  additional  time  which  the  court  in  its  discre- 
tion has  the  power  to  grant. 

This  is  the  view  taken  by  my  predecessor,  and  I  am  disposed 
to  adhere  to  it  until  the  question  is  determined  by  the  courts. 

Ui^der  this  construction  of  the  statute,  interest  should  be 
charged  upon  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  due  from  the  estate 
of  Mary  Leghorn  from  fifteen  months  after  her  decease.

Printing — It  is  held  that  there  is  no  provision  of  statute 
which  authorizes  the  payment  of  costs  of  printing 
briefs  and  abstracts  in  state  cases  out  of  any  state  fund 

where  printing  is  done  by  order  of  a  county  attorney.

Sirs — Complying  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  m  writ- 
ing as  to  whether  the  cost  of  briefs  and  abstracts  in  state  cases, 
where  the  printing  is  done  by  order  of  county  attorneys,  is  a 
matter  for  which  the  state  is  liable  under  the  statutes,  I  submit 
the  following:  opinion : 
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I  find  no  provision  of  the  statute  which  authorizes  the  pay- 
ment of  costs  so  incurred  out  of  any  state  fund,  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  printing  such  briefs  and  abstracts, 
and  the  bills  presented  therefor,  can  not  be  audited  by  the  ex- 
ecutive council  or  paid  from  the  state  treasury,  except  upon  an 
act  of  the  legislature  allowing  the  claim  and  providing  funds 
from  which  the  same  may  be  paid.

Game  Law — It  is  held  that  the  water  in  a  pond  wholly 
within  the  lands  of  a  private  owner,  is  private  water, 
and  the  fish  within  the  same  may  be  taken  by  the  owner 
of  the  pond  as  he  may  see  fit,  without  reference  to  the 
game  and  fish  laws  of  the  state. 

Sir — I  have  carefully  read  the  letters  of  Messrs.  Gilchrist  & 
Whipple  relating  to  the  question  as  to  whether  the  pond  upon 
the  lands  of  Mr.  Burke  in  Benton  county,  is  private  water  with- 
in the  meaning  of  section  2545  of  the  code,  from  which  he  is 
entitled  to  take  fish  without  reference  to  the  game  laws  of  the 
state. 

There  has  been  no  construction  of  this  section  by  the  courts 
of  this  state,  nor  have  I  been  able  to  find  any  construction  of  a 
similar  statute  by  other  courts.  The  question  must  therefore 
be  determined  from  the  language  of  the  statute  itself,  without 
the  aid  of  judicial  interpretation. 

The  statute  provides: 

'^Persons  who  raise  or  propagate  fish  upon  their  own 
premises,  or  who  own  premises  upon  which  there  are  waters 
having  no  natural  inlet  or  outlet  through  which  such  waters 
may   become  stocked    or    replenished   witji    fish,   are  the 
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owners  of  the  fish  therein  and  may  take  them  as  they  see 
fit,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  done." 

The  letter  of  Mjr.  Gilchrist  shows  that  the  pond  in  question 
is  wholly  upon  the  land  of  Mr.  Burke,  and  has  no  natural  inlet 
or  outlet  in  times  of  ordinary  water.  The  land  upon  which  the 
pond  is  situated  overflows  in  times  of  extreme  freshets,  at  which 
times  the  water  flows  into  the  pond  from  the  river,  and  from 
the  pond  back  to  the  river. 

The  question  therefore  arises  upon  the  construction  of  the 
statute,  whether  the  fact  that  at  tim.es  of  extreme  freshets  water 
flows  from  the  public  waters  of  the  state  into  the  pond  and  out 
of  the  same,  constitutes  a  natural  inlet  or  outlet  as  intended  to 
be  defined  by  the  legislature. 

It  can  hardly  be  said  that  the  flowing  of  waters  into  the  pond 
at  times  of  extreme  floods,  or  the  flowing  of  the  same  at  such 
times  out  of  the  pond,  is  a  natural  inlet  or  outlet. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  extend  the  protec- 
tion of  the  fish  and  game  laws  to  all  inland  waters  which  were 
connected  with  the  public  waters  of  the  state  by  natural 
inlets  or  outlets  at  times  of  ordinary  water.  The  reason  for  thi? 
provision  of  law  is  that  fish  which  pass  from  the  public  waters 
of  the  state  through  such  inlets  or  outlets  into  ponds  shall  be 
protected  while  in  the  waters  of  the  pond  to  the  same  extent 
as  they  are  in  the  public  waters  of  the  state. 

Such  reason  does  not  exist  in  the  case  under  consideration. 
Fish  can  not  pass  from  the  waters  of  the  state  into  the  pond  in 
question  by  any  natural  inlet  or  outlet,  and  may  only  do  so  in 
times  of  extreme  floods,  which  are  not  natural  inlets  or  outlets 
within  the  meaning  of  section  2545. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  water  in  question  is 
private  water,  and  the  fish  within  the  same  may  be  taken  by  the 
owner  of  the  pond  as  he  may  see  fit,  without  reference  to  the 
game  and  fish  laws  of  the  state.

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Board  of  Control — Unexpended  Balance  of  Appropria- 
tion— It  is  held  that  no  part  of  the  money  appropriated 
by  section  2727  of  the  code  can  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salaries  of  the  o£5cers  and  teachers  of  the 
school  for  the  deaf,  or  for  any  other  purpose  after  the 
first  day  of  April,  1902. 

Sirs— Complying  with  your  request  of  May  21st  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  board  of  control  to  use  the  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  money  appropriated  by  section  2727  of 
the  code,  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  officers  and  teachers 
of  the  School  for  the  Deaf,  I  submit  the  following  opinion : 

House  file  No.  188,  which  was  approved  Miarch  17th,  and  be- 
came a  law  on  March  20,  1902,  repeals  section  2727  of  the 
code  and  chapter  83  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General 
Assembly,  which  provided  for  the  appropriation  of  money  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  school  for 
the  Deaf.  Section  272^  of  the  code  provided  that  the  money 
appropriated  for  such  purpose  should  be  drawn  quarterly  .at  the 
end  of  each  quarter. 

By  the  provisions  of  House  file  No.  .188  the  legislature  has 
changed  the  method  by  which  money  is  appropriated  and  drawn 
from  Ihe  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  that  school.  This  act  appropriates  out 
of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  vUOt  otherwise  appropriated, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  twenty-two  dollars  per 
month  for  nine  .months  of  each  year  .for  each  resident  pupil 
actually  supported  in  the  school.  The  sum  so  appropriated  is 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the ,  school  on  the  certificate  of  the 
board  of  control  of  state  institutions,  which  shall  show  the  aver- 
age number  of  pupils  in  the  school  for  the  preceding  month,  and 
shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  as  provided  by  chapter  118 
of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly. 

The  act  further  provides  that  the  monthly  allowance  author- 
ized thereby  shall  be  computed  from  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1902,  and  that  all  expenses  of  the  school  incurred  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  April,  1902,  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds,  ap« 
propriated  by  section  2727  of  the  code,  thus  making  a  period 
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irom  the , first  clay  of  February  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1902, 
during  whidi  the  money  appropriated  by  section  2727  of  the 
code  as  amended,  and  that  appropriated  by  House  file  No.  188, 
may  be  used  by  the  board  of  control  for  the  sapport  and  the 
payment  of  the  .salaries  of  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Sdiool 
for  the  Deaf. 

By  this  provision  of  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  As- 
sembly, the  legislature  has  limited  the  period  of  time  within 
which  the.  money  appropriated  by  section  2727  of  the  code  can 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  or  the  salaries 
of  officers  and  teachers  of  the  School  for  the  E)eaf.  It  may  be 
used  to  pay  all  expenses  of  the  school  incurred  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  April,  1902,  as  the  act  so  provides;  but  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  use  of  any  of  the  money  appropriated  by  section 
2727  of  the  code  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1902. 

No  construction  can  be  given  the  language  of  the  act  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  in  connection  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  2727  of  the  code,  which  wiil  permit  the  draw- 
ing of  money  from  the  state  treasury  under  the  act  of  the 
Twenty-ninth ,  General  Assembly  and  section  2727  of  the  code, 
for  the  same  period  of  time,  and  for  the  same  purposes,  except 
as  that  authority  is  specifically  given  in  the  act  itself. 

When  the  legislature  repealed  section  2727  of  the  code,  it 
clearly  intended  that  ,the  appropriation  carried  thereby  should 
be  repealed,  and  that  no  money  should  be  drawn  under  such 
appropriation  except  as  provided  in  section  2  of  the, act  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly.  Any  other  construction  of 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
bly would  have  the  effect  of  permitting  double  the  amount  of 
money  to  be  drawn  from,  the  treasury,  for  the  payment  of  the 
salaries  of  officers  and  teachers  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf, 
than  that  which  was  intended  by  the  legislature  to  be  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose. 

The  fact  that  there  remained  an  unexpended  balance  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  section  2727,  which  was  credited  to  the 
institution  upon  the  books  of  the  state  auditor  and  treasurer, 
does  not  change  the  conclusion  reached.  The  legislature  has, 
by  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  made  an 
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apprcpriation  for  the  support  of  the  sdiool  and  the  payment 

of  the  salaries  of  its  officers  and  teachers,  which  takes  the  place 
of  the  entire  appropriation  under  the  provisions  of  section  2^2^, 
except  during  the  period  of  time  provided  ,for  in  the  act,  and 
the  credit  given  the  institution  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor 
and  treasurer  can  not  change. the  effect  of  the  act  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  no  part  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated by  section  2727  of  the  code  can  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  School 
for  the  Deaf,  or  tor  any  other  purpose,  after  the  first  day  of 
April,  1902.

Board  of  Health— It  is  held  that  the  county  is  liable  for 
the  expense  incurred  in  a  quarantine  of  contagious 
diseases  when  the  person,  or  those  liable  for  his  sup- 
port, is  unable  to  pay  such  expense. 

Sir — Your  request  of  the  23d  inst.  for  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  county  is  liable  in  the  first  instance  for  the  expense 
incurred  in  providing  nurses,  needful  assistance  and  supplies  t': 
a  person  infected  with  smallpox,  where  such  person,  or  those 
liable  for  his  support,  is  unable  to  pay  the  same,  and  where 
such  person  has  been  quarantined  by  a  local  board  of  health, 
has  been  referred  to  me. 

Section  2570  of  the  code  provides  that  .when  any  person  shall 
be  infected,  or  shall  have  been  recently  infected,  or  sick  \v\tV\ 
smallpox   or   other   disease    dangerous    to   the    public   hea\t\Y 
whether  a  resident  or  otherwise,  the  board  may  make  such  prc^^.' 
sions  as  are  best  calculated  to  preserve  the  inhabitants  against  ^ 
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ger  therefrom  by  removing  such  person  to  a  separate  house,  when 
it  may  be  clone  without  injury  to  his  health,  and  provide  nurses, 
needful  assistance  and  supplies,  which  shall  be  charged  to  the 
person  or  those  liable  for  his  support,  if  able.  If  unable,  it 
shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

Here  the  local  board  of  health  is  given  full  power  to  make 
such  provisions  as  are  best  calculated  to  preserve  the  health  of 
the  public,  and  is  authorized  to  remove  the  person  infected  with 
such  infectious  disease  and  isolate  him  from  other  inhabitants,, 
and  is  authorized  to  provide  nurses,  assistance  and  supplies  for 
him  while  so  isolated. 

This  section  further  provides  that  such  person  or  those  liable 
for  his  support,  shall  be  liable  for  the  expense  incurred  for  such 
nurses,  assistance  and  supplies,  if  he  or  those  liable  for  his  sup- 
port are  able  to  pay  the  same;  but  if  unable  to  pay,  the  statute 
then  specifically  provides  that  this  shall  be  done  at  "the  expense 
of  the  county. 

In  City  of  Clinton  v.  County  of  Clinton,  6i  Iowa,  205,  the 
question  arose  as  to  the  liability  of  the  county  for  expense  in- 
curred in  providing  for  certain  persons  infected  with  smallpox 
while  under  quarantine  by  the  local  board  of  health.  The  court 
said : 

"If  we  are  correct,  then  the  sick  person-  is  properly 
chargeable,  with  all  the  expenses  which  may  properly  be 
incu^rred  under  either  section,  including  the  expense  of  re- 
moval, if  that  is  adopted,  and  the  expense  of  isolation,  if 
that  is  adopted;  and  we  think  the  county  is  ultimately  lia- 
ble for  the  same  if  the  sick  person  and  those  liable  for  his 
support  are  unable  to  pay." 

In  Gill  V,  Apparwose  County,  68  Iowa,  20,  this  section  was 
under  consideration,  and  it  was  held  in  this  language : 

"This  provision  will  bear  no  other  interpretation  than 
that  the  county  is  liable  for  the  care  of  the  sick  persons 
contemplated  in  the  statute  only  in  case  they,  or  the  per- 
sons liable  for  their  support,  are  not  able  to  make  com- 
pensation therefor.  It  plainly  provides  that  the  county 
shall  be  liable  only  upon  the  conditions  specified.  Upon 
these  conditions  the  county's  liability  depends,  and  it  can 
not  be  established  until  it  is  shown  that  the  facts  exist 
which  are  contemplated  by  the  statute." 
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I  therefore  conclude,  and  it  is  my  opinion,  that  the  county  is 
liable  for  the  expense  incurred  in  a  quarantine  of  this  character 
when  the  person,  or  those  liable  for  his  support,  is  unable  to 
pay  such  expense.  Respectfully  submitted,

Building  and  Loan  Association— Pow^r  of  Executive 
Council  to  Revoke  Certificate  of — It  is  held  that 
the  fact  that  its  ofScers  have  failed  to  comply  with  the 
law  relating  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  is  not,  in  the 
sense  intended  by  the  legislature,  unjust  or  oppressive 
to  the  public,  and  is  not  a  condition  provided  for  in 
the  law  which  gives  to  the  executive  council  power  or 
authority  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  such  building 
and  loan  association. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  27th 
inst.  in  which  you  state  that  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  the 
following  question: 

Has  the  executive  council  power  to  revoke  the  certificate  of 
authority  of  a  building  and  loan  association  to  transact  busi- 
ness, because  of  the  failure  of  such  association  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  section  1326  of  the  code,  which  require  the 
secretary  or  president  thereof  to  make  a  verified  statement  to 
the  county  auditors,  showing  the  name  and  postoflfice  address 
of  the  stockholders  of  the  association,  and  the  number  of  shares 
owned  by  each  and  the  value  thereof? 

Complying  with  your  request  I  submit  the  following  op\^^. 

Section  11  of  chapter  69  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty^^v   ^^* 
General  Assembly  provides:  ^c!^ 

6 
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"The  executive  council  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be 
its  duty,  to  revoke  any  certificate  of  authority  given  to  any 
building  and  loan  or  savings  and  loan  association,  when- 
ever it  appears  to  said  council  that  said  association  is 
transacting  business  illegally,  or  is  unjust  and  oppressive 
to  its  members  or  the  public." 

This  section  names  three  conditions  upon  which  the  executive 
council  has  the  power  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  authority  given 
any  building  and  loan  association : 

Fir^/— Whenever  it  appears  to  the  council  that  the  associa- 
tion is  transacting  business  illegally. 

Second — Whenever  it  appears  to  the  council  that  the  associa- 
tion is  unjust  or  oppressive  to  its  members. 

Third — Whenever  it  appears  to  the  council  that  the  associa- 
tion is  unjust  and  oppressive  to  the  public. 

If  the  refusal  of  the  association  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  section  1326  of  the  code,  which  require  its  secretary  or  pres- 
ident to  make  a  verified  statement  to  the  county  auditors  where 
its  stockholders  reside,  showing  the  name  and  postoflfice  ad- 
dress of  such  stockholdets,  with  the  number  of  shares  owned 
by  each  and  the  actual  value  thereof,  comes  within  either  of 
the  conditions  provided  for  in  section  11  of  chapter  69  of  the 
laws  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  the  council  has 
power  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  the  association.  If  such  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  1326  does  not 
come  within  the  conditions  named  in  section  11,  the  executive 
council  has  no  power  to  revoke  the  certificate  of  the  association 
therefor. 

It  can  not  be  said  that  a  building  and  loan  association  is 
transacting  business  illegally  because  it  fails  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  section  1326,  which  relate  solely  to  the  method 
of  assessing  the  shares  of  stock  of  the  association  to  the  holders 
thereof  as  moneys  and  credits,  and  not  to  the  manner  of  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  association. 

Neither  can  it  be  vSaid  that  the  failure  of  the  officers  of  the 
association  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  1326  is 
unjust  or  oppressive  to  the  members  of  the  association.

While  it  possibly  may  be  said  that  the  failure  of  the  officers 
of  the  association  to  certify  a  list  of  the  stockholders  to  the 
county  auditors,  with  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  owned  by 
each  and  the  value  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  is  in 
one  sense  unjust  to  the  public,  I  am  clear  that  the  phrase,  "un- 
just and  oppressive  to  the  public,"  in  section  1 1  of  chapter  69  of 
the  laws  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  was  not  used 
in  that  sense  by  the  legislature  or  so  intended  to  be  construed. 
The  phrase  as  used  in  that  section  was  intended  to,  and  relates 
to  the  method  and  plan  of  business  transacted  by  the  associa- 
tion. That  is,  its  plan  and  method  of  transacting  business  must 
be  fair,  just  and  not  oppressive  to  those  whom  it  seeks  to  in- 
duce to  enter  into  business  relations  with  it. 

The  fact  that  its  officers  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  law 
relating  to  the  assessment  of  taxes,  is  not,  in  the  sense  intended 
by  the  legislature,  unjust  or  oppressive  to  the  public,  and  is  not 
a  condition  provided  for  in  section  1 1  of  chapter  69  of  the  laws 
of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  which,  in  my  opinion, 
gives  to  the  executive  council  power  or  authority  to  revoke 
the  certificate  of  such  building  and  loan  association.

"WATERwoRks — Bonds  Issued  by  City  Therefor — Consti- 
tutional Limit  of  Debt— It  is  held  that  it  is  upon  the 
actual  value,  as  it  appears  in  £he  tax  lists,  that  a  five 
percent  indebtedness  of  municipal  corporations  can  be 
legally  created. 

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  teceipt  of  your  favor  of  the  2d  inst.  y^ 
which  you  ask  whether  the  city  of  Lansing  can  issue  and  ^^"^^ 
more  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  completing  its  system  of  wat^ 
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works,  without  holding  a  new  election,  where  an  election  has 
been  held  authorizing  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  water- 
works and  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  pay  therefor;  and  also  the 
further  question  as  to  what  is  the  limit  of  the  indebtedness 
which  a  city  can  incur  under  the  constitution  of  the  state. 

Before  ^replying  to  either  of  these  inquiries  I  desire  to  say 
that  I  can  express  no  official  opinion  in  relation  thereto  which 
will  be  binding  upon  any  one  or  upon  any  court.  My  opinion 
here  given  is  simply  that  of  a  lawyer  and  is  entitled  to  such 
weight  as  courts  or  parties  may  see  fit  to  give  it. 

From  your  letter  I  infer  that  the  simple  question :  "Shall  the 
city  of  Lansing,  Iowa,  purchase,  establish  and  erect  water- 
works for  said  city,  and  issue  its  bonds  in  payment  thereof/' 
was  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  city  upon 
the  notice  required  by  statute,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  elec- 
tors voted  in  the  affirmative  upon  such  question.  That 
thereafter  the  city  council,  under  the  authority  thus 
granted  by  the  electors  of  the  city,  issued  $5,000  of  the 
bonds  of  the  city  and  purchased  a  system  of  waterworks  there- 
tofore constructed  by  private  individuals  or  a  corporation  in 
the  city  of  Lansing  for  the  sum  of  $3,500,  and  that  it  now  be- 
comes necessary,  in  order  to  furnish  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
with  a  supply  of  water,  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  water- 
woVks  by  constructing  a  reservoir  or  standpipe  with  pumping 
facilities. 

Unless  there  is  a  restriction  by  the  legislature,  a  city  possesses 
the  power  under  police  authority,  to  preserve  the  health  of  its 
citizens,  to  furnish  to  them  a  supply  of  water;  and  the  city 
council,  as  a  rule,  is  the  judge  of  the  best  mode  adapted  to  ac- 
complish this  object.  Our  legislature  has,  however,  restricted 
the  power  of  the  municipal  corporation  by  providing  that  water- 
works shall  not  be  authorized,  erected,  established,  purchased, 
leased,  or  sold,  unless  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting 
thereon  at  an  election  where  the  question  is  submitted,  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  the  acquisition  of  waterworks  by  the  munici- 
pal corporation.  The  voters  of  the  city  of  Lansing  have  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  of  the  statute  and  thereby  removed 
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the  restriction  placed  upon  municipal  corporations  by  the  leg- 
islature. 

When  this  rest^riction  is  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  electors, 
the  city  council,  in  whom  is  lodged  the  discretionary  power,  has 
the  right  to  either  purchase  or  erect  and  maintain  a  system  of 
waterworks  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  with  water,  and  may  issue  bonds  of  the  city  therefor  as 
may  be  required  to  accomplish  the  object,  subject  only  to  the 
constitutional  limitation  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

I  am  therefcfre  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  election  held  in 
your  city,  authorizing  the  city  of  Lansing  to  purchase,  estab- 
lish and  erect  waterworks  for  said  city,  and  issue  its  bonds  in 
payment  therefor,  the  city  council  has  ample  authority  to  issue 
bonds  in  such  amount  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  for  which  such  bonds  were  authorized. 

Answering  your  second  inquiry  as  to  what  is  the  limit  of 
indebtedness  of  a  municipal  corporation,  I  submit  the  following : 

Section  3  of  article  11  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  pro- 
vides that  "No  *  *  *  municipal  corporation  shall  be 
allowed  to  become  indebted  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  to 
an  amount  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  five  per  centum  of  the 
value  of  the  taxable  property  within  such  *  *  *  corpora- 
tion, to  be  ascertained  by  the  last  state  and  county  tax  lists 
previous  to  incurring  such  indebtedness." 

The  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  section  of 
the  constitution  of  the  state  contemplated  that  all  property  not 
exempt  from  taxation  within  the  state  should  be  assessed  at  its 
actual  cash  value,  although  this  was  not  done  in  actual  practice. 

The  limit  fixed  by  the  constitution  was  intended  to  apply  to 
the  actual  value  of  the  property  as  shown  by  the  tax  lists,  which 
were  supposed  to  set  forth  such  value.  When  the  code  of  1897 
was  adopted,  the  method  of  making  assessments  of  taxable 
property  was  changed  by  a  provision  which  requires  the  actual 
value  of  the  property  to  be  stated  in  the  tax  lists  and  fixes  the 
taxable  value  thereof  at  twentyrfive  per  cent  of  such  actual  casV\ 
value. 

The  fact  that  the  legislature  has  provided  that  all  tax^\  ^ 
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of  its  actual  cash  value,  does  not  change  the  application  of  the 
provision  of  the  constitution  which  was  intended  to  apply  to 
the  actual  value  of  the  property  and  not  to  the  value  at  which 
it  is  assessed  under  the  present  provisions  of  the  law.  It  is 
upon  the  actual  value,  as  it  appears  in  the  tax  lists,  that  a  five 
per  cent  indebtedness  of  municipal  corporations  can  he  legally 
created.

Days  of  Grace — It  is  held  that  section  lj98  of  the  negotiable 
instruments  law  is  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the 
time  within  which  a  demand  may  be  made  to  charge 
endorsers,  and  does  not  add  days  of  grace  to  the  instru- 
ment itself,  which  matures  and  becomes  payable  on 
the  day  fixed  therein. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  request- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  days  of  grace  upon  negotia- 
ble instruments  are  abolished  by  chapter  130  of  the  Laws  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly.  In  compliance  therewith 
I  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Section  85  of  the  act  referred  to  provides: 

"Every  nogotiable  instrument  is  payable  at  the  time 
fixed  therein  without  grace.  When  the  day  of  maturity 
falls  upon  Sunday,  or  a  holiday,  the  instrument  is  payable 
on  the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Instruments  falling 
due  on  Saturday  are  to  be  presented  for  payment  on  the 
next  succeeding  business  day,  except  that  instruments 
payable  on  demand  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  be 
presented  for  payment  before  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  Sat- 
urday w^hen  that  entire  day  is  not  a  holiday." 

Sections  3050,  3051  and  3052  of  the  code,  which  provide 
that  grace  should  be  allowed  upon  negotiable  bills  and  notes 
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payable  within  the  state  according  to  the  principles  of  the  law- 
merchant,  and  fixing  the  time  during  which  demand  should  be 
made  for  charging  an  indorser,  are  repealed  by  section  197  of 
the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  130  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  all  negotiable  instruments  become  due 
and  payable  at  the  time  fixed  in  such  instruments  without  days 
of  grace. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  sufficient  time  within  which  to 
make  a  demand  upon  the  maker  of  negotiable  instruments,  and 
a  protest  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  charging  indorsers,  section 
198  of  the  act  provides  that  a  demand  on  any  one  of  the  three 
days  following  the  day  of  maturity  of  the  instrument,  except 
on  Sunday  or  a  holiday,  shall  be  as  effectual  as  though  made 
on  the  day  on  which  demand  may  be  made  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act — that  is,  on  the  day  of  the  maturity  of  the  instru- 
ment. 

This  provision,  however,  is  clearly  for  the  purpose  of  extend- 
ing the  time  within  which  a  demand  may  be  made  to  charge 
indorsers,  and  does  not  add  days  of  grace  to  the  instrument 
itself,  which  matures  and  becomes  payable  on  the  day  fixed 
therein.

Loan  and  Trust  Companies — Examination  by  Auditor  of 
State— It  is  held  that  all  loan  and  trust  companies 
carrying  on  a  banking  business  of  any  character  should 
be  subject  to  examination,  regulation  and  control  by 
the  auditor  of  state  precisely  the  same  as  state  and 
savings  banks. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.,  submit- 
ting the  following  inquiry  for  my  opinion : 
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Are  loan  and  trust  companies  subject  to  the  same  examina- 
tion, regulation  and  control  by  the  auditor  of  state,  under  sec- 
tion 1889  of  the  code,  as  are  savings  banks  under  chapters  10, 
II  and  12,  title  IX  of  the  code? 

Section  1889  provides: 

"No  corporation  shall  be  engaged  in  the  banking  busi- 
ness, receive  deposits  and  transact  the  business  generally 
done  by  banks,  unless  it  is  subject  to  and  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  of  the  banking  laws  of  the 
state  heretofore  existing;  except  that  loan  and  trust  com- 
panies may  receive  time  deposits  and  issue  drafts  on  their 
depositaries,  but  such  companies  shall  be  subject  to  ex- 
amination, regfulation  and  control  by  the  state  auditor  like 
'  savings  and  state  banks,  and  their  stockholders  shall  be 
liable  to  the  creditors  of  such  companies  as  provided  in 
section  1882  of  this  chapter  for  stockholders  of  savings 
and  state  banks." 

The  provisions  of  this  section  g^ve  to  the  auditor  of  state 
tbi  ?ame  power  of  examination,  regulation  and  control  of  aU 
loan  cind  trust  companies  within  the  state  doing  a  banking  busi- 
ness of  any  character  whatever,  which  be  has  over  rotate  and 
.savings  banks  organized  undet  the  laws  of  the  state.  The 
language  of  the  statute  could  not  well  be  made  strong'ir.  It  was 
clearly  the  intent  of  the  legislature  that  all  loan  and  trust  com- 
panies, carrying  on  a  banking  business  of  any  character,  should 
be  subject  to  examination,  regulation  and  control  by  the  audi- 
tor of  state  precisely  the  same  as  state  and  savings  banks.

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Board  op  Control — Power  to  Grant  the  Right  to  Con- 
struct Sewer  in  land  of  State  Institution^II  is 
held  that,  as  no  such  power  or  authority  has  been 
given  or  delegated  by  the  state  to  the  board  of  control, 
it  cannot  grant  an  easement  of  the  character  described 
in  any  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  state.  Such  an 
easement  can  only  be  granted  by  the  state  through  the 
legislature. 

Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22d  inst.  request- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  the  board  of  control  to  grant 
to  a  religious  society  the  right  to  construct  a  sewer  in  land 
owned  by  the  state  and  used  in  connection  with  the  Soldiers' 
Home  near  Marshalltown. 

In  compliance  with  such  request  I  submit  the  following 
opinion : 

A  grant  of  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  land  of  the  state  and 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  sewer  of  the  character  described, 
would  create  an  easement  therein  and  make  such  land  servient 
to  the  dominant  right  of  the  religious  association  to  maintain 
its  sewer  therein. 

The  fact  that  the  sewer  is  constructed  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  soil  does  not  alter  the  relations  of  the  parties  or  the  lands 
involved.  The  easement  would  be  what  is  ordinarily  known  as 
an  affirmative,  non-apparent  easement,  and  the  land  would  be 
charged  with  the  dominant  estate  as  though  such  easement  was 
upon  the  surface  of  the  soil. 

It  is  an  elementary  principle  of  law  that  no  easement  can  be 
granted  in  real  estate  except  by  the  owner  thereof  in  possession, 
or  by  the  trustees  of  an  active  trust  who  hold  the  legal  title 
to  the  land. 

The  title  and  possession  of  the  land  occupied  by  the  Soldiers' 
Home  at  Marshalltown  is  in  the  state.     It  therefore  follows 
that  the  state  alone  has  the  right  to  grant  an  easement  tb^te^^^ 
unless  such  power  has  been  delegated  by  the  Icgislaty^^p.  a^^ 
that  the  board  of  control  has  no  power  or  authority  ry^a^^ 

an  easement  in  lands  belonging  to  the  state,  unless  ^^  ^e^ 

has  been  specifically  given.  ^x^  Y^

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An  examination  of  the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  particularly 
of  chapter  ii8  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  As- 
sembly, by  which  the  board  of  control  was  created,  and  of  al! 
subsequent  acts  amendatory  thereto,  fails  to  disclose  any  power 
or  authority  specially  conferred  upon  the  board  of  control  to 
grant  any  easement  in  lands  belonging  to  the  state.  As  no 
such  power  or  authority  has  been  given  or  delegated  by  the 
state,  to  the  board  of  control,  it  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  grant 
an  easement  of  the  character  described  in  any  of  the  lands  be- 
longing to  the  state.  Such  an  easement  can  only  be  granted  by 
the  state  through   the  legislature.

Board  op  Medical  Examiners — Power  of  with  Respect 
to  Osteopathic  Schools  Legally  Incorporated — It  is 
held  that  as  to  whether  a  school  complies  with'  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  in  respect  to  its  course  of 
study  must  be  determined  by  the  board  of  medical 
examiners,  and  if  it  does  not  so  comply  the  fact  that  it 
is  recognized  by  the  Iowa  Osteopathic  Association  does 
not  make  it  a  school,  the  graduates  of  which  are 
entitled  to  an  examination. 

Dear  Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  2d  inst.  re- 
questing my  opinion  upon  two  questions. 

First — In  section  i  of  chapter  158  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  '*Do  the  words  'and  who 
are  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  osteopathy  in  Iowa/  refer  to  April  8th,  when 
the  act  was  signed  by  the  governor,  or  to  July  4th,  when 
it  went  into  effect?" 
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Second — "Can  the  board  question  the  standing  of  an 
osteopathic  school  *l^ally  incorporated'  and  recognized  as 
of  good  standing  by  the  Iowa  Osteopathic  Association 
without  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  statute  itself 
which  declares  what  studies  shall  be  required  for  gradua- 
tion?" 

As  to  the  first  qu«tion  I  have  to  say  that  the  words,  "and 
who  are  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  osteopathy  in  Iowa",  refers  to  the  time  of  the  taking 
effect  of  the  law,  viz :  July  4th,  and  not  to  the  time  when  it  was 
signed  by  the  governor. 

This  rule  has  been  announced  by  the  supreme  court  of  our 
state  in  several  cases:

Thatcher  v.  Holntes,  12  Iowa,  303-311 ; 

City  of  Davenport  v.  D.  &  St.  P.  R,  Co.,  37  Iowa,

Rogers  v.  Vass,  6  Iowa,  405. 

In  the  case  of  Charlew  &  Blow  v.  Lamerson  it  is  said : 

"The  words  Trior  to  the  passage'  we  think  amount  to 
the  same  thing  as  if  the  legislature  had  used  the  word 
'heretofore',  and  either  must  relate  to  the  time  of  taking 
eflfect,  and  not  to  the  time  of  passage." 

In  City  of  Davenport  v.  D.  £  St.  P.  R.  Co.  it  is  said : 

"The  code  of  1873  was  enacted  in  April,  but  by  its  ex- 
press terms  it  did  not  take  effect  until  September  i,  1873, 
and  the  rule  is  universal  that  the  statute  only  applies  from 
the  time  it  takes  effect,  and  that  the  words  'heretofore', 
'hereafter'  and  'prior  to  the  passage,'  etc.,  when  used  in  a 
statute,  relate  to  the  time  of  taking  effect,  and  not  to  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  the  law." 

Under  the  authority  of  these  cases,  and  I  think  -^y^       '^  t\o 
exception  to  the  rule,  the  words  "at  the  time  of  th^  ^  o^ 

this  act",  as  used  in  chapter  158  of  the  acts  of  the  T>-    ^'^^^'^^  .^^\v 
General  Assembly,  relate  to  the  time  when  the  aciv       t'OXT        ^- 
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law,  and  not  to  the  time  when  it  is  passed  by  the  legislature 
and  signed  by  the  governor. 

As  to  the  second  question  asked  I  have  to  say  that  section  i 
of  the  act  requires  two  conditions  to  exist  as  to  a  school  of  oste- 
opathy before  it  can  be  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  as  a  school  coming-  within  the  provisions  of  the 
statute : 

(i)  It  must  be  a  legally  incorporated  school  of  osteopathy, 
recognized  as  a  school  of  good  standing  by  the  Iowa  Association 
of  Osteopathy. 

(2)  It  must  have  a  course  of  study  which  comprises  a  term 
of  at  least  twenty  months,  or  four  terms  of  five  months  each, 
in  actual  attendance,  and  shall  include  instruction  in  anatomy, 
including  dissection  of  a  full  lateral  half  of  a  cadaver,  physi- 
ology, chemistry,  histology,  pathology,  gynecology,  obstetrics, 
and  theory  of  osteopathy,  and  two  full  terms  of  practice  of  os- 
teopathy. 

As  to  W'hether  a  school  complies  with  the  provision  of  the 
statute  in  respect  to  its  course  of  study,  must  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  and  if  it  does  not  so  comply, 
the  fact  that  it  is  recognized  by  the  Iowa  Osteopathic  Associa- 
tion does  not  make  it  a  school,  the  graduates  of  which  are  en- 
titled to  an  examination.

Banks — State  and  Savings — (1)  It  is  held  that  neither 
state  nor  savings  banks,  organized  and  transacting 
business  under  the  present  laws  of  the  state,  are 
authorized  to  establish  and  maintain  branches,  either 
in  the  town  or  city  where  the  bank  is  located  or  else- 
where. (2)  Loan  and  trust  companies — Authority  to 
do  banking  business — It  is  held  that  these  corporations 
have  no  authority  to  establish  branches  and  transact 
their  business  at  any  other  place  or  places  than  that 
fixed  by  their  articles  of  incorporation. 

Sir— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  i8th  ult.  request- 
ing my  opinion : 

First — Whether  state  and  savings  banks,  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Iowa,  may  establish  and  maintain  branch  banks,  or 
branch  departments  in  the  same,  or  in  different  cities  from  that 
in  which  the  corporation  is  authorized  to  transact  business. 

Second — Can  loan  and  trust  companies,  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  state,  and  doing  a  banking  business,  so  far  as  per- 
mitted under  section  1889  of  the  code,  establish  and  maintain 
branches  in  the  same  or  different  cities  from  that  in  which  the 
corporation  is  located? 

In  July,  1892,  my  predecessor,  the  Hicmorable  John  Y.  Stone, 
gave  an  opinion  to  the  then  auditor  of  state,  holding  that  the 
law  at  that  time  did  not  permit  the  establishment  or  mainte- 
nance of  branches  of  state  or  savings  banks,  organized  under 
the  laws  of  Iowa,  in  the  cities  or  towns  where  such  banks  are 
located,  or  elsewhere. 

I  think  the  opinion  delivered  at  that  time  correctly  stated  the 
law  as  it  then  existed,  and  a  careful  examination  of  the  acts 
of  the  legislature  since  that  time  does  not  disclose  any  authority 
conferred  upon  state  or  savings  banks  to  create  estabYis\\  or 
maintain  branches. 

The  authority  of  these  banks  to  transact  the  x      ,     dh  o^  b^wk- 
ing  is  conferred  by  chapters   10  and   11  of     -^^^       Ae   c^"^^^^^"^ 
.  67  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth   Gene-t^   Vv  ^     1^^'  ^"^^^ 
chapters  76  and  167  of  the  acts  of  the  T\v  ^V\  VS"^    vv  Ci^'^^^^ 
Assembly.  "^X^  \^^ 
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These  statutes  provide  for  the  organization  of  state  and  sav- 
ings banks,  and  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  their  busi- 
ness. They  have  no  power  to  transact  the  business  of  banking 
except  as  expressly  or  impliedly  given  by  statute. 

The  legislature  has  not  conferred  upon  them  the  power  to 
establish,  maintain  or  operate  branches,  either  in  the  city  or 
town  where  the  bank  is  located  or  elsewhere,  and  such  power, 
not  having  been  conferred  by  the  legislature,  has  been  withheld, 
and  cannot  be  exercised  by  state  and  savings  banks  organized 
under  the  laws  of  Iowa. 

It  was  not  contemplated  by  the  legislature,  in  enacting  the 
statute  under  which  these  banks  are  permitted  to  organize  and 
carry  on  business,  that  they  should  have  the  power  to  establish, 
maintain  and  operate  branches,  either  in  the  city  where  the 
bank  is  located  or  elsewhere,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  a 
banking  business. 

All  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  relate  to  the  reports 
to  be  furnished,  by  such  banks,  to  the  management  thereof  by 
their  officers,  and  to  the  examination  by  the  auditor  of  state, 
clearly  contemplate  that  but  one  place  of  business  should  be 
established  and  conducted  by  the  officers  of  such  institutions. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  neither  state  nor  savings 
banks,  organized  and  transacting  business  under  the  present 
laws  of  the  state,  are  authorized  to  establish  and  maintain 
branches  either  in  the  town  or  city  where  the  bank  is  located  or 
elsewhere. 

Second—Section  1889  of  the  code  provides: 

"No  corporation  shall  engage  in  the  banking  business, 
receive  deposits  and  transact  the  business  generally  done 
by  banks,  unless  it  is  subject  to  and  organized  under  the 
provision  of  this  title,  or  of  the  banking  laws  of  the  state 
heretofore  existing,  except  that  loan  and  trust  companies 
may  receive  time  deposits  and  issue  drafts  on  their  deposi- 
taries, but  such  companies  shall  be  subject  to  examination, 
regulation  and  control  of  the  auditor,  like  savings  and 
state  banks,  and  their  stockholders  shall  be  liable  to  the 
creditors  of  such  companies  as  provided  in  section  1882  of 
this  chapter  for  stockholders  in  savings  and  state  banks." 
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This  provision  of  the  statute  authorizes  loan  and  trust  com- 
panies to  transact  a  banking  business  to  a  Hmited  extent,  and 
at  the  same  time  places  them  under  the  control  and  regulation 
of  the  auditor  of  state,  as  are  savings  and  state  banks,  and 
makes  them  subject  to  the  same  examination  by  him. 

The  effect  of  this  provision  of  the  statute  is  to  put  loan  and 
trust  companies,  so  far  as  their  right  to  establish  branches  is 
concerned,  upon  the  same  footing  as  state  and  savings  banks. 

It  was  clearly  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  permit 
loan  and  trust  companies  to  establish  branches  and  transact 
their  business  at  any  other  place,  or  places,  than  that  fixed  by 
their  articles  of  incorporation. 

Such  right  is,  in  my  opinion,  denied  alike  to  state  and  savings 
banks  and  loan  and  trust  companies,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  Iowa.

Public  Schools — Compulsory  Education  Therein — It  is 
held  that  the  word  "inclusive"  used  in  section  1  of 
chapter  128  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly  does  not  extend  the  period  during  which  a 
child  can  be  compelled  to  attend  school  beyond  the 
time  when  he  becomes  fourteen  years  of  age. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  August  9th  requesting 
my  official  opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  section  i,  chapter 
128,  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  re- 
lating to  the  compulsory  education  of  children  within  the  state. 

The  inquiry  is  stated  as  follows: 

"Does  the  statement,  'of  seven  (7)  to  fourteen  (14) 
years  inclusive'  include  the  time  only  from  the  day  a  child 
is  seven  years  of  age  to  the  day  that  he  is  fourteen  years 
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of  age,  or  does  the  word  'inclusive'  extend  the  time  to  the 
day  that  a  child  is  fifteen?" 

The  provision  of  section  i  of  chapter  128  as  to  which  the 
inquiry  is  made  reads  as  follows : 

"Any  person  having^  control  of  any  child  of  the  age  of 
seven  (7)  to  fourteen  (14)  years  inclusive,  in  proper 
physical  and  mental  condition  to  attend  school,  shall  cause 
such  child  to  attend  some  public,  private  or  parochial 
school  where  the  common  school  branches  of  reading, 
writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  physi- 
ology and  United  States  history  are  taught."     *     *     * 

This  provision  requires  a  child  in  proper  physical  and  mental 
condition  to  attend  school  from  the  time  he  becomes  seven 
years  of  age  until  he  reaches  the  age  of  fourteen  years.  The 
language  of  the  section,  "to  fourteen  (14)  years"  can  not  be  con- 
strued to  extend  beyond  the  time  when  the  child  becomes  four- 
teen years  of  age.  The  word  "inclusive"  following  clearly 
applies  to  the  time  intervening  bewteen  the  ages  of  seven  and 
fourteen  years.  No  other  construction  can,  in  my  judgment, 
be  fairly  placed  upon  it. 

The  maximum  a^e  of  a  child  who  is  compelled,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  to  attend  school,  is  clearly  fixed  at 
fourteen  years,  and  if  any  other  interpretation  should  be  given 
to  the  word  "inclusive,"  it  would  at  once  become  repugnant  to 
the  provision  of  the  statute  which  fixes  such  maximum  age. 
While  if  it  is  held  to  apply  to  the  years  between  seven  and  four- 
teen, all  of  the  provisions  of  the  section  are  given  the  eflfect  to 
which  the  language  entitles  them,  and  the  whole  section  be- 
comes harmonious. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  word  "inclusive",  as 
used  in  the  section,  does  not  extend  the  period  during  which  a 
child  can  be  compelled  to  attend  school  beyond  the  .time  he  be- 
comes fourteen  years  of  age.

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Judges  of  District  Court — Increase  of  Salary — It  is 
held  that  a  district  judge,  appointed  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  a  judge  who  has  resigned,  can  only  re- 
ceive the  same  compensation  which  his  predecessor 
would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  had  he  continued 
in  oflBce. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  ist  inst.  requesting 
my  opinion  upon  the  question  whether  section  9  of  article  5  of 
the  constitution  of  the  state  prohibits  a  judge  of  the  district 
court,  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  a 
judge  elected  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  by  which  the  salaries  of  judges  of  the 
district  court  are  increased  from  $2,500^  to  $3,500  per  annum, 
from  receiving  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  amending  section  253  of  the  code. 

In  the  case  stated,  William  S.  Kenyon  was  elected  judge  of 
the  district  court  of  Iowa  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  and  when  the  salary  fixed  by 
law  was  $2,500  per  annum.  He  resigned  his  offite,  which 
resignation  took  effect  July  15,  1902,  and  after  the  act  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  became  a  law.  On  July  16, 
1902,  George  W.  Dyer  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  created 
by  such  resignation. 

Th  question  now  presented  is  whether  Judge  Dyer  is  entitled 
to  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $3,500  or  $2,500  per  annum. 

Upon  this  question  I  submit  the  following  opinion: 

Section  5  of  article  5  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  provides : 

"The  district  court  shall  consist  of  a  single  judge,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  district  in 
which  he  resides.  The  judge  of  the  district  court  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified;  and  shall 
be  ineligible  to  any  other  office,  except  that  of  judge  of  the 
supreme  court,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected." 

By  this  provision  of  the  constitution  the  term  of  office  for 
which  a  judge  of  the  district  court  is  elected  is  fixed  at  four 
years. 
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Section  9  of  article  5  provides  that  the  compensation  of  a 
judge  of  the  supreme  or  district  court  shall  not  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  Judge  Kenyon  was  elected 
for  the  term  of  four  years.  At  the  time  of  his  election  the 
compensation  fixed  by  law  was  $2,500  per  annum.  It  is  clear 
that  under  the  provision  of  the  constitution  referred  to,  his 
compensation  could  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the 
term  which  he  was  elected  to  fill.  His  resignation  created  a 
vacancy  in  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected.  Judge  Dyer 
w^as  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy.  The  term  of  office  which 
he  was  appointed  to  fill  is  a  part  of  the  same  term  to  which 
Judge  Kenyon  was  elected.  He  stands  precisely  in  the  same  po- 
sition, so  far  as  the  term  of  office  which  he  holds  is  concerned, 
as  Judge  Kenyon  would  have  stood  had  he  not  resigned,  with 
the  single  exception  that  under  his  appointment  he  only  holds 
the  term  to  which  Judge  Kenyon  was  elected  until  the  next 
general  election.  He  is  filling  the  unexpired  term  to  which 
Judge  Kenyon  was  elected  by  the  people  as  Judge  Kenyon 
would  have  filled  such  term  had  he  not  resigned. 

This  being  true,  it  is  clear  that  he  must  be  governed  by  the 
same  constitutional  provision  which  would  have  governed  Judge 
Kenyon  had  he  continued  to  fill  the  term  of  office  for  which 
he  was  elected,  and  which  would  have  prevented  him  from  hav- 
ing his  compensation  increased  during  such  term. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  Judge  Dyer  can  only  re- 
ceive the  same  compensation  which  Judge  Kenyon  w^ould  have 
been  entitled  to  receive,  had  he  continued  in  office;  that  is,  at 
the  rate  of  $2,500  per  annum.

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State  Library — Trustees  of — Balance  of  Appropria- 
tion—It  is  held  that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  unexpended 
upon  March  31,  1902,  is  still  available  to  the  trustees  of 
the  library  and  should  not  be  charged  off  or  recovered 
into  the  treasury. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  iLth  inst.  asking 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  trustees  of  the  state  library  are 
entitled  to  draw  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
TVenty-eighth  General  Assembly  for  classifying  and  catalogu- 
ing the  library  remaining  unexpended  March  31,  1902. 

An  examination  of  the  act  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  As- 
sembly by  which  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  appropriated  for  the  completion 
of  the  work  of  classifying  and  cataloguing,  according  to  the 
modem  scientific  methods,  all  books  now  in,  or  that  may  be 
hereafter  added  to,  the  state  library,  shows  that  the  appropria- 
tion is  not  for  the  biennial  period  following  the  legislature  by 
which  the  appropriation  was  made. 

It  is  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $2,000,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  complete  the  work  of  classify- 
ing and  cataloguing  the  books  in  the  library,  and  no  time  is 
fixed  by  the  act  when  it  shall  be  drawn  or  expended.  The  act 
provides  that  it  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  as  they  are  not  limited  as  to  the  time 
when  they  shall  expend  the*appropriation,  it  does  not  fall  within 
the  class  of  appropriations  which  are  made  for  the  biennial 
period. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  Twenty-ninth  General  As- 
sembly for  the  office  of  the  state  librarian  is  a  biennial  ap- 
propriation of  $3,720  for  the  purposes  stated  in  joint  resolu- 
tion No.  5,  one  item  of  which  is:  "One  cataloguer  at  a  salary 
of  $1,000."  This  gives  to  the  state  librarian  the  sum  q^  (^^  ^vqq 
with  which  to  pay  a  regularly  employed  cataloguer,    vj^vm  '  tViC

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them  in  employing  such  additional  assistants  as  the  work  may, 
in  their  judgment,  require. 

Under  this  view  of  the  appropriations  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
and  Twenty-ninth  General  Assemblies,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
General  Assembly  remaining  unexpended  upon  March  31, 
1902,  is  still  available  by  the  trustees  of  the  library,  and  should 
not  be  charged  off  or  recovered  into  the  treasury.

School  Directors— Special  Meetings  of — (1)  It  is  held 
that  a  special  meeting  can  be  legally  called  by  the 
president  only  upon  notice,  specifying  the  time  and 
place,  delivered  to  each  member  of  the  board  in  person. 
(2)  It  is  held  that  written  notices  directed  and  mailed 
to  members  of  the  board  would  not  be  legal  notice, 
even  though  a  quorum  be  present  at  such  special  meet- 
ing called  by  the  president  of  the  board. 

Sir — You  ask  our  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 
First— For  the  legality  of  a  special  meeting '  called  by  the 
president,  is  St  required  that  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  meeting  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the  board,  or  is 
such  notice  only  necessary  when  a  meeting  is  asked  upon  the 
written  request  of  a  majority  of  the  board? 

Second — In  case  verbal  notices  are  served  for  a  special  meet- 
ing upon  a  part  of  the  board,  and  written  notices  directed  and 
mailed  to  others,  and  a  quorum  be  present  at  such  special  meet- 
ing "called  by  the  president,"  would  the  action  of  the  board  at 
such  meeting  be  legal? 


That  part  of  section  2757  of  the  code  applicable  to  meetings 
and  special  meetings  of  boards  of  directors  reads  as  follows : 

"The  board  of  directors  shall  meet  on  the  third  Monday 
in  March  and  September,  and  may  hold  such  special^ meet- 
ings as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board,  or  called  by  the  presi- 
dent, or  the  secretary  upon  the  written  request  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board,  upon  notice  specifying  the  time  and 
place,  delivered  to  each  member  in  person,  but  attendance 
shall  be  waiver  of  notice." 

Under  this  section  special  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors 
may  be  fixed  by  one  of  three  methods :  First,  the  board,  at  one 
of  its  meetings,  may  fix  a  time  and  place  for  a  special  meeting ; 
second,  a  special  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  president  of  the 
board  upon  notice  specifying  the  time  and  place  delivered  to 
each  member  in  person;  third,  the  secretary,  upon  the  wTitten 
request  of  a  majority  of  the  board,  may  call  a  special  meeting 
by  notice  specifying  the  time  and-place,  delivered  to  each  member 
in  person. 

Nothing  is  said  as  to  whether  these  notices  must  be  in  writing 
or  not.  A  -notice  specifying  the  time  and  place  can  as  well  be 
delivered  to  each  member  in  person  orally  as  in  writing.  The 
statute  is  explicit  that  such  notice  must  be  delivered  to  each 
member  in  person.  Therefore  it  can  not  be  mailed  to  him 
through  the  postoffice. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  as  to  your  first  question 
the  answer  must  be  that  a  special  meeting  can  be  legally  called 
by  the  president  only  upon  notice,  specifying  the  time  and  place, 
delivered  to  each  member  of  the  board  in  person. 

As  to  your  second  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  written 
notices,  directed  and  mailed  to  members  of  the  board,  would 
not  be  legal  notice,  even  though  a  quorum  be  persent  at  such 
special  meeting  called  by  the  president  of  the  board.

Superint evident  of  Public  Instruction, 
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Corporation— Rborganization  of  the  Chicago,  Rook  Is- 
land &  Pacific  Railway  Company — It  is  held  that  the 
acts  of  the  Iowa  corporation  are  not  ultima  vires  nor 
opposed  to  the  public  policy  of  the  state  in  a  sense 
which  will  enable  the  state  to  arrest  the  transaction  or 
maintain  an  action  of  quo  M?arran^o  for  the  dissolution 
of  the  corporate  franchise. 

Sir — In  response  to  your  communication  of  the  30th  ultimo, 
requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
state  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1902,  is  a  corporation  organized 
for  a  lawful  purpose,  and  whether  the  transaction  described  in 
your  communication  can  be  arrested  at  the  instance  of  the  state, 
I  submit  the  following  opinion: 

The   facts,  as  s.tated  in  yonr  communication  and  gathered 
from  other  sources  of  information,  are  substantially  as  follows: 

On  the  2 1  St  day  of  July,  1902,  William  T.  Rankin  and  oth- 
ers executed,  in  due  form  of  law,  and  caused  to  be, filed  in  the 
office  of  the  recorder  of  Polk  county,  Iowa,  and  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company, 
with  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Des  Moines^ 
Polk  county,  Iowa,  and  with  the  right  to  maintain  offices  in  the 
cities  of  Chicago  and  New  York,  and  in  such  other  places  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 

The  authorized  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  is  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each. 

Its  corporate  existence  begins  on  the  day  on  which  its  arti- 
cles are  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  continues 
f(T  fifty  years  thereafter. 

At  or  about  the  same  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  Company  in  Iowa,  another  cor- 
p<M-ation  was  organized  in  New  Jersey  under  the  name  of  the 
Rock  Island  Company. 

I  have  no  knowledge  as  to  who  the  incorporators  of  the  Rock 
Island  Company  are,  but  assume,  from  the  facts  stated  in  your 
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communication,  that  they  are  the  same  persons  who  organized 
the  Iowa  company,  or  persons  with  like  interest  and  purpose. 

The  authorized  capital  stock  of  the  Rock  Island  Company  is 
one  hundred  and  fifty  million  dollars,  and  is  divided  into  two 
classes,  viz:  ninety-six  millions  of  common  stock,  and  fifty- four 
millions  of  preferred  stock. 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  these  corporations,  there  had 
existed  for  many  years  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  a  corporation 
known  as  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, which  was  a  consolidation  organized  under  the  laws  of 
Illinois  and  Iowa.  This  company  had  constructed,  purchased 
and  leased  lines  of  railway  in  Iowa  and  other  states  and  terri- 
tcries,  which  it  was  then  operating,  of  a  total  mileage  between 
seven  and  eight  thousand  miles.  It  was  the  owner  of  the  Chi- 
cago, Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway,  and  of  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway,  which  it  had  recently 
acquired,  which  together  had  a  mileage  of  over  five  thousand 
miles. 

Its  capital  stock,  for  which  certificates  had  been  issued,  was 
seventy-five  million  dollars,  and  its  bonded  indebtedness  about 
seventy  million  dollars.  Its  stock  was  at  a  premium  of  a  little 
more  than  one  hundred  per  cent ;  a  share  of  one  hundred  dollars 
being  worth  about  two  hundred  and  three  dollars  in  the  market. 

After  the  organization  of  the  Iowa  and  New  Jersey  compan- 
ies, an  agreement  was  entered  into  between  them  by  Avhich  the 
Iowa  corporation  should  issue  and  deliver  to  the  New^  Jersey 
corporation,  certificates  for  the  whole  amount  of  its  capital 
stock;  and  in  consideration  of  such  transfer  of  its  capital  stock, 
the  New  Jersey  company  should  issue  seventy-five  millions  of 
its  common  stock  and  fifty-two  millions  five  hundred  thousand 
of  its  preferred  stock,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  shareholders 
of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  as  a 
part  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  shares  of  that  company  held 
bjr  them,  the  terms  of  the  agreement  being : 

That  the  New  Jersey  company  should  deliver  one  hundred 
dollars  of  its  common  stock,  and  seventy  dollars  of  its  preferred 
stock,  to  the'  shareholders  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pa- 
cific Railway  Company  for  each  share  of  stock  of  one  hundred 
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dollars  held  by  the  shareholders  of  that  company ;  and,  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  the  Iowa  corporation  should  issue  and  deliver  to 
each  shareholder  of  the  Rock  Island  Railway  Company  one 
hundred  dollars,  in  four  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  for  each  share  of 
stock  of  that  company  so  held. 

Under  the  agreement,  when  executed,  each  shareholder  of 
the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Raihvay  Company  would 
receive  one  hundred  dollars  in  common  stock  and  seventy  dol- 
lars in  preferred  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  corporation,  and  one 
hundred  dollars,  in  four  per  cent,  gold  bonds,  of  the  Iowa  cor- 
poration, for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him.  The  stock  of  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  when  thus 
transferred,  is  to  become  the  property  of  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  Comi>any,  and  to  be  deix)sited  with 
the  Central  Trust  Company  of  New  York  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  seventy-five  milHons  of  bonds  issued  by  the 
low'a  company. 

By  this  arrangement  and  transfer,  the  New  Jersey  corix>ration 
becomes  the  owner  of  the  stock  of  the  Iowa  corporation,  and 
the  Iowa  corporation  becomes  the  owner  of  the  stock  of  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  sole 
stockholder  of  that  railway. 

The  first  question  upon  which  my  opinion  is  requested  is, 
whether  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  organized  for  a  lawful  purpose  under  the  laws  of  the 
state. 

Article  2  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  that  company 
provides : 

"The  general  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted  by 
the  corporation  is  the  construction  or  acquisition  in 
any  other  manner,  and  the  maintenance  and  oper- 
ation of  a  line  of  railway  and  telegraph  extending 
through  the  state  of  Iowa  in  and  from  the  city  of  Daven- 
port, Scott  county,  Iowa,  to  and  in  the  city  of  Council 
Bluffs,  Pottawattamie  county,  in  said  state;  the  purchase, 
lease,  or  acquisition  in  any  other  manner,  and  either  di- 
rectly or  through  ownership  of  the  stocks  and  lx)nds  or 
other  obligations  of  the  corporations  owning  and  oj^erat- 
ing  the  same,  of  the  railways,  proi)erty  and  franchises  of 
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the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
and  of  any  other  lines  of  railway  and  railway  property 
in  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  in  any  other  states  and  terri- 
tories of  the  United  States,  and  the  maintenance  and  op- 
eration of  any  other  line  of  railway  and  railway  property 
which  the  corporation  may  acquire;  and  the  operation  un- 
der lease  and  through  contract  of  lines  of  railway  and  of 
railway  property  owned  or  operated  by  other  railway  cor- 
porations in  the  state  of  Iowa  and  in  other  states  and  ter- 
ritories of  the  United  States.  The  corporation  shall  have 
power,  while  the  owner  of  any  stocks  of  other  corporations, 
owning  or  operating  lines  of  railway  or  railway  property, 
as  aforesaid,  to  exercise  in  respect  thereto  all  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  of  ownership,  including  the  right 
to  vote  thereon;  and  shall  have  and  by  its  board  of  direct- 
ors may  exercise  all  the  i>owers  now  or  hereafter  conferred 
upon  railway  corporations  by  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa, 
and  of  any  other  state  or  territory  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion may  transact  its  business,  and  of  the  United  States." 

Section  1607  of  the  code  provides : 

**Any  number  of  persons  may  become  incorporated  for 
the  transaction  of  any  lawful  business,  but  such  incorpora- 
tion confers  no  power  or  privileges  not  possessed  by  nat- 
ural persons,  except  as  hereinafter  provided." 

Subdivision  6  of  section  1609  provides  that  corporations  shall 
"have  power  to  make  contracts,  acquire  and  transfer  property, 
possessing  the  same  powers  in  such  respects  as  natural  persons. 

Under  our  law  the  right  of  any  number  of  persons  to  organ- 
ize a  corporation  under  chapter  i  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing,  purchasing  and  owning  any  rail- 
way or  railways  within  the  state  of  Iowa,  or  in  other  states  or 
territories,  subject,  jjcrhaps,  to  one  condition,  viz:  that  a  cor- 
poration will  not  be  permitted  to  purchase  and  consolidate  com- 
peting lines  of  railway  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  monopoly 
and  taking  away  from  the  citizens  of  the  state  the  benefit  of 
-competition,  cannot  be  questioned.  Aside  from  this  restriction, 
a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  may  con- 
struct, purchase  and  operate  any  number  of  railways,  either  in 
the  state  of  Iowa  or  elsewhere. 
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The  charter  of  a  corporation,  by  which  its  powers  are  meas- 
ured, consists  of  the  statutes  under  which  it  is  formed,  and  its 
articles  of  incorporation  required  to  be  executed  and  filed  by 
the  incorporators.  Tlie  article  above  quoted  gives  to  the  cor- 
poration the  right  to  purchase  the  stock  and  bonds  of  other 
railway  corporations. 

Section  2047  C)f  the  code  provides: 

"Any  railway  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  state,  or  operating  a  road  therein,  under  the  authority 
of  the  laws  thereof,  may  acquire,  own  and  hold  either  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  stock,  bonds  or  other  securities 
of  any  railroad  company  in  this  or  any  adjoining  state/* 

Under  its  charter,  the  Iowa  comi>any  clearly  has  the  right  to 
purchase,  own  and  hold  all  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  subject  only  to  the  restric- 
tion suggested,  that  it  \w\\l  not  be  [permitted  to  purchase  such 
stock  and  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  consolidating  competing^ 
lines  of  railway,  and  thereby  creating  a  monojx)ly,  and  taking 
away  from  the  citizens  of  the  state  the  benefits  of  competition. 

It  is  equally  true  that  a  corporation  has  the  right  to  issue  and 
deliver  the  certificates  of  its  capital  stock  in  payment  for  any 
property  which  it  has  the  right  to  purchase  and  hold.  In  issu- 
ing its  stock  for  such  purpose,  it  is  not  necessary  that  there 
should  be  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation, 
and  that  the  money  should  \:>e  paid  into  the  treasury  upon  such 
subscription  before  its  capital  can  be  used  in  the  purchase  of 
property  which  it  has  the  right  to  buy.  The  direct  method  of 
issuing  and  delivering  its  certificates  of  shares  of  capital  stock 
for  property,  is  one  of  the  well  recognized  rights  of  a  corpora- 
tion. 

An  issue  of  stock  for  the  purchase  of  property  by  a  corpc^ra- 
tion  finds  support  not  only  in  the  decisions  of  the  courts,  but 
in  the  daily  transaction  of  the  business  of  coqx:)rations.  The 
law  does  ret  compel  a  cori:K)ratiGn,  and  the  subscriber  to  its 
capital  stock,  to  go  through  the  useless  form  of  a  payment  by 
the  corporation  to  the  subscril^er  of  the  Value  of  the  property 
which  it  seeks  to  acquire,  and  an  immediate  repayment  of  the 
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same  money  by  the  subscriber  to  the  corporation  on  his  sub- 
scription. 

Cook  on  Corporatiofis,  Sec.    i8,  and    cases    there 
cited. 

So  well  established  is  this  principle,  that  the  few  cases  hold- 
ing the  contrary  doctrine  can  no  longer  be  considered  good 
law. 

The  Iowa  corporation,  therefore,  has  the  right  to  purchase 
the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  to  pay  for  the  same  in  its  certificates  of  capital  stock 
in  such  amounts  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  shareholders  of  the  old  Rock  Island 
Railway  Company  and  the  directors  of  the  new  Iowa  company. 

The  transfer  of  the  stock  of  the  new  Iowa  company  to  the 
New  Jersey  company,  under  the  agreement  that,  in  considera- 
tion of  such  transfer,  the  New  Jersey  .--ompany  will  deliver  to 
the  shareholders  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Company, 
certificates  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  company  at 
the  ratio  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  for  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chicago,  ,Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  when  such  transfer  is  made, 
the  stc<:k  of  the  last  named  company  to  become  the  property  of 
the  new  Iowa  company  does  not  in  any  wise  affect  the  right  of 
the  Iowa  company  to  purchase  and  hold  the  stock  of  the  old 
Rock  Island  company,  or  invalidate  its  purchase  thereof. 

Such  transaction  is  but  an  additional  link  in  the  chain  of  the 
transfer  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railway  Company  to  the  new  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
Railroad  Company;  that  is,  the  shareholders  of  the  old  Rock 
Island  company  receive  the  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  company 
in  exchange  for  their  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  which  they  transfer  to  the  new  Iowa 
corporation,  which,  in  turn,  delivers  its  stock  directly  to  the 
New  Jersey  company. 

I  have  no  information  as  to  why  this  cir^^-.  ^'ve^.V^^^  ^^ 

transfer  was  adopted  by  the  organizers  of  tV^^     XVO^^     ^t^V^^^^^'^ 
but  it  is  certain  that  it  can  in  nowise  affect   ^^     s^O     .  .^  ol  ^^^ 
transaction.  V\    \t^ 
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When  the  Iowa  company  transferred  its  stock  to  the  New 
Jersey  company  under  the  agreement,  it  at  once  had  a  benefi- 
cial interest  in  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  com- 
pany, which  were  to  \ye  transferred  -to  the  shareholders  of  the 
old  Rock  Island  company.  It  was  in  fact  the  equitable  owner 
thereof.  It  had  agreed  that  these  shares  should  be  transferred 
to  the  shareholders  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railroad  Company 
as  a  part  of  the  purchase  price  of  the  shares  held  by  them,  and 
that  the  shares  of  stock  of  that  company  shoukl  be  transferred 
to  and  become  the  property  of  the  new  Iowa  corporation ;  and  • 
that  in  addition  thereto,  it  would  issue  and  deliver  to  such  share- 
"holders,  of  its  owm  four  per  cent  gold  bonds,  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  share  of  stock  which  it  received  from  the  stock- 
holders of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany through  the  agreement  with  the  New  Jersey  company. 

When  the  agreement  is  carried  out  between  the  new  Iowa 
-corporation,  the  New  Jersey  corporation  and  the  shareholders 
of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  company,  the  Iowa  company 
becomes  the  owner  of  all  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock 
Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company ;  and  under  the  statute  above 
referred  to  and  its  articles  of  incorporation,  it  has  the  right 
to  own  and  hold  the  same.  , 

In  the  acquisition  of  the  stock  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Rail- 
way Company  by  the  new  Iowa  corjx^ration,  no  law  of  the  state 
has  been,  or  w^ill  be,  violated  or  contravened,  and  the  act  of  the 
corporation  in  obtaining  the  same  is  not  ultra  vires. 

Upon  the  transfer  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  the  new  Iowa  company  the  latter 
becomes  the  actual  owner  of  all  the  railways  and  railway  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company.  The  legal  title  thereto,  of  course,  remains  in  that 
corporation,  but  the  new  Iowa  company,  as  the  owner  of  all  of 
its  stock,  is  in  fact  the  owner  of  all  of  its  property ;  and,  as  the 
owner  of  its  stock,  it  becomes  vested  with  the  power  of  con- 
trolling the  corporation,  electing  its  board  of  directors,  and  of 
exercising  all  other  powers  which  stockholders  of  a  corporation 
may  lawfully  exercise. 
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The  fact  that  the  seventy-five  millions  of  stock  which  it  re- 
ceives  from  the  stockholders  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  is  pledged  with  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral Trust  Company  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  seventy- 
five  million  dollars  of  four  per  cent  bonds  issued  by  the  Iowa 
company  in  nowise  aflfects  the  right  of  that  company  to  vote  the 
stock  and  exercise  its  rights  as  holder  thereof. 

What  has  been  said  as  to  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  Iowa 
company  as  the  holder  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company,  is  equally  true  of  the  New  Jersey 
corporation.  It  has  lawfully  acquired  the  stock  of  the  Iowa 
corporation.  It  has  the  right  to  own  and  hold  the  same,  and  ta 
exercise  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  stockholder  of  that 
company.  And  while  it  is  suggested  that  the  organizers  of  the 
New  Jersey  company  will  retain  control  of  that  corporation  by 
being  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  its  preferred  stock,  and  in 
that  manner  retain  control  of  the  Iowa  corporation,  such  action 
on  the  part  of  the  stockholders  of  the  New  Jersey  company  is. 
not  in  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state. 

A  corporation  undoubtedly  has  the  right  to  issue  common 
and  preferred  stock.  It  has  the  legal  right  to  give  the  preferred 
stock  privileges  which  are  not  given  to  the  common  stock*. 
Among  such  privileges  is  the  right  of  electing  a  majority  of  the 
directory  of  the  corporation. 

There  is  no  rule  of  public  policy  which  forbids  the  issue  of 
preferred  stock  of  a  corporation,  and,  in  the  case  under  consid- 
eration, it  amounts  only  to  an  agreement  of  the  stockholders  as 
to  how  the  profits  of  the  corporation  shall  be  divided,  and  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  elect  the  managing  officers  thereof. 

In  Kent  v.  Quicksilver  Min,  Co.,  78  N.  Y.,  159,  it  is  said: 

**We  know  of  nothing  in  the  constitution  or  law  that  in- 
hibits a  corporation  from  beginning  its  corporate  action 
by  classifying  the  shares  in  its  capital  stock,  with  peculiar 
privileges  to  one  share  over  another." 

So  that  while  the  control  of  the  Iowa  company  by  the  New 
Jersey  company,  and  the  control  of  the  last  named  company  by 
a  majority  of  its  preferred  stock,  were  objects  sought  to  be 
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attained  by  the  incorporators  of  both  companies,  it  can  not  be 
said  that  they  exceeded  their  legal  rights  in,  prosecuting  the  plan 
by  which  such  purpose  is  accomplished. 


The  most  serious  question  involved  is,  whether  the  state  may 
interfere  to  prevent  the  issuance  of  the  stock  and  bonds  of  the 
Iowa  and  New  Jersey  companies,  for  the  reason  that  the  aggre- 
gate amount  thereof  proposed  to  be  issued  exceeds  the  market 
value  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  which  the  Iowa  company  receives  therefor;  or 
whether  it  may  by  quo  warranto  have  a  forfeiture  of  the  char- 
ter of  the  Iowa  company  declared,  on  the  grrounds  that  such  act 
is  ultra  vires  and  against  public  policy. 

The  seventy-five  millions  of  gold  bonds  issued  by  the  Iowa 
company,  and  secured  by  the  deposit  of  the  stock  of  the  old  Rock 
Island  Railway  Company,  are  undoubtedly  worth  their  par 
value.  The  stock  of  the  Iowa  company,  held  by  the  New  Jer- 
sey company,  and  the  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  company,  trans- 
ferred to  the  shareholders  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Com- 
pany, undoubtedly   have  some   value. 

The  market  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the 
contract  referred  to,  was  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  million 
dollars.  In  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  this  stock  to  the 
Iowa  company,  it  proposes  to  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  stock- 
holders of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Company,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  millions  five  hundred  thousand,  at  its  face 
value,  of  the  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  company,  and  seventy-five 
millions  of  the  bonds  of  the  Iowa  company. 

Is  this  transaction  such  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state  or 
of  its  public  policy,  as  declared  by  its  statutes  and  courts,  as 
will  authorize  the  state  to  interfere  by  legal  proceedings? 

The  stock  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Company  is  to  be 
purchased  at  a  valuation  of  two  hundred  and  two  millions,  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  com- 
pany and  the  bonds  of  the  Iowa  company.  The  transaction  is 
with  th'e  consent  of  all  of  the  stockholders  of  the  different  com- 
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panics.  No  one  is  deceived  or  defrauded;  and  it  is  the  method 
whereby  the  Iowa  corporation  seeks  to  obtain  the  ownership  of 
the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and, 
through  the  ownership  of  that  stock,  the  control  of  its  system  of 
railway. 

In  the  absence  of  statutory  prohibition,  it  is  within  the  power 
of  a  corporation  to  issue  its  stock  and  bonds  for  property  pur- 
chased by  it,  although  the  property  received  js  taken  at  a 
valuation  in  excess  of  its  real  value. 

Memphis,  etc.,  R,  R,  Co.  v.  Dow,  120  U.  S.,  299; 
Brown  v.  Duluth,  M.  &  N.  Ry.  Co.,  53  Fed.  Rep., 

889; 
ScovUl  V.  Thayer,  105  U.  S.,153. 

The  validity  of  the  issue  of  stocks  and  bonds  by  corporations, 
in  payment  for  property  of  less  value  than  the  par  value  of  the 
stocks  and  bonds  issued,  is  sustained  by  the  decisions  of  the 
highest  courts  in  the  country. 

M,emphis,  etc.,  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Dozv,  120  U.  S.,  287; 
Peoria  &  Springfield  R.  Co.  v.  Thompson,  103  111., 

187; 
Stein  V.  HonHird,  65  Calif.,  616; 
Handley  v.  Stutz,  139  U.  S.,  417; 
Clark  V.  Bever,  lb.,  96; 
Fogg  V.  Blair,  lb.,  118. 

The  only  provision  of  our  statute  upon  this  subject  is  sec- 
tion 1627  of  the  code,  which  provides: 

"No  certificate  of  shares  of  stock  shall  be  issued,  deliv- 
ered or  transferred  by  any  corporation,  officer  or  agent 
thereof,  or  by  the  owner  of  such  certificate  of  shares,  with- 
out having  endorsed  on  the  face  thereof  what  amount,  or 
portion  of  the  par  value,  has  been  ]>aid  to  the  corporation 
issuing  the  same,  and  whether  such  payment  has  been  in 
money  or  property." 

This  statute  not  only  do^s  not  prohibit  the  issuance  of  shares 
of  stock  in  payment  of  property,  when  the  actual  value  of  such 
property  is  not  equal  to  the  face  value  of  the  shares  of  stock 
issued,  but  contemplates  that  such  a  transaction  may  be  carried 
out,  imposing  only  the  duty  of  the  corporation  or  shareholder 
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to  endorse,  upon  the  certificate  issued  or  transferred,  what 
amount  or  portion  of  the  par  value,  has  been  paid  for  the  same, 
and  whether  such  payment  was  in  money  or  property. 

In  Scovill  V.  Thayer  it  was  directly  held  by  Judge  Harlan 
that  a  corporation  had  the  right  to  issue  its  stock  to  its  share- 
holders, w^here  only  a  portion  of  the  face  value  was  paid  there- 
for by  such  shareholder  under  an  agreement  that  it  should  be 
fully  paid  stock,  and  that  the  shareholders  should  not  be  liable 
to  the  corporation  for  any  unpaid  portion  of  the  face  value 
thereof,  and  that,  as  between  the  shareholders  and  the  corpora- 
tion, such  agreement  was  valid  and  binding;  and  that  it  could 
only  be  inquired  into  by  a  creditor  of  the  corporation. 

In  Seymot^  v.  S,  F.  C  Association,  144  N.  Y.,  344,  it  was 
held  that  an  issue  of  bonds  of  a  corporation  for  the  purchase  of 
real  estate,  largely  in  excess  of  the  actual  value  of  such  real 
estate  at  the  time  of  the  purchase,  was  a  legal  transaction  and 
that  the  bonds  were  valid. 

The  principle  decided  in  Scovill  v.  Thayer  goes  far  beyond 
the  question  involved  here,  and  it  is  clear  that  in  the  absence  of 
a  statutory  provision  to  the  contrary,  a  corporation  may  issue 
its  stock  and  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  property,  although  the 
face  value  of  such  stock  and  bonds  so  issued  is"  in  excess  of  the 
actual  value  of  the  property  received  by  it,  and  that  such  trans- 
action, if  free  from  fraud,  can  only  be  inquired  into  by  creditors 
of  the  corporation. 

The  right  of  a  creditor  to  inquire  into  a  transaction  of  this 
character  is  purely  a  private  right,  and  sound  public  policy  re- 
quires that  whatever  exclusively  pertains  to  individual  interests 
should  be  left  to  the  individual.  The  state  should  provide  and 
care  for  the  general  interests  and  for  those  w'hich  are  beyond 
the  right  of  an  individual,  but  it  has  no  authority  to  take  up 
either  side  of  the  controversy  which  relates  solely  to  private 
rights  of  individuals. 

The  law  gives  to  every  individual  who  has  suffered  a  wrong, 
ample  power,  methods  and  liberty  to  have  that  wrong  redressed ; 
and  were  the  state  to  attempt  to  take  up  the  cause  of  an  indi- 
vidual, which  pertains  only  to  private  rights,  it  would  amount 
to  governmental  paternalism,  which  must  be  as  carefully  guarded

against  upon  the  one  side  as  the  sovereig^n  powers  of  the  state 
must  be  upheld  upon  the  other. 

People  V,  Ballard,  134  N.  Y.,  397. 

The  fact  that  a  corporation  is  an  entity,  representing  an  ag- 
gregation of  skill  and  capital,  does  not  curtail  its  right  to  trans- 
act the  business  which  it  is  empowered  by  its  charter  to  con- 
duct, .with  exactly  the  same  freedom  as  a  citizen.  So  long  as, 
by  the  policy  pf  this  state,  the  formation  of  corporations  is  per- 
mitted, so  long  will  the  right  ,of  such  artificial  persons  to  act 
within  the  scope  of  their  franchises  be  in  no  sense  different  from 
the  right  of  the  individual. 

The  control  over  the  business  conduct  of  either  by  a  court  of 
equity  is  exactly  the  same.  Contracts  of  either  will  be  rectified, 
annulled  or  specifically  enforced,  and  the  duties  of  either  as 
trustee,  or  its  right  as  cestui  que  trust,  will  be  enforced  and  pro- 
tected. Any  illegal  conduct  of  either,  leading  to  irreparable  in- 
jury, will  be  enjoined.  A  nuisance  created  by  either  will  be 
restrained,  and  whenever  either  an  individual  or  a  corporation 
becomes  related  to  any  other  individual  or  corporation  so  that 
equitable  jurisdiction  arises  to  remedy  some  wrong  or  secure 
some  right,  it  matters  not  whether  both  parties  are  individuals, 
or  both  corporations,  or  that  one  is  a  natural  and  the  other  an 
artificial  being. 

Stockton  V.  Ant,  Tobacco  Co,,  36  Atl.  Rep.,  976. 

The  charter  of  a  corporation  consists  of  the  statutes  under 
which  it  is  formed,  and  its  articles  of  incorporation  required  to 
be  executed  and  filed  by  the  incorporators;  and  the  acts  of  the 
Iowa  and  New  Jersey  corporations,  in  transferring  their  stock, 
and  bonds  to  the  shareholders  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  transfer  of 
the  stock  of  that  company  to  the  Iowa  corporation,  are  within 
the  powers  contained  in  their  respective  charters. 

The  stock  of  the  New  Jersey  company,  issued  and  delivered, 
is,  at  its  par  value,  less  than  the  market  value  of  the  stock  of 
the  Chicago,  Reck  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  received 
by  the  Iowa  corporation ;  and  there  is  no  ^'statute  of  this  state, 
or  rule  of  law  governing  the  conduct  of  corporations,  which 
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prohibits  the  Iowa  company  from  issuing  and  delivering  its 
negotiable  bonds  to  the  stockholders  of  the  old  Rock  Island 
Railway  Company,  which,  together  with  the  stock  of  the  New 
Jersey  company,  is  received  by  such  stockholders  in  payment 
of  the  stock  of  the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Company,  trans- 
ferred to  the  Iowa  corporation.  Such  a  transaction  w^ould  be 
valid  if  done  by  an  individual,  and  it  is  equally  valid  when  dune 
by  the  Iowa  corporation  under  the  powers  given  in  its  charter. 
The  only  material  inquiry  for  a  court  upon  the  complaint  of 
a  stockholder  of  either  company  would  be,  whether  the  contract, 
by  which  the  Iowa  company  acquired  the  stock  of  the  old  Rock 
Isand  Railway  Company,  was  fairly  made,  fairly  carried  out, 
and  the  bonds  issued  by  the  Iowa  company  in  payment  therefor 
were  in  fact  issued  for  that  purpose. 

Farmers  Loan  &  Trust  Co,  v,  RockauHiy  Valley  R. 
Co.,  69  Fed.  Rep.,  11. 


It  is  suggested  that  the  issue  of  stock  and  bonds  of  the  New 
Jersey  and  Iowa  companies  for  the  acquisition  of  the  stock  of 
the  old  Rock  Island  Railway  Company,  is,  at  their  face  value, 
so  largely  in  excess  of  the  market  value  of  the  stock  acquired; 
that  the  transaction  is  opposed  to  the  public  policy  of  the  state, 
and  it  should  therefore  take  some  action  against  the  Iowa  cor- 
poration. 

In  considering  the  force  of  this  suggestion,  it  is  first  neces- 
sary to  determine  what  constitutes  the  public  policy  of  a  state. 

In  Hartford  Fire  Ins,  Co.  v.  Chicago,  M,  &  St.  F.  R.  Co., 
30  L.  R.  A.,  197,  it  is  said  by  Judge  Sanborn : 

"The  public  policy  of  a  state  or  nation  must  be  deter- 
mined by  its  constitution,  laws  and  judicial  decisions,  not 
by  the  varying  opinions  of  laymen,  lawyers  or  judges  as  to 
the  demands  of  the  interest  of  the  public." 

In  the  celebrated  case  of  I'idal  v.  Girard's  Executors,  43  U. 
r>.,  197,*  Mr.  Justice  Story  said: 

**Nor  are  we  at  liberty  to  look  at  general  considerations 
of  the  supposed  public  interests  and  policy  of  Pennsylvania 
upon  this  subject,  beyond  what  its  constitution  and  laws 
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and  judicial  decisions  make  known  to  us.  The  question, 
what  is  the  public  policy  of  a  state,  and  what  is  contrary  to 
it,  if  inquired  into  beyohd  these  limits,  will  be  found  to  be 
one  of  great  vagueness  and  uncertainty,  and  to  involve  dis- 
cussions which  can  scarcely  come  within  the  range  of  judi- 
cial duty  and  functions,  and  upon  which  men  may  and  will 
complexionally  differ."    . 

Mr.  Justice  Peckham,   in    United  States  v.    Traits-Missouri 
Freight  Ass'n,  i66  U.  S.,  290,  said: 

"The  policy  of  the  government  is  to  be  found  in  its 
statutes,  and  when  they  have  not  directly  spoken,  then  in 
the  decisions  of  the  courts  and  the  constant  practice  of  the 
government  officials." 

In  Heller  v.  Nationai  Marine  Bank,  45  L.  R.  A.,  443,  it  is 
said : 

"Much  was  said  in  the  argument,  and  something  is  to  be 
found  in  the  books,  about  such  liens  in  favor  of  stock- 
holders being  void  because  against  public  policy;  but  Sir 
George  Jessel,  M.  R.,  in  dealing  with  that  indefinite  and 
variable  quantity  called  'public  policy'  said,  in  Printing  & 
N.  Registering  Co.  v.  Sampson,  L.  R.  19  Eq.  465 :  *It  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  you  are  not  to  extend  arbitrarily  those 
rules  which  say  that  a  given  contract  is  void  as  being 
against  public  policy,  because,  if  there  is  one  thing  which, 
more  than  another,  public  policy  requires,  it  is  that  men  of 
full  age  and  competent  understanding  shall  have  the  utmost 
liberty  of  contracting,  and  that  their  contracts,  when  en- 
tered into  freely  and  voluntarily,  shall  be  held  sacred,  and 
shall  be  enforced  by  courts  of  justice.  Therefore  you  have 
this  paramount  public  policy  to  consider — that  you  are  not 
lightly  to  interfere  with  this  freedom  of  contract.  Now, 
there  is  no  doubt  public  policy  may  say  that  a  contract  to 
commit  a  crime,  or  a  contract  to  give  a  reward  to  another 
to  commit  a  crime,  is  necessarily  void.  The  decisions  have 
gone  further,  and  contracts  to  commit  an  immoral  offense, 
or  to  give  money  or  reward  to  another  to  commit  an  im- 
moral offense,  or  to  induce  another  to  do  something  against 
the  general  rules  of  morality,  though  far  more  indefinite 
than  the  previous  class,  have  always  been  held  to  be  void. 
I  should  be  sorry  to  extend  the  doctrine  much  further.'  " 

Under  the  statutes  of  our  states  and  the  decisions  of  our 
courts,  there  should  be  added    to  the    subjects    named  by  the 
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learned  Master  of  the  Rolls,  as  to  which  the  state  has  the  right 
to  interfere,  contracts  in  restraint  of  trade,  and  the  creation  of 
monopolies  to  prevent  competition. 

The  consensus  of  the  judicial  expressions  upon  this  question 
is,  that  the  public  pplicy  of  a  state  must-  be  determined  by  the 
statute  and  judicial  decisions  of  that  state,  and  not  by  the  opin- 
ions of  individuals,  no  matter  how  eminent. 

Tested  by  this  rule,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  acts  of  the  Iowa 
corporation  are  opposed  to  the  public  policy  of  a  state,  as  no 
act  has  been  done  by  it  which  is  a  violation  of  the  statute  of 
the  state,  or  of  its  laws,  as  declared  by  the  decisions  of  its  courts. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  while  one  may  be  personally  op- 
posed to  the  policy  of  a  state  in  permitting  corporations  to  issue 
their  stock  and  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  property,  in  amounts 
in  excess  of  the  actual  value  of  such  property,  the  question 
is  one  which  must  be  referred  to  the  law-making  power  of  the 
state  for  its  action,  rather  than  to  the  courts  for  their  decision 
under  the  present  statute. 

While  the  fact  that  there  is  no  statute  in  this  state  by  which 
corporations  are  regulated  and  controlled  as  to  the  issuance  of 
corporate  stock  and  bonds  under  the  circumstances  of  the  trans- 
action under  consideration,  may  be  deprecated,  that  fact  exists, 
and  no  proceedings  in  behalf  of  the  state,  without  legislative 
action,  can  be  maintained. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  acts 
of  the  Iowa  corporation  are  not  ultra  vires,  nor  opposed  to  the 
public  policy  of  the  state  in  a  sense  which  will  enable  the  state 
to  arrest  the  transaction  or  maintain  an  action  of  quo  ivarranio 
for  the  dissolution  of  the  corporate  franchise.

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Appropri  AT  JONS— Construction  of  chapters  183  and  177  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

Sir — In  response  to  your  request  of  the  29th  ultimo  for  a 
construction  of  chapters  183  and  177  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  appropriations 
made  to  the  public  institutions  of  the  state,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing opinion: 

The  appropriations  made  by  chapter  183,  which  are  not  pay- 
able quarterly,  may  be  drawn  at  any  time  by  the  officers  of  the 
institution  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made,  whenever  re- 
quired for  the  purpose  of  the  appropriation. 

The  effect  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  177  upon  such  appro- 
priations is  only  to  extend  the  time  within  which  they  may  be 
drawn  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  viz :  June  30,  1903. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  177,  ajypropriations  which 
are  to  be  paid  quarterly  should  be  computed  and  paid  pro  rata 
to  the  first  day  of  July,  1902,  and  after  that  date  they  should  be 
paid  in  quarterly  installments  on  the  first  days  of  July,  October, 
January  and  April.

Banks — Savings  Departments  of — It  is  held  that  national, 
state  and  private  banks  may -organize  and  conduct 
savings  departments,  in  connection  with  their  general 
banking  business,  and  that  individuals,  partnerships 
and  private  corporations  may,  subject  to  the  same  re- 
strictions, engage  in  and  carry  on  a  savings  bank  busi- 
ness. 

Sir— Your  favor  requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  following 
questions  is  received: 
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First — Is  the  organization  and  operation  of  savings  depart- 
ments by  national  banks  in  violation  of  and  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  Iowa? 

Second — Is  the  organization  and  operation  of  savings  depart- 
ments by  state  banks  in  violation  of  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
Iowa  ? 

Third — Is  the  organization  and  operation  of  savings  depart- 
ments by  private  banks,  corporations,  partnerships  or  persons  en- 
gaged in  business  other  than  banking,  in  violation  of  and  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  Iowa? 

These  questions  arise  under  section  1859  of  the  code,  which 
provides : 

*'Any  bank,  banking  association,  private  banker  or  person 
not  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or 
any  officer,  agent,  servant  or  employe  thereof,  who  shall 
advertise,  issue  or  circulate  any  card  01  other  paper,  or  ex- 
hibit any  sign  as  a  savings  bank  or  savings  institution 
*     *     *      shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,"  etc. 

Before  taking  up  the  construction  of  this  statute,  it  is  im- 
portant to  determine  the  right  of  persons  within  the  state  to  con- 
duct a  banking  business,  and  the  power  of  the  legislature  as-  to 
the  control  thereof. 

At  common  law  banking  in  all  of  its  branches  is  free  to  all. 

State  V.  Woodmatise,  1  N.  Dak.,  246; 
People  V,  Utica  Ins.  Co.,  15  Johns.,  358; 
Morse  on  Banking,  sec.  13. 

Whether  a  state  legislature  has  power  to  prohibit  individuals 
from  transacting  a  banking  business,  and  to  confer  such  right 
solely  upon  corporations,  is  a  question  upon  which  the  courts 
differ  very  widely,  and  as  to  which  the  adjudicated  cases  are 
wholly  irreconcilable. 

In  the  recent  case  of  State  v,  Woodnwnse,  supra,  the  supreme 
court  of  North  Dakota  held  that  it  was  within  the  power  of  a 
state  legislature  to  regulate  the  business  of  banking,  even  to  the 
extent  of  prohibiting  private  persons  or  partnerships  from  en- 
gaging therein.  This  decision  is  based  upon  the  authority  of  the 
early  New  York  cases,  and  the  text  of  Mr.  Morse  hp^prl  thereon. 
An  examination  of  these  cases  discloses  that  the  question,  as  to

the  right  of  individuals  to  conduct  a  banking  business,  was  not 
the  precise  question  upon  which  the  decisions  turned. 

In  State  V.  Scougalj  3  S.  Dak.,  55,  the  supreme  court  of  that 
-  state  held  that  it  was  not  within  the  power  of  a  state  legislature 
to  prohibit  private  persons  from  engaging  in  the  business  of 
banking,  placing  the  decision  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  not  a 
constitutional  exercise  of  the  legislative  power,  under  the  police 
power  of  the  state,  to  deprive  the  citizen  of  the  right  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  banking,  and  to  confer  such  privilege  exclusively 
upon  corporations  organized  under  an  act  of  the  legislature.  The 
position  taken  by  the  South  Dakota  court  is  upheld  by  a  very 
able  and  convincing  opinion  written  by  Corson,  J. 

A  careful  comparison  of  the  opinion  in  the  Scongal  case  with 
that  in  the  IVoodmanse  case  and  the  early  New  York  cases,  in- 
evitably leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  doctrine  announced  by 
the  South  Dakota  court  is  the  more  logical  and  sounder  prin- 
ciple of  law. 

Taking  then  the  doctrine  enunciated  in  the  Scougal  case  as 
laying  down  the  correct  principle  of  law  as  to  the  power  of  a 
state  legislature  to  prohibit  private  individuals  from  engaging  in 
the  business  of  banking,  it  follows  that  every  person  in  the  state 
has  the  legal  right,  under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
to  engage  in  and  carry  on  the  business  of  banking,  subject  to 
such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  state  legislature  may  deem 
it  necessary  to  make  in  relation  thereto.  Such  right  necessarily 
extends  to  all  classes  of  banking,  and  includes  savings  as  well 
as  commercial  banks. 

Apparently  recognizing  this  right,  the  state  legislature  has 
not  attempted  to  prohibit  any  bank,  banking  association,  private 
banker  or  person  not  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 10  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  from  engaging  in  and  carrying  on 
the  business  of  a  savings  bank,  but  does  prohibit  such  bank, 
banking  association,  private  banker  or  person  not  incorporated 
under  such  law,  from  advertising,  by  issuing  or  circulating  any 
card  cr  other  paper,  or  exhibiting  any  sign,  that  such  bank,  bank- 
ing association,  private  banker  or  person,  is  a  savings  bank  or 
savings  institution  organized  and  transacting  business  under 
chapter  10  of  title  IX  of  the  code. 
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The  purpose  of  this  statute  is  to  prevent  the  public  from  be- 
ing deceived  as  to  the  character  of  the  bank  with  which  it  may 
desire  to  transact  business.  If  a  savings  bank  is  conducted  by 
private  individuals,  it  can  not  seek  the  confidence  or  business  of 
the  public  under  the  advertisement  that  it  is  a  savings  bank  or 
savings  institution  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  and 
subject  to  state  supervision. 

A  similar  provision  is  found  in  section  1862  of  the  code,  which 
provides  that  no  partnership,  individual  or  unincorporated  asso- 
ciation, engaged  in  buying  or  selling  exchange,  receiving  de- 
posits, discounting  notes  and  bills,  or  other  banking  business, 
shall  incorporate  or  embrace  the  word  "state"  in  its  name.  By 
this  section  the  right  of  individuals  and  unincorporated  associa- 
tions to  carry  on  the  business  of  banking  is  fully  recognized,  and 
they  are  simply  prohibited  from  advertising,  by  incorporating 
the  word  "state"  in  their  names,  that  they  are  organized  under 
the  banking  laws  of  the  state  and  subject  to  state  supervision. 

While  there  are  no  adjudicated  cases  upon  the  identical  ques- 
tions under  consideration,  general  principles  of  law  have  been 
enunciated  by  various  courts  and  text  writers,  which  are  in  har- 
mony with  the  general  principle  stated. 

In  National  Bank  v.  Pcrgusmi,  48  Kan.,  739,  it  is  said : 

"And  a  bank  may  certainly,  as  a  part  of  its  legitimate 
banking  business,  receive  deposits,  pay  interest  thereon,  se- 
cure its  depositors  by  bonds  or  any  other  lawful  means,  and 
loan  the  money  which  it  receives  as  general  deposits." 

This  was  said  with  reference  to  the  powers  of  a  national  bank. 

In  Zane  on  Banks  and  Banking,  section  122,  it  is  said : 

"The  power  of  an  ordinary  chartered  bank  to  maintain  a 
savings  bank  department  seems  not  to  have  been  made  the 
subject  of  adjudication.  But  since  the  receiving  of  deposits 
is  a  banking  transaction,  and  since  the  maintenance  of  a 
savings  bank  department  is  merely  one  method  of  receiv- 
ing deposits,  there  ought  to  Ix;  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of 
any  judge  that  such  a  proceeding  is  within  the  coporate 
power  of  either  a  national  or  a  state  chartered  bank." 

The  powers  conferred  upon  national  banks  by  section  5136  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  are  broad  enough  to 
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cover  the  business  of  conducting  a  savings  department  of  a  na- 
tional bank ;  and  I  find  upon  inquiry  that  many  national  banks 
under  this  construction  of  their  powers,  have  organized  and  are 
now  conducting  savings  departments. 

In  Western  National  Bank  v.  Armstrong,  152  U.  S.,  346,  it 
is  said  that  all  incidental  powers  necessary  to  carry  on  the  busi- 
ness of  banking  are  impliedly  granted  under  the  national  bank 
act. 

It  is  undoubtedly  within  the  power  of  the  state  to  determine 
the  class  of  business  which  shall  be  conducted  by  banks  incor- 
porated under  chapter  i  of  titk  IX  of  the  code,  arid  to  withhold 
from  such  institutions  the  right  to  carry  on  a  savings  depart- 
ment in  connection  with  their  general  banking  business.  Such 
banks,  however,  are  authorized,  under  the  present  law  and  the 
■charters  conferred  thereby,  to  transact  a  general  banking  busi- 
ness which  may  properly  include  a  savings  department,  unless 
the  right  to  conduct  the  same  has  been  withheld  by  the  legisla- 
ture under  the  provisions  of  chapters  11  and  12  of  title  IX  of 
the  code.  There  is  no  provision  in  either  of  these  chapters 
Avhich  prohibits  banks  organized  under  the  state  law^  from  main- 
taining savings  departments. 

I  have  therefore  reached  the  conclusion  that,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  of  section  1859  of  the  code,  prohibiting  the  use  of 
the  words  "savings  bank"  and  "savings  institution,*'  in  adver- 
tising their  business  to  the  pubHc,  national,  state  and  private 
banks  may  lawfully  organize  and  conduct  a  savings  department 
in  connection  with  their  general  banking  business,  and  that  in- 
dividuals, ^partnerships  and  private  corporations  may,  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions,  engage  in  and  carry  on  a  savings  bank 
business.

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Commissioner  of  Labor — Construction  of  chapter  150  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

Sir — You  request  an  official  opinion  from  this  office  on  the 
question  whether  chapter  150  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly  is  in  conflict  or  repeals  that  portion  of  section 
2472  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  section  3  of  chapter  97  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  which  imposes 
upon  you,  as  labor  commissioner,  the  duty  of  giving  notice  to 
the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  a  factory  or  building,  of  the 
failure  to  provide  such  factory  or  building  with  a  fire  escape  for 
the  safety  of  employes,  and  if  the  same  is  not  remedied  within 
sixty  days  after  service  of  such  notice,  you  shall  give  the  county 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  such  factory  of  building  is  sit- 
uated, written  notice  of  the  facts. 

In  section  4  of  chapter  150  of  the  above  acts,  a  like  duty  is 
imposed  upon  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  or  the  mayor  of 
each  city  or  town  where  no  such  chief  of  fire  department  exists, 
or  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  in  case  such  build- 
ing is  not  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town,  with 
the  further  requirement  that  such  notice  shall  be  served  uporr 
the  agents  or  lessees  of  the  owner  or  owners,  providing  such  no- 
tice can  not  be  served  upon  the  owner  or  ow^ners  thereof;  and 
further  provides  that  the  notice  served  under  this  section  shalt 
command  such  owner,  owners  or  agents,  or  either  of  them,  to 
place  or  cause  to  be  placed  on  said  building  such  fire  escape  with- 
in sixty  days  after  service  of  such  notice. 

The  distinction  between  the  duty  imposed  upon  you  as  labor 
commissioner,  and  that  imposed  under  section  4  of  chapter  150 
of  the  above  acts,  is  that  you  are  only  required  to  serve  notice 
that  such  owner  or  owners  have  failed  to  provide  a  fire  escape 
as  provided  by  law ;  while  the  duty  imposed  under  section  4  of 
chapter  150  of  the  above  acts  requires  that  such  notice  shall 
command  such  owner,  owners  or  agents,  or  either  of  them,  to 
place  or  cause  to  l^e  placed  upon  said  building  such  fire  escape, 
that  is,  under  the  first  you  report  a  failure  to  comply  with  *the 
law,  while  under  the  latter  the  notice  commands  a  compliance 
with  the  law.     In  this  we  can  see  no  inconsistency  between  the 
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duties  imposed  under  the  separate  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Under  section  2472,  as  amended,  you  are  not  required  to  go 
any  farther  than  to  serve  notice  of  the  failure  of  such  person  or 
persons  to  provide  such  building  with  fire  escape.  Section  6  of 
chapter  150  of  the  above  acts  repeals  acts  or  parts  of  acts  only 
which  are  inconsistent  with  this  chapter. 

Having  determined  that  the  amendment  to  section  2472  of 
the  code  is  not  inconsistent  with  chapter  150  of  the  above  acts, 
we  must  therefore  conclude  that  section  6  of  chapter  150  does 
not  repeal  the  amendment  to  section  2472,  imposing  upon  you 
the  duty  above  mentioned.

Elbction— Certificate  of — Authority  of  Governor  to* 
Withhold— (1)  The  work  of  the  canvassing  board  i& 
ministerial,  and  it  is  its  duty  to  compute  the  number 
of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  and  issue  a  certificate 
in  accord  therewith,  unless  it  shall  be  clearly  shown 
or  apparent  that  the  returns  are  false  and  fraudulent. 
(3)  It  is  held  that  a  certificate  of  election  given  by  the 
board  of  canvassers  is  only  evidence  that  the  holder 
has  received  votes  sufficient  to  elect  him,  and  does  not 
preclude  an  inquiry  into  the  question  of  his  qualifica- 
tion prior  to  taking  office  on  a  prima  facie  title. 

Sir — Upon  the  question  of  the  power  and  duty  of  the  governor 
of  the  state  to  withhold  a  certificate  of  election  from  a  candidate 
who  has  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  a  congressional 
district  of  the  state  for  representative  in  congress,  I  submit  the 
following  opinion: 
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An  examination  of  the  authorities  upon  the  question  discloses 
two  well  settled  principles  of  law : 

First — The  state  board  of  canvassers  are  ministerial  officers 
only,  whose  duty  it  is  to  receive  the  returns  from  the  various 
•counties  and  declare  the  results  as  shown  by  the  face  of  the  re- 
turns. This  is  the  general  doctrine,  and  has  been  declared  in 
the  election  cases  before  congress  and  in  the  states  of  Alabama, 
Arkansas,  California ,  Florida,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Kentucky, 
Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Penn- 
sylvania, Tennessee,  Wisconsin  and  South  Carolina. 
'  Under  the  Florida  statute,  which  provides  that  the  duty  of 
the  state  canvassing  board  is  to  canvass  the  votes  of  the  election 
as  shoAvn  by  the  returns,  and  if  any  such  returns  are  shown  or 
appear  to  be  so  irregular,  false  or  fraudulent  that  the  board  are 
unable  to  determine  the  true  vote  for  any  officer  or  member,  they 
shall  so  certify  and  shall  not  include  such  retuni  in  their  deter- 
mination or  declaration,  it  was  held  by  the  supreme  court  of 
that  state  that  this  statute  did  not  give  authority  to  the  state 
board  of  canvassers  to  determine  whether  an  election  was  le- 
gally held  or  the  vote  legally  cast;  that  by  the  phrase,  "true 
•vote,"  was  meant  the  vote  actually  cast  as  distinguished  from 
the  legal   vote. 

In  People  V.  Hillard,  29  111.,  413,  it  is  said: 

"These  officers  (the  canvassing  board)  are  clothed  with 
no  discretionary  power.  They  are  to  open  said  returns  and 
make  abstracts  of  the  votes  as  they  appear  in  said  returns, 
and  the  clerk  is  to  deliver  a  certificate  of  election  to  each  of 
the  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  as  mani- 
fested by  said  retuni.  The>'  are  not  allowed  to  reject  any 
retums,  or  to  decide  upon  their  validity,  if  on  their  face 
they  are  made  in  compliance  with  the  law,  and  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  statute.*' 

In  Indiana  it  was  held  that  the  board  can  not  consider  any 
questions  as  to  the  validity  of  the  election,  but  are  to  cast  up 
the  votes  given  by  the  proper  documents  and  declare  those 
elected  who  appear,  from  the  face  of  the  documents,  to  have  the 
highest  number  of  votes. 

Mpore  V,  Kessler,  59  Ind.,  152. 
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Without  further  quoting  from  the  many  decisions  in  the  vari- 
ous states,  upon  this  question,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  well 
settled  rule  of  law  is  that  the  work  of  the  canvassing  board  is 
strictly  ministerial,  and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  compute  the  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  and  to  issue  a  certificate  in 
accord  therewith,  unless  it  shall  be  clearly  shown  or  apparent 
that  the  returns  are  false  and  fraudulent. 

Second — It  is  an  equally  well  settled  rule  of  law  that  a  cer- 
tificate of  election,  given  by  the  board  of  canvassers,  is  only  evi- 
dence that  the  holder  has  received  votes  sufficient  to  elect  him, 
and  does  not  preclude  an  inquiry  into  the  question  of  his  qualifi- 
cation prior  to  the  taking  of  the  seat  upon  a  pritna  facie  title. 

Kentucky  Election,  2  Bart.  El.  Cases,  327; 
Smith  V.  Brown,  2  Bart.  El.  Cases,  395 ; 
McGee  v.  Young,  2  Bart.  El.  Cases,  422. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  the  power  of  determining  the 
eligibility  of  Judge  Wade  to  a  seat  in  congress  is  lodged  exclu- 
sively in  the  national  house  of  representatives.  It  is  a  matter 
which  that  body  must  determine  if  objection  is  made  by  any 
one  having  the  right  to  object  to  Judge  Wade's  taking  his  seat 
in  congress.  The  failure  or  refusal  of  the  governor  of  the  state 
to  issue  a  formal  certificate  of  his  election  would  in  nowise  affect 
the  power  of  that  body  to  seat  him,  upon  a  showing  that  he  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  Second  congres- 
sional district  of  Iowa  at  the  last  general  election  for  a  member 
of  the  lower  house  of  congress. 

Under  these  principles  of  law  defining  the  duties  of  the  state 
canvassing  board  and  the  pow^r  of  congress  to  determine  the 
eligibility  of  any  person  elected  to  a  seat  therein,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  certificate  of  election  should  be  issued  to  Judge 
Wade,  if  it  is  found  that  he  has  received  the  highest  number  of 
votes  cast  in  the  Second  congressional  district  of  Iowa  for  any 
candidate  for  a  seat  in  ihe  lower  house  of  congress,  and  that 
the  question  of  his  eligibility  to  that  office  must  be  left  to  the 
national  house  of  representatives,  with  whom  the  power  to  de- 
termine such  question  is  lodged. 
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Under  this  view  it  is  not  necessary  to  determine  the  question 
whether  in  fact  Judge  Wade  was,  at  the  time  of  the  general  elec- 
tion, or  now  is,  ineligible  to  the  office  of  representative  in  con- 
gress.

Board  of  Medical  Examiners — Right  to  Pay  Attorneys' 
Fees — It  is  held  that  the  board  has  power  to  employ* 
attorneys  to  appear  in  court  for  it  in  actions  brought 
against  it  for  a  writ  of  mandamus,  and  the  fee  paid 
therefor  is  a  proper  item  of  expense  to  be  paid  by  the 
board  out  of  its  funds. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  December  loth  for  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  item  of  fifty  dollars  attorneys'  fee 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  is 
a  proper  expenditure  to  be  made  by  such  board,  I  submit  the 
following : 

Section  2583  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  chapter  90  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  provides  that  each 
member  of  the  board  shall  receive,  out  of  the  fund  created  by 
the  payment  of  fees  by  applicants  for  examination,  the  sum  of 
eight  dollars  a  day  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  for  the  time 
he  is  actually  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  member 
of  the  lx>ard.  The  secretary  shall  receive  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars  per  month  and  his  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred for  services  which  can  not  l3e  performed  at  the  capitol. 
All  printing,  postage  and  other  contingent  office  expenses  nec- 
essarily incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
paid  from  said  fund.  Any  balance  of  said  fund  remaining  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  state  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  school 
fund. 
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While  there  is  no  specific  provision  for  the  employment  of  an 
attorney  by  the  board,  or  for  paying  the  fees  of  one  who  is  nec- 
essarily employed,  I  think  the  provision  made  for  the  payment 
^  contingent  office  expenses  should  be  liberally  construed,  and 
if  it  is  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  to  employ  an  at- 
torney, I  think  the  board  has  the  power  to  do  so,  and  that  the 
fees  charged  by  such  attorney  are  a  legitimate  item  of  expense, 
which  may  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  received  by  the  board.  No 
other  construction  of  the  law  would  give  to  the  board  the  power 
and  efficiency  which  the  legislature  evidently  designed  to  confer 
upon  it. 

Actions  may  be  brought  against  it  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  or 
for  other  relief,  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  board 
shall  have  the  power  to  employ  attorneys  to  appear  in  court  for 
il  in  such  cases,  that  its  rights,  as  well  as  the  rights  of  the 
state,  may  be  protected;  and  when  it  is  found  necessary  to  em- 
ploy an  attorney  for  such  purposes,  I  think  the  fees  paid  for  the 
services  of  such  attorney  are  a  proper  item  of  expense  to  be  paid 
by  the  board  out  of  its  fund.

Board  of  Veterinary  Medical  Examiners— Expenses 
OP — It  is  held  that  items  reported  as  paid  for  printing, 
postage,  attorneys'  fees,  stenographic  work  and  other 
items  of  like  character  are  proper  expenditures  made 
by  the  board. 

Sir — Replying  to  your  request  of  December  loth  for  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  items  of  expense  contained  in  the  rep«3rt 
of  the  state  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners  for  postage. 
attorne>'s'  fees,  stenographic  work  and  other  items  in  addition 
to  the  per  diem  and  traveling  expenses  of  members  of  the  board,

are  proper  items  of  expense,  which  may  be  paid  from  the  fund 
received  by  the  board  for  examination,  I  submit  the  following : 

It  was  undoubtedly  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  in  creat- 
ing a  state  board  of  veterinary  medical  examiners,  to  confer 
upon  such  board  the  powers  necessary  to  make  it  an  efficient, 
active  body,  and  capable  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  by  which  it  was  created.  In  order  to  become  efficient, 
and  to  carr\*  out  the  intent  of  the  legislature,  it  is  necessary  that 
it  should  have  substantially  the  same  powers  as  are  conferred 
upon  other  state  boards  of  like  character,  and  if  such  powers  are 
not.  directly  and  specifically  conferred  by  the  act  which  created 
the  board,  they  will  be  implied  because  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  will  of  the  legislature. 

Printing,  postage,  stenographic  work  and  other  like  items  are 
undoubtedly  necessary  to  the  efficient  work  of  the  board.  It 
is  also  equally  true  that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  board  finds  it 
necessary  to  employ  an  attorney,  either  to  defend  the  board  in 
actions  brought  against  it,  or  otherwise,  such  employment  being 
necessary  to  enforce  the  statute  and  carry  out  the  will  of  the  leg- 
islature, the  board  would,  in  my  opinion,  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  employ  and  pay  such  attorney,  and  the  amount  so 
paid  would  be  a  legitimate  item  of  expense  to  be  paid  from  the 
fund  received  by  the  board. 

Any  other  construction  placed  upon  the  statute  by  which  the 
board  was  created,  would  abridge  its  effective  powers  and 
greatly  lessen  its  efficiency  as  a  state  instrumentality. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  thiat  the  items  reported  as  paid 
for  printing,  postage,  attorneys'  fees,  stenographic  work  and 
other  items  of  like  character,  are  proper  expenditures  made  by 
the  board,  and  that  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  93  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  which  fix  the 
compensation  to  be  received  by  the  members  of  the  board,  do» 
not  apply  to  the  class  of  expenses  referred  to.

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Mutual  Insurance  Associations — Charges  for  Member- 
ship Application— Such  associations  cannot  charge  or 
collect  a  contingent  fee  of  one  half  book  or  board  rate 
or  any  other  sum  except  policy  and  survey  fee  at  the 
time  the  application  for  membership  is  made,  or  at 
the  time  the  certificate  thereof  is  issued. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  December  17th  for  an 
opinion  as  to  what  charges  mutual  insurance  associations,  organ- 
ized under  chapter  5  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  may  require  persons 
to  pay  at  the  time  application  for  membership  is  made,  or  when 
certificate  of  membership  is  issued,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
opinion : 

Section  1765  of  the  code  provides: 

**Such  associations  may  collect  policy  and  survey  fees, 
and  such  assessments  as  may  be  provided  for  in  their  articles 
of  incorporation  and  by-laws,  and  provide  for  such  expenses 
and  losses  as  may  be  required  in  the  conduct  of  their  busi- 
ness." 

In  enacting  this  section  of  the  statute,  the  legislature  has  given 
authority  to  associations,  organized  under  chapter  5  of  title  IX, 
to  collect  from  their  members  policy  and  survey  fees,  and  such 
assessments  as  may  be  required  to  meet  the  losses  and  expenses 
incurred  by  the  associations.  In  so  granting  authority  to  collect 
money  for  the  purposes  named,  the  l^slature  has  withheld 
from  such  associations  the  right  to  collect  money  from  their 
members  in  any  other  manner  or  for  any  other  purposes  than 
those  named  in  the  section. 

No  authority  of  law,  therefore,  exists  for  an  association  of 
the  character  named  to  charge  or  collect  a  contingent  fee  of  one- 
half  of  book  or  board  rate,  or  any  other  sum,  except  policy  and 
survey  fee,  at  the  time  application  for  membership  is  made,  or 
at  the  time  the  certificate  thereof  is  issued,  and  any  such  charge 
is  in  violation  of  the  chapter  of  the  statute  under  which  these 
associations  are  organized.      Respectfully  submitted,

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Insurance  Companies— Examination  op  by  Auditor  of 
State — (1)  It  is  held  that  when  the  auditor  or  other 
person  appointed  by  him  makes  an  examination  of  an 
insurance  company,  he  or  the  person  so  appointed  has 
the  right  to  retain  the  money  paid  by  the  company 
examined  for  expenses  incurred  in  making  the  exami- 
nation, or  as  compensation  if  it  is  made  by  one  who  is 
not  receiving  a  salary  from  the  state,  and  that  the 
auditor  is  not  required  to  account  for  and  pay  the 
money  so  received  into  the  state  treasury.  (2)  It  is 
held  that  the  phrase  "foreign  insurance  company", 
'  used  in  section  1753  of  the  code,  must  be  held  to  mean 
every  insurance  company  not  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa.  (3)  It  is  held  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  auditor  to  keep  an  official  record  of  exam- 
inations made  or  ordered  to  be  made  by  him  of  insur- 
ance companies,  and  of  the  money  paid  either  as 
expenses  or  compensation  for  such  examination,  and 
to  whom  the  same  was  paid. 

Sirs — Before  taking  up  the  legal  questions  involved  in  your 
request  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  auditor  of  state  is  re- 
quired by  law  to  account  for  and  pay  into  the  state  treasury  the 
expenses  and  fees  received  by  him,  or  by  any  person  appointed 
by  him,  for  the  examination  of  insurance  companies  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  statutes  regulating  the 
business  of  insurance  comj>anies  within  the  state  are  so  con- 
flicting and  inharmonious  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  recon- 
cile the  various  provisions  which  have  been  incorporated  into 
the  statute  by  different  legislatures. 

The  insurance  laws  of  the  state  should,  in  my  judgment,  be 
repealed  and  a  new  insurance  code  enacted,  with  harmonious 
provisions  which  will  cure  the  many  glaring  defects  existing  in 
the  present  statute. 

With  this  statement  as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  insur- 
ance laws  of  the  state,  I  will  now  take  up  the  questions  upon 
which  my  opinion  is  requested. 
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The  insurance  laws  of  the  state  Consist  of  chapters  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8  and  9  of  tifle  IX  of  the  code,  and  the  amendments  thereto 
since  1897,  and  chapter  65  of.  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  These  statutes  recognize  and  attempt  to  regu- 
late two  general  classes  of  insurance,  viz :  insurance  other  than 
life,  and  life  insurance.  Chapters  4  and  5  of  title  IX  regulate 
companies  and  associations  conducting  the  business  of  insurance 
other  than  life.  Chapters  6,  7,  8  and  9,  and  chapter  65  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  relate  to  the  various 
classes  of  life  insurance  companies  and  associations,  and  regu- 
late the  same. 

Section  1731  of  the  code,  which  is  a  part  of  chapter  4,  author- 
izes the  auditor  of  state,  whenever  he  shall  find  it  expedient,  to 
appoint  one  or  more  persons,  not  officers,  agents  or  stockholders 
of  any  insurance  company  doing  business  in  the  state,  to  make 
an  examination  of  the  affairs  of  any  insurance  company  doing 
business  in  the  state,  other  than  life  insurance  companies,  or 
he  may  make  such  examination  himself. 

No  provision  is  made  in  this  section,  nor  in  chapter  4,  as  to 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  making  such  examination. 

At  the  time  this  section  of  the  code  was  enacted,  it  was  un- 
doubtedly the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  all  expenses  and 
fees  paid  by  the  insurance  company  or  association  which  was 
examined  by  the  auditor,  or  by  the  person  appointed  by  him  for 
that  purpose,  should  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  as  is  clearly 
indicated  by  the  language  of  section  1752,  which  provides : 

"There  shall  be  paid  to  tbe  auditor  of  state  for  services 
required  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  follow- 
ing fees,  which  shall  be  accounted  for  by  him  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  fees  received  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 

of  his  office: 

****** 

"8.  For  official  examination  of  either  domestic  or  foreign 
company,  the  actual  expenses  incurred." 

This  provision  of  section  1752  continued  to  be  the  law  after 
the  enactment  of  the  code  until  the  eighth  day  of  April,  1898, 
when  it  was  repealed  by  chapter  45  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  General  Assembly. 
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Prior  to  its  repeal,  the  auditor  was  required  to  account  for  all 
fees  and  expenses  received  by  him  for  the  examination  of  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  in  the  state  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  4,  and  to  pay  the  same  into  the  state  treasury. 

The  act  of  the  legislature  in  repealing  subdivision  8  was  an 
explicit  declaration  by  the  law  making  power,  that  the  auditor 
of  state  should  not  thereafter  be  required  to  account  for,  or  •pay 
into  the  state  treasury,  the  money  paid  to  him,  or  to  the  person 
appointed  by  him,  by  insurance  companies  doing  business  under 
chapter  4,  as  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  examination  of  such 
companies. 

The  repeal  of  subdivision  8  must  be  taken  as  a  grant  of 
authority  from  the  legislature,  by  which  the  auditor,  or  the  per- 
son appointed  by  him,  is  authorized  to  retain  the  money  re- 
ceived from  the  insurance  companies  examined,  for  the  purpose 
of  reimbursing  themselves  for  actual  expenses  incurred,  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  j^erson  apix)inted  by  the  auditor,  as  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  in  making  such  examination. 

No  other  conclusion  can  be  reached  in  construing  the  provi- 
sions of  section  1752  in  connection  with  chapter  45  of  the  acts 
of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly. 

The  repeal  of  subdivision  8  must  also  be  taken  as  an  expres- 
sion of  the  legislature  as  to  the  disposition  of  any  money  paid 
by  insurance  companies  doing  business  under  title  IX  of  the 
code,  and  as  having  a  bearing  upon  the  construction  which  must 
be  given  to  the  other  provisions  of  chapters  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9 
thereof. 

Section  1766  of  the  code  authorizes  the  auditor  to  make  a  per- 
sonal examination  of  insurance  associations  doing  business  un- 
der chapter  5  of  title  IX,  or  to  appoint  some  person,  not  an  offi- 
cer, agent  or  stockholder  of  any  insurance  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  state,  to  make  such  examination,  and  provides  that, 
if  the  person  so  appointed  is  not  receiving  a  regular  salary  in  the 
office  of  the  auditor,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dollars  a 
day  for  his  services,  in  addition  to  his  actual  traveling  and  hotel 
expenses;  but  if  such  person  is  a  regular  employe  of  the  office, 
he  shall  be  paid  only  his  actual  traveling  and  hotel  expenses. 
Such  expenses  are  to  be  paid  by  the  association  examined,  or  by 
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the  State  upon  the  approval  of  the  executive  council,  if  the  asso- 
ciation fails  to  pay  the  same.  There  is  no  provision- of.  this 
chapter  requiring  the  auditor,  or  the  person  so  appointed,  to  ac- 
count for  or  pay  into  the  state  treasury  the  expenses  and  fees 
paid  by  the  association  for  such  examination. 

The  provision  of  the  statute  which  requires  such  expenses  and 
fees  to  \x  paid  by  the  state  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  if  the 
same  are  not  collected  from  the  association  examined,  negatives 
the  idea  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  such 
fees  and  expenses  should  be  accounted  for  and  paid  into  the  state 
treasury,  as  such  a  transaction  would  be  simply  taking  the  money 
out  of  the  state  treasury  by  the  person  who  made  the  examina- 
tion, and  then  at  once  requiring  him  to  account  for  the  same 
and  pay  it  back  into  the  treasury.  There  is  certainly  no. object 
to  be  attained  by  such  a  transaction,  nor  any  reason  upon  which 
it  can  be  based. 

Section  1777  of  the  code  provides: 

"The  auditor  at  any  time  may  make  a  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  books,  securities  and  business  of  any  life  insur- 
ance company  doing  business  in  this  state,  or  authorize  any 
other  suitable  person  to  make  the  same,  and  he  or  the  per- 
son so  authorized  may  examine,  under  oath,  any  officer  or 
agent  cf  the  company  or  others,  relative  to  its  business  and 
management.  If  upon  such  examination  the  auditor  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  company  is  insolvent,  or  that  its  condi- 
tion is  such  as  to  render  its  further  continuance  in  business 
hazardous  to  the  public  or  holders  of  its  policies,  he  shall 
advise  and  communicate  the  facts  to  the  attorney-general, 
who  shall  at  once  apply  to  the  district  court  of  the  county, 
or  any  judge  thereof.     *     *     *     for  an  injunction,"  etc. 

There  is  no  provision  in  this  section,  or  in  chapter  6,  for  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  or  compensation  of  the  person  con- 
ducting such  examination.  The  question  of  payment,  both  of 
expenses  and  compensation,  appears  to  have  been  left  to  the 
auditor  by  the  legislature.  It  is  of  course  true  upon  general 
principles  that  the  auditor  could  charge  no  compensation  for 
making  an  examination  of  an  insurance  company,  but  would 
undoubtedly  be  entitled  to  any  actual  expenses  incurred  by  him 
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in  making  such  examination.  It  is  equally  true  that  if  some 
other  person  was  appointed  by  him  who  was  not  receiving  a 
salary  from  any  of  the  state  departments,  such  person- would 
be  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  his  labor. 

Hhe  construction  which  has  always  been  given  this  section  is 
that  such  expenses  and  compensation  are  to  be  paid  by  the  com- 
pany examined,  and  there  being  no  provisions  requiring  the 
auditor  to  account  for  and  pay  into  the  treasury  the  amount  of 
such  expenses  and  compensation,  such  amounts  have  always 
been  retained  by  the  persons  making  the  examination. 

Section  1790  of  the  code,  which  is  contained  in  chapter  7  of 
title  IX,  and  section  14  of  chapter  65  of  the  acts  of  the  Tvventy- 
eighth  General  Assembly,  which  may  be  considered  as  an 
amendment  to  chapter  7,  give  to  the  auditor  power  to  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  an  examination  of  the  affairs  of  associations 
organized  under  chapter  7  of  the  code,  or  under  chapter  65  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  at  the  expense 
of  the  association  examined,  and  provide  that  if  the  examination 
is  made  by  the  auditor  or  his  clerk,  he  shall  receive  necessary 
hotel  and  traveling  expenses  only ;  if  made  by  a  person  not  reg- 
ularly employed  in  his  office,  the  association  is  required  to  pay 
the  actual  cost  thereof,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  a  day  for  the 
time  required,  and  actual  expenses. 

There  is  a  further  provision  in  section  14  that  if  such  amounts 
are  not  paid  by  the  association  examined,  they  shall  be  paid  by 
the  state  upon  the  approval  of  the  executive  council. 

There  is  no  provision,  either  in  chapter  7  of  the  code  or  chapter 
65  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  requir- 
ing the  expenses  of  such  examination  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
auditor  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

Section  1829,  which  is  contained  in  chapter  9  of  title  IX,  re- 
lating to  fraternal  beneficiary  societies,  provides  that  the  auditor 
may  personally,  or  by  some  one  designated  by  him,  examine  such 
associations  at  their  home  office,  and  that  such  examination  shall 
be  at  the  expense  of  the  association,  and  be  limited  to  five  dollars 
a  day  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  travel  and  hotel  bills.  There 
is  no  provision  in  this  chapter  requiring  the  auditor  to  account 
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for  or  pay  into  the  state  treasury  any  part  of  the  money  received 
for  such  expenses. 

These  are  all  the  provisions  contained  in  the  chapters,  of  the 
code  relating  to  insurance,  for  examination  of  insurance  com- 
panies by  the  auditor,  and  for  the  payment  of  expenses  and  com- 
pensation incurred  and  to  be  paid  for  such  examinations,  except 
section  1753,  which  is  as  follows: 

"The  necessary  expenses  of  any  examination  of  any  in- 
surance company  made  or  ordered  to  be  made  by  the  auditor 
of  state  under  this  chapter,  shall  be  certified  to  by  him  and 
paid  on  his  requisition  by  the  company  so  examined;  and 
in  case  of  failure  of  the  company  to  make  such  payment, 
the  auditor  shall  suspend  such  company  from  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state  until  such  expenses  are  paid.  If  such  ex- 
penses are  not  paid  by  the  company,  they  shall  be  audited 
by  the  executive  council  and  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 
But  in  no  case  shall  any  foreign  insurance  company  be  ex- 
amined, except  by  order  of  the  executive  council." 

The  effect  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  is  to  empower  the 
auditor  to  make  a  requisition  upon  any  insurance  company  or- 
ganized or  doing  business  under  chapter  4  of  title  IX  of  the 
code,  for  the  expenses  of  any  examination,  which  he  has  ordered 
to  be  made  of  the  affairs  of  such  company,  and  if  the  company 
refuses  to  pay  such  expenses  on  the  requisition  of  the  auditor, 
he  may  suspend  it  from  doing  business  in  the  state  until  such 
expenses  are  paid.  It  is  the  method  provided  by  the  legislature 
of  enforcing  the  collection  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  examining 
insurance  companies,  and  can  not  affect  the  interpretation  which 
must  be  given  sections  1731,  1766,  1777,  1790  and  1829  of  the 
code,  and  section  14  of  chapter  65  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  General  Assembly. 

Construing  the  provisions  of  these  sections  with  section  1752, 
and  taking  into  consideration  the  act  of  the  legislature  in  repeal- 
ing subdivision  8  of  that  section,  whereby  the  legislature  took 
from  the  auditor  the  duty  of  accounting  for  and  paying  into  the 
state  treasury  the  money  received  by  him,  or  by  any  person  ap- 
pointed by  him,  for  the  examination  of  an  insurance  ^company, 
but  one  conclusion  can  be  reached  as  to  the  right  of  the  auditor 
to 'retain  the  money  paid  him  by  insurance  companies  to  reim-

burse  him  for  actual  expenses  incurred  in  making  such  examin- 
ations; or  as  to  the  right  of  any  person  appointed  by  him  to 
make  such  examinations,  who  is  not  receiving  a  salary  from  the 
state,  to  retain  the  money  paid  by  such  insurance  companies  as 
compensation  for  his  services  and  to  reimburse  him  for  actual 
expenses  incurred. 

In  repealing  subdivision  8  of  section  1752,  the  legislature  un- 
doubtedly attempted  to  harmonize  in  some  degree  the  conflicting 
provisions  of  chapters  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  and  to  establish  a  uni- 
form rule  as  to  the  disposition  of  money  paid  by  insurance 
companies  for  examinations;  and  the  repeal  of  the  only  provi- 
sion of  the  statute  which  required  the  auditor  to  account  for  and 
pay  into  the  state  treasury  the  money  so  paid  by  insurance  com- 
panies, must  be  taken  as  conclusive  that  it  was  the  intent  of 
the  legislature  that  such  expenses  and  fees  should  not  be  paid 
into  the  state  treasury. 

Such  expenses  and  fees  are  undoubtedly  required,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  sections  referred  to,  to  be  paid  by  the  insurance 
companies  to  the  person  making  the  examination,  and  the  legis- 
llattrre  having  declared  by  its  act  that  the  amounts  received 
therefor  should  not  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  the  conclu- 
sion necessarily  is  that  such  amounts  are  to  be  retained  by  the 
person  making  the  examination  to  reimburse  him  for  actual  ex- 
penses incurred,  or  to  compensate  <him  for  the  labor  ])erformed, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  when,  | under  the  existing 
statute,  the  auditor,  or  other  person  appointed  by  him,  makes  an 
examination  of  an  insurance  company,  he,  or  the  person  so  ap- 
pointed, has  the  right  to  retain  the  money  paid  by  the  company 
examined  for  expenses  incurred  in  making  the  examination,  or 
as  compensation,  if  it  is  made  by  one  who  is  not  receiving  a  salary 
from  the  state;  and  that  the  auditor  is  not  required  to  account  for 
and  pay  the  money  so  received  into  the  state  treasury. 

Scco)id— As  to  the  meaning  of  the  phrare,  "foreign  insurance 
company/'  as  used  |  in  section  1753  of  the  code,  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  must  be  held  to  mean  every  insurance  company, not 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa. 
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Tlhis  phrase,  or  one  of  similar  import,  occurs  in  every  chapter 
of  the  code  relating  to  insurance  companies,  and  it  clearly  refers 
to  all  classes  of  insurance  companies  organized  in  other  states 
and  iv  foreign  countries.  To  give  the  phrase  a  different  inter- 
pretation in  the  connection  in  which  it  occurs  in  section  1753, 
would  be  a  violation  of  every  well  known  rule  of  statutory  con- 
struction. 

Third — As  to  whether/ it  is  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  keep  an 
official  record  of  examinations  made,  or  ordered  to  be  made,  by 
him  of  insurance  companies,  and  of  the  money  paid,  /either  as 
expenses  or  compensation  for  such  examinations,  and  tp  whom 
the  same  was  paid,  I  ^  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  his  duty  to  keep 
such  official  record. 

It  is  part  of  the  official  duty  of  the  auditor  to  make  an  exam- 
ination of  the  business  and  affairs  of  insurance  companies  doing 
business  in, the  state,  as  circumstances  may  demand,  and  every- 
thing connected  with  such  examination  should  be  made  a  part  of 
the  official  records  of  his  office.  Such  records  should  include  a 
statement  of  the  amount  of  money  paid  by  insurance  companies, 
and  to  whom  the  same  was  paid,  for  examinations,  so  that  infor- 
mation as  to  every  material  fact  connected  with  the  examination 
of  insurance  companies  may  be  obtained  from  the  official  records 
of  the  auditor's  office.  Respectfully  submitted,

To  THE  Honorable  Executive  Council  of  the  State  of 
Iowa: 


Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics — The  commissioner  has  the 
right  to  add  to  the  blank  form  prescribed  by  statute 
all  questions  which  he  may  deem  necessary  to  gain 
such  information  as  he  is  required  to  add  under  sec- 
tions 2470  and  2472  of  the  code,  as  amended. 

Sir— Your  request  for  an    opinion    from    this    office. as*  to 
whether  it  is  mandatory  upon  you  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  blank 
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form  provided  in  .section  2474  of  the  code  has  been  referred  to 
me  to  answer. 

The  first  sentence  in  the  above  section  makes  ^it  the  duty  of 
every  owner,  proprietor  or  manager  of  every  factory,  mill,  work- 
shop, etc.,  or  any  other  >establishment  where  labor  is  employed  as 
herein  provided,  to  make  to  the  bureau  upon  blanks  furnished 
by  said  bureau  such  reports  and  returns  as, said  bureau  may  re- 
quire for  the  purpose  of  compiling  such  labor  statistics  as  are 
contemplated  in  this  chapter,  ^and  it  further  provides  that  such 
report  shall  be  made  within  sixty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the 
blanks  furnished  by  the  commissioner. 

From  this  sentence  it  will  be  seen  that  the  blanks  to  be  fur- 
nished such  persons  are  to  be  such  as  the  commissioner  may  re- 
quire for  the  purpose  of  compiling  lalx)r  statistics,  as  are  con- 
templated in  chapter  8  of  title  XVIII  of  the  code.  This  sen- 
tence of  the  section  does  not  require  the  commissioner  to  furnish 
the  blank  form  incorporated  at  the  end  of.  the  above  section. 
The  commissioner  must  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  form  of  the 
blanks  to  be  furnished  such  persons  for  the  purpose  of  ascer-^ 
taining  the  information  desired  to  enable  him  to  compile  the 
labor  statistics  contemplated  in  the  above  chapter. 

The  next  sentence  in  the  section  provides  that  any  person 
mentioned  within  this  section,  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  make 
to  the  commissioner  such  report  as  may  be  required  by  the  fol- 
lowing blanks,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished.  This  sentence  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  penalty  would  not  attach  for  a  neglect 
or  a  refusal  to  furnish  to  the  commissioner  such  report  or  re- 
turns as  is  required  by  the  blank,  which  is  made  a  part  of  sec- 
tion 2474. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  in  the  above  section  which  limits 
the  commissioner  to  the  blank  form  incorporated  within  this 
section. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  legislature  not 
to  limit  the  commissioner  to  the  blank  form  incorporated  within 
the  above  section,  but  to  leave  it  a  matter  within  his  discretion 
as  to  whether  this  blank  included  all  questions  necessary  to  se- 
cure the  information  desired  to  enable  the  commissioner  to  per- 
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form  all  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  relating  to  the  com- 
piling of  labor  statistics  provided  for  in  chapter  8,  title  XVIII  of 
the  code. 

I  am  further  convinced  that  such  was  the  intention  of  the  leg- 
islature for  at  a  subsequent  session  thereof  sections  2470  and 
2472  were  amended  as  to  require  the  commissioner  to  gain  fur- 
ther information  relative  to  labor  statistics,  than  was  required 
of  him  at  the  time  section  2473  ^"^  ^^^  blank  therein  contained 
were  adopted. 

I  am,  therefore,  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  you  have  the  right 
to  add  to  the  blank  form  above  mentioned  all  Questions  which 
you  deem  necessary  to  gain  such  information  as  you  were  re- 
quired to  do  under  sections  2470  and  2472  as  amended.

Insurance  Companies— Assessment— Sections   1752,    1761 
and  1764  of  the  code  construed. 

Sir — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  17th  inst.  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  the  construction  to  be  placed  upon  sections  1752, 
1761  and  1764  of  the  code,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Chapter  5  of  title  IX  of  the  code  provides  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  regulation  of  a  certain  class  of  assessment  insurance 
companies,  and  is  complete  within  itself,  so  far  as  the  duties 
of  the  auditor  are  concerned  with  reference  to  such  companies. 

Section  176?  provides  that  they  shall  not  begin  business  until 
they  have  performed  the  conditions  precedent  therein  named, 
nor  until  their  acticles  of  incorporation  and  form  of  policy  shall 
be  approved  by  the  auditor  of  state.  No  provision  is  made  in 
this  chapter  for  any  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  company  to  the  auditor 
for  the  approval  of  the  articles  of  incorporation,  the  form  of 
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policy,  or  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  which  entitles  the  com- 
pany to  commence  business. 

Subdivision  i  of  section  1752  can  not  be  held  to  apply  to  com- 
panies organized  under  chapter  5,  as  the  fees  provided  in  that 
section  to  be  paid  by  insurance  companies  to  the  auditor  are  by 
the  terms  of  section  1752  expressly  limited  to  companies  organ- 
ized under  chapter  4  of  title  IX. 

Section  1764  provides  that  associations  organized  under  chap- 
ter 5  shall  pay  the  same  fees  for  annual  reports  and  annual  cer- 
tificates of  authority  as  are  required  to  be  ^  paid  by  domestic 
companies  organized  and  doing  business  under  chapter  4,  but 
does  not  provide  that  any  fee  whatever  shall  be  paid  to  the  audi- 
tor for  the  examination  of  the  articles  of  incorporation,  the  form 
of  the  policy,  the  approval  thereof,  or  the  issuance  of  the  orig- 
inal certificate  to  do  business. 

It  is  a  familiar  rule  of  law  that  no  fees  can  be  charged  by  a 
public  officer  except  those  which  are  expressly  provided  by 
statute,  and  in  the  case  under  consideration  no  fees  having  been 
fixed  by  the  l^islature  which  such  companies  are  required  to 
pay  for  the  examination  of  their  articles  of  incorporation,  poli- 
cies and  the  issuance  of  the  original  certificate  to  do  business,  no 
fee  can  be  charged  by  the  auditor  for  the  performance  of  that 
duty. 

I  am  not  advised  as  to  what  has  heretofore  l)een  the  practice 
in  the  auditor's  office  as  to  the  collection  of  fees  from  companies 
organized  under  chapter  5,  but  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  only 
fees  which  can  be  properly  charged  and  collected  from  such  com- 
panies are  those  named  in  sections  1764  and  1766,  the  latter 
section  relating  to  the  examination  of  the  companies  by  the  in- 
surance department  of  the  state.

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Taxation— Exemptions  from — Paragraph  7  of  section  1304 
of  the  code  construed. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
17th  inst  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  exemptions 
provided  for  in  paragraph  7  of  section  1304  of  the  code,  as 
amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
apply  to  both  real  and  personal  property.  In  compliance  with 
such  request  I  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Subdivision  7  provides  that  "the  property,  not  to  exceed  eight 
hundred  dollars  in  actual  value,  of  any  honorably  discharged 
Union  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  Mexican  War  or  of  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion,  or  of  the  widow  remaining  unmarried  of  such 
soldier  or  sailor,"  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

The  word  "property"  as  used  in  this  section  is  in  its  broadest 
meaning,  and  was  clearly  intended  to  cover  both  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  the  object  being  to  give  every  honorably  dis- 
charged Union  soldier  or  sailor,  or  his  widow,  an  exemption  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  upon  all  taxable  property  owned  by  him 
or  her. 

The  exemption  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  made  from  th§  ag- 
gregate amount  of  the  assessment,  and  need  not  be  specifically 
deducted  from  any  particular  property,  either  real  or  personal. 
That  is  to  say,  all  property  subject  to  taxation  should  be  listed, 
the  value  thereof  fixed  by  the  assessor,  and  from  the  aggregate 
amount  of  such  value,  if  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  a  de- 
duction of  eight  hundred  dollars  should  be  made  as  the  exemp- 
tion to  which  such  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  is  entitled  under  the 
statute.

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Insurance  Association — Mutual — It  is  held  that  it  is 
within  the  power  of  the  members  of  such  association 
to  determine  whether  proxies  will  be  allowed  at  its 
meetings. 

Sir — In  response  to  your  request  of  the  21st  inst.  for  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  a  mutual  assessment  association,  organ- 
ized under  chapter  5  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  may,  by  articles 
of  incorporation,  prohibit  the  use  of  proxies  by  its  members  in 
voting  at  its  annual  or  other  meetings,  I  submit  the  following 
opinion : 

There  is  no  provision  of  the  general  incorporation  laws  of  the 
state  regulating  the  method  of  voting  at  corporate  meetings, 
nor  does  chapter  5  of  title  IX.  provide  that  members  of  asso- 
ciations organized  thereunder  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  prox- 
ies which  they  have  received  from  members  who  are  not  pres- 
ent at  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

I  think  it  is,  therefore,  within  the  power  of  the  members  of 
such  association  to  determine  whether  proxies  will  be  allowed  at 
its  meetings,  and  that  it  is  competent  for  them  to  provide  in  their 
articles  of  incorporation  that  their  members  may,  or  may  not, 
vote  at  such  meetings  by  proxy. 

Under  this  view  I  see  no  objection  to  an  association,  organ- 
ized under  chapter  5  of  title  IX  of  the  code  adopting  an 
amendment  to  its  articles  of  incorporation  substantially  in  ef- 
fect as  that  submitted,  and  providing  that  the  vote  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  association  shall  be  only  by  members  present.

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Farmers  Institute— Appropriation  for — Chapter  69  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  con- 
strued with  section  1675  of  the  code. 

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  29th  inst.  request- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  Farmers'  Institute,  held  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  3  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  prior  to  the 
fourth  day  of  July,  1902,  is  entitled  to  the  appropriation  of 
seventy-five  dollars  made  by  chapter  69  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

Section  1675,  before  it  was  amended,  provided  that  such  in- 
stitutes, when  held  at  any  time  within  the  year  and  remaining 
in  session  for  not  less  than  two  days  in  each  year,  should  be 
entitled  out  of  the  moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  annually  for 
such  institute  work.  No  time  is  fixed  by  the  statute  when  such 
institute  work  shall  be  performed,  and  it  may  therefore  be  done 
at  any  time  during  the  year  for  which  the  appropriation  is 
claimed. 

Chapter  69  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
bly amend  section  1675  of  the  code  by  simply  striking  out  the 
word  "fifty"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "seventy- 
five."    No  other  change  is  made  in  the  language  of  the  section. 

After  this  amendment,  section  1675  provides  that  each  Farm- 
ers' Institute,  with  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer  and  execu- 
tive committee  of  not  less  than  three  outside  of  the  officers, 
which  holds  a  two  days'  session  in  any  one  year,  shall  upon 
proof  of  such  organization  and  institute  work,  be  entitled  to  sev- 
enty-five dollars  out  of  the  state  treasury  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  its  session. 

The  effect  of  the  amendment  is  to  change  the  amount  which 
such  Farmers^  Institute  is  entitled  to  draw  from  the  treasury, 
and  does  not  change  the  time  when  the  institute  work  must  be 
performed,  or  require  that  it  be  done  after  the  amendment  be- 
came a  law.  Such  work  may  be  performed  at  any  time  during 
the  year  preceding  the  filing  of  the  bill  for  expenses;  and  in 
the  case  under  consideration  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Boone 
County   Farmers'   Institute,   which  held   its  sessions  February 
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22  and  June  7,  1902,  is  entitled  to  have  its  expenses  paid  to  an 
amount  equal  to  seventy-five  dollars,  although  its  sessions  were 
held  prior  to  the  fourth  of  July,  1902,  when  the  amendment 
to  section  1675;  went  into  effect.

District  Judge— Compensation  of — It  is  held  that  all 
judges  of  the  district  courts  in  the  state,  who  were 
elected  by  the  people  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  of  a 
judge  who  had  previously  died  or  resigned,  are  entitled 
to  compensation  at  the  rate  fixed  by  law  at  the  time 
of  such  election. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
24th  of  November,  enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Hon.  George  W. 
Dyer,  judge  of  the  Eleventh  judicial  district  of  Iowa,  and  re- 
questing my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  judge  of  the  district  court, 
who  was  elected  at  the  November  election,  1902,  to  fill  an  un- 
expired term  of  a  district  judge  who  had  previously  resigned, 
is  entitled  to  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year,  under  the  provisions  of  section  253  of  the 
code,  as  amended  by  chapter  13  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  or  whether  he  is  entitled  to  comj^ensation 
for  his  services  only  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  as  provided  by  said  section  l:>efore  the  same  was 
amended;  the  facts  upon  which  my  opinion  is  requested  Ijeing 
substantially  as  follows: 

The  Hon.  W.  S.  Kenyon  was  elected  judge  of  the  district 
court  for  the  Eleventh  district  of  Iowa  at  the  Novemljer  elec- 
tion, 1898,  and  assumed  the  duties  of  his  office  as  such  judge 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1899.     I"  *h^  summer  of  1902  he 
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resigned,  and  the  Hon.  George  W.  Dyer  was  appointed  by  the 
governor  to 'fill  the  vacancy  existing  between  the  time  of  the 
resignation  of  Judge  Kenyon  and  the  November  election  of  that 
year.  At  the  November  election  Judge  Dyer  was  elected  judge 
of  that  judicial  district,  duly  qualified  and  performed  the  duties 
of  the  office  from  the  time  of  his  election  until  the  first  day  of 
January,    1903. 

The  question  presented  is,  whether  Judge  Dyer  is  entitled  to 
compensation  from  the  time  of  his  election  in  November,  1902, 
until  January  i,  1903,  at  the  increased  rate  of  salary  fixed  by 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly;  or  whether  he  is  entitled 
to  compensation  only  as  fixed  by  the  code  before  section  253 
was  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred*' in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "three  thousand  five  hundred''  ? 

Section  9  of  article  V  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  pro- 
vides : 

"The  salary  of  each  judge  of  the  supreme  court  shall 
be  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  of  each  dis- 
trict judge  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
until  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty;  after  which 
time  they  shall  severally  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
general  assembly  may  by  law  prescribe,  which  compensa- 
tion shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  term 
for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected." 

Is  this  constitutional  provision  applicable  to  the  facts  in  the 
case  under  consideration,  and  is  Judge  Dyer  prohibited  thereby 
from  receiving  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  elected  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term  of  a  district  judge  who  had  resigned  his  office? 

The  determination  of  these  questions  rests  almost  wholly 
upon  the  construction  given  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion quoted. 

A  casual  reading  of  this  provision  may  lead  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  it  was  intended  to,  and  does,  apply  to  the  entire  term 
of  the  office  for  which  a  judge  of  the  district  court  was  elected, 
and  that  neither  he  nor  any  successor  who  is  appointed  or 
elected  to  fill  any  portion  of  such  unexpired  term,  can  receive 
10 
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any  other  or  different  compensation  than  that  fixed  by  law  at 
the  time  such  judge  was  elected  for  the  full  term  of  the  office. 

The  reasoning  which  may  be  advanced  in  support  of  this  con- 
struction is*  that  one  who  is  appointed  or  elected  to  fill  an  unex- 
pired term  of  an  officer  who  has  resigned  or  died  during  his 
term  of  office,  stands  in  the  shoes  of  his  predecessor,  and  is 
entitled  to  receive  only  the  compensation  which  his  predecessor 
was  entitled  to  receive  under  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  his 
election.  So  far  as  an  appointee  is  concerned,  this  construction 
has  support  both  in  reason  and  authority. 

In  Larcw  v,  Nez^mwi,  8i  Cal.,  588,  where  an  officer  of  that 
state  was  appointed  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  of  one  who  had 
resigned,  it  was  held  that  the  appointee  could  only  receive  the 
salary  which  his  predecessor  was  entitled  to  receive  during  his 
term  of  office,  although  the  legislature  had  increased  such  com- 
pensation during  that  term  and  before  the  appointment  of  the 
officer  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.  The  decision  of  this  case  is 
grounded  upon  the  reasoning  that  the  person  who  was  a^K^inted 
to  fill  an  unexpired  term  of  a  public  office,  stood  in  the  shoes 
of  the  officer  who  had  resigned  such  office,  and  gained  no  addi- 
tional rights  to  compensation  under  his  appointment. 

As  applied  to  appointees  of  public  offices,  I  believe  this  prin- 
ciple to  be  sound ;  there  is,  however,  in  my  opinion,  a  wide  dis- 
tinction in  the  tenure  of  office  between  one  who  is  appointed, 
and  one  who  is  elected  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  caused  by  the 
resignation  or  death  of  a  predecessor.  An  appointee  simply 
takes  possession  of  the  office  under  the  authority  of  the  ap- 
pointive power  of  the  state,  and  performs  the  public  duties 
thereof  until  the  people  have  an  opportunity  to  fill  such  office 
by  an  election.  In  such  case  it  is  clear  that  the  person  ap- 
pointed would  be  entitled  to  receive  only  the  salary  which  his 
predecessor  in  office  was  entitled  to  receive  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  in  force  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

When,  however,  a  person  is  elected  by  the  people  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term  of  a  public  office,  his  title  to  the  office  and  his 
right  to  the  emoluments  and  compensation  thereof,  as  provided 
by  law,  are  held  directly  from  the  sovereign  power  of  the  state, 
and  he  does  not  step  into  and  occupy  the  shoes  of  his  prede- 
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cessor;  and  the  construction  which  in  my  opinion,  should  be 
given  to  the  provision  of  the  constitution  quoted,  sustains  this 
distinction  as  to  the  tenure  of  oflfice. 

This  constitutional  provision  was  framed  by  the  constitu- 
tional convention  and  adopted  by  the  people  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  legislatures  from  influencing  judges  of  the  courts 
by  increasing  their  salaries  during  the  term  of  office  to  which 
they  were  elected,  and  to  prevent  judges,  through  their  power 
and  influence,  from  inducing  legislatures  to  increase  their  com- 
pensation during  their  term  of  office. 

The  substance  of  the  constitutional  provision,  as  applied  to 
district  judges,  is  that  the  salary  of  each  judge  of  the  district 
court  shall  be  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
which  compensation  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

This  provision  must  be  held  to  apply  to  the  judges  rather 
than  to  the  term  of  office,  as  the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the 
constitution  in  adopting  such  provision  was  to  prevent  persons 
holding  high  office  from  obtaining  an  increase  in  the  salary  of 
such  office  after  they  had  been  elected  thereto,  and  not  to  pre- 
vent the  legislature  from  increasing  the  salar}^  attached  to  such 
office  during  any  particular  period  of  time. 

This  construction  of  the  constitutional  provision  makes  it 
effective  both  in  its  letter  and  spirit. 

Constitutional  and  statutory  provisions  of  this  character  are 
lo  be  liberally  construed  and  strictly  enforced. 

Garvie  v,  Hartford,  54  Conn.,  440; 
Cox  V.  Burlington,  43  Iowa,  612; 
Weeks  V,  Texarkana,  50  Ark.,  81 ; 
Gross  V,  Keniield,  57  Cal.,  626. 

When  Judge  Dyer  was  elected  judge  of  the  district  court  of 
Iowa  on  the  fourth  day  of  November,  1902,  he  was  elected  to 
fill  that  office  for  the  term  beginning  upon  the  day  of  his  elec- 
tion and  extending  to  the  first  d;iy  of  January,  1903.  That 
period  of  time  constituted  the  term  of  office  to  which  he  was 
elected.  So  far  as  he  was  concerned,  it  was  entirely  separate 
and  distinct  from  the  term  of  office  to  which  his  predecessor. 
Judge  Kenyon,  had  been  elected.     At  the  time  of  his  election 
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the  compensation  of  district  judges  of  the  state  of  Iowa  was  by 
law  fixed  at  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.. 
This  law^  had  been  in  force  in  the  state  from  and  after  the 
fourth  day  of  July,  1902;  and  when  Judge  Dyer  accepted  the 
office  to  w^iich  he  was  elected,  and  began  the  perfomance  of  the 
duties  thereof,  he  accepted  it  with  the  salary  attached  thereto 
which  had  been  previously  fixed  by  an  act  of  the  legislature,  and 
it  can  not  be  said  that  there  was  any  increase  in  his  compensa- 
tion during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

J  am  aware  that  the  construction  which  I  have  given  this 
constitutional  provision  is  a  liberal  one,  but  it  is,  in  my  opinion, 
in  harmony  with  the  object  sought  to  be  attained  by  its  framers.- 

Under  this  construction  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Hon. 
George  W.  Dyer,  and  all  other  judges  of  the  district  court  of 
the  state  who  were  elected  by  the  people  to  fill  an  unexpired 
term  of  a  judge  who  had  previously  died  or  resigned,  are  en- 
titled to  compensation  at  the  rate  fixed  by  law  at  the  time  of 
such  election;  and  in  the  case  of  Judge  Dyer  at  the  rate  0£ 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

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Municipal  Corporations— Electric  Light  Plants, 
Waterworks  and  Gas  Plants,  Constructed  and 
Operated  for  the  Purpose  of  Furnishing  Light  and 
Water  to— It  is  held  that  none  of  this  class  of  works 
rises  to  the  dignity  of  internal  improvements,  and 
that  a  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  operating  the  same  is  within  the  twenty 
year  limit  fixed  by  the  statute,  and  cannot  endure  for 
fifty  years  under  the  provisions  of  section  1618  of  the 
code. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
29th  inst.  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  electric  Jight 
plants,  waterworks  and  gas  plants  constructed  and  operated  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  light  and  water  to  municipal  corpora- 
tions, are  works  of  internal  improvement,  within  the  meaning 
of  section  161 8  of  the  code,  and  for  that  reason  entitled  to  be 
incorporated  for  a  period  of  fifty  years. 

The  phrase  *'any  work  of  internal  improvement"  as  used  in 
section  161 8  must  be  construed  according  to  the  generally  ac- 
cepted meaning  of  the  words.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  deter- 
mine just  what  are,  and  what  are  not,  works  of  internal  im- 
provement, but  there  is  a  line  which,  with  some  possible  excep- 
tions, appears  to  me  to  divide  works  of  quasi  public  character 
from  those  which  are  works  of  internal  improvement.  That  is, 
works  of  internal  improvement  are  those  which  the  people  of 
the  entire  state  are,  or  are  supposed  to  be,  interested  in  and 
benefited  by,  while  quasi  public  improvements  which  only  bene- 
fit a  community  locally,  and  in  which  a  local  municipal  corpo- 
ration is  alone  interested,  can  not  be  said  to  be  works  of  internal 
improvement. 

In  Mayor  of  Wctumka  z\  Winter,  29  Ala.,  660.  the  supreme 
court  of  that  state  defines  works  of  internal  improvement  as 
follows : 

"No  case  can  be  found,  it  is  apprehended,  where  the  im- 
provement of  streets,  alleys,  markets,  etc.,  of  a  city  or  town 
have  been  classed  as  internal  improvements.     On  the  other 
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hand,  when  internal  improvements  by  or  under  state 
authority  are  spoken  of,  it  is  universally  understood  that 
works  within  the  state  by  which  the  public  are  supposed  to 
be  benefited,  are  intended ;  such  as  the  improvement  of  the 
highways,  the  channels  of  travel  and  commerce." 

In  DcPivson  County  v,  McNamar,  lo  Neb.,  276,  the  supreme 
court  of  that  state  said : 

'*The  building  of  a  court  house,  although  an  improve- 
ment, and  necessary  county  work,  has  never  been  classed 
among  works  of  internal  improvement,  by  which  is  meant — 
as  the  term  is  here  used — only  those  works  within  the  state 
in  which  the  whole  lx)dy  of  the  people  are  supposed  to  be 
more  or  less  interested,  and  by  which  they  may  be  bene- 
fited; and  they  more  commonly  have  reference  to  the  im- 
provement of  highways  and  channels  of  travel  and  com- 
merce." 

Citing  U,  P.  Ry.  Co,  v.  Commissiomrs  of  Colfax  Co,,  4  Xeb., 
450.  The  case  last  cited  approves  the  definition  given  by  the 
supreme  court  of  Alal}ama,  and  holds  that  a  bridge  across  the 
Platte  river  is  a  work  of  internal  improvement  for  which  bonds 
could  be  issued  under  the  Nebraska  statute.  In  deciding  this 
question,  it  is  said: 

**T1ic  characteristics  of  the  Platte  river  are  a  matter  of 
hist(  ry,  and  are  well  known,  as  well  as  the  difficulty  ex- 
l^rienced  in  crossing  it.  A  bridge  of  this  kind  affords  a 
safe  and  convenient  means  of  communication  across  the 
river,  increases  the  facility  for  transixDrtation  and  travel, 
and  has  all  the  characteristics  of  a  work  of  internal  im- 
provement. *  *  *  Such  works  must  be  tested  by  the 
benefits  to  ht  derived  by  the  public  from  their  construction, 
rather  than  by  their  extent  or  cost.  A  public  road  con- 
structed through  an  otherwise  impassable  portion  of  the 
country,  is  a  work  of  internal  improvement:  railways  are 
said  to  be  improved  roads  constructed  for  public  use, 
although  owned  by  private  corporations.  *  ♦  *  a 
bridge  of  this  kind  is  designed  to  open  an  easy  and  com- 
modious thoroughfare  across  the  river,  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  *  *  *  We  have  no  doubt  a  bridge  of  this  kind 
is  a  work  of  interna]  improvement  within  the  meaning  01 
our  statute." 
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In  DeClerq  v,  Hager,  12  Neb.,  185,  the  same  court  held  that 
bridges  built  by  a  county  upon  the  line  of  its  highways,  and 
wholly  within  such  county,  are  not  works  of  internal  improve- 
ment according  to  the  constitutional  meaning  of  that  term. 

The  sarne  court  in  Getchcll  v.  Benton,  30  Neb.,  870,  held  that 
becc  sugar  manufactories,  which  did  not  manufacture  sugar 
from  beets  for  toll,  although  proi^elled  by  water  power,  were 
not  works  of  internal  improvement. 

In  In  re  interna]  improvement  fund  24  Colo.,  247,  it  was 
held  that  public  buildings  such  as  an  asylum,  state  house,  etc., 
were  not  internal  improvements  within  the  meaning  of  an  act 
of  the  Colorado  legislature,  providing  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  certain  public  lands  should  be  paid  to  the  state  for  the 
purpose  of  making  internal  improvements;  and  the  same  court 
in  In  re  Senate  resolutions,  etc.,  12  Colo.,  287,  held  that  public 
reservoirs  for  the  storage  of  water  for  irrigation  and  domestic 
uses  are  internal  improvements  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of 
congress  of  March  3,  1875,  providing  that  five  per  cent  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  agricultural  public  lands  lying  within  the 
state  of  Colorado  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  internal  improvements  within  the  state;  as  the  legis- 
lature may  direct.  In  this  case,  the  discretion  was  lodged  with  the 
legislature  of  Colorado  to  determine  what  were  works  of  inter- 
nal improvement,  for  which  such  fund  might  properly  be  used, 
and  a  large  reservoir  constructed  for  the  storage  of  water,  to 
be  used  for  irrigation  and  domestic  purposes,  can  well  be  said 
to  be  a  work  by  which  all  of  the  people  of  the  state  are  bene- 
fited, and  therefore  a  work  of  internal  improvement. 

In  Osborne  v.  County  of  Adams,  106  U.  S.,  181,  it  is  held 
that  a  steam  grist  mill  constructed  for  public  use  by  a  county 
under  a  statute  of  the  state  of  Nebraska,  authorizing  bonds  to 
be  issued  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  any  railroad,  or  other 
work  of  internal  improvement,  is  not  a  work  of  internal  im- 
provement. 

In  aJl  of  these  cases,  the  distinction  between  what  are,  and 
what  are  not,  works  of  internal  improvement,  under  the  gen- 
erally accepted  definition  thereof,  is  recognized  and  in  some  of 
them  clearly  expressed.    That  is,  works  of  internal  improvement 
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are  those  in  which  the  people  of  the  entire  state  are  interested, 
and  by  which  they  are,  or  are  supposed  to  be,  benefited.  The 
only  case  which  I  have  t)een  able  to  find,  in  which  a  contrary 
doctrine  is  even  suggested,  is  that  of  Yestcr  v.  Seattle,  i  Wash. 
St.,  308.  The  decision  in  this  case  is  based  upon  a  statute  of 
the  state  of  Washington,  the  title  of  which  is,  "An  act  author- 
izing cities  and  towns  to  construct  internal  improvements  and  to 
issue  bonds  therefor,  and  declaring  an  emergency."  Under  this 
act,  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  of  Washington  are  specifically 
given  the  power  to  construct  waterworks,  light  plants  and 
sewers,  and  to  issue  bonds  therefor.  The  question  arose  whether 
the  subject  of  the  legislation  was  sufficiently  expressed  in  the 
title  of  the  act.  In  determining  that  question,  the  supreme  court 
of  Washington  said: 

**The  criticism  is,  that  although  there  is  a  subject  ex- 
act, since  waterworks,  sewers  and  artificial  light  plants  are 
pressed,  it  is  not  the  subject  treated  of  in  the  bodv  of  the 
not  internal  improvements  within  the  ordinary  meaning  of 
the  phrase.  Perhaps  this  is  an  original  use  of  the  term 
'internal  improvements.'  It  has  certainly  not  been  com- 
monjy  applied  to  improvements  supposed  to  have  been 
made  by  cities  for  the  benefit  of  their  inhabitants,  and  has 
been  employed  more  grandiloquently  in  reference  to  the 
improvement  of  highways  and  channels  of  travel  and  com- 
merce, in  the  statutes  of  congress  and  the  state  legisla- 
tures. And  yet,  w^hen  under  it  our  legislature  particularizes 
waterworks,  sewers  and  light  plants  which  certainly  are 
in  fact  internal  improvements  relative  to  the  cities  of  the 
state,  we  do  not  deem  the  verbal  criticism  of  sufficient 
weight  to  set  aside  the  act." 

From  this  quotation,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  supreme  court  of 
Washington  recognized  the  ccmmon  and  usual  meaning  of  the 
phrase  '^internal  improvements/'  and  holds  the  act  in  question  to 
be  valid  upon  the  ground  that  waterworks,  sewers  and  light 
plants  may  relatively  be  considered  so  far  as  a  city  is  concerned, 
internal  improvements,  when  so  designated  by  the  legislature. 
The  court  thus  gives  to  the  phrase  a  special  meaning  and  one 
diflFerent  from  that  usually  and  generally  understood  by  all  leg- 
islitive  bodies. 
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Such  a  special  and  unusual  meaning  of  this  phrase  can  not,  in 
my  judgment,  be  given  to  it  in  the  connection  in  which  it  occurs 
in  section  1618  of  the  code.  It  must  be  held  that  the  legislature, 
in  using  the  phrase  in  that  section,  intended  that  it  should  have 
the  usual  and  ordinary  meaning  given  to  it  by  courts  and  legis- 
latures, and  should  not  be  construed  as  having  a  special  or  un- 
usual meaning. 

Waterworks  and  light  plants  are  constructed  and  operated  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  to  the  inhabitants  of  municipal  cor- 
porations, water  and  light.  The  general  public  of  the  state  have 
no  interest  therein  and  are  not  benefited,  or  supposed  to  be 
benefited  thereby,  and  do  not  for  that  reason  fall  within  the 
class  of  works  commonly  know-n  as  works  of  internal  improve- 
ment. Plants  constructed  and  operated  for  the  purix>se  of  fur- 
nishing heat  and  power  to  the  inhabitants  of  a  municipal  corpo- 
ration fall  within  the  same  class. 

Under  the  grinciples  of  law  and  rules  of  construction  laid 
down  in  the  authorities  cited,  it  appears  to  me  that  none  of  this 
class  of  works  rises  to  the  dignity  of  internal  improvements,  and 
that  corporations  organizetl  for  the  puqx)se  of  constructing  and 
operating  the  same  are  within  the  twenty-year  limit  fixed  by  the 
statute,  and  can  not  endure  for  fifty  years  under  the  provision 
of  the  statute  alx)ve  quoted.  Respectfully  submitted,

Taxation — Exemptions  From — Chapter  56  of  the  acts  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  construed. 

Sir— Complying  with  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to  the 
construction  of  chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  relating  to  the  exemption  from  taxation  of  property 
of  honorably  discharged  Union  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Mexi- 
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can  and  Civil  wars,  and  of  the  widows  of  such  soldiers  and 
sailors,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Subdivision  7*  of  section  1304  of  the  code,  as  amended  by 
chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
provides : 

"The  property,  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  in 
actual  value,  of  any  honorably  discharged  Union  soldier  or 
sailor  of  the  iVBexican  war  or  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
or  of  the  widow  remaining  unmarried  of  such  soldier  or 
sailor," 

shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

The  manner  in  which  such  exemption  shall  be  ascertained 
and  given  to  such  soldier,  sailor  or  wndow  is  fixed  by  the  next 
provision  of  the  sulxlivision,  as  follows: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  assessor  annually  to  make 
a  list  of  all  such  soldiers,  sailors  and  widows,  and  to  return 
such  list  to  the  county  auditor  upon  forms  ^to  be  furnished 
by  such  auditor  for  that  purpose,  but  a  failure  on  the  part 
of  any  assessor  so  to  do  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
exemption.  All  soldiers,  sailors  or  widows  thereof  referred 
to  herein  shall  receive  a  reduction  of  eight  hundred  dollars 
at  the  time  said  assessment  is  made  by  the  assessor,  unless 
a  waiver  thereof  is  voluntarily  made  of  such  exemption 
at  said  time.     *     *     *     " 

The  first  provision  alx)ve  quoted  exempts  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars in  value  of  the  pr()i)erty  of  any  such  soldier,  sailor  or  widow, 
but  the  method  by  which  such  exemption  is  to  be  given,  and  the 
machinery  through  which  the  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  may  de- 
rive the  benefit  thereof,  are  fixed  by  the  provision  of  the  statute 
last  quoted. 

Chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
became  a  law  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1902,  and  after  all  of  the 
property  within  the  state  had  been  assessed  under  the  law  in 
force  prior  to  that  time,  and  a  return  of  such  assessment  made 
to  the  proper  authorities. 

At  the  time  the  assessment  of  property  for  the  year  1902  was 
made,  the  county  auditor  had  no  authority  to  furnish  blank 
forms  to  the  assessor  for  the  purpose  of  listing  soldiers,  sailors 
and  their  widows,  and  the  assessor  had  no  authority  to  enter 
the  exemption  provided  by  subdivision  7  upon  his  assessment 
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roll ;  and  the  fact  that  he  did  not  do  so  can  not  be  held  to  be  a 
failure  upon  his  part  to  perform  any  duty  which  he  was  required 
by  law  to  perform. 

TSie  entire  power  of  the  assessors,  and  of  the  machinery 
whereby  the  taxable  value  of  the  property  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts was  determined,  had  been  fully  exercised  and  exhausted 
before  chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  As- 
sembly became  a  law.  The  members  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly  knew  that  the  assessments  for  the  year  1902  would  be 
returned  and  the  power  of  the  assessors  fully  exhausted  before 
the  amendment  became  a  law.  No  provision  is  made  in  such 
amendment  whereby  such  soldiers,  sailors  and  widows  may 
receive  the  benefit  of  the  exemptions  provided  for  in  subdivision 
7  for  the  year  1902;  and  the  legislature  having  failed  to  pro- 
vide any  means  or  method  by  which  such  exemption  can  be  se- 
cured to  soldiers,  sailors  or  their  widows  for  the  year  1902 
the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  must,  in  my 
opinion,  be  construed  to  become  operative  and  eflfective  at  the 
time  of  the  first  assessment  after  the  4th  day  of  July,  1902,  as 
that  is  the  first  assessment  by  which  the  provisions  of  the  act  re- 
lating to  the  manner  of  securing  such  exemptions  can  be  car- 
ried out  and  made  operative  through  the  machinery  created  by 
the  act,  and  by  w^hich  the  taxable  value  of  the  property  of  such 
soldiers,  sailors  and  widows,  and  the  exemption  thereof  from 
taxation,  can  be  ascertained. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the  provisions  of 
subdivision  7  of  section  1304  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  the 
exemption  of  eight  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  the  property  of 
such  soldiers,  sailors  and  widows  can  not  be  made  as  to  the 
taxes  assessed  thereon  for  the  year  1902,  and  that  the  act  of  the 
legislature  giving  such  exemption  does  not  become  operative 
until  1903.  Respectfully  submitted,

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Assessment  of  Corporation — Land  held  by  Iowa  corpo- 
rations in  a  foreign  state  or  country . 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  January  27th  for  an 
opinion  upon  the  following  question,  viz : 

"In  estimating  the  taxable  value  of  shares  of  stock  in  Iowa 
corporations  holding  land  in  a  foreign  state  or  country,  is  the 
assessor  to  deduct  the  value  of  such  real  estate  as  recognized 
by  the  assessing  officers,  or  assessment  laws  of  the  other  state 
or  country  in  which  the  land  is  situated,"  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing opinion : 

An  examination  of  sections  1308,  1310,  1313,  1323,  1324  and 
1327  of  the  code  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  where  a  corpor- 
ation, organized  under  the  laws  of  Iowa,  owns  land  in  foreign 
jurisdictions,  and  the  value  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation  is 
in  some  degree  at  least  determined  by  the  value  of  the  land,  the 
assessable  value  of  the  land,  as  recognized  in  such  foreign  jur- 
isdiction, should  he  deducted  from  the  gross  amount  of  the 
stock  of  the  corporation  when  such  stock  is  assessed  for  taxa- 
tion; jnd  each  individual  stockholder  is  entitled  to  his  pro  rata 
share  of  such  deduction  when  the  stock  which  he  owns  is  as- 
sessed to  him. 

Having  reached  this  conclusion,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
give  an  extended^  opinion  uix>n  the  question,  or  to  take  up  the 
language  of  the  sections  referred  to  and  construe  each  section 
separately.

TAXATioN--Incorporated  newspaper  plants  and  incorpor- 
ated job  printing  offices— Sections  1319  and  1323  of  the 
code  construed. 

Sir — I  loeg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
7th  inst.,   requesting  my   opinion   as   to  whether  incorporated 
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newspaper  plants  and  incorporated  job  printing  offices  are  tax- 
able under  section  13 19  or  section  1323  of  the  code. 

An  examination  and  comparison  of  sections  13 19  and  1323 
of  the  code  clearly  indicate  that  section  13 19  refers  only  to 
manufacturing  plants,  as  described  in  that  section.  Newspapers 
and  job  printing  offices  do  not,  in  my  opinion,  come  within  the 
provisions  of  section  13 19,  and  are  not  to  be  taxed  under  that 
section  of  the  statute. 

Where  such  plants  are  incorporated,  they  fall  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1323,  and  must  make  the  report  therein  re- 
quired and  be  taxed  as  provided  in  that  section.

Taxation — Exemption  prom — It  is  held  that  the  home- 
stead of  a  soldier  or  sailor  who  comes  within  the  class 
designated  by  the  statute,  is  exempt  to  the  extent  of 
$800,  although  the  title  thereof  is  in  the  wife;  and 
where  neither  the  soldier  nor  his  wife  has  property  of 
the  actual  value  of  $5,000,  although  the  combined 
property  of  the  two  exceeds  that  amount,  the  soldier 
is  entitled  to  the  exemption  given  by  the  statute. 

Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
4th  inst.,  requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

First — In  the  case  of  an  old  soldier  who  has  no  property,  but 
whose  wife  has  some,  but  not  five  thousand  dollars  in  actual 
value,  can  the  deduction  allowed  the  soldier  Ije  made  from  his 
wife's  property? 

Second — In  case  the  value  of  the  combined  property  of  the 
soldier  and  his  wife  should  be  five  thousand  dollars  or  more, 
would  the  soldier  then  \ye  entitled  to  the  exemption? 
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I  St — To  reach  a  proper  solution  of  the  first  question  stated 
in  your  request,  it  is  necessary  to  take  up  and  examine  the  his- 
tory of  the  enactment  of  subdivision  7  of  section  1304  of  the 
code. 

The  exemption  thereby  given  to  soldiers,  sailors  and  their 
widows  was  first  incorporated  into  the  statute  of  the  state  by 
chapter  97  of  the  acts  of  the  T|wenty-first  General  Assembly, 
\vhich  amended  section  797  of  the  code  of  1873,  t)y  adding 
thereto  the  following  provision : 

"The  homestead,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in 
v^lue,  of  the  widow  of  any  federal  soldier  or  sailor,  who 
died  during  the  late  war  while  in  service,  or  who  has  since 
died  of  wounds  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  such 
service.  Provided  the  provisfons  of  this  act  shall  only 
apply  to  persons  who  do  not  own  other  real  estate  than  such 
homestead." 

This  act  became  a  law  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1886,  and  the 
exemption  therein  contained  w-as  limited  to  the  homestead  of 
the  widow  of  any  federal  soldier  or  sailor  who  died  during  the 
late  war  while  in  service,  or  who  has  since  died  of  wounds  re- 
ceived or  disease  contracted  w^iile  in  such  service.  No  exemp- 
tion is  given  to  any  soldier  of  the  Mexican  or  late  war. 

When  the  present  code  was  adopted,  the  exemption  given  by 
the  act  of  the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly  to  the  widows  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  was  enlarged  by  an  increase  of  the  amount 
of  the  exemption  from  five  hundred  to  eight  hundred  dollars, 
and  given  to  any  honorably  discharged  Union  soldier  or  sailor 
unable  to  perform  manual  labor  and  dependent  thereon  for  the 
support  of  himself  and  family.  The  exemption  thus  given  by 
the  code  was  confined  to  the  homestead  of  the  soldier  or  sailor, 
or  the  widow  of  such  soldier  or  sailor. 

Under  the  construction  given  this  statute  by  my  predecessor, 
Mr.  Remley,  it  was  held  that  the  homestead  of  a  sgldier  or  sailor 
who  had  been  honorably  discharged  from  the  service,  and  who 
was  dependent  upon  manual  lalx)r  for  his  support  and  unable 
to  perform  the  same,  although  the  title  to  such  homestead  was 
in  his  wife,  came  within  the  provisions  of  the  statute  and  was 
exempt  from  taxation  to  the  value  of  eight  hundred  dollars.    I 
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fully  agree  with  the  interpretation  placed  upon  the  statute  by  my 
predecessor.  It  was  clearly  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  to 
exempt  the  homestead  of  every  soldier  or  sailor,  or  the  widow 
of  such  soldier  or  sailor,  who  conies  within  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  from  taxation  to  the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars, 
without  reference  to  who  held  the  legal  title  to  such  homestead. 

The  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  re-enacted  subdivision 
7,  and  very  materially  changed  its  provisions.  As  it  now  stand.^, 
it  provides: 

"The  property,  not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  in 
value,  of  any  honorably  discharged  Union  soldier  or  sailor 
of  the  Mexican  war  or  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  or  the 
widow  remaining  unmarried  of  such  soldier  or  sailor. 
*  *  *  But  this  exemption  shall  not  apply  in  the  case 
of  any  soldier  or  sailor,  or  the  widow^  of  any  such  soldier 
or  sailor  owning  property  of  the  actual  value  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  where  the  wife  of  such  soldier  or  sailor 
owns  property  to  the  actual  value  of  five  thousand  dollars." 

This  act  became  a  law  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1902. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  statute,  the  exemption  allowed 
had  been  confined  to  the  homestead  of  the  soldier,  sailor  or 
widow,  and  although  such  soldier  or  sailor  in  all  other  respects 
came  within  the  provisions  of  the  law,  he  received  no  benefit 
therefrom  unless  he  was  the  owner  of  a  homestead.  In  other 
words,  he  or  his  wife  must  be  able  to  own  a  homestead  before 
any  property  belonging  to  him  could  be  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion under  the  statute  as  it  then  existed. 

The  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  undertook  to  eliminate 
this  incongruity  from  the  law,  and  to  enlarge  the  exemption 
given  to  soldiers,  sailors  and  their  widows.  The  language  of 
chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
clearly  indicates  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  to  en- 
large the  exemption,  allowed,  and  not  to  restrict  it.  The  legisla- 
ture, therefore,  provided  that  property  of  any  honorably  dis- 
charged Union  soldier  or  sailor,  not  exceeding  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars in  value,  should  be  exempt  from  taxation  unless  such  soldier 
or  sailor,  or  his  wife,  owned  proi)erty  to  the  actual  value  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  class  of  property  to  which  the  exemp- 
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tion  applies  was  by  this  act  enlarged  so  as  to  include  any  taxa- 
ble property  owned  by  the  soldier  or  sailor,  subject  to  the  ex- 
ception stated. 

Under  the  previous  statute  the  property  of  the  wife  of  the 
soldier  or  sailor,  if  the  same  consisted  of  a  homestead,  w^as  ex- 
empt to  the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars;  and  it  certainly 
can  not  be  said  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  in 
enlarging  the  class  of  property  to  which  the  exemption  should 
apply,  to  cut  off  any  exemption  of  property  of  the  soldier,  sailor 
or  his  wife  given  under  the  previous  statute.  Any  interpreta- 
tion of  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  which 
would  reach  such  result  would  be  wholly  repugnant  to  the  spirit 
and  intent  of  the  legislative  act. 

Many  cases  might  ]ye  cited  where  such  a  construction  would 
work  a  hardship  upon  the  soldier  or  sailor  who  was  sought  to 
be  benefited  by  the  change  made  in  the  statute.  He  may  have 
been  unfortunate  in  business  and  judgments  may  have  been  ol>- 
tained  against  him  which  he  is  unable  to  pay,  and  by  hard  labor 
has  earned  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  purchase  a  modest 
home  for  his  family,  and  to  prevent  the  same  from  being  taken 
by  his  creditors  has  placed  the  title  thereof  in  his  wife.  Under 
a  strict  construction  of  the  law,  as  it  now.  stands,  he  would  not 
be  entitled  to  an  exemption  upon  the  homestead  thus  obtained, 
although  such  homestead  would  have  been  exempt  from  taxation 
to  the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars  under  the  previous 
statute. 

I  can  not  bring  myself  to  believe  that  such  was  the  intention 
of  the  legislature.  Tlie  statute  under  consideration  should  be 
construed  so  as  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  the  legislature  as  ob- 
tained from  the  text  of  the  statute  itself  and  the  history  of  its 
enactment. 

In  Holy  Trinity  Church  v.  United  States,  143  U.  S.,  459,  it 
is  said: 

**It  is  a  familiar  rule,  that  a  thing  may  be  within  the 
letter  of  the  statute  and  yet  not  within  the  statute,  because 
not  within  its  spirit,  nor  within  the  intention  of  its  makers. 
Tliis  has  been  often  asserted,  and  the  reports  are  full 
of    cases    illustrating'    its    application.     This    is    not    the 
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-  substitution  of  the  will  of  the  judge  for  that  of  the  legis- 
lator, for  frequently  words  of  general  meaning  are  used  in 
a  statute,  words  broad  enough  to  include  an  act  in  ques- 
tion, and  yet  a  consideration  of  the  whole  legislation,  or  of 
the  circumstances  surrounding  its  enactment,  or  of  the  ab- 
surd results  which  follow  from  giving  such  broad  meaning 
to  the  words,  make  it  unreasonable  to  believe  that  the  leg- 
islator intended  to  include  the  particular  act." 

In  Byston  v.  Studd,  Plowden,  467,  it  is  said : 

"So  that  a  man  ought  not  to  rest  uix>n  the  letter  only, 
but  he  ought  to  rely  upon  the  sense,  which  is  temperated  and 
guided  by  equity,  and  therein  he  reaps  the  fruit  of  the  law, 
for  as  a  nut  consists  of  a  shell  and  a  kernel,  so  every  statute 
consists  of  the  letter  and  the  sense,  and  as  the  kernel  is  the 
fruit  of  the  nut,  so  the  sense  is  the  fniit  of  the  statute. 
And  in  order  to  form  a  right  judgment  when  the  letter  of 
a  statute  is  restrained,  and  when  enlarged,  by  equity,  it  is 
a  good  way,  when  you  peruse  a  statute,  to  suppose  that  the 
law  maker  is  present,  and  that  you  have  asked  him  the 
question  you  want  to  know  touching  the  equity,  then  you 
must  give  yourself  such  an  answer  as  you  imagine  he 
would  have  done,  if  he  had  been  present.'' 

If  this  mle  is  applied  to  the  statute  under  consideration,  the 
answer  of  the  law  maker  must  be  that  it  was  not  the  intention  to 
restrict  or  abridge  the  exemption  previously  given,  Ixit  to  en- 
large the  same,  and  not  to  take  away  from  the  soldier  the  ex- 
emption of  his  homestead  to  the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars 
in  value,  although  the  title  of  such  homestead  was  in  his  wife. 

Under  the  statute  of  Iowa,  a  homestead  is  set  apart  as  exempt 
from  the  debts  of  the  husband  or  wife  for  the  benefit  of  the 
family,  and  although  the  legal  title  thereto  may  be  in  the  wife, 
the  husband  has  a  substantial  property  right  therein.  Such 
right  is  a  present  and  fixed  one,  and  not  merely  remote  or  con- 
tingent, and  one  which  he  is  entitled  to  protect.  He  may  re- 
deem the  homestead  from  execution  or  tax  sale.  He  has  an 
insurable  interest  therein,  and  if  it  is  destroyed  by  fire  may 
recover  the  value  from  the  company  which  has  insured  the  same. 
In  the  proper  support  of  his  family  it  is  his  duty,  if  the  home- 
stead is  liable  to  taxation,  to  pay  the  taxes  thereon,  whether  the 
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title  is  in  the  name  of  his  wife  or  in  his  own  name,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  homestead  for  the  benefit  of  the  family. 

In  short,  he  has  such  a  fixed  and  present  interest  in  the  home- 
stead, the  title  of  which  is  in  his  wife,  that  it  may  fairly  be  said 
to  be  his  property  under  the  provisions  of  the  i^tatute  providing 
for  an  exemption  from  taxation,  and  that  the  act  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  does  not  take  away  the  right  of  exemp- 
tion of  the  homestead  of  the  soldier  or  sailor  to  the  extent  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  in  value,  although  the  title  to  such  home- 
stead is  in  his  wife. 

Beyond  this  the  exemption,  as  to  property  ow^ned  by  the  wife, 
does  not  extend.  She  is  not  entitled  to  any  exemption  as  to 
other  taxable  property  owned  by  her,  as  such  exemption  is  given 
by  statute  to  the  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  of  such  soldier  or 
sailor  as  to  taxable  property  owned  by  them,  and  is  not  given 
to  the  wife  as  to  taxable  property  owned  by  her,  except  where 
the  homestead  character  attaches.  Upon  other  property  owned 
and  held  by  her,  which  is  the  subject  of  taxation,  she  must  pay  the 
taxes  assessed  against  the  same  as  though  she  were  not  the  wife 
of  such  soldier  or  sailor. 

The  construction  which  I  have  giv,en  this  statute  is  a  liberal 
one,  and  may  not  be  within  its  strict  letter,  but  it  is  certainly 
within  the  spirit  of  the  law  and  carries  out  the  intent  of  the  leg- 
islature. 

2d — ^The  exemption  from  taxation  is  modified  and  an  excep- 
tion is  made  thereto  in  the  following  words : 

"This  exemption  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  sol- 
dier or  sailor  or  widow  of  such  soldier  or  sailor  owning 
property  of  the  actual  value  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or 
where  the  wife  of  such  soldier  or  sailor  owns  property  to 
the  actual  value  of  five  thousand  dollars." 

By  this  exception  to  the  exemption  given  in  subdivision  7  of 
section  1304.  the  legislature  has  provided  that  every  honorably 
discharged  Union  soldier  or  sailor  of  the  Mexican  war  or  of  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  or  of  the  widows  of  sucli  soldier  or  sailor, 
w^ho  does  not  own  property  of  the  actual  value  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  shall  l)e  entitled  to  an  eight  hundred  dollar  exemption 
from  taxation,  unless  the  wife  of  such  soldier  or  sailor  owns 
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property  to  the  actual  value  of  five  thousand  dollars.  The  legis- 
lature has  not  provided  that,  where  the  combined  property  of 
the  soldier  or  sailor  and  his  wife  equals  or  exceeds  the  amount 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  no  exemption  shall  be  made  as  to  the 
property  of  the  soldier;  and  as  the  provisions  of  the  statute  are 
clear,  explicit  and  susceptible  of  but  one  construction,  it  must 
be  held  that  the  soldier  or  sailor  is  entitled  to  the  exemption 
thereby  given,  although  the  value  of  the  property  owned  by  him, 
added  to  the  value  of  that  owned  by  his  wife,  exceeds  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  homestead  of  a  soldier 
or  sailor,  who  comes  within  the  class  designated  by  the  statute, 
is  exempt  to  the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  although  the 
title  thereof  is  in  the  wife;  and  where  neither  the  soldier  nor  his 
wife  has  property  of  the  actual  value  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
although  the  combined  property  of  the  two  exceeds  that  amount, 
the  soldier  is  entitled  to  the  exemption  given  by  the  statute.

School  District — Independent— Consolidation  of— Sec- 
tion 2793  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  ,80  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General 
Assembly;  construed. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
4th  inst.,  requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

"i.  Does  the  annexation  (.f  West  Decorah  to  the  city 
of  Decorah  carry  with  it  the  annexation  of  all  or  any  part 
of  the  independent  school  district  of  West  Decorah  to  the 
independent  school  district  of  Decorah? 
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"2.  If  the  independent  school  district  of  West  Decorah 
has  by  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  West  Decorah  be- 
come a  part  of  the  independent  district  of  Decorah,  will 
vSaid  district  receive  all  the  assets  and  assume  all  the  liabili- 
ties, including  the  bonded  indebtedness,  of  the  independent 
district  of  West  Decorah? 

**3.  If  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  West  Decorah  to 
the  city  of  Decorah  carries  with  it  only  that  part  of  the  in- 
dependent district  of  West  Decorah  included  in  the  town  of 
West  Decorah,  how  and  by  whom  should  the  division  of 
assets  and  liabilities  be  made?" 

Section  2793  of  the  code  was  amended  by  section  i  of  chap 
ter  80  of  Wie  acts  of  the  T|wenty-seventh  General  Assembly,  and 
now  contains  the  following  provision : 

"When  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city  or  town  are  ex- 
tended outside  the  existing  independent  district  or  districts, 
the  boundaries  of  said  independent  district  or  districts  shall 
be  also  correspondingly  extended.  But  in  no  case  shall  the 
boundaries  of  an  independent  district  be  affected  by  the 
reduction  of  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city  or  town," 

The  language  of  this  statute  is  susceptible  of  Ixit  one  con- 
struction; that  is,  when  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city,  which  is 
an  independent  school  district,  are  extended  so  as  to  include 
other  territory  which,  prior  to  the  extension  of  the  corporate 
boundaries  of  the  city,  was  not  included  in  the  corporation  or 
within  the  independent  school  district,  the  Ixmndaries  of  the  iur 
dependent  district  are  also  coTresf>ondingly  extended,  and  the 
territory  taken  into  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  is  also  taken 
into  and  becomes  a  part  of  the  independent  school  district. 

Under  this  statute  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  West  De- 
corah to  the  city  of  Decorah  carries  with  it  all  that  part  of  the 
independent  school  district  of  West  Decorah  which  is  included 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Decorah.  as  extended, 
and  the  part  of  the  independent  district  of  West  Decorah  thus 
taken  into  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Decorah  becomes,  by 
operation  of  law,  a  part  of  the  independent  sch(X)l  district  of  De- 
corah. The  remaining  territory  of  the  independent  school  dis- 
trict of  West  Decorah,  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  city  of  Decorah  as  extended,  would  not,  upon  the  extension 
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of  such  boundaries,  become  a  part  of  the  independent  school 
district  of  Decorah  and  would  remain  the  independent  school 
district  of  West' Decorah  until  .some  action  is  taken  to  consol- 
idate it,  either  with  the  independent  school  district  of  Decorah 
or  other  contiguous  independent  district  or  district  township. 

Second — In  consolidating  that  portion  of  the  independent 
school  district  of  West  Decorah  with  the  independent  district  of 
Decorah,  the  latter  named  district  takes  of  the  assets,  and  as- 
sumes of  the  liabilities,  of  the  district  of  West  Decorah,  such 
proportion  thereof  as  the  taxable  value  of  the  property  taken 
into  the  independent  district  of  Decorah  bears  to  the  taxable 
value  of  the  property  of  the  independent  district  of  West  De- 
corah, which  is  not  taken  into  the  independent  district  of  De- 
corah by  the  extension  of  the  corporate  boundaries  of  that  city ; 
and  an  adjustment  and  division  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
the  independent  district  of  West  Decorah,  as  it  existed  before 
the  extension  of  the  corporate  boundaries  of  the  city  of  De- 
corah, should  be  made  substantially  in  the  manner  provided  by 
section  2802  of  the  code. 

Until  such  adjustment  is  made,  the  property  owned  by  the 
independent  district  of  West  Decorah,  before  the  extension  of 
the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Decorah,  remains  the  property  of 
the  West  Dcorah  district,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  boards  of 
directors  of  the  two  districts  to  meet  and  make  the  adjustment 
and  division  of  the  property  and  liabilities  of  the  district  of 
West  Decorah.  In  case  they  are  unable  to  do  so,  or  cannot 
agree  upon  an  equitable  division,  such  adjustment  and  division 
should  be  referred  to,  and  decided  by,  disinterested  arbitrators 
chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  section  2802. 

When  such  adjustment  and  division  are  complete,  and  a  rec- 
ord thereof  is  made,  the  title  to  all  of  the  assets  of  the  indei)end- 
ent  school  district  of  West  Decorah,  given  to  the  independent 
district  of  Decorah  under  such  adjustment  and  division,  becomes 
perfect,  and  the  latter  named  distridt  then  becomes  liable  for  t!ic 
portion  of  the  debts  of  the  district  of  West  Decorah  which  the 
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boards  of  directors  or  the  arbitrators  fix  as  the  amount  which 
should  be  assumed  by  it.  Respectfully  submitted,

Board  of  Control — Transfer  of  patients  from  one  hospital 
to  another*  and  prisoners  from  one  penitentiary  to 
another — Expense  of  to  be  paid  out  of  what  funds- 
Chapter  118  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General 
Assembly  and  section  2283  of  the  code  construed. 

Sirs— Complying  with  your  request  of  the  9th  ult.  for  my 
opinion  as  to  what  funds  of  the  state  the  expense  of  the  trans- 
fer of  patients  from  one  hospital  for  the  insane  to  another,  and 
prisioners  from  one  state  jDenitentiary  to  another,  shall  be  paid 
from,  I  submit  the  following: 

I.  Section  26  of  chapter  118  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-sev- 
enth General  Assembly  provides: 

"Patients  shall  be  sent  to  the  state  hospital  and  convicts 
shall  be  sent  to  the  penitentiary  located  in  the  district  em- 
bracing the  county  from  which  they  are  committed.  But 
the  board  may  transfer  the  inmate  of  any  hospital  or  the 
convict  in  any  penitentiary  to  another  hospital  or  to  the 
other  penitentiary  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  and  shall  see 
that  the  proper  record  thereof  is  made  at  the  hospitals  and 
penitentiaries  and  in  the  office  of  the  lx)ard." 

This  section  gives  to  the  board  power  to  make  such  transfers 
as  in  its  judgment  shall  be  advisable,  and  the  cost  thereof  is  10 
be  paid  by  the  state.  The  payment  of  such  cost  is  one  of  the 
expenditures  authorized  by  chapter  118  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twentv-seventh  General  Assemblv.

Section  4  of  that  act  provides : 

"There  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any  funds  in  the 
state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  sufficient  thereof 
to  pay  the  salaries  and  expenditures  hereby  authorized/' 

In  my  opinion  the  appropriation  made  by  section  4  must  be 
held  to  cover  all  expenditures  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  Twen- 
ty-seventh General  Assembly,  except  such  as  the  legislature  has- 
specifically  provided  shall  be  paid  from  other  appropriations. 
The  words  "hereby  authorized"  are  broad  enough  to  cover  every 
expenditure  authorized  by  that  act;  and  it  seems  to  me  to  have 
been  clearly  the  intent  of  the  legislature  in  making  such  ap- 
propriation to  provide  a  fund  out  of  which  all  of  the  expenses 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  118  should  be  paid, 
except  where  such  expenditures  are  specifically  directed  to  be 
paid  from  some  other  fund. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  an  opinion  of  my  predecessor, 
Mr.  Remley,  in  which  he  appears  to  have  taken  a  contrary  view 
of  the  scope  of  this  section ;  and  while  I  have  the  highest  regard 
for  him  as  an  able  and  profound  lawyer,  I  can  not  agree  with 
the  narrow  construction  placed  upon  this  section  by  him. 

Further  than  this,  the  question  upon  which  Mr.  Remley's 
opinion  was  asked  did  not  involve  the  question  here  presented. 
His  opinion  was  asked  as  to  whether  expenditures  which  were 
necessary  under  chapter  118  for  books,  blanks,  etc.,  which  the 
board  of  control  were  required  to  furnish  state  institutions, 
should  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  made  by  section  4,  or 
whether  such  expenses  should  be  charged  up  to  the  institutions 
for  which  such  books,  blanks,  etc.,  were  furnished,  and  pa!id 
from  its  support  fund. 

His  opinion  is  that  the  cost  of  such  books,  blanks,  etc.,  should 
be  paid  out  of  the  support  fund  of  the  institution  ^to  which  such 
books,  blanks,  etc.,  were  fumished,  and  not  from  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  section  4 ;  and  in  this  he  is  pro1>ably  correct.  Be- 
yond that  question  he  was  not  called  upon  for  an  opinion,  and 
what  is  said  by  him  as  to  the  payment  of  other  expenses  author- 
ized by  chapter  118  from  the  appropriation  made  by  section  4, 
may  fairly  be  said  to  be  a  dictum,  and  not  an  opinion  of  the 
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attorney-general  upon  a  question  submitted  to  him  for  his 
opinion. 

If  section  4  had  been  inserted  in  the  l>ill  which  became  chapter 
118  of  the  acts  of  the  Tlvventy-seventh  General  Assembly  at  or 
near  the  end  of  that  bill,  no  one  would  have  any  question  as  to 
what  the  appropriation  was  intended  to  cover.  The  fact  that  it 
is  inserted  in  the  act  immediately  following  the  section  which 
provides  for  the  furnishing  of  the  offices,  the  employment  of  a 
secretary,  clerks  and  stenographers  for  the  board  of  control, 
appears  to  have  influenced  the  interpretation  given  the  provis- 
ions of  that  section.  I 

I  think  the  act  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly  must  1 

be  taken  in  its  entirety  as  an  expression  of  the  will  of  the  legis-  ' 

lature,  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  must  be  construed 
together  so  as  to  give  full  force  and  effect  to  the  act  as  an  en- 
tirety. 

Section  26  authorizes  the  lx>ard  of  control  to  incur  expenses 
for  the  removal  of  patients  from  one  hospital  to  another,  and 
of  convicts  from  one  i^enitentiary  to  the  other,  and  that  such 
expense  must  be  paid  by  the  state.  And  by  section  4  the  legis- 
lature has  provided  a  fund  from  which  the  expenses  authorized 
by  such  act  are  to  be  paid. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  expenses  incurred  under 
the  authority  given  the  lx>ard  of  control  by  section  26  should  be 
l^id  from  the  appropriation  made  by  section  4  of  the  act. 

2.  There  is  apparently  a  slight  conflict  in  the  provisions  of 
section  28  of  chapter  1 18  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  section  2283  of  the  code.  Under  well  known 
rules  of  construction,  these  two  sections  must  he  so  construed 
as  to  give  meaning  to  the  provisions  of  each  if  prssible,  and  I 
think  a  construction  can  be  placed  upon  the  language  of  both 
sections  which  will  practically  harmonize  their  provisions. 

Section  2283  of  the  code  provides: 

"Patients  in  a  hospital,  having  no  legal  settlement  in  the 
state,  or  whose  legal  settlement  can  not  I^e  ascertained,  shall 
be  supported  at  the  expense  of  the  state.  If  a  patient  has 
a  legal  settlement  within  another  state,  the  commissioners 
of  insanity  may  direct  the  sheriff  to  remove  such  patient  to

the  place  of  his  legal  settlement,  and  the  sheriff  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  therefor  three  dollars  per  day  and 
his  actual  expenses,  which  will  be  itemized,  sworn  to  and 
filed  with  the  county  auditor,  and  the  same  paid  as  other 
claims  against  the  county." 

This  section  clearly  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of 
insanity,  whenever  they  find  that  an  insane  person  has  a  legal 
settlement  in  another  state  or  country,  to  direct  the  sheriff  to 
remove  such  patient  to  the  place  of  his  settlement. 

Section  28  of  chapter  118  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh 
General  Assembly  further  provides : 

"Before  the  county  authorities  shall  send  to  a  hospital 
for  the  insane  a  patient  whose  residence  is  unknown,  and 
whose  maintenance  is  charged  to  the  state,  such  authorities 
shall  notify  the  board,  who  shall  immediately  inquire  as  to 
the  residence  of  such  person  and  the  propriety  of  his  com- 
mitment to  the  state  hospital.  If  the  residence  of  said  per- 
son is  found  to  be  in  another  state  or  country,  the  board 
shall  see  that  he  is  sent  to  his  residence,  or,  if  he  is  confined 
in  the  state  hospital,  the  board  shall  direct  an  attendant 
from  the  hospital  to  convey  the  patient  thereto." 

This  section  places  the  further  duty  upon  the  commissioners 
of  insanity  of  the  county  to  notify  the  board  of  control  before 
an  insane  patient,  whose  residence  is  unknown,  and  w'hose  main- 
tenance is  to  be  charged  to  the  state,  can  be  seiit  to  one  of  the 
hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  upon  receiving  such  notification  the 
board  must  immediately  inquire  as  to  the  residence  of  such  per- 
son and  the  propriety  of  his  commitment  to  the  state  hospital. 
If  it  ascertains  that  he  is  not  a  resident  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  and 
has  a  legal  settlement  in  another  state  or  country,  the  board  must 
then  require  that  he  be  sent  to  the  place  of  his  legal  settlement 
as  provided  for  in  section  2283  ^^  ^^^  code.  This  must  be  done 
by  the  county  authorities  as  provided  for  in  that  section,  and 
»the  expense  must  be  paid  by  the  county.

To  THE  Honorable  Board  of  Control  of  State  Institu- 
tions. 
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Home  Association  for  Women  and  Babies — Unexpended 
balance  of  appropriation — change  of  name  thereof. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  the  i8th  inst.  for  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  Women's  and  Babies'  Home  Associa- 
tion of  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  would  be  entitled  to  have  paid  to  it 
the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Twen- 
ty-ninth General  Assembly,  if  such  Home  should  become  a 
branch  home  of  the  Florence  Crittenden  Mission  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following : 

The  right  of  the  home  to  receive  the  unexpended  balarxe  of 
the  appropriation  .  does  not  depend  upon  its  name.  It  dees, 
however,  depend  upon  its  organization  and  management.  When 
the  appropriation  was  made  by  the  legislature,  the  home  was  an 
Iowa  institution,  managed  and  controlled  by  citizens  of  Iowa, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  this  state,  and  such  facts 
were. undoubtedly  potent  reasons  for  the  granting  of  the  ap- 
propriation by  the  legislature. 

If,  after  the  granting  of  the  appropriation,  the  persons  con- 
trolling such  home  should  turn  the  management  and  control 
thereof  over  to  persons  residing  outside  of  the  state  of  Iowa, 
and  such  home  should  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  name,  become  one 
of  a  number  of  similar  institutions,  managed  and  controlled  by 
an  association,  board  or  corporation  outside  of  the  state,  and 
should  not  be  conducted  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  people 
of  the  state,  it  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  unpaid  balance  of  the  appropriation  granted  by  the  legis- 
lature. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  although  the  name  should  be  changed  to 
a  branch  of  the  Florence  Crittenden  Mission,  it  should  remain 
an  Iowa  institution,  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of 
Iowa,  and  controlled  and  managed  exclusively  by  citizens  of 
Iowa,  I  think  the  change  in  the  name  would  not  affect  its  right 
to  receive  the  appropriation.

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Farmers  Institute — Appropriation  for. 

Sir — In  compliance  with  your  verbal  request  as  to  whether 
the  account  of  sixty-three  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  ($63.55), 
incurred  in  holding-  a  fanners'  institute  in  Woodbury  county  in 
the  year  1901,  and  which  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  auditor 
of  state  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1902,  should  be  paid  from 
the  appropriation  made  by  section  1675  of  the  code,  I  submit 
the  following-  opinion: 

The  appropriation  made  by  section  1675  is  not  for  any  defi- 
nite sum  which  is  credited  upon  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and 
the  auditor  for  the  purposes  of  the  appropriation.  It  is  in  the 
nature  of  an  open  account,  to  be  paid  from  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  for  that  reason  does 
not  stand  upon  the  same  footing  with  definite  appropriations 
made  for  specific  purposes,  which  are  credited  annually  upon 
the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  auditor.  No  time  is  fixed  by 
statute  when  the  certified  account  for  expenses  incurred  in  hold- 
ing a  farmers'  institute  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor,  and  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  section  referred  to  is  not  charged 
off  the  books  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  as  are  appropriations  for  a  definite  sum. 

The  account  upon  the  books  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  is, 
therefore,  in  the  nature  of  an  open  account,  and  although  the 
claim  for  the  expenses  incurred  w-as  not  certified  and  filed  with 
the  auditor  within  the  time  in  which  such  claims  are  ordinarily 
certified  and  filed,  I  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  paid 
from  the  appropriation  made  by  section  1675,  if  the  institute 
was  in  fact  held  and  the  expenses  charged  in  the  account  were 
incurred  therefor. 

The  delay  in  filing  the  claim  appears  to  have  occurred  through 
some  misunderstanding  as  to  the  time  within  which  accounts 
of  this  character  should  be  certified  and  filed  with  the  auditor. 
but  as  the  persons  who  held  the  farmers'  institute  and  incurred 
the  expenses  charged  in  the  account  did  so  in  good  faith,  they 
should  not  lose  their  right  to  have  such  expenses  paid  from  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  legislature,  because  of  such  delay, 
and  the  amount  owing  upon  such  account  should,  in  my  opinion, 
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be  paid  from  the  appropriation  by  warrant  drawn  upon  the  treas- 
urer therefor.

Farmers  Institute — Railroad  fare  of  delegates  from  and 
to  a^icultural  convention — Such  expense  is  not  an 
item  which  comes  within  the  provisions  of  section 
1675  of  the  code,  nor  can  it  be  paid  from  the  appro- 
priation made  to  the  farmers  institute  under  that 
section. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  the  19th  inst.  for  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  railroad  fare  of  a  delegate  from  a 
farmers'  institute  to  the  agricultural  convention  held  at  Des 
Mbines,  is  a  proj^er  item  of  expense  to  be  charged  to  and  paid 
from  the  appropriation  made  to  farmers'  institutes  by  section 
1675  <^f  ^1^^  code,  I  submit  the  following: 

An  annual  appropriation  of  fifty  dollars  is  made  by  section 
1675  of  the  code  for  the  purpose  of  i)aying  the  expenses  of  hold- 
ing a  farmers'  institute  in  each  county  in  the  state,  the  amount 
of  the  expenses  thereof  to  be  remitted  by  the  auditor  of  state 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the  institute  is  held,  upon 
an  itemized  statement  being  filed  with  the  auditor,  showing  the 
manner  in  which  the  money  has  l:)een  expended  in  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  institute.  This  section  was  amended  by 
chapter  69  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
by  increasing  the  appropriation  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  dollars 
annually. 

The  purpose  of  the  appropriation  is  to  pay  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  holding  a  farmers*  institute  in  the  diflfercnt  counties 
of  the  state.  It  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  legislature  in  en- 
acting this  statute,  and  in  making  the  appropriation,  to  limit  the 
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sums  of  money  which  should  be  paid  therefrom  to  the  actual  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  farmers'  institutes  held  in  different  coun- 
ties in  the  state ;  and  that  l)efore  any  part  of  such  expenses  could 
be  paid  from  the  appropriation,  an  itemized  account  thereof 
should  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  state,  showing  the  actual  ex- 
penses incurred  in  holding  such  institutes. 

The  expenses  of  a  delegate,  selected  by  a  farmers'  institute 
to  attend  an  agricultural  convention  held  at  Des  Moines,  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  section  1657  of  the  code,  as  amended 
by  section  3  of '  chapter  58  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  As- 
sembly, and  section  I  of  chapter  165  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  is  not  an  item  of  expense  which  comes  \vithin 
the  provisions  of  section  1675;  nor  can  it  be  paid  from  the 
appropriation  made  to  farmers'  institutes  under  that  section.

Judges  ok  the  Supreme  Court— Inckeased  Salariks  ok 
Chapter  12  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly  construed. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  the  31st  of  January, 
for  a  construction  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  12  of  the  acts 
of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  relating  to  the  salaries 
of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  I  submit  the  following 
opinion : 

It  is  an  elementary  principle  governing  the  construction  of  all 
statiites,  that  the  intent  of  the  legislature  shall  be  ascertained, 
if  possible,  and  an  interpretation  given  the  statute  which  w-ill 
effectuate  that  intent. 

In  determining  the  true  intent  of  an  act  of  the  legislature, 
where  the  meaning  of  the  act  is  not  plain,  a  court  is  warranted 
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in  availing  itself  of  all  legitimate  aids  to  ascertain  the  true  inten- 
tion of  the  law-making  body,  and  to  avail  itself  of  certain  ex- 
traneous facts  as  an  aid  in  reaching  the  true  interpretation. 

Sutherland  on  Stat.  Const.,  Sec.  292. 

In  enacting  chapter  12  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  legislature  sought  to  attain  two  distinct 
objects : 

(i)  To  require  a  continuous  session  of  the  supreme  court  to 
be  held  at  the  capital  of  the  state. 

(2)  To  increase  the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  that  court. 

At  the  time  that  the  bill  which  became  chapter  12  of  the  acts 
of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  was  before  that  body,  it 
was  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  there  was  a  demand 
throughout  the  state  that  the  supreme  court  shciild  hold  a  con- 
tinuous session  at  Des  Moines  for  the  submission  and  deter- 
mination of  causes,  as  it  was  believed  that  the  dispatch  of  the 
business  of  the  court  would,  by  that  means,  be  greatly  facili- 
tated, and  that  the  plan  by  which  such  continuous  session  should 
be  carried  out,  should  be  put  in  force  as  soon  as  it  could  reason- 
ably be  done. 

It  was  also  a  well  known  and  conceded  fact  that  the  salaries 
of  the  judges  of  the  court  were  inadequate  to  the  amount  and 
character  of  the  work  recjuired,  and  that  there  was  a  general 
demand  throughout  the  entire  state  that  their  salaries  l:)e  in- 
creased, and  that  they  should  have  the  benefit  of  such  increase 
at  as  early  a  date  as  was  possible  under  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution. 

In  compliance  with  these  well  known  demands,  House  file 
No.  128  was  introduced,  passed  both  houses  of  the  legislature, 
and  was  approved  on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1902. 

Section  5  of  the  act  provides: 

"Each  judge  of  the  supreme  court  hereafter  elected  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  six  thousand  dollars  per  year.'* 

Section   7  of  the  act   provides: 

"This  act  shall  take  effect  and  he  in  force  on  and  after 
January  ist,  1904."

It  is  with  the  interpretation  of  these  two  sections  we  now 
have  to  deal. 

It  is  undoubtedly  a  general  rule  which  governs  the  construc- 
tion and  interpretation  of  statutes,  that  the  words  ** heretofore'' 
or  "hereafter,"  when  used  in  legislative  acts,  will  be  held  to 
refer  to  the  time  before  or  the  time  after  the  act  takes  effect. 
This  general  principle  is  enunciated  in  numerous  adjudicated 
cases,  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  cite  here. 

The  rule,  however,  is  not  a  fixed  and  ironclad  rule,  or  of 
absolutely  universal  application;  and  where  it  would  defeat  the 
manifest  intent  of  a  legislative  act,  it  has  been  held  by  courts 
of  high  authority  not  to  be  applicable. 

Perhaps  no  better  or  clearer  statement  of  the  true  rule  of 
statutory  construction  can  be  given  than  that  stated  by  Mr. 
Chancellor  Kent: 

"In  the  exposition  of  a  statute  the  intention  of  the  law- 
maker will  prevail  over  the  literal  sense  of  the  terms; 
and  its  reason  and  intention  will  prevail  over  the  strict  let- 
ter. When  the  words  are  not  explicit;  the  intention  is  to 
be  collected  from  the  context ;  from  the  occasion  and  ne- 
cessity of  the  law;  from  the  mischief  felt  and  the  remedy 
in  view;  and  the  intention  is  to  be  taken  or  presumed  ac- 
cording to  what  is  consonant  with  reason  and  good  dis- 
cretion." 

1st  Kent's  Ccmmentaries,  461. 

It  has  been  well  said  by  a  learned  writer : 

*From  this  judgment  and  the  cause  of  it  the  reader  may 
observe  that  it  is  not  the  words  of  the  law  but  the  internal 
sense  of  it  that  makes  the  law,  and  our  law  (like  all  oth- 
ers) consists  of  two  parts,  viz,  of  body  and  soul ;  the  letter 
of  the  law  is  the  body  of  the  law,  and  the  sense  and  reason 
of  the  law  is  the  soul  of  the  law,  quia  raiio  legis  est  anima 
legis.  And  the  law  may  be  resembled  to  a  nut  which  has 
a  shell  and  a  kernel  within;  the  letter  of  the  law  represents 
the  shell,  and  the  sense  of  it  the  kernel.  And  as  you  will 
be  no  better  for  the  nut  if  you  make  use  only  of  the  shell, 
so  you  will  receive  no  benefit  by  the  law  if  you  rely  only 
upon  the  letter;  and  as  the  fruit  and  profit  of  the  nut  lies 
in  the  kernel,  and  not  in  the  shell,  so  the  fruit  and  profit  of 
the  law  consists  in  the  sense  more  than  in  the  letter.    And 
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it  often  happens  that  when  you  know  the  letter  you  know 
not  the  sense,  for  sometimes  the  sense  is  more  confined  and 
contracted  than  the  letter,  and  sometimes  it  is  more  large 
and  extensive.  ♦  *  *  ^j-,j  j^  order  to  form  a  right 
judgment  when  the  letter  of  a  statute  is  restrained  and 
when  enlarged  by  equity,  it  is  a  goo<l  w-ay,  when  you  i:)eruse 
a  statute,  to  suppose  that  the  law-maker  is  present  and  that 
you  have  asked  him  the  question  you  want  to  know  touch- 
ing the  equity.  Then  you  must  give  your.-elf  such  an  an- 
swer as  you  imagine  he  would  have  done,  if  he  had  been 
present." 

2  Plow^den's  Reports,  464,  467. 

"The  modern  doctrine  is  that  to  construe  a  statute  lib- 
erally, or  according  to  its  equity,  is  nothing  more  than  to 
give  effect  to  it  according  to  the  intention  of  the  law-maker, 
as  indicated  by  its  terms  and  puqx)ses.  This  construction 
may  be  carried  beyond  the  natural  imix)rt  of  the  words 
when  essential  to  answer  the  evident  purpose  of  the  act; 
so  it  may  restrain  the  general  words  to  exclude  a  case  not 
within  that  purpose." 

Sutherland  on  Stat.  Const.,  Sec.  415. 

S(^ 

"When  the  scope  and  intention  of  an  act  arc  ascertained 
by  all  the  aids  available,  words  whose  ordinary  acceptation 
is  limited,  may  be  expanded  to  liamionize  with  the  purpose 
of  the  act.  This  interpretation  is  admissible  of  statutes 
generally.  *  *  *  Jt  is  applicable  to  every  case  w^ithin 
the  object  of  the  act,  if  it  can  Ije  reasonably  brought  within 
its  language." 

Sutherland  on  Stat.  Const.,  Sec.  417. 

If,  guided  by  these  rules  of  constniction,  an  interpretation 
can  be  given  the  sections  of  the  .statute  under  consideration, 
which  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  rule  announced  and  at  the 
same  time  effectuate  the  intent  of  the  legislature,  it  is  clear  that 
the  statute  should  receive  such  interpretation. 

When  a  bill  for  an  act  of  the  legislature  passes  both  houses 
of  that  body,  is  approved  by  the  governor,  and  published  with 
the  other  acts  of  the  legislature  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
it  becomes  a  law  of  the  state  at  the  time  provided  by  the  consti- 
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tution,  although  by  the  terms  of  the  act  the  operation  of  its  pro- 
visions is  postponed  beyond  the  time  when  it  in  fact  becomes  a 
law  of  the  state.  That  is  to  say,  a  law  which  is  enacted  by  the 
legislature,  approved  by  the  governor,  and  published  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law,  becomes  in  fact  a  law  of  the  state  at  the 
time  fixed  by  the  provisions  of  the  constitution ;  and  every  per- 
son is  charged  with  notice  and  knowledge  of  such  law,  although 
the  operation  of  its  provisions  may  be,  by  the  language  of  the 
act,  postponed  to  a  time  long  after  the  date  when  the  act  becomes 
a  law. 

Stein  V.  Bennett,  13  Minn.,  153. 

In  this  case  it  is  said: 

'*This  act,  upon  its  passage  by  the  legislature  and  ap- 
proval by  the  governor,  had  all  the  constitutional  requisites 
of  a  law  of  our  state.  As  a  public  law,  therefore,  although 
by  its  provisions  not  to  take  immediate  effect,  all  persons 
were  required,  from  its  approval,  or  at  least  from  its  pub- 
lication, to  take  notice  of  its  existence  and  terms  and  that 
at  the  time  appointed  its  provisions  would  be  operative  for 
all  purposes;  this  gave  notice  to  all,  that  a  change  in  the 
law  regulating  the  remedy  upon  the  causes  of  action  em- 
braced in  the  act,  would  take  place  at  the  time  appointed 
to  determine  its  suspension,  and  that  thereafter  the  remedy 
could  be  enforced  only  within  six  years  from  the  time  the 
cause  of  action  accrued." 

The  same  principle  of  law  is  recognized  in  the  case  of  Parsons 
r.  Circuit  Judge,  37  Mich.,  287. 

If,  therefore,  the  word  "hereafter,*'  as  used  in  section  5  of 
the  act,  will  admit  of  a  construction  which  will  make  it  refer  to 
the  time  when  the  act  became  a  law  of  the  state,  rather  than  to 
the  time  when  the  provisions  of  the  act  went  into  effect  under 
the  provisions  of  section  7  thereof,  an  interpretation  will  thereby 
be  given  the  statute  which  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  rules 
of  construction  laid  down  by  the  authorities  and  with  the  intent 
of  the  legislature. 

The  bill  for  the  act  under  consideration  passed  both  houses 
of  the  legislature,  and  was  approved  by  the  governor  in  regular 
form.  It  l^ecame  a  law  of  the  state  for  all  purposes  on  the 
12 
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4th  day  of  July,  1902,  except  that  certain  of  its  provisions 
are  not  to  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  January  i,  1904.  The 
question  therefore  arises,  Does  the  word  "hereafter,'*  as  used 
in  the  fifth  section  of  the  act,  refer  to  the  time  when  the  act 
in  fact  became  a  law  of  the  state,  or  to  the  time  when  certain  of 
its  provisions  became  operative  under  section  7  thereof? 

The  supreme  court  of  this  state  has  held  in  several  cases,  in 
which  the  question  arose,  that  the  words  "heretofore"  and  "here- 
after" refer  to  a  time  before  and  after  the  taking  effect  of  the 
statute  which  was  under  consideration  in  the  particular  cases. 
This  rule  was  first  announced  in  Charless  &  Blow  v,  Lamberson, 
I  Iowa,  435,  and  the  decision  in  that  case  is  based  upon  the  pro- 
visions of  section  35  of  the  code  of  185 1,  which  provides: 

"The  terms  'hereafter*  and  'heretofore,'  as  used  in  this 
code,  have  relation  to  the  time  when  this  statute  takes 
effect." 

In  Bennett  v,  Bevard,  6  Iowa,  82,  the  same  rule  of  construc- 
tion was  announced  and  based  upon  the  same  provisions  of  the 
code  of  1 85 1.  The  rule  laid  down  in  Blozv  v.  Lamberson  was 
again  reaffirmed  in  Thatcher  v.  Haun,  12  Iowa,  303. 

In  City  of  Dceuenport  v.  D.  &  St.  P,  R,  R.  Co,,  38  Iowa,  624, 
the  same  rule  of  construction  as  to  a  provision  of  the  code  of 
1873  was  announced  and  based  upon  section  53  of  that  code, 
which  is  a  re-enactment  of  section  35  of  the  code  of  1851. 

The  same  rule  was  again  announced  in  Thompson  v.  District 
of  Allison,  102  Iowa,  97. 

In  Kendig  v.  Knight,  60  Iowa,  29,  the  question  of  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  "hereafter",  as  used  in  a  city  ordinance,  came 
before  the  court  for  determination.  In  that  case  it  was  con- 
tended, under  the  doctrine  of  Blow  v,  Lamberson  and  the  other 
cases  cited,  that  the  word  "hereafter**,  as  used  in  the  ordinance, 
must  be  construed  as  relating  to  the  time  when  the  ordinance 
took  effect  and  not  to  the  time  of  its  passage  by  the  city  council. 
In  passing  upon  this  question,  and  determining  the  meaning  of 
the  word  as  used  in  the  ordinance,  Mr.  Seevers,  C.  J.,  speaking 
for  the  court  said : 

"These  cases  hold  that  the  word  'hereafter'  or  similar 
words,  as  used  in  certain  sections  of  the  code  of  185 1,  re- 
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late  to  the  time  the  code  or  certain  portions  thereof  took 
effect,  and  not  to  the  passage  thereof.  We  do  not  think 
these  cases  have  much  bearing  on  the  question  before  the 
court,  because  the  word  ^hereafter'  may  mean  either  period, 
and  the  object,  intent  and  purpose  in  view  must  be  consid- 
ered in  determining  which.  *  *  *  The  ordinance  was 
in  fact  passed  by  the  council  before  the  resolutions  were 
'  adopted,  and  we  see  no  reason  for  holding  that  the  word 
'hereafter'  in  the  former  should  be  construed  to  mean  after, 
by  its  terms,  the  ordinance  took  effect.  On  the  contrary, 
we  think  when  the  object  and  purpose  are  considered,  the 
word  'hereafter'  should  be  construed  to  mean  the  time 
when  the  ordinance  was  in  fact  passed." 

Chapter  12  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
must,  in  my  opinion,  be  held  to  have  passed  the  legislature  and 
become  a  law  of  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitu- 
tion on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1902,  although  certain  of  its'  pro- 
visions do  not  become  operative  until  a  year  and  six  months 
thereafter. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that,  if  the  word  "hereafter",  as  used 
in  the  act,  is  held  to  relate  to  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  act, 
that  date  is  fixed  as  the  4th  day  of  July,  1902,  and  not  the  ist 
day  of  January,   1904. 

This  interpretation  is  in  harmony  with  the  rules  of  construc- 
tion referred  to,  and  with  the  adjudicated  cases,  and  one  which 
effectuates  and  carries  out  the  manifest  intent  of  the  legislature. 
It  is  absolutely  certain  that  the  legislature  never  intended  to  pro- 
vide that  the  increase  made  in  the  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  court  should  be  postponed  until  the  ist  day  of  January, 
1904,  and  that  the  judges  who  were  elected  after  that  date  only 
should  be  entitled  to  such  increase. 

One  of  the  manifest  purposes  of  the  act  was  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  judges  who  were  elected  after  the  passage  of  the  act, 
and  to  give  to  such  judges  the  benefit  of  the  increase  when  they 
entered  upon  the  term  of  the  office  for  which  they  were  elected. 
Another  purpose  of  the  act  was  to  provide  for  a  continuous  ses- 
sion of  the  court  at  the  capitol  of  the  state.  The  operation  of 
this  provision  of  the  act  is  by  section  7  postponed  until  January 
I,  1904.  Under  this  construction,  a  part  of  the  act  becomes 
operative  at  once  upon  its  passage,  and  the  operation  of  another 
provision  is  postponed  to  a  later  day. 
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In  giving  this  construction  to  the  statute,  no  violence  is  done, 
either  to  the  rules  of  interpretation  or  to  the  language  of  the 
statute  itself. 

In  Plmnmer  v.  Jones,  84  Me.,  58,  it  is  held  that  a  construc- 
tion of  a  statute,  whereby  one  provision  becomes  oi^erative  in 
prcsenti,  and  the  operation  of  another  provision  was  postponed 
until  a  future  date,  and  the  provisions  of  the  statute  thereby 
harmonized  with  the  intent  of  the  legislature,  was  fully  author- 
ized under  well  known  rules  of  interpretation. 

Under  these  rules  of  construction,  and  as  declaring  the  intent 
of  the  legislature,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  word  "hereafter", 
as  used  in  section  5  of  the  act,  must  be  held  to  refer  to  the  4th 
day  of  July,  1902,  when  the  act  became  a  law  of  the  state,  and 
not  to  the  ist  day  of  January,  1904,  when  certain  provisions  of 
the  act  became  operative;  and  that  all  of  the  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court  who  were,  or  are,  elected  after  the  4th  day  of  July, 
1902,  are  entitled  to  the  increase  of  their  salaries  provided  for 
in  the  act,  such  increase  beginning  with  the  term  for  which 
they  were  or  are  so  elected. 

Any  other  construction  of  this  statute  would  be  incongruous 
and  inliarmonious  with  its  clear  intent,  and  would  require  a 
part  of  the  judges  of  the  court  to  give  their  time  and  labor  to 
the  holding  of  a  continuous  session  of  the  court  at  Des  Moines 
for  many  years  before  they  would  receive  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
crease of  their  salaries;  and  the  judge  who  will  be  elected  in 
November,  1903,  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1904,  would  be  compelled  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  office  in  the  manner  provided  by  chapter  12  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  .Assembly,  for  a  period 
of  six  years  without  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  increase  of 
salary  provided  in  that  act. 

It  is  clear  that  no  such  result  was  intended  by  the  legislature, 
and  no  construction  should  be  placed  upon  the  act  which  will 
produce  that  result.

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Depositort  roR  the  Funds  Held  by  the  Treasurer  of 
State — Approval  of  by  executive  council. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the 
31st  ult.  submitting  to  me  the  following  facts,  and  requesting  my 
opinion  thereon: 

"Under  the  law  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  execuitve  coun- 
cil to  approve  the  selection  of  the  treasurer  of  state  of  de- 
positaries in  the  city  of  Des  Moines.  These  depositaries 
are  required  to  give  bond,  and  the  bonds  must  also  be  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  council. 

"A  depositary  makes  application  and  gives  a  bond  for 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  individual  sureties,  and 
afterwards  offers  an  additional  bond  for  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  with  a  surety  company  as  surety.  These 
bonds  are  identical  in  form,  covering  the  same  contingen- 
cies, but  do  not  in  any  way  refer  to  each  other. 

"What  would  be  the  effect,  if  any,  upon  the  sureties  of 
the  first  bond  if  the  council  were  to  accept  and  approve  the 
second  bond?" 

It  is,  I  think,  a  well  settled  principle  of  law  that  where  a 
bond  has  been  given  to  indemnify  against  a  default,  and  after- 
warjd  a  second  bond  is  given  by  the  same  person  wnth  different 
sureties,  covering  the  same  contingencies,  and  to  indemnify 
against  the  same  default,  such  second  bond  is  a  cumulative  obli- 
gation, and  the  acceptance  thereof  does  not  release  the  sureties 
upon  the  first  bond  from  any  liability  assumed  by  them  there- 
under.

Upon  the  same  principle  it  has  l^een  held  that  all  bonds  given 
during  the  continuance  of  a  trust,  for  the  purpose  of  indemnify- 
ing the  cestui  que  trust  against  default  of  the  trustee,  are  cumu- 
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lative,  and  that  the  giving  and  acceptance  of  additional  and  sub- 
sequent bonds  do  not  release  the  sureties  upon  the  first.

I  think  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  soundness  of  the  principle 
of  law  declared  by  these  cases. 

The  giving  of  a  second  bond  to  indemnify  against  the  same 
default  is  not  an  alteration  of  the  first  obligation  which  will 
.release  the  sureties  thereon;  and  it  has  been  held  that,  as  the 
second  bond  is  merely  cumulative,  it  establishes  the  relation  of 
co-sureties  between  the  successive  promisors. 

Steams  on  The  Law  of  Suretyship,    p.    490,    and 
cases  cited. 

The  case  under  consideration  falls  within  the  rule  of  law  an- 
nounced by  the  authorities  cited,  and  if  the  treasurer  of  state 
has,  with  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  executive  council,  desig- 
nated a  bank  in  the  city  of  Des  Moines  as  a  depositary  for  the 
collection  of  any  drafts,  checks  and  certificates  of  deposit  re- 
ceived by  him  on  account  of  any  claim  due  the  state,  and  the 
bank  so  designated  has  given  security  under  the  provisions  of 
section  112  of  the  code,  and  aftenvard  such  bank  tenders  an 
additional  bond  with  other  sureties  for  the  purpose  of  indem- 
nifying the  state  against  the  same  default  for  which  the  first 
bond  was  taken,  the  second  bond  so  tendered  by  the  bank  desig- 
nated as  a  depositary  is  an  additional  and  cumulative  bond,  and 
an  acceptance  thereof  by  the  executive  council  will  not  release, 
discharge  or  in  any  manner  affect  the  liability  of  the  sureties 
upon  the  bond  previously  given  by  such  bank  .

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County  Seat — Relocation  of — Remonstrance  to — It  is 
held  that  the  question  whether  the  names  attached  to 
the  remonstrance  were  sifjned  thereto,  is  one  which 
cannot  be  properly  raised  before  the  board  of  super- 
visors, and  that  tribunal  must  count  all  names  of  legal 
voters  of  the  county  signed  to  the  remonstrance,  with- 
out regard  to  the  question  whether  the  same  were  so 
signed  before  or  after  the  petition  was  filed. 

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  favor  of  April  ist,  in  which 
you  ask  whether  names  signed  to  a  reriionstrance  against  the 
relocation  of  a  county  seat,  where  such  remonstrance  was  circu- 
lated and  signed  before  the  petition  for  the  relocation  was  filed 
with  the  auditor,  can  be  counted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  I 
submit  the  following  opinion: 

The  proceeding  prescribed  by  the  statute  for  the  relocation  of 
a  county  seat  is  special  in  its  character,  and  the  supervisors  can 
exercise  no  powers  in  relation  thereto  except  those  specifically 
given  by  the  statute. 

It  is  true  that  the  determination  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  peti- 
tion-and  remonstrance,  and  the  number  of  names  signed  to  each, 
is  a  judicial  act  on  the  part  of  the  board,  but  the  tribunal  author- 
ized to  determine  the  questions  properly  submitted  to  it  under 
the  statute  is  clothed  with  no  other  powers  than  those  conferred 
by  the  statute  creating  such  tribunal.  These  powers  are  clearly 
set  forth  in  the  statute,  and  are  defined  in  Loomis  v.  Bailey,  45 
Iowa,  400,  as  follows : 

(i)  The  reception  of  petitions  and  remonstrances;  (2)  to 
determine  the  genuineness  of  the  signatures  and  whether  the 
signers  be  legal  voters;  (3)  to  count  those  persons  who  both 
petition  and  remonstrate  as  remonstrants  only;  (4)  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  number  necessary  to  authorize  the  submission 
of  the  question  to  the  electors  of  the  county  petitioned  there- 
for; (5)  to  order  an  election,  if  the  petition  be  signed  by  the 
proper  number  of  voters,  or  to  refuse  to  do  so  if  the  petitioners 
be  not  the  number  required  by  law. 
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No  power  is  given  the  board  by  statute  to  pass  upon  or  deter- 
mine any  other  question  which  may  arise  in  a  controversy  for 
the  relocation  of  a  county  seat.  It  is  required  by  statute  to  act 
upon  the  petition  and  remorkstrance,  atter  the  quahfications  of 
the  signers  as  voters,  and  the  genuineness  of  their  signatures, 
have  been  determined.  It  has  no  power  to  inquire  into  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  signers  to  the  petition,  or  the  re- 
monstrance, affixed  their  names  thereto,  or  whether  the  remon- 
strance was  signed  before  or  after  the  petition  was  filed. 

The  proceeding  being  special,  and  the  powers  of  the  board  lim- 
ited to  such  as  are  expressly  conferred  by  statute,  and  the  proofs 
upon  which  it  must  act  being  expressly  prescribed,  it  can  not 
take  into  consideration  any  matters  not  included  in  such  proofs. 
The  provisions  jof  the  statute  require  that  the  supervisors  shall 
consider  the  affidavits  attached  to  the  petition  and  remonstrance 
in  deciding  what  names  appearing  upon  such  petittion  and  re- 
monstrance shall  be  counted;  but  there  is  no  authority  in  the 
statute  authorizing  them  to  consider  other  proof  relating  to  the 
affixing  of  the  signatures  to  the  petition  or  remonstrance.  They 
have  no  authority  to  go  beyond  the  consideration  of  the  affi- 
davits accompanying  the  petition  and  remonstrance  in  determin- 
ing what  names  appearing  upon  these  papers  shall  be  counted. 

Herrick  v.  Carpenter,  54  Iowa,  340. 

No  specific  power  being  given  the  board  to  determine  when 
the  names  signed  to  the  remonstrance  were  attached  thereto,  or 
to  reject  any  names  thereon  which  were  signed  before  the  peti- 
tion was  filed  with  the  auditor,  it  necessarily  follows,  under  the 
rules  laid  down  in  the  cases  cited,  that  it  has  no  power  to  inquire 
or  determine  when  the  names  attached  to  the  remonstrance  were 
signed  thereto,  and  has  no  power  to  refuse  to  count  any  names 
thereon,  although  they  may  have  been  signed  to  such  remon- 
strance prior  to  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  petition. 

The  question  is  one  which  can  not  be  proi>erly  raised  before 
the  board  of  supervisors,  and  that  tribunal  must  count  all  names 
of  legal  voters  of  the  county  signed  to  the  remonstrance,  with- 
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out  regard  to  the  question  whether  the  same  were  so  signed 
before  or  after  the  petition  was  filed.

Title  to  Lands  Within  the  Meander  Lines  of  the 
Dbs  Moines  River— Right  of  the  state  to  lease  islands 
or  tracts  of  dry  lands  which  lie  between  high  water 
marks  of  the  banks. 

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  30th  ult.,  in  which  you  say  you  are  directed  to  request  my 
opinion  in  writing  as  to  what,  if  any,  title  or  interest  the  state 
of  Jowa  has  in  and  to  the  dry  land  within  the  meander  lines  of 
the  Des  Mbines  river  in  Iowa. 

In  compliance  with  such  request  I  submit  the  following : 
It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  law  in  this  state  that  riparian  own- 
ers, whose  lands  border  upon  meandered  streams,  take  the  title 
of  the  land  to  ordinary  highwater  mark. 

Carr  v,  Moore,  93  N.  W.  Rep.,  52 ; 

Wood  V.  C.  R,  /.  £  P.  R.  Co,,  60  Iowa,  456; 

Serrin  v,  Grefe,  67  Iowa,  196. 

The  question  presented  in  Wood  %',  C,  R,  L  rf-  P.  R,  Co,  and 
Serrin  v.  Grefe  was  whether  the  title  of  riparian  owners,  whose 
lands  abut  upon  the  Des  Moines  river,  extends  to  the  center  of 
the  river,  or  to  highwater  mark  only;  and  the  supreme  court 
in  passing  upon  that  question  held  that  the  title  of  the  owners  of 
such  lands  does  not  extend  beyond  the  highwater  mark,  nor  into 
the  bed  of  the  stream. 

In  Serrin  v,  Grefe  there  is  a  statement  by  the  learned  judge 
who  wrote  the  opinion  in  that  case  to  the  effect  that  meander 
lines  along  the  Des  Moines  river  constitute  the  boundary  of  the 
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lands  abutting  thereon,  and  that  th/e  title  to  the  bed  of  the  stream 
is  in  the  general  government.  Such  statement  is  clearly  a  'dic- 
tum which  was  not  carefully  considered  at  the  time  it  was 
written. 

It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  law  that  the  meander  lines  of  a 
water  course  are  not  ordinarily  boundary  lines.  They  are  sur- 
yeyed  for  the  purpose  of  marking  out  and  ascertaining  the 
amount  of  arable  land  subject  to  sale  by  the  government,  and 
are  supposed  to  follow-  the  banks  of  the  stream  which  is  meand- 
ered. But  where  they  do  not  follow  the  sinuosities  of  the  stream, 
and  there  is  dry  land  between  the  meander  line  and  highwater 
mark,  the  title  of  the  riparian  owner  extends  to  ordinary  high- 
water  mark  and  includes  such  dry  land,  although  the 'same  may 
be  beyond  the  meander  line  of  the  government  survey. 

If  the  dry  land  referred  to  in  your  inquiry  lies  between  the 
meander  line  and  highwater  mark  of  the  river,  it  belongs  to  the 
abutting  riparian  owner,  as  his  title  extends  to  highwater  mark 
without  reference  to  such  meander  line. 

If  such  dry  land  is  in  the  form  of  an  island,  and  exists  be- 
tween the  highwater  mark  of  either  bank  of  the  stream,  it  be- 
longs to  the  state  and  not  to  the  general  government,  as  the 
state  holds  the  title  to  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  all  lands  lying 
within  the  highwater  mark,  by  virtue  of  its  sovereignty. 

The  stream  is  a  public  highway,  and  the  state  holds  the  title 
thereto  and  to  the  land  underneath  the  water,  as  trustees  for  the 
general  public ;  and  while  it  probably  has  the  right  to  lease  such 
islands  or  tracts  of  dry  land  as  lie  between  the  highwater  marks 
of  the  banks,  it  has  no  power  or  authority  to  make  any  lease 
or  contract  of  such  land  which  will  interfere  with  the  rigliti^ 
of  the  public  in  such  highway.

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Insurance  Association — Mutual — Right  to  collect  an 
assessment  at  the  time  of  issuing  policy — right  to  col- 
lect policy  and  survey  fee. 

Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  3d 
inst.,  requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions : 

First.— **Is  a  mutual  insurance  association,  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  5  of  title  IX.  of  the  code, 
authorized  to  collect,  in  advance,  assessments  at  the  time 
of  issuing  the  policy  of  insurance,  provided  such  assess- 
ments be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  paying  losses  and  ex- 
penses of  such  associations?" 

Second,—'''Ii  such  associations  be  so  authorized,  for  how 
long  a  time  in  advance  may  such  assessments  be  collected  ?" 

Complying  with  your  request  I  submit  the  following  opinion : 

Section  1765  of  the  code  provides: 

"Such  associations  may  collect  policy  and  survey  fees, 
and  such  assessments  as  may  be  provided  for  in  their  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  and  by-laws,  and  provide  for  such  ex- 
penses and  losses  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  conduct  of 
their  business." 

Under  this  section  of  the  statute,  authority  is  given  associa- 
tions organized  under  chapter  5  of  title  IX.  of  the  code,  to  pro- 
vide, in  their  articles  of  incorporation  or  by-laws,  for  the  col- 
lection of  such  assessments  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  their 
expenses.  No  time  is  fixed  by  statute  when  assessments  may 
be  made  and  collected  for  that  purpose,  noi-  is  there  any  prcv- 
vision  which  restricts  the  levying  of  such  assessments  to  a  time 
when  they  are  necessary  to  pay  losses  which  have  accrued. 

In  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  such  an  association  it  is 
important,  proper  and  necessary  to  provide  funds  to  meet  its 
current  expenses,  and  to  collect  assessments  from  its  members 
at  the  time  the  policy  or  certificate  of  membership  is  issued,  to 
prevent  insuring  the  property  of  its  members  without  receiving 
any  compensation  for  the  risk  assumed  by  the  association. 

In  Corey  v,  Sherman,  96  Iowa,   131,  it  is  said: 

"The  company,  in  issuing  assessment  policies,  required 
the  payment  of  one  assessment  when  the  policy  was  issued. 
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That  practice  was  authorized  by  the  section  of  the  by-laws 
quoted,  and  was  important  and  proper  to  provide  funds  for 
the  current  necessities  of  the  company,  to  prevent  insuring- 
property  without  compensation,  and  was  not  a  violation  of 
the  law  which  required  it  to  do  a  mutual  business." 

Section  1160  of  the  code  of  1873,  under  which  the  decision 
of  Corey  v.  Sher^nan  was  made,  was  not  as  broad  in  its  terms 
as  section  1765  of  the  present  code.  The  statute  at  that  time 
provided : 

"And  such  companies,  organized  under  this  section,  ,shall 
pay  the  same  fees  for  annual  reports  as  are  now  paid  by 
stock  companies,  but  such  associations  or  j  companies  shall 
receive  no  premiums,  nor  make  any  dividends;  but  the 
word  'premium'  herein  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  pol- 
icy sand  survey  fees,  nor  the  necessary  expenses  of  such 
companies" ; 

while  the  present  code  expressly  provides  that  an  association 
organized  under  chapter  5  may  collect  such  ^assessments  as  are 
provided  for  in  its  articles  of  incorporation  or  by-laws,  and 
which  are  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  and  losses  incurred  by 
such  association  in  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

Construing  the  present  statute  in  the  light  of  the  decision  f 
Corey  v.  Sherman,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  association,  or- 
ganized under  chapter  5  of  title  IX.  of  the  code,  may,  in  its 
articles  of  incorporation  or  by-laws,  require  the  payment  of  one 
assessment  from  each  meml^er  taking  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship, or  a  policy  of  insurance  of  the  association,  at  the  time  such 
certificate  or  policy  is  issued,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  such  as- 
sessment may  be  used  in  defraying  the  necessary  current  ex- 
penses of  the  association. 

In  this  connection  I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that,  in  an  opinion 
given  by  me  to  Hon.  P.  F.  Merriam,  auditor  of  state,  on  the 
29th  day  of  December,  1902,  an  expression  appears  which  is 
possibly  susceptible  of  a  construction  contrary  to  the  rule  herein 
stated.     In  that  opinion  it  is  said : 

"Xo  authority  of  law,  therefore,  exists  for  an  association 
of  one-half  of  lxx>k  or  lx>ard  rate  or  any  other  sum  except 
v.l  the  character  named  to  charge  or  collect  a  contingent  fee 
policy  and  survey  fee  at  the  time  the  application  for  ^mem- 
bership is  made.     *     *     *" 
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The  words,  '*or  any  other  sum'',  as  used  in  that  opinion,  were 
intended  to  refer  to  a  fixed  and  stipulated  fee  or  premium,  and 
not  to  an  assessment  authorized  by  section  1765  of  the  code. 
The  question  which  was  then  presented  to  me  was,  whether  a 
fixed  and  definite  contingent  fee  could  be  charged, and  collected 
as  a  premium  by  an  association  organized  under  chapter  5  of 
title  IX;  and  it  was  not  intended  that  the  opinion  given  upon 
that  question  should  hold  that  such  an  association  could  not  pro- 
vide in  its  articles  of  incorporation  or  by-laws,  for  an  assess- 
ment which  should  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  time  the  cer- 
tificate of  membership  or  policy  was  issued,  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  the  current  expenses  of  the  association,  and  to  pay  its 
losses. 

Second — What  has  been,  said  with  reference  to  the  first  ques- 
tion herein  is  substantially  an  answer  to  the  second ;  that  is,  but 
one  assessment  can  be  levied  and  collected  at  the  time  the  policy 
or  certificate  of  membership  is  issued,  and  such  assessment  can 
only  cover  the  period  of,  the  current  year  in  which  it  is  made.

Articles  op  Reorganization  and  Consolidation  of  a 
Railway  Company  .to  be  Filed  in  the  Office  of 
THE  Secretary  of  State — Fee  Paid  Therefor — It 
is  held  that  under  existing  facts  a  certain  railway 
company  is  entitled  to  have  its  agreement  of  consoli- 
dation and  its  contract  of  reorganization  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  oflBce  of  the  secretary  of  state,  without 
paying  the  statutory  fee  fixed  by  section  1610  of  the 
code  as  amended. 

Sir — In  response  to  your  verbal  request  for  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company  is  en- 
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titled  to  jfile  its  articles  of  reorganization  and  consolidation  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  without  paying  the  fee  fixed 
by  statute  for  the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation  of  corpora- 
tions, organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  or  the  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  of  foreign  corporations  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  state  to  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  I  submit 
the  following: 

Prior  to  April  20,  1881,  the  Minneapolis  &  Duluth  Railroad 
company  and  the  MHnneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  company 
were  corporations  of  the  state  of  Minnesota ;  and  the  Minnesota 
&  Iowa  Southern  Railroad  company  and  the  Fort  Dodge  &  Port 
Ridgely  Railway  company  were  corporations  of  the  state  of 
Iowa.  Each  of  these  corporations  had  caused  its  articles  of  in- 
corporation to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  in 
which  it  existed,  and  each  had  paid  the  incorporation  fee  re- 
quired by  the  statute  of  that  state. 

On  the  20th  day  of  April,  1881,  the  two  Minnesota  corpora- 
tions and  the  two  Iowa  corporations  were  consolidated  into  a 
single  corporation  under  the  statutes  of  Minnesota  and  Iowa. 
Such  consolidation  was  authorized  by  the  statutes  of  both 
states,  and  the  Iowa  statute  upon  that  subject  then  in  force  be- 
ing as  follows : 

"Any  such  corporation  may  join,  intersect  and  unite  its 
railway  with  the  railway  of  any  other  corporation  at  such 
point  on  the  boundary  line  of  this  state  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  such  corporations.  And  with  the  assent  of  three- 
fourths  in  interest  of  all  the  stockholders  may,  by  pur- 
chase, or  sale,  or  otherwise,  merge  and  consolidate  the 
stock,  property,  franchises  and  Jiabilities  of  such  corpora- 
tions, making  the  same  one  joint  stock  corporation  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  not  in  conflict  with  the 
laws  of  this  state." 

The  consolidation  agreement  entered  into  on  the  20th  day 
of  April,  1881,  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
of  Iowa  on  the  31st  day  of  May  of  the  same  year. 

Under  this  agreement  of  consolidation,  the  Minneapolis  & 
Duluth  Railroad  company,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way company,  the  Minnesota  &  Iowa  Southern  Railroad  com- 
pany, and  the  Fort  Do<lge  &  Fort  Ridgely  Railroad  company. 
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became  one  corporation,  having  its  domicil  in  both  the  states  of 
Iowa  and  Minnesota. 

In  1888  all  of  the  property  belonging  to  such  corporation, 
and  existing  in  both  Iowa  and  Minnesota,  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  receiver  pursuant  to  an  order  of  court  made  by  the 
district  court  of  Webster  county,  Iowa,  and  the  district  court 
of  Hennepin  county,  Minnesota,  and  was  subsequently  sold  un- 
der a  decree  of  foreclosure  and  purchased  by  a  committee  which 
reorganized  the  same  properties  and  franchises  under  the  name 
of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company.  A  new  cor- 
poration was  organized  in  Iowa  known  as  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis  Railroad  &  Telegraph  Company  of  Iowa,  and 
its  articles  of  incorporation  were  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1895. 
After  the  organization  of  the  new  Iowa  corporation,  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company,  as  reorganized,  deeded 
to  the  Iowa  company  all  that  part  of  the  railroad  owned  by  the 
consolidated  corporation  lying  within  the  state  of  Iowa. 

After  such  conveyance,  and  on  the  first  day  of  February, 
1895,  ^^  article  of  agreement  was  entered  into  between  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  company  and  the  Minneapolis 
&  St.  Louis  Railroad  &  Telegraph  Company  of  Iowa,  by  which 
the  two  corporations  were  consolidated  and  made  a  single  cor- 
poration under  the  name  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
road Company. 

Under  these  facts,  the  question  now  arises  whether  the  Minne- 
apolis &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  is  entitled  to  have  its 
agreement  of  reorganization,  and  the  agreement  of  the  consoli- 
dation of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company  and 
the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  &  Telegraph  Company 
of  Iowa,  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  without  pay- 
ing the  incorporation  fee  now  fixed  by  statute  for  the  filing  of 
articles  of  incorporation. 

The  law,  requiring  a  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  state 
for  the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation  in  that  office,  was  en- 
acted by  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  and  became  in 
force  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1896.  Under  the  statute  then 
enacted,  the  maximum  fee  which  could  be  charged  by  the  secre- 
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tary  of  state  was  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This  statute 
was  again  amended  by  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly 
by  increasing  the  amount  of  the  maximum  incorporation  fee  to 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars.  It  was  again  amended  by  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  by  striking  out  the  words 
which  fixed  the  maximum  amount  of  the  fee  which  could  be 
charged. 

It  is  a  well  settled  principle  of  law  that  where  two  or  more 
corporations,  existing  in  different  states,  consolidate  and  become 
a  single  corporation  under  the  authority  of  the  statutes  of  the 
state  in  which  they  exist,  the  consolidated  corporation  becomes 
a  citizen,  and  has  its  domicil  in  both  the  states  in  which  the  cor- 
porations existed  prior  to  the  consolidation. 

In  Union  Trust  Company  v.  Rochester  &  P,  R.  Co.,  29  Fed. 
Rep.,  609,  it  is  said: 

"It  has  been  authentatively  adjudged  that  where  a  cor- 
poration, created  by  the  laws  of  several  states,  is  sued  in  a 
federal  court,  in  any  one  of  those  states  it  must  be  regarded, 
for  the  purpose  of  jurisdiction,  as  a  citizen  of  that  state, 
W'hatever  its  citizenship  may  be  elsew^here." 

In  Fitzgerald  v.  Mo,  Pac.  Ry,  Co.,  45  Fed.  Rep.,  814,  it  is 
said: 

*'It  has  long  been  settled  law  that  when  a  consolidated 
company  is  formed  by  the  union  of  several  corporations 
chartered  by  different  states,  it  is  a  citizen  of  each  of  the 
states  which  granted  the  charter  to  any  one  of  its  constit- 
uent companies." 

This  principle  of  law  has  been  frequently  announced  by  the 
supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  and  in  GraJiam  r.  Boston, 
Hartford  &  Erie  R.  R.  Co.j  118  U.  S.,  169,  it  is  said: 

"The  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Company,  therefore, 
though  made  up  of  distinct  corporations  chartered  by  the 
legislatures  of  different  states,  had  a  capital  stock  w^hich 
was  a  unit,  and  only  one  set  of  shareholders  who  had  an 
interest  by  virtue  of  their  ownership  of  shares  of  such  stock 
in  all  of  its  property  everywhere.  In  its  organization  and 
action,  and  in  the  practical  management  of  its  pro])erty,  it 
was  one  corporation,  having  one  board  of  directors,  though. 
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in  its  relations  to  any  state,  it  was  a  separate  corporation 
governed  by  the  laws  of  that  state  as  to  its  property  therein. 
It,  therefore,  had  a  domocil  in  each  state." 

In  Nashaii  Railroad  Co.  v.  Lowell  Railroad  Co,,  136  U.  S., 
375,  it  is  said: 

**There  are  many  decisions,  both  of  the  federal  and  state 
courts  which  establish  the  rule  that  however  closely  two  cor- 
porations of  different  states  may  unite  their  interests,  and 
though  even  the  stockholders  of  the  one  may  become  the 
stockholders  of  the  other,  and  their  business  be  conducted 
by  the  same  directors,  the  separate  identity  of  each  as  a 
corporation  of  the  state  by  which  it  was  created,  and  as  a 
citizen  of  that  state,  is  not  thereby  lost." 

Under  this  principle  of  law  it  follows  that  when,  on  the  ist 
day  of  February,  1895,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  between 
the  stockholders  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  stockholders  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
road &  Telegraph  Company  of  Iowa  whereby  the  two  corpora- 
tions were  consolidated  under  the  name  of  the  Minneapolis  & 
St.  Louis  Railroad  Company,  the  consolidated  corporation  be- 
came, and  since  that  time  has  remained,  a  citizen  of  the  state  of 
Iowa,  and  is  a  domestic  corporation  so  far  as  being  amenable , 
to  the  laws  of  the  state. 

This  consolidation  was  made  prior  to  the  enactment  of  chap- 
ter 98  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly,  which 
required  a  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  filing  arti- 
cles of  incorporation ;  it  was  authorized  by  statute ;  and  the  cor- 
poration has  the  right  to  have  its  articles  of  consolidation  filed  . 
and  recorded  in  the  office  pf  the  secretary  of  state. 

It  is  not  a  case  of  a  foreign  corporation  which  is  required  to 
file  its  articles  of  incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state  and  pay  the  fee  fixed  by  statute  therefor  before  it  can  trans- 
act its  business  in  Iowa;  nor  is  it  a  corporation  amending  its 
articles  of  incorporation  whereby  its  capital  stock  is  increased, 
and  for  that  reason  required  to  pay  the  filing  fee  fixed  by  statute 
for  such  increase;  l?ut  is  a  corporation  having  its  domicil  in 
this  state,  which  presents  a  contract  of  reorganization  and  of 
consolidation  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  asks  that 
13 
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the  same  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  complete  record  of  such  reorganization  and 
consolidation. 

It  is  a  well  settled  rule  of  law  that  no  public  officer  can  charge 
a  fee  for  any  service  performed  by  him  except  such  as  is  fixed 
by  law.  The  legislature  has  not  seen  fit  to  fix  any  fee  which 
may  be  charged  and  collected  by  the  secretary  of  state  for  the 
filing  of  an  agreement  of  reorganization  of  a  corporation,  or  of 
the  consolidation  of  two  corporations,  one  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  the  other  uncter  the  laws  of  an 
adjoining  state.  It  is  certainly  clear  that  no  fee  can  be  charged 
where  such  reorganization  and  consolidation  took  place  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  chapter  98  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-sixth 
General  Assembly. 

As  to  whether  such  fee  could  be  charged  if  the  reorganiza- 
tion and  consolidation  occurred  after  the  enactment  of  that 
chapter,  or  after  the  enactment  of  section  1610  cf  the  present 
code  as  amended,  I  do  not  now  determine,  but  I  am  clear  that 
under  the  existing  facts  in  this  case  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
Railroad  Company  is  entitled  to  have  its  agreement  of  consol- 
idation and  its  contract  of  reorganization  filed  and  recorded  in 
'  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  without  paying  the  statutory 
fee  fixed  by  section  1610  of  the  code,  as  amended,  for  filing 
articles  of  incorporation  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.

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Board  op  Medioal  Examiners— Exemption  from  Exami- 
nation OF  Physicians  who  have  been  in  Practice 
in  the  State  for  Five  Consecutive  Years — Con- 
struction of  section  2579  of  the  code. 

Sir — Your  communication  of  the  12th  inst.  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  the  provision  of  section  2579 
of  the  code,  relating  to  the  exemption  of  physicians,  as  defined 
in  that  section,  who  have  been  in  practice  in  this  state  for  fi^•e 
consecutive  years,  three  years  of  which  time  shall  have  been  in 
one  locality,  from  the  penalty  provided  in  chapter  17  of  title 
XII,  is  received,  and  in  compliance  with  such  request  I  submit 
the  following  opinion: 

Section  2579  of  the  code  was  originally  passed  by  the  Twenty- 
first  General  Assembly  as  section  8  of  chapter  104  of  that  legis- 
lature. The  enactment  of  chapter  104  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
first  General  Assembly  was  the  first  attempt  of  the  Iowa  legisla- 
ture to  definitely  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  within  the 
state,  and  in  fixing  the  penalties'  prescribed  by  the  statute  which 
could  be  enforced,  against  persons  practicing  or  attempting  to 
practice  medicine  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  the  leg- 
islature undertook  to  exempt  from  such  penalties  all  physicians 
who  had  been  in  practice  in  the  state  for  five  consecutive  3'ears, 
three  of  whom  were  in  one  locality. 

In  making  this  exception,  it  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  leg- 
islature to  have  it  apply  to  physicians  only  who  had  been  practic- 
ing in  the  state  of  Jowa  for  the  period  of  five  years  before  the 
law  went  into  effect.  In  other  words,  that  physicians  who  had 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  five  years  in  the 
state  of  Iowa  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  were  permitted 
to  continue  to  practice  their  profession,  and  were  not  amenable 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  act. 

The  exception  contained  in  section  2579  can  not,  in  my 
opinion,  be  held  to  include  any  persons  illegally  practicing  the 
profession  of  medicine  in  the  state  since  the  4th  day  of  July, 
1886.  The  fact  that  a  person  has  illegally  and  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  17  of  title  XII  of  the  code  practiced 
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the  profession  of  medicine  for  five  years  or  more  in  this  state, 
does  not  relieve  him  from  the  penalties  prescribed  in  that 
chapter. 

Second — I  know  of  no  provision  of  statute  which  authorizes 
the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  to  issue  a  certificate  to 
practice  medicine  or  treat  patients  in  this  state,  except  upon  an 
examination  made  by  the  board.

Board  op  Control — Right  to  investigate  charges  made 
against  private  institutions  in  which  insane  persons 
are  kept.  It  is  held  that  the  board  is  without  such 
power. 

Sirs — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  June  6th,  in  which 
you  ask  my  opinion — 

First — As  to  the  power  of  the  state  board  of  control  to 
investigate  charges  made  against  a  private  institution  in 
which  insane  persons  are  kept,  and  as  to  whether  the  boarci, 
or  any  of  its  members,  has  power  under  the  law  to  inves- 
tigate such  charges  and  to  subpoena  and  enforce  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses,  administer  the  proper  oath  to  them 
and  to  compel  them  to  testify. 

Second — If  such  power  is  given  the  board,  or  any  of  its 
meml)ers,  can  it  b<^  exercised  in  case  the  complaint  is  made 
by  one  not  at  the  time  an  inmate,  and  as  to  acts  alleged  to 
have  taken  place  when  he  was  an  inmate,  or  is  the  exercise 
of  the  power  limited  to  the  case  of  one  who,  while  an  in- 
mate, complains  of  acts  done  while  he  was  in  the  insti- 
tution— 

I  submit  the  following: 

By  chapter  144  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  As- 
sembly, all  county  and   private  institutions  where  insane  per- 
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sons  are  kept  were  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of 
control  of  state  institutions.  Section  2  of  that  act  provides  for 
the  visitation  of  such  institutions  by  one  or  more  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  control,  or  by  some  competent  person  whom 
the  board  shall  appoint,  who  shall  carefully  examine  into  the 
capacity  of  such  institutions  for  the  care  of  insane  patients,  the 
number  kept  therein,  their  sex,  the  arrangement  of  buildings 
and  the  method  of  their  construction,  their  adaptation  for  the 
purpose  intended,  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  proper 
care  of  such  insane  persons,  and  making  a  written  report  of  all 
such  matters  to  the  board. 

Section  3  of  the  act  provides  that  the  person  making  such  ex- 
amination shall  give  each  of  the  patients  an  opportunity  to  con- 
verse with  him  out  of  the  hearing  of  any  officer  or  employe  of 
the  institution,  and  shall  investigate  and  inquire  into  any  com- 
plaint by  making  inquiry  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  said  insti- 
tutions and  others  and  report  the  result  thereof  in  writing  to  the 
board. 

No  provision  is  made  in  chapter  144  for  the  examination  of 
the  persons  connected  with  the  institution  under  oath,  nor  is 
any  power  given  the  board  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses 
or  the  production  of  books  and  papers  connected  with  the  insti- 
tution. All  of  these  powers  are  fully  conferred  upon  the  board 
of  control  so.  far  as  th-e  examination  and  investigation  of  state 
institutions  are  concerned,  by  section  10  of  chapter  118  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  General  Assembly;  but  no  such 
powers  are  conferred  upon  the  board  by  the  act  which  placed 
county  and  private  institutions,,  where  insane  persons  are  kept, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  board.  Apparently  it  was  not  the 
intention  of  the  legislature  to  give  to  the  board  of  control  in  the 
investigation  of  such  county  and  private  institutions,  the  powers 
which  are  conferred  upon  them  by  section  10  of  chapter  118  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh' General  Assembly  in  relation 
to  state  institutions,  and  to  confine  their  powers  with  reference 
to  county  and  private  institutions  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  con- 
dition of  such  institutions  and  the  manner  in  which  the  patients 
therein  are  kept,  and  to  give  any  patient  an  opportunity  to  con- 
verse with  a  member  of  the  board  out  of  the  hearing  of  any 
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officer  or  employe  of  such  institution,  and  to  make  a  full  written 
report  to  the  board  of  control  as  to  the  condition  in  which  such 
institution  is  found,  for  such  action  as  may  thereafter  be  thought 
advisable. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  placing-  such  county  and  pri- 
vate institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  state  lx>ard  of 
control,  I  am  clear  that  no  power  is  given  the  board  or  any  of 
its  members  to  subpoena  and  enforce  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses, administer  the  pr9per  oath  to  them  and  compel  them  to 
testify,  or  to  make  such  an  investigation  as  is  within  the  power 
of  the  board  as  to  state  institutions  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion lo  of  chapter  ii8  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Having  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  board  is  without  such 
power,  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  further,  as  such  conclusion  fully 
answers  the  second  question  asked  in  your  communication.

Educational  Board  of  Examiners— Special  Certificates 
Issued  by — Section  2630  of  the  code  as  amended  by 
section  2  of  chapter  96  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  General  Assembly,  construed. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  June  13th,  I  submit  the 
following  opinion  as  to  the  constniction  of  section  2630  of  the 
code,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  96  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly. 

This  section,  as  amended,  provides: 

"The  educational  board  of  examiners  may  issue  a  special 
certificate  to  any  teacher  of  music,  drawing,  penmanship 
or  other  special  branches,  or  to  any  primary  teacher  of 
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sufficient  experience,  who  shall  pass  such  examination  as 
the  board  may  require  in  the  branches  and  methods  per- 
taining thereto,  for  "which  the  certificate  is  sought.  Such 
certificates  shall  be  designated  by  the  name  of  the  branch, 

and  shall  not  be  valid  for  any  other  department  or  branch. 
*     *     *     '> 

The  question  arising  upon  the  construction  of  this  statute  is 
the  meaning  of  the  phrase,  "or  other  special  branches/' 

It  is  suggested  in  the  letter  of  Mr.  O.  J.  McManus,  enclosed 
with  your  recjuest,  that  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  the 
state  board  of  examiners  has  authority  to  issue  a  certificate  in 
mathematics,  which  w^ould  embrace  arithmetic,  algebra,  geom- 
etry, trigonometry  and  like  branches;  that  it  also  might  issue  a 
certificate  in  English,  whicK  would  embrace  composition,  gram- 
mar, rhetoric,  literature,  etc. ;  or  in  political  science,  which 
would  embrace  civics,  economics,  commercial  law  and  like 
branches,  and  so  on  through  the  entire  list  of  subjects  which  are 
embraced  in  a  high  school  or  academic  course. 

I  am  unable  to  agree  with  the  interpretation  put  upon  the 
provisions  of  this  section  by  Mr.  McManus.  Such  an  interpre- 
tation does  not  conform  to  the  rules  by  which  statutes  of  this 
character  are  to  be  construed. 

It  is  a  fundamental  rule  of  statutor>  construction  that  where 
general  words  follow  particular  and  specific  words,  such  gen- 
eral words  must  be  confined  to  things  of  the  same  kind  and 
character.     So  it  has  been  said: 

"Where  general  words  follow  particular  ones,  the  rule  is 
to  construe  the  former  as  applicable  to  persons  or  things 
ejusdcm  generis/' 

This  rule  of  construction  limits  the  scope  of  general  words 
following  a  specific  enumeration  to  things  of  the  class  enumer- 
ated, and  does  not  enlarge  that  class.  As  illustrations  of  the  ap- 
plication cf  this  rule  of  construction,  it  was  held  in  Lyyidon  v. 
Standbridge,  2  H.  &  N.,  51,  that  the  words,  "boat,  barge  or 
other  vessel''  in  an  act  of  parliament  did  not  include  ships,  as 
ships  or  vessels  are  not  ejusdem  generis  \\\i\\  boats  and  barges. 

So  where  an  act  of  parliament  imposed  certain  duties  on  cop- 
per, brass,  pewter,  tin  and  all  other  metals  not  enumerated,  it 
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was  held  that  the  latter  words  did  not  include  gold  and  silver, 
as  they  were  not  ejusdem  generis  with  the  metals  enumerated  in 
the  act. 

This  rule  of  construction  has  been  recognized  by  nearly  every 
state  in  the  Union,  and  enters  into  the  interpretation  of  every 
statute  of  this  character. 

Section  2630,  as  amended,  gives  to  the  educational  board  of 
examiners  authority  to  issue  a  special  certificate  to  any  teacher 
of  music,  drawing,  penmanship  or  other  special  branch.  Such 
other  special  branches,  then,  must  be  of  the  same  character  as 
those  which  are  enumerated,  and  do^not  include  the  branches 
generally  taught  in  a  high  school,  academy  or  college.  Mathe- 
matics, English,  political  science,  physics,  history,  language, 
modern  and  ancient,  are  branches  which  are  usually  and  ordi- 
narily taught  in  high  schools,  academies  and  colleges,  and  can 
not  be  said  to  be  ejiisdem  gefieris  with  the  special  branches  of 
music,  drawing  and  penmanship.  The  former  are,  therefore, 
not  included  within  the  general  words  of  the  statute,  and  no 
power  is  given  the  state  board  of  educational  examiners  to  issue 
special  certificates  therefor. 

The  special  certificates* which  the  educational  board  of  exam- 
iners is  authorized  to  issue  under  the  section  referred  to  are 
confined  to  music,  drawing,  penmanship  and  other  special 
branches  of  like  character,  and  to  any  primary  teacher  of  suffi- 
cient experience  who  shall  pass  such  an  examination  as  the 
board  may  require  in  the  branches  and  methods  pertaining  to 
primary  teaching.  Respectfully  submitted,

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FiRB  Escapes — It  is  held  that  a  hotel  building  three  stories 
in  height  with  a  third  story  unoccupied  at  the  present 
time  must  be  equipped  with  fire  escapes  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  chapter  150  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly. 

Sir — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  May  8th  for  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  a  hotel  building  three  stories  in  height, 
with  a  story  unoccupied  at  the  present  time,  must  be  equipped 
with  fire  escapes,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following : 

Section  i  of  chapter  150  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
C^neral  Assembly,  which  is  incorporated  in  the  supplement  to 
the  code  as  section  4999-e  thereof,  provides: 

"iTie  owners,  proprietors  or  lessees  of  all  buildings,  struc- 
tures or  enclosures  of  three  or  more  stories  in  height  now 
constructed  or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  shall  provide  for  and 
equip  said  buildings  and  structures  with  such  protection 
against  fire  and  means  of  escape  from  such  buildings  as 
shall  hereafter  be  set  forth  in  this  bill." 

Section  2  of  the  same  act  classifies  the  buildings  to  which  the 
act  is  applicable,  and  section  3  specifies  the  number  and  char- 
acter of  fire  escapes  which  must  be  provided  for  the  respective 
-classes. 

While  the  act  referred  to  falls  within  the  class  of  legislation 
which  must  be  strictly  construed,  the  language  of  section  i 
leaves  no  room  for  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  intent  of  the 
legislature.  It  provides  in  express  terms  that  all  buildings, 
structures  or  enclosures  of  three  or  more  stories  in  height  shall 
he  provided  and  equipped  with  such  protection  against  fire  and 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  as  are  set  forth  in  the  bill.  It  is 
doubtful  if  broader  language  could  have  been  used  by  the  legis- 
lature. The  act  embraces  every  building,  structure  or  enclosure 
of  three  or  more  stories  in  height,  and  no  exception  is  made  as 
to  the  use  of  the  building  or  any  other  fact  connected  with  its 
occupancy. 

It  was  clearly  the  intent  of  the  legislature  that  ever>'  person 
who  erected  or  constructed  a  building  of  any  kind  or  character, 
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of  more  than  two  stories  in  height,  should,  as  a^d  and  silver, 
building,  construct  and  maintain  fire  escapes  without-merated  in 
to  the  use  to  which  such  building  was  put,  and  subject, 
the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  act  which  provides  the^^every 
ber  of  fire  escapes  which  shall  be  constructed  and  majintaiil^pry 
such  number  being  determined  by  the  superficial  area  of  tht: 
floor  space. 

In  conformity  with  these  views  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
statute,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  a  hotel  buiWing;. 
three  stories  in  height,  with  the  third  story  unoccupied  at  the 
present  time,  must  be  equipped  with  fire  escapes  in  the  manner 
provided  by  chapter  150  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  Respectfully  submitted,

Payment  by  Check  for  labor  is  not  in   violation  of  the^ 
statute.    (2)  A  coal  miner  or  other  person  is  not  com-  v 
pelled  to  accept  check  tendered  in  payment  of  earn- 
ings due  for  labor  performed. 

Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  of  the  7th  inst.,  asking 
my  opinion  upon  two  propositions  relating  to  the  manner  of  the 
payment  of  miners  by  coal  operators,  and  am  informed  that 
there  is  now  a  dispute  betweeti  the  (^j^rators  and  miners  upon 
the  propositions  referred  to  me,  and  that  a  strike  now  exists  he- 
cause  of  the  dispute  between  the  miners  and  operators.  These 
propositions  are  stated  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Is  the  issuance  of  a  bank  check  by  a  coal  company  to  a 
coal  miner  for  labor  performed,  a  violation  of  the  statute  of 
Iowa  relating  to  the  payment  of  miners? 

(2)  Is  a  coal  miner  compelled  to  accept  a  check  of  a  coal 
operator  tendered  in  payment  of  earnings  due  the  miner  for 
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n     n    ^  r  performed  for  the  coal  operator  who  offers  the  check  as 
.    yment? 

These  two  propositions  will  be  considered  in  the  order  stated. 
^  First — Is  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  a  miner  for  labor 
performed  by  him  by  a  bank  check  which  is  made  by  the  coal 
operator  and  delivered  to  and  accepted  by  the  miner  a  violation  of 
any  provision  of  the  statute? 

It  is  contended  that  such  a  transaction  is  in  violation  of  sec- 
tion 2490  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
eighth  General  Assembly,  which  provides: 

'*\Vhere  ten  or  more  miners  are  employed,  such  owner 
or  agent  shall  not  sell,  give,  deliver  or  issue,  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  any  person  employed,  in  payment  for  labor 
done,  or  as  advances  for  lalx>r  to  be  performed,  any  script, 
check,  draft,  order  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  paya- 
ble or  redeemable  otherwise  than  in  money  at  the  face 
value.     *     *     *     - 

It  is  clear  that  the  phrase,  ''payable  or  redeemable  otherwise 
than  in  money  at  the  face  value,"  refers  to  and  qualifies  every 
character  of  evidence  of  indebtedness  previously  referred  to, 
and  prohibits  the  payment  of  the  miner  in  any  character  o: 
script,  check,  draft  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  which  is 
not  redeemable  in  money  at  its  face  value. 

The  purpose  of  this  statute  is  clear.  It  was  to  prohibit  mine 
operators  from  paying  miners  by  giving  orders  upon  company 
stores  or  other  mercantile  houses  which  would  be  payable  in 
goods  or  property.  It  never  was  intended  to  apply  to  checks 
drawn  upon  banks,  which  are  redeemable  or  payable  in  money 
at  the  face  value  thereof.  So,  upon  the  first  proix)sition,  then, 
it  is  clear  that  there  is  no  prohibition  in  the  statute  of  Iowa 
which  prevents  a  mine  operator  from  paying  the  miners  in  bank 
checks  for  the  labor  performed  by  them,  if  the  miners  are  will- 
ing to  receive  and  accept  such  checks  in  payment. 

This  brings  us  to  the  second  proposition  which  is  the  real 
question  involved,  w-hich  is — 

Is  a  coal  miner  compelled  to  accept  a -check  of  a  coal  operator, 
tendered  in  i:>ayment  of  earnings  due  the  miner  for  labor  per- 
formed for  the  operator,  who  offers  the  check  as  payment? 
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In  this  respect  a  miner  and  operator  stand  upon  no  different 
footing  than  that  of  any  other  debtor  and  creditor.  The  ques- 
tion, therefore,  is  a  broad  one  as  to  whether  any  debtor  can  com- 
pel a  creditor  to  accept  a  check  in  payment  of  a  debt  which  such 
debtor  owes  to  the  creditor. 

It  is  a  well  settled  and  universally  recognized  rule  of  law  that 
when  a  debtor  has  given  his  check  for  the  amount  of  his  in- 
debtedness, the  presumption  arises  that  the  check  was  taken 
merely  as  conditional,  not  absolute,  payment,  and  in  case  the 
check  is  not  honored  upon  due  presentation,  the  original  indebt- 
edness for  which  it  was  given,  continues  to  exist,  and  may  be 
recovered  by  the  creditor  without  resorting  to  the  debtor's  lia- 
bility on  the  check.  This  rule  of  law  is  based  upon  the  fact 
that  a  check  is  not  cash,  but  is  an  order  upon  another  person  to 
pay  the  cash  upon  due  presentation  of  the  check. 

Under  this  rule  it  has  been  frequently  held  that  the  offer  of  a 
check  in  payment  for  a  sum  acknowledged  to  be  due  from  the 
debtor  to  the  creditor  is  not  a  sufficient  tender  of  the  amount 
owing  by  the  debtor. 

Following  this  principle  to  its  logical  conclusion,  it  is  clearly 
the  right  of  any  creditor  to  refuse  to  accept  a  check  in  payment 
of  the  debt  owing  by  the  debtor,  because  the  creditor  can  not  be 
compelled  to  accept  an  order  for  money  drawn  upon  a  third 
party  which,  when  delivered  to  him,  is  at  most  only  a  condi- 
tional payment  of  the  debt  due.  Every  creditor  is  entitled  to 
have  the  debt  which  is  owing  to  him  paid  in  money,  unless  he 
has  previously  made  a  contract  by  which  he  has  agreed  to  accept 
something  else  as  payment. 

Applying  this  principle  to  the  question,  it  is  clear  that  a  miner 
is  not  compelled  to  accept  the  check  of  a  coal  operator  tendered 
in  payment  of  earnings  due  the  miner  for  labor,  for  which  the 
operator  offers  the  check  in  payment.  A  miner  may  stand  upon 
his  legal  rights  and  demand  that  a  debt  owing  to  him  be  paid 
in  money  and  not  by  check,  and  may  refuse  to  accept  a  check 
tendered  in  payment. 

This,  I  believe,  fully  answers  the  questions  submitted  for  my 
determination,  and  I  will  not  elaborate  them  further. 
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In  giving  this  opinion  I  desire  to  add  that  it  is  done  with  the 
distinct  understanding  on  the  part  of  all  of  the  persons  interested, 
that  my  decision  shall  be  final  and  that  all  parties  shall  acquiesce 
therein,  and  that  the  strike  now  pending  on  the  part  of  the 
miners  shall  at  once  be  abandoned.

Assessment  of  Interurban  Railways — A  railway  opera- 
ted by  electricity  upon  the  streets  of  any  city  or  town, 
which  extends  beyond  the  limits  of  such  city  or  town, 
and  to  any  other  city,  town  or  village,  is  an  interurban 
railway  under  the  statute,  and  is  assessable  by  the  ex- 
ecutive council. 

Sirs — Complying  with  your  request  of  June  ist  communi- 
cated to  me  through  your  secretary  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether, 
under  the  present  statute,  interurban  railways  are  to  be  assessed 
by  the  executive  council  or  by  the  local  authorities,  and  particu- 
larly whether  the  Cedar  Rapids  &  Marion  City  Railway  and  the 
Boone  Electric  Railway,  or  either  of  them,  are  assessable  by  the 
executive  council  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  81  of  the  acts 
of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  J  submit  the  following : 

In  C.  R,  &  M:.  C,  Ry.  Co.  v.  Cedar  Rapids,  io6  Iowa,  476,  it 
Avas  held  tha.t  the  railway  of  the  plaintiff  corporation  was  a 
street  railway,  and  therefcre  subject  to  assessment  by  the  local 
assessors  and  not  by  the  executive  council  of  the  state.  The  de- 
cision in  that  case  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  railway  was 
constructed  and  operated  under  authority  of  chapter  32  of  the 
acts  of  the  Eighteenth  General  Assembly,  which  relates  to  the

extension  of  street  railways  beyond  the  limits  of  a  city  or  town, 
and  the  location  thereof  along  any  highway  which  is  one  hun- 
dred feet  or  more  in  width.  At  the  time  that  decision  was 
rendered,  there  had  been  no  legislation  relating  to  interurban 
railways,  and  the  opinion  of  the  court  clearly  states  the  law 
applicable  to  the  facts  in  that  case  as  they  existed  under  the 
statute  then  in  force.     In  the  course  of  the  opinion  it  is  said : 

*The  fact  that  the  line  between  Cedar  Rapids  and  Marion 
was  laid  and  operated  along  the  highway  as  authorized  by 
said  act,  relating  exclusively  to  street  railways,  seems  to 
us  conclusive  that  the  plaintiff  is  a  street  railway  corpora- 
tion and  not  a  railway  corporation  within  the  meaning  of 
section  1317  of  the  code  of  1873." 

When  the  present  code  was  adopted,  a  provision  was  incor- 
porated in  section  1343  in  these  words: 

**  *  ♦  *  the  lands,  buildings,  machinery,  poles, 
wires,  overhead  construction,  tracks,  cables,  conduits  and 
fixtures  belonging  to  individuals  or  corporations  operating 
railways  by  cable  or  electricity,  *  *  *  shall  be  listed 
and  assessed  in  the  assessment  district  where  the  same  are 
situated." 

If  there  had  been  no  subsequent  legislation  upon  this  subject, 
the  language  of  section  1343  would  be  conclusive,  and  such  rail- 
ways would  be  subject  to  assessment  by  the  local  assessing 
authorities.  But  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  passed 
an  act  relating  to  interurban  railways,  which  appears  to  have 
been  specifically  intended  to  fix  their  status  under  the  law.  This 
act  appears  as  chapter  4A  of  title  X.  of  the  supplement  to  the 
code,  and  is  the  first  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  which 
specifically  defines  interurban  railways  and  recognizes  them  as 
works  of  internal  improvement  within  the  state. 

Section  2  of  that  act  provides: 

**The  words  railway,  railway  company,  railway  corpora- 
tion, railroad,  railroad  company  and  railroad  corporation, 
as  used  in  the  code  and  acts  of  the  general  assembly  now 
in  force  or  hereafter  enacted,  are  hereby  declared  to  applv 
to  and  include  all  interurban  railways  and  all  companies 
or  corporations  constructing,  owning  or  operating  such  in- 
terurl:an  street  railway?,  and  all  provisions  of  the  c(  de  and 
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acts  of  the  general  assembly  now  in  force  or  hereafter  en- 
acted affecting  railways,  railway  companies:,  railw-ay  cor- 
porations, railroads,  railroad  companies  and  railroad  cor- 
porations are  hereby  declared  to  affect  and  apply  in  full 
force  and  effect  to  all  interurban  railways  and  all  interur- 
ban  railway  companies  or  railway  corporations  constructing, 
owning  or  operating  such  interurban  railways/' 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  as  broad  and  far  reaching 
as  language  can  make  them.  Under  this  section  every  provision 
of  the  code  and  acts  of  the  legislature  w'hich  relate  to  steam 
railways  is  made  to  apply  to  and  include  interurban  railways 
within  the  state. 

Section  1334  of  the  code;  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  provides: 

"On  the  second  Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  the  execu- 
tive council  shall  assess  all  the  property  of  each  railway 
corporation  in  the  state,     *     *     *     /' 

Following  this  provision  of  the  statute  are  provisions  direct- 
ing the  manner  of  such  assessment.  With  these  provisions  we 
have  nothing  to  do  at  present.  The  question  here  to  be  deter- 
mined is  whether  the  words  "railway  corporation'',  as  used  in 
the  provision  quoted,  include  interurban  railways  constructed 
and  operated  within  the  state. 

Except  for  the  provisions  of  section  1343  above  quoted,  no 
doubt  could  be  entertained  that,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
2  of  chapter  81  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
bly, interurban  railways  are  included  within  the  provisions  of 
section  1334  of  the  code,  and  are  therefore  assessable  by  the 
executive  ccuncil  and  not  by  the  local  assessing  authorities. 

It  is  a  rule  of  statutory  construction  that  repeal  by  implica- 
tion is  not  favored  by  the  courts,  and  that  an  existing  statute 
will  not  be  held  to  have  been  repealed  by  a  subsequent  one  be- 
cause the  subsequent  one  is  repugnant  thereto,  if  the  provisions 
of  both  statutes  can  be  given  force  and  effect.  It  is  also  an 
equally  well  known  rule  of  statutory  construction  that,  where 
there  is  a  specific  act  of  the  legislature  covering  a  particular 
subject,  general  statutes  covering  the  same  subject,  if  repugnant 
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to  such  special  act,  must  give  way  and  the  special  statute  will 
control. 

Chapter  8i  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
is  a  statute  relating  to  a  specific  subject  matter,  viz :  interurban 
and  street  railways.  The  provisions  of  that  statute  clearly  and 
specifically  make  all  of  the  provisions  of  section  1334  of  the 
code  apply  to  interurban  railways  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  they  apply  to  steam  railways.  The  effect  of  this  provision 
must,  in  my  judgment,  be  held  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  section 
1343  quoted,  and  to  give  to  the  executive  council  the  same 
power  and  authority  to  assess  interurban  railways  which  it  has 
to  assess  steam  railways  under  the  provisions  of  section  1334* 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  all  interurban  railways 
within  the  state,  whether  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits 
of  any  city  or  town,  must,  under  the  present  statute,  be  assessed 
by  the  executive  council,  and  not  by  the  local  assessing  authori- 
ties. 

As  opposed  to  this  view  it  has  been  suggested  that  section  3 
of  chapter  81  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
makes  all  interurban  railways  within  the  limits  of  an  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  street  railways,  and  therefore  assessable 
by  the  local  authorities.  A  careful  reading  of  the  provisions  if 
this  section  will  show  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  legis- 
lature to  change  the  general  status  of  interurban  railways  where 
the  same  were  located  and  operated  upon  the  streets  of  a  city 
or  tow^n.    The  provisions  of  this  section  are  as  follows : 

"Any  interurban  railway  shall,  within  the  corporate  lim- 
its of  any  city  or  town,  or  any  city  acting  under  a  spe- 
cial charter,  upon  such  streets  as  it  shall  use  for  transport- 
ing passengers,  mail,  baggage  and  such  pircels,  packages 
and  freight  as  it  may  carry  in  passenger  or  combination 
baggage  cars  only,  be  deemed  a  street  railway  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  laws  governing  street  railways." 

It  will  be  observed  that  all  interurban  railways  which  are  to 
be  deemed  street  railways  and  subject  to  the  laws  governing 
such  within  cities  and  towns,  are  only  those  which  are  operated 
upon  the  streets  of  such  city  or  town  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
passengers  and  baggage  only.    The  purpose  of  this  provision  of 
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the  statute  was  to  permit  intenirban  railway  companies  to  lay 
their  tracks  and  operate  their  cars  along  the  streets  of  a  city  or 
town,  without  paying  damages  to  the  abutting  property  owners 
where  such  railways  carried  passengers  and  baggage  only;  and 
as  to  all  other  streets  upon  which  such  intern;  l:?an  railways  might 
be  operated  and  over  which  it  carried  freight  as  well  as 
passengers  and  baggage,  the  law  requiring  steam  railways  to 
pay  abutting  damages  before  laying  down  their  tracks,  applies 
equally  to  interurban  lines. 

This  provision  of  the  statute  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  affect 
the  method  of  taxing  interurban  railways  as  provided  by  section 
2  of  chapter  8i  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
bly and  section  1334  of  the  code  above  referred  to. 

I  am  aware  of  the  many  difficulties  arising  in  the  practical 
application  of  the  rule  herein  announced,  as  in  many  instances 
interurban  railway  companies  operate  other  properties  con- 
nected with  their  railway  lines,  such  as  electric  light  and  electric 
power  plants.  But  in  cases  of  this  character,  such  an  equitable 
adjustment  of  the  values  of  the  connected  properties  should  be 
reached  by  the  executive  council  as  shall  cause  each  to  bear  its 
just  proportion  of  the  burden  of  taxation. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion  I  have  endeavored  to  harmonize, 
so  far  as  possible,  the  conflicting  statutes,  and  to  ascertain  the 
manifest  intent  of  the  legislature  as  expressed  by  its  latest  act.

Taxation  of  Freight  Lines  and  Equipment  Companies 
Within  this  State — Under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
62  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
in  determining  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  cars 
of  freight  line  and  equipment  companies  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taxing  the  same,  the  miles  traveled  by  such 
cars  outside  of  the  state  are  not  to  be  taken  into 
consideration. 

Sirs — Complying  with  your  verbal  request  for  a  construction 
of  the  provisions  of  section  2  and  section  4  of  chapter  62  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  relating  to  the 
report  required  to  be  made  by  every  freight  line  and  equipment 
company  transacting  business  in  Iowa  of  the  aggregate  number 
of  miles  traveled  by  its  cars  during  the  preceding  calendar  year, 
and  the  number  of  cars  necessary  for  the  mileage  so  reported, 
and  the  duty  imposed  upon  the  executive  council  of  assessing 
for  taxation  the  cars  of  said  companies  which  are  so  used  within 
the  state,  I  submit  the  following: 

The  manifest  intention  of  the  legislature,  as  gathered  from 
the  entire  act,  was  that  the  property  of  freight  and  equipment 
companies,  used  in  conducting  and  carrying  on  their  business 
within  the  state,  should  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  the 
same  as  other  property  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  taxing 
power  of  the  state. 

The  property  sought  to  be  reached  and  taxed  by  this  act  of  the 
legislature  is  personal  property  and,  so  far  as  it  has  a  situs 
within  the  state,  is.  perhaps  a  proper  subject  of  taxation.  The 
information  which  such  companies  .are  required  to  furnish  the 
executive  council  under  the  provisions  of  subdivisions  6  and  7 
of  section  2  of  the  act,  is  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  that  body 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  property  belonging  to  such  com- 
panies as  may  be  said  to  have  a  situs  within  the  state,  that  it 
may  be  listed  and  made  to  bear  its  just  proportion  of  the  burden 
of  taxation.  The  languagti  of  the  act  should,  therefore,  receive 
such  construction  as  will  effectuate  the  intent  of  the  legislature, 
if  susceptible  of  being  so  construed. 
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Subdivision  6  provides: 

"The  aggregate  number  of  miles  traveled  by  its  cars 
during  the  preceding  calendar  year  while  said  cars  were 
used  m  transporting  freight,  either  between  two  points  in 
this  state,  or  between  a  point  within  this  state  and  a  point 
without  this  state;  but  not  including  the  mileage  in  this  state 
or  elsewhere  of  its  cars  while  the  said  cars  are  used  in  trans- 
porting freight  not  consigned  either  to  or  from  son:ie  point 
within  this  state." 

Subdivision  7  requires  that  such  companies  report  "the  num- 
ber of  cars  necessary  for  the  mileage  so  to  be  reported  under 
the  circumstances  that  ordinarily  attend  the  use  of  such  cars, 
and  where  different  classes  of  cars  are  used  by  one  such  com^ 
pany  as  to  the  matters  embraced  in  this  and  the  preceding  para- 
graph, it  shall  furnish  the  required  information  as  to  each  class 
of  such  cars." 

The  language  of  the  statute,  if  construed  according  .to  the 
literal  strictness  of  the  letter,  would  require  these  companies  to 
report  the  mileage  of  their  cars  traveled  outside  of  the  state  of 
Iowa  in  transporting  freight  to  the  state,  or  from  the  state  to 
some  other  point  outside  of  its  boundaries,  and  to  report  the 
number  of  cars  necessary  for  the  mileage  so  traveled,  lx)th  within 
and  without  the  state;  and  would  further  require  the  executive 
council  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  number  of  cars  necessary  to  such 
entire  mileage. 

If  the  provisions  of  such  a  statute  were  valid  and  enforceable, 
the  result  would  be  to  compel  such  companies  to  pay  to  the  state 
of  Iowa  a  tax  upon  their  personal  property  which  had  no  situs 
within  the  state  and  which  in  fact  existed  in  other  states.  In 
other  words,  it  would  be  an  attempt  upon  the  part  of  the  state 
of  Iowa  to  extend  its  taxing  powers  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  the  state,  and  to  tax  personal  property  existing  in  other 
states.  The  power  of  taxation  of  every  state  is  necessarily  con- 
fined to  subjects  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  any  act  of  the  legis- 
lature by  which  property,  having  a  situs  in  other  states,  is  sought 
to  be  taxed  within  this  state,  is  of  no  validity,  as  the  state  clearly 
has  no  power  to  reach  out  and  assess  for  taxation  property 
beyond  its  territorial  jurisdiction. 
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In  the  construction  of  statutes  it  is  a  familiar  rule  that  the 
legislative  purix)se  and  the  object  sought  to  be  attained  are  to  be 
borne  in  mind,  and  that  where  the  language  of  the  act  is  sus- 
ceptible of  more  than  one  construction,  it  is  to  receive  that  which 
will  bring  it  in  harmony  with  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
legislature,  rather  than  that  which  will  tend  to  defeat  such  object 
and  purpose. 

It  is  clear  that  the  manifest  intention  of  the  legislature  in 
passing  the  act  under  consideration  was  to  tax  the  property  of 
freight  line  and  equipment  companies  within  this  state,  and  the 
act  should  have  such  a  construction  as  will  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose of  the  legislature,  if  its  language  will  permit  such  con- 
struction to  be  given. 

If  the  language  of  the  sixth  sulxlivision  of  section  2  of  the 
act  is  constnied  to  require  the  companies  to  report  the  aggregate 
number  of  miles  traveled  in  the  state  of  Iowa  by  its  cars  during 
the  preceding  calendar  year  while  such  cars  were  used  in  trans- 
porting freight,  either  between  two  points  in  the  state,  or  be- 
tween a  point  within  the  state  and  a  point  without  the  state, 
and  the  language  of  sulxlivision  7  of  the  same  section  is  con- 
strued to  refer  to  the  mileage  of  such  companies  within  the 
state,  then  no  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  legislature  to 
extend  the  taxing  powers  of  the  state  beyond  its  jurisdiction,  or 
to  levy  taxes  upon  property  1  aving  its  situs  in  another  state. 

Such  a  constniction  will  give  effect  to  the  entire  act,  and  to 
the  intention  of  the  legislature  as  ascertained  from  such  act, 
and  compel  the  property  of  the  companies,  which  may  be  fairly 
said  to  have  a  situs  within  this  state,  to  bear  its  just  burden  of 
taxation. 

Under  such  construction  the  act  may  be  held  to  be  a  valid  law, 
while  if  the  literal  language  of  the  statute  were  adhered  to 
without  regard  to  the  purpose  or  intent  of  the  legislature,  it 
must  be  held  invalid  . 

Taking  this  view  of  the  statute,  I  think  it  should  be  so  con- 
strued by  the  executive  council  as  to  require  freight  line  and 
equipment  companies  to  report  the  aggregate  number  of  miles 
traveled  in  Iowa  by  its  cars  during  the  preceding  calendar  year 
in  transporting   freight,  either  between  two  points  within   the 
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state,  or  between  a  point  within  the  state  and  a  point  without 
the  state,  and  that  the  number  of  cars  necessary  for  the  mileage 
traveled  in  so  transporting  freight  should  be  taken  as  the  num- 
ber which  may  be  fairly  said  to  have  a  situs  within  the  state, 
and  to  be  liable  to  taxation  therein. 

In  submitting  this  opinion  I  do  not  undertake  to  pass  uix>n 
any  question  which  may  arise  as  to  the  constitutionality  or 
validity  of  the  entire  act,  and  only  attempt  to  give  to  the  pro- 
visions of  subdivisions  6  and  7  of  section  2  a  construction  which 
is  consistent  with  the  manifest  purpose  of  the  statute.

Physicans  and  Surgeons— Under  the  provisions  of  section 
2581  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  the  state  board  of  medical 
examiners  has  no  power  to  discriminate  between  phy- 
sicians residing  within  the  state  and  those  who  are  non- 
residents; and  if  they  fall  within  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  a  license  must  be  issued  to  non-resident  phy- 
sicians, unless  some  other  valid  reason  exists  why  such 
license  should  not  be  given. 

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  request  of  July  13th  for  an 
opinion  as  to  w^hether  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners 
exceeded  its  authority  in  resolving  not  to  issue  a  certificate  to 
an  itinerant  physician  who  is  not  a  resident  of  the  state,  I  sub- 
mit the  following: 

Section  2581  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  provides: 

"Every  physician  practicing  medicine,  surgery  or  obstet- 
rics, or  professing  or  attempting  to  treat,  cure  or  heal  dis- 
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eases,  ailments  or  injuries,  by  any  medicine,  appliances  or 
*  method,  who  by  himself,  agent  or  employee  goes  from 
place  to  place  or  from  house  to  house,  or  by  circulars,  let- 
ters or  advertisements  solicits  persons  to  meet  him  for  pro- 
fessional treatment  at  places  other  than  his  office  at  the 
place  of  his  residence,  shall  be  considered  an  itinerant  phy- 
sician; and  any  such  itinerant  physician  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  certificate  elsewhere  provided  for  in  this  chapter, 
procure  from  the  state  board  of  medical  examiners  a  license 
as  an  itinerant,  for  which  he  shall  f>ay  to  the  treasurer  of 
state  for  the  use  of  the  state  of  Iowa  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  Upon  payment  of  this 
sum  the  secretary  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  therefor  a 
license  to  practice  wtihin  the  state  as  an  itinerant  pltysician 
for  one  year  from  the  date  thereof.  The  board  may,  for 
satisfactory  reasons,  refuse  to  issue  such  license  or  may 
cancel  such  license  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  incom- 
petency or  gross  immorality.     *     *     *     " 

The  provisions  of  this  section  include  physicians  who  are 
non-residents  of  the  state,  as  well  as  those  who  reside  within 
the  state,  and  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  state  board  of 
medical  examiners  to  discriminate  between  physicians  residing 
within  the  state  and  those  who  are  non-residents,  if  they  are 
equally  entitled  to  the  license  provided  for  in  this  section. 

The  provision  of  the  section  which  authorizes  the  board  to 
refuse  to  issue  such  license  for  satisfactory  reasons,  would  not 
authorize  it  to  refuse  to  issue  such  license  to  a  physician  other- 
wise entitled  to  receive  the  same,  because  he  was  a  non-resident 
of  the  state.  The  phrase  ''satisfactory  reasons,"  as  used  in  the 
statute,  must  be  construed  to  \ye  such  reasons  as  a  court  would 
say  were  sufficient  to  authorize  the  board  to  refuse  to  issue  the 
license;  and  as  there  is  no  attempt  in  the  statute  to  make  any 
discrimination  between  resident  and  non-resident  physicians,  the 
fact  that  one  is  a  non-resident  of  the  state  would  not  be  a  suffi- 
cient reason  to  refuse  to  issue  to  him  a  license. 

Beyond  this,  there  is  the  further  question  as  to  whether  it  is 
within  the  power  of  the  legislature,  or  of  any  board  created  by 
it,  to  refuse  to  permit  a  physician  or  surgeon,  who  is  a  non- 
resident of  the  state,  to  practice  his  profession  within  the  state 
upon  the  same  terms  and  the  same  conditions  as  a  resident. 
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Under  the  view  that  I  have  taken  of  the  statute,  however,  I  do 
not  think  it  necessary  to  go  into  this  constitutional  question,  as 
the  statute  itself  does  not  attempt  such  discrimination,  and  the 
board  must  be  governed  strictly  by  its  provisions. 

In  my  opinion  the  board  exceeded  its  legal  powers  in  passing 
the  second  paragraph  of  the  resolution  submitted,  so  far  as  the 
same  relates  to  physicians  who  are  non-residents  of  the  state, 
and  that  the  resolution,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such  physicians, 
can  not  be  enforced  by  the  board.    I  am

Physicians  and  Surgeons — A  physician  or  surgeon  who 
has  been  in  the  regular  practice  in  this  state  for  five 
consecutive  years,  three  years  of  which  have  been  in 
one  locality,  is  entitled  to  a  certificate  from  the  state 
board  of  medical  examiners  without  examination. 

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  28th  instant. 

The  law  which  exempts  a  physician  who  has  been  in  practice 
in  this  state  for  five  consecutive  years,  three  years  of  which 
were  in  one  locality,  from  the  examination  of  the  board  of  state 
medical  examiners,  and  which  entitles  such  practitioner  to  a 
certificate  without  such  examination,  was  enacted  by  the 
Twenty-first  General  Assembly,  and  became  a  law  on  the  4th 
day  of  July,  1886.  It  undoubtedly  applies  to  all  physicians  who 
had  been  practicing  medicine  within  the  state  for  five  years  prior 
to  that  date,  and  if  the  proper  proof  of  such  practice  is  made  lje- 
fore  the  board,  I  think  it  would  be  its  duty  under  the  present  stat- 
ute to  issue  a  certificate.  The  proof  must  show  that  the  physician 
applying  for  the  certificate  under  the  exemption  provided  in  the 
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statute,  had  practiced  five  consecutive  years  in  tlie  state,  three 
years  of  which  must  have  been  in  one  locality,  prior  to  the  time 
the  law  went  into  effect,  i.  e.,  July  4,  1886,  and  no  practice  after 
that  date  could  be  considered  by  the  lx)ard.

Taxation— Exemption  of  Phopkhty  of  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  From — The  raising  of  the  valuation  of  the 
whole  property  within  a  taxing  district  does  not  affect 
the  specific  valuation  of  the  property  of  soldiers,  sailors 
or  their  widows  from  exemption  from  taxation, 
although  the  additional  rise  added  to  the  original  as- 
sessment may  bring  the  value  of  the  property  of  the 
soldier,  sailor  or  widow  seeking  the  exemption  above 
the  amount  upon  which  an  exemption  is  given  by 
statute. 

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  ot 
the  28th  inst.  enclosing  a  letter  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Jackson,  auditor 
of  Linn  county,  in  which  my  opinion  is  requested  upon  the  fol- 
lowing question : 

**  Where  an  old  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  of  such  has  been 
assessed  by  the  assessor,  and  not  having  property  of  the 
value  of  five  thousand  dollars  is  allowed  an  exemption  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  under  section  1304,  subdivision  7, 
and  the  county  board  of  review  (board  of  supervisors)  or 
the  executive  council  raises  the  assessment  in  the  district 
where  the  same  was  made  such  a  per  cent  that  the  amount 
is  increased  to  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  is  the  per- 
son assessed  still  entitled  to  the  exemption  of  eight  hundred 
dollars,  and  if  not  who  should  correct  the  assessment?" 

While  it  is  no  part  of  my  duty  to  advise  county  officers  upon 
questions   touching   the   administration   of   the  duties  of  their 
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offices,  inasmuch  as  the  question  asked  in  Mr.  Jackson's  letter 
is  one  which  may  arise  in  other  counties  in  the  state,  and  as  to 
which  it  is  advisable  there  should  be  a  uniform  rule  of  action, 
I  will  briefly  give  you  my  views. 

Subdivision  7  of  section  1304  provides: 

"All  soldiers,  sailors  or  widows  thereof  referred  to 
herein  shall  receive  a  reduction  of  eight  hundred  dollars 
at  the  time  said  assessment  is  made  by  the  assessor,  unless 
a  waiver  thereof  is  voluntarily  made  of  said  exemption  at 
said  time.'' 

This  statute  clearly  contemplates  that,  when  the  property  of 
any  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  of  such  soldier  or  sailor  is  assessed, 
and  the  actual  value  of  the  property  owned  by  him  or  her  is 
less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  as  fixed  by  the  assessor  at  the 
time  the  assessment  is  made,  a  reduction  of  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars shall  then  be  made  by  the  assessor  and  entered  upon  his 
assessment  book  as  an  exemption  to  such  soldier,  sailor  or 
widow. 

If  thereafter,  in  equalizing  the  assessed  value  of  the  property 
in  the  different  taxing  districts  of  the  county,  the  board  of  super- 
visors, sitting  as  a  board  of  review,  finds  it  necessar>'  to  increase 
the  value  of  all  of  the  property  in  the  taxing  district  in  which 
the  property  of  the  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  so  assessed  is  located, 
by  adding  a  percentage  thereto,  such  action  does  not,  in  my 
judgment,  affect  the  right  of  the  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  to  the 
exemption  provided  by  section  1304. 

The  board  of  suj^ervisors,  when  acting  as  a  board  of  review, 
has  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  assessed  value  of  all  of  the 
property  in  any  taxing  district,  but  has  no  power  to  increase  or 
diminish  the  assessed  value  as  fixed  by  the  assessor  of  any  spe- 
cific property  within  such  taxing  district ;  and  in  my  opinion  the 
valuation  which  is  placed  upon  the  property  of  such  soldier, 
sailor  or  widow  by  the  assessor  at  tlie  time  the  assessment  was 
made,  determines  whether  he  or  she  is  entitled  to  such  exemp- 
tion. 

It  may  very  easily  occur  that  a  specific  piece  of  property  is 
assessed  at  its  full  value,  and  perhaps  beyo'nd  such  value,  and 
yet,  in  order  to  equalize  the  average  valuation  of  all  of  the  prop- 
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erty  in  the  taxing  district  where  such  property  is  located,  with 
the  property  in  other  taxing  districts  in  the  county,  it  may  be 
found  necessary  to  increase  the  average  valuation  of  such  dis- 
trict, and  because  of  such  increase  the  owner  of  the  particular 
piece  of  property  may  be  compelled  to  submit  to  an  increased 
valuation,  although  his  property  was  originally  assessed  at  its 
full  value. 

The  theory  upon  which  the  county  board  of  review  acts  in 
equalizing  the  different  assessment  districts  of  the  county,  is 
that  the  average  valuation  of  such  district  as  a  whole  is  raised 
or  lowered,  and  that  the  valuation  of  specific  property  is  not  dis- 
turbed. While  this  theory  is  not  strictly  true,  I  think  any  in- 
creased valuation  of  the  whole  property  within  a  taxing  district 
does  not  increase  the  value  of  any  specific  property  within  such 
taxing  district  so  as  to  affect  the  exemption  from  taxation  given 
to  soldiers,  sailors  and  their  widows  under  section   1304. 

In  holding  that  the  increase  in  the  valuation  of  property  of 
any  taxing  district  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  a  county  dots 
not  affect  the  exemption  allowed  to  soldiers,  sailors  and  their 
widows  under  section  1304,  I  do  not  attempt  to  determine  what 
the  effect  would  be  if  the  value  of  the  specific  property  owned 
by  such  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  should  be  increased  by  the  local 
board  of  review  of  the  taxing  district  in  which  such  property 
is  located.  I  only  hold  that  the  increase  in  the  taxing  value  of 
the  property  of  such  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  in  adding  a  percentage  to  the  entire  taxing  value  of 
all  the  property  within  such  district,  does  not  take  away  from 
the  soldier,  sailor  or  widow  the  exemption  allowed  by  section 
1304,  although  the  actual  value  of  his  or  her  property  would 
be  increased  to  an  amount  equal  to  or  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars,  if  such  percentage,  as  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors, 
was  added  to  the  original  valuation  made  by  the  assessor.

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Term  of  Commitment,  Parole,  and  Determination  op 
Sentence.— (I )  Where  a  person  is  committed  to  prison 
by  an  order  of  court,  his  term  of  imprisonment  begins 
on  the  day  of  the  sentence.  (2)  Where  a  prisoner  is 
paroled  by  the  executive  authority,  his  term  of  sentence 
continues  to  run  during  the  time  of  such  parole 
and  will  determine  on  the  day  fixed  by  the  original 
sentence,  without  regard  to  the  actual  time  served  by 
him. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  the  6th  inst.,  I  submit 
the  following  opinion  upon  the  questions  submitted  to  me,  viz : 

(i)  "Does  the  term  for  which  a  person  is  committed 
to  a  hospital  for  inebriates,  under  chapter  93  of  the  acts  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  commence  on  the  day 
of  his  commitment,  or  on  the  day  he  is  actually  received 
in  the  hospital  ?" 

(2)  "If  a  patient  committed  under  the  act  specified  is 
paroled  by  the  governor,  but  is  returned  for  failing  to  com- 
ply with  the  conditions  of  his  parole,  should  he  be  dis- 
charged at  the  end  of  the  term  fixed  in  the  original  order 
of  commitment  as  though  he  had  not  been  absent  on  parole? 
If  not,  should  he  be  given  credit  for  the  time  he  was  de- 
tained in  the  hospital  before  he  was  released  on  parole,  or 
should  he  be  detained  and  treated  from  and  after  the  date 
on  which  he  was  returned  to  and  received  in  the  hospital 
for  the  violation  of  his  parole  for  the  full  term  of  his 
original  commitment?" 

These  questions  will  be  considered  in  the  order  stated. 

There  is  some  conflict  of  the  adjudicated  cases  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  when  a  term  of  sentence  begins,  where  a  person  is 
committed  to  prison  by  an  order  of  court,  but  I  think  the  weight 
of  authority  is  that  the  day  on  which  a  prisoner  is  sentenced 
must  be  reckoned  as  a  part  of  his  term  of  imprisonment. 

In  People  v.  Lincoln,  62  Howard's  Prac,  414,  the  supreme 
court  of  New  York  in  passing  upon  the  question  said : 

"In  the  case  in  hand,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
sentence  began  to  run  from  the  day  it  was  pronounced; 
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that  all  of  the  time  the  respondent  was  in  custody  after  that 
day  has  to  be  credited  upon  her  sentence." 

The  question  came  before  the  Missouri  supreme  court  in  Bx 
parte  Meyers,  44  Mo.,  249,  and  in  passing  upon  it,  it  is  said  by 
that  court: 

*'As  a  general  rule,  the  day  on  which  a  prisoner  is  sen- 
tenced will  l>e  reckoned  as  a  part  of  his  term  of  imprison- 
ment;    *     *     *     " 

The  same  rule  is  recognized  by  the  supreme  court  of  Florida, 
in  Miller  v.  Florida,  15  Fla.,  576,  where  it  is  said: 

"And  it  has  been  held  that  the  term  of  imprisonment 
under  a  sentence  of  the  court,  upon  conviction,  commences 
at  the  date  of  the  sentence  (Bx  parte  Meyers,  44  Mo., 
279),  and,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  for  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  of  imprisonment,  we  do  not  see  how 
it  can  be  otherwise.'* 

These  cases,  in  my  opinion,  announce  the  correct  rule  of  law 
which  is  decisive  of  the  question.  When  a  prisoner  is  sentenced 
by  a  court  to  serve  a  term  in  the  i>enitentiary,  or  other  place  of 
detention,  he  is  delivered  by  the  court  pronouncing  such  sentence 
to  the  sheriff,  or  other  proper  officer,  to  5  erve  the  term  for  which 
he  is  sentenced.  He  is  no  longer  in  custrdy  of  the  court  by 
which  he  was  tried  or  which  pronounced  the  sentence,  nor  is  he 
awaiting  any  further  order  or  judgment  of  that  court.  From 
the  moment  the  judgn^ent,  by  which  the  sentence  is  imposed, 
is  pronounced,  he  is  under  a  sentence  to  serve  the  term  fixed  by 
the  court  in  the  jail,  i>enitentiary,  or  other  place  of  detention, 
designated  and  there  can  be  no  hiatus  of  time  between  the  day 
on  which  the  sentence  is  pronounced,  and  the  time  when  the 
prisoner  begins  to  serve  the  sentence  so  imposed  by  the  court. 
He  is  detained  by  the  officer  and  restrauied  of  his  lil^erty  be- 
cause of  the  sentence  pronounced  against  him.  Such  detention 
and  restraint  is  an  imprisonment  under  the  sentence  pronounced 
l)y  the  court  and  must  therefore  l)e  reckoned  as  time  served  by 
the  prisoner. 

Seeond. — Upon  the  second  question  there  is  a  sharp  conflict 
of  the  authorities.     Nearly  all  of  the  cases,  however,  arose  under 
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Statutes  permitting  a  conditional  pardon,  which,  it  may  be  said, 
differs  materially  from  a  parole  authorized  by  chapter  93  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

Section  2  of  that  act  provides: 

*'If  it  shall  be  determined  by  said  district  court  or  judge, 
that  such  person  is  addicted  to  dipsomania,  inebriety,  or  to 
the  excessive  use  of  narcotics,  he  or  she  shall  be  committed 
to  the  hospital  for  inebriates,  as  may  be  established  by  the 
board  of  control,  as  above  provided  for.  The  term  of  de- 
tention shall  be  for  the  first  commitment  not  less  than  one, 
nor  more  than  three  years;  and  for  the  second  commitment, 
not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  five  years.  The  governor 
shall  parole  a  patient  on  conditions  named  in  the  following 
section." 

Section  3  sets  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  uix)n  which  a 
parole  shall  be  granted,  and  then  provides: 

*'And  if  at  any  time  the  patient  on  parole,  for  any  reason 
fails  to  make  the  above  report,  the  sheriff  of  the  county 
wherein  such  patient  resides  shall  without  further  writ  or 
warrant,  return  said  i)atient  at  once  to  the  hospital  from 
wiiich  he  or  she  has  been  paroled  on  receiving  notice  of 
such  failure  from  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the 
county  wherein  the  patient  resides,  or  any  three  reputable 
citizens  thereof.  And  the  patient  so  returned  shall  \ye  de- 
tained and  treated  during  the  full  term  of  his  commitment." 

The  parole  granted  by  the  governor  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  does  not  relieve  the  person  convicted  thereunder  of  the 
sentence  pronounced  by  the  judge  of  the  district  court.  He  is 
still  a  prisoner  under  the  sentence  of  commitment,  who,  under 
the  authority  of  the  law  and  the  parole  granted  by  the  governor, 
is  permitted  to  go  l^eyond  the  confines  of  the  hospital  to  which 
he  has  been  committed.  All  of  the  consequences  of  the  judg- 
ment and  sentence  imix)sed  by  the  C(  urt  are  upon  him.  except 
that  he  has  leave  of  al>sence  from  such  hospital.  He  is  required 
to  report  to  the  governor  on  the  first  day  of  every  month  during 
the  parole,  which  report  must  be  inquired  into  and  approved  as 
correct  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  county  where 
he  resides.  He  is  required  to  furnish  such  clerk  with  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  sobriety  and  good  habits.     If  he  fails 
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in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  the  parole,  he 
may  be  summarily  arrested  by  the  sheriflF  of  the  county  without 
a  warrant  and  returned  to  the  hospital  to  which  he  was  com- 
mitted. He  is  in  the  full  sense  of  the  term  a  prisoner  serving 
his  sentence,  who  is,  by  reason  of  his  good  conduct,  not  kept  in 
close  confinement  but  permitted  to  go  beyond  the  walls  or 
grounds  of  the  institution  to  which  he  is  sentenced.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  parole  is  to  benefit  the  patient  and  to  aid  his  recovery 
from  the  disease  of  which  he  is  suflfering.  It  is  a  method  fixed 
by  the  legislature  for  restoring  the  patient  to  health. 

It  was  undoubtedly  the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  enacting 
the  chapter  referred  to,  to  provide  that  the  governor  should 
grant  to  such  a  patient  the  liberty  of  going  away  from  the  insti- 
tution to  which  he  was  committed  during  the  term  of  his  sen- 
tence, and  to  remain  away  from  the  same  so  long  as  he  did  not 
violate  the  terms  of  his  parole,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  sentence  imposed  by  the  court. 

The  wisdom  of  this  provision  is  obvious. 

Under  this  construction  of  the  statute  and  the  rules  of  law 
governing  questions  of  this  character,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
where  a  patient,  who  has  been  committed  under  the  provision 
of  chapter  93  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly, 
is  returned  to  the  hospital  for  a  violation  of  the  conditions  of 
his  parole,  he  must  be  discharged  at  the  end  of  the  term  fixed 
by  the  original  order  of  commitment,  and  that  he  can  not  be 
detained  in  the  hospital  for  a  longer  period  including  the  time 
of  his  parole  than  that  for  which  he  was  committed  by  the  judge 
of  the  district  court. 

As  supporting  the  view  which  I  have  taken  of  this  question 
I  call  attention  to  Woodzvard  v.  Mhrdock,  124  Tnd.,  439,  and 
Fuller  V,  State,  122  Ala.,  32.

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Minor — Public  Office— A  public  elective  oflBce  can  only 
be  filled  by  a  qualified  elector,  and  a  minor  is  not 
eligible  thereto. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  verbal  request  for  an  opinion  as 
to  whether  a  minor  is  eligible  to  be  elected  to  the  office  of  county 
superintendent,  I  submit  the  following: 

Section  i  of  article  II.  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  pro- 
vides : 

"Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this 
state  six  months  next  preceding  the  election,  and  of  the 
county  in  which  he  claims  his  vote  sixty  days,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  vote  at  all  elections  which  are  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  authorized  by  law." 

In  the  case  of  the  State  v.  Van  Beek,  87  Iowa,  569,  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  state,  in  passing  upon  the  question  of  the 
right  of  an  alien  to  hold  office  under  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision, said: 

"Our  first  inquiry  is,  whether  an  alien  can  hold  the  office 
of  sheriflf  under  the  laws  of  Iowa.  There  is  no  provision 
in  our  constitution  or  statute  upon  that  subject,  yet  it  is 
certainly  a  fundamental  principle  of  our  government  that 
none  but  qualified  electors  can  hold  an  elective  office  unless 
otherwise  specially  provided.  This  precise  question  was 
passed  upon  in  State  v.  Smith,  14  Wis.,  497.  Smith,  an 
alien,  who  had  been  elected,  was  holding  the  office  of  sher- 
iflf without  being  naturalized.  In  speaking  of  our  form 
of  government  the  court  says:  *As  to  all  such  govern- 
ments it  is  an  acknowledged  principle  which  lies  at  the  very 
foundation,  and  the  enforcement  of  which  needs  neither 
aid  of  statutory  nor  constitutional  enactments  or  restric- 
tions, that  the  government  is  instituted  by  the  citizens  for 
their  liberty  and  protection,  and  that  it  is  to  be  adminis- 
tered, and  its  powers  and  functions  exercised,  only  by  them 
and  through  their  agents.'  After  reasoning  with  marked 
ability  upon  the  question  the  court  said  in  conclusion :  *We 
entertain  no  doubt,  upon  the  facts  stated  in  the  complaint, 
that  the  defttdant  was  ineligible.'  " 
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Under  the  principles  announced  by  the  court,  it  is  clear  that 
a  minor  is  ineligible  to  the  office  of  county  superintendent.  The 
office  is  an  elective  one,  and  can  only  be  filled  by  a  qualified 
elector,  unless  there  is  a  statutory  provision  to  the  contrary. 
There  is  no  provision  of  our  statute  which  permits  an  infant 
to  hold  an  elective  office  in  this  state.  He  is  not  a  qualified 
elector,  and  therefore  clearly  ineligible.

Taxation— Public  Highway— Bridge-Approach — A  con- 
tinuous embankment  or  trestle  necessary  for  access  to 
a  bridge  is  a  part  of  the  bridge  and  should  be  assessed 
by  the  assessor  of  the  local  taxing  district  in  which  it 
is  situated,  and  not  by  the  executive  council. 

Dear  Sir — Complying  with  the  request  of  the  executive 
council,  as  communicated  by  you,  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  easterly  approach  of  the  bridge  across  the  Missouri  river  at 
Sioux  City,  Iowa,  should  be  assessed  by  the  executive  council 
as  a  part  of  the  railway  which  passes  over  the  bridge,  or  be 
assessed  by  the  local  authorities  as  a  part  of  the  bridge,  I  sub- 
mit the  following: 

Since  the  reference  of  this  matter  to  me  alx)ut  a  year  ago,  evi- 
dence as  to  the  physical  construction  of  the  easterly  approach  of 
this  bridge,  and  of  its  length  and  height,  has  been  submitted  to 
me  by  the  railway  company.  I  find  from  such  evidence  that  the 
bridge  across  the  Missouri  river  at  the  point  named  is  sixty  feet 
above  the  ordinary  water  level,  and  that  the  approach  by  which 
such  bridge  is  reached  is  constructed  of  an  embankment  and 
trestle  work  beginning  at  the  center  of  Leach  street  in  Sioux 
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City,  and  extending  to  the  main  structure  of  the  bridge.  The 
length  of  this  approach  is  eighty-six  one-hundredths  (.86)  of  a 
mile,  and  in  that  distance  it  ri^es  from  the  level  of  the  railway 
track  to  a  height  of  sixty  feet,  and  is  the  approach  by  which  the 
main  structure  of  the  bridge  across  the  river  is  reached  from  the 
easterly  side. 

It  is  universally  held  by  the  courts  of  this  country  that  a  con- 
tiguous embankment  or  trestle  necessary  to  access  to  a  bridge  is 
a  part  of  the  bridge,  and  this  rule  has  been  adopted  by  the  courts 
of  this  state.  It  is  true  that  the  question  as  to  what  constitutes 
a  bridge  is  one  of  fact  rather  than  law ;  but  when  the  facts  estab- 
lish that  an  approach,  constructed  either  of  an  earth  embank- 
ment or  frame  trestle  work,  is  necessary  to  access  to  the  bridge, 
such  approach  has  always  been  held  a  part  of  the  bridge  itself.. 

The  evidence  in  this  matter  clearly  establishes  that  the  em- 
bankment which  begins  at  the  center  of  Leach  street  in  the  city 
of  Sioux  City,  and  extends  from  that  point  to  the  main  structure 
of  the  bridge  (a  distance  of  .86  of  a  mile,  and  which  within 
that  distance  rises  to  a  height  of  sixty  feet),  is  an  approach 
necessary  to  access  to  the  bridge ;  and  being  an  approach  of  that 
character,  it  must  be  held  to  be  a  part  of  the  bridge  and  not  a 
part  of  the  railway. 

This  approach  being  a  part  of  the  bridge  and  not  a  part  of  the 
railway,  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  assessed  by  the  local  assessor 
(>f  the  district  in  which  it  is  situated,  and  not  by  the  executive 
council.

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Extradition — fugitive  prom  Justice— Where  a  person 
leaves  a  state  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  affairs,  with- 
out any  knowledge  that  he  has  committed  a  crime 
against  its  laws,  and  lives  for  a  long  number  of  years 
in  other  states  of  the  Union  without  any  attempt  of 
concealment,  he  ceases  to  be  a  fugitive  from  justice, 
although  such  a  status  may  have  attached  to  him  when 
he  left  the  state  whose  laws  are  claimed  to  have 
been  violated. 

Sir — ^I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communica- 
tion of  the  1 2th  inst.,  containing  a  request  that  I  examine  the 
requisition  made  by  the  governor  of  Kentucky  for  the  extradi- 
tion of  J.  D.  Wurtsbaugh,  together  with  the  evidence  attached 
to  the  requisition,  and  advise  you  as  governor  of  the  state 
whether  in  my  opinion  such  requisition  should  be  honored  and 
Wurtsbaugh  returned  to  the  state  of  Kentucky  for  trial  for  the 
offense  claimed  to  have  been  committed  in  that  state.  In  re- 
sponse to  such  request  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  opinion : 

The  facts  in  the  case,  as  disclosed  by  the  undisputed  evidence, 
are  these: 

On  the  27th  day  of  February,  1884,  Wurtsbaugh  was  mar- 
ried to  one  Stella  A.  Rowland  in  the  state  of  Oregon,  where  he 
then  resided.  It  appears  that  Wurtsbaugh  and  his  wife  lived 
together  but  a  short  time  after  this  marriage.  Soon  after  their 
separation  his  wife  began  an  action  for  a  divorce  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Oregon  and  a  decree  was  entered  in  the  case  on  the  22d 
day  of  April,  1885.  After  the  separation  of  Wurtsbaugh  from 
his  wife  he  left  the  state  of  Oregon  and  went  to  the  town  of 
Columbia  City  in  Indiana,  where  he  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law.  While  there  he  was  informed  by  a  letter  written  to  him 
by  a  friend  who  resided  in  Lane  county,  Oregon,  that  his  wife 
had  obtained  a  divorce  from  him. 

I  think  the  evidence  fairly  shows  that  he  l^elieved  this  infor- 
mation to  be  true,  as  he  knew  the  action  was  pending  against 
him,  and,  as  he  made  no  defense,  had  reason  to  believe  that  the 
court  would  render  a  decree  of  divorce  in  favor  of  his  wife  when 
ihe  cause  was  heard. 
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After  receiving  this  information  and  on  the  ist  day  of  April, 
1885,  and  twenty-one  days  before  the  decree  of  divorce  was 
rendered  in  the  case  brought  by  his  wife  in  the  Oregon  court, 
he  went  to  the  city  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  for  the  purpose  of 
marrying  one  Terressa  E.  Jones.  He  and  Terressa  E.  Jones  were 
married  on  the  evening  of  the  ist  day  of  April,  1885,  ^"^  the  next 
morning  they  left  the  state  of  Kentucky  together  as  husband 
and  wife  and  went  to  the  town  of  Columbia  City,  Jnd.,  where 
they  lived  together  for  several  years.  They  then  separated  and 
Wurtsbaugh  began  an  action  for  a  divorce,  his  wife  filed  a  cross 
petition  in  the  same  action  upon  which  a  divorce  was  granted 
to  her  by  the  court.  After  this  divorce  was  granted,  Wurts- 
baugh continued  to  live  in  Columbia  City,  Ind.,  until  August, 
^893,  when  he  left  Indiana,  went  to  the  state  of  Nebraska,  and 
came  from  Nebraska  to  Iowa  in  1897,  where  he  has  since 
resided. 

Under  these  facts  two  questions  arise,  both  of  which  must 
be  determined  in  the  affirmative  before  a  requisition  for  a  return 
of  Wurtsbaugh  to  Kentucky  should  be  honored. 

First — Did  Wurtsbaugh  in  mrarying  the  prosecutrix  Ter- 
ressa E.  Jones  commit  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
Kentucky  ? 

Second— li  he  did  commit  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Kentucky  by  such  marriage,  is  he  now  a  fugitive  from 
justice  within  the  meaning  of  the  federal  constitution? 

I  think  it  may  be  fairly  said  that  at  the  time  Wurtsbaugh 
married  Terressa  E.  Jones  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  be  believed  that 
his  Oregon  wife  had  obtained  a  divorce  from  him  and  that  he 
was  free  to  marry,  and  that  he  did  not  knowingly  or  intention- 
ally commit  the  oflfense  of  bigamy.  While  it  has  been  held  in 
some  of  the  states  that  if  a  man  or  woman  marries,  honestly 
believing  that  a  former  wife  or  husband  had  been  legally  di- 
vorced, and  that  no  impediment  existed  to  a  second  marriage, 
the  person  so  marrying  can  not  be  convicted  of  the  crimje  of 
bigamy,  for  the  reason  that  the  intent  to  commit  such  crime  is 
wholly  lacking.  This,  however,  is  not  the  law  of  the  state  of 
Kentucky,  as  it  has  been  held  by  the  supreme  court  of  that  state 
that  the  intent  is  not  necessary  to  the  commission  of  the  offense; 
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and  under  the  decisions  of  that  state  Wurtsbaugh  was  guilty  of 
the  crime  of  bigamy  when  he  married  Terressa  Jones,  as  he  then 
had  another  wife  living  from  whom  he  had  not  been  divorced. 
Is  Wurtsbaugh  now  a  fugitive  from  justice? 

The  federal  constitution  provides   : 

"  *  *  *  a  person,  charged  -in  any  state  with 
treason/  felony  or  other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice 
and  be  found  in  another  state,  shall,  on  deinand  of  the  exec- 
utive authority  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered 
up  to  be  removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
crime." 

Whether  a  person  charged  with  a  crime  who  is  found  in  an- 
other state  than  that  in  which  the  charge  is  made  is  a  fugitive 
from  justice,  is  a  question  of  fact  rather  than  a  question  of  law. 
The  undisputed  evidence  submitted  in  this  case  shows  that 
Wurtsbaugh  l:)elieved  he  had  the  legal  right  to  marry  Terressa 
Jones,  and  did  not  know  that  he  was  committing  any  offense 
under  the  laws  of  Kentucky  at  the  time  of  such  marriage.  That 
immediately  after  the  marriage  he  returned  with  the  woman 
whom  he  married  to  the  state  of  Indiana  under  the  belief  that 
she  was  his  legal  and  lawful  wife,  and  continued  to  live  with 
her  under  such  belief  for  a  number  of  years.  His  departure 
from  the  state  of  Kentucky  was  strictly  in  accord  with  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  his  affairs,  and  the  fact  that  he  had  violated  the 
laws  of  that  state  in  marrying  the  prosecutrix  had  nothing  to 
do  with  his  leaving  the  state,  as  he  then  had  no  knowledge  that 
he  had  committed  an  offense  against  its  laws. 

Eighteen  years  have  elapsed  since  the  time  of  that  marriage 
and  his  departure  from  the  state  of  Kentucky.  During  all  or 
nearly  all  of  that  time  the  prosecutrix  has  known  his  where- 
abouts, and  it  is  only  after  he  has  failed  to  pay  a  judgment 
which  she  obtained  against  him  in  the  courts  of  this  state  that 
she  now  asks  to  have  him  delivered  up  to  the  authorities  of 
Kentucky  to  be  tried  for  the  offense  of  bigamy. 

In  Roberts  r.  Rcilly\  ii6  U.  S.,  97,  it  is  said  by  Justice 
Matthews : 

**To  lie  a  fugitive  from  justice  in  the  sense  of  the  act  of 
congress  regulating  the  subject  under  consideration,  it  is 
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not  necessary  that  the  party  charged  should  have  left  the 
state  in  which  the  crime  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed, 
after  an  indictment  found,  or  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding 
a  prosecution  anticipated  or  begun,  but  simply  that  having 
within  a  state  committed  that  which  by  its  laws  constitutes 
a  crime,  w^hen  he  is  sought  to  be  subjected  to-  its  criminal 
process  to  answer  for  his  offense,  he  has  left  its  jurisdic- 
tion and  is  found  within  the  territory  of  another/* 

When  this  statement  of  the  law  is  applied  to  the  facts  in  the 
case  in  which  the  statement  occurs,  it  will  be  found  that  it  was 
announced  by  Mr.  Justice  Matthews  where  the  person  sought 
to  be  extradited  had  knowingly  committed  a  crime  in  the  state 
of  New  York  and  was  afterward  found  in  the  state  of  Georgia. 
The  question  of  the  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  an  offense, 
or  the  intention  to  commit  an  offense  by  the  person  sought  to 
be  extradited  did  not  arise  in  the  case,  and  what  is  said  by  the 
learned  judge  can  only  be  held  as  applicable  to  a  case  resting  upon 
facts  similar  to  those  in  Roberts  v.  Reilly.  This  doctrine  has 
not  been  applied  to  cases  where  a  person,  without  intent  to  do 
so,  commits  a  crime  against  the  laws. of  a  state  while  temporarily 
sojourning  therein,  and  then,  without  knowing  that  he  has  com- 
mitted a  crime,  departs  from  such  state  for  his  ordinary  and 
permanent  residence. 

In  a  case  which  came  before  Governor  Fairchild  of  Maine 
he  said : 

"Where  a  person  who  committed  a  crime  in  a  state  where 
he  was  temporarily  sojourning  departed  from  it  for  his 
ordinary  and  permanent  [residence  in  Pennsylvania,  the 
attorney-general  of  the  latter  state  advised  the  governor 
thereof  that  the  person  could  not  be  considered  a  fugitive 
from  justice  under  the  constitution  and  act  of  congress." 

And  in  the  same  case  it  is  further  said  by  that  governor: 

"Now  what  will  constitute  a  fleeing  within  the  meaning 
of  the  constitution?  Making  the  charge  in  one  state  and 
finding  the  accused  in  another  w'ill  not.  I  am  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  where  one  is  conscious  of  having  committed 
treason,  felony  or  other  crime  in  one  state,  and  leaves  that 
state  knowing  that  by  remaining  he  is  subject  to  prosecu- 
tion, a  sufficient  time  not  having  elapsed  or  other  circum- 
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stances  occurred  to  remove  all  reasonable  apprehension  of 
a  prosecution,  he  may  fairly  be  regarded  as  a  fugitive  from 
justice  within  the  meaning  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  con- 
stitution." 

In  the  Matter  of  Adams,  the  superior  court  of  New  York 
City  said: 

"If  a  man  within  a  state  secretly  commits  a  crime  and 
suddenly  departs,  the  crime  not  being  discovered  till  months 
after  his  departure,  though  he  may  have  left  for  purposes 
other  than  fleeing  from  the  justice  of  the  state  against 
which  he  offended;  yet  he  surely  might  be  treated  and  pro- 
ceeded against  as  a  fugitive  from  justice.  The  conscious- 
ness of  his  having  committed  the  crime,  of  his  being  amen- 
able to  the  laws  of  the  state  against  which  he  offended, 
might  and  would  probably  be  regarded  as  the  motive  for 
going  out  of  its  limits,  and  form  a  legitimate  basis  for  an 
executive  requisition  and  surrender." 

All  of  the  adjudicated  cases  apparently  take  into  considera- 
tion the  fact  that  the  person  sought  to  be  extradited  has  know- 
.  ingly  committed  a  crime  against  the  laws  of  the  state  to  which 
he  is  sought  to  be  returned,  as  one  of  the  elements  inducing  such 
person  to  depart  from  the  state  where  the  offense  is  claimed  to 
have  been  committed  and  to  find  an  asylum  in  another.  The 
knowledge  of  the  person  charged  with  the  crime  that  he  has 
actually  committed  an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  state  seek- 
ing his  return,  is  an  element  which  must  be  considered  by  the 
courts  in  determining  whether  he  left  the  state,  whose  laws  have 
been  violated,  for  the  purpose  of  escaping  punishment  for  the 
offense  which  he  had  knowingly  committed. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  a  person  who  is  temporarily 
sojourning  within  a  sister  state,  and  who  ignorantly  and  unin- 
tentionally violates  a  law  of  that  state  and  then,  without  know- 
ing that  he  has  committed  any  offense  against  its  laws  and  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  the  affairs  of  his  life,  departs  to  his  home 
in  another  state,  can  become  a  fugitive  from  justice. 

But  without  basing  the  conclusion  which  I  have  reached 
wholly  upon  this  proposition,  there  is  another  fact  involved 
which  to  my  mind  is  conclusive,  and  that  is  the  length  of  time 
which  has  elapsed  since  the  offense  was  committed.. 
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It  may  be  possible,  if  an  application  had  been  made  within 
a  reasonable  time  after  Wurtsbaugh  left  the  state  of  Kentucky 
to  have  him  returned  there  to  be  tried  for  the  crime  of  bigamy, 
that  such  request,  if  made  upon  the  executive  of  the  state  where 
he  then 'was,  should  have  been  honored,  and  that  he  should  have 
been  delivered  to  an  agent  of  that  state  for  return  and  trial; 
but  it  is  now  more  than  eighteen  years  since  the  alleged  offense 
was  committed.  During  all  of  that  time,  as  has  been  suggested, 
his  whereabouts  was  known  to  the  prosecutrix  and  no  attempt 
was  made  to  have  him  returned  to  the  state  of  Kentucky. 

Where  a  man  leaves  a  state  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his 
affairs,  without  any  knowledge  that  he  has  committed  a  crime 
'  against  its  laws,  and  lives  for  a  third  of  a  lifetime  in  other  states 
of  the  Union  without  any  attempt  of  concealment,  there  cer- 
tainly must  come  a  time  when  he  ceases  to  be  a  fugitive  from 
justice,  although  such  a  status  may  have  attached  to  him  when 
he  left  the  state  whose  laws  are  claimed  to  have  been  violated. 

In  a  case  of  this  character  which  came  before  Governor  Cul- 
lom  of  Illinois  in  1878,  certain  persons  were  sought  to  be 
returned  to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  commission  of  an 
offense  against  the  laws  of  that  state.  The  evidence  submitted 
showed  that  such  persons  were  residents  of  the  state  of  Penn- 
sylvania at  the  time  of  the  alleged  offense,  and  that  soon  there- 
after, and  without  any  attempt  to  conceal  their  destination,  they 
came  to  Illinois  and  took  up  their  residence  at  Springfield  in 
that  state,  where  thej'  lived  for  a  period  of  twelve  years.  That 
during  this  period  of  time  there  was  intercourse  by  correspond- 
ence and  otherwise  between  the  persons  charged  with  the  com- 
mission of  the  crime  and  their  families  and  other  persons  resid- 
ing at  the  place  where  the  crime  was  charged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted. There  was  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  persons  sought 
to  be  returned  to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  conceal  their  place 
of  residence,  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  have  them  arrested  or 
returned  to  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  for  trial  until  they  had 
lived  in  the  state  of  Illinois  for  twelve  years. 

Under  these  facts  it  was  held  by  Governor  Cullom  that, 
although  the  persons  for  whom  the  extradition  was  asked  were 
fugitives  from  justice  at  the  time  they  left  the  state  of  Penn- 
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sylvania,  the  fact  that  no  attempt  was  made  by  the  authorities 
of  that  state  to  have  them  arrested  and  returned  there  for  trial 
for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  during  which  time  they  had  been 
citizens  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  must  be  held  as  conclusive  that 
the  status  of  fugitives  from  justice  which  attached  to  them  when 
they  left  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  had  ceased  to  exist,  and  that 
they  could  not  be  so  considered  under  the  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution. 

This  decision  of  Governor  Cullom  certainly  recommends 
itself  to  the  common  sense  of  everyone  who  has  given  cases  of 
this  character  any  thought. 

It  is  unreasonable  that  the  status  of  a  fugitive  from  justice 
when  once  attached  to  a  person  for  an  offense  less  than  murder 
should  continue  during  his  natural  life,  and  particularly  so 
where  the  person  charged  did  not  know  that  he  w-as  guilty  of 
the  commission  of  a  crime.  If  he  lives  the  life  of  an  upright 
and  honest  citizen  in  the  state  to  which  he  goes,  there  certainly 
will  come  a  time  when  he  must  be  treated  as  such  by  the  author- 
ities of  the  state  of  which  he  is  a  resident.  Govet*nor  Cullom 
has  said  that  twelve  years  is  sufficient  to  remove  the  status  of 
a  fugitive  from  justice  in  Illinois,  and  it  certainly  seems  to  me 
that  eighteen  years  is  sufficient  to  remove  such  status  within 
the  state  of  Iowa  . 

It  is  repugnant  to  every  sense  of  justice  to  say  that  where  a 
ixirson  leaves  a  stat^  in  the  ordinary  course  of  his  affairs  with- 
out any  attempt  of  concealment,  and  for  eighteen  years  lives  an 
upright  life,  he  may  then  be  arrested  and  returned  to  the  state 
where  the  crime  is  claimed  to  have  been  committed  eighteen 
years  before,  to  be  put  on  trial  for  that  offense,  unless  he  is 
charged  with  murder  or  treason. 

This  view,  as  it  appears  to  me,  is  based  upon  the  soundest 
principles  of  public  policy;  that  is,  if  the  authorities  of  a  sister 
state  desire  the  arrest  and  return  of  a  fugitive  from  justice,  the 
application  therefor  must  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time 
under  all  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case  after  the  commission 
of  the  offense.  The  request  now  made  by  the  governor  of  Ken- 
tucky for  the  arrest  and  return  of  J.  D.  Wurtsbaugh  for  an 
offense  charged  to  have  been  committed  more  than  eighteen 
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years  ago  in  that  state,  does  not  fall  within  this  rule.  If  the 
authorities  of  Kentucky  desired  to  try  Mr.  Wurtsbaugh  for  the 
offense  of  bigamy,  an  application  for  his  return  to  that  state 
should  have  been  made-  with  reasonable  promptness  after  the 
offense  was  committed. 

Under  all  of  the  circumstances  of  this  case  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  Wurtsbaugh  can  not  now  be  held  to  be  a  fugitive  from 
justice  under  the  provisions  of  the  federal  constitution.  If  that 
status  ever  attached  to  him  for  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
state  of  Kentucky,  it  has  now  ceased  to  exist  because  of  the 
length  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  commission  of  the 
offense  charged. 

The  request  of  the  governor  of  Kentucky  should  not,  there- 
fore, in  my  opinion,  be  complied  with,  and  Wurtsbaugh  should 
not  be  arrested  and  returned  to  that  state  to  answer  the  charge 
preferred  against  him.  Respectfully  submitted,

INSURANCE — Foreign  Life  Insurance  Companies — Right 
TO  Transact  Business  in  the  State— Any  foreign 
insurance  company  or  other  foreign  corporation  may 
legally  invest  its  money  in  Iowa  securities  and  pur- 
chase, bold  and  deal  in  the  same,  although  it  has  not 
filed  a  certified  copy  of  its  articles  of  incorporation 
with  the  secretary  of  state,  nor  paid  the  incorporation 
fee  required  by  statute,  nor  received  a  permit  to  tran- 
sact business  within  the  state. 

Sir — Sometime  ago  the  question  as  to  whether  foreign  life 
insurance  companies  desiring  to  transact  business  within  the 
state  of  Iowa  were  compelled  under  the  statute  to  file  certified 
•copies  of  their  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  secretary  of 
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state  and  obtain  a  permit  from  him  before  transacting  any  busi- 
ness within  the  state,  Came  to  me  in  an  informal  way  and  with- 
out a  written  request  from  any  department  of  the  state  for  an 
opinion  thereon.  Since  that  time  circumstances  have  arisen 
which  make  it  desirable  that  the  question  should  be  determined 
so  far  at  least  as  the  right  of  such  foreign  corporations  to  pur- 
chase notes,  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  securities  within  the 
state  is  concerned. 

I  have  recently  received  from  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  a  letter  asking  that  I  determine 
the  question  so  that  foreign  life  insurance  companies  desiring 
to  invest  their  funds  in  Iowa  securities  may  know  whether  they 
can  legally  do  so  or  not.  I  therefore  submit  the  following 
opinion : 

Section  1637  of  the  code  provides: 

"Any  corporation  for  pecuniary  profit  other  than  for 
carrying  on  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business,  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  another  state  or  of  any  territory  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  any  foreign  country,  which  has 
transacted  business  in  the  state  of  Iowa  since  the  first  day 
of  September,  1886,  or  desires  hereafter  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  and  which  has  not  a  permit  to  do  such 
business,  shall  file  with  the  secretary  of  state  a  certified 
copy  of  its  articles  of  incorporation  duly  attested,  accom- 
panied by  a  resolution  of  its  board  of  directors  or  stock- 
holders authorizing  the  filing  thereof,  and  also  authorizing 
service  of  process  to  be  made  upon  any  of  its  officers  or 
agents  in  this  state  engaged  in  transacting  its  business,  and 
requesting  the  issuance  to  such  corporation  of  a  permit  to- 
transact  business  in  this  state;  said  application  to  contain 
a  stipulation  that  such  permit  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter." 

The  section  also  provides  that  before  such  permit  is  issued, 
the  corporation  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  state  the  same  fee 
required  for  the  organization  of  corporations  in  this  state,  and 
upon  the  filing  of  such  application  and  the  payment  of  the  fee 
fixed  by  law,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  issue  a  permit  to  the 
corporation  authorizing  it  to  conduct  and  carry  on  its  business 
w'ithin  this  state.  The  closing  provision  of  this  section  is  as 
follows : 
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"Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
any  foreign  corporation  from  buying,  selling  and  other- 
wise dealing  in  notes,  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  securi- 
ties." 

Two  questions  arise  under  this  section  of  the  statute— 

(i)  Do  the  provisions  of  the  section  requiring  all  foreign 
corporations,  other  than  those  organized  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  mercantile  and  manufacturing  business,  to  file  cer- 
tified copies  of  their  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  to  pay  the  incorporation  fee  fixed  by  statute  before 
they  are  permitted  to  transact  business  within  the  state  of  Iowa, 
apply  to  foreign  life  insurance  companies? 

(2)  Does  the  provision  of  the  section  above  quoted,  which 
permits  foreign  corporations  to  buy,  sell  and  otherwise  deal  in 
notes,  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  securities,  permit  foreign 
life  insurance  companies  which  have  not  filed  certified  copies  of 
their  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  secretary  of  state,  or 
paid  the  incorporation  fee  fixed  by  statute,  to  buy,  sell  and  deal 
in  the  class  of  securities  named  within  the  state  of  Iowa  ? 

It  is  unnecessary  at  this  time  to  determine  the  first  question 
which  arises  under  this  statute,  and,  for  reasons  which  appear 
to  me  sufficient,  I  shall  for  the  present  refrain  from  expressing 
any  opinion  in  relation  thereto. 

The  second  question  must  be  determined  by  the  construction 
given  the  last  clause  of  the  section  of  the  statute  referred  to. 
This  provision  of  the  statute  is  as  broad  as  language  can  make 
it.  It  provides  that  nothing  in  the  section  referred  to  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  any  foreign  corporation  from  buying,  sell- 
ing and  otherw-ise  dealing  in  the  class  of  securities  named.  The 
purpose  of  this  provision  was  to  permit  any  foreign  corporation 
to  legally  invest  its  money  in  Iowa  securities,  and  to  purchase, 
hold  and  deal  in  such  securities  although  it  had  not  filed  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  its  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  secretary  of 
state,  nor  paid  the  incorporation  fee  required  by  statute,  nor 
received  a  permit  to  transact  business  within  the  state. 

Foreign  life  insurance  companies  are  corporations  which 
clearly  fall  *within  the  class  named  in  this  provision  of  the  stat- 
ute, and  under  such  provision  it  is  not  necessary  that  they  should 
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file  certified  copies  of  their  articles  of  incorporation  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  or  pay  the  incorporation  fee  fixed  by 
statute,  before  they  are  permitted  to  invest  their  money  in  the 
class  of  securities  referred  to,  and  to  buy,  sell  and  deal  in  the 
same  as  they  may  see  fit.  The  right  to  do  so  is  clearly  given 
them  by  statute,  and  does  not  depend  upon  a  permit  issued  by 
the  secretary  of  state  authorizing  them  to  transact  business 
therein. 

The  right  to  buy,  sell  and  deal  in  the  class  of  securities  named 
within  the  state  of  Iowa  carries  with  it  the  absolute  right  to 
enforce  payment  of  any  notes,  bonds,  mortgages  or  other  se- 
curities owned  and  held  by  foreign  life  insurance  companies, 
and  to  purchase,  and  hold  under  foreclosure  or  judgment  sale 
any  property,  real  or  personal,  upon  which  such  notes,  bonds, 
mortgages  and  other  securities  are,  or  may  become,  a  lien. 

As  to  the  power  to  enforce  payment  of  such  securities,  and 
to  purchase  and  hold  any  property  upon  which  the  same  may 
be  a  lien,  a  foreign  corporation  has,  under  the  statute  referred 
to,  the  same  right  as  a  citizen  of  this  state.  No  other  construe 
tion  can  be  placed  upon  the  provisions  of  the  statute  quoted, 
and  under  those  provisions  it  is  clear  that  foreign  life  insurance 
companies  have  the  right  to  buy,  sell  and  otherwise  deal  in 
notes,  bonfls,  mortgages  and  other  securities  of  like  character 
within  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  to  enforce  payment  thereof,  with- 
out filing  certified  copies  of  their  articles  of  incorporation  with 
the  secretary  of  state,  or  paying  to  him  the  incorporation  fee 
fixed  by  law.  Respectfully  submitted,

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Cities  and  Towns— The  city  council  of  a  city  of  the  second 
class  has  no  power  to  confer  upon  an  individual  the 
powers  which  are  ordinarily  exercised  by  the  board  of 
public  works  in  a  city  of  the  first  class,  and  an  ordi- 
nance by  which  such  powers  are  attempted  to  be  con- 
ferred is  invalid. 

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
esteemed  favor  of  the  5th  inst.,  in  which  you  again  request 
my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
city  council  of  Webster  City  authorizing  the  appointment  of 
a  general  superintendent  who  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  public  works  within  and  for  the  city,  including  electric 
light  plant,  waterworks,  steam  heating,  streets  and  alleys 
and  all  public  improvements  operated  and  owned  by  the  city, 
with  the  power  to  purchase  all*  supplies  under  the  supervision 
of  the  purchasing  committee,  and  providing  that  all  employes 
of  the  city,  except  the  police  force,  shall  be  under  the  orders 
and  subordinate  to  such  general  superintendent. 

On  the  8th  of  October  I  wrote  a  letter  to  the  mayor  of  Web- 
ster City  in  which  I  stated  that  I  could  see  no  reason  why  the 
city  council  should  not  delegate  administrative  powers  to  a 
superintendent  of  the  electric  light  plant,  waterworks  and 
other  properties  of  that  character.  At  that  time  I  did  not 
understand  that  my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  resolution 
was  desired  upon  the  other  questions  which  arise  under  its 
provisions.  Complying  with  ycur  request,  I  now  submit  an 
opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  various  provisions  contained 
in  the  resolution. 

First — There  can  be  no  objection  to  the  city  council  appoint- 
ing a  general  superintendent  of  electric  light  plant,  water- 
works and  steam  heating  plant,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
operation  of  the  same.  Such  an  act  by  the  city  council  is  emi- 
nently proper  and  within  the  power  of  that  body.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  resolution  which  give  to  such  a  superintendent 
the  entire  charge  of  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  improvements 
of  the  city,  and  the  power  to  purchase  all  supplies,  and  make 
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all  employes  of  the  city,  except  the  police  force,  subject  to  his 
orders  and  subordinate  to  him,  are  clearly  in  excess  of  the 
powers  which  may  be  delegated  to  an  individual  by  the  city 
council  of  a  city  of  the  second  class.     Section  651  provides: 

"In  cities  of  the  first  class  the  council  at  the  first  meet- 
ing after  the  biennial  election  shall  ajqwint  a  clerk,  a  phy- 
sician, a  street  commissioner,  and  when  deemed  necessary 
a  wharf  master.  If  there  is  a  board  of  public  works  such 
board  shall  appoint  the  street  commissioner.  In  cities  of 
the  second  class  the  council  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  such 
other  of  the  above  named  officers  as  are  necessary.  *  *  *  '* 

No  authority  is  given  by  this  section-  to  appoint  a  superin- 
tendent of  streets,  alleys,  public  works  and  public  improve- 
ments by  the  city  council,  and  unless  a  street  commissioner  is 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  section  referred  to,  the 
supervision  of  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  of  the  city- 
must  be  performed  by  the  city  council  itself,  through  its 
appropriate  committee. 

It  is  said  by  Mr.  Dillon  in  his  work  upon  Municipal  Cor- 
porations : 

**T|he  principle  is  a  plain  one,  that  the  public  powers  or 
trusts  devolved  by  law  or  charter  upon  the  council  or  gov- 
erning body,  to  be  exercised  by  it  when  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  it  shall  judge  best,  can  not  be  delegated  to  others/' 

This  statement  of  the  law  by  Mr.  Dillon  is  in  harmony  with 
the  provisions  of  section  668  of  the  code,  which  provides: 

"All  legislative  and  other  powers  granted  to  cities  and 
towns  shall  be  exercised  by  the  councils,  except  those  con- 
ferred upon  some  officer  by  law  or  ordinance." 

The  law  makes  no  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a  super- 
intendent of  streets,  alleys,  public  works  and  public  improve- 
ments in  a  city  of  the  second  class,  and  it  is  beyond  the  power 
of  the  city  council  to  create  such  an  office,  to  appoint  an  in- 
cumbent thereof,  or  to  define  the  duties  of  a  person  so 
appointed. 

Second — It  is  equally  beyond  the  power  of  the  city  council 
of  a  city  of  the  second 'class    to  elect    or    appoint  any  officer, 
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whose  office  is  not  created  by  statute,  to  whom  all  of  the 
employes  of  the  city,  except  the  police  force,  are  made  subor- 
dinate. 

Section  651  of  the  code  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a 
city  clerk  and  a  physician  and  street  commissioner  when  deemed 
necessary.  Such  officers,  when  appointed  by  the  city  council, 
have  independent  duties  to  perform,  as  fixed  by  the  statute  and 
by  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  can  not  be  made  subordinate 
to  a  superintendent  of  public  works  appointed  without  author- 
ity of  statute  and  under  a  resolution  of  the  city  council. 

It  may  also  be  suggested  that  the  powers  attempted  to  be 
given  to  the  general  superintendent  by  the  resolution,  ap- 
proach very  nearly  to  those  conferred  upon  a  board  of  public 
works  in  a  city  of  the  first  class;  and  that  the  powers  which 
may  be  conferred  upon  a  board  of  public  works  in  a  city  of 
the  first  class  are  distinctly  withheld  by  statute  from  a  city 
of  the  second  class. 

It  necessarily  follows  that  any  act  or  resolution  of  a  city 
council  of  a  city  of  the  second  class,  by  which  the  powers  exer- 
cised by  a  board  of  public  works  in  a  city  of  the  first  class  are 
sought  to  be  conferred  upon  an  individual,  is  inoperative  and 
invalid. 

Under  these  principles  of  law  I  think  it  must  be  held  that 
the  provisions  of  the  resolution,  so  far  as  they  attempt  to  give 
to  such  general  superintendent  the  supervision  of  all  public 
works,  public  improvements,  streets  and  alleys  within  the  city, 
and  to  make  all  of  the  employes  of  the  city,  except  the  police 
force,  subordinate  to  him,  are  invalid. 

In  so  holding  I  do  not  mean  to  be  understood  that  the  city 
council  has  not  the  power  to  employ  a  superintendent  of 
an  electric  light  plant,  waterworks  or  steam  heating 
plant,  and  to  make  all  of  the  employes  in  such  plants  subject 
to  the  direction  and  control  of  such  superintendent;  nor  do  I 
mean  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  it  is  not  within  the 
power  of  the  city  council  to  employ  a  general  superintendent 
of  any  public*  improvement,  which  has  been  determined  upon 
ty  the  council,  and  to  give  to  such  superintendent  the  general 
supervision  of  the  completion  of  such  public  work.     The  dis- 
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tinction  is  that  in  the  one  case  there  is  an  attempt  upon  the 
part  of  the  city  council  to  delegate  its  discretionary  ix)wer  \o 
an  individual  who  is  designated  as  a  general  superintendent, 
and  in  the  other  a  general  superintendent  is  employed  simply  to 
perform  the  ministerial  duties  which  devolve  upon  the  city 
council.  Respectfully  submitted,

Insurance— An  association  organized  for  benevolent  pur- 
poses and  composed  wholly  of  members  of  one  occu- 
pation may,  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  7  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  place  itself  under  the 
supervision  of  the  insurance  department  of  the  state, 
and  when  it  does  so  must  comply  with  all  the  provi- 
sions of  such  department. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  September   loth  for 
an  opinion — 

First— Whether  the  Iowa  State  Traveling  Men's  Asso- 
ciation is  such  an  association  as,  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1798  of  the  code,  is  not  amenable  to  the  provisions  and 
requirements  of  chapter  7  of  title  IX  of  the  code. 

Second — Should  such  association  be  desirous  of  placing 
itself  under  the  supervision  of  the  insurance  department 
of  the  state  and  making  annual  reports  thereto,  is  there' 
any  legal  objection  to  its  doing  so? 

Third — Is  its  organization  such  that  it  may  properly 
be  classified  as  an  assessment  accident  association  within 
the  meaning  and  definition  of  chapter  7  of  title  IX  of  the 
code? 

Fourth — If  so,  are  its  articles  of  incorporation,  by- 
laws and  certificate  of  membership  in  harmony  with  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter? 
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I  beg  to  submit  the  following: 

First — The  association  referred  to  falls  within  the  provis- 
ions of  section  1798  of  the  code,  as  it  is  an  association  organ- 
ized solely  for  benevolent  purposes  and  composed  wholly  of 
members  of  one  occupation. 

Second —Section   1798  provides: 

"But  any  such  society  may,  by  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof  (chapter  7,  title  IX),  become  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  thereof,  in  which  event  it  may  be  amen- 
able to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  so  far  as  they  are 
applicable." 

This  provision  of  the  statute  undoubtedly  gives  the  Iowa 
State  Traveling  Men's  Association  the  right,  by  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  7  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  to 
place  itself  under  the  supervision  of  the  insurance  department 
of  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  state  and  make  annual  reports 
thereto;  but  it  must  comply  with  the  provisions  of  such  chap- 
ter before  the  insurance  department  of  the  office  of  the  auditor 
of  state  can  exercise  supervision  over  it  or  receive  its  annual  re- 
ports under  the  provisions  of  that  chapter.  If  it  desires  to  avail  it- 
self of  'the  privileges  given  by  chapter  7  of  title  IX,  it  must  com- 
ply with  the  conditions  and  provisions  of  section  1787  thereof. 
When  it  does  so,  it  then  becomes  an  assessment  insurance  asso- 
ciation, as  defined  by  section  1784,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of 
the  Twenty-eighth  Genefal  Assembly.  If  it  desires  to  do  this, 
article  2  of  its  articles  of  incorporation  should  be  amended  by 
adding  a  clause  thereto  setting  forth  that  it  is  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  conducting  an  insurance  business  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  7  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly. 

Third — I  think  in  its  present  form  of  organization  it  can 
not  properly  be  classified  as  an  assessment  accident  association 
within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  7  of  title  IX, 
and  that  its  articles  of  incorporation  should  be  amended  as  sug- 
gested and  that  its  certificate  of  membership  should  be  made 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  insurance  department 
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of  the  auditcr's  office  in  relation  to  assessment  accident  insur- 
ance associations.  Respectfully   submitted,

Banks — Investment  of  Funds— Savings  banks,  organized 
under  the  statutes  of  this  state,  are  prohibited,  from 
investing  their  funds  in  the  shares  of  stock  of  other 
banks  or  loan  and  trust  companies. 

Sir— Complying  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
right  of  a  savings  bank  organized  under  the  statutes  of  this 
state  to  invest  its  funds  in  the  capital  stock  of  another  bank  or 
trust  company  and  carry  such  stock  among  its  assets  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  its  capital,  I  submit  the 
following: 

Section  1850  of  the  code  specifies  the  kind  and  character  of 
securities  in  which  the  funds  and  capital  of  savings  banks  in 
this  state  may  be  invested,  the  first  provision  of  that  section 
bt'mg  as  follows : 

"Each  savings  bank  shall  invest  its  funds  or  capital  and 
all  moneys  deixjsited  therein  and  all  its  gains  and  profits 
only  as   follows :" 

Sulxlivision  5  of  the  section  provides: 

"ft  hiay  discount,  purchase,  sell  and  make  loans  upon 
commercial  paper,  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  drafts  or  any 
other  personal  or  public  security,  but  shall  not  purchase, 
hold  or  make  loans  upon  the  shares  of  its  capital  stock." 

The  question  whether  this  provision  i)ermits  savings  banks 
to  invest  in  the  stock  of  other  banks  arose  in  the  office  of  the  audi- 
tor of  state  in  September,  1899,  ^"^1  '^^  (.pinion  was  then  re- 
quested of  the  attorney-general  upon  the  question. 

Mr.  Milton  Remley,  then  attorney-general  of  the  state,  was 
of  the  opinion  that  the  provision  of  the  statute  quoted  did  not 
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authorize  savings  banks  to  purchase  or  invest  their  funds  in  the 
stock  of  another  bank,  and  in  his  opinion  upon  the  question  it 
is  said: 

"You  will  notice  that  the  purchase  of  stock  by  a  sav- 
ings bank,  either  of  another  bank  or  another  corporation, 
is  not  one  of  the  investments  which  the  statute  author- 
izes; hence  such  investments  are  prohibited  by  law.  The 
prohibition  is  a  wise  one.  A  savings  bank  by  investing  its 
funds  in  the  stock  of  a  national  bank  or  other  bank  in  case 
of  the  insolvency  of  such  bank  may  be  made  liable  on  the 
stock  owned  by  the  savings  bank,  and  in  case  of  the  fail- 
ure of  such  national  bank  or  other  corporation  the  savings 
bank  might  be  carried  down  with  it.  I  do  not  think  there  is 
any  question  in  regard  to  savings  banks  being  prohibited 
from  thus  investing  their  funds,  nor  can  there  be  any  reason- 
able doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  law/' 

It  may  be  urged  with  some  force  that  the  phrase,  "other  per- 
sonal or  public  security,"  in  a  broad  sense  includes  the  stock  of 
other  banks,  as  such  stock  is  a  security  of  a  personal  character  as 
distinguished  from  real  property;  but  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  phrase  was  not  used  by  the  legislature  in  the  sense 
which  includes  all  securities  which  are  of  a  personal  nature. 
TIhe  sense  in  which  the  word  "personal"  is  used  in  the  statute 
referred  to,  was  intended  to  describe  securities  containing 
a  personal  obligation,  and  as  to  which  a  personal  liability  exists. 
Shares  of  bank  or  other  corporate  stock  do  not  come  within 
this  interpretation  of  the  provision  of  the  statute,  and  in  my 
opinion  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  permit  the 
funds  of  savings  banks  to  be  invested  in  that  class  of  securities. 

An  investigation  of  the  question  leads  me  to  the  same  con- 
clusion reached  by  Mr.  Remley,  and  I  concur  in  his  opinion  in 
holding  that  savings  banks  organized  under  the  statutes  of  this 
state  are  prohibited  from  investing  their  funds  in  the  shares  of 
stock  of  other  banks  or  loan  and  trust  companies.

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Historical  Department — Supplies — The  historical  de- 
partment is  entitled  to  draw  from  the  executive  coun- 
cil postage,  stationery  and  other  supplies  required  for 
the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  department,, 
when  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  state 
library  and  historical  department. 

Sirs — Complying  with  your  request  communicated  to  me  by 
your  secretary,  Mr.  A.  H.  Davison,  for  an  opinion  whether 
the  Historical  Department  since  its  consolidation  with  the  State 
Library  is  entitled  to  draw  supplies  from  the  executive  council, 
or  whether  the  same  should  be  furnished  by  the  library,  or  being 
a  part  of  the  library  the  library  only  is  entitled  to  draw  supplies, 
I  submit  the  following: 

Section  2880  of  the  code  provides : 

**The  curator  (of  the  Historical  Department)  shall  be 
paid  an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  and  allowed 
such  assistants,  postage,  stationery  and  incidental  expenses 
as  the  trustees  may  authorize." 

Under  this  provision  of  the  statute,  and  prior  to  the  passage 
of  chapter  144  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assem- 
bly, the  Historical  Department  was  entitled  to  draw  supplies 
from  the  executive  council  under  authority  given  by  the  trustees 
and  such  right  now  exists,  unless  it  is  taken  away  from  the  de- 
partment by  a  subsequent  act  of  the  legislature. 

On  the  first  day  of  January,  1901,  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Iowa  State  Library  and  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Histor- 
ical Department  were,  by  an  act  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General 
Assembly,  which  became  a  law  on  the  13th  day  of  March,  1900^ 
consolidated  and  ceased  to  exist  as  indepnedent  boards.  The 
same  act  provides  for  the  consolidation  of  the  miscellaneous 
portions  of  the  Iowa  State  Library,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  regarded  by  the  board  as  advisable,  with  the  Historical  De- 
partment, and  vests  the  control  and  management  of  the  business 
and  affairs  of  that  department  in  the  consolidated  board. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  Historical 
Department,  provided  for  by  section  2879  of  the  code,  is  re-

I)ealed,  and  the  annual  salary  of  the  curator  is  increased  from 
twelve  hundred  to  sixteen  hundred  dollars.  In  lieu  of  the  ap- 
propriation made  to  the  Historical  E>epartment  by  section  2879 
of  the  code,  an  annual  appropriation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is 
made  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  for  the 
use  of  the  State  Library  and  Historical  Department  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  consolidated  board  of  trustees. 
The  act  does  not,  however,  abridge  the  powers  of  the  Historical 
Department,  and  the  duties,  responsibilities  and  powers  of  its 
board  of  trustees  as  the  same  existed  prior  to  the  consolidation 
are  expressly  imposed  and  conferred  upon  the  consolidated 
board. 

TJie  provisions  of  section  2880  of  the  code  are  not  repealed 
or  amended,  except  to  increase  the  annual  salary  of  the  curator. 
The  other  provisions  of  that  section,  giving  the  Historical  De- 
partment the  right  when  authorized  by  the  tnistees  to  draw 
postage,  stationery  and  other  supplies  from  the  executive  coun- 
cil, remain  in  force.  The  power  to  authorize  the  Historical 
Department  to  draw  supplies  from  the  executive  council  under 
the  provisions  of  the  section  quoted,  is  expressly  conferred  upon 
the  consolidated  board  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General 
Alssembly. 

Under  these  provisions  of  the  statute,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Historical  Department  is  entitled  to  draw  from  the  execu- 
tive council  the  postage,  stationery  and  other  supplies  required 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  that  department,  when  so 
authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  State  Library  and 
Historical  Department  of  Iowa.

To  THE  Honorable  Executive  Council  oi^  the  State  of 
Iowa. 
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Cities  and  Towns  —Corporate  Franchise— A  city  or- 
dinance which  attempts  to  confer  a  corporate  fran- 
chise upon  individuals,  a  part  of  whom  are  officers  or 
councilmen  of  the  city,  is  void  as  against  public  policy. 

Dear  Sirs — Complying  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  as 
to  the  validity  of  the  proposed  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Webster 
City  granting  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Funk  and  others  a  franchise  author- 
izing the  erection,  maintenance  and  operation  of  a  gas  plant  in 
the  city  of  Webster  City,  I  subinit  the  following: 

The  facts  as  i>resented  to  me  are  there :  That  en  the  3d  day  of 
November,  1903,  the  question  of  granting  a  franchise  authoriz- 
ing J.  M.  Funk,  C.  W.  Burleson,  J.  W.  Young,  F.  A.  Edwards, 
W.  E.  Hunter,  R.  G.  Clark,  J.  M.  Richardson,  R.  E.  Jones,  W. 
J.  Zitterell  and  George  W.  Teed,  their  associates,  successors  or 
assigns,  to  construct,  maintain,  own  and  operate  works  for  man- 
ufacturing, supplying  and  transmitting  gas,  and  to  manufacture, 
supply  and  transmit  gas  to  public  or  private  buildings,  persons, 
firms  or  corporations  in  the  city  of  Webster  City,  Iowa,  and  ad- 
jacent thereto,  for  illuminating,  fuel,  heating  and*  other  pur- 
l^oses,  was  submitted  to  the  electors  of  Webster  City,  and  that 
a  majority  of  votes  cast  at  such  election  were  in  favor  of  the 
granting  of  such  franchise. 

That  Mr.  F.  A.  Edwards,  one  of  the  j^ersons  named  in  the 
proposition  submitted,  is  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Webster  City. 

A  copy  of  the  ordinance  by  which  it  was  proposed  to  grant 
the  franchise  to  the  persons  named  was  attached  to  the  ballot 
cast  by  the  electors  in  voting  ujx)n  the  proposition. 

Subsequently  to  such  election  the  same  ordinance  w^as  presented 
to  the  city  council  for  passage  under  which  the  franchise  is 
sought  to  he  obtained  by  the  persons  named. 

The  question  vhich  arises  under  this  state  of  facts  is  whether 
it  is  within  the  power  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Webster 
City  to  adopt  a  valid  ordinance  granting  such  a  franchise  to  the 
persons  named,  when  one  of  the  grantees  is  the  mayor  of  the 
city.  The  question  is  one  not  without  difficulty,  and  in  the  ex- 
amination of  the  authorities  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  case 
directly  in  point.     I  have,  however,  reached  a  conclusion  upori 
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the  general  principles  of  law  involved,  and  will  state  that  con- 
clusion as  briefly  as  possiWe. 

Section  720  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  provides: 

'They  (the  city  council)  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
erect  and  maintain  and  operate  within  or  without  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  any  city  or  town,  heating  plants,  water- 
works, gas  works  or  electric  light  or  electric  power  plants, 
with  all  the  necessary  reservoirs,  mains,  filters,  streams, 
trenches,  pipes,  drains,  holes,  wires,  burners,  machinery, 
apparatus  and  other  requisites  of  said  works  or  plants,  and 
lease  or  sell  the  same.  They  may  also  grant  to  individuals 
or  private  corporations  the  authority  to  erect  and  main- 
tain such  works  or  plants  for  a  term  of  not  more  than 
twenty-five  years,  and  may  renew  or  extend  the  term  of 
such  grant;  but  no  exclusive  franchise  shall  be  thus  granted, 
extended  or  renewed.  No  such  works  or  plants  shall  be 
authorized,  established,  erected,  purchased,  leased  or  sold,  or 
franchise  extended  or  renewed,  unless  a  majority  of  the 
legal  electors  vote  thereon  in  favor  of  the  same  at  a  gen- 
eral or  special  election." 

Section  721  of  the  code  provides  the  manner  in  which  the 
question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors. 

The  electors  of  a  city  have  no  power  under  these  sections  of 
the  statute  to  grant  any  franchise  or  privilege  to  any  individual 
or  corporation.  They  can  only  authorize  the  power,  which  is 
lodged  by  statute  in  the  city  council,  to  be  exercised  by  that 
body.  The  power  to  grant  a  franchise  of  the  character  of  that 
under  consideration  is  conferred  upon  the  city  coimcil,  but  can 
only  be  exercised  with  the  consent  of  the  electors  of  the  city. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  attaching  of  a  copy  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  to  the  ballot  gives  no  power  to  the  city  council 
to  grant  the  franchise  which  would  not  have  been  given  had  the 
proposition  carried  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  without  the  ordi- 
nance being  attached  to  the  ballot.  The  affirmative  vote  upon 
the  proposition  is  simply  the  consent  of  the  electors  of  the  city 
that  the  city  council  may  grant  a  franchise  to  erect,  maintain 
and  operate  a  gas  plant  in  the  city  of  Webster  City,  in  which 
the  rights  of  the  public  are  properly  guarded.     The  duty  of 
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guarding  the  rights  of  the  public  by  incorporating  in  such  fran- 
chise proper  conditions  and  restrictions,  is  imposed  upon  the  city 
council  and  must  be  performed  by  that  Ixxly  in  the  exercise  of 
its  judgment  and  discretion. 

The  vital  question  is  therefore  presented :  Is  an  ordinance 
adopted  by  a  city  council,  whereby  a  valuable  franchise  is 
sought  to  be  granted  by  the  city  to  several  persons,  valid,  when 
one  of  the  grantees  is  the  mayor  of  the  city  granting  the  fran- 
chise? 

In  Tiedeman  on  Municipal  Corporations,  section  i66,  it  is 
said: 

"It  is  a  well  founded  principle  of  law  and  of  equity,  the 
justice  and  fairness  of  which  is  evident,  that  he  who  acts 
as  agent  or  trustee  can  not  be  allowed  to  make  profit  out  of 
the  transaction  in  which  he  acts,  over  and  above  the  com- 
pensation which  has  been  agreed  upon  between  him  and  his 
principal  or  the  beneficiary  of  the  trust.  The  agent  of  the 
buyer  can  not  act  at  the  same  time  as  an  agent  for  the 
vendor;  nor  can  an  agent  to  buy  be  himself  the  vendor. 

"The  opportunities  to  defraud,  and  the  judicial  convic- 
tion, that  one  can  not  act  justly  towards  his  principal,  when 
he  is  himself  interested  adversely  in  the  transaction,  .are 
the  grounds  for  holding  all  such  transactions  to  l::e  tainted 
with  fraud,  either  actual  or  constructive,  and  for  that  rea- 
son to  be  voidable  at  the  instance  of  the  principal  or  bene- 
ficiary of  the  trust,  as  the  case  may  be.  However  much 
this  rule  may  be  violated  by  municipal  and  other  public 
officials,  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  application  of  the  rule  *  > 
them,  and  the  decisions  are  numerous,  in  which  contracts 
with  municipalities,  in  which  officials  were  financially  in- 
terested, have  been  set  aside.  Thus,  when  the  mayor 
secretly  contracted  to  purchase  at  a  discount  a  large  amount 
of  municipal  debentures,  which  were  afterwards  issued  by 
ordinance,  in  the  enactment  of  which  he  was  actively  en- 
gaged, he  was  held  to  be  a  trustee  for  the  city,  to  tjie  amount 
derived  by  him  from  the  transaction." 

In  Ste^iKirt  v.  Lehigh  Valley  R.  R,  Co,,  38  N.  J.  Law,  522, 
it  is  said : 

"The  ix>sition  thus  assumed  by  the  plaintiff  rests  upon 
the  broad  principle  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  director  to  so 
deal  with  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  c6i-poration — 
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to  SO  manage  its  affairs  as  would  most  conduce  to  the  cor- 
porate interest,  and  that  he  could  not  perform  that  duty- 
while  contracting  with  it  in  his  own  behalf,  or  if  by  possi- 
bility his  own  interest  was  consistent  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  company  in  so  contracting,  yet,  so  insidious  are  the 
promptings  of  selfishness  and  so  great  is  the  danger,  that 
it  will  over-ride  duty  when  brought  into  conflict  with  it, 
that  sound  policy  requires  that  such  contracts  should  not  be 
enforced  or  regarded.  After  an  examination  of  all  the 
cases  cited,  and  such  others  as  I  have  found,  and  a  careful 
consideration  of  the  principle  and  the  results  of  regarding 
and  of  disregarding  it,  I  have  come  to  the  conviction  that 
the  true  legal  rule  is,  that  such  a  contract  is  not  void,  but 
voidable,  to  be  avoided  at  the  option  of  the  cestui  que  trust, 
exercised  within  a  reasonable  time.  I  can  see  no  further 
safe  modification  or  relaxation  of  the  principle  than  this." 

Tihe  case  of  State  v.  Consumers  Water  Co,,  28  Atl.  Rep.,  578, 
discusses  the  question  under  consideration  at  length  and  cites 
many  authorities  bearing  upon  it.  In  the  course  of  the  opinion 
it  is  said: 

'*It  is  a  fundamental  rule  applicable  to  both  sales  and 
purchases  that  an  agent  employed  to  sell  can  not  make  him- 
self the  purchaser;  nor  if  employed  to  purchase  can  he  be 
himself  the  seller.  The  expediency  and  justice  of  this  rule 
are  too  obvious  to  require  explanation.  *  *  *  Nor  is 
this  doctrine  confined  to  transactions  of  private  agents.  It 
is  applicable  wherever  the  fiduciary  relation  arises  out  of 
the  contract,  or  condition  of  agency  exists.  .  The  rule  is 
enforced  whether  the  agency  is  public,  quasi-public  or  pri- 
vate. *It  is  well  settled,'  says  Mr.  Beach,  'that  directors  or 
managers  of  corporations  and  other  companies  are  equally 
within  the  rule  which  guards  and  restrains  th^  dealings 
and  transactions  between  trustee  and  cestui  que  trust,  an 
agent  and  his  principal.  Directors  are  disqualified  from 
acting  in  the  right  and  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  of  their 
companies  at  the  same  time,  and  transactions  between 
themselves,  or  wherein  they^  are  interested,  are  voidable 
either  by  the  company  or  by  its  stockholders,  or  by  its 
creditors.'  A  director  of  a  corporation  can  not  make  for 
himself  or  for  his  own  benefit,  a  contract  which  will  bind 
the  company.  *  *  *  From  the  general  prevalence  of 
this  doctrine  in  all  classes  of  agencies  and  the  strictness 
with  which  it  has  been  held  in  this  state,  it  would  seem  that 
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aside  from  any  statutory  condemnation,  the  contract  created 
by  the  ordinance  and  its  acceptance,  is  voidable.  Tlie  sug- 
gestion that  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  was  a  legislative 
act  only,  can  not  be  entertained/' 

In  the  case  of  Stewart  v.  Lehigh  Valley  R.  R.  Co.,  above 
cited,  it  is  further  said: 

"The  vice  which  inheres  in  the  judgment  of  a  judge  in 
his  own  cause,  contaminates  the  contract;  the  mind  of  the 
director  or  trustee  is  the  forum  in  which  he  and  his  cestui 
que  trust  are  urging  their  rival  claims,  and  when  his  op- 
posing litigant  appeals  from  the  judgment  there  pro- 
nounced, that  judgment  must  fall.  It  matters  not  that  the 
contract  seems  a  fair  one.  Fraud  is  too  cunning  and  eva- 
sive for  courts  to  establish  a  rule  that  invites  its  presence. 
There  may  be  isolated  cases  in  which  the  trustee  is  willing 
to  make  a  contract  on  more  favorable  terms  for  the  cestui 
que  trust  than  any  one  ehe,  but  the  opportunities  for  self- 
advancement,  at  the  expense  of  those  whose  concerns  he 
has  in  charge,  and  under  circumstances  where  concealment 
is  easy,  are  so  much  more  numerous  than  these  isolated 
cases,  that  in  declaring  a  rule  the  latter  are  not  worthy  of 
consideration." 

The  same  principle  of  law  is  announced  in  Doll  v.  Staie,  45 
O.  St.,  449,  w^here  it  is  said: 

"To  permit  those  holding  offices  of  trust  or  profit  to  be- 
come interested  in  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  the  prop>- 
erty  for  the  use  of  the  state,  county  or  municipality  of 
which  they  are  officers,  might  encourage  favoritism  and 
fraudujent  combinations  and  practices  not  easily  detected, 
and  thus  make  such  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  pro- 
tecting those  whose  interests  are  confided  to  them,  instru- 
ments of  harm." 

The  same  doctrine  is  enunciated  in  Pickett  zk  School  District^ 
25  Wis.,  554. 

Under  the  principle  of  law  as  declared  by  these  authorities^ 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  agents  of  a  municipal  corporation  to  so  act 
as  to  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  corporation  whose  affairs 
they  are  conducting.  As  agents  of  the  corporation  they  have 
duties  to  discharge  of  a  fiduciary  character,  and  it  is  a  rule  of 
universal   application  that  no  one   having  such   dutiesj  to  dis- 
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charge  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  into  engagements  in  which  he  is 
personally  interested  conflicting,  or  which  may  conflict,  with  the 
interest  of  those  he  is  bound  to  protect.  So  strictly  is  this  prin- 
ciple adhered  to,  that  no  question  is  allowed  to  be  raised  as  to 
the  fairness  or  unfairness  of  the  contract  entered  into.  No  in- 
quiry on  that  subject  is  permitted. 

Where  a  public  franchise  is  sought  to  be  obtained  from  a 
municipal  corporation  by  a  member  of  its  council,  it  is  a  case  of 
a  trustee  of  such  corporation  dealine  wath  his  co-trustees  for 
the  benefit  of  himself.  The  real  party,  the  public,  is  absent  ex- 
cept as  represented  by  the  trustees  to  whom  its  business  has  been 
entrusted.    It  has  been  well  said: 

."The  watchful  and  eflfective  interest  of  the  director  or 
trustee  seeking  a  bargain  is  not  counteracted  by  the  equally 
watchful  and  effective  self-interest  of  the  other  party  who  is 
there  only  by  his  representatives,  and  the  wise  policy  of  the 
law  treats  all  such  cases  as  that  of  a  trustee  dealing  with 
himself.  The  number  of  the  directors  or  trustees  does  not 
lessen  the  danger  or  insure  a  security  that  the  interests  of 
the  cestui  que  trust  will  l:c  protected  The  moment  the 
directors  permit  one  of  their  number  to  deal  with  the  prop- 
erty of  the  stockholders,  they  surrender  their  own  independ- 
ence and  self  control.  If  five  directors  permit  the  sixth  to 
purchase  the  property  entrusted  to  their  care,  the  same 
thing  may  be  done  with  others  if  they  desire  it.'' 

Pickett  V,  School  District,  supra. 

Under  these  authorities  it  is  clear  that  an  ordinance  which 
seeks  to  grant  to  the  mayor  of  a  city  a  public  franchise,  is  void 
unless  there  is  some  particular  fact  or  circumstance  which  takes 
it  out  of  the  general  rule. 

Does  any  such  fact  or  circumstance  exist  in  the  case  under 
consideration? 

It  may  be  suggested  that  the  ordinance  was  or  will  be  passed 
without  the  mayor  taking  any  part  in  the  action  of  the  city  coun- 
cil.   In  my  opinion  such  fact  does  not  change  the  rule  of  law. 

In  Steivart  v.  Lehigh  Valley  R,  R.  Co.,  supra,  it  is  said : 

**Xor  is  it  proper  for  one  of  a  lx)ard  of  directors 
to  support  his  contract  with  his  company,  upon  the  ground

that  he  abstain  from  participating  as  a  director  in  the  ne- 
gotiations for  and  final  adoption  of  the  bargains  by  his  co- 
directors;  the  very  words  in  which  he  asserts  his  right, 
declare  his  wrong.  He  ought  to  have  participated,  and  in 
the  interest  of  the  stockholders.  If  he  did  not  and  they 
have  suffered  loss,  of  which  they  shall  be  the  judges,  he 
must  restore  the  rights  he  has  obtained.  He  must  hold 
against  them  no  advantage  that  he  has  got  through  neglect 
of  his  duty  toward  them." 

It  may  be  said  that  under  our  statute  a  mayor  of  a  city  of  the 
second  class  is  not  a  member  of  the  council.  He  is,  neverthe- 
less, by  virtue  of  his  office,  a  trustee  of  the  corporation  and 
charged  with  the  duty  of  affirmative  action  in  the  protection  of 
the  rights  of  such  corporation;  and  in  this  respect  he^  stands 
upon  the  same  footing  as  the  members  of  the  city  council.  It 
is,  to  say  the  least,  as  much  his  duty  as  that  of  any  member  of 
the  city  council  to  see  that  the  rights  of  the  public  are  fully 
guarded  and  protected  when  a  franchise  is  granted  by  the  city 
to  private  individuals.  If  he  is  the  grantee  in  such  franchise,  he 
is  at  once  placed  in  a  position  where  his  personal  interests  are 
opposed  to  the  interests  of  the  city.  It  is  to  his  interest  to  ob- 
tain a  grant  from  the  city  as  free  from  restrictions  as  possible, 
and  in  determining  whether  the  restrictions  which  are  incor- 
porated in  the  proposed  franchise  properly  protect  the  interest 
of  the  public,  be  becomes  a  judge  in  his  own  cause. 

A  judge  can  not  hear  and  decide  his  own  case  or  one  in  which 
he  is  personally  interested.  He  may  decide  it  conscientiously 
and  according  to  law;  that  is  not  enough.  The  law  will 
not  permit  him  to  reap  a  personal  advantage  from  an  official 
act  performed  in  favor  of  himself.  Nor  will  it  permit  him  to 
reap  any  advantage  from  a  transaction  wherein  he  has  failed 
to  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

It  is  the  duty  of  a  mayor  of  a  city  to  be  present  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  city  council,  to  take  part  in  the  deliterations  of  that 
body,  and  as  far  as  li^s  within  his  power  to  protect  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  public.  He  can  not,  therefore,  legally  put 
himself  in  the  position  of  asking  a  grant  of  a  franchise  from  the 
city,  and  at  the  same  time  assent  to  that  grant  by  either  affirma- 
tive or  negative  action. 
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It  may  be  suggested  that  the  vote  of  the  elector's  of  the  city 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  ratification  of  the  action  of  the  city  council 
given  in  advance,  and  this  position  has  some  slight  support  in  the 
case  of  Beatty  v.  North-West  Transportation  Co.,  decided  by  the 
House  of  Lords  upon  an  appeal  from  the  supreme  court  of  Can- 
ada— 12  Appeal  Cases,  589;  but  a  careful  reading  of  that  case 
clearly  shows  that  the  principle  announced  by  the  House  of 
Lords  is  not  applicable  to  the  question  under  consideration. 

The  vote  of  the  electors  of  Webster  City  consenting  that  a 
franchise,  should  be  granted  by  the  city  council,  in  nowise 
relieves  the  mayor  or  any  member  of  the  council  of  that  city 
from  his  duty  to  fully  protect  fhe  interests  of  the  public. 

In  the  case  referred  to,  one  of  the  directors  of  a  private  cor- 
poration made  a  bargain  with  the  other  directors  to  sell  a  steam 
ship  to  the  corporation.  The  question  whether  such  purchase 
should  be  made  was  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  the  corpora- 
tion at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  and  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  voted  in  favor  of  the  purchase.  This  vote 
was  held  to  be  a  ratification  by  the  stockholders  of  the  contract 
between  the  director  and  his  co-directors  for  the  purchase  of  the 
ship.  No  such  ratification  is  involved  here.  The  vote  of  the 
electors  of  the  city  of  Webster  City,  consenting  that  the  city 
council  may  grant  a  franchise  for  the  erection,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  a  gas  plant  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  gas  to  the 
city  and  its  inhabitants,  can  not  be  held  to  authorize  such  grant 
to  be  made  to  the  mayor  or  any  trustee  of  the  city. 

The  ordinance  by  which  such  franchise  is  proposed  to  be 
granted  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  to  other  persons,  if  adopted 
by  the  city  council,  must,  in  my  opinion,  be  held  to  be  void  as 
against  public  policy.  Respectfully  submitted,

Webster  Citv,  Iowa. 
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Insurance— Guarantee  Fund — A  mutual  fire  insurance 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  has 
power  to  provide  a  guarantee  fund.  Such  guarantee 
fund  should  be  raised  by  obligations  of  the  guarantors 
upon  which  assessments  can  be  made  by  the  board  of 
directors.  The  financial  statement  of  the  company 
should  show  the  amount  of  the  guarantee  fund  secured 
to  be  paid,  and  the  amount  advanced  and  not  repaid 
should  be  returned  as  a  debt  in  such  statement.  The 
guarantors  to  such  fund  are  not  stockholders  of  the 
company,  and  the  guarantee  fund  cannot  be  treated 
as  a  part  of  its  capital  stock. 

Sir — Complying  with  your  request  of  the  12th  ult.,  I  here- 
with submit  my  opinion  upon  the  questions  contained  in  your 
letter  of  that  date.  Tliese  questions  will  be  taken  up  in  a  slightly 
different  order  than  that  in  which  they  are  presented  in  your 
letter. 

First — (i)  The  fourth  question  upcn  which  my  opinion  is 
requested  is: 

"What  power,  if  any,  does  a  mutual  fire  insurance  com- 
pany, organized  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  4  of  title 
IX  of  the  code,  possess  to  provide  for  a  so-called  guarantee 
fund?  And  how  should  such  guarantee  fund,  if  authorized, 
be  raised,  and  how  should  it  be  treated  in  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  company? 

The  power  of  a  mutual  fire  insurance  company,  organized 
under  chapter  4  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  to  provide  for  and  create 
a  guarantee  fund,  will  l>e  first  considered. 

This  question  first  arose  in  this  state  in  the  case  of  Berry  v. 
Anchor  Mutual  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  94  Iowa,  135.  The  articles  of 
incorporation  of  that  comi)any  provided  that  there  should  be  a 
guarantee  fund  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
which  should  l)e  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  ciollars  each, 
and  that  the  fund  might  be  increased  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  stockholders.     That  it  should  be  secured  by  the  obligatiors 
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of  the  contributors,  to  be  known  as  guarantee  fund  notes,  which 
should  be  subject  to  assessment  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  losses 
and  expenses  of  the  company  when  there  was  not  sufficient 
money  in  the  fund  created  for  that  purpose  to  pay  such  losses 
and  expenses  at  the  time  the  same  became  due  and  playable. 

It  was  insisted  in  that  case  that  such  guarantee  fund  notes 
are  not  recognized  or  provided  for  by  the  statute,  and  that  the 
same  were  void.  In  passing  upon  the  question  of  the  power  of 
a  mutual  fire  insurance  company  to  create  such  a  guarantee 
fund,  and  to  take  obligations  upon  which  assessments  could  be 
made  when  it  became  necessary  to  pay  losses  or  expenses  out  of 
such  guarantee  fund,  the  court  said : 

"We  do  not  find,  however,  that  the  creation  of  a  guaran- 
tee fund  is  itself  illegal.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  statute  to 
afford  to  the  members  of  insurance  companies  indemnity 
against  loss.  Provision  is  made  for  accumulating  and 
investing-  funds,  and  while  it  is  not  the  intent  of  the  law 
that  accumulations  for  mutual  companies  shall  be  made  for 
permanent  investment,  yet  it  is  in  harmony  with  its  provis- 
ions to  provide  funds  for  such  demands  as  can  not  be  met 
within  a  reasonable  time  by  the  assessments  for  which  the 
law  in  terms  provides.  In  the  absence  of  restriction,  cor- 
porations have  the  implied  power  to  do  whatever  is  neces- 
sary or  proper  to  carry  on  the  business  for  which  they  were 
organized.  *  *  *  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  guarantee 
fund  notes  which  are  designed  to  furnish  money  to  the  com- 
pany for  temporary  use,  in  paying  its  legitimate  expenses 
and  losses,  which  is  to  be  refunded  from  money  realized 
from  assessments  duly  made  on  obligations  given  by  mem- 
bers for  insurance,  may  be  entirely  in  harmony  w-ith  the 
purposes  of  a  mutual  insurance  company  and  the  statute 
under  which  it  exists  and  does  business,  and  that  when 
notes  are  given  for  such  a  purpose  they  are  valid.*' 

Tllie  question  again  arose  in  Corey  v,  Sherman,  96  Iowa,  114, 
and  the  principle  announced  in  Berry  v.  Anchor  Ins,  Co.  was 
there  affirmed. 

It  again  came  before  the  court  in  Smith  v.  Sherman,  113 
Iowa,  601,  in  which  it  is  said: 

"In  Berry  v.  Ins.  Co.,  94  Iowa,  135,  and  in  Corey  z. 
Sherman,  it  was  held  that  such  guarantee  fund  was  not 
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inconsistent  with  the  organization  or  purpose  of  a  mutual 
insurance  company.  In  view  of  these  decisions  it  is  cleir 
that  the  creation  of  such  fund  does  not  in  any  way  change 
the  character  of  the  insurance  organization  from  that  of  a 
purely  mutual  company  to  that  of  a  joint  stock  company^ 
and  it  must  logically  follow  that  the  only  liability  incurred 
by  the  defendants  when  they  subscribe  to  such  fund  was- 
for  the  advancement  of  such  sums  as  might  from  time  to 
time  be  called  for  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  that  they 
are  not  on  account  of  such  subscription  liable  to  plaintiff  as 
stockholders  owing  unpaid  subscriptions." 

Under  the  authority  of  these  decisions,  it  is  within  the  power 
of  a  mutual  fire  insurance  company,  organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  4  of  title  IX  of  the  code,  to  create  and 
maintain  a  guarantee  fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  expenses  of  the  company  and  its  losses  when  there  is  not 
sufficient  money  in  the  funds  provided  for  such  purpose  to  meet 
such  expenses  or  losses.  Such  fund  can  not,  however,  be  made 
any  part  of  the  working  capital  of  the  company,  and  may  prc^- 
erly  be  designated  an  emergency  fund  to  be  drawn  upon  only 
when  the  money  received  from  assessments  is  insufficient  to  pay 
losses  or  expenses  of  the  company  when  due;  and  all  money 
obtained  from  such  guarantee  fund  is  to  be  r^arded  as  a  mere 
temporary  advancement  or  loan  to  be  refunded  upon  the  order 
of  the  directors  of  the  company. 

(2)  How  should  such  guarantee  fund  be  raised,  and  how 
should  it  be  treated  in  the  financial  statement  of  the  company  ? 

It  should  be  provided  for  and  raised  by  obligations  of  the 
guarantors  upon  which  assessments  can  be  made  by  the  board 
of  directors  as  the  necessity  of  the  company  may  demand.  Such 
obligations  may  be  in  the  form  of  a  promissory  note  or  other 
written  contract  whereby  the  guarantors  bind  themselves  to  pay 
such  assessments  as  may  be  legally  made  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors of  the  company  for  the  benefit  of  the  gtiarantee  fund,  and 
it  may  be  very  properly  provided  by  the  articles  of  incorpora- 
tion, or  its  by-laws,  that  the  guarantors  shall  receive  a  legal  rate 
of  interest  upon  the  money  so  advanced  b>'  them  upon  their 
obligations. 
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The  persons  giving  such  obligations  do  not  thereby  become 
stockholders  or  members  of  the  association.  They  simply  guar- 
antee the  payment  of  the  losses  and  expenses  of  the  company  to 
the  extent  of  the  obligation  given,  and  are  creditors  of  the  com- 
pany to  the  extent  of  the  amount  of  money  advanced  by  them 
upon  such  obligations.  In  other^  words,  all  money  advanced  to 
the  guarantee  fund  of  the  association  is  a  loan  which  must  be 
repaid  by  the  company  to  the  guarantors  with  such  legal  rate 
of  interest  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  company  should  show  the 
amount  of  the  guarantee  fund  secured  to  be  paid  bv  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  guarantors ;  and  the  amount  advanced  by  them  and 
not  repaid  should  be  treated  as  a  debt  owing:  by  the  association 
to  the  guarantors,  and  so  returned  in  its  financial  statement 
made  to  the  auditor  of  state. 

Second — "Is  article  VI  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of 
the  said  company  *  *  *  in  conformity  with  law,  and 
may  the  powers  therein  assumed  be  exercised  by  the  com- 
pany ?" 

Article  VI  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  company 
provides : 

"For  the  purpose  of  promptly  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  expenses  incident  to  organization  and  any  losses 
and  expenses  that  may  be  subsequently  incurred  that  the 
money  on  hand  realized  from  assessments  will  not  promptly 
pay,  a  guarantee  fund  is  hereby  provided  to  be  created  not 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  divided  into  shares  or 
portions  of  one  hundred  dollars,  each  par  value,  for  which 
certificates  shall  be  issued  signed  by  the  president  and  sec- 
retary of  the  company,  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled 
thereto,  which  said  certificates  may  be  transferred  by 
assignment  on  the  books  of  the  company  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  not  otherwise.  The  holders  of  such  shares  shf.ll 
be  members  of  this  company  during  the  time  the  certificates 
are  held.  Such  certificates  shall  be  subject  to  assessment 
by  the  board  of  directors  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  ten 
per  cent  when  the  company  is  fully  organized  and  ready 
for  business,  and  be  subject  to  such  future  assessments  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary  ; 
but  no  assessment  can  be  made  for  a  greater  amount  than 
17 
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ten  per  cent  of  the  face  value  of  certificates  outstandings 
nor  can  an  assessment  be  made  oftener  than  once  in  three 
months,  nor  can  the  certificate  be  assessed  in  total  amount  to 
exceed  the  face  value  thereof,  nor  can  assessments  be  made 
for  any  other  purpose  than  as  a  temporary  advancement  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  losses  and  expenses,  and  shall  be 
repaid  with  interest- at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  moneys  realized  from  assessments  upon  pledges  of 
its  members  for  insurance  and  for  premiums.  The  board  of 
directors  may  at  their  discretion  pay  up  all  or  any  portion 
of  the  moneys  advanced  on  certificates  of  the  guarantee 
fund  and  retire  such  certificates  or  any  part  thereof." 

This  article  does  not  in  my  opinion  conform  to  the  laws 
authorizing  the  organization  of  mutual  fire  insurance  companies, 
and  the  creation  of  a  guarantee  fund  to  be  used  for  the  payment 
of  Icjsses  or  expenses  in  cases  of  emergency. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  value  of  such  guarantee  fund  depends 
whi^lly  upon  the  financial  responsibility  of  the  guarantors.  The 
law  does  not  contemplate,  nor  does  it  in  my  opinion  permit  a 
guarantee  fund  of  this  character  to  be  accumulated  and  invested 
by  a  mutual  insurance  company.  Nor  does  it  permit  the  guar- 
antors of  such  fund  to  pay  the  entire  amount  into  tlie  treasury 
of  the  company  and  receive  interest  or  dividends  thereon.  Guar- 
antors may  be  called  upon  by  the  directors  to  advance  money  to 
the  association  when  the  amount  received  from  assessments  upon 
its  members  and  from  other  sources  is  insufficient  to  meet  the 
losses  and  expenses  of  the  company  when  due,  and  they  would 
be  entitled  to  interest  upon  such  advancements  until  repaid  by 
the  association. 

Under  article  VI  above  quoted,  no  obligation  is  given  by  any 
guarantor  for  the  payment  of.  such  assessments  as  may  be  made 
upon  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  guarantee  fund.  The  holders 
of  <he  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  article  VI  are 
only  personally  liable  so  long  as  they  are  the  owners  of  such 
certificates.  It  is  true  that  the  article  provides  that  such  certifi- 
cates may  be  assessed  to  the  amount  of  their  face  value,  but  the 
manner  in  which  they  are  issued,  and  the  ease  with  which  they 
can  be  transferred,  make  the  power  of  such  assessment  of  little 
financial  value.    The  certificates  may  have  been  originally  issued

by  the  company  to  persons  of  financial  responsibility,  and  after- 
ward assigned  and  transferred  to  others  who  are  not  financially 
responsible,  and  from  whom  no  assessment  could  be  collected. 

Closely  connected  with  the  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  com- 
pany to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  article  VI,  is  the  question 
\vhether  the  certificate  issued  by  the  company  is  of  the  character 
and  form  authorized  to  be  issued  by  mutual  insurance  compan- 
ies for  the  creation  of  a  guarantee  fund. 

The  certificate  provides  upon  its  face  that  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  is  issued  is  the  owner  of  a  certain  number  of  fully  paid 
shares  of  the  g^uarantee  fund  of  the  American  Mutual  Fire  In- 
surance Company,  and  is  in  form  and  substance  a  stock  certifi- 
cate issued  by  a  stock  company.  It  contains  no  obligation  on 
the  part  of  the  holder  to  pay  any  sum  into  the  guarantee  fund 
upon  the  call  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  whatever  obligation 
exists  is  created  by  the  articles  of  incorporation,  which  provide 
for  an  assessment  upon  the  holder  of  such  certificate.  Across 
the  face- of  the  certificate  is  printed  an  agreement  on  the  part  of 
the  company  to  pay  dividends  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  per 
annum  payable  semi-annually  on  July  and  January  first  of  each 
year,  which  in  effect  makes  it  a  preferred  stock  certificate  upon 
which  an  eight  per  cent  dividend  is  guaranteed. 

It  is  only  by  referring  to  article  VJ  of  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  the  company  that  the  truth  as  to  how  such  certificate 
is  issued,  and  upon  what  its  value  rests,  can  be  obtained.  From 
the  provisions  of  that  article  it  is  clear  that  the  certificate  was 
issued  without  any  payment  being  made  by  the  holder  thereof 
at  the  time  the  same  was  issued ;  that  its  holder  was  subject  to 
an  assessment  not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  face  value  of 
the  shares  named  therein  when  the  company  was  organized; 
and  that  after  such  organization  any  holder  of  such  certificate 
might  be  assessed  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  of  the  face  value  of 
his  certificate  at  any  one  time  to  the  amount  of  the  face  value 
of  the  shares  therein  named. 

By  the  provisions  of  article  VI  and  the  certificate  issued 
thereon,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  combine  a  stock  company 
feature  with  the  business  of  a  mutual  insurance  company,  and 
to  issue  certificates  of  stock  upon  the  guarantee  fund  of  the  asso- 
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elation  as  fully  paid  when  nothingf  has  been  paid  thereon,  except 
such  assessments  as  were  made  after  the  certificates  were  issued. 
The  powers  sought  to  be  exercised  under  the  provisions  of 
article  VI  are  clearly  outside  of  those  conferred  upon  mutual . 
insurance  companies  by  the  laws  of  Iowa,  and  the  certificate 
issued  thereunder  is  not  the  proper  form  of  contract  for  the  crea- 
tion and  maintenance  of  a  guarantee  fund  of  the  association. 

Third — "If  the  company  has  authority  to  issue  these  cer- 
tificates, would  the  holders  of  such  certificates  have  any 
right  to  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company,  assum- 
ing they  are  not  policy  holders?" 

A  question  of  this  character  arose  in  the  case  of  Berry  v.  Ins, 
Co.  above  cited,  and  in  that  case  it  is  said : 

"Persons  having  insurance  in  a  mutual  insurance  com- 
pany are  members  of  it  while  their  insurance  continues  in 
force.  There  is  no  statutory  provision  making  any  one 
else  members.  Persons  contributing  to  a  guarantee  fund 
are  not,  by  reason  of  that  fact,  members  of  the  company, 
for  their  interests  are  not  thereby  made  of  the  same  char- 
acter as  those  of  persons  who  have  insurance.  Those  per- 
sons are  liable  for  their  proper  share  of  the  losses  which 
occur  while  they  are  members.  Tlie  contributors  to  the 
guarantee  fund  are  liable  for  such  losses  only  when  the 
funds  of  the  company  for  which  the  statute  provides  are 
not  sufficient  to  pay  them;  and  when  they  are  liable  it  is 
only  to  advance  money  which  is  to  be  repaid  with  interest 
when  it  can  be  raised  by  assessment  upon  pledges  of  ihe 
members  of  the  company  given  for  their  own  insurance. 
The  paramount  interest  of  guarantee  fund  holders  would 
be  to  make  profitable  investments  for  themselves,  and  to 
so  assess  pledges  given  by  members  for  insurance  as  to  pro- 
mote that  interest.  That  might  not  be  in  accord  with  the 
general  interests  of  the  company,  and  the  purposes  it  was 
designed  to  accomplish.  Therefore,  to  make  contributors 
to  the  guarantee  fund  members  of  the  corporation  and  to 
require  all  directors  to  be  selected  from  their  number,  thus 
giving  to  them  the  sole  control  and  management  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation,  is  not  only  not  authorized  by 
the  statute  in  terms,  but  is  contrary  to  its  spirit  and  intent. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  so  far  as  the  articles  of  incor- 
poration of  the  defendant  attempted  to  make  guarantee  fund 
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holders  members  of  the  corporation,  and  to  require  that  the 
directors  should  be  selected  from  them  alone,  they  are  void." 

That  this  holding  of  the  supreme  court  of  Iowa  is  in  strict 
accord  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  statute  authorizing  the 
organization  of  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  can  not  be  ques- 
tioned. The  members  of  every  mutual  insurance  company  are 
the  holders  of  its  policy  contracts.  Such  persons  are  associated 
together  under  an  incorporated  organization  for  the  mutual  pro- 
tection of  each  other.  Their  interests  are  identical  and  each 
undertakes  to  pay  his  just  proportion  of  any  loss  which  may 
be  sustained  by  any  other  member  of  the  company.  No  person 
other  than  a  policy  holder  of  such  an  association  is  or  can  be  a 
member  thereof,  and  no  person  not  a  member  of  the  association 
is  entitled  to  vote  at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  fact  that  a  person  has  given  his  obligation  upon  which 
assessments  may  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  guarantee  fund 
of  the  association,  does  not  constitute  him  a  member  of  such 
association,  nor  can  he  be  made  so  by  any  provision  of  the  arti- 
cles of  incorporation,  as  such  provision  must  be  held  to  be  abso- 
lutely void  because  in  contravention  of  the  letter  and  spirit  of 
the  statute  under  which  such  company  is  permitted  to  be  organ- 
ized. 

Fourth — "Is  not  the  form  of  certificate  submitted  of  such 
a  nature  and  character  that  the  issuance  of  the  same  by  a 
mutual  Trompany  is  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  section 
1690  of  the  code?" 

The  answer  to  this  question  has  been  suggested  in  a  previous 
division  of  this  opinion,  and  it  is  only  necessary  here  to  say  that 
the  form  of  the  certificate  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  issued 
are  not  authorized  by  the  statutes  of  Iowa,  and  that  it  is  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  section  1690  of  the  code.  It  is,  as 
has  been  suggested,  an  attempt  to  combine  the  plan  of  business 
of  a  mutual  and  a  stock  fire  insurance  company,  which  is  directly 
prohibited  by  the  section  referred  to.  The  so-called  guarantee 
fund  of  the  association  is  treated  as  a  part  of  its  capital,  and 
certificates,  which  upon  their  face  purport  to  be  fully  paid,  are 
issued  therefor.     The   fund  upon   which   these  certificates  are 
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issued  has  no  existence,  except  as  a  debt  owing  by  the  associa- 
tion to  the  persons  who  have  loaned  it  money  for  the  purpose  of 
meeting  its  expenses  and  Habilities,  and  which  should  be  paid 
from  the  proceeds  of  assessments  made  upon  its  members.  The 
issuing  of  certificates  of  stock,  under  these  circumstances,  is 
unauthorized  by  statute  and  is  clearly  illegal. 

In  conclusion  I  will  add  that  article  VI  of  the  articles  of  .incor. 
poration  of  the  association  should  be  so  amended  as  to  permit 
the  association  to  have  such  a  guarantee  fund  as  is  authorized 
under  the  statute,  if  it  desires  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  a 
fund  of  that  kind.  The  guarantors  of  such  fund  should  execute 
to  the  association  personal  obligations  upon  which  such  assess- 
ments may  be  made  and  collected  as  may  be  found  necessary  to 
meet  and  pay  the  losses  and  expenses  of  the  company  when  the 
assessment  of  the  members  of  the  association  is  insufficient  for 
that  purpose. 

All  of  the  stock  certificates  issued  by  the  company  should  at 
once  be  called  in  and  canceled,  and  the  association  required  to 
carry  on  a  strictly  mutual  insurance  business  as  provided  by 
chapter  4  of  title  IX  of  the  code.

Dear  Sir— Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  the  30th  inst. 

TIhe  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  am  required  to  give  an  official  opinion,  but  as  you  have 
written  me  for  such  information  as  I  am  able  to  furnish  conceni- 
ing  it,  I  will  reply  briefly : 

The  clerk  of  the  courts  of  Iowa  is  a  ministerial  officer,  except 
in  certain  special  instances  where  he  is  required  to  act  in  a  judi- 
cial capacity. 

Section  298  of  the  code  gives  him  the  power  to  select  his  dep- 
uty and  clerks.  He  and  his  surety  are  responsible  for  their  acts. 
He  has  the  authority  under  this  section  to  appoint  whomsoever 
he  pleases.  The  person  appointed  as  his  deputy  acts  for  him ;  or, 
in  other  words,  he  acts  through  such  deputy. 

His  choice  is  not  confined  to  any  race,  sex,  color,  age  or  pre\'i- 
ous  condition  of  servitude.  The  deputy  appointed  by  him  is  not 
a  county  officer,  and  it  is  not  necessary  that  he  or  she  should 
have  the  qualifications  of  an  elector. 

This  question  has  been  before  several  courts,  and  the  doctrine 
as  above  stated  has  met  with  approbation. 

See  Moore  v.  Graves,  3  New  Hampshire,  408;  Golding's 
Petition,  57  New  Hampshire,  146;  Jeffries  v,  Harrington,  11 
Colo.,  191 ;  Wilson  v,  Newton,  87  Mich.,  498.  The  last  case 
cited  being  directly  in  point.

A  county  is  liable  for  the  enforcement  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  board  of  health,  and  the  support  of  those 
needing  assistance.  The  persons  receiving  the  as- 
sistance are  liable  for  the  cost  thereof.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  14th  inst. 

Section  2570  of  the  code  provides  that  the  local  board  of 
health  may  make  such  provisions  as  are  best  calculated  to  pre- 
serve  the  inhabitants  against  danger  from  an  infectious  disease, 
by  removing  any  person  afflicted  therewith  to  a  separate  house, 
when  it  may  be  done  without  injury  to  his  health,  and  providing 
nurses,  needful  assistants  and  supplies,  which  shall  be  charged 
to  the  person,  or  those  liable  for  his  support,  if  able  to  pay,  and 
if  unable  it  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

Section  2571  provides: 

"All  expenses  incurred  in  the  efnforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  when  not  otherwise  provided,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  town,  city  or  township;  in  either  case,  ail 
claims  to  be  presented  and  audited  as  other  demands.  In 
the  case  of  townships,  the  trustees  shall  certify  the  amount 
required  to  pay  such  expenses,  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county,  and  it  shall  advance  the  same,  and  at  the 
time  it  levies  the  general  taxes,  shall  levy  on  the  property 
of  such  township  a  sufficient  tax  to  reimburse  the  county, 
which,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  and  belong  to  the 
county." 

Construing  these  two  sections  together,  they  in  effect  provide 
that  the  county  shall  be  liable  for  the  enforcement  of  the  regula- 
tions of  the  board  of  health,  and  the  support  of  these  needing 
assistance,  and  that  such  amount  may  be  collected  from  the  per- 
sons receiving  the  assistance,  if  able  to  pay.  If  not  able  to  pay, 
then  the  city  or  township  must  pay  back  to  the  county  in  the 
form  of  tax,  or  otherwise,  the  amount  advanced  by  the  county.

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Absbssment — Taxation— Express  Companies — Manner  of 
ascertaining  the  value  of  the  property  of  express  com- 
panies for  taxation.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  loth  inst. 

The  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon  which 
I  am  permitted  to  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same 
is  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state.  It  is 
strictly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  your  county  attorney,  who  is 
by  law  made  your  legal  adviser. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  your  county  attorney  may  not  be 
familiar  with  the  method  of  the  executive  council  in  making 
assessments  against  express  companies,  1  will  give  you  that 
method  in  brief,  without  expressing  any  opinion. 

Chapter  45  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assem- 
bly, which  provides  the  manner  of  assessing  express  companies, 
requires  them  to  make  a  complete  statement  annually  to  the 
auditor  of  all  lines,  property,  etc.,  owned  and  operated  by  such 
company,  together  with  the  amount  of  stock,  mortgages,  bonds 
and  indebtedness  of  such  company.  The  value  of  the  property 
of  the  company  is  ascertained  by  adding  to  the  aggregate  market 
value  of  all  shares  of  capital  stock  the  amount  of  the  mortgage 
indebtedness  of  the  company. 

The  executive  council  then  ascertains  the  actual  value  in  local- 
ities where  the  same  is  situated  of  the  several  pieces  of  real 
estate  and  all  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  personal  property 
situated  without  the  state  of  Iowa  and  used  exclusively  outside 
of  the  general  business  of  the  company,  and  deducts  the  value 
thereof  from  the  gross  actual  value  of  the  property  before  ascer- 
tained. Prom  the  entire  actual  value  of  the  property  within  the 
state  ascertained  by  the  executive  council,  there  sliall  be  de- 
ducted— 

First — The  actual  value  of  all  real  estate,  buildings,  machin- 
ery, appliances  and  personal  property  not  used  exclusively  in  the 
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conduct  of  the  business  within  the  state    which  arc  subject  to 
local  taxation. 

Second— Specific  properties  locally  assessed  within  the  state. 

T!he  council  then  divides  the  total  value  as  ascertained  by  the 
number  of  miles  within  the  state,  and  the  result  is  the  actual 
value  per  mile  of  the  property  of  the  company.  This  value  is 
certified  to  the  different  local  taxing  authorities  for  assessment 
and  collection  of  taxes. 

You  will  observe  that  from  the  general  aggregate  of  value 
ascertained  in  the  method  pointed  out  by  the  statute,  there  is 
first  deducted  all  property  outside  of  the  state  not  used  in  con- 
nection with  the  business. 

Third — All  property  within  the  state  not  exclusively  used 
in  connection  w^th  the  business. 

Fourth — All  property  locally  assessed  within  the  state,  so  that 
the  assessment  made  by  the  executive  council  and  certified  to 
each  local  taxing  district  dees  not  include  the  value  of  any 
property  within  such  district  which  is  not  used  in  connection 
with  the  business  of  the  company,  or  which  is  locally  taxed 
within  such  district.

Elections —Registration — A.n  oflBcer  elected  at  an  elec- 
tion held  without  registration  where  registration  is 
required  by  law,  who  qualififes  and  assumes  the  duties 
of  the  oflBce,  is  an  officer  de  facto.

Dear  Sir — ^^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  nth  inst. 
While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  one  upon 
which  I  can  not  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  it  is  referred 
to  me  by  one  of  the  deixirtments  of  the  state.  I  will  make  the 
following  suggestion : 
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There  is  a  considerable  conflict  of  authority  as  to  the  legality 
of  an  election  held  without  registration  where  registration  is 
required  by  law,  and  I  think  the  weight  is  probably  against  the 
legality  of  such  an  election.  If,  however,  there  is  no  contest 
made  as  against  the  officers  thus  elected,  and  they  qualify  and 
give  bonds  in  compliance  with  the  statute,  they  become  officers 
de  facto,  and  their  acts  are  in  all  respects  as  legal  as  though 
there  was  no  question  as  to  the  legality  of  the  original  election. 
All  elections  of  this  character  are  prima  facie  legal,  and  if  the 
time  elapses  within  which  a  contest  could  be  made,  no  question 
could  arise  as  to  the  legality  of  the  election  of  the  officers  chosen 
at  such  election  by  the  voters.  When  such  time  arrives  and  your 
successor  becomes  an  officer  de  facto  of  the  school  district,  I 
think  you  could  turn  the  funds  of  the  district  over  to  him  as  sucli 
officer  and  telieve  yourself  from  liability.

Insane  Persons — Liability  of  Estate  op  Patient  for 
Costs  and  Expenses — The  costs  incurred  in  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  condition  of  a  person  as  to  his  sanity 
or  insanity  should  be  borne  by  the  county,  and  such 
person's  estate  is  only  liable  for  bis  support.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor 
of  the  13th  inst. 

The  provisions  of  section  2297  of  the  code  only  contemplate 
that  the  cost  of  the  support  of  an  insane  patient  shail  be  charge- 
able to  his  estate. 

Section  2309  provides  that  the  cost  of  the  investigation  and 
of  conveying  the  patient  to  a  hospital  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury,  and  no  provision  is  anywhere  made  for  charg- 
ing such  cost  and  expense  to  the  estate  of  the  insane  person  or 
for  a  recovery  of  the  same  by  the  county. 
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It  seems  to  me  clear  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  legislature 
that  all  costs  and  expenses  of  investigating  the  condition  of  a 
person  against  whom  an  information  is  filed  for  insanity,  shall 
be  borne  by  fhe  county,  and  that  only  the  cost  of  his  support  is 
chargeable  to  hi*  estate.

Cembtbries— Removal  of  Bodies— The  local  authorities 
may  only  remove  bodies  from  cemeteries  without  the 
consent  of  their  friends  when  the  public  health  demands 
such  removal.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  28th  inst. 

'  The  question  of  abandoning  a  cemetery  and  removing  the 
bodies  to  another  place  is  not  without  difficulty.  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  friends  of  all  the  persons  buried  in  the  old  ceme- 
tery which  it  is  desired  to  abandon,  be  notified  and  asked  to 
remove  the  bodies  of  those  buried  at  that  place;  and  if  it  is 
impracticable  for  them  to  comply  with  such  request,  that  they 
consent  to  such  removal  by  the  trustees  of  the  township.  In  this 
way  the  bodies  could  be  removed  and  the  cemetery  abandoned 
without  incurring  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  trustees. 

Where  a  piece  of  land  is  conveyed  to  a  church  for  cemetery 
purposes,  and  is  accepted  by  the  persons  of  that  church  and  oth- 
ers, and  used  for  cemetery  purposes,  those  using  it  have  the 
right  to  have  their  friends  remain  buried  there,  unless  a  time 
shall  come  when  it  becomes  necessary,  because  of  the  increase  of 
population  or  otherwise,  to  remove  the  cemetery  to  a  less  densely 
populated  neig-hborhood.  In  such  case  the  removal  may  be 
made  by  the  proper  authorities  without  the  consent  of  the 
friends  of  those  who  are  buried;  but  unless  some  necessity  ex- 
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ists  why  such  removal  shall  be  made,  the  authorities  do  not 
ordinarily  have  the  power  to  arbitrarily  make  such  removal.

Corporations — Renewal — Pees — The  life  of  a  corporation 
can  only  be  extended  by  an  amendment  to  its  articles 
of  incorporation,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  fees 
provided  by  law .

Dear  Sir — I  see  no  way  by  which  the  State  Bank  of  Story 
County  can  renew  its  corporate  existence  without  paying  the 
renewal  fee  provided  for  by  chapter  56  of  the  acts  of  the 
Ttwenty-eighth  General  Assembly. 

When  the  bank  originally  organized  and  adopted  its  articles 
of  incorporation,  it  fixed  its  corporate  life  at  ten  years.  The 
statute  gave.it  the  power,  under  section  1618  of  the  code,  to 
create  a  corporate  existence  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twenty 
years.  Its  incorporators  elected  to  create  a  corporation  which 
should  endure  for  ten  years  only,  and  at  the  end  of  the  ten  years 
its  life  expires  by  reason  of  the  limitation  contained  in  its  arti- 
cles of  incorporation.  This  life  can  only  be  extended  by  an 
amendment  to  its  articles  of  incorporation  increasing  the  term 
of  its  corporate  existence.  This  is  a  renewal  of  a  corporation, 
the  life  of  which  has  expired  by  the  limitation  fixed  in  its  arti- 
cles, and  falls  within  the  provisions  of  chapter  56  of  the  laws 
of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly. 

No  other  construction  can,  in  my  opinion,  be  placed  upon 
these  provisions  of  the  statute.  Yours  very  truly,

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Collateral  IiThbritance  Tax — Deduction  of  Debts — 
Only  such  debts  are  entitled  to  be  deducted  from  the 
estate  of  the  decedent  as  are  named  by  statute.

Dear  Sirs— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  esteemed  favor  of  the 
26th  inst. 

I  regret  to  say  that  I  can  not  agree  with  your  construction  of 
the  statute  relating  to  the  deduction  of  debts  from  an  estate  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  collateral  inheritance  tax.  The  section  of 
the  statute  providing  what  debts  may  be  deducted  as  enacted  by 
the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  divides  the  debts  into  four 
classes : 

( 1 )  Debts-  owing  by  decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

(2)  Local  or  state  taxes  due  from  the  estate  prior  to  his 
death. 

(3)  A  reasonable  sum  for  funeral  expenses,  court  costs, 
including  tlie  cost  of  appraisement  made  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  collateral  inheritance  tax. 

(4)  Statutory  fees  of  executors,  administrators  or  trustees. 
The  debts  owing  by  the  decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death,  as 

defined  in  the  statute  above  quoted,  do  not  include  local  or  state 
taxes.  These  are  placed  in  a  class  by  themselves  and  the  legis- 
lature has  provided  that  only  such  local  or  state  taxes  as  are  due 
from  the  estate  of  the  decedent  prior  to  his  death,  can  be 
deducted  from  the  estate  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
amount  upon  which  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  shall  be 
assessed. 

The  taxes  owing  by  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Leghorn  were  not  due 
at  the  time  of  her  decease,  and  hence  do  not  fall  within  the  class 
of  debts  which  the  statute  permits  to  Be  deducted. 

I  see  no  escape  from  this  conclusion  and  no  other  construction 
which  can  be  placed  upon  the  statute.

Dear  Sir — While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is 
not  one  upon  which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the 
same  is  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state, 
of  which  I  am  the  legal  adviser,  upon  an  actual  case  pending 
therein,  I  will  offer  the  following  suggestions : 

Under  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  sectiorf 
3  of  article  1 1  of  the  constitution  of  the  state,  it  was  contem- 
plated that  all  property  not  exempt  from  taxation  within  the 
state,  should  be  assessed  at  its  actual  cash  value,  although  in 
actual  practice  this  was  not  done. 

The  limit  fixed  by  the  constitution  was  intended  to  apply  to 
the  actual  value  of  the  property  as  shown  by  the  tax  lists,  which 
were  supposed  to  set  forth  such  value.  When  the  code  of  1897 
was  adopted,  the  method  of  making  the  assessment  of  property 
was  changed  by  a  provision  which  required  the  actual  value  of 
the  property  to  be  stated  in  the  tax  list,  and  fixing  the  taxable 
value  thereof  at  twenty-five  per  cent  of  its  actual  cash  value. 

The  fact  that  property  is  now  assessed  under  the  present  law 
at  twenty-five  per  cent  of  its  actual  value,  deos  not  change  the 
application  of  the  provision  of  the  constitution,  which  was 
intended  to  apply  to  the  actual  value  of  the  property,  and  not 
to  the  value  at  which  it  is  now  assessed  under  the  present  pro- 
visions of  the  law. 

The  actual  value  must  appear  in  the  tax  lists,  and  it  is  upon 
this  value  that  five  per  cent  indebtedness  of  municipal  corpora- 
tions can  be  created.

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Corporations — Fees  of— The  law  requires  that  all  corpora- 
tions  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  shall 
maintain  their  oflBces  and  place  of  business  within  the 
state,  and  a  failure  to  do  so  subjects  them  to  liability  of 
dissolution.

Dear  Sir — I  doubt  the  propriety  of  my  expressing  an  opin- 
ion upon  the  question  contained  in  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.^ 
unless  such  question  should  be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the 
departments  of  the  state,  upon  a  case  actually  pending  therein.. 

I  will,  however,  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  to  you  what 
•  various  courts  have  said  concerning  the  organization  of  a  cor- 
poration in  one  state,  where  it  is  intended  not  to  transact  busi- 
ness within  the  state  where  the  corporation  is  organized,  but  in 
another  state  or  states. 

In  Land  Grant  Ry,  v.  Coffee  County,  6  Kansas,  245,  that 
court  said: 

"No  rule  of  comity  will  allow  one  state  to  spawn  cor- 
porations and  send  them  forth  into  other  states  to  be  nur- 
tured and  do  business  there,  when  the  first  mentioned  state 
will  not  allow  them  to  do  business  within  its  own  bound- 
aries." 

The  same  court  in  State  v.  Topeka  Water  Co,,  52  Pac.  Rep., 
422,  held  that  the  charter  of  a  corporation  may  h^  forfeited  at 
the  instance  of  the  state  if  the  corporation  fails  to  keep  its  gen- 
eral office  and  the  office  of  its  treasurer  within  the  state  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  statute. 

In  Duke  V.  Taylor,  37  Fla.,  64,  it  was  held  that  where  a  char- 
ter is  taken  out  in  one  state,  and  the  organization  meetings  are 
held  in  another  state,  the  presumption  is  that  no  corporation  is 
organized,  and  that  the  stockholders  are  liable  as  partners. 

In  State  zk  Park,  etc.,  58  Minn.,  330,  the  charter  of  a  cor- 
poration was  forfeited  on  the  ground  that  the  company  had  not 
complied  with  the  statute  in  having  its  place  of  business  and

keeping  its  books  within  the  state  where  the  corporation  was 
organized,  approving  the  decision  of  the  Wisconsin  supreme 
court  to  the  effect  that  at  common  law  a  charter  may  be  forfeited 
where  the  corporation  keeps  its  principal  place  of  business,  books 
and  records  out  of  the  state  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  impossi- 
ble for  the  state  and  its  courts  to  have  full  jurisdiction  and  visi- 
torial  powers  over  the  corporation. 

In  Simmans  v,  Norfolk,  etc.,  113  N.  C,  147,  it  was  held  thut 
where  a  corporation  removes  all  of  its  offices  from  the  state,  a 
stockholder  may  apply  under  a  statute  for  dissolution  on  the 
ground  of  an  abuse  of  powers. 

While  the  language  of  section  1612  is  perhaps,  not  as  clear  as 
could  be  wished,  I  will  suggest  that  in  the  granting  of  powers  to 
corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  state,  as  expressed  by  its  acts  of  legislation,  that 
all  such  corporations  must,  at  all  times,  be  within  the  absolute 
control  of  the  state;  and  that  their  books,  papers  and  records 
must  be  where  they  can  be  reached^  by  state  process,  and  that  it 
was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  in  permitting  the  organi- 
zation of  corporations  with  powers  exceeding  those  of  individ- 
uals, to  give  to  such  corporations  the  right  and  power  to  trans- 
act business  in  other  states,  without  being  subject  to  the  laws 
of  this  state  by  which  they  are  created.

Taxation--Intbeb8t — Interest  shall  be  charged  on  omitted 
taxes  assessed  by  the  auditor  or  treasurer  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  from  the  time  such  taxes  became  due 
and  payable.

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While  the  statute  and  the  construction  placed  thereon  by  the 
supreme  court  are  not  absolutely  clear  as  to  when  interest  shall 
be  charged  upon  the  delinquent  taxes  assessed  by  the  county 
treasurer  or  auditor,  I  think  a  careful  reading  of  section  1374 
of  the  code,  with  the  fourth  division  of  the  opinion  in  Galushct 
V.  IVent,  87  N.  W.,  516,  will  substantially  answer  the  question 
you  ask. 

Section  1374  provides: 

'*\Vhen  the  property  subject  to  taxation  is  withheld,  over- 
looked, or  from  any  other  cause  is  not  listed  and  assessed, 
the  county  treasurer  shall,  when  apprised  thereof,  at  any 
time  within  five  years  from  the  date  at  which  such  assess- 
ment should  have  been  made,  demand  of  the  person,  firm., 
corporation  or  any  other  party  by  whom  the  same  should 
have  been  listed,  or  to  whom  the  same  should  have  been 
assessed,  or  to  the  administrator  thereof,  the  amount  the 
property  should  have  been  taxed  in  each  year  the  same  was 
so  withheld,  overlooked  and  not  listed  and  assessed,  to- 
gether with  six  per  cent  interest  thereon  from  the  time  the 
taxes  would  have  become  due  and  payable  had  such  prop- 
erty been  listed  and  assessed.    *    *    *    " 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  1403  taxes  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  delinquem 
on  the  first  day  of  March  following : 

Section  1374  provides  that  the  amount  of  the  omitted  taxes 
shall  bear  six  per  cent  interest  from  the  time  the  same  would 
have  become  due  and  payable  had  the  property  l^een  listed  and 
assessed  as  required  by  law.  This  provision  has  been  held  in 
Galusha  v.  Went  to  be  valid  as  to  all  taxes  assessed  after  the 
present  code  went  into  effect,  and  that  no  penalty  could  be 
charged  for  omitted  taxes'  for  any  year  prior  to  the  time  of  the 
taking  effect  of  the  code. 

Under  this  section  and  the  construction  given  it  in  Galusha 
V,  Went,  the  omitted  taxes  assessed  by  the  auditor  or  treasurer 
will  bear  interest  at  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  time  the 
same  would  have  l^ecome  due  and  i>ayable  had  they  been  assessed 
by  the  ordinary  meth(Kl ;  that  is,  from  the  first  day  of  January 
of  the  year  when  they  would  have  become  due  and  payable  if  so 
listed  and  assessed.  Yours  very  truly,

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Taxes — Apportionment  by  County  Treasurer — Interest 
Thereon— All  taxes  collected  by  the  county  treasurer 
and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  apportioned  to  the 
different  funds,  and  each  fund  is  entitled  to  its  pro  rata 
share  of  the  interest  collected.

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  June  5th  to  the  auditor  of  state, 
with  other  correspondence  relating  to  the  collection  of  omitted 
taxes,  and  interest  upon  taxes  in  your  county,  belonging  to  the 
state,  has  been  referred  to  me  by  the  auditor. 

In  relation  thereto  permit  me  to  say  that  the  apportionment 
of  the  taxes,  collected  in  the  various  counties,  to  the  different 
funds  is  fixed  by  law,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer 
to  apportion  the  taxes  among  the  different  funds  in  the  manner 
provided  by  statute. 

It  makes  no  difference  whether  the  taxes  collected  are  by 
means  of  tax  ferrets  or  otherwise.    Whatever  money,  from  such 
source,  comes  into  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer  must  be 
disposed  of  by  him  in  accordance  with  law. 
.  The  same  is  true  of  all  interest  collected  upon  delinquent  taxes. 

The  board  of  supervisors  has  no  authority  or  power  in  deter- 
mining what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  taxes  collected  5ifter 
the  same  are  paid  to  the  county  treasurer,  except  as  to  the  dis- 
bursements of  the  funds  of  the  county,  over  which  it  has  control. 

No  resolution  of  a  board  of  supervisors  will  protect  the  county 
treasurer  in  his  failure  to  make  the  proper  apportionment  of 
taxes  collected  by  him,  and  any  other  disposition  of  the  money 
which  comes  into  his  hands,  through  the  collection  of  taxes,  than 
that  provided  by  law,  is  a  misappropriation,  for  which  he  and 
his  bondsmen  are  liable. 

I  am  informed  that  no  interest  has  l:een  forwarded  upon  delin- 
quent taxes  which  have  l^een  collected  for  the  state  since  Janu- 
ary, 1902,  and  that  no  part  of  the  omitted  taxes,  which  have 
been  collected  through  the  medium  of  tax  ferrets,  which  belong 
to  the  state,  have  been  forwarded. 
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As  indicated  in  this  letter,  all  taxes,  and  all  interest  thereon, 
collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  must  be  apportioned  to  the 
different  funds  as  provided  by  law,  and  that  which  under  such 
apportionment  belongs  to  the  state  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  without  delay.

Platb — Abstracts — Section  917  of  the  code,  requires  that 
the  abstract  of  land  platted  into  town  lots  should  be 
recorded  with  other  evidence  of  the  title  to  the  land.

Dear  Sir — I  am  receiving  numerous  inquiries  from  recorders 
in  different  counties  in  the  state  and  others  relative  to  the  act  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  requiring  an  abstract  to  be 
attached  to  a  plat  before  the  same  is  recorded,  and  asking  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  it  is  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  record  such 
abstract. 

My  first  thought  was  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  record  the 
abstract,  but  upon  a  further  and  more  careful  examination  of  the 
statute  I  am  inclined  to  change  that  opinion,  and  to  hold  tliat  the 
abstract  must  be  recorded.  The  language  of  the  act,  when  taken 
in  connection  with  the  language  of  section  917  of  the  code,  indi- 
cates that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  the  abstract 
should  be  made  a  matter  of  record  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
other  evidence  of  the  title  of  the  land  included  in  the  plat. 

Section  915  as  amended  reads: 

"Every  such  plat  shall  have  a  complete  abstract  of  title 
attached  thereto  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  the  subdivision  *  *  *  as  appears  on  this 
plat  is  with  the  free  consent  and  in  accordance  with  the 
desire  of  the  proprietor,  which  shall  be  signed  and  acknowl- 
edged by  him  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds." 

It  is  clear  that  the  statement  required  by  section  915  must  be 
entered  of  record  under  section  917,  and  I  think  it  was  the  inten- 
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tion  of  the  legislature  that  the  abstract  should  be  treated  as  a 
part  of  the  statement  attached  to  the  plat.

Public  Officers— Compensation  of— The  compensation  of 
sheriffs  is  increased  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  and  such  officers  are  entitled  to  such 
increase  from  the  time  the  act  became  a  law.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  25th  inst. 

I  do  not  understand  that  it  is  any  part  of  my  official  duty  to 
advise  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  the  various  counties  of  the 
state.  The  law  makes  the  county  attorney  of  their  county  their 
legal  adviser,  and  if  by  reason  of  his  interests,  or  otherwise,  he 
is  unable  to  do  so,  they  should  employ  other  counsel  and  pay  for 
the  advice  which  they  require,  the  same  as  any  other  individual 

As  a  matter  personal  to  you,  however,  I  will  give  my  views 
as  to  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  chapters  18,  27  and  124  of 
the  acts  of  the  Twenty-Ninth  General  Assembly. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  state  constitution  which  prevents 
the  legislature  from  increasing  or  diminishing  the  compensation 
of  county  attorneys,  sheriffs  and  county  superintendents,  during 
the  term  of  office  for  which  they  are  elected.  The  power  to 
increase  or  diminish  the  compensation  of  these  officers,  there- 
fore, rests  wholly  with  the  legislature. 

By  chapters  18,  2y  and  124  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly  the  compensation  of  these  officers  has  been 
changed,  and  I  think  increased,  by  the  legislature  of  the  state. 
These  acts  of  the  legislature  took  effect  and  became  a  law  on  the 
fourth  day  of  July,  1902.  They  supersede  and  repeal  the  previ- 
ous laws  fixing  the  compensation  of  these  officers.  From  the 
fourth  day  of  July  no  other  law  is  in  force,  within  the  state,  by 
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.which  their' compensation  is  fixed,  or  by  which  it  can  be  deter- 
mined. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of 
July,  1902,  the  compensation  to  be  paid  these  officers  is  the 
amount  fixed  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 
If  their  compensation  is  increased  by  such  acts  they  are  entitled 
to  the  l>enefit  thereof  from  and  after  that  date.

Municipal  Corporations— Lighting  Plants— Bonds — The 
authority  to  erect  and  maintain  lighting  plants  includes 
the  authority  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  same,  and 
bonds  may  be  issued  for  such  extensions.  A  city  is  not 
authorized  to  issue  bonds  in  anticipation  of  an  indebt- 
edness.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  29th  ult. 

Tile  question  which  you  suggest  is  one  as  to  which  there  is 
considerable  doubt.  I  will  give  you,  however,  my  views  briefly, 
as  supported  by  what  I  consider  the  l)est  authority  upon  the 
subject. 

Section  720  of  the  code  gives  ample  authority  to  cities  and 
towTis  to  erect,  maintain  and  operate  electric  light  plants  for  the 
purpose  of  lighting  the  city.  The  authority  to  erect  and  main- 
tain such  plants  necessarily  includes  the  authority  to  enlarge  and 
extend  the  saine,  as  the  necessities  of  the  city  may  demand. 

Section  726  gives  the  authority  to  a  city  to  issue  bonds  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  or  erecting  such  electric  light  plants,  and 
I  think  gives  the  implied  power  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of 
enlarging  the  same,  as  the  demands  of  the  city  may  require. 

Wherever  a  city  has  created  a  debt  for  any  purpose  within  the 
powers  conferred  upon  it  by  statute,  it  undoubtedly  has  the  right 
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to  issue  negotiable  .bonds  as  evidences  of  such  debt.  Several  of 
the  states  have  gone  beyond  this  and  held  that  a  city  has  the  right 
to  anticipate  tlie  creation  of  a  debt,  and  the  collection  of  taxes  to 
be  levied  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  to  issue  and  negotiate 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money,  \vhich  may  be  immedi- 
ately used  for  the  purpose  desired  by  the  city. 

This  is  the  rule  in  Ohio,  Wisconsin  and  Nebraska.  The  same 
•rule,  with  a  slight  modification,  obtains  in  Indiana.  Pennsyl- 
vania has  gone  the  full  length  of  holding  the  right  of  a  city,  with- 
out express  statutory  authority,  to  issue  negotiable  paper  in  ad- 
vance of  any  debt  created,  for  the  purpose  of  using-  the  money 
obtained  upon  the  sale  of  bonds  for  street  improvements. 

Judge  Dillon  in  his  work  on  Municipal  Corporations  takes 
exception  to  the  holding  of  these  courts,  and  in  commenting 
thereon  uses  this  language: 

"If  the  judment  of  the  court  in  this  case  is  to  be  taken  as 
holding  that  a  municipal  corporation,  merely  by  virtue  of  its 
authority  to  pave  streets,  may,  without  any  express  power, 
borrow  money,  issue  its  negotiable  bonds  in  advance,  and 
sell  them  as  a  means  of  raising  money,  to  be  applied  to  that 
purpose;  may  issue  them  in  any  sum  it  pleases,  and  sell 
them  for  any  price  it  can  obtain;  and  that  bonds  so  issued 
are  commercial  paper,  with  all  the  qualities  and  incidents 
of  such  paper,— if  such  is  the  doctrine  of  the  court,  we  feel 
constrained  to  say  that  we  are  unable,  notwithstanding  the 
ability  with  which  it  is  supported,  to  regard  it  as  otherwise 
than  unsound  and  dangerous.'' 

The  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  by  a  divided  court, 
has  held  that  a  municipal  corporation  possesses  no  inherent  or 
incidental  power  to  raise  loans  or  borrow  money,  where  no  debt 
proviously  exists,  putting  it  upon  the  ground  that  such  a  power 
must  be  conferred  by  legislation  expressly,  or  by  plain  impli- 
cation. 

I  think,  however,  that  it  is  the  law,  as  declared  by  all  courts 
in  which  the  question  has  arisen,  that  where  a  debt  actually 
exists,  the  city  has  the  power  to  issue  its  negotiable  bonds  there- 
for, within  the  statutory  or  constitutional  limitation.  In  the 
case  under  consideration,  that  power  is  specifically  given  by  sec- 
tion 726  of  the  code.     No  power  is,  however,  given  by  the  pro- 
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visions  of  our  code  for  issuing  negotiable  bonds  of  a.  city,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing,  erecting  or  extending  electric  light 
plants  in  anticipation  of  the  revenues  of  the  city,  and  before  the 
debt  therefor  is  created ;  and  I  very  seriously  doubt  the  authority 
of  a  city  to  issue  its  bonds  for  that  purpose  in  advance  of  the 
creation  of  a  debt  contracted  for  the  purchase,  erection  or  exten- 
sion of  such  plants. 

It  is  within  the  power  of  a  city,  clearly,  to  contract  a  debt  tor 
the  extension  of  an  electric  light  plant.  It  may  issue  its  city 
warrants  as  an  evidence  of  such  debt,  and  when  the  extension  is 
completed,  and  the  entire  debt  incurred,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
as  to  its  right  to  issue  its  negotiable  bonds  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  up  such  warrants  and  funding  its  debt.

General  Assembly  became  a  law  on  the  4th  day  of  July, 
1902,  and  sheriffs  whose  compensation  was  increased 
by  such  act  are  entitled  to  receive  the  increase  from 
that  date.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  3d  inst. 

The  act  of  the  last  general  assembly  fixing  the  compensation 
of  sheriff's  went  into  effect  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  and  the 
compensation  which  the  sheriffs  of  the  various  counties  of  the 
state  are  entitled  to  receive  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of 
July,  is  that  which  is  fixed  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  There  is  no  constitutional  or  statutory  prohibi- 
tion against  either  increasing  or  diminishing  the  compensation 
of  sheriffs  during  their  term  of  office,  and  the  legislature  has  the 
right  to  either  increase  or  diminish  such  compensation  at  will, 
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and  may  fix  the  time  when  such  increase  or  diminution  shall  take 
effect. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  they  have  fixed  that  date  as 
the  fourth  day  of  July,  1902,  when  the  act  took  effect  as  a  law.

Superior  Courts— Establishment  of— When  a  superior 
coQrt  is  established  by  a  vote  of  the  people,  the  judge 
thereof  must  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  will 
hold  ofSce  until  the  next  general  election.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  3d  inst. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-eighth 
General  Asisembly  have  given  me  a  good  deal  of  trouble  in  plac- 
ing a  construction  thereon.  I  have  finally,  however,  reached  this 
conclusion,  which,  while  not  entirely  satisfactory,  is  the  only  one, 
as  it  seems  to  me,  which  can  be  reached  under  the  peculiar  word- 
ing of  the  act. 

The  provision  of  section  i  is: 

''Upon  the  petition  of  one  hundred  citizens  of  any  such 
city,  the  mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council, 
may,  at  least  ten  days  before  any  general  election,  issue  a 
proclamation,  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city 
the  question  of  establishing  said  court.  Should  a  majority 
of  all  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  upon  such  propo- 
sition .J)e  in  favor  of  said  court,  the  same  shall  be  thereby 
established." 

This  part  of  the  section  is  clear,  and  no  question  can  arise  as 
to  its  construction.  The  court  must  be  established  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  at  a  general  election. 

The  next  provision  is  the  one  which  is  difficult  of  interpreta- 
tion, that  is : 
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**The  judge  of  all  superior  courts  now  or  hereafter  estab- 
lished shall  be  elected  at  the  last  general  election  preceding  j 
the  expiration  of  the  temi  of  office  of  the  present  incum- 
bent." ' 

The  legislature  could  hardly  have  chosen  language  more  diffi- 
cult of  construction.    A  judge  or  other  officer  can  not  be  elected  » 
to  an  office  which  does  not  exist,  and  there  can  be  no  present  * 
incumbent  in  any  office  which  has  not  yet  been  created  under  the  I 
provisions  of  the  statute.    But  as  giving  force  to  all  of  the  pro-  | 
visions  of  the  statute,  so  far  as  can  possibly  be  done,  I  think  that 
the  court  should  first  be  created  and  established  by  a  vote  of  the 
citizens  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  sought  to  establish  the  same. 
The  office  is  thereby  created,  but  is  without  an  incumbent.     A 
vacancy  exists  which  must  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  gov- 
ernor under  the  provisions  of  section  1272  of  the  code. 

In  your  case  I  would  suggest  that  you  submit  to  the  people  nt 
the  coming  election,  the  question  of  establishing  a  superior  court 
in  your  city.  If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  of  the  electors  of  the 
city  are  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  such  court,  it  is  thereby 
established  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  9  of  the  laws  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly.  A  certificate  from  the  judges 
of  the  election,  showing  that  such  court  has  been  established  by  a 
majority  vote,  should  then  be  transmitted  to  the  governor,  and 
upon  receipt  of  such  certificate,  with  a  showing  that  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  judge,  he  will  appoint  a  judge  of  the 
court  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  will  hold  office  until  the  next  gen- 
eral election,  when  his  successor  will  be  elected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  9  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General 
Assembly. 

I  see  no  other  method  of  procedure  by  which  the  machinerj'' 
of  a  superior  court  can  now  be  created,  establislied  or  put  in  mo- 
tion under  the  laws  as  they  exist.

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Land— Subdivisions  op —The  phrase  "each  government 
subdivision''  in  section  1  of  chapter  60  of  the  laws  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  refers  to  a 
quarter-quarter  section  or  a  lot  containing  less  than 
forty  acres.

Dear  Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  4th  inst.,  ask- 
ing a  construction  of  the  phrase,  **each  government  subdivision", 
as  used  in  section  i  of  chapter  60  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-ninth 
General  Assembly. 

Section  2397  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  pro- 
vides: 

**In  every  case  of  the  subdivision  of  a  quarter  section,  the 
lines  for  the  subdivision  thereof  shall  run  north  and  south, 
and  the  corners  and  contents  of  half  quarter  sections  which 
may  thereafter  be  sold,  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner 
an(t  on  the  principles  directed  and  prescribed  by  the  sec- 
tion preceding;  *  *  *  and  in  every  case  of  a  division 
of  a  half  quarter  section,  the  line  for  the  division  thereof 
shall  run  east  and  west,  and  the  comers  and  contents  of 
quarter-quarter  sections,  which  may  thereafter  be  sold,  shall 
be  ascertained,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  manner  and  on 
the  principles  directed  and  prescribed  by  the  section  preced- 
ing; and  fractional  sections  containing  fewer  or  more  thnn 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  shall,  in  like  manner,  as  nearly 
as  may  be  practicable,  be  subdivided  into  quarter-quarter 
sections  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  secretary  of  the  interior." 

The  construction,  which  has  been  placed  upon  this  statute  by 
the  courts  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  state,  is  that  the  small- 
est governmental  subdivision  of  a  section  is  a  quarter-quarter 
section,  or  forty  acres. 

This  construction  is  recognized  in: 

Corbin  v.  De  Wolf,  25  Iowa,  124; 
Stewart  v.  Corbin,  25  Iowa,  144; 
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Eldridge  v.  Kuehl,  27  Iowa,  160; 
Bulkley  V,  Callmian,  32  Iowa,  ^61 ; 
Smith  V,  Boston,  37  Iowa,  584. 

While  it  is  true  that  in  subdividing  a  section  no  comers  are 
located  intermediate  between  the  section  and  half  section  corners, 
such  comers  are  in  law  regarded  as  equidistant  between  the  two 
established  corners.  The  subdivision  of  quarter  sections  in^^o 
half  quarter  section  and  quarter-quarter  sections  is  authorized 
by  act  of  congress  approved  April  5,  1832. 

The  legislature  of  the  state,  having  in  mind  the  decisions  of 
our  own  court  referred  to,  and  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  regulations  of  the  interior  department 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  chapter  60  of  the  laws  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly,  undoubtedly  used  the  phrase, 
"each  government  subdivision",  as  referring  to  the  smallest  divis- 
ion of  a  section,  namely ;  a  quarter-quarter  section,  or  a  lot  con- 
taining less  than  forty  acres,  as  shown  by  the  government  survey.

Election — Registry  op  Voters— Voters  whose  names  are 
not  upon  the  poll  books  of  the  last  general  election, 
and  who  have  not  voted  at  any  subsequent  election, 
must  register  to  entitle  them  to  vote.

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  request,  I  make  tlie  following 
suggestions  as  to  the  registry  list  which  must  be  prepared  by  the 
registry  boards  for  the  election  of  1902. 

I  desire  to  preface  what  I  here  say  with  the  statement  that  the 
matter  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  office,  nor  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  it  should  be 
referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state.  I  simply 
give  my  views  of  the  requirements  of  the  statute  as  a  lawyer,  and 
not  in  my  official  capacity. 
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Section  1084  of  the  code  provides : 

"A  new  registry  of  voters  shall  be  taken  in  each  year  of 
a  presidential  election.  For  all  other  state  or  municipal  elec- 
tions, general  or  special,  the  registers  shall  prepare  a  new 
registry  book  in  each  year,  by  copying  from  the  poll  book 
of  the  preceding  general  election  all  the  names  found  therein, 
adding  thereto  those  of  all  persons  registered  and  voting  at 
any  subsequent  election,  which  new  registry  book  shall  show 
all  the  facts  of  qualification  of  each  voter  as  they  appear  on 
the  last  preceding  registry  book,  which,  when  thus  made 
up,  shall  be  used  at  each  election  until  a  new  registry  book 
is  prepared  as  required  by  law.  Every  person  thus  regis- 
tered shall  be  considered  as  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
at  which  said  registry  book  may  be  used,  unless  his  name 
shall  be  dropped  by  the  correction  of  registration,  as  author- 
ized by  law." 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  regis- 
try board  to  prepare  a  new  registry  book  in  each  year,  by  copy- 
ing from  the  poll  book  of  the  preceding  general  election  the 
names  of  all  of  the  persons  who  voted  at  that  election,  and  by 
adding  thereto  the  names  of  all  electors  regi'stered  and  who  voted 
at  any  subsequent  election.  The  book  so  prepared  constitutes 
the  registry  list,  and  the  persons  whose  names  are  thus  carried 
on  to  the  new  book  so  prepared,  are  entitled  to  vote  without  fur- 
ther registration. 

It  follows  from  the  provisions  of  this  section  that  the  names 
of  persons  which  were  upon  the  registry  list  at  the  last  presiden- 
tial election,  and  which  do  not  appear  upon  the  poll  book  of  the 
last  general  election,  can  not  be  carried  forward  and  entered  upon 
the  new  registry  book,  as  the  names  of  those  only  who  voted 
at  the  last  general  election,  and  whose  names  appear  upon  the 
poll  books  of  that  election,  and  such  others  as  voted  at  a  subse- 
quent election,  are  entitled  to  be  thus  entered  in  the  new  registry 
book. 

All  voters,  whose  names  are  not  upon  the  poll  book  of  the  last 
general  election,  and  who  have  not  voted  at  any  subsequent  elec- 
tion, must  appear  before  the  registry  board  and  register  as  elect- 
ors, to  entitle  them  to  vote  at  the  election  for  which  the  new 
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registry  book  is  prepared,  subject  only  to  the  right  to  reg-ister 
upon  election  day,  if  they  fall  within  the  provisions  of  section 
1082  of  the  code.  Yours  very  truly,

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  8th  ult.,  asking  whether  oste- 
opaths who  fail  in  an  examination,  are  entitled  to  a  re-examina- 
tion by  the  board  without  the  payment  of  an  additional  fee,   is 
received. 

Section  2583,  as  amended  by  the  Twenty-ninth  General  As- 
sembly, provides: 

'The  fee  for  said  examination,  which  shall  accompany 
the  application,  shall  be  ten  dollars,  and  the  examination 
shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same 
place,  and  on  the  same  date,  that  physicians  are  examined, 
as  prescribed  by  section  2576  of  the  code." 

Section.  2576  provides: 

"Any  one  failing  in  his  examination  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  second  one  within  three  months  without  further  fee." 

Construing  the  provisions  of  these  two  sections  together,  as 
they  must  be,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  provision  above 
quoted  from  section  2576  must  be  held  to  apply  to  the  examina- 
tion of  osteopaths  as  well  as  to  physicians,  and  that  any  osteo- 
I>ath  who  has  failed  in  his  examination  shall  \ye  entitled  to  a 
second  examination  within  three  months  thereafter,  without  fur- 
ther fee.

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HoADs — Road  Supervisors— The  road  supervisors  elected 
at  the  general  election  in  the  year  1902  hold  office 
until  a  consolidation  of  the  road  districts  under  the 
township  system.

Dear  Sir — Please  pardon  my  delay  in  answering  your  letter 
of  the  22d  of  October,  but  absence  from  my  oflfice  and  the  press- 
ure of  business  has  prevented  my  reaching  it  before. 

T!he  matter  is  not  one  upon  which  I  should  give  an  official 
opinion,  unless  it  should  be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  state,  of  which  I  am  the  legal  adviser. 

As  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  you,  however,  I  will  suggest  that 
section  1075  ^^  ^^  code  provides: 

"At  the  general  election  in  each  even-numbered  year,  there 
shall  be  elected  in  each  civil  township,  one  township  clerk, 
and  where  not  otherwise  provided;  one  assessor,  and  one 
road  supervisor  in  each  road  district,  to  be  elected  by  the 
voters  of  such  district,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the 
term  of  two  years." 

If  your  county  is  under  the  old  road  district  system,  there 
was  undoubtedly  elected  at  the  last  general  election  held  in  No- 
vember of  the  present  year,  a  road  supervisor  in  each  road  dis- 
trict. His  term  of  office  would  be  two  years  from  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  1903,  except  for  the  provisions  of  chapter  55 
of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly.  The  road 
supervisors,  elected  at  that  time,  should  qualify  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  and  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  taking 
effect  of  chapter  53  of  the  laws  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  when  the  consolidated  towmship  system  will  become 
effective  under  that  act.  During  their  period  of  office  they  would 
have  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  roads  of  their  respective 
districts  as  though  no  such  law  had  been  enacted  by  the  last 
general  assembly.  When  the  consolidation  provided  for  by  chap- 
ter 53  is  accomplished,  and  the  new  sj-stem  inaugurated,  their

duties  as  road  supervisor  will  necessarily  cease,  aiid  the  improve- 
ment and  care  of  the  roads  of  each  consolidated  district  will 
then  fall  within  the  duties  of  the  township  trustees.

Contagious  Diseases— Board  op  Health— Pest  Houses — 
A  board  of  health  of  a  city  has  power  to  erect,  main- 
tain and  control  a  pest  house  outside  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir — ^Your  favor  of  October  ist  has  been  upon  my  desk 
a  long  time,  and  pressure  of  other  business  has  prevented  me 
from  answering  before. 

■I  will  call  your  attention-  to  section  2575-a,  which  is  found 
upon  page  2^2  of  the  supplement  to  the  code,  relating  to  the  loca- 
tion of  pest  houses  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases. 

By  sections  2575-a  and  2575-b,  the  legislature  undoubtedly 
intended  to  provide  that  a  city  should  be  allowed  to  maintain 
a  pest  house  or  hospital  for  patients  affected  with  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases,  outside  of  the  city  limits,  and  that  the  munici- 
pal authorities  should  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  control  of 
such  pest  house  or  hospital.  That  if  a  controversy  should  arise 
between  the  city  and  the  local  authorities  outside  of  the  munici- 
pal corporation,  as  to  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  such  pest 
house,  such  controversy  shall  be  referred  to  the  president  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  who  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  committee 
of  three,  who  shall,  upon  two  days'  notice  to  the  parties  inter- 
ested, investigate  the  matter  and  make  such  order  in  the  premises 
as  the  facts  warrant,  and  that  their  order  shall  \yt  final. 

If  for  any  reason  the  township  outside  of  your  city  objects  to 
the  location  of  a  pest  house  within  its  limits,  the  matter  should 
be  referred  to  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  health,  a  com- 
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mittee  should  be  appointed  by  him,  and  the  location  of  the  pest 
house  determined  by  such  committee,  and  when  so  determined 
the  order  made  by  the  committee  is  final  and  conclusive.

Admission  to  the  Bar — Qualification  and  Examination 
OF  Applicants- -Evidence  of  preliminary  educational 
qualifications  must  be  presented  to  the  board  of  state 
law  examiners  in  the  manner  required  by  the  rules.

My  Dear  Mr.  Gregory — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  esteemed  favor  of  the  nth  inst. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  situation  in  which  you  find  yourself  upon' 
the  question  of  admitting  students  who  are  not  graduates  of  a 
high  school  to  your  law  class.  The  board  of  law  examiners  has 
encountered  this  difficulty  since  the  time  of  its  organization,  and 
it  has  so  far  adhered  to  the  strict  rule  that  the  applicant  for 
examination  must  bring  his  certificate  of  graduation  in  the  regu- 
lar course  of  study  from  the  school  from  which  he  graduated,  or 
submit  to  the  preliminary  examination  required  by  statute. 

Our  reason  for  holding  to  the  strict  rule  is  largely  because 
applicants  for  examination  for  admission  to  the  bar  who  had  not 
regularly  graduated  from  a  high  school  having  a  course  of  three 
years,  appeared  to  find  no  serious  difficulty  in  obtaining  certifi- 
cates from  superintendents  of  schools  that  they  had  taken  the 
full  three  years'  course  although  they  had  not  graduated.  Others 
presented  certificates  that  they  had  taken  a  course  of  study  fully 
equal  to  the  three  years'  course  of  a  high  school  which  fitted 
pupils  for  entrance  into  the  Iowa  University.  While  others  pro- 
duced certificates  and  affidavits  from  principals  ?nd  superin- 
tendents of  high  schools  that,  while  they  had  not  graduated  from 
any  high  school,  their  educational  qualifications  were  equal  to 
those  of  a  high  school  graduate,  and  such  as  w  ould  admit  them 
to  the  state  university. 
19 
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To  simplify  the  difficulty  in  determining  the  various  questions 
arising  under  certificates  and  affidavits  given  by  school  superin- 
tendents, the  board  adopted  the  simple  rule  that  each  applicant 
must  present  his  diploma  or  certificate  of  graduation,  which  alone 
would  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  his  educational  qualifications, 
or  submit  to  the  preliminary  examination  required.  We  have 
found  this  rule  to  be  a  good  one,  as  now  every  applicant  for  a 
law^  examination  understands  that  he  must  be  a  graduate  of  a 
high  school,  academy  or  college,  and  present  his  certificate  of 
graduation  as  evidence  of  that  fact,  or  take  the  preliminary  ex- 
amination. 

I  believe  the  rule  established  by  the  board  to  be  one  which  is 
very  beneficial  to  students  who  intend  to  enter  the  law,  as  they 
know  in  advance  that  they  must  complete  their  course  of  study 
and  graduate  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  if  a 
rule  of  this  character  should  be  adopted  by  the  university  and 
•generally  understood  throughout  the  state,  I  believe  that  it 
w^ould  be  equally  beneficial  to  the  university  law  class. 

While,  as  is  suggested  in  your  letter,  it  seems  a  hardship  to 
refuse  a  man  the  right  to  enter  who  has  pursued  three  full  years 
of  study  and  brings  the  proper  certificate  thereof,  and  accept  an- 
other student  who  brings  his  diploma  of  graduation  showing  the 
same  course,  it  is  perhaps  a  question  of  different  forms  of  evi- 
dence, but  die  evidence  which  can  be  accepted  in  cases  of  this 
kind  must  be  determined  by  the  board  of  law  examiners  and  the 
officers  of  the  university;  and  so  tar  the  board  has  thought  it 
wise  to  accept  no  other  form  than  the  diploma  of  graduation, 
and  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

If  you  abandon  this*  form  of  evidence,  and  permit  certificates 
given  by  school  superintendents  or  principals,  who  are  disposed 
to  favor  and  assist  young  men  wishing  to  enter  the  law  class, 
the  standard  required  by  the  statute  will  unquestionably  be  low- 
ered, and  the  result  will  be  detrimental  to  the  law  class  and  to  the 
bar  of  the  state. 

I  will  submit  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  the  different  members 
of  the  board,  and  ask  them  to  give  me  in  full  their  views  upon 
the  question,  and  will  then  write  you  again  ui>on  the  subject.

Sheriffs— Fees — A  sheriff  is  entitled  to  retain  all  mileage 
collected  by  him  in  the  service  of  civil  process.  All 
other  mileage  received  by  him  must  be  accounted  for 
to  the  county,  and  he  must  account  for  and  pay  over 
fees  received  by  him  when  acting  in  his  oflBcial 
capacity  in  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace,  mayors, 
referees,  etc.

Dear  Sir — Pressure  of  business  and  absence  from  my  oflfice 
have  prevented  my  answering  your  favor  of  the  24th  of  Sep- 
tember before.  I  may  also  suggest  that  the  matter  is  not  one 
upon  which  I  should  give  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same 
should  be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state, 
of  which  I  am  the  legal  adviser.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  how- 
ever, I  w'ill  say  that  section  i  of  chapter  2^  of  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  specifically  provides  that  the 
sheriff  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  all  mileage  collected  by  him 
in  the  service  of  civil  process.  There  is  no  provision  contained 
in  the  law  which  permits  him  to  do  so  upon  criminal  process. 
It  therefore  logically  follows  that  the  legislature,  having  spec- 
ifically provided  what  mileage  may  be  retained  by  the  sheriff, 
all  other  received  by  him  is  excluded  from  the  provision  of  the 
statute,  and  he  must  account  to  the  county  for  the  same. 

As  -to  whether  he  must  account  for  fees  received  in  criminal 
cases  before  justices  of  the  peace,  mayors,  federal  referees,  no- 
taries, etc.,  I  think  the  true  rule  is  this:  Wherever  he  is  called 
upon,  as  sheriff  of  the  county,  to  act  in  his  official  capacity,  the 
fees  which  he  receives  for  the  service  he  is  thus  required  to  per- 
form must  be  accounted  for  to  the  county.  It  is  impossible  to 
give  an  abstract  rule  more  clearly  than  the  one  stated,  which 
w^ill  apply  to  all  classes  of  cases.  Yours  very  truly,

My  Dear  Gregory — Enclosed  herewith  I  hand  you  the  let- 
ters of  the  other  members  of  the  state  board  of  law  examiners^ 
relating  to  the  question  of  proof  of  the  educational  qualifica- 
tions of  law  students,  which  I  will  be  pleased  to  have  returned 
to  me  after  you  have  read  the  same. 

I  hardly  see  how  it  is  possible  to  make  an  exception  of  the 
University,  so  far  as  the  examination  of  its  law  class  is  concerned^ 
and  to  put  such  examination  on  a  basis  different  from  that  re- 
quired of  other  law  schools.  If  the  state  board  should  adopt 
the  examination  made  by  the  University  examiner  as  to  the  edu- 
cational qualification  of  the  law  students,  it  could  be  very  reason- 
ably urged  that  the  same  rule  should  apply  to  other  law  schools ; 
and  if  this  should  be  done,  one  of  the  results,  sought  to  be  at- 
tained by  the  enactment  of  the  law  under  which  the  board 'is  ap- 
pointed, would  be  entirely  lost. 

It  may  be  suggested  that  the  University  is  a  state  institution, 
and  that  therefore  the  examination  made  by  its  examiners  as  to 
the  educational  qualification  of  students  seeking  to  enter  the  law 
class,  should  be  accepted  by  the  state  board.  I  can,  however^ 
hardly  agree  with  this  proposition,  as  it  seems  to  me  the  Univer- 
sity is  simply  a  state  institution  whereby  the  state  furnishes  to 
its  people  an  opportunity  to  acquire  an  education,  and  when  its 
students  have  taken  the  course  prescribed  by  the  University 
they  are  then  ready  to  apply  for  admission  to  the  bar  upon  ex- 
actly the  same  footing  as  though  they  had  taken  a  like  course 
at  any  other  institution  of  learning. 

Holding  this  view,  I  am  unable  to  see  how  the  board  can  ac- 
cept any  examination  as  to  the  educational  qualification  of  law 
students  in  lieu  of  that  required  by  the  statute  to  be  made  by  the 
board. 
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Personally  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  examination  made  by 
your  examiner  would,  to  say  the  least,  be  as  thorough  as  one 
made  by  the  board,  but  the  law  requires  that  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  bar,  who  are  not  graduates,  must  take  a  pre- 
liminary educational  examination,  given  by  the  state  board  of 
law  examiners,  before  they  are  admitted  to  the  law  examina- 
tion, and  this  provision  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  carried  out  in 
letter  and  in  spirit  by  the  board. 

No  student  will  suffer  any  hardship  by  a  strict  enforcement 
of  this  rule.  If  he  is  not  a  graduate  at  the  time  that  he  enters 
the  law  class,  he  knows  that  he  must  submit  to  a  preliminary 
examination  before  he  can  be  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  he  must 
prepare  himself  for  such  examination.  If  by  any  chance  he 
should  fail,  such  failure  does  not  prevent  his  taking  a  second 
examination  and  being  admitted  after  he  has  prepared  himself 
therefor.

Roads — Levy  of  Taxes  for — It  is  the  duty  of  the  town- 
ship trustees  at  their  April  meeting,  1903,  to  levy  the 
road  tax  for  that  year,  and  also  the  road  tax  for  the 
year  1904;  the  road  tax  of  1903  to  be  collected  and 
expended  as  provided  by  the  code  prior  to  the  acts  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  26th  inst. 

Under  section  1540,  as  amended  by  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  I  think  the  township  trustees  must  levy  the  prop- 
erty road  tax  for  the  year  1903  as  provided  in  that  section  of 
the  code  before  it  was  amended.  Tliis  tax  is  to  be  paid  in  cash 
and  to  be  collected  and  expended  during  the  year  1903.  They 
must  also  in  1903  levy  the  road  tax  for  the  year  1904,  which 
shall  be  certified  to  the  county  auditor  and  entered  ujxjn  the  tax 
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books  and  collected  by  the  county  treasurer  as  other  taxes;  that 
is,  the  levies  for  1903  and  1904  must  both  be  made  in  the  spring 
of  1903,  the  first  levy  to  be  collected  and  expended,  as  provided 
by  section  1540  of  the  code,  during  1903;  the  other  levy  to  be 
certified,  collected  by  the  county  treasurer  and  be  made  available 
for  the  year  1904. 

I  see  no  objection  to  Ix)th  of  these  levies  being  made  at  the 
April,  1903,  meeting,  and  at  the  same  time,  and  I  think  this  was 
the  intent  of  the  legislature  in  amending  section  1540. 

In  reply  to  your  questions  submitted  I  will  answer — 

First — That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  township  trustees  at  their 
April,  1903,  meeting  to  levy  the  road  tax  for  the  year  1904. 

Second — That  it  is  their  duty  at  their  April,  1903,  meeting 
to  levy  the  road  tax  for  the  year  1903,  which  shall  be  collected 
and  expended  as  provided  by  the  code  before  the  amendments 
made  to  chapter  2  of  title  VIII  by  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly. 

I  think  your  interpretation  of  the  statute  is  the  correct  one. 
and  that  the  acts  of  your  board  are  in  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law.

Dear  Sir — I  have  given  the  questions  raised  in  the  letter  of 
Messrs.  Longueville  &  Kintzinger  of  February  3d,  considera- 
tion, and  beg  to  make  the  following  answer  thereto: 

Section  1467  of  the  code  provides: 

"All  proj^erty  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  and 
any  interest  therein,  whether  telonging  to  the  inhabitants 
of  this  state  or  not,  and  wliether  tangible  or  intangible,  which 
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shall  pass  by  will  or  by  the  statutes  of  inheritance  of  this  or 
any  other  state,  or  by  deed,  grant,  sale  or  gift,  made  or  in- 
tended to  take  in  possession  or  in  enjoyment  after  the  death 
of,  the  grantor  or  donor,  to  any  person  in  trust  or  other- 
wise, other  than  to  or  for  the  use  of  the  father,  mother,  hus- 
band, wife,  lineal  descendant,  adopted  child,  the  lineal 
descendant  of  an  adopted  child  cf  a  decedent,  or  to  or  for 
charitable,  educational  or  religious  societies  or  institutions 
within  this  state,  shall  be  subject  to  a  tax  of  five  per  centum 
of  its  value,  above  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  after 
the  payment  of  all  debts/'  etc. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  clear  and  explicit,  and  no 
question  can  arise  as  to  their  proper  construction,  or  the  char- 
acter of  property  which  falls  within  its  provisions. 

In  the  estate  of  Anton  Hemmi  under  consideration,  it  appears 
that  the  decedent  bequeathed  one  thousand  dollars  to  three  dif- 
ferent priests  named  in  the  will.  It  is  claimed  by  the  executor 
that  such  bequest  is  not  in  the  nature  of  a  legacy  to  these  priests, 
but  is  money  set  aside  to  them  for  the  payment  of  services  to  lie 
rendered. 

The  position  is  clearly  untenable.  The  money  so  given  to  the 
priests  passes  by  the  will  of  the  decedent,  and  takes  effect  after 
his  death,  and  it  makes  no  difference  whether  it  is  in  pay- 
ment of  services  to  be  thereafter  performed,  or  whether  it  is  a 
legacy  given  withcut  any  services  to  be  rendered  therefor.  Any 
property  which  passes  by  will  or  by  deed,  grant,  sale  or  gift,  where 
such  bequest  or  property  conveyed  by  deed,  grant,  sale  or  gift, 
is  intended  to  take  effect  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  grantor 
or  donor,  if  given  or  conveyed  to  any  person  other  than  the 
father,  mother,  husband,  wife,  lineal  descendant,  adopted  child, 
lineal  descendant  of  an  adopted  child,  or  to  or  for  charitable,  edu- 
cational  or  religious  societies  or  institutions  within  the  state,  is 
subject  to  pay  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  under  the  statute. 

The  one  thousand  dollars  bequeathed  by  Anton  Hemmi  is 
property  conveyed  by  his  will  and  passes  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
beneficiaries  after  his  death,  and  the  fact  that  such  beneficiaries, 
in  consideration  of  such  bequest,  are  to  perform  masses  for  the 
soul  of  the  decedent,  does  not  take  the  property  so  given  out 
of  the  class  which  is  liable  to  pay  the  collateral  inheritance  tax. 
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The  fact  that  the  services  to  be  rendered  by  the  priests  are  of 
a  rehgious  character  can  make  no  difference,  as  the  statute  only 
exempts  property  given  for  charitable  purposes  or  to  educational 
or  religious  societies  or  institutions,  and  a  priest  does  not  fall 
within  any  of  the  classes  or  institutions  to  which  property  may 
be  given  by  a  decedent  and  be  exempt  from  the  collateral  inher- 
itance tax. 

I  think  the  one  thousand  dollars  so  given  by  the  will  of  Anton 
Hemmi  is  liable  to  pay  the  collateral  inheritance  tax.

Sheriffs — Fees— If  the  receipts  of  the  oflBce  received  by  a 
sheriff  with  the  salary  allowed  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors do  not  amount  to  the  sum  to  which  he  is 
entitled  under  the  statute,  the  deficiency  must  be 
made  up  by  the  county.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  7th  inst. 

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same  should 
be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  stale,  of  which 
I  am  the  legal  adviser,  upon  an  actual  case  pending  therein,  I 
will  make  the  following  suggestion: 

Your  county  having  a  population  of  17,000,  falls  within  the 
provisions  of  section  510,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  which  are  as  follows : 

**In  counties  having  a  population  of  over  eleven  thousand 
and  less  than  twenty-eight  thousand,  the  sheriff  shall  re- 
ceive, in  full  compensation  for  his  services,  including  the 
salary  provided  by  section  511  of  the  code,  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
receipts  of  the  office.    *    *    *    And  that  in  counties  having 
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a  pouplation  of  less  than  twenty-eight  thousand,  in  which 
the  receipts  of  the  office  and  the  salary  allowed  in  section  -511 
of  the  code,  do  not  amount  to  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at  the 
January  session  thereof,  make  an  allowance  to  the  sheriff 
of  a  sum  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  receipts  of  the 
office  for  the  previous  year  and  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 
*  *  *  And,  provided  further,  that  all  fees  earned  and 
uncollected  at  the  end  of  each  year  shall  belong  to  the  county 
and  when  paid  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  paid  into  the  county 
treasury." 

The  construction  which  must  be  placed  upon  this  statute  is 
that  a  sheriff  is  entitled  to  retain  the  fees  collected  by  him  as  his 
compensation  for  services  in  counties  of  the  class  of  O'Brien  to 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars;  and  if  the  receipts  of  the  office, 
together  with  the  salary  allowed  by  the  board  under  section  511, 
<io  not  amount  to  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, the  board  of  supervisors  shall  make  an  allowance,  at  its 
January  session,  of  a  sum  which  shall  bring  the  compensation  of 
the  sheriff  up  to  eighteen  hundred  dollars. 

The  board  is  not  authorized  to  fix  a  stated  salary  of  eighteen 
hundred  dollars,  its  only  authority  being  to  make  the  annual 
appropriation  for  a  sufficient  sum  to  bring  the  compensation  of 
the  sheriff  to  that  amount  in  case  the  receipts  of  the  office  are  less. 

In  addition  to  this  the  sheriff  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  i>or: 
the  county  for  all  expenses  necessarily  incurred  pnd  actually 
paid  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties  in  serving  criminal 
process  or  commitments  to  the  penitentiary,  industrial  schools, 
or  asylums,  which  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the  hoard  of 
supervisors,  as  other  claims  against  the  county. 

He  is  also  entitled  to  retain  all  mileage  collected  by  him  in  the 
service  of  civil  process. 

The  sums  which  he  is  entitled  to  from  the  county  upon  the 
order  of  the  board  of  supervisors  should  be  paid  by  an  order 
upon  the  treasury  the  same  as  other  debts  of  the  county.

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same  should 
be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  I  will 
call  your  attention  to  section  2755  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  and  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
blies; the  amendment  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  ^ 
being  section  i  of  chapter  105,  and  that  of  the  Twenty-nintli 
General  Assembly  being  sections  i  and  2  of  chapter  125.  The 
section  in  its  complete  form  will  be  found  in  the  supplement  to 
the  code  upon  pages  318  and  319. 

It  gives  the  school  corporation  the  power  to  divide  the  district 
into  such  number  of  voting  precincts  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  determine,  and  provides  that  a  separate  register  of  the  voters 
of  each  precinct  shall  be  prepared  by  the  board  from  the  register 
of  the  electors  of  any  city  included  within  such  school  corpora- 
tion, which  register  shall  be  revised  and  corrected  annually  by 
a  comparison  with  the  last  register  of  election  of  such  cities. 

The  fact  that  a  school  district  is  not  divided  into  different 
voting  precincts  in  nowise  changes  the  rule  as  to  registration,  as 
it  is  required  in  all  school  corporations  having  five  thousand  or 
more  inhabitants. 

Second — The  members  of  the  board  of  directors  may  act  on 
the  election  board  or  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to 
do  so.    The  appointee  so  serving  should  be  paid  by  the  district.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  esteemed 
favor  of  the  loth  inst. 

The  question  propounded  by  you  does  not  come  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  my  office,  unless  it  should  arise  upon  a  prosecu- 
tion for  malfeasance  in  office;  that  is,  I  can  not  undertake  to 
be  the  adviser  of  every  city  or  town  council  as  to  their  rights 
and  duties  under  the  statute.  These  should  be  determined  by 
a  city  solicitor,  elected  for  that  purpose. 

As  matter  of  courtesy  to  you,  however,  I  will  say  that  a  care- 
ful reading  of  section  669,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twen- 
ty-eighth General  Assembly,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
members  of  a  city  council  of  the  second  class,  and  of  incorpor- 
ated towns,  shall  receive  only  one  dollar  for  each  regular  or 
special  meeting,  and  the  amount  of  their  compensation  shall  not 
in  the  aggregate  exceed  fifty  dollars  in  any  one  year  for  all  ser- 
vices performed  by  them,  except  services  as  members  of  the 
board  of  review,  for  which  they  are  entitled  to  one  dollar  for 
each  session  of  not  less  than  three  hours,  which  is  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  treasury.  The  compensation  thus  specified 
by  statute  covers  all  services  performed  by  such  councilmen, 
either  in  their  capacity  as  members  of  the  council  at  its  meeting 
or  for  committee  service.  And  any  sum  taken  by  them  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  thus  fixed  by  statute  would  be  an  unlawful 
appropriation  of  the  public  funds,  and  an  unlawful  receipt  by 
them  of  money  in  excess  of  the  amount  to  which  they  are  legally 
entitled.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  lacknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor 
of  the  nth  inst. 

While  it  is  no  part  of  my  duty  as  attorney-general  to  furnish 
opinions  to  county  attorneys  or  boards  of  supervisors,  I  will,  as 
a  matter  of  courtesy,  however,  give  you  my  views  upon  the  ques- 
tions propounded  in  your  letter. 

Section  510  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  provides  that  all  fees  earned  and  uncol- 
lected at  the  end  of  each  year  shall  belong  to  the  county,  and 
when  paid  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  be  reported  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

Under  the  facts  of  the  case  which  you  suggest,  if  the  sheriff 
had  only  received  five  hundred  dollars  as  fees  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  there  were  still  two  hundred  dollars  fees  uncol- 
lected, which  had  been  earned,  the  board  of  supervisors  should 
make  an  allowance  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  bring  his  com- 
pensation for  the  half  year  to  nine  hundred  dollars,  and  all  of 
the  two  hundred  dollars  earned  fees  which  had  not  been  collected 
would  then  belong  to  the  county  and  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
when  collected. 

Second— Under  the  provisions  of  section  308,  the  salary  fixed 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the  county  attorney  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  1902,  would  continue  during  that  year,  and 
the  minimum  salary  provided  by  the  legislature  could  not  be 
paid  or  received  until  the  year  following  the  enactment  of  the 
statute.

become  liable  to  pay  such  tax  upon  the  death  of  the 
life  tenant,  as  the  title  thereto  passed  prior  to  thfe 
enactment  of  the  law.

Dear  Sir — After  a  full  and  careful  examination  of  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  the  property  now  in  the  hands  of  the  trustee 
appointed  by  the  will  of  Helen  P.  Griffith,  and  in  which  Helen 
E.  Groverman  had  a  life  estate  with  remainder  over  to  Susan 
R.  Groverman,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  trustee  is  not  liable  to  pay  the  collateral  in- 
heritance tax.  Upon  the  death  of  Helen  P.  Griffith,  the  money 
directed  by  her  will  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trustee,  and 
in  which  Helen  E.  Groverman  took  a  life  estate  vested  at  once 
in  Susan  R.  Groverman  by  the  terms  of  the  will.  The  title 
thereto  passed  under  the  will  to  Susan  R.  Groverman  and  she 
became  the  owner  thereof  in  fee  subject  to  the  life  estate  given 
Helen  E.  Groverman,  before  the  enactment  of  the  collateral  in- 
heritance tax  law.  It  therefore  follows,  that  upon  the  death  of 
Helen  E.  Groverman,  the  life  tenant  Susan  R.  Groverman  be- 
came entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  property,  to  which  she  had 
held  the  legal  title  before.  She  did  not  succeed  to  the  title  to 
the  property  after  the  enactment  of  the  collateral  inheritance  law. 

For  these  reason  the  property  is  not  liable  to  such  tax.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  1 8th  inst. 

Should  not  your  inquiry  be  referred  to  the  county  attorney  of 
your  county  rather  than  to  the  attorney-general,  as  it  is  a  matter 
strictly  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  not  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  oflfice,  nor  is  it  one  upon  whichi  I  can  express  an  official 
opinion,  unless  it  should  be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  state. 

I  will,  however,  suggest  that  the  provisions  of  the  statute  re- 
lating to  the  compensation  of  township  clerk  seem  to  be  very 
clear  and  explicit. 

First — He  is  entitled  to  five  per  cent  of  all  money  coming  into 
his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office,  except  money  received  from 
his  predecessor  in  office,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Second — Section  1538  provides  that  he  shall  receive  two  per 
cent  on  all  money  collected  by  him  and  paid  out  for  road  pur- 
poses. 

The  section  last  referred  to  is  a  limitation,  and  must  be  con- 
strued in  connection  with  subdivision  2  of  section  591 ;  and  the 
two  construed  together  would  read  in  substance: 

"He  shall  l>e  entitled  to  five  per  cent  upon  all  money  com- 
ing into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office,  except  money 
received  from  his  predecessor,  and  except  money  collected 
and  paid  out  for  road  purposes  upon  which  he  shall  be  al- 
lowed only  two  per  cent." 

Your  c(nistructi(  n  of  the  statute  is,  in  my  opinion,  correct.    .

Extradition — Proof  of  Commission  of  Offense  and  of 
Information  or  Complaint  filed — The  application  for 
the  extradition  of  a  person  charged  with  the  commis- 
sion of  a  crime  in  another  state  should  be  accompanied 
by  an  atBdavit  setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  the 
commission  of  the  offense,  and  a  duly  attested  copy  of 
the  indictment,  preliminary  information  or  complaint 
before  the  request  for  extradition  is  granted.

Dear  Sir — An  examination  of  the  requisition,  made  by  the 
governor  of  Kentucky  upon  the  governor  of  this  state,  for  the 
extradition  of  J.  D.  Wurtsbaugh  for  the  crime  of  bigamy  claimed 
to  have  been  committed  in  Kentucky,  discloses  that  such  requisi- 
tion and  the  evidence  in  the  form  of  written  affidavits  attached 
thereto,  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  our  statute. 

Section  5 171  of  the  code  provides: 

"No  executive  w-arrant  for  the  arrest  and  surrender  of  a 
person  demanded  by  the  executive  authority  of  another  state 
or  territory,  as  a  fugitive  from  justice  of  such  state 
or  territory,  ♦  *  *  shall  be  issued,  unless  the  requi- 
sition from  the  executive  authority  of  such  other  state  or 
territory,  *  *  *  jg  accompanied  by  sworn  evidence  that 
the  party  charged  is  a  fugitive  from  justice,  and  by  a  duly 
attested  copy  of  an  indictment,  preliminary  information  or 
complaint,  made  before  the  court  or  magistrate  authorized 
to  receive  the  same." 

The  affidavit  of  Mr.  H.  Edwin  Rowe,  attorney  for  the  com- 
monwealth of  the  Sixth  district  of  Kentucky,  states  in  his  sworn 
application  for  a  requisition  that  the  said  J.  D.  Wurtsbaugh  is 
a  fugitive  from  justice.  Such  statement  is  a  conclusion  of  law 
which  must  be  inferred  from  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  the  facts 
upon  which  such  conclusion  is  based  is  nowhere  set  forth  in  the 
application. 
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In  Jo)ies  and  Atkinson  v.  Lcofujrd,  50  Iowa,  107,  it  is  said : 

**There  are  grave  doubts  whetlier  such  a  statement  con- 
stitutes the  evidence  required  by  the  statute.  Whether  the 
plaintiffs  were  such  fugitives  is  a  mixed  question  of  law 
and  fact.  The  latter  being  stated  or  ascertained,  a  legal 
conclusion  w-ould  follow  or  be  based  thereon.  Instead  ot 
stating  facts,  the  affidavit  states  nothing  more  than  the  legal 
conclusion  of  the  person  making  the  affidavit.  The  statute 
requires  the  governor  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  per- 
son or  persons  are  fugitives  from  justice.  Sworn  evidence 
is  to  be  submitted  to  him  to  enable  him  to  do  so.  Such 
evidence  may  be  in  the  form  of  affidavits.  But  instead  of 
any  facts  being  stated,  upon  which  an  independent  judg- 
ment could  be  formed,  the  governor  must  have  relied  wholly 
on  the  legal  conclusion  of  another.  It  seems  to  us  that  to 
sanction  such  a  proceeding  would  be  establishing  a  danger- 
ous precedent." 

There  should  be  attached  to  the  application  for  the  requisition, 
an  affidavit  fully  setting  forth  the  facts  and  circumstances  of 
the  commission  of  the  offense,  and  the  facts,  circumstances  and 
time  when  the  person  charged  fled  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
state  in  which  the  crime  is  claimed  to  have  been  committed. 

Second,  there  should  be  a  duly  attested  copy  of  an  indictment, 
preliminary  information  or  complaint  made  before  the  court  or 
magistrate  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  specifically  charging 
the  person  sought  to  be  extradited  with  the  crime  which  it  is 
claimed  he  has  committed.  If  an  indictment  has  been  found,  a 
duly  attested  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  court  to  which 
it  has  been  returned,  should  be  attached  to  the  application.  If 
a  preliminary  information  or  complaint  has  been  filed  before  any 
court  or  magistrate,  having  juris<liction  to  try  the  case  upon  pre- 
liminary information  or  otherwise,  a  certifietl  copy  of  such  pre- 
liminary information  or  complaint,  given  under  the  hand  of  the 
magistrate  or  clerk  of  the  court,  together  with  a  certificate  of 
such  magistrate  or  clerk,  showing  that  the  same  has  been  duly 
filed  by  such  magistrate  or  clerk,  and  that  the  hearing  thereof 
is  p)ending  the  arrest  or  extradition  of  the  person  charged, 
should  be  attached  to  the  application. 
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I  find  an  affidavit,  duly  sworn  to  by  P.  E.  Wurtsbaugh,  which 
purports  to  charge  Jesse  D.  Wurtsbaugh  of  the  crime  of  bigamy 
committed  in  the  county  of  Davis  and  state  of  Kentucky,  but 
there  is  no  evidence  that  such  affidavit  was  ever  filed  in  any 
court  or  by  any  magistrate  as  a  preliminary  information  upon 
which  a  wnarrant  could  issue  for  the  arrest  of  the  said  Jesse  D. 
Wurtsbaugh. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  requisition  with  all  of  the  affidavits 
and  papers  attached  thereto  be  returned  with  the  information 
to  the  persons  desiring  the  arrest  and  extradition  of  Jesse  D. 
Wurtsbaugh,  that  an  affidavit  be  made  by  some  one  having  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  facts,  setting  forth  explicitly  the  com- 
mission of  the  offense  charged  and  the  fact  that  thereafter,  if 
it  is  true,  the  said  Jesse  D.  Wurtsbaugh  fled  from  the  state  of 
Kentucky  to  avoid  punishment  for  the  crime  charged.  That  a 
preliminary  information  be  duly  prepared,  swpm  to  and  filed 
before  a  proper  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  and 
a  warrant  be  issued  thereon  for  the  arrest  of  the  said  Jesse  D. 
Wurtsbaugh,  and  that  certified  copies  of  such  information  and 
warrant,  given  under  the  hand  of  the  magistrate  or  court  in 
which  the  information  is  filed,  be  attached  to  the  application. 
Further  than  this,  I  think  there  should  be  evidence  in  the  form  of 
an  affidavit,  showing  that  no  divorce  was  granted  the  said  Jesse 
D.  Wurtsbaugh  or  to  Stella  A.  Wurtsbaugh,  dissolving  the  bonds 
of  matrimony  existing  between  them  after  their  marriage  on  the 
27th  day  of  February,  1884.  As  the  presumption  of  law  is,  in 
the  absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  that  the  impediment 
which  is  claimed  to  exist  as  to  his  marriage  with  Eva  T.  Wurts- 
baugh was  removed  before  such  second  marriage  by  divorce  or 
otherwise.  And  such  affidavit  should  further  show  that  the  said 
Stella  A.  Wurtsbaugh  was  living  at  the  time  of  such  second  mar- 
riage.

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  17th  inst.  to  Hon.  B.  F.  Car- 
roll, Auditor  of  State,  has  been  referred  to  me,  together  with  his 
request  that  I  determine  what  salary  you  are  entitled  to  receive 
under  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

There  seems  to  be  some  confusion  in  the  statutes  regarding 
the  election  of  judges  in  the  first  judicial  district,  and  I  will  lie 
pleased  to  have  any  assistance  which  you  can  give  me  in  arriv- 
ing at  tlie  facts  in  the  case. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  code  of  1873,  Le^*  Henry,  Des 
Moines  and  Louisa  counties  constituted  the  first  judicial  dis- 
trict of  Iowa.  I  think  the  district  remained  without  change 
until  1886,  when  it  was  changed  by  chapter  134  of  the  acts  of 
the  TKventy-first  General  Assembly.  Henry  and  Louisa  coun- 
ties were  taken  out  of  the  district,  and  it  was  then  composed 
of  the  counties  of  Lee  and  Des  Moines.  It  then  continued  with- 
out change  until  1896,  when  Des  Moines  county  was  taken  out 
of  the  district  and  Lee  county  created  the  first  judicial  district 
of  the  state. 

Section  584  of  the  code  of  1873  provides: 

"A  district  judge  and  a  district  attorney  shall  be  chosen 
in  each  judicial  district,  except  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth, 
at  the  general  election  in  the  year  1874,  and  each  fourth 
year  thereafter." 

Lee  county  having  always  formed  a  part  of  the  first  judicial 
district,  and  a  judge  having  l)een  elected  therein  in  the  year 
1874,  who,  under  the  constitution,  would  hold  his  office  for  four 
years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  following  such 
election,  I  am  unable  to  understand  the  language  of  section  5  of 
chapter  121  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly. 

Section  2  of  that  act  creates  Lee  county  as  the  first  judicial 
district  of  the  state.  At  the  time  the  act  went  into  effect,  there 
must  have  l)een  c^ie  or  more  judges  of  that  district  who  had  been 
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elected  under  the  law  as  it  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  chap- 
ter 121.  In  the  regular  course  of  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  such  judges,  the  offices  should  have  been  filled  at 
the  general  election  in  the  year  1888;  and  I  am  free  to  say  that 
I  do  not  now  understand  why  the  legislature  designated  such 
election  to  take  place  in  the  year  1899. 

If,  under  section  5  of  chapter  121  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty- 
sixth  General  Assembly,  you  were  elected  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  could  a  subsequent  legislature  abridge  your  term  of  office? 

If  in  the  regular  course  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  judge  of  that  judicial  district,  you  were  elected  in  the  year 
1898,  it  seems  clear  to  me  that  your  office  was  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  and  that.it  must  again  be  filled  by  the  election  in 
1902.  But,  as  I  have  indicated,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand 
why  the  year  1899  was  fixed  by  the  Twenty-sixth  General  As- 
sembly as  the  year  when  a  judge  in  that  district  should  be  elected. 

It  may  be  in  the  hasty  examination  which  I  have  given  this 
matter,  I  have  overlooked  some  act  of  the  legislature  that  may 
explain  this  apparent  discrepancy,  and  I  will  be  pleased  ^o  have 
your  views  upon  the  question  before  giving  the  auditor  my 
opinion.

Judicial  Districts — Election  of  Judges — Compensation 
OF— The  date  "1899"  fixed  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty- 
sixth  General  Assembly  for  the  election  of  judges  in  the 
first  judicial  district  is  an  error,  and  should  be  "1898." 
The  judge  of  that  district  elected  in  1902  is  entitled 
to  the  increased  compensation  fixed  by  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly.

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  verbal  request  that  I  advise 
you  as  to  whether  the  judge  of  the  first  judicial  district  of  Iowa 
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is  entitled  to  the  increased  compensation  fixed  by  the  THventy- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  I  have  to  say  that  from  the  time  of  the 
enactment  of  the  code  of  1873  to  the  present  time,  each  judge 
of  that  district  has  been  elected  every  four  years  beginning  with 
the  year  1874,  after  the  code  v^ent  into  effect.  These  elections 
have  occurred  since  that  time  in  1878,  1882,  1886,  1890,  189.!-, 
1898  and  1902.  At  the  time  the  act  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  went  into  effect,  the  judge  of  that  district  was 
then  serving  the  term  for  which  he  had  been  elected  in  1894, 
and  which  would  expire  the  first  day  of  January,  1899.  The 
election  to  fill  that  office,  after  the  expiration  of  the  incumbent 
term  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1899,  would  necessarily  have 
to  be  the  November  election  of  1898,  and  it  is  clear  that  the 
Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  simply  made  a  mistake  when  it 
declared  that  the  office  should  be  filled  at  the  general  election  in 
1899,  ^^  such  provision  would  have  left  the  district  without  a 
judge  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1899,  ^^  ^he  first  day  of 
January,  1900,  unless  it  could  be  held  that  the  act  extended  the 
term  of  the  incumbent  one  year,  and  this  I  think  is  not  tenable. 
The  simple  fact  is  that  the  figure  9  was  inadvertently  writtea 
in  the  act  instead  of  the  figure  8,  and  the  error  was  not  discov* 
ered  until  the  passage  of  the  bill.  The  present  incumbent  was 
elected  in  the  year  1898.  No  election  was  held  in  1899.  His 
term  of  office  would  expire  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1903. 
He  was  re-elected  at  the  general  election  of  1902.  This  makes 
a  straight  succession  in  office  by  an  election  held  every  four  years 
from  1874  to  1902.  Judge  Banks,  having  been  legally  elected 
at  the  November  election  of  1902,  qualified  and  taken  his  office 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  is  clearly  entitled  to  the  in- 
crease of  salary  fixed  by  the  act  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly.

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Sheriffs — Deputies — Compensation  of — A  deputy  ap- 
pointed by  a  sheriff  must  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts 
of  the  oflSce,  and  if  such  receipts  are  insuflBcient  to  pay 
the  salary  allowed  the  deputy  and  to  give  the  sheriff 
the  compensation  fixed  by  law,  the  deficiency  must  be 
made  up  by  the  county.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  26th  inst. 

Pardon  me  for  suggesting  that  it  is  no  part  of  my  duty  as 
attorney-general  to  determine  questions  arising  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  county  affairs,  unless  such  questions  are  referred  to 
me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  of  which  I  am  the 
legal  adviser;  and  that  whatever  I  say  upon  questions  of  that 
character  is  simply  voluntary  and  is  not  binding  upon  any  court 
or  tribunal  before  whom  the  question  may  come. 

As  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  you,  however,  I  will  offer  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  as  to  the  construction  of  sections  i  and  2  of 
chapter  27  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

Section  i  provides: 

"In  counties  having  a  population  of  over  twenty-eight 
thousand,  and  less  than  forty-five  thousand,  the  sheriff 
shall  receive  in  full  compensation  for  his  services, 
except  the  expenses  hereinafter  provided  for,  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  the  same  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  receipts  of  the  office.  *  *  *  ^j^j  {^  counties 
having  a  population  of  more  than  twenty-eight  thousand, 
and  less  than  forty-five  thousand,  in  which  the  receipts  of 
the  office  and  salary  allowed  by  the  board  do  not  in  any 
year  amount  to  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  the  board 
of  supervisors  shall,  at  the  January  session  thereof  follow- 
ing, make  an  allowance  to  the  sheriff  of  a  sum  equal  to  the 
difference  between  the  receipts  of  the  office  for  the  previous 
year,  and  two  thousand  dollars." 
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Section  2  provides: 

"In  all  counties  the  sheriff  shall,  in  writing,  appoint  one 
or  more  persons  not  holding  a  county  office  ns  deputy  or 
deputies.  *  *  *  j^  ^11  cases  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  fix  the  number  of  deputies  and  shall  fix  the  salary  of 
such  deputies  at  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  each  in  counties  having  a  population  over  twenty- 
eight  thousand.  *  *  *  And  in  all  counties,  the  chief 
deputy  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  out  of  tlie  compensation 
allowed  him  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section, 
and  all  other  deputies  shall  be  paid  by  the  county." 

The  construction  which  must  be  placed  upon  this  statute  ap- 
pears to  me  to  be  this:  That  the  chief  deputy  must  be  paid  out 
of  the  receipts  of  the  office.  If  at  the  end  of  the  year  such  re- 
ceipts are  insufficient,  together  with  the  salary  allowed  the 
sheriff  under  section  5 1 1  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  Twenty, 
seventh  General  Assembly,  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  deputy,  as 
fixed  by  the  board,  and  to  pay  the  sheriff  a  compensation  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  then  the  board  must,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  i  of  chapter  2^  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  make  an  allowance  to  the  sheriff  of  a  sufficient  amount 
to  bring  his  compensation  up  to  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

If  the  receipts  of  the  office  are  sufficient  to  pay  the  salary  al- 
lowed the  chief  dqxity,  and  to  give  to  the  sheriff,  with  the  sal- 
ary which  he  receives  under  section  511,  a  compensation  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  no  allowance  should  be  made  by  the  board. 

If  the  receipts  are  sufficient,  after  paying  the  salary  allowed 
the  deputy  to  pay  the  sheriff  a  compensation  of  tliree  thousand 
dollars  with  the  salary  allowed  him,  he  is  entitled  to  retain  that 
sum  as  his  compensation.  All  receipts  above  that  amount  must 
be  turned  ever  to  the  county.

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County  Auditor — Publication  of  Report — It  is  the  duty 
of  the  county  auditor  to  make  and  publish  the  finan- 
cial statement  provided  for  in  section  480  of  the  code, 
as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  and  such  report  must  contain  comparison 
with  previous  years.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  26th  inst. 

While  I  doubt  the  advisability  of  my  giving  an  opinion  upon 
questions  referred  to  me  by  county  officers,  as  it  is  no  part  of 
my  duty  to  advise  them  as  to  their  legal  rights,  and  the  county 
attorney  is  by  law  made  their  legal  adviser,  I  will,  however,  say 
that  I  think  there  can  be  but  one  construction  placed  upon 
section  480  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  chapter  23  of  the  acts 
of  the  Twenty-ninth  Genera]  Assembly,  and  that  is  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  auditor  to  make  and  publish  the  financial  statement 
provided  for  in  said  section  in  1903,  showing  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  county  during  the  year  1902;  and  that  such  duty 
is  obligatory  upon  him. 

The  provisions  of  the  closing  portion  of  the  section  clearly 
indicate  that  such  was  the  intent  of  the  legislature,  as  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  comparison  required  by  the  section  need  not  be 
made  in  the  first  report  published,  and  the  second  report  need 
only  contain  a  comparison  with  the  preceding  year,  and  the  third 
report  with  the  last  two  years,  the  fourth  report  with  the  last 
three  years,  and  the  fifth  report  with  the  last  four  years.  That 
is  to  say,  a  statement  of  the  business  of  1902  must  be  published 
in  1903,  without  comparisons.  A  statement  of  the  business  of 
1903  must  be  published  in  1904  with  a  comparison  of  the  busi- 
ness of  1902,  and  so  on. 

It  seems  to  me  the  statute  is  susceptible  of  no  other  interpre- 
tation.

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same  should 
be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  I  will 
make  the  following  suggestions  in  regard  to  your  action  as 
assessor. 

If  any  one  in  your  assessor's  district  is  conducting  a  place  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  other  than  as  authorized  under 
the  pharmacy  law,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  assess  the 
mulct  tax  against  him,  whether  he  has  received  a  permit  to 
carry  on  such  place  under  a  petition  signed  by  sixty  per  cent  of 
the  voters  of  the  county  or  not.  The  assessment  of  the  mulct 
tax  against  a  saloon  is  not  dependent  upon  the  fact  that  such 
saloon  is  running  under  a  petition  of  sixty  per  cent  of  the  voters 
of  the  county.  If  it  is  conducted  and  carried  on,  either  under 
such  petition  or  without  such  petition,  it  is  in  either  case  equally 
liable  to  pay  the  mulct  tax,  and  should  be  assessed  therefor.

County  Attorneys — Compensation  of — County  attorneys 
are  not  entitled  to  a  percentage  upon  fines,  unless  the 
same  are  collected  by  the  county.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 

the  7th  inst. 
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Section  308  of  the  code  provides: 

"In  addition  to  the  salary  above  provided  he  (the  county 
attorney)  shall  receive  the  fees  as  now  allowed  to  attor- 
neys for  suits  upon  written  instruments  where  judgment  is 
obtained;  for  all  fines  collected  and  school  fund  mortgages 
foreclosed." 

Under  this  provision,  a  county  attorney  can  not,  in  my 
opinion,  be  paid  an  attorney  fee  upon  any  fine  which  is  assessed 
by  the  court,  unless  such  fine  is  collected  and  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury ;  that  is,  he  is  entitled  to  the  percentage  of  all  fines  collected 
and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  upon  the  same  scale  as  attor- 
neys' fees  are  allowed  where  judgments  are  obtained  upon  writ- 
ten instruments.  The  provisions  of  this  section  are  in  harmony 
with  the  original  act  of  the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly, 
which  provided  that  the  county  attorney,  in  addition  to  the  sal- 
ary fixed  by  the  board,  of  supervisors,  should  also  be  paid  ten 
per  cent  upon  all  fines  collected.  It  was  not  the  intent  of  the 
legislature  to  make  the  county  liable  for  such  compensation,  nor 
that  the  same  should  be  paid  from  the  county  treasury,  unless 
the  fines  were  actually  collected.

Public  Officers — Jurors — Compensation  of — Where  the 
compensation  of  a  public  officer  or  a  juror  is  fixed  by 
statute,  the  court  has  no  power  to  legally  grant  a 
greater  compensation;  but  it  is  within  the  power  of 
the  court  to  order  that  the  board  and  lodging  of  jurors 
be  paid  by  the  county  where  they  are  required  not  to 
separate  during  a  trial.

Dear  Sir — Enclosed  herewith  I  hand  you  a  copy  of  a  letter 
written  to  Mr.  Greenlee,  county  attorney  of  Montgomery  county, 
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relating  to  the  question  of  the  levy,  assessment  and  collection 
of  road  taxes  for  the  years  1903  and  1904,  which  I  believe  will 
cover  the  ground  of  inquiry  in  your  letter. 

I  believe  it  is  a  well  settled  principle  of  law  that  where  the 
compensation  of  any  public  officer,  juror,  or  any  other  person 
performing  services  for  the  state,  is  fixed  by  the  statute,  he  can 
not  legally  receive  any  other  compensation  than  that  fixed,  and  I 
very  seriously  doubt  the  power  of  any  court  to  l^ally  grant  or 
order  a  greater  compensation  to  be  paid  to  a  juror  than  that 
fixed  by  section  354  of  the  code.  If  the  jurors  are  ordered  not 
to  separate  during  the  trial  of  any  case,  I  think  the  court  has 
power  to  order  that  the  cost  of  their  sustenance,  that  is  their 
board  and  lodging,  be  paid  during  the  time  they  are  kept  to- 
gether ;  but  it  can  not  legally  direct  that  they  be  paid  any  greater 
sum  as  compensation  for  their  services  than  that  fixed  by  law. 
and  any  such  order  would  not  be  binding  upon  the  board  of 
superv'isors.

Survey  of  Public  Land— Meandered  Lake  Beds— Statute 
AND  Cases  Relating  Thereto.

Dear  Sir — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  yesterday,  I 
give  below  the  statutes  and  adjudicated  cases  bearing  upon  the 
question  of  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  request  a  survey  of  lands 
which  were  originally  meandered  as  permanent  lakes  by  the 
government  surve\%  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  present 
claimants  to  obtain  title  thereto  through  a  patent  from  the  gen- 
eral government. 

The  statute  which  was  cited  by  Mr.  Evans  as  authorizing  the 
governor  to  make  a  request  for  a  survey  of  such  meandered 
lakes  and  lands,  is  section  3  of  chapter  138  of  the  acts  of  the 
Fifth  General  Assembly,  which  was  approved  January  25,  1855. 
This  act  was  inserted  in  the  Revision  of  i860  without  change. 
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as  sections  953,  954  and  955  thereof.  It  was  not  inserted  in 
the  code  of  1873,  ^^^  ^^  j.eems  to  me  a  serious  question  whether 
it  now  has  any  force  and  eflfect  whatever. 

Section  47  of  the  code  of  1873  provides: 

**A11  public  and  general  statutes  passed  prior  to  the  pres- 
ent session  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  public  and 
special  acts  the  subject  whereof  are  revised  by  this  code, 
or  which  are  repugnant  to  the  provisions  thereof,  are  here- 
by repealed." 

It  seems  to  me  the  act  of  1855  must  be  held  to  be  a  gen- 
eral law%  as  it  applied  to  every  governor  of  the  state  during  the 
time  the  act  was  in  force.  If  it  was  a  general  law,  and  was 
omitted  from  the  code  of  1873,  I  do  not  see  how  to  escape  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  repealed  by  the  enactment  of  that  code, 
although  that  question  does  not  appear  to  have  been  raised  as 
to  the  law,  and  the  supreme  court  in  Rood  zk  Wallace,  109  Iowa, 
13,  refer  to  the  act  as  being  in  force. 

As  bearing  upon  the  question  of  the  status  of  lands  of  this 
character,  and  of  the  duty  and  power  of  the  governor  in  rela- 
tion thereto,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  cases  of 

Rood  V.  Wallace,  109  Iowa,  13; 

Schlosser  z\  Hemphill,  90  N.  \V.  Rep.,  842; 

Carr  v.  Moore,  93  N.  W.  Rep.,  52.

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Telephone  Companies — Roads  and  Highways — Telephone 
companies  have  no  right  to  erect  their  poles  and  main- 
tain their  wires  in  the  streets  of  a  city  or  incorporated 
town  except  with  the  consent  of  the  municipal  author- 
ities.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  20th  inst. 

I  doubt  the  propriety  of  my  expressing  an  opinion  upon  the 
question  of  the  right  of  telephone  companies  to  place  their  poles 
in  the  streets  of  a  town  without  having  a  franchise  therefor,  for 
the  reason  that  whatever  I  may  say  upon  the  subject  will  not  be 
binding  upon  any  court  or  tribunal  before  whom  the  question 
may  come.  I  will,  however,  give  you  briefly  my  view  of  the 
present  provisions  of  the  law. 

Section  1324  of  the  code  of  1873  gave  the  right  to  any  person 
or  company  to  construct  a  telegraph  or  telephone  line  along  the 
public  highways  of  the  state.  This  remained  the  law  until  the 
adoption  of  the  code  of  1897,  by  which  the  language  of  the  sec- 
tion was  changed  so  that  it  now  reads:  "Any  person  or  firm, 
and  any  corporation  organized  for  such  purpose,  within  or  with- 
out the  state,  may  construct  a  telegraph  or  telephone  line  along 
the  public  roads  of  the  stale;*'  the  words  "public  highway'*  in 
the  original  section  being  struck  out  and  the  word  "road''  sub- 
stituted therefor. 

The  words  "public  highway"  is  a  broader  term  than  the  word 
"road."  It  is  a  generic  term  and  includes  all  roads,  streets  and 
alleys.  Under  section  1324  of  the  code  of  1873,  telephone  com- 
panies undoubtedly  had  the  right  to  locate  their  poles  along  the 
streets  and  alleys  of  cities  and  towns  without  obtaining  a  fran- 
chise therefor. 

In  adopting  the  code  of  1897,  the  legislature,  by  striking  out 
the  words  "public  highway"  and  inserting  the  word  "roads", 
undoubtedly  intended  to  abridge  the  right  of  telegraph  and  tele- 
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phone  companies  and  to  confine  their  right  to  locate,  erect  and 
maintain  poles  along  the  public  highways  of  the  state  to  what 
are  known  as  roads,  as  distinguished  from  public  highways.. 

"Road"  is  defined  in  Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary  as:  "A  pass- 
age through  the  country  for  the  use  of  the  people,"  citing  3d 
Yeates,  421;  and  this  definition  has  been  followed  in  Chollar- 
Potosi  Mining  Co,  v.  Kennedy,  3  Nevada,  373.  And  in  In  re 
Woolsey,  95  N.  Y.,  135,  it  was  held  that  a  provision  of  the  New 
York  constitution  prohibiting  the  passage  of  a  private  or  local 
bill  laying  out,  opening,  altering,  etc.,  roads,  highways  or  alleys, 
is  not  applicable  to  city  streets  and  avenues. 

While  the  adjudicated  cases  are  not  all  in  accord  as  to  the 
distinction  between  a  public  highway  and  a  road,  it  seems  to  me 
clear  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  legislature  in  striking  out 
the  words  "public  highway"  in  section  1324  of  the  code  of  1873, 
and  inserting  the  word  "roads"  in  section  2158  of  the  present 
code,  to  make  the  clear  technical  distinction,  and  to  take  away 
from  telephone  and  telegraph  companies  the  right  to  locate, 
erect  and  maintain  their  poles  along  the  streets  and  avenues  of 
a  city,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  city  authorities. 

As  bearing  out  this  construction  of  the  statute,  I  call  atten- 
tion to  section  775  of  the  code,  which  provides : 

"Cities  and  towns  shall  have  power  to  authorize  and  reg- 
ulate telegraph,  district  telegraph,  telephone,  street  railway 
and  other  electric  wires  and  poles  and  other  supports  thereof 
by  general  and  uniform  regulation,  and  to  provide  the  man- 
ner in  which  and  places  where  the  same  shall  be  placed  upon, 
along  or  under  the  streets,  roads;  avenues,  alleys  and  public 
places  of  such  city  or  town." 

This  section  gives  to  the  city  or  town  council  the  power  to 
authorize,  as  well  as  to  regelate,  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  such  telephone  poles  along  the  streets  and  highways  of  a  city. 

Taking  this  section  in  connection  with  the  change  made  in 
the  statute  referred  to,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  no  tele- 
phone company  is  authorized,  under  the  present  law,  to  locate, 
erect  and  maintain  its  poles  along  the  streets  and  public  high- 
ways of  a  city  or  town,  unless  it  receives  a  franchise  therefor 
from  such  city  or  town.  Yours  very  truly,

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School  Districts — Powers  of  Electors  at  Annual  Meet- 
ting— (1)"  The  provisions  of  section  2749  of  the  code 
relating  to  the  submission  of  any  proposition  apon 
petition  signed  by  ten  voters,  do  not  apply  to  any 
proposition  which  the  voters  of  the  district  township 
have  the  right  to  pass  upon  at  their  annual  meeting. 
(2)  It  is  within  the  power  of  the  electors  to  determine 
that  a  particular  branch  of  study  may  be  added  in  one 
subdistrict  and  not  in  others  of  the  township.  (3) 
When  assembled  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  electors 
have  power  to  pass  upon  one  or  all  of  the  different 
propositions  included  in  section  2749,  and  no  notice 
that  such  questions  will  be  voted  upon  is  necessary.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  19th  inst. 

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same  should 
be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  of 
which  I  am  the  legal  adviser,  I  will  make  the  following  sug- 
gestions in  relation  to  the  questions  asked  in  your  letter: 

First — I  know  of  no  provision  of  the  statute  which  makes  the 
vote  of  the  corporate  meeting  of  a  school  district  invalid  because 
only  eight  persons  are  present  and  vote  at  such  meeting.  The 
provisions  of  section  2749,  relating  to  the  submission  of  any 
proposition  authorized  by  law  to  the  voters  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing upon  a  petition  signed  by  ten  voters  in  any  school  township, 
do  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  proposition  which  the  voters  of  the 
district  township  are  given  the  right  to  j>ass  upon,  and  which 
is  in  fact  voted  upon  by  them  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Second — Section  2749  of  the  code  gives  to  the  electors  assem- 
bled at  the  annual  meeting  the  right  to  determine  as  to  what 
added  branches  shall  be  taught  in  the  schools  of  the  township. 
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and  I  know  of  no  reason  why  it  may  not  determine  that  a  par- 
ticular branch  of  study  may  be  added  in  one  subdistrict  and  not 
in  others  of  the  township. 

Third— I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  the  validity  of  any 
vote  of  the  electors  assembled  at  the  annual  meeting,  in  carry- 
ing out  the  powers  which  are  given  by  section  2749  of  the  code, 
that  the  notice  of  the  meeting  should  state  that  a  vote  will  be 
taken  upon  either  of  the  propositions  which  the  electors  are  by 
that  section  authorized  to  pass  upon.  When  they  are  assembled 
at  the  annual  meeting  they  have  the  power  to  pass  upon  any  one 
or  all  of  the  different  propositions  included  in  section  2749,  and 
no  notice  that  such  questions  will  be  voted  upon  at  the  meeting 
is  necessary  to  give  the  vote  thereon  validity.

Roads— Working  of — (1)  The  township  trustees  may  let 
the  road  work  or  any  part  of  it  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder.  (2)  If  the  work  is  not  let  by  contract, 
they  may  employ  a  superintendent  to  oversee  and 
carry  out  the  same.  (3)  Trustees  are  not  eligible  as 
superintendents  of  roads,  nor  can  a  contract  for  work- 
ing the  same  be  let  to  either  of  them.

Dear  Sir— I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  2 1  St  inst. 

Replying  to  your  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  township  trustees 
may,  without  letting  the  work  on  the  roads  by  contract,  dispense 
with  the  services  of  a  superintendent  as  provided  by  statute,  I 
will  say  that  my  constniction  of  the  present  road  law  is  that  the 
trustees  may  pursue  either  of  two  methods  of  working  the  roads 
in  their  township: 

First — ^They  may  let  the  work  or  any  part  of  it  to  the  lowest 
responsible  competent  bidder,  and  in  such  case  it  may  not  be 
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necessary  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  roads,  and  the  work 
may  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  trustees  or  either  of  them. 

Second — If  the  work  is  not  let  by  contract,  I  think  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  trustees  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  roads  to  over- 
see the  work,  and  that  the  same  is  performed  according  to  the 
plan  adopted  by  the  trustees. 

I  think  the  trustees  are  not  eHgible  as  superintendents  of  the 
roads,  nor  can  a  contrajct  be  let  to  either  of  them  for  working- 
the  same.

Municipal  Corporations— Compensation  op  Councilmen 
— Councilmen  of  cities  of  second  class  are  entitled  to 
$1.00  only  for  each  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
council,  and  in  the  aggregate  their  compensation  can 
not  exceed  $50  in  any  one  year,  except  that  they  are 
entitled  in  addition  thereto  to  receive  $1  for  each 
meeting  as  a  board  of  review.  The  amount  so  paid 
for  services  as  councilmen  covers  all  committee  services, 
and  any  ordinance  or  resolution  adopted  by  the  city 
which  provides  a  greater  compensation  than  $1  for 
each  meeting  of  the  council,  or  for  services  performed 
as  members  of  committees,  is  in  violation  of  law.  •

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  23d  inst.,  with  enclosures,  to 
the  governor  of  Iowa,  has  been  by  him  referred  to  me  with  the 
request  that  I  answer  the  same. 

Complying  with  such  request,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  hardly 
see  how  there  can  be  any  misunderstanding  as  to  what  is  said  in 
my  letter  of  February  12th  to  Hon.  H.  T.  McCormack  of  Knox- 
ville,  Iowa.  However,  as  there  seems  to  be  some  doubt  as  to 
the  exact  views  expressed  in  that  letter,  I  will  now  endeavor  to 
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State  my  view  of  the  law  so  clearly  and  explicitly  that  no  doubt 
can  arise  as  to  my  position. 

Without  going  into  the  question  at  length,  and  stating  it  as 
succinctly  as  possible,  I  will  say  that  section  669  of  the  code,  as 
amended  by  chapter  17  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General 
Assembly,  fixes  the  compensation  which  the  councilmen  of  cities 
of  the  second  class  and  of  incorporated  towns  are  entitled  to 
receive.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  section  they  are  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  public  funds  of  the  city  one  dollar  for  each 
regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  council,  the  aggregate  of  such 
compensation,  however,  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  in  any  one 
year,  and  in  addition  to  such  compensation  they  are  entitled  to 
receive  for  services  as  members  of  the  board  of  review  an 
amount  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  each  session  of  not  less  than 
three  hours,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Tlie  compensation  fixed  by  this  section  of  the  statute  is  all 
that  a  councilman  of  a  city  of  the  second  class,  or  of  an  incor- 
porated town,  is  entitled  to  receive  for  his  services,  either  for 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  council,  or  for  committee  work 
performed  by  him.  That  is  to  say,  no  member  of  the  council  of 
a  city  or  town,  of  the  character  indicated,  is  entitled  to  receive 
from  the  public  funds  of  the  city  any  sum  of  money  as  compensa- 
iton  for  any  services  performed  by  him,  either  as  a  member  of 
the  city  council  or  as  a  member  of  any  committee  thereof,  in  ex- 
cess of  one  dollar  for  each  meeting  of  the  city  council  during  the 
year,  which  amount  can  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  in  any  year. 

Any  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  or  adopted  by  the  council 
of  a  city  or  town,  of  the  character  indicated,  which  provides  a 
greater  compensation  than  one  dollar  for  each  meeting  of  the 
council  to  be  paid  to  the  members  thereof,  either  for  attendance 
at  the  meetings  of  the  council  or  for  services  performed  by  them 
as  members  of  committees  appointed  by  the  mayor  or  by  the 
council,  is  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  statute  referred 
to,  and  void.  Yours  very  truly,

must  be  assessed  as  provided  in  section  1322  of  the 
code,  and  the  value  of  real  estate  v^hich  is  otherwise 
taxed  should  be  deducted  from  the  total  value  of  the 
shares  in  arriving  at  the  taxable  value  thereof.  The 
stock  of  any  other  bank  or  corporation  cannot  be 
deducted  from  the  value  of  the  shares  of  the  bank 
v^hich  are  assessed.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  8th  inst. 

While  I  can  not  give  an  official  opinion  upon  the  question 
asked  in  your  letter,  unless  the  same  should  be  referred  to  me 
by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  I  will  briefly,  as  matter 
of  courtesy  to  you,  give  you  my  views  regarding  the  same. 

First — I  will  say  that  in  my  judgment  section  1321  does  not 
apply  to  savings  banks  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state. 
It  is  by  its  terms  expressly  applicable  to  private  banks,  bankers 
and  persons  other  than  corporations  elsewhere  specified  in  the 
statute  relating  to  the  asessment  of  taxes.  The  method  of  assess- 
ing savings  banks  is  specifically  provided  in  section  1322,  and 
their  shares  of  stock  must  te  assessed  as  therein  provided ;  and 
section  132 1   has  no  application  to  such  banks. 

Second — Section  1322  provides  the  manner  in  which  the  value 
of  the  shares  of  such  banks  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  assessor, 
and  specifically  states  what  property,  which  is  otherwise  taxed, 
may  be  deducted  in  ascertaining  the  real  value  of  such  shares. 
It  is  provided  in  that  section  that  the  A^aJue  of  one  class  of  prop- 
erty, viz,  real  estate,  which  is  otherwise  taxed,  may  be  deducted 
from  the  total  value  of  the  shares  in  arriving  at  the  actual  value 
thereof,  and  the  specific  naming  of  such  property  in  the  statute 
excludes  all  other  deductions. 

Any  portion  of  the  capital  or  surplus  of  a  savings  bank  which 
is  invested  in  the  stock  of  an  incorporated  state  bank,  or  the 
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Stock  of  any  other  corporation  organized  for  pecuniary  profit, 
which  pays  the  taxes  assessed  against  the  same  as  provided  by 
law,  is  an  investment  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  savings  bank, 
and  the  fact  that  the  property  in  which  it  is  invested  is  elsewhere 
taxed  is  a  factor  in  determining  the  actual  value  of  the  shares 
of  the  stock  of  the  bank;  that  is,  if  such  property  was  not  else- 
where taxed,  the  value  of  the  shares  would  be  greater,  and  the 
fact  that  such  property  is  elsewhere  taxed  to  that  extent  reduces 
the  value  of  the  shares;  but  such  property  itself  may  not  be 
deducted  from  the  total  value  of  the  shares  ascertained  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1322.

Inebriates — Synopsis  of  Law  Relating  Thereto.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  1 6th  inst. 

Our  statute  for  the  detention  and  treatment  of  inebriates  pro- 
vides: 

First — ^That  the  board  of  control  of  state  institutions  shall 
make  provisions  in  the  hospital  for  the  insane  for  the  receiving 
of  persons  sent  to  such  hospital  under  the  statute. 

Second — ^That  all  inebriates  and  persons  addicted  to  the 
excessive  use  of  morphine  or  other  narcotics,  citizens  of  the 
state  and  residents  of  the  county  from  which  they  are  committed, 
may  be  brought  before  the  district  court  or  the  judge  thereof  for 
examination  upon  an  information  filed  against  them.  The  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  they  are  persons  who  should  be  detained  and 
sent  to  the  hospital  for  treatment  is  tried  as  a  question  of  fact 
before  the  judge,  and  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury.  The 
same  proceeding  obtains  as  the  investigation  as  to  whether  a 
person  is  of  sound  mind  or  not,  except  that  such  investigation  is 
made  before  a  judge  of  the  court  instead  of  the  commissioners 
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of  insanity.  If  the  court  or  judge  finds  the  person  brought 
before  him  a  fit  subject  for  detainment  and  treatment,  he  may- 
commit  him  to  the  hospital  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  nor 
more  than  three  years. 

If  after  thirty  days'  treatment  the  patient  shall  appear  to  be 
cured,  he  may  be  paroled  by  the  governor  upon  a  pledge  tcv 
refrain  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  or 
other  narcotics.  If  he  violates  such  pledge  he  may  be  returned 
to  the  hospital  for  further  treatment. 

During  the  time  of  his  parole  he  is  required  to  make  monthly 
reports  to  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  to  which  he  was 
sent,  and  if  he  fails  to  make  such  reports  the  sheriff  of  the 
county  of  his  residence  is  required  to  arrest  him  and  return  him 
to  such  hospital,  where  he  shall  be  detained  and  treated  during 
the  full  term  of  his  commitment. 

The  general  effect  of  the  law  appears  to  be  beneficial  to  the 
people  of  the  state,  and  it  is  upheld  by  public  sentiment.

Sheriff— Deputy — It  is  obligatory  upon  a  sheriff  of  a^ 
county  to  appoint  at  least  one  deputy,  and  upon  the 
board  of  supervisors  to  fix  his  compensation,  A  sheriff 
cannot  increase  the  compensation  allowed  him  by 
statute  by  failing  to  appoint  a  deputy.

Dear  Sir — I  think  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter  27- 
of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  are  manda- 
tory, both  upon  the  sheriff  and  the  board  of  supervisors;  that  is, 
the  sheriff  of  each  county  must  appoint  at  least  one  [jerson  in  the 
county  as  a  deputy,  and  the  board  of  supervisors  must  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  deputy. 

If  the  board  of  your  county  has  fixed  the  compensation  of 
a  deputy  sheriff,  and  the  sheriff  has  failed  to  comply  with  the 
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law  aiid  appoint  such  deputy,  the  amount  of  the  compensation 
of  the  deputy  may,  in  my  judgment,  be  deducted  from  the  com- 
pensation giyen  the  sheriff. 

The  purpose  of  the  statute  requiring  a  sheriff  to  appoint  a 
deputy  is  that  the  pubHc  may  have  the  benefit  of  two  persons 
qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  office,  and  thereby  give 
the  public  better  service.  The  statute  requires  that  the  chief 
deputy  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  out  of  the  compensation  which 
he  is  entitled  to  receive,  and  I  think  he  can  not  increase  the  com- 
pensation allowed  him  by  statute  by  a  failure  to  perform  a  duty 
which  is  expressly  imposed  upon  him  by  law,  viz :  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  deputy  within  his  county. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  equally  the  duty  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors to  fix  the  compensation  of  such  deputy,  which  of  course 
shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  If  the  board 
has  failed  to  fix  such  compensation,  it  is  equally  remiss  in  its 
duty  as  the  sheriff  is  in  not  appointing  such  deputy,  and  I  very 
seriously  doubt,  under  such  circumstances,  the  right  of  the  board 
to  dedqct  from  the  compensation  of  the  sheriff  the  maximum 
compensation  of  the  deputy  fixed  by  statute. 

The  compensation  should  be  fixed  and  the  sheriff  required  to 
appoint  his  deputy  as  provided  by  law.  If  it  is  so  fixed  and  he 
fails  to  appoint,  the  amount  of  the  deputy's  salary  should  not 
be  paid  to  the  sheriff.  Yours  very  truly,

Dear  Sirs— Replying  to  your  esteemed  favor  of  the   12th 
inst.,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  very  seriously  doubt  the  propriety  of 
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my  expressing  an  opinion  in  regard  to  your  rights  to  recover 
any  compensation  for  the  time  you  were  not  employed  during 
the  pendency  of  the  action  to  test  the  validity, of  the  Titus 
amendment. 

I  may,  however,  suggest  that  while  a  county  officer  would 
probably  have  a  valid  claim  for  his  compensation  during  the 
time  he  was  deprived  of  the  emoluments  of  his  office  by  an 
inailn*bienrt;  who  refused  to  surrender  the  office  to  him,  I  do 
not  see  how  a  deputy  or  other  employe  of  the  office,  who  was. 
not  elected  by  the  people,  can  have  any  claim  against  the 
county  for  any  compensation  which  he  did  not  receive,  because 
the  question  of  the  right  of  his  pj-incipal  to  the  office  had  not 
Ijieen  determined  by  the  courts.  His  case  stands  upon  an 
entirely  different  footing  than  that  of  a  man  elected  by  the 
people  to  fill  a  public  office,  and  who  is  prevented  from  taking 
possession  of  the  office  by  reason  of  the  refusal  of  his  prede- 
cessor to  surrender  the  office  to  him.  In  the  one  case  the 
officer  was  entitled  to  thfe  possession  of  his  office  and  the 
emoluments  thereof  by  reason  of  his  election  thereto;  in  the 
other,  the  deputy  is  appointed  by  such  officer  and  is  only 
entitled  to  begin  his  work  as  such  when  his  principal  has  been 
inducted  into  the  office.  It  is  of  course  a  peculiar  and  unfortu- 
nate situation,  but  I  do  not,  under  the  circumstances,  see  how 
the  county  can  ble  held  liable.

Roads— Superintendents  op— A  township  trustee  cannot 
be  a  contractor  or  employed  as  superintendent  in  the 
construction  or  repair  of  roads  in  the  township.

My  dear  Senator — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  the  13th  inst.     I  think  perhaps  I  owe  you  an  apology 
for  not  answering  your   former  letter  and  yours  of  the   13th 
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before,  but  th^  fact  is  that  I  have  been  so  extremely  pressed  with 
business  since  the  convening  of  the  supreme  court  that  my  cor- 
respondence has  fallen  behind. 

In  reply  to  your  favor  will  say  that  I  see  no  objection  under 
the  present  road  law  to  the  township  trustees  employing  more 
than  one  overseer  of  the  road  work  in  the  township. 

I  may  say,  however,  in  this  connection,  as  I  have  written  sev- 
eral county  attorneys,  that  I  do  not  think  the  law  contemplates 
that  a  township  trustee  can  either  be  a  contractor  of  the  road 
work  or  a  supervisor.  The  trustees  constitute  a  body  which 
must  let  the  contracts  and  employ  the  superintendent,  and  an 
employer  can  not  act  in  the  capacity  of  employer  and  employe  at 
the  same  time.  If  contracts  for  the  road  work  are  let  to  different 
persons,  and  the  work  is  being  carried  on  in  different  places  in 
the  township  at  the  same  time,  I  think  it  is  wathin  the  power  of 
the  trustees  to  employ  more  than  one  superintendent,  as  the  cir- 
aimstances  may  demand.

Board  of  Health — Election  of  Health  Officer — A 
majority  of  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  health  is  com- 
petent to  elect  a  health  oflBcer  and  transact  any  busi- 
ness which  legally  comes  before  the  board.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  13th  inst.,  enclosing  letters  from  Dr.  H.  H.  Clark  and  Mr. 
F.  G.  Bell,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  a  health  officer  in  the 
city  of  McGregor. 

In  reply  to  the  question  asked  in  such  letters  permit  me  to 
say  that  section  2568  of  the  code  provides : 

"The  mayor  and  council  of  each  town  or  city,  or  the  trus- 
tees of  any  township,  shall  constitute  the  local  board  of 
health  within  the  limits  of  such  towns,  cities  or  townships 
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of  which  they  are  officers,  *  *  *  which  board  shall 
appoint  a  competent  physician  as  its  health  officer,  who  shall 
hold  office  at  its  pleasuie." 

The  facts,  as  I  g-ather  them  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Bell  in  the 
case  under  consideration,  are  these :  That  a  meeting  of  the  city- 
council  of  the  city  of  McGregor  was  held  at  which  five  council- 
men  and  the  mayor  were  present.  Immediately  after  the  ad- 
journn^nt  of  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council,  the  coun- 
cilmen  present  and  the  mayor  met  as  a  local  board  of  health,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  transacting  business  as  such.  After  the  meet- 
ing was  organized  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  a  physi- 
cian, as  health  officer  of  the  city  came  up,  and  five  of  the  members 
of  the  local  board  of  health  voted  upon  the  selection  of  a  health 
officer,  three  voting  for  one  person  and  two  for  another,  one 
member  of  the  board  of  health,  the  mayor,  not  voting  at  all  upon 
the  question. 

The  question  arising  upon  this  state  of  facts  is.  Was  the  per- 
son so  selected  by  the  local  board  of  health  legally  appointed 
health  officer  of  the  city  of  McGregor? 

No  specific  method  of  appointing  a  health  officer  of  a  city  is 
pointed  out  by  statute.  The  mayor  is  the  chairman  of  the  local 
board  of  health  and  should  preside  at  its  meetings.  I  know  of 
no  rule  of  law  which  compels  him  to  vote  upon  a  question  arising 
before  the  local  board  of  health  unless  his  vote  is  necessary  to 
decide  a  question. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  a  quorum  of  the  board  of 
health  w-as  present,  and  it  was  therefore  competent  to  transact 
any  business  which  legally  came  before  it.  A  majority  of  that 
quorum  voted  upon  the  question  of  the  selection  of  a  health 
officer.  A  majority  of  those  so  voting  would  be  sufficient  to 
make  the  selection,  and  the  person  so  selected  by  such  majority 
would,  in  my  opinion,  l)e  legally  appointed  under  the  provisions 
of  section  2568  of  the  code.  Yours  very  truly,

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Roads — Road  Taxes — Expenditure  of — Municipal  Cor- 
porations— A  city  or  town  has  the  right  to  control  the 
expenditure  of  money  arising  from  the  road  taxes 
levied  upon  the  property  within  its  corporate  limits.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  5th  inst. 

While,  as  you  are  aware,  it  is  no  part  of  my  duty  as  attorney- 
general  to  give  opinions  to  the  boards  of  supervisors  m  the  differ- 
ent counties  of  the  state,  or  to  county  attorneys  who  are  by  law 
made  the  legal  advisers  of  such  boards,  I  will,  as  matter  of  cour- 
tesy to  you,  make  the  following  suggestions  as  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  section  1530  of  the  code,  as  amended  by  the  acts  of  the 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

This  section  provides  that  the  road  tax  levied  thereunder  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  shall  be  known  as  the  county  road  fund. 
Such  taxes  shall  be  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes,  and  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  only 
on  the  order  of  the  board  of  supiervisors  for  work  done  on  the 
roads  of  the  county  in  such  place  as  the  board  may  determine, 
except  that  so  much  of  the  county  road  fund  as  arises  from  prop- 
erty within  any  city  or  incorporated  town,  shall  be  expended  on 
the  roads  or  streets  within  such  city  or  town,  or  on  the  roads 
adjacent  thereto,  under  the  direction  of  the  city  or  town  council. 

This  exception  to  the  general  provisions  of  the  section  gives 
to  the  city  or  town  council  the  right  of  expending  the  money 
arising  from  the  taxation  of  the  property  within  such  city  or 
town  as  such  council  shall,  in  its  discretion,  deem  advisable. 

While  the  language  of  the  statute  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  shall  be  done  on  the  roads  is  meager,  I  think  the  fair 
construction  of  it  is  that  the  work  must  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  city  or  town  council.  Otherwise  there  would  be  a 
conflict  of  authority  as  between  the  board  of  supervisors  and  the 
•city  or  town  council.     The  city  or  town  is  responsible  for  the 
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condition  of  its  streets  and  highways,  and  is  liable  for  any  dam- 
age that  may  occur  because  the  same  are  not  kept  in  a  safe  condi- 
tion for  travel.  No  such  responsibility  or  liability  rests  upon  the 
county  as  to  the  streets  and  public  highways  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  a  city  or  town.  The  evident  intent  of  the  legislature  in 
enacting  the  statute  was  that  all  of  the  money  arising  from  the 
road  fund  tax  outside  of  the  incorporated  limits  of  cities  and 
towns  should  be  expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  highways 
of  the  county  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  all  of  such  tax 
arising  from  property  within  the  corporate  limits  of  cities  and 
towns  should  be  expended  by  the  council  of  such  city  or  town. 

The  supreme  court  of  Illinois  in  considering  a  somewhat  simi- 
lar statute  held  that  where  authority  was  given  any  particular 
board  or  body  to  expend  money  for  public  purposes,  that  such 
authority  carried  with  it  the  right  to  control  the  fund  which  it 
was  authorized  to  expend.  Supennsors  Mercer  Co.  v.  Toum  of 
New  Boston,  13  111.  App.,  278. 

This  principle  is  also  recognized  in  C,  R.  L  &  P.  Ry.  Co,  z\ 
Murphy,  106  Iowa,  43,  although  the  exact  question  did  not  there 
arise. 

Under  this  construction  of  the  statute,  I  think  a  city  or  town 
council  has  the  right  to  control  the  expenditure  of  money  arising 
from  the  taxes  levifed  upon  the  property  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  city  or  town  under  the  provisions  of  i?ection  1530 
of  the  code,  and  that  it  is  not  to  be  expended  by  the  board  of 
supervisors  in  the  same  manner  as  the  taxes  arising  from  the 
property  outside  of  such  corporate  limits.

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Taxes — Contracts — A  contract  to  pay  an  attorney  15 
per  cent  upon  all  taxes  collected  from  omitted  prop- 
erty where  tax  ferrets  have  been  employed  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  50,  of  the  Twenty-eighth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  is  void.

Dear  Sir — Without  giving  a  formal  opinion  upon  the  ques- 
tion presented  by  the  letters  of  Auditor  Hayes  of  Buchanan 
county,  I  will  say  that  while  the. question  is  possibly  a  debatable 
one,  I  think  a  contract,  entered  into  by  a  board  of  supervisors  to 
pay  an  attorney  fifteen  per  cent  upon  all  taxes  coming  from 
omitted  property,  where  tax  ferrets  have  been  employed  to  assist 
the  county  offioers  in  finding  property  omitted  from  the  tax  lists 
under  chapter  50  of  the  laws  of  the  TKventy-eighth  General 
Assembly,  is  void. 

The  identical  question  was  before  Judge  Kenyon  in  the  case 
of  Heath  v.  Albrook,  and  he  held  that  such  contract  was  void 
upon  two  grounds: 

First — That  it  was  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  to  employ  some  other  person  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county. 

Second — That  it  was  in  contravention  of  chapter  50  of  the 
acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of 
Iowa. 

This  case  is  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  and  has  not  yet 
been  decided.  I  think,  however,  the  position  which  should  be 
taken  by  the  state  officers  is  that  such  contracts  are  void  and 
can  not  be  recognized  by  them.

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Lakes— Riparian  Owners — No  riparian  owner  upon  a 
navigable  lake  has  a  right  to  place  any  obstruction 
therein  which  interferes  with  the  free  passage  of 
boats  upon  the  same.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  20th  inst.,  enclosing  a  petition  of  residents  of  Clear  Lake 
and  vicinity,  asking  that  action  be  taken  in  relation  to  the 
removal  of  a  fence  existing  in  Clear  Lake.  In  reply  will  say 
that  no  riparian  owner  on  the  lake  has  a  right  to  extend  his 
fence  out  into  the  lake  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  free  passage  of 
boats  tliereon,  and  the  maintenance  of  such  an  obstruction  within 
the  lake  would  be  a  public  nuisance  which  could  be  enjoined  by  a 
civil  action. 

A  lake  which  is  in  fact  navigable  is  a  public  highway,  the  title 
to  which  is  in  the  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public,  and 
no  rii>arian  owner  has  any  right  to  place  any  obstruction  therein 
which  sliall  prevent  the  free  passage  of  boats  over  and  upon  the 
waters  of  the  lake,  except  that  he  may  build  docks,  piers  or 
wharves  from  the  land  owned  by  him  out  to  the  part  of  the  lake 
which  is  in  fact  navigable,  such  piers,  docks  and  wharves  being 
necessary  for  his  use  of  the  waters  of  the  lake.  Beyond  this 
he  can  not  go,  and  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Iowa 
can  be  maintained  for  any  other  obstruction  placed  bj'  him 
therein. 

As  you  have  made  an  examination  of  the  facts  involved  in 
this  case,  I  submit  the  whole  matter  to  your  judgment  as  to 
whether  it  is  advisable  to  bring  an  action  against  the  riparian 
owner  under  the  circumstances  of  this  particular  case!  If  you 
conclude  that  it  is  so  advisable,  institute  it  in  the  name  of  the 
state  in  your  district  court,  and  prosecute  it  to  termination. 

I  herewith  return  you  the  petition  enclosed  in  your  letter.

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SoHOOL  Boards— S0HOOLHOU8B8— Dipsomaniacs— (1)  It  is 
within  the  power  of  a  school  board  to  call  a  special 
meeting  and  submit  to  the  electors  the  question  of 
levying  a  tax  for  the  construction  of  a  schoolhouse 
when  the  schoolhouse  of  the  district  has  been  lost  by 
tire  or  otherwise.  (2)  The  sheriff  of  a  county  in  which 
a  dipsomaniac  is  found  who  has  escaped  from  the 
hospital  to  which  he  was  sent,  has  the  right  to  arrest 
and  return  him  to  such  hospital  without  a  warrant.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  17th  inst. 

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  unless  the  same  should  be 
referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state,  I  will,  as 
matter  of  courtesy  to  you,  give  you  my  views  upon  the  sections 
of  the  code  referred  to. 

Section  2750  was  amended  by  the  Twenty-eighth  General 
Assembly  by  striking  out  the  words  "Wherever  the  corporation 
has  lost  the  use  of  a  schoolhouse  by  fire  or  otherwise/'  The  pur- 
pose of  this  amendment  was  to  give  the  board  of  directors  the 
right  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  voters  of  any  school  cor- 
poration for  the  purpose  of  voting  for  or  against  the  levy  of  a 
tax  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  site,  and  the  construction 
of  any  schoolhouse  necessary,  although  the  corporation  had  not 
lost  the  use  of  a  schoolhouse  by  fire  or  otherwise. 

Under  this  section  I  think  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  board 
to  call  a  special  meeting  and  submit  the  question  to  the  electors 
of  the  district  at  such  meeting,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  upon  the  question  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  levy  of  a  tax  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  schoolhouse,  bonds  may  be  issued 
for  that  purpose  as  provided  by  the  other  sections  of  the  statute. 

Section  4  of  chapter  93  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  makes  the  provisions  of  the  statute  relating  to 
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incorrigibles  applicable  to  patients  committed  for  dipsomania, 
and  the  sheriff  of  tlie  county  in  which  such  dipsomaniac  is  found 
undoubtedly  has  the  right  to  arrest  him  and  return  him  to  the 
hospital  from  which  he  has  escaped.

Insurance — Casualty — The  word  ''casualty"  used  in 
paragraph  1,  of  section  1709,  permits  fire  insurance 
companies  to  insure  plate  glass  against  breakage.

Dear  Sir — I  find  upon  my  desk  a  letter  from  Hon.  James  C. 
Davis  to  you,  asking  for  a  construction  of  the  language  of  para- 
graph I  of  section  1709  of  the  code,  which  authorizes  companies 
organized  under  chapter  4  of  title  IX  to  insure  houses,  buildings 
and  other  kind  of  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or 
other  casualty,  and  particularly  whether  such  language  permits 
such  companies  to  insure  plate  glass  against  breakage. 

Without  going  into  the  question  at  length,  I  will  say  that  after 
an  examination  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  word 
"casualty",  as  used  in  paragraph  i  of  section  1709,  is  sufficiently 
broad  to  permit  such  companies  to  insure  plate  glass  against 
breakage.  While  it  is  true  the  word  "casualty"  generally  refers 
to  something  of  greater  magnitude  than  the  breaking  of  glass 
in  the  windows  of  a  building,  yet  such  an  accident  is  a  casually, 
although  of  slight  magnitude.  A  casualty  is  an  unforeseen  acci- 
dent, and  the  breaking  of  a  plate  gliss  window  can  well  be  said 
to  be  a  casualty  to  the  building  and  which  therefore  falls  within 
the  class  of  accidents  which  companies  organized  under  chapter 
4  are  entitled  to  insure  against.  Yours  very  truly,

The 
statute  requires  the  policies  issued  to  be  signed  by  the  president 
or  secretary  or  other  officer,  of  the  company  duly  appointed  there- 
unto by  the  board  of  directors,  but  does  not  require  that  they  be 
signed  by  a  resident  agent.

I  will,  however,  as  matter  of  courtesy  to  you,  answer  the 
questions  which  you  have  asked. 

1.  An  acknowledgment  of  a  mortgage  given  to  a  corporation 
which  is  taken  before  a  notary  public  who  is  an  officer  of  the 
corporation,  is  not  valid. 

2.  Such  invalid  acknowledgment  does  not  invalidate  the 
mortgage  as  between  the  parties. 

3.  I  think  the  county  recorder  has  the  authority  to  file  such 
a  mortgage,  as  he  can  not  pass  upon  the  validity  of  such  an 
acknowledgment. 

4.  The  fact  that  the  recorder  accepts  and  files  such  mortgage 
does  not  in  any  way  affect  the  validity  or  invalidity  of  the  instru- 
ment. Such  filing  and  recording  would  not  be  notice  to  any 
persons  subsequently  purchasing  the  property  or  taking  an 
incumbrance  thereon.

Dear  Sir — Complying  with  your  verbal  request  for  my  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Iowa 
State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts,  may  vote  upon 
a  question  coming  before  the  board,  when  such  member  is  not 
present,  by  forwarding  to  the  chairman  or  other  member  of  the 
board  a  written  ballot  to  be  dejx^sited  in  the  ballot  box  by  the 
member  to  whom  it  is  sent  and  be  counted  as  a  vote  ^ast  by  such 
absent  member,  I  will  say  that  in  my  opinion  no  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  can  legally  cast  any  ballot  or  vote  upon  any 
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question  which  comes  before  the  board  at  any  meeting  thereof, 
who  is  not  present  in  person  at  such  meeting  of  the  board. 

The  theory  upon  which  the  business  of  the  college  must  be 
conducted  is  that  only  members  bi  the  board  who  are  present  at 
a  meeting  thereof,  and  take  part  in  the  deliberations  of  such 
board  as  to  the  matters  coming  before  it,  are  entitled  to  vote 
upon  the  questions  which  the  board  are  called  upon  to  determine, 

I  know  of  no  rule  of  law  or  custom  which  will  permit  a  mem- 
ber of  a  board  of  this  character,  who  is  not  present  in  person, 
to  vote  upon  any  question  which  comes  before  the  board,  whether 
such  vote  be  offered  in  writing  or  otherwise.

State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners — Revocation  of 
Certificate— Notice  of  Charges— Where  the  state 
board  of  medical  examiners  undertakes  to  revoke  a 
certificate  issued  to  a  physician  to  practice  medicine 
within  the  state,  such  physician  must  be  served  with 
notice  of  the  proceedings  before  the  board  has  juris- 
diction to  act.

Dear  Sir — Replying  to  the  inquiries  contained  in  your  favor 
of  the  loth  instant,  will  say — 

First — That  in  every  case  where  the  state  board  of  medicar 
examiners  attempts  to  revoke  the  certificate  issued  to  a  physician 
to  practice  medicine  within  the  state,  the  person  holding  such 
certificate  must  have  a  fair  opportunity  to  appear  before  the 
lx)ard  and  meet  the  cliarges  made  against  him.  Such  oppor- 
tunity necessarily  includes  the  service  upon  him  of  a  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  when  the  hearing  will  be  had,  and  of  the 
charges  made  against  him.  The  fact  that  such  notice  was  mailed 
to  him  by  registered  letter  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  be  suffi-

cient  to  give  the  board  jurisdiction  to  act  upon  the  charges  made 
and  to  revoke  his  certificate,  unless  it  should  be  affirmatively 
established  by  evidence  that  he  received  the  letter  thus  addressed 
to  him. 

The  better  method  of  procedure  in  cases  of  this  character  is 
that  the  notice  shall  be  personally  served  upon  the  physician 
whose  certificate  is  sought  to  be  revoked  by  the  board.

Fourth — Where  a  physician  is  called  by  the  local  board  of 
health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  a  contagious  dis- 
ease exists,  or  for  taking  means  of  suppressing  sucli  disease,  the 
reasonable  charges  and  expenses  of  the  physician  so  called  are 
proper  items  of  expense  incurred  by  the  local  board  of  health,  for 
which  the  county  is  liable.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  should  allow  and  pay  the  bill  as  a  part  of  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  local  board,  and  should  be  included  in 
the  amoinit  for  which  a  tax  is  levied  upon  the  city,  town  or  town- 
ship, as  provided  by  statute.

.the  29th  inst. 

As  matter  of  courtesy  to  you  I  will  give  you  my  views  upon 
flic  questions  contained  in  your  letter,  although  it  is  not  within 
the  duties  of  my  office. 

The  quarterly  mulct  tax.  which  is  required  to  be  paid  by  any 
one  conducting  a  place  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  on  the 
first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  is  i>aid  for  the 
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three  months  preceding  the  time  when  such  quarterly  payment 
becomes  due.  The  tax  in  the  case  suggested  by  you  was  assessed, 
and  a  considerable  part  of  the  three  months  had  elapsed,  before 
the  town  of  Lost  Nation  was  incorporated.  During  that  period 
of  time  the  business  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  was  con- 
ducted outside  of  the  limits  of  any  city  or  town,  and  if  the  town 
of  Lost  Nation  had  not  been  incorporated,  one  half  of  the  tax 
should  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  township  in  which  the  business 
is  conducted. 

After  the  town  of  Lost  Nation  was  incorporated,  it  then 
became  entitled,  from  that  time  on,  to  one  half  of  the  tax 
assessed  against  persons  sellir^  intoxicating  liquors  within  its 
limits,  and  I  see  no  way  of  reaching  a  fair  and  just  decision  of 
the  matter  except  to  have  the  treasurer  ascertain  exactly  when 
the  town  of  Lost  Nation  was  incorporated,  and  when  it  became 
entitled  to  one  half  of  the  mulct  tax  assessed  against  persons 
selling  intoxicating  liquors  within  its  limits,  and  then  divide  the 
tax  so  paid  between  the  township  and  the  town,  paying  to  each 
the  proportion  to  which  it  is  entitled  according  to  the  time  that 
the  business  was  carried  on  in  the  township  before  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  town,  and  the  time  which  it  was  carried  on  in  the 
town  after  such  incorporation. 

Second — If  the  town  of  Lost  Nation  has  no  assessor,  one 
should  be  appointed  by  the  city  council.  If  this  is  not  done,  then 
I  think  the  auditor  should  assess  the  mulct  tax  and  place  it  upon 
his  books  and  return  the  amounts  to  the  treasurer. 

Third — ^The  county  auditor  should,  in  my  opinion,  divide  the 
assessment  of  the  township  assessor  and  separate  the  property 
within  the  town  of  Lost  Nation  from  that  in  the  township  out- 
side of  such  town  so  that  in  the  collection  of  the  taxes  levied 
upon  such  assessment  each  will  receive  its  proportion. 

Fourth— liht  supervisors  should  make  a  levy  upon  the  prop- 
erty included  within  the  town  of  Lost  Nation,  as  asked  by  the 
officers  of  that  town.  Yours  very  truly,

criminal  cases.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  5th  inst. 

I  doubt  the  propriety  of  my  expressing  any  opinion  in  regard 
to  the  question  asked,  for  the  rea.son  that  it  is  strictly  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  county  attorney,  who  is  by  law  your  legal 
adviser,  and  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  office,  unless  the 
question  should  be  referred  to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of 
the  state. 

I  will,  however,  call  your  attention  to  sections  of  the  statute 
bearing  upon  the  question  involved.  Section  692  of  the  code 
provides : 

"The  proceedings  before  a  mayor  or  police  court  shall 
be,  as  far  as  applicable,  in  accordance  with  the  law  regulat- 
ing similar  proceedings  before  a  justice  of  the  i>eace,  unless 
otherwise  provided.  *  *  *  Appeals  and  writs  of  error 
shall  be  taken  from  the  mayor  or  the  police  court  in  the 
samie  time  and  manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  restrictions." 

Section  5620  provides  that  in  cases  which  are  api:)ealed  to  the 
district  court  from  a  justice  of  the  peace,  either  party  may  appeal 
from  the  judgment  of  the  district  court  to  the  supreme  court  in 
the  same  manner  as  from  a  judgment  in  a  prosecution  by 
indictment.  The  provisions  of  these  two  sections  give  to  either 
party  to  an  action  for  the  violation  of  a  city  ordinance  l^efore  a 
mayor,  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  district 
court  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  state,  in  the  same  manner  as  an 
appeal  could  be  taken  from  a  judgment  in  a  prosecution  by 
indictment  in  that  court: 
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Section  5450  referred  to  by  you  provides : 

"When  an  appeal  is  taken,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court  in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered  to  forth- 
with prepare  and  transmit  to  the  attorney-general  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  a  notice  of  appeal  in  the  case,  with  the  date  of 
service  thereof,  and,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  make 
out  a  full  and  perfect  transcript  of  all  papers  in  the  case  on 
file  in  his  office,  *  *  *  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
clerk  of  the  supreme  court." 

Construing  the  provisions  of  these  several  sections  together, 
it  is  clear  that  section  5450  is  applicable  to  cases  where  the  city 
appeals  to  the  supreme  court  from,  the  judgment  of  the  district 
court  in  an  action  brought  for  a  violation  of  a  city  ordinance, 
and  that  the  same  rules  of  practice  obtain  in  such  a  case  as  in  an 
appeal  from  a  judgment  of  the  district  court  in  a  prosecution  by 
indictment.  Yours  very  truly,

Riparian  Owners — Meander  and  Boundary  Lines— Ripa- 
rian owners  whose  lands  border  upon  a  lake  own  to 
the  highwater  mark  of  such  lake  without  regard  to  the 
meander  lines.  The  state  has  no  authority  to  lease 
the  lands  between  the  meander  lines  and  the  waters 
of  the  lake.

Dear  Sir — ^^I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  9th  inst. 

I  doubt  the  propriety  of  my  expressing  any  opinion  as  to  the 
question  asked  in  your  letter,  unless  the  same  should  be  referred 
to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state.  Anything  which 
I  should  say  upon  the  subject  otherwise  would  be  purely  volun- 
tary and  would  not  be  binding  upon  any  one. 

I  will,  however,  make  this  suggestion:  That  all  riparian 
owners  whose  lands  border  upon  the  lake  in  question,  own  the 
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land  to  the  high  water  mark  of  the  lake,  without  regard  to  the 
meander  lines.  Such  lines  are  not  boundaries  of -the  lands  and 
are  simply  run  by  the  government  surveyor  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  number  of  acres  which  the  tract  or  lot  contains 
according  to  the  government  survey.  As  these  lands  extend  to 
the  highwater  mark  of  the  lake,  I  do  not  see  how  the  state  can 
execute  a  lease  of  any  land  between  the  meander  lines  and  the 
water ;  nor  do  I  see  how  your  town  obtained  any  valid  lease  to 
any  such  lands.  I  do  not  know  under  whose  authority  such 
lease  was  executed,  and  seriously  question  the  power  of  the  state 
to  execute  a  lease  of  any  lands  lying  between  the  meander  lines 
and  the  water  of  a  lake  or  stream.        Yours  very  truly,

sections  556  and  557  of  the  code,  does  not  take  effect 
antil  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
time  of  the  division,  except  for  election  purposes.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  15th  inst. 

Are  not  the  questions  presented  in  your  communication  con- 
trolled by  sections  556  and  557  of  the  code;  that  is,  that  the 
division  of  the  township  does  not  take  effect  until  the  first  Mon- 
day of  the  January  following  the  time  of  the  division  and  that 
the  new  township  then  enters  upon  its  new  duties  as  a  separate 
organization,  except  for  election  purposes ;  and  is  it  not  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  under  section  557  to  designate  where 
'such  a  place  of  election  shall  be  held  and  appoint  the  clerks  and 
judges  thereof?  This  appears  to  me  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
statute.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  have  the  board  of  super- 
visors designate  the  place  where  the  general  elections  are  usually 
held  as  the  place  of  the  election  for  the  new  township. 
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It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  proceeds  of  the  road  tax  should 
be  equitably  divided  between  the  two  townships.

Public  Officer— Resignation  of — A  resignation  of  a 
public  ofiScer  takes  effect  at  the  time  stated  in  his 
resignation,  and  not  at  the  time  such  statement  is 
received  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent,  and  a  vacancy 
is  not  created  in  the  office  by  the  receipt  of  a  resigna- 
nation  to  take  effect  at  a  future  day.

Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst.  to  the  auditor  of  state 
has  been  referred  to  this  office  folr  answer,  and  we  suteiit  the 
following  as  our  opinion  respecting  the  resignation  of  a  member 
of  your  board  of  supervisors. 

Resignation  is  the  act  of  an  officer  by  which  he  declines  his 
office  and  renounces  further  right  to  use  it.  To  constitute  3 
complete  and  operative  resignation  there  must  be  an  intention 
to  relinquish  a  portion  of  the  term  of  the  office,  accompanied  by 
the  act  of  relinquishment. 

Statutory  provisions  govern  with  respect  to  the  privilege  of 
a  public  officer  to  resign  his  office. 

Section  1265  of  the  code  provides  that  every  officer  elected 
or  appointed  for  a  fixed  term  shall  hold  office  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified,  unless  he  resigns,  etc. 

Section  1266,  subdivision  4,  provides  that  every  civil  office 
shall  be  vacant  upon  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  incumbent. 

Section  1268,  subdivision  4,  provides  that  resignations  in  writ- 
ing by  all  county  and  township  officers  shall  be  made  to  the 
county  auditor. 

Section  1272  provides  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the 
clerk  of  the  district  court,  auditor  and  recorder. 
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Section  1275  provides  that  persons  appointed  to  fill  vacancies 
shall  qualify  within  ten  days  from  such  appointment  in  the  same 
manner  as  those  originally  elected  or  appointed  to  such  offices. 

Section  1278  provides  that  if  a  vacancy  occurs  in  an  elective 
county  office,  fifteen  days  prior  to  a  general  election,  it  shall  be 
filled  at  such  election,  unless  previously  filled  at  a  special  election. 

These  are  the  statutory  provisions  governing  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  a  member  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors, and  under  these  provisions  it  must  be  determined  whether 
the  resignation  in  question  shall  be  construed  to  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  filing  it,  October  6,  1903,  or  from  the  date  which 
the  resignation  recites  it  shall  be  effective,  December  31.  1903. 

Under  the  statute  the  supervisor  in  question  had  the  right  to 
resign  and  it  has  been  held  in  this  state  that  .a  resignation  in 
writing  made  to  the  proper  officer  creates  a  vacancy  without  any 
formal  acceptance  on  the  part  of  such  officer. 

Gates  V,  Delaware  County,  12  Iowa,  405. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  such  a  person  resigning  his  office 
would  be  privileged  to  name  the  date  upon  which  such  resigna- 
tion shall  take  effect,  and  until  that  date  is  reached  there  would 
be  no  vacancy  in  such  office.  A  resignation  is  not  consummated 
unless  there  is  an  intention  to  relinquish  accompanied  by  the  act 
of  relinquishment.  In  this  case  the  intention  to  resign  is  clearly 
expressed,  but  it  can  not  be  said  that  the  resignation  is  effective 
until  the  date  nominated  in  the  resignation. 

It  was  held  under  a  Virginia  statute  that  a  letter  to  the  court 
from  their  clerk  declaring  his  intention  to  resign  his  office  at 
the  next  term  and  giving  them  notice  to  prepare  to  choose  an- 
other at  that  time  as  he  would  not  continue  in  office  after  that 
date,  is  ^uch  a  resignation  as  authorizes  the  court  to  appoint  a 
clerk  at  that  term  to  execute  his  duties  immediately  after  that 
term  ends. 

Sm'eth  V,  Dyer,  i  Call  (Va.),  562. 

In  conformity  with  this  opinion  the  names  of  the  candidates 
of  the  political  parties  who  have  made  and  filed  nomination 
papers  can  not  legally  be  put  on  the  ticket  and  voted  for  at  the

November  election.  The  vacancy  will  occur  December  31,  1903, 
and  at  that  time  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  provided  by 
statute.

Election — Ballot — Name  Written  Therein — A  voter 
may  write  the  name  of  any  person  he  desires  at  the 
proper  place  upon  a  ballot  where  a  blank  has  been 
left  therein,  and  the  marking  of  a  cross  in  the  square 
opposite  the  name  so  written  in  entitles  the  ballot  to 
be  counted.

Dear  Sir — I  have  just  returned  to  my  office  after  an  absence 
of  two  weeks,  and  find  your  favor  of  the  5th  inst.  awaiting  re- 
ply. You  say  that  you  will  be  called  upon  early  in  the  week  end- 
ing November  14th  to  give  an  opinion  as  county  attorney  as  to 
the  right  of  the  judges  of  election  to  throw  out  the  ballot,  a  copy 
of  which  you  enclose  in  your  letter. 

The  only  ground  which  I  can  see  for  the  ballot  being  rejected 
is  the  writing  of  the  name  Mattie  E.  Fair  in  the  blank  for  super- 
intendent of  schools,  and  the  marking  of  the  cross  at  the  left  of 
such  name. 

Section  1 1 19  of  the  code  provides  that  a  voter  may  also  insert 
in  writing  in  the  proper  place  the  name  of  any  person  for  whom 
*he  desires  to  vote,  making  a  cross  opix)site  thereto;  and  as 
amended  by  the  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  it 
further  provides  the  writing  of  such  name  without  making  a 
cross  opposite  thereto,  or  making  a  cross  opposite  such  blank 
without  writing  a  name  therein,  or  the  unnecessary  marking  of 
a  cross  in  a  square  below  a  marked  circle,  shall  not  aflfect  the 
validity  of  the  vote. 

The  person  who  cast  the  ballot,  a  copy  of  which  you  enclose, 
undoubtedly  had  the  right  to  write  the  name  of  Mattie  E.  Fair 
in  the  blank  left  in  the  ballot,  and  to  vote  for  her  as  superin- 
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tendent  of  schools.  This  is  done  in  due  form,  the  square  oppo- 
site her  name  is  marked  with  a  cross,  and  in  my  judgment  the 
ballot  should  be  counted.

County  Attorney— Compensation  op — Census — The  last 
census,  national  or  state,  controls  the  acts  of  public 
officers  and  the  board  of  supervisors  in  fixing  the  com- 
pensation of  a  county  attorney  until  another  official 
enumeration  is  made.  The  board  of  supervisors  has 
no  power  to  enumerate  the  people  in  the  county,  or 
make  an  estimate  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing 
the  salary  of  a  county  attorney.

Dear  Sir— I  beg*  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  22d  ult.  Absence  from  my  office  and  extreme  pressure 
of  business  have  prevented  me  from  answering  the  same  before. 

In  reply  will  say  that  in  my  opinion  sections  176  and  177  must 
be  held  to  control  the  action  of  the  board  of  supervisors  in  fixing 
the  salary  of  the  county  attorney,  as  well  as  in  all  matters  which 
relate  to  the  population  of  the  county.  The  national  census  of 
1900  is  the  official  enumctration  which  governs  and  controls  the 
acts  of  public  officials  until  another  official  enumeration  is  made 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  This  view  is  fully  sustained 
in  In  re  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors,  108  Iowa,  368,  in  which  it 
is  said : 

**It  is  entirely  clear  that  these  words  are  used  in  the  same 
sense  in  these  sections,  and  that  whenever  the  number  of  in- 
habitants or  population  of  counties,  cities  or  towns  is  to  be 
determined,  the  last  census,  as  shown  by  the  official  register, 
must  control  so  far  as  the  proceedings  under  consideration 
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are  concerned.  Whatever  the  right  of  the  cities  and  towns 
may  be  as  to  taking  aiumerations  of  their  inhabitants,  we 
think  a  proceeding  like  this  may  not  be  based  upon  such  an 
enumeration.  To  so  hokl  would  lead  to  frequent  contests 
as  to  such  enumerations  and  defeat  what  we  think  is  the 
plain  purpose  of  the  statute,  namely :  that  proceedings  like 
this  must  be  based  upon  the  last  census." 

There  is  no  provision  of  statute  under  which  the  board  of 
supervisors  is  authorized  to  take  an  enumeration  of  the  people  of 
the  county.  Such  an  act  is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  and  power 
given  by  statute,  and  no  official  act  of  the  board  could  be  predi- 
cated thereoi^ 

The  provisions  of  section  308  of  the  code  do  not,  in  my  opinion, 
authorize  the  board  of  supervisors  to  determine  the  population  of 
a  county  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  salary  of  the  county  attor- 
ney, and  it  must  act  in  fixing  such  salary  upon  the  last  preceding 
official  census. 

In  fixing  the  salary  of  a  county  attorney,  the  board  has  no 
discretion  except  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  statute,  nor  has 
it  any  authority  to  base  the  compensation  upon  any  estimate  of 
the  population-  of  the  county  made  by  it. 

I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  reach  this  conclusion,  as  I  am  fully 
aware  that  the  compensation  paid  to  county  attorneys  is  inade- 
quate, but  I  see  no  escape  from  it.

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Cities  and  Towns — Vacancy  in  Office — When  a  vacancy 
in  the  oflSce  of  mayor  or  councilman  occurs,  and  there 
are  sixty  days  of  an  unexpired  term,  the  vacancy  must 
be  filled  by  special  election;  and  the  council  may 
appoint  a  qualified  elector  to  act  as  mayor  until  such 
special  election.  If  less  than  sixty  days,  the  vacancy 
may  be  filled  by  appointment.  If  an  elector  is 
appointed  to  act  as  mayor,  and  no  special  election  is 
called,  such  elector  would  be  de  facto  major  ot  the  city 
or  town,  and  his  o£5cial  acts  valid.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  1st  inst. 

While  the  matter  concerning  which  you  write  is  not  one  upon 
which  I  can  express  an  official  opinion,  I  am  pleased  to  call  your 
attention  in  an  informal  way  to  the  provisions  of  section  1272  of 
the  code,  which  provides  that  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  council- 
man or  mayor  of  any  town  shall  be  filled  by  the  council  at  it5 
first  regular  meeting  after  such  vacancy  occurs,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  is  practicable. 

A  preceding  provision  of  the  section,  relating  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  mayor  or  councilman  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  a  city,  provides 
that  when  there  are  sixty  days  of  an  unexpired  term,  such  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  special  election,  to  be  called  by  the  council 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  the  council  may  appoint 
some  qualified  elector  to  act  as  mayor  until  the  qualification  of 
the  officers  elected  at  such  special  election,  and  if  such  unexpired 
term  is  less  than  sixty  days  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment. 

I  think  this  provision  is  applicable  to  incorporated  tow-ns  as 
well  as  cities,  but  if  the  vacancy  is  filled  by  the  council  of  an 
incorporated  town  as  provided  in  the  last  clause  of  the  section, 
and  no  special  election  is  thereafter  called  by  the  city  council,  the 
person  so  appointed  would  l)e  de  facto  mayor  and  would  con-

tinue  to  hold  bis  office  until  the  next  general  election,  and  all 
of  his  official  acts  would  be  valid.

Dear  Sir — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
the  29th  inst. 

I  doubf  the  propriety  of  my  expressing  an  opinion  upon  the 
questions  contained  in  your  letter,  unless  they  should  be  referred 
to  me  by  one  of  the  departments  of  the  state.  Otherwise  what- 
ever I  should  say  would  be  purely  voluntary  and  not  binding 
upon  any  court  or  tribunal.  I  will,  however,  make  the  following 
suggestions : 

The  power  granted  an  incorporated  city  or  town  to  require 
licenses  for  the  transaction  of  any  business,  is  contained  in  sec- 
tion 700  of  the  code,  and  by  reference  to  that  section  you  will 
see  that  power  is  granted  to  license  and  tax  hotels,  restaurants, 
eating  houses,  to  define  by  ordinance  who  shall  be  considered 
transient  merchants,  to  regulate,  license  and  tax  their  sales  and 
those  of  auctioneers,  bankrupt  and  dollar  stores,  and  the  like,  and 
to  license  and  tax  peddlers,  plumbers,  bill  posters,  itinerant  doc- 
tors, itinerant  physicians,  surgeons,  junk  dealers,  scavengers, 
pawn  brokers  and  persons  receiving  actual  possession  of  personal 
property  as  security  for  loans,  with  or  without  a  mortgage  or 
bill  of  sale  thereof.  I  take  it  to  be  a  well  settled  rule  of  law  that 
a  municipal  corporation  has  no  power  except  that  which  is  ex- 
pressly conferred  by  the  legislature,  or  atxsolutely  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  power  which  is  expressly  conferred. 
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As  to  the  authority  of  a  city  council  to  pass,  an  ordinance  re- 
quiring all  transient  fire  insurance  agents  to  take  out  a  license, 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  cases  of

8BVBHTH  STATS  LIBBABIAN  OF  IOWA. 
1871-1878. 

The  subject  of  this  brief  sketch,  though  seventh  in  Iowa's 
official  list  of  State  librarians,  was  first  to  stamp  the  impress  of 
individual  service  upon  the  history  of  the  State.  Between  the 
first  territorial  librarian,  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  and  the  seventh 
State  librarian,  the  service  rendered  by  the  several  incumbents 
was  incidental  and  temporizing — with  the  one  single  exception 
of  that  performed  by  Mrs.  North's  predecessor,  John  C.  Merrill, 
whose  usefulness  was  cut  short  by  death  after  three  resultful 
years. 

Mrs.  North's  administration  was  characterized  to  a  remarkable 
degree  by  vigor  and  judgment  in  organization,  discrimination  in 
the  use  of  the  limited  funds  placed  at  her  disposal  and  gentle 
courtesy  which  gave  new  dignity  to  the  position  she  so  well  filled. 
With  almost  none  of  the  many  present  helps  to  librarians,  Mrs. 
North  by  correspondence  and  personal  visitation  made  herself 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  progress  then  well  begun  in 
library  science  and,  so  far  as  seemed  to  her  wise  and  practicable, 
applied  her  knowledge  to  ther  improvement  of  the  State  library 
as  an  aid  to  lawyers,  legislators  and  the  public  generally. 

But  Mrs.  North  was  not  content  with  faithful  and  efficient  serv- 
ice in  the  library.  She  was  quick  to  grasp  the  modern  idea  of 
library  service.  To  her  mind  libraries  maintained  by  the  people 
were  for  the  people  and  not  for  a  privileged  few.  She  gladly 
availed  herself  of  the  opportunity  cheerfuly  accorded  her  by  the 
Clarkson  Brothers  to  use  the  columns  of  the  loica  State  Register 
for  the  dissemination  of  information  as  to  the  uses  which  might 
be  made  of  public  libraries  and  the  duty  of  the  State  toward 
these  invaluable  adjuncts  to  the  education  of  the  schools. 

It  was  long  her  dream  to  organize  an  association  of  librarians 
in  Iowa,  but  not  until  she  had  been  transferred  to  another  field 
of  labor  was  the  dream  fulfilled.  Finding  in  the  late  T.  S.  Parvin, 
of  Cedar  Rapids,  Curator  Charles  Aldrich,  of  the  Historical  De- 
partment of  Iowa,  and  Capt.  W.  H.  Johnston,  now  of  the  Iowa 
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Library  Commission,  the  sympathy  and  support  she  sought,  in 
1890  Mrs.  North  by  correspondence  and  personal  effort  succeeded 
in  organizing  the  Iowa  Library  Society,  the  lineal  predecessor  of 
the  present  influential  Iowa  State  Library  Association.  Prior 
thereto  Mrs.  North  had  attended  two  annual  conferences  of  the 
American  Library  Association,  one  at  Milwaukee  in  1886,  the 
other  at  St.  Louis,  in  1889,  and  the  editorial  pages  of  the  Library 
Journal,  the  organ  of  that  association,  attest  the  impress  this 
brave,  true  woman  made  upon  that  body.  For  twenty-one  years, 
from  1871  to  1892,  this  pioneer  Jibrarian  of  Iowa  dreamed, 
planned  and  worked  for  the  inauguration  of  the  library  movement 
now  grandly  sweeping  over  our  State,  and  it  is  surely  fitting  that 
in  this  splendid  era  of  fulfillment  the  name  and  career  of  this 
Prophet  of  the  New  Day  should  be  honored  by  those  who  arc 
enjoying  the  fruits  of  her  labors. 

The  career  of  Ada  E.  North  may  be  outlined  as  follows:  Born 
in  Alexander,  N.  Y.,  November  19,  1840;  married  in  1865  to 
Maj.  George  J.  North,  military  secretary,,  afterwards  private  sec- 
retary to  Governor  W.  M.  Stone;  left  a  widow  in  1870;  in  1871 
appointed  State  Librarian  by  Governor  Merrill;  reappointed  by 
Governors  Carpenter  and  Kirkwood  respectively;  relieved  by 
Governor  Gear  in  1878  (the  office  then  being  in  politics);  after 
a  brief  interval  appointed  city  librarian  of  Des  Moines;  in  1879 
chosen  librarian  of  the  State  University  at  Iowa  City;  in  1892 
compelled  by  failing  health  to  relinquish  her  post;  an  invalid 
and  a  sufferer  most  of  the  time  for  nearly  seven  years  thereafter; 
on  the  9th  of  January,  1899,  ^^^  spirit  found  release  in  death. 

Her  venerable  father,  Rev.  Milo  N.  Miles,  survived  her  but  a 
brief  time.  Her  son,  Mr.  Howard  M.  North,  is  at  present  road- 
master  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  at  Los  Angeles;  her 
daughter  is  married  and  resides  in  South  Dakota.  Three  broth- 
ers survive  her,  two  residing  in  Des  Moines,  the  other  in  Ne- 
braska.

To  the  Honorable  Albert  B.  Cummins,  Governor  of  Iowa  and 
President  of  the  Board  of  Tinistees  of  the  Iowa  State 
Library: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Twenty-ninth  Biennial  Report  of  the  librarian  of  the  Iowa  State 
Library,  covering  a  period  included  between  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June,  19Q1,  and  the  first  day  of  July,  1903. 

At  the  close  of  the  twenty- eighth  biennial  period  there  were 
of  record,  75,725  books  in  the  State  Library  proper. 

From  this  total  were  taken  4,115  books,  transferred  to  the 
Historical  department,  under  the  law  consolidating  the  miscel- 
laneous portion  of  the  State  Library  and  the  Historical  depart- 
ment. From  this  total  should  also  be  taken  1,729  volumes  of. 
Government  documents,  transferred  to  the  Historical  depart- 
ment until  the  completion  of  the  new  building.  From  this  total 
must  also  be  subtracted  2,194  volumes  belonging  to  the  Travel- 
ing Library  and  transferred  from  the  State  Library  to  the  Iowa 
Library  Commission,  as  directed  by  the  Library  Commission 
law  of  the  last  general  assembly.  These  deductions,  aggre- 
gating 8,038,  reduce  the  total  of  record  in  the  State  Library 
proper,  to  67,687.

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These  accessions  make  the  total  of  record  in  the  State 
Library  proper,  77,422. 

The  Historical  department  twp  years  ago  reported  9,707  vol- 
umes, exclusive  of  the  books  transferred  from  the  State  Library. 
Adding  to  this  total  the  4,115  miscellaneous  books  and  the  1,729 
Grovernment  documents  transferred  from  the  State  Library,  and 
the  accessions  of  books  and  pamphlets— exclusive  of  news- 
paper volumes — in  that  department,  during  the  last  two  years, 
namely,  1,877,  the  present  number  of  record  in  this  department 
is  17,428. 

The  grand  total  of  record  in  the  three  departments,  Miscella- 
neous, Law  and  Historical  is,  therefore,  94,850. 

By  A^ctual  Count. 

In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  I  have  used  the  phrase  "of  rec- 
ord'' to  bring  out  the  fact  that  in  previous  reports,  emanating 
from  this  department,  the  totals  given  have  been  made  by  the 
simple  process  of  adding  to  the  grand  total  of  the  previous  bien- 
nial period  the  number  of  books  accessioned  during  the  period 
included  in  the  report,  making  no  allowance  for  losses,  with- 
drawals, duplications,  etc. 

Not  satisfied  with  figures  obtained  by  simple  additions,  I  have 
made,  with  the  help  of  the  curator  of  the  law  department  and 
my  first  assistant,  an  inventory  of  all  the  books  and  pamphlets 
on  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library  proper.  For  our  easy  iden- 
tification in  future  inventories,  and  as  a  matter  of  general  infor- 
mation, I  have  followed  the  decimal  classification,  in  the  count 
of  the  miscellaneous  books,  except  in  the  case  of  such  docu- 
ments as,  for  convenience  sake,  are  classified  by  states  and 
territories,  countries  and  provinces,  and  of  pamphlets  which  are 
given  shelf  room  but  have  not  been  formally  accessioned.  The 
count  thus  made  reveals  a  considerable  discrepancy  between  the 
total  of  record  and  the  total  in  fact,  and  that,  for  causes  above 
named,  and  for  another  reason  to  which  reference  will  be  made 
farther  along. 

Right  here  a  few  remarks  seem  to  me  to  be  timely  on  the 
place  given  pamphlets  in  the  State  Library. 

First,  it  should  be  stated  that  the  great  mass  of  documents 
bound  and  unbound  have  been  alphabetically  arranged  on  the 
shelves  by  states,  territories,  provinces  and  countries.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  my  predecessors  to  accession,  catalogue  and 
shelve  as  books  not  a  few  pamphlets  deemed  more  or  less  valu- 
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able  additions  to  the  library.  These  pamphlets,  some  of  them 
containing  but  a  few  pages  of  reading  matter,  or  a  few  columns 
of  figures,  have  been  included  in  previous  reports  of  books  in 
the  library,  thus  swelling  the  number  of  books  of  record,  but 
giving  no  evidence  of  the  strength  of  the  library  in  pamphlet 
literature. 

Realizing  that  the  real  strength  of  a  library  lies  not  in  the 
mere  number  of  books  reported,  but  in  its  ability  to  supply  the 
wants  of  those  who  resort  to  it  for  help,  it  has  long  been  clear  to 
me  that  pamphlets  which  have  been  counted  as  books,  but  have 
apparently  outlived  their  usefulness  should  be  withdrawn  as 
books  and  added  to  the  general  stock  of  unclassified  pamphlets; 
also,  that  pamphlets  which  may  wisely  and  consistently  be 
grouped,  as  for  instance  reports,  together  covering  a  period  of 
years,  or  completing  some  epoch,  or  administration,  should  be 
withdrawn  from  the  accession  book  as  separate  volumes  and 
should  be  bound  together  and  the  bound  volumes  given  a  new 
number. 

It  is  equally  evident  that  many  unclassified  pamphlets  of 
recent  dates  may  well  be  grouped  and  bound  in  volumes,  each 
volume  given  an  accession  number,  or  held  as  unaccessioned 
pamphlets  until  a  sufficient  number  of  same  are  received  to 
make  a  suitable  volume  for  accession. 

And  again — and  this  appears  to  me  to  be  a  solution  of  the 
vexed  question  in  every  library,  '*What  shall  we  do  with  our 
pamphlets?"  It  has  been  my  purpose  of  late  to  place  upon  the 
shelves,  with  books  of  their  class,  many  pamphlets  which  have 
temporary  value  and  may  prove  to  have  permanent  value,  giv- 
ing each  its  class  and  shelf  number,  but  not  an  accession  num- 
ber. These,  or  any  of  these,  may  at  any  time  be  withdrawn,  or 
grouped  and  bound,  and  the  bound  volumes  so  made  up  will  be 
given  accession  numbers  and  permanent  place  in  the  library. 
These  temporary  additions  to  the  library,  if  so  placed,  are  fre- 
quently found  to  be  extremely  valuable  to  the  many  students  of 
themes,  who  are  permitted  to  go  directly  to  the  shelves  for  the 
information  they  seek;  whereas,  the  same  material,  if  put  upon 
remote  shelves,  with  large  numbers  of  unclassified  pamphlets, 
would  be  so  much  valuable  material  gone  to  waste.  Pamphlets, 
however  valuable  they  may  be,  are  practically  valueless  unless 
they  are  accessible,  and  on  the  shelves  along  with  the  books 
they  supplement.  But  it  is  misleading  to  the  public,  and,  it 
seems  to  me,  bad  policy  in  all  respects,  to  treat  every  pamphlet 
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as  a  permanent  accession  to  the  library.  It  would  be  equally 
unwise  to  classify,  catalogue  and  shelve  all  the  pamphlets  which 
come  to  the  library,  for  such  classification,  cataloguing  and  shelv- 
ing would  not  only  give  permanent  form  to  much  material  that 
must  in  time  be  superseded  by  bound  volumes  and  then  rendered 
valueless,  but  would  involve  the  large  expense  of  the  extra  cat- 
aloguing involved. 

But  there  are  certain  documents  which,  whether  bound  in 
paper  or  in  cloth,  naturally  classify  by  states  or  governmental 
departments.  I  refer  to  the  reports  of  state  and  national  offi- 
^  cials,  legislative  journals,  the  Congressional  Record,  bound  and 
unbound,  and  the  like.  These  can  best  be  kept  by  themselves, 
classified  as  above  indicated  and  arranged  on  the  shelves  alpha- 
betically, or  by  date,  as  the  case  may  be.  These  are  easily  car- 
ried in  mind  and  are  readily  found.  It  has  not  yet  been  thought 
necessary  to  accession,  catalogue  and  shelf- list  these,  their 
arrangement  on  the  shelf  being  of  itself  a  simple  and  effective 
means  of  identification.  With  these  two  methods  of  disposing 
of  pamphlets  on  the  shelves,  and  with  a  continual  grouping  of 
valuable  paper-covered  reports,  etc.,  in  bound  volumes— with 
due  regard  for  consistency  in  grouping  the  same — there  will  in 
time  be  little  of  permanent  value  in  the  remaining  pamphlets 
now  tentatively  given  place  on  our  shelves.  From  these  remain- 
ders there  can  well  be  spared  from  time  to  time  the  pamphlets 
that  have  clearly  outlived  their  usefulness,  or  have  been  super- 
seded by  the  same  material  which  comes  to  us  bound  in  perma- 
nent form. 

I  have  given  space  to  this  subject  because  it  is  unquestion- 
ably one  of  much  importance  to  the  library.  So  much  extremely 
valuable  statistical  material,  and  so  many  able  and  exhaustive 
arguments,  addresses,  discourses,  literary,  scientific  and  philo- 
sophical papers,  first  come  to  the  library  in  pamphlet  form,  and 
may  never  come  in  any  other  form,  that  I  have  been  compelled, 
in  justice  to  the  public  and  especially  to  legislators,  educators 
and  students,  to  adopt  some  general  and  easily  recognizable 
policy  relative  to  the  present  utilization  of  pamphlets,  including 
documents  on  specific  themes,  without  at  once  making  them 
permanent  additions  to  the  libraryi 
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Classification  of  Books  in  Library. 

By  actual  count,  separating  the  unaccessioned  pamphlets 
from  the  books,  the  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  in  the 
library  is  as  follows :

Apparent  discrepancy  between  record  and  count 2,G37 

The  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  record  and  the  actual 
count  is  easily  accounted  for.  My  only  surprise  is  that  a  larger 
discrepancy  was  not  discovered.  That  there  must  have  been 
some  shrinkage  in  the  number  of  miscellaneous  works  in  the 
library  may  be  accepted  without  question.  The  excess  of  the 
total  obtained  by  count  over  the  total  obtained  by  addition  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  documents  and  pamphlets 
have  in  recent  years  been  withdrawn  from  the  mass  of  unclassi- 
fied documents  and  placed  upon  the  shelves.  It  seemed  to  me 
best  to  let  the  accession  totals  stand  as  the  official  statement  of 
the  library's  strength;  and,  during  the  next  two  years,  to  con- 
tinue along  present  lines,  combining  small  documents  and  mis- 
cellaneous pamphlets  into  bound  volumes  as  fast  as  those  of 
permanent  value  and  like  character  accumulate  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  warrant  the  expense  of  binding  them. 

Completion  of  the  New  BuUding. 

I  stated  in  my  last  report  that  the  law  consolidating  the 
miscellaneous  portion  of  the  State  Library  with  the  Histori- 
cal department  could  not  be  carried  out,  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  actual  transfer  of  all  the  books  in  the  miscellaneous  depart- 
ment from  the  State  Library  to  the  new  building  erected  for 
the  Historical  department,  owing  to  want  of  space  in  the  wing 
of  the  new  building.  The  failure  of  the  last  general  assembly 
to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  new  build- 
ing left  the  State  Library  burdened  with  an  embarrassing 
inability  to  carry  to  a  conclusion  a  mandate  of  the  State,  and 
compelled  the  librarian  to  continue  a  temporizing  policy  which 
every  day  grows  more  and  more  embarrassing.  Permit  me  to 
urge  that  the  special  attention  of  the  30th  General  Assembly  be 
given  to  the  necessity  which  recent  legislation  has  imposed — and 
which  is  emphasized  by  the  growing  needs  of  the  Historical 
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department  and  of  the  Miscellaneous  and  Law  departments  as 
well — namely,  the  speedy  completion  of  the  new  building. 

A  Pressing  Need. 

The  failure  of  the  last  General  Assembly  to  provide  the  con- 
solidated State  Library  with  a  bookkeeper  has  also  been  a  seri- 
ous embarrassment.  With  the  accounts  of  the  three  depart- 
ments of  the  State  Library  to  keep,  with  a  detailed  financial 
statement  to  present  to  the  Library  Board  at  every  meeting, 
with  a  lengthy  report  of  expenditures  of  the  three  departments 
to  be  contributed  annually  to  the  report  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil on  expenditures  of  state  officers,  with  a  voluminous  biennial 
report  to  present  to  the  Governor,  with  lists  of  books  purchased 
and  books  recommended  for  purchase  to  be  prepared  prior  to 
every  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  with  a  large  volume  of  cor- 
respondence necessitated  by  annual  exchange  of  hundreds  of 
documents  and  the  purchase  of  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of 
books,  it  is  apparent  that  few  officials  of  the  State  have  greater 
need  than  the  librarian,  not  only  of  a  competent  and  reliable 
bookkeeper,  but  also  one  who  can  skillfully  use  the  typewriter 
and  take  letters  from  dictation.  I  would  urge  the  addition  of  a 
bookkeeper  to  the  force  now  employed  in  the  library.  Such  a 
measure  of  relief  would  materially  add  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
present  force,  relieving  the  curator  of  the  law  department  and 
my  second  assistant  of  duties  which  now  seriously  interfere  with 
those  which  should  claim  their  undivided  attention,  and  reliev- 
ing me  of  the  embarrassment  of  drawing  on  outside  help  for  cor- 
respondence and  type-written  lists  and  reports. 

Acknowledgments. 

I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  uniform  courtesy  which 
the  president  and  the  members  of  the  Library  Board  have 
accorded  me  in  furthering  my  plans  for  the  upbuilding  of  the 
State  Library  and  the  wise  counsel  and  generous  aid  rendered 
me  by  Curators  Aldrich  and  Small,  and  by  my  library  assist- 
ants, Miss  Lee,  Mrs.  Russell,  Miss  Rosemond  and.  Miss  Keller. 

The  Sixth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  Historical 
department  is  to  appear,  as  previous  reports  of  that  department 
have  appeared,  under  separate  cover. 

The  first  biennial  of  the  Curator  of  the  Law  department  is 
herewith  appended. 
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2o  Hon.  Johnson  Brigham^  State  LibraHan: 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  first 
official  report  as  curator  of  the  law  department  of  the  State 
Library,  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1903. 

The  past  two  years  are  marked  by  the  development  of  the 
law  division  of  the  State  Library  into  a  department,  and  the 
creation  of  the  office  of  Curator  of  the  new  department. 

In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  Curator  of  this 
department  is  required  to  make  a  report  of  the  progress  and 
work  done.  Complying  herewith,  I  submit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  the  various  branches  of  the  work 
have  steadily  developed,  though  I  have  been  seriously  handi- 
capped through  the  entire  period  by  the  responsibility  put  upon 
me,  for  the  time  being,  by  the  failure  of  the  last  legislature  to 
provide  the  consolidated  library  (including  the  Historical 
department)  with  a  bookkeeper.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  for  the 
good  of  the  library,  and  especially  the  law  department,  that  the 
next  general  assembly  will  supply  this  evident  need. 

Accession. 

The  law  department  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  source  of 
pride;  having  been  greatly  enriched,  the  past  two  years,  by  the 
accession  of  many  rare  and  valuable  works,  the  completion  of 
several  uncompleted  sets,  among  these,  works  on  early  laws, 
jurisprudence,  history  of  the  law  and  the  new  reprint  of  the 
English  reports;  also,  by  the  bench  and  bar  proceedings  of 
the  several  states.  And,  besides,  the  recent  text  and  law  reports 
have  been  brought  down  to  date,  making  in  all  a  very  satisfac- 
tory growth,  although  much  more  could  have  been  done  had  our 
funds  permitted.  We  confidently  expect  each  year  to  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  law  department.  At  this  time  it  ranks 
among  the  best,  but  we  are  not  satisfied  with  even  that  proud 
position,  our  aim  being  to  still  further  advance  Iowa's  position 
among  the  states  maintaining  a  law  library. 

Cataloging. 

The  law  department  is  undergoing  a  thorough  classification. 
We  are  using  the  old  form  of  subject  arrangement  (which  is,  far 
the  best  ;  we  are  also  making  author  and  title  cards  for  each  book, 
and  subject  cards  for  all  important  matter  contained  therein 
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which  has  heretofore  been  a  hidden  mass  of  material.  By  this 
arrangement  one  may  refer  to  the  cards  and  draw  out  all  the 
library  contains  on  a  given  subject.  All  new  books  are  care- 
fully classified  and  catalogued  under  this  system,  and  we  are 
working  back  to  former  purchases  and  exchanges  as  time  will 
permit. 

.  Another  very  important  improvement  is  being  made  in  the 
Abstracts  and  Arguments.  Heretofore  when  an  attorney  called 
for  any  of  these  volumes  for  a  certain  case,  we  were  required  to 
ask  in  what  volume  of  the  Iowa  reports  the  said  case  was  found, 
'then  find  the  case,  get  the  term  and  date  of  decision,  and  then 
go  after  the  Abstracts  and  Arguments,  beginning  in  the  term  in 
which  the  case  was  decided,  and  searching  back  until  the  case 
was  found.  This  often  compelled  a  search  of  a  period  of  two 
years;  and  in  a  few  instances  the  case  was  not  then  found, 
•owing  to  error  in  binding  or  indexing.  Under  the  new  card 
arrangement,  should  an  attorney  call  for,  say  "Smith  v.  Jones," 
i^e  refer  to  the  cards  under  the  alphabetical  arrangement  and 
find  ** Smith  v.  Jones,  volume  625,  page  162,  October  term, 
1898,"  "abstract,"  or  "rehearing,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

We  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  complete  this  work,  but  are 
working  on  it  as  fast  as  possible.  At  this  time  we  are  back  to 
the  year  1895. 

Exchanges. 

Our  exchange  of  laws  and  law  reports  is  becoming  more  and 
-more  satisfactory.  With  a  few  exceptions  states  and  territories 
promptly  respond  to  our  tender  of  exchange.  We  have  effected 
•exchanges  with  nearly  all  the  Canadian  provinces,  the  latest  of 
these  being  the  Northwest  territories.  We  have  also  effected 
an  exchange  of  our  laws  for  those  of  England.  I  hope  to  go 
further  and  exchange  our  law  reports  with  the  colonies  and 
other  countries.  Many  of  these  are  slow  to  respond  to  our 
requests  of  this  nature,  but  I  believe  the  time  is  not  far  off 
when  our  exchanges  abroad  will  become  general.  The  greatest 
difficulty  at  this  time  is  the  private  publication  of  these  works  in 
not  a  few  provinces  and  countries. 

Counting  of  Law  Books. 

For  the  first  time,  to  my  knowledge,  the  books  of  the  Law 
department  have   been    counted   by   classes,    thereby   giving 
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information   that    has    long   been   desired.      The  count  is  as- 
follows :

'  Larger  Accommodation. 

The  vacant  shelf  space  in  the  library  is  fast  becoming  filled; 
already  we  are  obliged  to  pile  books  on  the  floor,  and  in  some 
instances  sets  have  been  divided,  owing  to  want  of  room.  It  ia 
a  question  where  we  shall  shelve  the  hundreds  of  volumes  which 
are  pouring  in  upon  us.  Also,  the  table  room  in  the  library  is 
limited.  Under  the  present  crowded  condition,  the  lawyer,  the 
doctor,  the  club  woman  and  the  student  are  frequently  com- 
pelled to  study  at  the  same  desk,  and  to  the  disadvantage  of  all. 
Often  persons  coming  into  the  library  are  obliged  to  sit  in  chairs 
in  the  galleries  without  tables  and  proper  accommodations,  and, 
of  course,  are  much  in  the  way  of  readers  and  students  desiring 
access  to  the  shelves.  This  embarrassing  condition  gives  much 
force  to  the  claim  for  the  completion  of  the  new  building,  which 
would  enable  the  State  Library  Board  to  carry  out  the  law  con- 
solidating the  miscellaneous  portion  of  the  State  Library  with 
the  Historical  department. 
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Periodicals. 

At  this  time  the  Law  department  is  receiving  regularly  thirty - 
^ight  legal  periodicals,  and  these  are  bound  into  volumes  as  fast 
^s  they  are  completed.  Our  aim  is  to  have  all  the  leading  law 
literature  to  be  had,  and  I  may  safely  say,  we  are  in  the  front 
rank  along  this  line,  although  there  yet  remain  several  old  and 
rare  periodicals,  the  purchase  of  which  would  greatly  strengthen 
this  department. 

ConcluBlon. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  this  occasion  to  express  to  you  my 
appreciation  for  the  kindly  treatment  and  encouragement  I  have 
ever  received  at  your  hand,  and  to  my  associates  in  the  library, 
whom  have  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  Law  department. 
I  am  especially  indebted  to  the  second  assistant  for  the  good  work 
she  has  done  in  cataloguing  the  books  of  my  department.

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INTRODUCTORY. 


The  progress  of  the  Historical  Department  since  the  last 
biennial  report  has  been  in  the  main  highly  satisfactory;  the  policy 
which  was  outlined  at  the  f(^unding  of  the  Department,  in  regard 
to  the  nature  of  the  collections,  is  still  being  pursued.  Their  gen- 
eral character  will  be  seen  from  the  appended  lists. 

Ample  and  most  gratifying  justification  for  the  establishment 
and  the  fostering  of  the  Historical  Department  is  found  in  the 
constantly  increasing  calls  for  information  from  all  parts  of  the 
state.  There  is  no  interruption  to  this  interest.  Important  ques- 
tions concerning  points  in  Iowa  history  are  undergoing  investi- 
gation every  day  in  the  year,  either  by  parties  who  visit  the  De- 
partment, or  by  the  workers  in  the  building  in  response  to  in- 
quiries. In  a  large  majority  of  cases  the  Department  has  been  able 
to  furnish  the  desired  information. 

The  museum  and'  art  collections  have  become  a  center  of  pop- 
ular attraction.  Thousands  of  Iowa  people  are  annually  visiting 
these  rooms,  manifesting  pride  in  what  has  thus  early  been  accom- 
plished, and  finding  therein  compensation  for  the  taxes  they  pay 
for  its  support. 

The  collection  of  manuscripts,  autograph  letters  and  portraits 
is  an  extension  of  "The  Aldrich  Collection,"  the  original  gift 
upon  which  the  Historical  Department  was  founded. 

The  total  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  Historical  Li- 
brary is  now  1 1 ,754.  This  does  not  include  the  bound  volumes 
of  newspapers,  nor  the  books  transferred  from  the  State  Library. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  special  effort  has  been  made  to 
collect  works  of  biography,  genealogy  and  local  history  in  order 
to  meet  the  constantly  increasing  demands  for  information  in 
those  directions.  The  library  should  be  enlarged  by  the  purchase 
of  several  hundred  volumes  of  the  older  works  on  these  subjects, 
as  well  as  by  procuring  the  new  ones  as  fast  as  they  come  from 
the  press.  These  publications  are  always  expensive,  as  they  are 
in  large  part  issued  in  limited  editions  which  rapidly  advance  in 
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price,  while  many  of  them  speedily  go  out  of  print  and  cannot 
be  obtained  at  all. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  turned  over  to  the  Historical 
Department  its  valuable  collection  of  Vital  Statistics.  This  con- 
sists of  322  volumes  of  record  size  in  most  substantial  binding. 
These  statistics  rtui  back  to  and  include  the  year  1880. 

IOWA    NEWSPAPERS. 

This  important  section  of  the  work  of  the  Historical  Depart- 
ment is  hampered  by  want  of  room.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds 
less  than  the  usual  numter  of  newspapers  has  been  lx>und  since 
the  last  report  (three  or  four  hundred  volumes  are  waiting  to  be 
bound),  but  those  we  already  have  are  in  excess  of  the  space  that 
can  be  devoted  to  them  in  the  present  building.  The  bound 
volumes  number  2,940  and  the  room  is  so  over-crowded 
that  three  times  the  present  space  would  be  required  to  properly 
classify  and  shelve  them.  One  glance  at  the  newspaper  room 
will  confirm  this  statement.  This  branch  of  the  work  forms  the 
fullest  and  best  repository  of  the  facts  of  state  and  western  con- 
temporary history.  We  are  now  receiving  300  Iowa  newspapers, 
and  sixteen  of  the  best  representative  journals  throughout  the 
country.  The  Iowa  daily  papers  are  carefully  examined  and 
their  principal  articles  entered  in  the  card  index.  With  more 
helpi  and  more  space,  and  increased  facilities  for  their  care,  it 
would  be  advisable  to  increase  this  index,  extending  it  back  to 
the  first  issues  of  the  leading  Iowa  journals.  Efforts  are  con- 
stantly put  forth  to  secure  such  files  of  early  Iowa  newspapers 
as  are  still  in  existence  in  private  hands.  Many  have  been  lo- 
cated which  the  owners  are  not  yet  ready  to  part  with,  but  which 
the  state  will  some  day  receive — if  they  are  not  in  the  meantime 
destroyed  by  fire. 

THE    MUSEUM. 

The  great  measure  of  appreciation  shown  by  the  people  of 
Iowa  for  this  work  has  been  a  constant  inspiration  to  add 
to  its  materials  and  its  educational  value.  During  the  past  two 
years  it  has  made  a  substantial  and  highly  satisfactory  growth; 
in  fact,  its  acquisitions  now  require  nearly  double  the  present 
space  for  their  satisfactory  exhibition.     The  cases  have  been 
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crowded  too  much  with  the  excess  of  materials,  making  a  proper 
classification  quite  out  of  the  question.  Many  of  our  most  valu- 
able articles  have  been  packed  away  in  boxes  or  piled  on  the  floor 
in  the  upper  story.  Both  space  and  cases  are  required  by  the 
natural  growth  of  this  work.  Many  of  the  articles  acquired  dur- 
ing the  closing  biennial  period  are  of  more  than  ordinary  value, 
as  will  be  readily  appreciated  by  reference  to  the  lists  presented 
herewith.  During  the  past  year  the  museum  has  been  favored 
with  a  skilled  worker  in  the  person  of  Mr.  T.  Van  Hyning,  a 
resident  of  Des  Moines.  He  has  performed  a  great  amount  of 
systematic  work  in  classifying  and  arranging  the  diverse  materials 
which  have  been  accumulated  since  the  organization  of  the  De- 
partment. His  restoration  of  parts  of  the  skeletons  of  the  Iowa 
mastodon  and  mammoth  have  been  very  successful  and  will  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  of  any  museum  in  the  country.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  specimens  preserved  in  alcohol,  includ- 
ing fishes,  snakes  and  small  reptiles.  He  has  also  made  an  ex- 
cellent display  of  the  swivel  guns,  muskets,  rifles,  pistols,  swords, 
and  other  materials  acquired  in  this  country  or  from  Cuba  and 
the  Philippines.  The  exhibit  of  pistols  and  revolvers  coming 
down  from  the  most  antique  patterns  to  those  of  the  present  time 
is  especially  large  and  interesting.  Since  the  organization  of  the 
Department  especial  efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  collec- 
tions illustrative  of  the  natural  history  of  the  state. 

THE  ANNALS  OlP  IOWA. 

The  third  series  of  this  periodical  has  been  published  quarterly 
since  April,  1893.  The  edition  at  this  time  is  1,350  copies,  which 
in  my  judgment  should  be  increased  to  at  least  1,500.  It  would 
be  a  measure  of  economy  to  stereotype  the  work  as  fast  as  num- 
bers are  issued.  At  the  time  I  began  the  publication  I  obtained 
permission  from  the  Trustees  to  send  it  free  of  expense  to  the 
public  libraries  of  the  state.  It  also  goes  to  every  Iowa  news- 
paper which  is  donated  to  the  Department,  and  to  historical  mag- 
azines with  which  we  make  exchanges  of  publications.  Through 
these  exchanges  it  much  more  than  "pays  its  way."  Of  late  there 
has  been  a  demand  for  full  sets  by  schools,  colleges  and  public 
libraries,  as  well  as  by  individuals,  and  some  of  the  issues  should 
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be  reprinted  at  once  in  order'  to  meet  these  demands.  I  feel  cer- 
tain that  its  dissemination  has  had  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the 
public  mind,  looking  to  measures  for  the  collection  and  care  of 
the  materials  for  Iowa  history. 

Extension  oi^  the  historical  building. 

More  space  is  inii)eratively  needed  for  large  portions  of  this 
work,  especially  for  the  newspai:>er  collection  and  the  museum. 
At  the  present  time  precious  volumes  are  piled  upon  tlie  floors, 
where  it  ie  simply  imix)ssible  to  preserve  them  from  dampness 
and  injury  arising  from  repeatedly  handling  them  over.  It  fre- 
quently occurs  that  a  lx)und  volume  is  needed  from  the  bottom 
of  a  pile  several  feet  high.  In  such  cases  the  heavy  volumes  are 
worn  by  removing  them  from  place  to  place,  as  well  as  from  the 
pressure  that  rests  upon  them.  With  the  present  limitations  of 
space  this  result  cannot  he  avoided.  Our  growing  collection  of 
Iowa  newspapers  is  so  valuable — at  present  and  prospectively — 
that  neither  pains  nor  expense  should  be  spared  in  its  preser\-a- 
tion. 

The  Museum  and  Art  Room  of  the  Historical  Department  at- 
tract visitors  from  all  portions  of  the  state.  Especially  is  the 
building  thronged  upon  the  occasions  of  state  fairs  and  other 
gatherings  at  the  capital.  The  state  has  arrived  at  that  stage  in 
its  history  in  which  it  will  receive  valuable  gifts  from  its  pros- 
l>er()us  citizens,  if  proper  attention  is  given  to  their  care.  I  now 
have  the  offer  of  a  large  and  most  interesting  Indian  collection, 
valued  at  several  thousands  of  dollars.  It  will  come  as  a  free 
gift  if  the  state  will  provide  space  and  cases  for  its  proper  exhi- 
bition. Otherw^ise,  it  will  remain  in  private  hands  or  go  else- 
where. If  the  state  encourages  those  who  are  disposed  to  con- 
tribute to  the  treasures  of  its  Historical  Building,  it  may  rapidly 
acquire  collections  of  inestimable  value.  Outside  of  large  cities, 
where  money  and  the  peculiar  ability  required  are  abundant,  there 
is  not  a  more  promising  locality  in  which  to  build  up  a  great 
Historical  Museum  than  this  at  the  capital  of  Iowa — an  institu- 
tion which  shall  carefully  collect  and  guard  for  future  use  the 
materialg  of  Iowa  history,  and  develop  a  large,  varied  and  per- 
manent exhibition  for  the  instruction  and  entertainment  of  our 
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people.  I  speak  thus  freely  after  more  than  twenty  years'  experi- 
ence in  this  work,  and  for  the  further  reason)  that  I  am  admon- 
ished that  I  can  remain  with  it  but  a  short  time.  Aside  from  its 
legitimate  success  upon  its  own  merits,  for  the  benefit  of  all  Iowa, 
I  have  no  other  ambition.  In  view  of  the  above  suggestions  I 
earnestly  urge  the  appropriation  of  $100,000  in  each  of  the  years 
1904,  1905  and  1906,  for  the  completion  of  the  Historical  Build- 
ing. It  has  also  for  some  time  been  in  contemplation  to  transfer 
the  State  Library  to  the  east  wing  of  the  Historical  Building, 
leaving  its  present  quarters  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Law  Li- 
brary, for  which  all  its  space  has  long  been  needed.  Every  con- 
sideration of  the  needs  of  our  state  in  these  various  directions, 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Historical  Building  should  te 
completed  at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

During  the  past  forty-five  years  I  have  often  been  pained  to 
learn  that  unique  and  valuable  collections  made  in  Iowa,  from  ma- 
terials existing  on  our  own  soil,  and  which  should  have  been  re- 
tained here  for  the  edification  and  instruction  of  our  own  people, 
have  been  sold  to  go  to  distant  localities. .  In  fact,  Iowa  has  long 
been  a  favorite  field  from  which  to  build  up  museums  for  other 
communities.  The  materials  which  have  thus  been  depleted  have 
been  varied,  as  animals,  birds,  stone  implements,  and  fossils,  and 
perhaps  others  of  less  importance.  Such  a  state  of  things  is 
keenly  aggravating  to  an  lowan  who  is  striving  in  these  direc- 
tions, with  but  limited  means,  for  the  benefit  of  our  own  i>eople. 
My  attention  has  just  been  called  afresh  to  this  matter  by  the  fact 
that  a  large  collection  of  rare  Iowa  fossils,  which  had  l:)een  oflfered 
to  the  state  for  a  reasonable  price,  and  which  is  not  likely  ever  to 
be  duplicated,  has  been  sold  to  a  museum  out  of  the  state. 

APPROPRIATION   NEEDED. 

In  my  judgment  there  should  be  appropriated  as  a  working 
fund  for  the  Historical  Department,  the  sum  of  $10,000  per  year 
above  the  present  allowance  of  $5,000.  This  to  be  used  in  defray- 
ing the  cost  of  printing,  binding,  historic  paintings,  museum  ma- 
terials, in  acquiring  historical  .data,  and  for  incidental  expenses 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Historical  Department,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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SPEaAI.  CASES. 

Several  months  since  the  Trustees  authorized  the  manufacture 
of  a  large  dust-proof  map  case,  which  had  long  been  needed  in 
the  Department.  Early  maps  had  been  collected — many  of  them 
rare  and  all  of  them  valuable — the  most  of  which  were  soiled  or 
torn.  These  have  been  carefully  cleaned  and  mounted  on  fine 
muslin.  The  maps  are  numbered  and  entered  upon  a  card  cata* 
logue,  thus  securing  their  preservation  where  they  will  be  con- 
venient of  access. 

The  Executive  Council  also  ordered  a  duplicate  of  the  map 
case  for  the  preservation  of  Proclamations  of  the  Governors. 
Commissions,  Diplomas,  Broadsides,  and  other  important  papers. 
Accumulations  in  these  directions  can  now  be  carefully  arrange 
for  reference  and  preserved  from  wear  and  tear  and  dust. 

Looking  to  the  care  and  preservation  of  our  most  valuable  col- 
lections, aa  rare  old  historical  works,  books  in  fine  bindings,  first 
editions,  autograph  letters  and  manuscripts,  the  Council  procured 
an  elaborate  steel  case  from  the  works  of  the  Art  Metal  Construc- 
tion Company  of  Jamestown  N.  Y.  This  case  is  a  model  of 
convenience  and  fine  workmanship,  almost  equal  to  a  fire-proof 
safe,  and  it  had  become  a  necessity  for  this  important  purpose.

REPORT. 


The  biennial  period  from  July  1,  1901,  to  June  30,  1903,  has 
been  characterized  by  an  increased  activity  on  the  part  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa,  and  by  a  much  greater  interest 
generally  in  the  history  of  our  commonwealth.  It  is,  moreover, 
natural  and  proper  that  these  larger  efforts  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society  and  this  livelier  enthusiasm  in  our  state  and  local 
history  should  have  come  at  a  time  when  both  the  state  and  the 
riation  were  celebrating,  or  were  preparing  to  celebrate,  the 
centennial  anniversary  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Province  of 
Louisiana — of  which  area  Iowa  forms  so  important  a  part. 
Thus  by  a  renewed  zeal  in  its  labors  and  by  an  increased  devo- 
tion to  the  work  committed  to  it  by  the  people  of  this  common- 
wealth, the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  fittingly  commem- 
orated the  great  event  of  1803. 

That  the  people  of  our  commonwealth  have  always  been 
more  or  less  interested  in  the  better  preservation  of  their  state 
and  local  history  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  the  organization, 
founded  by  the  pioneers  under  the  name  of  The  State  Histori- 
cal Society  of  Iowa  and  supported  from  the  first  by  the  state 
as  a  state  institution  for  the  express  purpose  of  collecting,  pre- 
serving, and  publishing  the  materials  of  that  history,  has  had  a 
continuous  existence  for  nearly  a  half  century.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


The  revision  of  the  constitution  in  185*5  seems  to  have  been 
the  event  which  occasioned  the  first  formal  expression  of  the 
conviction  that  the  history  of  this  state  was  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion. And  yet  this  conviction  itself  had  surely  been  born  of 
earlier  days.  That  it  had  been  maturing  gradually  for  more 
than  two  decades  was  natural  and  could  hardly  have  been  other- 
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wise.    The  courageous  pioneers,  who  in  the  thirties 
of  the  last  century  crossed  half  a  continent  to  make  i 
homes  in  Iowa,  must  have  realized  as  they  blazed  the 
on  primaeval  oaks  or  drove  their  stakes  deep  into  the 
land  that  their  lives  were  indeed  a  part  of  a  great  mo\ 
which  would  some  day  become  truly  historic. 

Many  rare  and  inspiring  experiences  were  in  store  for  tl 
who  crossed  the  Mississippi  prior  to  1857.     The   beauties 
nature  untouched  were  theirs;  and  theirs,  too,  was  the  freedo 
of  opportunity.     During  the  lifetime  of  a  single  generation  th 
pioneers  beheld  the  evolution  of  a  community  of    men   and 
women  from  a  few  simple  families  to  a  complex  society ;  and  as 
participants  in  that  social  and  political  transformation  they  suc- 
cessfully established   and  maintained  law  and  order   on   the 
frontier.     These  early  settlers  founded  social  and  political  insti- 
tutions.    They  participated  in  the  organization  and  administra- 
tion of   the  highest  form  of  territorial  government  which  the 
genius  of  our  people  has  yet  devised.     Earnestly  they-  mingled 
their  labors  with  the  virgin  soil  of  the  richest  prairies  of   all 
America.     Beneath  their  eyes  a  thousand  hills  were  stripped  of 
forests  and  more  than  a  million  acres  of  prairie  land  were  turned 
into    cornfields.     The  hardships  and    privations  which    they 
endured  remain  largely  untold. 

During  the  early  forties  the  pioneers  took  part  in  an  agita- 
tion for  a  state  government.     In  1846  they  twice  rejected  the 
boundaries  prescribed  by  Congress.     In  1846  they  formed  tme 
constitution  under  the  provisions  of  which  Iowa  was  organize^ 
as  a  state  and  admitted  into  the  union.     Having  witnessed  thrf 
birth  of   '*the  only  free  child  of  the  Missouri  Compromise," 
these  Iowa  pioneers  enthusiastically  applauded  their  governor 
when  in  1854  he  declared  that  it  was  fitting  that  this  state  of 
Iowa  should  let  the  world  know  "that  she  values  the  blessings 
which  that  compromise  has  secured  her,  and  that  she  will  never 
consent  to  become  a  party  to  the  nationalization  of  slavery.*' 
In  1856  they  made  preparations  for  a  third  constitutional  con- 
vention and  witnessed  the  birth  of  the  political  party  which, 
with  but  one  exception,  has  dominated  the  politics  of  the  state 
even  unto  this  day.     Finally,  in  the  eventful  year  of  1857  they 
were  seriously  engaged  in  drafting  anew  their  code  of  funda- 
mental law. 

With  axes 
and  plows  they  had  bravely  fought  the  battles  of  the  frontier;

General  Assembly;  but  the  movement  was  not  fully  organized 

mtil  February  7,  1857,  when  a  constitution  for  the  "State  His- 

orical  Society  of  Iowa"  was  adopted.     The  provisions  of  this 

limple  instrument  have  continued  to  be  the  basis  of  the  organ - 

zation  of  the  society  for  more  than  forty -five  years. 

According  to  the  original  constitution  of  1857,  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa  consisted  of  members  who  were  admitted 
upon  election  of  the  society,  or  by  the  board  of  curators,  and  the 
payment  of  an  "admittance  fee"  of  three  dollars.  The  members 
of  the  society  held  regular  annual  meetings  ^^luwhich  officers 
were  elected  and  new  members  admitted! 

The  officers  of  the  society  consisted  of  "a  president,  six  vice- 
presidents,  a  corresponding  secretary,  a  recording  secretary,  a 
treasurer,  librarian,  and  eighteen  curators,"  who  were  chosen 
annually.  Article  seven  of  the  constitution  constituted  the 
curators  "the  executive  department  of  this  association"  with 
**full  power  to  manage  its  affairs."  In  April,  1869,  a  series  of 
^*by-laws"  was  adopted,  which,  among  other  things,  provided 
for  officers  and  monthly  meetings  of  the  board  of  curators,  fixed 
'  the  quorum  thereof,  prescribed  an  order  of  business,  and  named 
the  standing  committees.

After  the  lapse  of  nearly  half  a  century  it  is   interesting  to 
observe  the  aims  and  functions  of  this  historical  society  as  indi- 
cated in  Chapter  III  of  the  Constitution  of  1857.      This  chapter, 
which  is  entitled  "Object,"  reads  as  follows:      **The  object  of 
this  society  shall  be  to  collect,  embody,  arrange  and  presen-e  in 
authentic  form  a  library  of  books,   pamphlets,    maps,  charts, 
manuscripts,  papers,  paintings,  statuary  and   other  matemis 
illustrative  of  the  history  of  Iowa ;  to  rescue  from  oblivion  the 
memory  of  its  early  pioneers ;  to  obtain  and  preserve  narratives 
of  their  exploits,  perils  and  hardy  adventures;   to  secure  facts 
and  statements  relative  to  the  history,  genius,  progress  or  decay 
of  our  Indian  tribes,  to  exhibit  faithfully  the  antiquities,  and  the 
past  and  present  resources  of  the  state;  and  to  promote  the 
study  of  history  by  lectures,  and  diffuse  and  publish  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  description  and  history  of  Iowa." 

At  the  outset  the  state  seems  to  have  maintained  no  direct 
control  over  the  organization  and  administration  of  the  sociem 
As  time  went  on,  however,  the  feeling  arose  that  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa  should  be  brought  into  closer  relatiofls 
with  the  state.  This  was  certainly  a  legitimate  demand,  since 
the  society  existed  for  public  purposes,  and  was  supported  by 
state  appropriations.  Accordingly,  the  Fourteenth  General 
Assembly  passed  *'An  Act  to  Reorganize  the  State  Historica/ 
Society,"  which  was  approved  April  23,  1872. 

The  act  of  1872  was  for  the  most  part  a  compilation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  which  the  society  had 
previously  adopted.  Some  significant  changes  were,  however, 
introduced.  The  curators  were  thereafter  to  hold  office  for  two 
years,  and  nine  of  the  eighteen  were  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  of  the  state.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  society  was 
to  be  h-el^^ittpll^tJii^J^onday  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in

secretary,   recording   secretary,   a  treasurer  and  a  librarian,

number."  These  officers  were  to  serve  as  officers  both  of  the 
society  and  of  the  board  of  curators.  A  president  was  likewise 
chosen  by  the  curators  but  from  their  own  number.  He  pre- 
sumably held  the  same  office  in  the  society.  It  was  further  pro- 
vided by  this  act  that  **no  officer  of  the  society,  or  of  the  board, 
shall  receive  any  compensation  from  the  state  appropriation  to  ' 
the  society." 
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Whatever  may  have  been  its  political  and  legal  status  prior 
to  1872,  it  is  certain  that  by  the  act  of  April  23rd  of  that  year  the 
State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  was  made  a  state  institution  in 
the  fullest  sense  of  the  term.  Since  1872  no  change  of  any 
importance  has  been  made  in  the  organic  law  of  the  society, 
so  that  to-day  the  code  provisions  are  substantially  those  of  the 
act  of  1872. 

It  can  hardly  be  said  that  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa 
-was,  in  its  earlier  years,  liberally  supported  by  the  state.  The 
idea  seems  to  have  prevailed  that  the  library  and  collection 
would  somehow  grow  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  that  with 
little  or  no  expense  the  materials  of  history  would  find  their  way 
to  the  store  rooms  of  the  society.  By  the  act  of  January,  1857, 
the  sum  of  $250  was  appropriated  as  a  permanent  annual  allow- 
ance. In  1860  this  annual  allowance  was  increased  to  $500. 
Twenty  years  later  it  was  fixed  at  $1,000.  And  finally,  in  1902, 
the  permanent  annual  support  of  the  society  was  raised  to  $2,500. 
In  the  meantime  several  special  appropriations  were  voted  for 
the  benefit  of  the  society.  The  first  special  appropriation  was 
made  in  1868,  when,  in  **An  Act  in  relation  to  the  State  His- 
torical Society,"  $3,000  annually  for  two  years  was  appropri- 
ated. In  1892  a  second  special  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the 
biennial  period  was  voted.  Again,  in  1900,  the  society  received 
a  special  appropriation  of  $2,000.  The  last  of  the  special  appro- 
priations was  made  in  1902,  and  amounted  to  $9,500. 

In  the  original  act  of  appropriation,  as  well  as  in  subsequent 
statute  and  code  provisions  the  State  Historical  Society  is 
referred  to  as  "in  connection  with  and  under  the  auspices  of  the 
State  University."  Precisely  what  was  to  be  understood  by 
these  words  was  not  clearly  defined.  The  expression,  however, 
has  never  been  interpreted  to  mean  that  any  organic  connection 
existed  between  the  two  institutions.  The  State  Historical 
Society  of  Iowa  remains  to  this  day  an  independent  state  insti- 
tution, whose  organization,  support  and  management  are  in  no 
way  connected  with  the  State  University.  It  is  probable  that  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  1857  aimed  to  secure  the  permanent 
location  of  the  society  at  Iowa  City,  where  it  would  *'be  fostered 
by  the  literary  and  scientific  influences  of  the  university."^    The 

» At  a  me<'ting  of  the  Board  of  Onratora  In  1808,  Col.  S  C.  Trowbridge  said  that  *  'he

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only  material  assistance  which  has  ever  been  rendered  by  the 
university  consisted  of  providing  rooms  for  the  society  from 
1857  to  1868,  and  again  from  1901  to  this  day. 

Although  Iowa  City,  the  historic  capital  of  Iowa  and  the  seat 
of  the  State  University ,  has  been  the  most  fitting  location  for  the 
State  Historical  Society;  the  library  and  collections  of  this 
society  have  not  always  had  satisfactory  accommodations.  At 
first  rooms  in  the  old  stone  capitol  were  assigned  by  the  trustees 
of  the  university.  These  quarters  were  occupied  by  the  society 
until  September,  1862,  when  other  rooms  were  assigned  in  the 
**Mechanics  Academy."  This  building  was  occupied  by  the 
historical  society  until  March,  1865.  It  was  at  this  time  that 
the  trustees  of  the  university  passed  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  society  to  use  *'the  Hbrary  room  and  cabinet  of  the  uni- 
versity for  their  purposes  as  a  society,  with  leave  to  hold  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  society  in  the  university  chapel."  This 
arrangement  proved  unfortunate  in  that  it  gave  rise  to  mis- 
understanding, controversy,  and  no  little  ill  feeling  between  the 
two  state  institutions. 

In  June,  1866,  the  trustees  of  the  university  ^^ Resolved ^  That 
the  historical  society  be  requested,  as  soon  as  they  can,  to  sur- 
render the  government  of  the  society  to  the  trustees  of  the  State 
University,  and  after  thorough  examination,  if  they  consider 
that  they  have  not  sufficient  authority  to  do  so,  that  they  peti- 
tion the  legislature  for  such  authority ;  and  in  the  meantime,  as 
a  condition  of  occupying  a  room  in  the  university,  that  they 
employ  as  their  librarian  the  librarian  of  the  university,  and  on 
failure  to  comply  with  this  condition  by  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1866,  the  executive  committee  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  have  the  effects  of  the  historical  society  removed 
from  the  university  building  at  the  expense  of  the  university." 
The  curators  of  the  historical  society,  believing  that  the  per- 
formance on  their  part  of  such  an  act  would  be  clearly  a  viola- 
tion of  their  oath  of  office  did  not  comply  with  the  request  of 
the  trustees. 

Again,  in  June,  1867,  the  trustees  of  the  university,  after  a 
further  consideration  of  the  relation  of  the  historical  society  to 
the  university,  passed  this  resolution:  ^^ Resolved^  That  the 
State  Historical  Society  be  permitted,  until  otherwise  ordered,  to 
occupy  the  present  library  room  upon  the  removal  of  the  present 
library  of  the  university  therefrom,  which  occupancy  shall  only 
be  upon  the  following  conditions :     The  State  Historical  Society 
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shall  at  their  first  annual  meeting  adopt  the  following:  1.  The 
property  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Historical  Society  shall  be, 
and  remain,  under  the  ultimate  control  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  State  University,  and  in  case  said  board  deem  it  for  the 
security  or  preservation  of  said  property  to  assume  such  control,, 
they  may  do  so.  2.  That  said  property  in  the  custody  of  the  soci- 
ety shall  not  be  removed  from  the  university  buildings  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  said  board  of  trustees.  3.  That  at  each  regular 
annual  session  of  said  board  of  trustees,  the  said  historical 
society  shall  report  to  the  board  the  conditions  and  operations 
of  the  society  generally.  4.  That  regulations  shall  at  all  times 
exist  by  which  the  instructors  and  pupils  of  the  State  University 
shall  have  access  to  the  collections  of  the  society  for  the  proper 
uses  of  the  university.  5.  That  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
legislature,  the  general  assembly  be  requested  to  declare  and 
define  a  permanent  connection  to  exist,  as  above  contemplated^ 
between  the  State  University  and  the  State  Historical  Society. 
6.  That  the  immediate  management  of  the  operations  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  be  left  to  the  society  itself." 

Again  the  curators  declared  that  they  could  not,  **in  view  of 
their  obligations  to  the  historical  society  and  the  laws  of  the 
state  under  whose  authority  they  are  acting,"  accept  rooms  in 
the  university  on  the  conditions  proposed  by  the  trustees.  When 
they  met  in  August  the  curators  rejected  seriatim  and  by  unan- 
imous vote  all  of  the  conditions  of  the  resolution.  A  few  months 
later  the  curators  submitted  to  the  governor  their  regular  bien- 
nial report,  in  which,  after  adverting  to  the  relations  then  exist- 
ing between  the  society  and  the  university,  they  made  the  fol- 
lowing appeal  to  the  general  assembly : 

**It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  desired  by  the  society  that  the- 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  relation  intended  by  the  legisla- 
ture, as  expressed  in  the  word  'auspices,'  in  the  law  referred  to, 
may  be  clearly  set  forth. 

"If  a  bona  fide  relationship  is  therein  intended,  we  ask  that 
the  trustees  of  that  institution  shall  be  instructed  to  provide  an 
appropriate  and  permanent  place  for  the  use  of  the  society,  and 
that  they  may  be  taught  to  regard  it  as  having  a  claim  upon  the 
protection  and  aid  of  the  state  through  and  derivable  from  the 
appropriations  made  to  the  State  University. 

•*0n  the  contrary,  if  there  is  no  tangible  link  of  connection, 
then  we  respectfully  request  that  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  and  fitting  up  a  room  for  the  society  be  made 
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direct  to  it,  to  be  disbursed  by  some  authorized  responsible 
party."  The  only  direct  and  evident  result  of  this  appeal  was 
the  special  appropriation  of  1868,  which  enabled  the  society  to 
secure  and  fit  up  for  its  special  uses  rooms  outside  of  the  univer- 
sity buildings. 

In  June,  1868,  the  curators  leased  the  "old  stone  church"  on 
Burlington  street,  and  soon  thereafter  the  association  of  the 
State  Historical  Society  with  the  State  University  was  com- 
pletely severed.  In  the  meantime  the  society  had  fortified  its 
independence  still  further  by  securing  articles  of  incorporation. 
The  historical  library  remained  in  the  damp,  musty  basement  of 
the  **old  stone  church"  until  the  fall  of  1882,  when  it  was 
removed  to  better  quarters  in  a  building  on  Washington  street. 
In  September,  1901,  the  library  and  collections  of  the  society 
were  finally  transferred  from  the  Washington  street  building  to 
the  Hall  of  Liberal  Arts  on  the  campus  of  the  State  University. 

From  the  provisions  of  the  law  and  of  its  constitution  it  is 
clear  that  the  publication,  as  well  as  the  collection  and  preser- 
vation of  the  materials  of  history,  is  one  of  the  principal  objects 
for  which  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  was  established. 
The  various  publications  which  have  been  issued  since  1857  may 
be  grouped  under  four  heads : 

First,  the  official  biennial  reports  which  have  appeared  regu- 
larly every  two  years  since  the  organization  of  the  society  in 
1857.  These  reports  appear  in  the  set  of  Iowa  Legislative  Doc- 
uments. 

Secondly  J  the  quarterly  publications,  of  which  there  are  three 
series,  namely:  (1)  The  Annals  of  Iowa  ;  (2)  The  Iowa  Hi^or* 
ical  Record;  and  (3)  The  Iowa  Journal  of  History  and  Politico, 
The  first  number  of  The  Annals  appeared  in  January,  1863. 
Thereafter  the  quarterly  numbers  were  issued  regularly  until 
December,  1874,  when  the  series  was  suspended  for  want  of 
funds.  The  Annals  complete  consists  of  twelve  volumes.  These 
volumes  are  now  out  of  print  and  complete  sets  are  exceedingly 
rare.  In  January,  1885,  the  first  number  of  The  Record  was 
issued.  This  was  **the  resumption  in  fact  of  The  Annals  of 
lowa.^^  Of  The  Record  series  there  are  eighteen  volumes.  The 
last  number  bears  the  date  of  October,  1902.  The  first  number 
of  Iowa  Journal  of  History  and  Politics  bears  the  date  of  Jan- 
uary, 1903.

But  more  inspiring  than  statutes,  appropriations,  or  publica- 
tions are  the  names  of  the  men  who,  as  officers  and  members, 
have  been  connected  with  the  society  during  the  past  forty-five 
years.  At  the  head  of  the  list  stands  the  name  of  James  Wilson 
Grimes.  As  the  first  president,  both  of  the  society  and  of  the 
board  of  curators,  Mr.  Grimes  was  indeed  a  worthy  predecessor 
of  such  men  as  Ralph  P.  Lowe,  Samuel  J.  Kirkwood,  William 
G.  Hammond,  George  G.  Wright,  Josiah  L.  Pickard.  and  Peter 
A.  Dey. 

Among  the  vice-presidents  of  the  society  were  men  of  the 
same  high  character  and  public  renown,  as  witness  the  names  of 
James  Harlan,  Charles  Mason,  Thomas  S.  Wilson,  William  M. 
Stone,  John  F.  Dillon,  Lucien  H.  Langworthy,  John  P.  Irish, 
and  William  B.  Allison. 

In  the  long  line  of  curators  one  meets  the  names  of  J.  B. 
Grinnell,  Thomas  H.  Benton,  Jr.,  T.  S.  Parvin,  G.  W.  McCleary, 
P.  M.  Casaday,  Charles  Negus,  Silas  Totten,  William  Penn 
Clarke,  James  Wilson,  J.  F.  Buncombe,  John  A.  Kasson,  D.  N. 
Richardson,  and  Geo.  D.  Perkins. 

The  roll  of  members  is  longer  and  somewhat  more  provincial. 
But  even  here  one  finds  the  names  of  George  Bancroft,  Jared 
Sparks,  William  Cullen  Bryant,  William  H.  Prescott,  Horace 
Greeley,  and  Theodore  Parker. 

Such  are  the  historical  beginnings  of  the  State  Historical 
Society  of  Iowa  as  founded  and  fostered  by  the  pioneers.    With- 
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out,  perhaps,  much  knowledge  of  critical  history  and  without 
academic  training  they  sowed  the  seeds  of  a  local  provincial 
history  which  have  grown  and  matured  into  ripened  grain.  To 
gather  the  harvest  and  withal  to  sift  the  grain  is  the  duty  of  the 
present  hour. 


*   II. 
ORGANIZATION. 


The  present  organization  and  authority  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa  are  based  upon  the  provisions  of  the 
Code  of  1897  (Title  XIII,  chapter  18,  sections  2882-2888,  page 
975),  which  reads  as  follows: 

OF  THE   STATE  HISTORICAL   SOCIETY. 

Section  2882.  Appropriation — objects.  There  is  annually 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  state  historical  society  at 
Iowa  City,  etc.  *  *  *,  to  be  expended  by  that  society  in 
collecting,  embodying,  arranging,  and  preserving  in  authentic 
form,  a  library  of  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  charts,  manuscripts^ 
papers,  paintings,  statuary,  and  other  materials  illustrative  of 
the  state  and  its  history,  to  save  from  oblivion  the  memory  of 
its  early  pioneers,  to  obtain  and  preserve  narratives  of  their 
exploits,  perils  and  hardy  adventures,  to  secure  faets  and  state- 
ments relative  to  the  history,  genius  and  progress  or  decay  of 
our  Indian  tribes,  to  exhibit  faithfully  the  antiquities  and  past 
and  present  resources  of  the  state,  and  to  aid  in  the  publication 
of  such  of  the  collections  of  the  society  as  it  from  time  to  time 
regards  of  value  and  interest,  to  aid  in  binding  its  books, 
pamphlets,  manuscripts  and  papers,  and  in  paying  other  neces- 
sary and  incidental  expenses  of  the  society.  [18  G.  A.,  Ch.  71, 
C.  '73,  §  1900;  R.  §  1959.] 

Sec.  2883.  Board  of  Curators — meetings.  The  board  of 
curators  of  the  society  shall  consist  of  eighteen  persons,  nine  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  nine  elected  by 
members  of  the  society.  Their  term  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  they  shall  receive  no  compensation .  The  governor 
shall  make  his  appointments  on  or  before  the  last  Wednesday  in 
June  in  each  even-numbered  year,  and  the  terms  of  the  persons 
appointed  shall  commence  on  that  day;    and,  at  the  annual 
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meeting  of  the  society  in  each  odd-numbered  year,  the  others 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  the  members  of  the  society,  for 
the  term  next  ensuing,  which  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
Iowa  City,  on  the  Monday  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in 
June.     [C.  '73,  §§  1901,  1903.] 

Sec.  2884.  Members.  Members  may  be  admitted  to  the 
society  at  any  time  under  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
board  of  curators.     [C.  '73,  §  1902.] 

Sec.  2885.  Officers.  The  board  shall  appoint  annually,  or 
oftener  if  need  be,  a  corresponding  secretary,  recording  secre- 
tary, treasurer  and  librarian  from  the  members  of  the  society 
outside  of  their  own  number,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board.  Said 
officers  shall  hold  the  same  position  in  the  society  as  upon  the 
board  of  curators,  and  their  respective  duties  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  board.  No  officer  of  the  society  or  board  shall 
receive  any  compensation  from  the  state  appropriation  thereto. 
[C.  '73,  §  1904.] 

Sec.  2886.  President.  It  shall  also  appoint  from  its  mem- 
bers a  president,  who  shall  be  the  executive  head  of  the  boards 
and  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected, 
[C.  '73,  §  1905.] 

Sec.  2887.  Executive  Board.  The  curators,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  the  university,  and  five  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be  the  executive  board  of 
the  society,  and  have  full  power  to  manage  its  affairs.  It  shall 
keep  a  full  and  complete  account  of  all  its  doings,  and  of  the 
receipt  and  expenditure  of  all  funds  collected  or  granted  for  the 
purposes  of  the  society,  and  shall  annually  report  the  same  to 
the  governor  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August.  [22  G. 
A.,  Ch.  82,  §  34;  C.  '73,  §  1906.] 

Sec.  2888.  Reports  and  Documents  Furnished.  Twenty 
copies  of  the  reports  of  the  supreme  'court  and  all  other  books 
and  documents  published  by  the  state,  or  upon  its  order,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  society  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  exchanges 
with  similar  societies  in  other  states  and  countries,  and  for  pres- 
ervation in  its  library,  or  other  purposes  of  the  society.  [C.  '73, 
§  1»07.]

It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  M.  W.  Davis  has  retired  from  the 
office  of  secretary  of  the  society,  a  position  which  he  had  filled 
continuously  for  twenty- one  years.

Davis  for  so  many  years,  when  the  work  of  the  society  was  car- 
ried on  in  the  face  of  many  obstacles,  is  worthy  of  special  com- 
mendation. Mr.  Davis  has  been  succeeded  by  Frank  Edward 
Horack,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  whose  term  of  service  began  July  1, 
1903. 
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MEMBERSHIP  PROVISIONS. 

Applications  of  persons  interested  in  Iowa  history  and  desir- 
ous of  becoming  members  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of 
Iowa  as  well  as  the  enhanced  value  of  the  publications  of  the 
society  led  the  board  of  curators  in  October,  1902,  to  adopt  the 
following  provisions  for  membership : 

"Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  The  State  Historical 
Society  of  Iowa  upon  election  by  the  board  of  curators  and  the 
payment  of  an  entrance  fee  of  $5.00. 

* 'Membership  in  this  society  may  be  retained  after  the  first 
year  upon  the  payment  of  $3.00  annually. 

"Members  of  the  society  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  quar- 
terly and  all  other  publications  of  the  society  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  their  membership. 

"Any  public,  school,  or  college,  library  in  the  state  of  Iowa 
may  be  enrolled  as  a  library  member  upon  application  and  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  $1.00.  Such  library  membership  may  be 
retained  after  the  first  year  upon  the  payment  of  $1.00  annu- 
ally. Libraries  enrolled  as  library  members  of  The  State  His- 
torical Society  op  Iowa  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  quar- 
terly and  all  other  publications  of  the  society  during  the  period 
of  their  membership."

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PUBLICATIONS. 


It  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  function  of  the  Stat«  His- 
torical Society  to  (I)  collect  the  materials  of  history  and  (2)  to 
disseminate,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  information  therein  con- 
tained through  publications.  The  publications  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa  consists  of:  (1)  A  Quarterly  Journal; 
(2)  Documentary  Material  Relating  to  the  History  of  Iowa, 
including  the  Public  Archives;  (3)  Monographs,  Essays,  Bib- 
liographies, Lectures,  etc.,  on  special  subjects. 

THE  IOWA  JOURNAL  OF  HISTORY  AND  POLITICS. 

During  the  biennial  period  under  review  the  name  of  the 
quarterly  journal  of  the  historical  society  has  been  changed 
from  The  Iowa  HiHtorical  Record  to  The  Town  Journal  of  IILk- 
toru  and  PoUtlcs,  Along  with  this  change  in  name  there  has 
gone  a  considerable  change  in  the  size,  scope,  and  character  of 
the  quarterly  publication.  The  [owa  Ififtforical  Record  was  a 
forty- eight  page  journal  devoted  largely  to  biographical  articles 
and  the  reminiscences  and  recollections  of  the  pioneers  and  of 
pioneer  days.  77/6  loica  Journal  of  Ilisforff  and  Polifics,  which 
consists  of  about  136  pages,  is  an  effort  to  bring  to  the  study  of 
Iowa  history  a  critical  and  scholarly  attitude.  For  it  is  believed 
that  the  time  has  come  when  the  study  of  state  and  local  history 
should  be  characterized  by  the  same  scholarship  and  the  same 
critical  methods  which  stamp  the  best  efforts  in  the  field  of  gen- 
eral American  history.  With  the  October,  1903,  number  the 
first  volume  of  The  fowci  Journal  of  IRatory  and  Politics  will  be 
completed.  So  cordial  has  been  the  reception  of  this  publica- 
tion, not  only  in  the  state,  but  throughout  the  United  States 
generally,  that  the  enlargement  of  the  quarterly  issue  from  136 
to  about  200  or  250  pages  is  contemplated, 

THB  MESSAGES  AJ^D  PROCLAMATIONS  OF  THE  GOVERNORS  OF  IOWA. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  special  appropriation 
made  to  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  by  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly,  the  society  has  undertaken  the  com- 
pilation and  publication  of  The  Mesmfjes  and  Proclamafiou^  of 
the  Governors  of  Iowa.  Four  volumes,  averaging  about  500 
pages  each,  have  already  been  issued,  and  a  iSfth  volume  is  now 
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in  press.  It  is  estimated  that  three  additional  volumes  (VI,  VII, 
Vlil)  will  be  necessary  to  bring  the  compilation  down  to  1904. 
When  the  complete  work  of  eight  volumes  is  published,  the 
society  comtemplates  the  publication  of  an  index  volume  (IX). 
This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  valuable  compilation  of  documen- 
tary materials  which  has  thus  far  appeared  in  the  field  of  Iowa 
history.  It  is  believed  that  Iowa  is  the  first  state  in  the  union 
to  make  generally  available  for  reference  purposes  the  messages 
and  proclamations  of  its  governors. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  the  publication  plans  of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa, 
the  series  of  The  Messages  and  Proclamations  of  the  Governors 
of  loimi  does  not  stand  alone.  It  is,  indeed,  but  a  part  of  a  gen- 
eral plan  already  conceived  and  largely  matured  by  the  State 
Historical  Society  of  Iowa,  which  contemplates  the  systematic 
collection,  compilation,  editing  and  publication,  of  all  those  val- 
uable source  materials  of  Iowa  history  which  have  been  pre- 
served in  the  archives  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Madison,  Wiscon- 
sin, Washington,  D.  C,  and  elsewhere.  For  it  is  believed  that 
the  publication  of  the  materials  of  Iowa  history  should  not  be 
taken  up  spasmodically  and  carried  on  in  piecemeal  fashion, 
but  that  such  publication  should  proceed  according  to  a  well 
conceived,  well  arranged  and  well  thought  out  system.  It  is 
such  an  orderly  system  of  publications  which  the  State  His- 
torical Society  contemplates  as  an  important  part  of  its  work  in 
the  future. 

Considerable  material  has  already  been  collected  for  a  volume 
of  documentary  material  illustrative  of  the  history  of  political 
parties  from  the  organization  of  the  territory  down  to  the  present 
day.

In  this  connection  mention  should  be  made  of  two  historical 
bibliographies  which  have  been  prepared  for  publication  by  the 
State  Historical  Society:  (1)^1  Bihliocn'aphy  of  the  Scienfific 
Literature  of  Iowa,  and  (2)  A  Bibliography  of  Iowa  Public 
Docu7nents, 

The  bibliography  of  the  scientific  literature  of  Iowa  is  com- 
piled by  Mr.  T.  J.  Fitzpatrick,  M.  S.,  who  is  an  active  member 
of  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa.  For  some  years  Mr. 
Fitzpatrick  has  been  collecting  the  scientific  literature  of  Iowa 
(to  which  he  himself  has  made  a  number  of  valuable  contribu- 
tions), and  it  is  believed  that  his  private  collection  is  the  meet 
complete  in  the  state. 

The  bibliography  of  Iowa  public  documents  is  compiled 
largely  by  Miss  Margaret  Budington,  who,  in  A  Bibliograpky 
of  Iowa  State  Publicgitions  for  1900  and  1901  is  the  first  to 
take  up  in  a  comprehensive  and  scholarly  manner  the  compiling 
of  bibliographies  of  the  publications  of  this  state.  The  Bibli- 
ography of  Iowa  Public  Documents  includes  the  following: 

1.  The  Constitutions  of  Iowa;  Journals  of  Iowa  Constitutional  Codvcd- 
tions;  and  Debates  of  Iowa  Constitutional  Conventions. 

2.  The  Codes  of  Iowa. 

3.  The  Statute  Laws  of  Iowa. 

4.  The  Journals  of  the  Upper  House  of  the  Legislature. 

5.  The  Journals  of  the  Lower  House  of  the  Legislature. 

6.  The  Iowa  Legislative  Documents. 

7      The  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Up  to  the  present  time  no  adequate  check  lists  or  reliable 
bibliographies  of  the  publications  of  this  state  have  been  com- 
piled and  published.  Libraries,  as  well  as  individual  collectors, 
have  had  to  carry  on  their  work  without  authoritative  guides. 
But  now  the  rapid  growth  and  development  of  public  and  ool- 
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lege  libraries  throughout  the  state  makes  such  guides  to  the 
historical,  political,  and  statistical  literature  of  the  common- 
wealth absolutely  necessary.  Therefore,  it  is  proposed  to  make 
the  compilation  and  publication  of  bibliographies  a  feature  of 
the  work  of  the  State  Historical  Society  in  the  future.  The 
preparation  of  a  complete  bibliography  of  all  of  the  publica- 
tions of  the  state  is  contemplated. 

In  the  line  of  miscellaneous  contributions  the  State  Historical 
Society  is  looking  forward  also  to  the  publication  of: 

(1).  The  Proctedings  of  the  Fifth  and  last  meeting  (1889) 
of  the  Tri^State  Old  Settlers  Association  of  Illinois^  Missouri 
and  loica^  the  manuscript  of  which  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
the  society. 

(2).  An  Anthropological  Survey  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  with 
map,  which  will  include  the  designation,  location,  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  mounds  and  other  evidences  of  prehistoric  inhab- 
itants. 

(3).  A  biographical  series  to  be  issued  under  some  such  title 
as  The  Iowa  Statesmen  Series,  which  will  include  biographical 
sketches  of  a  selected  list  of  men  who  have  been  prominent  in 
the  history  of  Iowa. 


VI. 
THE  LIBRARY. 


The  library,  along  with  the  other  collections  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa,  is  now  located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Hall  of  Liberal  Arts.  The  removal  to  these  fireproof  quarters 
was  made  in  September,  1901.  Although  the  library  is  very 
much  crowded  at  present,  it  is  hoped  that  additional  space  may 
be  secured  adjoining  its  present  rooms  so  as  to  afford  reason- 
able accommodations  until  the  proper  time  has  arrived  for  the 
erection  of  a  building  by  the  state  for  the  use  of  the  State  His- 
torical Society. 

The  library  which  now  contains  about  28,000  volumes  is  made 
up  largely  of  books  and  pamphlets  bearing  upon  Iowa  and 
American  history.  Owing  to  the  meager  income  of  the  society 
the  library  had  never,  prior  to  its  removal  to  the  Hall  of  Liberal 
Arts,  been  properly  organized,  and  the  books,  pamphlets,  and 
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newspapers  had  never  been  properly  accessioned,  classified,  and 
catalogued.  But  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
special  appropriation  made  by  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assem- 
bly steps  have  been  taken  by  the  board  of  curators  which  wiJI 
put  the  materials  of  the  library  in  a  condition  where  they  may 
be  easily  referred  to  and  consulted.  The  library  is  now  open 
daily  to  the  public. 

Miss  Margaret  Budington,  who  as  acting  librarian  and  cata- 
loguer, has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  library  by  the  board  of 
curators,  is  a  graduate  of  Vassar  College  and  is  experienced  in 
the  technique  of  library  work.  Her  special  training  for  library 
work  was  obtained  at  the  library  school  which  is  connected  with 
the  University  of  Illinois.  In  1901  Miss  Budington  occupied  the 
position  of  assistant  cataloguer  in  the  Cincinnati  University,  and 
in  1902,  when  elected  to  her  present  position  in  the  State  His- 
torical Society  of  Iowa,  she  was  serving  as  assistant  cataloguer 
in  the  library  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa. 

Miss  Budington  began  her  work  in  the  library  of  the  State 
Historical  Society  October  1,  1902.  By  June  30,  1903,  she  had 
organized  the  materials  of  the  library,  and  had  classified,  shelf 
listed,  accessioned,  labeled,  and  arranged  on  the  shelves  2,900 
books  and  pamphlets.  But  the  task  of  accessioning  and  cata- 
loguing the  entire  collection  of  28,000  volumes,  and  of  caring  for 
the  exchanges  and  the  other  additions  which  are  constantly 
being  made  to  the  library,  will  necessitate  additional  assistance 
in  the  future.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  library  duties,  which 
demand  the  attention  of  a  librarian.  Miss  Budington  has  taken 
up  the  work  of  compiling  bibliographies  of  the  publications  of  the 
State  of  Iowa,  and  of  indexing  The  Messages  and  Proclatjiafiom 
of  the  Governors  of  Iowa.  This  line  of  work  alone,  if  properly 
carried  out,  would  easily  take  the  entire  time  of  a  trained  cata- 
loguer for  a  period  of  years. 

An  important  feature  of  the  library  of  the  State  Historical 
Society  of  Iowa  is  the  exchanges.  Through  The  Iowa  Journal  *\f 
History  and  Politics^  and  the  other  publications  of  the  society, 
the  library  secures  by  exchange,  in  addition  to  about  sixty 
newspapers,  over  150  regular  publications  from  the  historical 
societies  of  other  states  and  from  foreign  nations,  from  scientific 
organizations,  and  from  colleges  and  universities. 

In  making  additions  to  the  library,  either  by  exchange  or  by 
purchase,  the  board  of  curators  aim,  first  of  all,  to  secure  the 
materials  of  Iowa  history.     Then,  to  facilitate  the  study  of  com- 
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parative  state  history,  which  must  be  carried  on  in  connection 
with  any  thorough  .or  comprehensive  study  of  our  own  local  his* 
tory,  an  effort  is  made  to  secure  the  most  important  historical 
pubUcations  of  other  states  and  territories.  And  finally,  that 
the  history  of  Iowa  may  be  properly  studied  in  its  larger  rela- 
tions to  the  nation,  works  in  general  American  history  are  from 
time  to  time  added  to  the  library.  Thus  the  building  of  a  great 
reference  library  in  Iowa,  State,  and  American  history  proceeds 
along  lines  definitely  marked  out. 

During  the  biennial  period  from  July  1,  1901,  to  June  30, 1903, 
approximately  4,149  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  library.  Of 
this  number  3,484  were  obtained  through  gift  and  exchange,  and 
665  through  purchase. 


VII. 
ADDITIONAL  SUPPORT  RECOMMENDED. 


In  order  to  accomplish  more  fully  the  objects  and  purposes 
for  which  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  was  established, 
and  for  which  it  has  been  fostered  for  years  by  the  state,  and 
in  order  to  carry  on  the  various  lines  of  work  which  have 
already  been  so  successfully  begun,  the  board  of  curators,  con- 
fident that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  generous  encouragement  of 
earnest,  responsible,  and  well-directed  efforts  to  preserve  and 
publish  the  history  of  our  commonwealth,  recommends  that  at 
least  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  be  now  added  to  the 
annual  support  fund  of  the  society.  And  to  the  end  that  the 
various  purposes  for  which  such  appropriation  would  be  used 
may  be  clearly  set  forth,  the  following  specific  enumeration  is 
made : 

Firftt.  For  the  continued  publication  of  The  Iowa  Journal 
of  I  lint  or y  and  Politics, 

Second,  For  the  immediate  completion  of  the  compilation 
and  publication  of  The  Messages  and  Proclamations  of  the  Gov- 
ernors of  Iowa, 

Third,  To  continue  the  collection  and  publication  of  the 
documentary  materials  of  Iowa  history,  and  herein  to  systemat- 
ically publish  such  of  the  archives  of  the  state  as  are  of  prime 
historical  importance. 
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Fourth.  For  the  publication  of  original  historical  mono- 
graphs, biographies,  essays,  lectures,  bibliographies,  etc. 

Fifth.  For  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  library  of  the 
society,  for  the  collection  and  purchase  of  books,  pamphlets, 
maps,  and  other  matter  pertaining  to  or  illustrative  of  Iowa  and 
American  history,  and  for  the  proper  accessioning,  catalogxiing 
and  indexing  of  such  books,  pamphlets,  etc. 

Sixth.  For  the  carrying  out  of  a  systematic  and  scientific 
anthropological  survey  of  the  state,  and  the  scientific  gathering 
of  data  relative  to  the  Indian  or  other  early  inhabitants  of  our 
state  and  country. 

Seventh.  For  meeting  the  incidental  and  other  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  legitimate  work  of  the 
society.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS- 


To  His  Excellency,  Hon.  Ai^bert  B.  Cummins,  Governor  of 
Iowa: 

Sir, — The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa 
beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  its  actions  and 
doings  during  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  IQ03,  and  of 
the  present  condition  and  needs  of  said  University. 

The  reports  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  this  board, 
Vvhich  accompany  this  and  are  made  a  part  hereof,  give  a  full  de- 
tailed, and  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys  received,  expended, 
and  disbursed  by  us,  and  give  a  full  list  of  professors,  instructors 
and  other  employes  in  the  service  of  the  University  during  the  bi- 
ennial period  and  the  salaries  paid  to  each. 

The  report  of  the  president,  which  also  accompanies  and  is 
made  a  part  of  this  report,  gives  full  and  detailed  information  as 
to  the  work  done  and  the  conditions  of  the  University.  We  need 
do  no  more  than  to  refer  you  to  these  papers  on  the  points  cov- 
ered by  them  for  such  information  as  may  be  desired,  and  thus 
avoid  mere  repetition. 

PERMANENT  FUND. 

We  have  examined  carefully  each  year  into  the  condition  of 
the  permanent  endowment  fund  of  the  University,  and  would  re- 
port that  it  is  safely  loaned  on  real  estate  security  in  the  manner 
provided  by  statute,  and  that  each  of  the  loans  is  secured,  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  our  judgment,  on  lands  which  are,  exclusive 
of  improvements,  double  the  value  of  such  loan.  Thp  treasurer 
has  kept  the  interest  promptly  collected  on  this  fund.  The 
amount  of  the  permanent  endowment  fund  and  the  interest  re- 
ceived thereon  are  fully  shown  by  the  treasurer's  report  which 
accompanies  this.

GENERAL  CONDITION  OP  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

As  to  the  general  ^rendition  of  the  University,  we  are  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  enjoyed  during  the  biennial  period 
a  fair  degree  of  prosperity,  and  is,  and  has  been  during  that  time, 
steadily  advancing  in  its  educational  work,  and  everything  indi- 
cates a  bright  future  for  it  in  the  years  to  come.    We  feel  safe  in 
saying  that  no  more  devoted  and  efficient  corps  of  professors  and 
instructors  can  be  found  in  any  university  of  its  size  in  the  coun- 
try.      With  the  increased  aid  and  support  which  the  legislature 
has    given  it  during  the  past  few  years,  it  has  been  greatly 
strengthened  in  several  departments,  and  is  steadily  and  surely 
advancing  to  a  point  where  we  hope,   in  the  not  distant  future, 
that  its  condition  will  be  such  that  no  son  or  daughter  of  Iowa 
need  go  beyond  its  border  to  secure  as  full,  complete,  and  efficient 
instruction  in  the  higher  and   more  advanced   fields  of  learning 
as  they  can  find  elsewhere.    That  is  what  the  people  have  a  right 
to  demand,  and  we  believe  do  demand,  at  our  hands.    This  can- 
not be  accomplished  in  one  or  tw^o  years,  but  requires  a  contin- 
uous and  intelligent  effort  for  some  time,  but  we  are  making  such 
advances  in  this  direction  that  we  feel  safe  in  saying  that  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  legislature  of  this  state,  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  this  result  will  be  achieved.     To  secure  it,  the 
University  must  be  provided  with  considerable  increase  in  its  sup- 
port fund,  in  order  that  some  of  the  departments  may  be  strength- 
ened and  new  ones  added  in  fields  which  are  not  yet  covered. 

In  presenting  the  needs  of  the  University  at  this  time,  we 
would  give  special  emphasis  to  this  point.  While  buildings  are 
important  and  necessary,  yet  brick,  stone  and  mortar  alone,  will 
never  make  a  great  university.  This  end  can  only  be  reached  by 
securing  strong,  able,  and  devoted  men  who  are  masters  in  their 
special  fields  of  learning,  and  who  have  the  power  to  inspire  and 
guide  those  coming  under  them  to  efficient  work  and  investiga- 
tion. To  secure  such  men  and  retain  them,  Ave  must  pay  them 
approximately  what  they  can  secure  elsewhere.  This  proposition 
is  as  true  in  educational  work  as  in  other  fields  of  labor. 

With  this  preliminary  statement,  we  beg  leave  to  present  to 
you  our  report  of  the  expenditure  of  the  special  appropriations 
made  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the  support  of  the  Univer- 
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sity,  and  also  set  out  what,  in  our  judgment,  is  absolutely  needed 
at  this  time  in  order  that  the  University  may  maintain  its  proper 
place  at  the  head  of  the  educational  system  in  Iowa  and  compare 
favorably  with  other  like  universities  in  the  Central  West. 

NEW  MEDICAL  BUILDINGS. 

Two  years  ago  when  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly 
convened  the  board  was  confronted  with  the  task  of  providing  a 
home  for  the  prosperous  college  of  medicine,  with  its  280  stu- 
dents. The  fire  of  the  previous  March  loth  had  destroyed  not 
only  the  four-story  medical  building,  but  all  of  its  expensive 
equipment,  its  valuable  library,  and  its  entire  collection  of  rare 
medical  and  illustrative  material,  the  accumulation  of  many  years 
of  gift  and  purchase.  After  exhaustively  considering  the  needs 
of  the  college  in  this  emergency,  the  board  laid  the  whole  subject 
before  the  General  Assembly  and  asked,  for  an  ai>propriation  of 
$200,000  with  which  to  restore  the  loss  and  house  the  college  in  an 
adequate  fire-proof  building  of  modem  appointment.  Could  such 
an  appropriation  have  been  made  at  that  time  to  replace  this 
greatest  of  the  University's  fire  losses,  the  fire  would  not  have 
been  a  serious  loss,  and  would  soon  have  proved  of  real  and  sub- 
stantial value  to  this  important  department.  But  funds  were  said 
to  be  running  low  in  the  state  treasury  and  enormous  demands 
were  pressing  from  the  various  state  institutions.  However, 
?85,ooo  was  finally  appropriated  for  new  building  and  equipment 
out  of  the  $200,000  asked.  A  shed  has  been  erected  over  the  old 
foundation  for  temporary  use,  and  the  laboratory  work  transferred 
to  the  basement  of  the  new  Liberal  Arts  building.  The  board 
began  at  once  plans  to  meet  the  pressing  needs  as  best  they  could 
with  the- funds  at  their  disposal.  The  work  on  the  new  buildings 
lias  been  carried  forward  as  fast  as  the  funds  were  available. 
Two  buildings  are  now  nearing  completion,  namely,  an  anatomy 
l)uilding  and  a  medical  laboratory  building,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$130,000.  There  will  be  money  available  to  complete  these  two 
buildings  without  equipment  in  January,  1904.  This  will  include, 
however,  the  use  of  the  $35,000  appropriated  two  years  ago  for 
equipment,  in  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  as  authorized  by  the 
act  making  the  appropriation,  to  be  replaced  later  by  the  board

from  the  building  tax.  These  two  fire-proof,  modern  and  modd 
buildings  will  give  our  college  of  medicine  room  and  accomiiio- 
dation  thoroughly  up  to  date,  and  when  equipped,  equal  to  our 
needs  and  a  credit  to  the  University. 

PROVISION  FOR  FIRE  LOSSES 

There  yet  remains  the  chemical  and  physiological  laboratorv' 
building,  the  extension  of  the  tunnel,  the   installation   of    appli- 
ances for  heating  and  lighting,  besides  other  extensiveequipment 
needed,  none  of  which  can  be  added  until  the  means  are  provided. 
The  failure  to  make' prompt  and  adequate  provision  for  the  g^reat 
fire  loss  of  1901  spread  a  wet  blanket  of  considerable  dimensions 
over  the  medical  college.     Both  the  college  and  the  whole  Uni- 
versity are  still  suflfering  from  the  effects  of  this  fire,  and  will 
continue  to  suffer  unless  relieved  by  the  general  assembly  sewn 
lO  convene.     If  the  conditions  had  been  such  that  the  Twenty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  could  have  provided  adequately  for  the 
fire  loss,  by  supplying  the  $200,000  asked  instead  of  the  $85,000. 
the  three  buildings  would  now  be  completed,  fully  equipped,  and 
ready  for  use. 

A  close  estimate  shows  that  it  will  require  nearly  if  not  all  of 
the  remaining  $115,000  to  properly  house  what  was  unhoused  by 
the  fire  of  March  10,  1901,  and  equip  our  medical  college  as  it 
ought  to  be,  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment.  The  third  build- 
ing for  chemical  and  physiological  laboratory  is  still  needed.  The 
three  buildings  will  require  extensive  equipment,  including  heat- 
mg,  plumbing  and  electric  wiring  appliances.  The  tunnel  must 
be  extended  from  the  old  campus  across  to  the  new  buildings, 
and  new  boilers  added  in  the  power  house.  Provision  for  these 
requirements  can  be  made  on  a  cheaper  scale  if  there  is  no  other 
recourse,  but  the  University  has  been  doing  too  many  things  in 
a  cheap  way  too  long  already  for  want  of  the  necessary  means, 
and  ought  to  quit  doing  so  now.  The  state  of  Iowa  is  able  to 
maintain  a  creditable  university.  Nor  should  the  proper  restora- 
tion of  this  medical  college,  destroyed  by  fire  nearly  three  years 
ago,  continue  to  absorb  the  building  tax  fund  so  greatly  needed 
for  the  immediate  construction  of  other  buildings.  The  funds 
lo  accrue  in  1904  ought  to  go  into  either  a  creditaWe  fire-prtxif 
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museum,  or  into  a  gymnasium,  armory  and  assembly  hall,  the 
serious  question  only  being,  which  of  these  must  wait  on  the 
other.  But  to  build  neither  of  them  until  the  medical  buildings 
are  completed  and  furnished  out  of  the  building  tax  still  to  be 
collected,  is  a  meausure  the  board  does  not  like  to  contemplate. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  considerations,  the  board,  having 
struggled  through  two  years  of  effort  to  pay  debts  growing  out 
of  the  destruction  of  buildings  and  libraries,  authorized  by  pre- 
vious general  assemblies,  and  to  get  its  medical  college  in  out  of 
the  cold,  finally  decided,  at  its  last  meeting  in  September,  to  re- 
new the  appeal  for  a  special  appropriation  of  the  remaining  $115,- 
000  to  enable  it  to  rehabilitate  its  medical  college  in  a  way  they 
believe  the  people  of  Iowa  would  want  it  done,  and  at  the  same  time 
push  forward  other  buildings  long  since  needed,  with  the  building 
tax  funds  of  1904  and  1905. 

BUILDINGS  IMMEDIATELY  NECESSARY. 

The  next  buildings  most  urgently  needed  are  for  the  museum, 
library,  gymnasium  and  assembly  hall.  Buildings  for  these  pur- 
poses could  now  have  been  well  under  way  but  for  the  recent  loss 
of  three  old  buildings  destroyed  by  fire,  namely,  the  library,  med- 
ical building  and  old  South  Hall,  compelling  the  board,  much 
against  its  will,  to  change  long  cherished  plans  to  provide  for 
these  emergencies. 

The  importance  of  providing  at  the  earliest  date,  shelter  with 
adequate  and  suitable  room  in  fire-proof  quarters  for  the  rare  and 
priceless  stores  collected  by  such  men  as  Calvin,  Macbride,  Nut- 
ting, Russell,  and  their  associates  and  predecessors  in  the  last 
tliirty  years  or  more,  no  one  acquainted  with  the  facts  will  ques- 
tion. These  collections  represent  the  early  natural  history  of 
Iowa,  and  many  regions  beyond,  as  no  other  collection  does  or 
ever  can.  If  once  lost,  they  can  never  be  restored,  an  irreparable 
loss  to  both  science  and  history. 

Provision  ought  to  be  made  also  for  housing  the  work  in  ap- 
plied science.  All  the  work  in  engineering  is  now  in  the  unsight- 
ly and  unfit  shed  erected  over  the  foundation  of  old  South  Hall. 
Physics  has  no  proper  housing  in  the  restored  old  library  build- 
ing, which,  in  fact,  can  be  said  of  all  the  sciences,  not  to  mention 
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the  cramped  quarters  occupied  by  the  law  and  dental  collegies 
The  building  tax,  however,  wall  provide  some  additional  rocn: 
each  year,  though  in  this  regard  even  we  are  liable  to  remair 
nearer  the  rear  of  the  column  than  the  state  of  Iowa  ought  t.-, 
among  the  leading  western  universities. 

The  need  for  gymnasium  equipment  and  athletic  training  fa- 
cilities is  scarcely  less  pressing,  to  the  student  life  of  the  Univer- 
sity, if  it  is  less  apparent  to  the  general  public.     Provision  f- r 
these  vital  needs,  however,  will  still  be  delayed  in  spite  of  all  trie 
board  can  do,  unless  the  special  appropriation  can  be  made  :  t 
completing,  heating  and  equipping  the   new   medical    building?, 
ready  for  use  when  the  University  opens  in  September  next- 
Iowa  ought  to  be  able  to  hold  her  own  students  at  her  owr. 
University,  but  cannot  hope  to  do  so  by  continuing  to  compe. 
them  to  crowd  into  unsightly  and  unsanitary  buildings  poorly 
equipped,  when  they  know  they  can  find  across  the  borders  almost 
anywhere,  finely  equipped  quarters  for  their  work.    Michigan  en- 
rolled last  year  in  her  university,  besides  more  than  2,100  of  her 
own  sons,  nearly  1,700  more  from  other  states,    including   noi 
much  less  than  100  from  Iowa. 

GROUNDS  PURCHASED. 

The  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $50,000 
for  the  purchase  of  land  on  which  to  place  the  new  medical  build- 
ings and  otherwise  add  to  the  campus.  Twenty-three  thousand 
dollars  of  this  amount  was  made  available  during  the  year  1902. 
the  remainder  to  be  used  in  the  year  1904  to  purchase  land  under 
contracts  previously  authorized. 

From  the  $23,000  the  following  tracts  were  purchased;  al! 
in  Block  79  which  adjoins  the  old  campus  on  the  east  across  Clin- 
ton street  and  the  newer  campus  east  of  it  containing  the  medical 
'  laboratory,  the  hospitals  and  the  Homeopathic  building :

The  property  so  far  secured  in  Block  79  gives  an  excellent 
site  for  the  medical  buildings  and  good  approaches  to  them.  Two 
brick  buildings  remain,  which  have  been  rented.  The  four  pur- 
chases in  Block  97  comprise  the  east  half  of  the  block,  the  other 
half  already  belonging  to  the  University.  This  purchase  con- 
nects the  old  campus  w'ith  the  athletic  grounds.  There  are  three 
dwellings  here,  which  will  also  afford  income  until  the  grounds 
are  needed  for  other  buildings.  The  tract  secured  in  Block  91  ad- 
joins the  power  house  on  the  east,  and  will  give  needed  room  for 
storing  coal. 

ADDITIONAL  GROUNDS  NEEDED. 

The  campus  now  contains  about  35  acres,  and  extends  from 
the  old  university  hospital  east  of  the  former  park  to  the  Iowa 
river,  the  original  campus  being  in  the  center.  More  ground, 
though,  must  be  secured  to  connect  the  newer  accessions  wholly 
to  the  old. 

When  the  state  provides  the  means  to  secure  some  more  of 
the  intervening  and  adjoining  realty,  as  it  ought  to  do  at  once, 
the  University  will  have  an  ideal  campus.  While  it  will  require 
time  and  some  expense  to  prepare  the  western  and  lower  portions 
for  the  new  buildings  that  are  to  adorn  it,  since  some  parts  will 
require  grading,  terracing  and  parking,  yet  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
like  expenditure  will  ever  commend  itself  more  strongly  and 
heartily  to  either  the  old  or  new  students  in  future  years.  An  ad- 
ditional appropriation  of  $50,000  is  recommended  for  making 
srch  further  additions. 
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It  would  doubtless  be  good  business  economy  to  secure  now 
niuch  more  land  than  this  sum  will  buy,  and  if  the  amount  rec- 
ommended were  doubled,  the  board  could  now  secure  valuaWe 
property  at  more  reasonable  terms  than  at  a  later  date,  when  its 
purchase  becomes  a  necessary  condition  of  university  growth. 
Wiser  plans  also  could  be  made  for  the  future.  The  board,  how- 
ever, hesitates  to  recommend  a  larger  sum  for  fear  of  inif)erilin£: 
other  more  pressing  needs. 

NEED  OP  INCREASED  SUPPORT  FUND. 

The  people  of  Iowa  do  not  like  to  be  outclassed.  They  are 
nowhere  outclassed  in  the  products  of  their  farms  and  factories. 
in  the  soundness  of  their  financial  and  industrial  enterprises,  in 
the  universal  thrift  and  comfort  of  their  home  life,  nor  in  their 
public  and  private  charities  for  the  unfortunates.  No  state  in  the 
union  has  so  much  rich  soil  or  so  little  poor  land,  nor  climatic 
conditions  so  productive  of  the  best  type  of  character  and  man- 
hood. Forty  years  ago,  when  a  great  peril  threatened  the  coun- 
try, Iowa  young  men  led  all  the  states  in  the  promptness  and  fer- 
vor with  which  they  pressed  into  the  ranks  for  the  preser\'ation  c? 
the  union.  Her  young  men  have  led  ever  since  in  every  worthy 
enterprise  and  cause.  Our  school  houses  and  schools  are  the  price 
of  the  state,  the  head  of  the  system  alone  has  been  hindered  and 
handicapped  by  want  of  adequate  support.  Its  University'-  at  the 
end  of  forty  years  had  received  just  $240,000  for  the  construc- 
tion of  its  eight  buildings.  Meanwhile,  other  adjacent  states  haJ 
far  exceeded  Iowa  in  the  building  equipment  of  their  universities 
Recent  legislation  has  now  provided  a  remedy  for  this  condition 
by  an  annual  income  of  one-fifth  mill  for  the  ensuing  four  year-^ 
for  buildings.  Meantime,  however,  other  western  universities 
have  been  given  largely  increased  incomes  for  support,  and  are 
reaping  the  fruits  in  the  increased  value  of  their  work  and  the 
greatly  increased  attendance.  The  University  of  Chicago  has  an 
income  of  $1,000,000,  Michigan  of  $700,000,  Illinois,  Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota,  Nebraska  and  Missouri,  lying  on  our  borders.  0: 
$400,000  each  or  more,  while  our  income  for  support  is  less  than 
$240,000.  If  this  income  could  be  increased  even  $100,000  at 
this  time,  the  University  would,  under  the  conservative  and  econ- 
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omical  management  of  its  board,  immediately  take  entirely  dif- 
ferent and  advanced  rank.  Such  an  increase  the  board  does  nor 
expect  nor  ask  for  at  the  present  time,  but  its  annual  support  fund 
ought  to  be  increased  at  least  $50,000. 

This  amount  the  board  has  decided  to  ask  for,  and  very  ear- 
nestly hopes  it  will  be  given.  With  it,  the  University  will  be 
able  to  provide  better  for  the  many  hundreds  of  its  young  men 
and  women  every  year  graduating  from  the  high  schools,  acad- 
emies and  colleges,  who  are  looking  for  the  best  university  train- 
ing of  some  kind,  and  ought  to  find  it  without  having  to  go  out- 
side. Without  it,  they  will  continue  to  flock  over  the  borders 
where  they  can  find  what  they  need  under  more  favorable  condi- 
tions. Without  it,  schools  better  equipped  and  with  more  money 
to  carry  on  their  work,  will  continue  to  rob  us  of  both  teachers 
and  students  as  they  have  in  the  past. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

Two  years  ago  the  board  recommended  and  applied  for  an- 
nual appropriations  for  the  libraries  as  follows:  $7,000  for  gen* 
eral  library;  $1,500  for  law  library,  and  $1,000  for  medical  li- 
brary, a  total  of  $9,500.  These  moderate  and  reasonable  requests 
were  ignored  or  overlooked,  and  no  appropriations  were  made 
for  libraries.  When  the  board  met  in  the  following  June  to  make 
up  the  budget  for  the  year's  expenditures,  applications  were  pre- 
sented by  the  committees  representing  the  needs  of  the  various 
departments  for  nearly  this  sum  of  $9,500  which  had  been  pre- 
viously presented  to  the  legislature.  The  board  finally,  after  a 
long  discussion,  decided  to  take  $3400  from  funds  needed  for 
other  purposes  to  buy  books,  but  at  the  expense  of  needed  equip- 
ment elsewhere.  When  the  present  year  s  budget  was  made  up. 
$4,250  was  appropriated  from  the  income  fund  for  libraries,  tak- 
ing again,  from  necessity,  funds  sorely  needed  for  equipment 
elsewhere  Libraries  furnish  so  essential  a  feature  of  university 
work  in  our  day — of  all  school  work,  in  fact — that  a  failure  to 
supply  this  requirement  is  a  vital  failure,  and  tends  to  cripple  the 
whole  work.  The  legislature  instead  of  withholding  the  neces- 
sary funds  to  equip  its  University  with  libraries  adequate  to  its 
needs,  ought  to  take  special  state  pride  in  making  liberal  provis- 
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ion  for  such  needs.  The  state  of  Iowa  can  stand  the  expense 
and  profit  immensely  by  it.  The  board  renews  its  application  for 
an  annual  appropriation  of  the  moderate  sum  of  $10,000  for  the 
library. 

REPAIR  AND  CONTINGENT  FUND. 

To  keep  the  various  buildings  of  the  University  in  proper  re- 
pair, and  prevent  their  deterioration  will  require  from  this  time 
ar,  annual  expenditure  of  about  $10,000.  The  $5,000  annually 
appropriated  during  the  last  twelve  years  or  more,  is  no  longer 
adequate  for  this  purpose.  The  result  has  been  that  funds  needed 
for  other  University  purposes  have  been  regularly  appropriated 
for  repairs,  in  addition  to  the  state  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  many  needed  repairs  have  been  put  off  from  year  to 
year,  to  the  permanent  injury  of  the  buildings. 

Two  years  ago  the  board  made  a  strong  appeal  for  an  increase 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  these  purposes  to  $10,000,  but 
the  request  was  not  granted.  The  board  has  not  been  able  to  save 
enough  money  for  repairs,  even  by  cutting  down  other  expense?. 
and  economizing  in  all  feasible  ways.  The  result  is  that  the 
buildings  have  not  been  kept  up  as  they  ought,  especially  the  old- 
er buildings  and  the  hospitals,  where  constant  attention  to  re- 
pairs, cleanliness,  and  sanitary  conditions  are  all  important. 

The  board  begs  to  renew  its  appeal  for  a  larger  appropriation 
for  repairs  and  contingent  purposes  of  not  less  than  $10,000  per 
annum. 

PAVING  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

There  will  be  need  for  large  additional  expenditures  during 
the  next  two  years  for  the  construction  of  new  walks  and  for 
paving  purposes.  The  old  w-ooden  walks  ought  to  be  everj'where 
replaced  by  permanent  stone  or  artificial  stone  w^alks.  The  board 
has  had  to  build  in  recent  years  new  walks  quite  extensively,  and 
of  necessity  had  to  construct  them  of  cheap  material.  These  are 
rapidly  rotting  out,  and  ought  to  be  replaced,  especially  in  front 
of  all  University  property  adjoining  the  principal  streets  of  the 
city. 
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To  make  these  improvements  •  will  require  another  $10,- 
cxx),  which  it  is  hoped  can  be  allowed  for  this  purpose. 

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION. 

There  is  no  branch  of  university  work  more  productive  of 
g:ood  results  nor  more  popular  with  the  people  of  the  state,  than 
the  kind  of  work  called  University  Extension.  The  leading  uni- 
versities east  and  west  have  taken  it  up  vigorously  in  recent  years. 
It  is  bringing  the  means  of  education  to  the  home,  and  to  those 
who  can  no  longer  go  to  college.  To  do  this  efficiently  will  re- 
quire the  services  of  a  director  and  a  secretary,  who  can  devote 
their  entire  time  to  it.  It  serves  a  most  worthy  purpose  in  itself, 
and  it  affords  an  economical  method  of  advertising  the  University 
and  its  distinctive  work. 

Iowa  is  said  to  be  the  best  field  in  the  West  for  carrying  on 
University  Extension  work,  and  plans  have  been  devised  to  en- 
ter upon  it  vigorously  if  the  funds  can  be  provided.  The  cost  of 
this,  like  nearly  all  educational  work,  always  exceeds  the  direct 
receipts,  but  it  is  work  the  University  ought  to  do.  and  the  ulti- 
mate results  inure* largely  to  its  benefit. 

The  board  asks  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose. 

SUMMER  SESSION  WORK. 

The  board  ventured,  four  years  ago,  to  yield  to  the  demand 
for  a  six  weeks'  term  of  summer  session.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to 
help  train  such  of  the  30,000  different  teachers  in  Iowa  as  want 
help  during  the  vacation  months  in  special  branches  of  college 
2nd  university  grade,  in  connection  with  their  work  in  the  public 
and  private  schools  of  the  state.  The  number  of  such  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  Though  the  board  had  no  money  to  adver- 
tise this  work,  and  little  enough  to  provide  the  necessary  teach- 
ers, it  organized  a  summer  session  in  June,  1900. 

An  even  100  students  came  for  instruction.  In  the  three  suc- 
ceeding years  the  attendance  has  steadily  increased  to  134,  190 
and  214. 
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Incidentally,  the  summer  session  is  serving  the  state  an  ex- 
cellent purpose  in  providing  elementary  training  for  library  work. 
the  demand  for  which  is  increasing  rapidly  all  over  the  state.  If 
the.  University  was  able  to  establish  a  regular  school  for  librani- 
training,  it  would  have  from  the  beginning  a  good  patronage, 
supply  a  real  want,  and  enable  a  good  many  of  our  young  people 
to  secure  at  home  what  they  now  have  to  go  abroad  to  oibtain. 

SUMMARY  OP   REQUESTS. 

If  these  carefully  considered  and  conservative  figures  of  the 
University's  needs  are  granted,  as  they  should  be,  in  full,  it  will 
require  the  seeming  large  addition  to  our  income  of  $70,000  a 
year,  to  wit:  $50,006  for  general  support,  and  $10,000  for  li- 
brary, $5,000  for  repairs,  and  $5,000  for  University  Extension; 
also  the  three  following  special  appropriations,  $115,000  to  make 
good  fire  loss  and  to  complete  and  equip  the  new  medical  build- 
ings, $50,000  for  land,  and  $10,000  for  walks  and  paving,  all  of 
which  are  necessary,  and  neither  of  which  should  have  to  be  taken 
from  the  regular  building  tax  income,  needed  immediately  for 
other  purposes.  While  tliese  figures  may  appear  to  some  to  be 
unnecessarily  large,  we  venture  that  any  member  of  either  brand: 
of  the  general  assembly  who  can  take  the  time  to  study  the  sub- 
ject of  university  education  at  all  exhaustively  in  connection  with 
any  one  of  the  states  about  us,  including  the  cost  and  its  results 
to  the  institutions  and  the  states,  will  soon  come  to  believe  as  we 
do,  that  the  University  should  have,  and  the  state  can  well  afford 
to  give,  every  appropriation  herein  asked  for  in  full. 

The  fact  is,  that  a  creditable  and  really  valuable  modern  uni- 
versity costs  money.  Iowa  can  have  and  maintain  such  an  insti- 
tution only  by  providing  adequate  means  to  support  it,  and  there 
can  be  no  question  about  the  desirability  of  doing  so,  nor  of  the 
state's  ability  to  support  such  a  university. 

As  servants  of  the  state,  entrusted  with  the  management  of 
:his  important  institution,  we  feel  that  we  would  be  derelict  in 
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our  duty  if  we  did  not  call  your  attention  to  each. of  the  matters 
set  out  in  this  report  and  urge  that  suitable  provision  be  made  to 
supply  these  wants.

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REPORT  OP  THE  PRESIDENT. 

October  i,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents : 

Gentlemen, — This  report,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  statute  (Code  1897, 
Section  2641),  consists  of  a  summary,  followed  by  excerpts  from 
the  annual  reports  presented  to  your  board  by  the  heads  of  de- 
partments as  well  as  by  myself.  This  will  give  first-hand  infor- 
mation as  it  was  recorded,  and  gives  the  points  of  view  of  the 
entire  staff  of  instruction  and  administration.  The  prominent 
characteristics  of  the  biennium  are  as  follows : 

APPROXIMATION  OF  UNIVERSITY  IDEALS. 

There  has  been  a  steady  and  rapid  approximation  toward  the 
original  ideals  of  the  institution  as  a  real  university,  as  contradis- 
tinguished from  a  mere  college.  The  several  colleges,while  main- 
taining their  integrity,  have  been  moulded  into  a  federal  union, 
and  dominated  by  the  spirit  of  the  University.  The  general  fac-i 
ulty  of  the  University,  called  the  senate,  has  become  more  and 
more  a  body  for  common  conference.  The  combined  courses  and 
the  interchange  of  students  have  been  developed  and  facilitated. 
The  adoption  of  the  collegiate  year  of  the  same  length,  and  of  the 
semester  plan,  crowned  by  a  common  University  commencement, 
has  made  possible  a  co-operation  with  reference  to  courses  of 
study.  The  successful  and  crowded  weekly  meeting  of  all  the 
members  of  the  University  in  the  assembly,  the  modern  form  of 
the  old  chapel  exercises,  is  highly  significant.  The  grouping 
about  the  heads  of  departments  in  the  colleges  of  junior  profes- 
sors and  other  instructors,  so  that  each  department,  where  the 
number  of  students  justifies  it,  is  a  staff  by  itself,  is  a  genuine 
University  feature.    The  well-earned  promotions  to  these  chairs 
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of  many  of  our  most  tried  instructors  and  assistant  professors  I::.^ 
made  this  feature  possible.    The  focusing  of  the  work  of  cognate 
departments  by  the  recognition  of  schools  like  the  School  of  P-- 
litical    and    Social    Science   and    Commerce,    and    of      Appli?: 
Sciences,  is  indicative  of  the  university  movement.     The  applici- 
lion  of  the  raised  standards  for  admission  and  graduation  hz> 
improved  the  quality  of  the  work  and  is  doing  as  much  as  ar/. 
one  thing  to  make  a  real  university.     The  maintenance  of  r':: 
attendance  at  the  highest  figures,  by  several  hundred,  attained  in 
the  preceding  biennium,  shows  that  this  step  approves  itself  t 
the  people  of  the  state.     It  is  becoming  understood  that  the  re- 
gents intend  to  have  the  best  university  of  its  kind,  instead  jf 
seeking  mere  bigness.     The  revision  of  the  courses  of  study  :r 
the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  in  several  of  the  profession::! 
colleges,  along  the  lines  of  extended  sequences  and  a  closer  cor- 
relation of  the  branches,  with  a  fair  degree  of  freedom,  is  anothc 
side  of  the  university  spirit. 

ENLARGED  UNIVERSITY  RELATIONS. 

The  external  relations  of  the  institution  give  proof  of  its  rec- 
<»gnition  as  the  representative  of  Iowa.    The  greater  educational 
movements  abroad  and  in  other  parts  of  the  union  have  natural/* 
related  themselves  to  the  University  or  to  members  of  the  facul- 
ties and  of  the  student  body.    We  have  to  represent  Iowa  in  al' 
*  these  relations.    Reference  is  made,  not  simply  to  the  official  pc*- 
sitions  and  contributions  of  our  prominent  professors  in  nationa.' 
and  international  learned  societies,  but  also  to  the  prominence  o' 
our  colleges  in  various  associations,  like  that  of  our  medical  col- 
lege in  the  American  Association  of  Medical  Q>lleges,  and  the 
charter  membership  of  our  College  of  Pharmacy  in  the  co^r^ 
sponding  association.        Within  the  state  the  inspection  of  the 
school  system,  the  people  in  their  calls  for  University  extension- 
the  reference  to  the  University  of  many  subjects  for  opinions, 
tell  of  a  service  that  cannot  be  reported  in  detail.     The  demand 
for  our  graduates  surpasses  the  supply  that  we  afford.    The  Lib- 
eral Arts  faculty  has  established  a  board  for  the  recommenda- 
tion of  graduates  and  students,  particularly  in  the  teaching  f^^ 
fession,  and  they,  like  the  deans  of  our  other  colleges,  are  embaf" 
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rassed  by  not  having  enough  men  and  women  to  meet  the  calls 
made  upon  them.  The  Graduate  College,  as  the  nexus  of  the 
colleges  in  the  University,  and  the  crown 'of  the  volunteer  col- 
leges in  the  state,  has  become  one  of  the  largest  graduate  colleges 
in  the  West  with  students  actually  in  residence,  and,  through  the 
request  of  the  standard  colleges  of  the  state  for  the  establish- 
ment of  standard  college  scholarships,  has  received  the  in- 
formal endorsement  of  these  colleges.  The  summer  session, 
which  has  shown  a  steady  increase  in  the  percentage  of  its  attend- 
ance, and  which  from  the  beginning  appealed  to  the  best  school 
men  of  the  state,  relates  the  University  anew  to  the  public  school 
system.  The  library  school,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Li- 
brary Commission,  as  a  sub-department  of  this  summer  session, 
has  opened  to  the  University  a  new  avenue  for  public  service  in 
this  era  of  libraries.  The  addition  of  the  sixty-two  scientific 
expeditions  to  different  parts  of  the  globe  from  the  University, 
of  the  fruits  of  the  United  States  expedition  for  deep  sea  sound- 
ings in  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  about  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  has 
yielded,  through  the  service  upon  that  expedition  of  Professor 
Nutting,  a  large  present  and  prospective  increase  to  our  most 
valuable  natural  history  collection.  The  rise  in  the  number  of 
patients  to  above  ii,ooo — including  the  dental  clinics — for  the 
clinics  in  our  hospitals,  suggests  not  only  that  we  can  afford 
proper  clinical  material  for  our  medical  and  dental  schools,  but 
that  we  are  doing  a  valuable  work  in  alleviating  suffering  and 
curing  diseases  for  the  citizens  of  the  state. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  CAMPUS  AND  CITY. 

Our  purchases  of  land  at  reasonable  prices  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  campus,  if  continued  through  anticipated  appropria- 
tions of  the  Thirtieth  General  Assembly,  will  so  change  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  University,  even  to  the  casual  visitor,  as  to 
make  it  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  places.  It  is  just  to  add 
that  Iowa  City  has  been  making  rapid  improvements  in  the  way 
of  paving,  the  erection  of  public  buildings,  and  of  new  houses 
with  modern  conveniences,  open  as  homes  for  students,  and  in 
general  administration,  so  that  what  was  always  a  picturesque 
city  is  becoming  one  of  the  best  cities  possible  for  the  location  of

a  university.  There  has  been  a  more  strict  enforcement  of  the 
mulct  law.  Iowa  City  is  free  from  the  evils  of  cities,  excepting 
that  of  saloons,  to  which  an  undue  notoriety  has  been  gi^■erL 
through  the  sins  of  a  former  generation.  The  religious  statistics 
in  the  registrar's  report  are  significant  of  the  stalwart  character 
of  our  students,  culled  from  the  flower  of  the  youth  of  the  state 
and  placed  in  an  environment,  not  only  in  the  University-,  Inrt 
among  the  churches  and  citizens  of  Iowa  City,  that  is  entirely 
healthful  and  helpful. 

FRUITS  OF  THE  INCREASED  SUPPORT  FUND. 

The  wise  provision  made  by  the  last  two  legislatures  upon  the 
request  of  the  regents,  increasing  the  permanent  support  fund. 
has  prevented  what  would  otherwise  have  been  an  ine\'itablc  de- 
ficiency in  the  growing  University.  The  increase  available  for 
this  biennium  has  been  distributed  so  that  the  University  has  me: 
the  following  demands: 

The  Graduate  College  has  had  the  benefit  of  specialists  and  ei 
necessary  equipment  for  research  work,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of 
the  largest  in  the  attendance  of  resident  students  among-  the 
slate  universities. 

The  Summer  Session  has  increased,  and  the  attendance  of  sc- 
perintendents,  high  school  principals,,  and  the  leading  teachers  of 
the  state,  causes  this  expenditure  richly  to  repay  the  state  and  to 
benefit  the  entire  public  school  system. 

The  continuous  and  increasing  demand  made  upon  the  Uni- 
versity for  applied  science,  and  the  positions  secured  by  our  grad- 
uates in  engineering,  has  more  than  justified  the  expenditures  in 
the  way  of  equipment  and  additional  instruction  in  these 
branches. 

The  School  of  Political  and  Social  Science  and  Commerce  is 
along  the  line  of  another  modern  demand,  and  should  have  re- 
ceived much  larger  increases  than  it  was  possible  for  the  regents 
to  grant. 

The  housing  of  the  humanities  in  the  new  Hall  of  Liberal 
x\rts,  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium,  has  of  necessity 
called  for  larger  appropriations  for  these  departments. 
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The  library,  for  which  the  last  legislature  could  not  see  its 
way  clear  to  make  the  special  appropriation  asked,  had  to  have 
books  and  to  receive  approximately  $10,500. 

Proportionate  to  the  need  of  the  colleges  has  been  the  distri- 
bution of  the  increase  among  the  professional  colleges,  whose 
increased  time  of  instruction  and  raising  of  the  standards,  re- 
quired corresponding  financial  support. 

The  fixed  charges,  in  view  of  the  new  buildings,  despite  in- 
Cj  eased  attention  to  the  closest  economy,  of  necessity  called  for 
approximately  $15,000. 

There  has  been  no  systematic  increase  in  the  salaries  of  pro- 
fessors, despite  the  fact  that  their  salaries  are  so  low  and  that  the 
cost  of  living  is  much  greater.  Something  has  been  used  in  en- 
deavoring to  hold  professors  who  were  called  away  and  whose 
loss  would  be  a  great  damage  to  the  institution,  and  despite  our 
attempt  to  compete  with  other  institutions,  we  have  lost  some 
excellent  men.  An  increase  in  salaries  in  certain  directions  is  be- 
coming almost  imperative  for  the  University. 

The  University  hospitals,  with  their  training  schools  for 
nurses,  indispensable  for  practical  instruction  in  medicine  and 
useful  to  the  citizens  of  the  state  suflfering  from  sickness,  prop- 
erly made  a  draft  of  about  $3,000  upon  this  fund. 

In  short,  the  increased  support  fund  has  been  distributed  so 
as  to  foster  every  part  of  the  University  in  a  symmetrical  devel- 
opment. 

The  general  administration  of  a  modern  university  requires 
business  organization  in  the  interest  both  of  education  and  econ- 
omy, and  has  called  for  an  appropriation  which  wall  henceforth 
be  sufficient  without  material  increase  to  carry  forward  the  Uni- 
versity, though  it  should  be  greatly  enlarged. 

In  the  light  of  the  experience  of  the  past  two  bienniums,  it 
is  clear  that  the  permanent  support  fund  of  the  University  should 
be  enlarged.  This  is  not  simply  a  matter  of  abstract  justice  in 
view  of  the  use  in  earlier  years  of  the  endowment  fund  of  the 
University  from  the  United  States  in  the  supposed  interests  of 
the  development  of  the  state  by  the  sale  of  University  lands,  but  it 
is  a  practical  -question  of  retaining  properly  prepared  professors 
in  the  competition  we  have  with  richer  institutions.    It  is  further 
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necessary,  in  this  day  of  scientific  education,  that  there  should  be 
modern  equipment  in  the  way  both  of  apparatus  and  boob 
Schedules  will  be  submitted  to  the  committees  of  the  Assembl;. 
showing  that  we  are  under-paying  both  our  staff  of  instruction 
and  our  laboring  people. 

The  University  has  reached  a  point  of  blossoming-,  and  it  car. 
be  easily  blighted  by  a  frost  of  false  economy.  We  need  now 
moneys  for  the  development  of  the  colleges,  schools  and  depan- 
ments  already  planted,  and  not  for  the  multiplication  of  depart- 
ments. It  would  be  folly  for  the  state,  having  such  a  good  be- 
ginning, to  waste  in  a  measure  what  has  already  been  investeJ 
by  failing  to  supplement  the  support  fund  at  this  juncture. 

In  addition  to  thie  excerpts  from  my  annual  reports,  which 
follow,  there  is  submitted  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  statute,  the  calendar  of  the  University  for  the 
year  1902-03,  containing  details  as  to  different  courses  of  study 
and  branches  taught,  the  means  and  methods  of  instruction 
adopted,  the  number  of  students,  their  names,  classes  and  resi- 
dences. The  latter  statistics  are  set  forth  in  striking  form  in  the 
appended  report  of  the  R^strar. 

In  accordance  with  the  statute,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
my  annual  report  for  the  university  year  beginning  July  i,  1901. 

LEGISLATIVE  YEAR. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  progress.  A  decided  advance  has  been 
made  toward  securing  a  proper  permanent  financial  support.  The 
Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly,  which  we  called  the  "Educa- 
tional Assembly,*'  on  account  of  its  provisions  for  education.  The 
message  of  Governor  Cummins,  and  his  quiet  ministry  of  loj'ai 
service,  encouraged  the  assembly  practically  to  say,  in  the  words 
of  Governor  Cummins,  "Government  has  no  higher  function 
than  to  prepare  men  and  women  to  become  good  citizens.  Gen- 
erosity and  liberality  should  distinguish  the  provisions  made  for 
the  University,  and  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  institution  intended  to 
represent  our  appreciation  of  education  in  its  higher  and  special- 
ized forms,  it  should  be  all  that  money  can  create*  or  genius  d^ 
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vise.  Iowa  is  not  poor,  and  there  is  no  extravagance  in  any  pro- 
vision that  will  enable  the  State  University  to  do  the  most  and 
the  best  work  of  which  the  University  is  capable.  I  have  given 
some  time  to  the  investigation  of  the  subject  so  near  my  heart, 
and  I  assert  with  confidence  that  there  is  no  school  in  the  union 
that  has  made  more  progress,  achieved  better  results  or  done 
more  work  with  the  same  means.  The  University  should  have 
buildings  which,  in  the  beauty  of  their  architecture,  the  perma- 
nency of  the  construction  and  the  convenience  of  their  arrange- 
ment are  the  best  types  of  the  class  to  w^hich  they  belong.  It 
should  have  a  constant  support  that  will  relieve  its  management 
of  apprehension  and  eriable  it  to  secure  and  retain  the  most  ac- 
complished instructors  and  varied  equipment.'* 

Thanks  to  these  words  and  the  wise  acts  of  the  assembly,  the 
building  era  of  the  University  was  assured. 

The  form  of  the  appropriation  through  the  one-fifth  mill  levy 
and  the  addition  to  the  permanent  support  fund  of  $35,000  per 
annum,  give  promise  of  constant  support.  It  only  remains  for 
the  regents  and  faculties  by  a  close  business  administration  of 
these  funds  to  convince  succeeding  legislatures  that  the  policy 
now  established  should  ultimately  consolidate  upon  the  basis  of 
a  levy  the  entire  state  support  of  the  institution.  The  University 
may  rejoice  that  through  its  leadership  toward  such  a  sound  pol- 
icy, its  sister  educational  institutions  were  also  enabled  to  enter 
upon  building  eras. 

THE  REGENTS. 

• 

Incidentally,  as  a  result  of  inquiry  in  the  legislature  as  to  a 
board  of  educational  control,  the  regents  of  the  University  were 
justified  and  the  ideals  of  the  regental  system  of  government 
were  brought  out.  On  the  one  hand,  a  representative  board  close 
to  the  people  with  the  wisdom  of  many  heads  to  determine  edu- 
cational policies,  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  advantages  of  a 
small  business  board  in  the  form  of  an  executive  committee,  com- 
mend the  government  of  the  University  by  the  board  of  regents. 
The  service  of  the  state  upon  the  honor,  and  not  upon  the  salary 
basis,  has  more  than  an  economic  value,  as  is  shown  in  the  char- 
acter and  devotion  of  the  services  of  men  w^ho  could  not  be  pro-

cured  for  pecuniary  considerations.  The  adoption  by  the  boarc 
during  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  board 
of  control,  of  rules  specifically  setting  forth  the  functions  of  the 
building  and  executive  cornmittee,  will  doubtless  make  clearer 
than  ever  the  business  and  governmental  advantages  of  a  board 
of  regents. 

Special  acknowledgment  should  be  made  of  the  extended  anc 
arduous  services  during  the  past  year  of  the  building  committee. 
through  whose  personal  supervision  the  repairs  made  necessary 
by  the  fire  losses  and  the  equipping  and  opening  of  the  new  Ha'! 
of  Lil^eral  Arts,  and  the  adjustment  of  the  final  financial  settle- 
ments were  made. 

REPORTS   OF  ADMINISTRATIVE    OFFICERS. 

The  silent  but  decided  development  of  the  University  is  in- 
dicated by  the  operation  without  noticeable  friction  of  the  closer 
organization  for  the  administration  of  the  University  two  year- 
since,  and  by  the  reports  not  simply  of  attendance,  but  of  man} 
improvements  and  even  new  undertakings  affecting  the  quality- 
of  the  work.  Advancing  standards  have  been  maintained  an ' 
many  advantages  have  been  gained,  not  simply  through  the  in- 
creased facilities  for  instruction  in  the  way  of  an  increased  stan 
and  enlarged  equipments,  but  also  through  the  actions  of  the  fac- 
ulties in  more  detailed  plans  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  mi  J- 
ern  university  progress  and  more  of  personal  supervision. 

Particular  features  of  the  President's  office  have  been  the  ser- 
vice of  the  legislature  and  the  continuance  of  visiting  schools  arv! 
communities  in  the  state  calling  for  addresses.  Fifty  invitation.^ 
were  received,  but  it  was  only  possible  to  accept  sixteen.  The 
purpose  has  been  to  endeavor  to  unify  the  educational  forces  of 
the  state,  not  only  in  the  schools,  but  in  the  communities,  that 
Towa  may  have  a  record  for  culture  equal  to  its  record  for  com. 
cattle,  chickens,  coin,  congressmen  and  cabinet  officers. 

The  treasurer's  report  will  be  laid  before  the  board.  The 
lowering  of  interest  rates  causes  a  noticeable  shrinkage  in  the 
income  endowment  fund.  This,  in  connection  with  the  appro- 
priations from  the  general  income  fund  necessary  to  supplement 
the  grants  from  the  providential  fund   from   the  state   for  fire 
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losses,  together  with  the  temporary  decrease  in  the  tuition  fund 
as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  when  the  fund  was  inflated 
by  the  abnormally  large  class  seeking  graduation  in  the  College 
of  Law  before  the  enforcement  of  the  three  years'  course,  and  the 
decrease  of  tuition  in  the  colleges  of  medicine,  owing  principally 
to  the  fire,  make  inroads  upon  the  funds  available  to  meet  the  de- 
mands for  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year. 

If  we  could  have  persuaded  the  legislature  to  give  us  the 
821,500  per  annum  in  the  form  of  miscellaneous  items  for  the 
support  fund,  which  they  felt  they  must  deny  in  view  of  an  an- 
ticipated deficiency  in  the  state's  treasury,  the  regents  and  facul- 
ties would  have  been  saved  great  distress.  The  board  will  find 
it  a  painful  necessity  to  deny  just  requests  for  the  lack  of  what 
would  be  an  insignificant  sum  for  the  state.  It  could  be  wished 
that  the  legislature  could  sit  with  the  regents  at  this  council  board 
p.t  this  time,  for  surely  intimate  knowledge  of  the  details  pre- 
sented would  convince  the  legislature  that  they  should  honor 
without  paring  every  penny  of  the  requests  by  the  board  of 
regent*.  * 

The  Registrar's  report  shows  an  attendance  substantially  the 
j-ame  as  last  year.  As  has  been  intimated,  the  abnormal  influx  of 
students  in  the  preceding  year  into  the  College  of  Law,  as  it  was 
the  last  of  the  two  years'  course,  the  remarkably  slight  decrease 
under  the  circumstances  in  the  Colleges  of  Medicine,  due  largely 
to  the  death  of  the  dean,  the  fire  and  the  increase  of  standards, 
the  throwing  out  from  the  registration  of  many  in  absentia  stu- 
dents in  the  Graduate  College,  and  the  exclusion  of  the  volun- 
tary class  in  physical  training  not  properly  included  in  the  pre- 
ceding year's  registration,  account  for  the  apparently  stationary 
attendance.  In  reality,  the  outlook  from  the  attendance  is  most 
encouraging.  The  increases  are  significant  for  the  future  in  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts,  from  168  to  212  freshmen;  in  the  sum- 
mer session,  from  100  to  135 ;  in  the  College  of  Law,  the  entrance 
of  a  class  of  the  usual  size  for  the  three  years'  course,  where  we 
had  anticipatd  a  great  falling  oflf ;  the  holding  of  our  own  despite 
the  fire  in  the  first  year  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 
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UNIVERSITY    EXAMINER. 

No  administrative  office  established  by  the  board  t\TO  year- 
since  has  better  justified  itself  than  that  of  the  University  Exam- 
iner. The  foundations  for  scholarship  in  the.  University  rest  up- 
on the  preparation  of  students.  The  University  Ebcaminer  has 
discovered  and  tested  these  foundations ;  he  has  crowned  the 
work  of  the  high  school  inspector  in  relating  us  to  the  entire 
school  system,  and  perfected  the  work  by  establishing-  a  persona 
relation  to  each  high  school  pupil  or  otlier  person  entering  the 
University. 

In  September,  1902,  for  the  first  time,  all  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  all  of  the  six  undergraduate  colleges  of  the  Univer- 
sity passed  through  this  office,  their  preparation  for  university 
work  being  thus  judged  by  one  agency,  one  standafd.  Moreover, 
entrance  examinations  have  been  organized  so  that  all  applicants 
for  admission  who  may  be  required  to  pass  entrance  examina- 
tions in  one  or  more  subjects,  are  assigned  to  the  same  examina- 
tions, according  to  a  single  programme  applicable  to  all  ot  the 
colleges,  and  the  papers  of  the  prospective  collegiate,  law,  med- 
ical, dental,  and  pharmacy  students  are  read  by  the  same  instruc- 
tors and  judged  by  the  same  standards. 

Last  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  office  sent  blank  forms  to  all 
accredited  schools  calling  for  the  entire  high  school  record  or 
each  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  1901.  About  210  schools 
were  addressed,  and  50  of  them  responded.  *  *  *  From  these 
reports  was  prepared  for  each  pupil  graduating  a  Graduates 
School  Record  and  Certificate  of  Admission  to  the  University. 
It  was  intended  that  these  certificates  should  be  acceptable  to  any 
college  or  university  in  the  land  which  accepts  students  from 
Iowa  schools  on  the  certificate  plan,  and  so  the  certificate  includes 
the  pupil's  entire  high  school  record,  as  certified  by  the  principals 
signature. 

Not  less  than  half  of  the  students  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  thus  conditioned,  are  conditioned  not  because  they  did  not 
do  in  the  high  schools  a  sufficient  amount  of  accreditable  prepar- 
atory work  in  toto,  but  because  they  were  deficient  with  respect 
to  some  specific  requirement   for  admission  to    the    particular 
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course  of  their  choice,  e.  g.,  Latin,  History  or  Solid  Geometry.  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  most  of  these  students  will  be  ready  to 
enter  upon  their  sophomore  work  next  September  with  their  pre- 
paratory work  all  properly  completed. 

Two  years  ago,  in  the  establishment  of  administrative  offices, 
and  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  University  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  school  system  of  the  state,  the  regents  set  out 
practically  as  a  separate  office,  the  high  school  inspector.  Pro- 
fessor J.  J.  McConnell,  who  had  performed  the  function  as  an  in- 
cident to  the  chair  of  pedagogy,  cheerfully  volunteered  to  give 
arduous  service  to  this  work,  and  he  was  assisted  by  Mr.  H.  C. 
Dorcas.  Inasmuch  as  the  work  of  the  University  by  legal  re- 
quirement is  based  upon  the  preparation  afforded  by  the  inspected 
and  duly  accredited  high  schools  of  the  state,  whose  graduates 
are  admitted  to  the  undergraduate  and  professional  courses  upon 
presentation  of  the  proper  certificates,  the  inspector  must  have  the 
most  thorough  and  modern  pedagogical  preparation,  and  at  the 
snme  time  must  be  a  practical  school  man.  Such  a  person  the 
University  lost  by  the  resignation,  a  year  since,  of  Professor  Mc- 
Connell. The  highest  compliment  that  can  be  given  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  the  work  of  inspection  is  that  though  he  had  the  disad- 
\antage  of  being  a  new  man,  he  has  followed  successfully  in  the 
footsteps  of  Professor  McConnell. 

The  following  selections  from  his  report  indicates  not  only 
the  progress  of  the  work  of  inspection,  but  the  continued  happy 
co-operation  of  the  colleges,  as  well  as  the  schools,  of  the  state 
with  the  University. 

HIGH    SCHOOL   INSPECTION. 

In  the  visitation  of  schools,  several  ends  have  been  sought. 
The  work  done  in  each  school  has  been  carefully  and  judicially 
examined,  and  a  report  on  the  same  filed  in  the  inspector's  office. 
Conferences  have  been  held  with  superintendents,  teachers,  and 
members  of  school  boards.  At  these  conferences  the  usual  sub- 
jects of  discussion  were  teachers  and  teaching,  building  equip- 
ments, library  and  laboratory  facilities,  the  course  of  study,  the 
general  policy  and  spirit  of  the  school,  and  the  relation  of  the 
.secondary  schools  to  the  University.     *     *     *     A  special  effort 
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has  been  made  to  enlist  the  interest  of  county  superintendents  in 
the  work  of  the  high  schools  and  the  University,  and  from  thcci 
valuable  information  has  been  received  concerning  the  status  of 
the  high  schools  in  their  respective  counties. 

The  inspector  has  visited  68  different  schools.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 54  were  already  on  the  accredited  lists  and  14  were  appli- 
cants for  the  accredited  relationship.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  there  was  a  list  of  49  schools  that  had  applied  for  a  plaxre 
00  the  accredited  list  and  had  not  been  visited. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  work  of  the  small  high  schools 
reveals  the  fact  that  they  are,  in  most  cases,  attempting  to  do 
more  than  can  be  done  satisfactorily  with  the  teaching  force  and 
equipments  which  they  possess.  It  is  believed,  however,  that 
these  schools  when  working  under  proper  conditions  can  do  three 
years  of  high  school  work  as  well  as  the  larger  schools  can  do  it. 
A  plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  University  and  endorsed  by  the 
other  colleges  of  the  state  by  means  of  which  these  schools  can 
be  placed  on  a  partially  accredited  list  of  the  colleges.  There  are 
at  least  100  such  schools  not  now  enjoying  the  accredited  rela- 
tionship that  are  eligible  to  it  under  these  provisions.  The  plan 
is  set  forth  at  length  in  University  Bulletin  No.  42. 

The  recent  changes  in  the  University  entrance  requirements 
and  the  consequent  necessity  of  a  re-organization  of  the  higii 
school  course  of  study,  have  required  careful  and  extended  con-  . 
sideration.  Early  in  the  yes^r,  a  circular  was  issued  calling  the 
attention  of  superintendents  and  teachers  to  the  new  entrance 
requirements  in  English.  This  circular  proved  to  be  of  so  great 
value  that  it  was  re-issued  later  as  a  University  Bulletin  No.  41. 

Another  University  Bulletin,  No.  44,  was  issued,  in  whicli 
were  set  forth  at  length  the  new  entrance  requirements  of  the 
University  and  the  local  wants  of  the  individual  communi- 
ty, and  some  general  suggestions  concerning  the  needs  of  the 
schools.  *  *  *  Judging  from  recent  conversations  with  su- 
perintendents and  from  courses  of  study  reorganized  since  the 
Bulletin  was  issued,  the  suggestions  contained  in  it  have  been 
widely  adopted  and  it  seems  but  fair  to  expect  that  it  will  ac- 
complish much  in  the  direction  of  the  adoption  of  a  unified  and 
uniform  course  of  study  among  the  accredited  high  schools, — an 
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end  which,  if  it  is  accomplished,  will  contribute  largely  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  state  in  every  part. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS. 

In  this  connection  reference  should  be  made  to  the  spirit  of 
co-operation  that  has  been  manifested  by  the  other  colleges  of  the 
state. 

The  resolutions  passed  by  the  Committee  on  Secondary 
School  Relations  and  printed  on  the  last  i>age  of  Bulletins  No. 
4 1  and  42  seem  to  indicate  a  sincere  desire  on  the  part  of  these 
institutions  to  co-operate  harmoniously  in  the  promotion  of  move- 
ments that  are  of  mutual  advantage  to  the  cause  of  higher  and 
secondary  education  within  the  state. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  diffusion  of  useful  knowledge  is  one  of  the  notes  of  a 
genuine  university.  The  Official  University  Bulletins  for  the 
year  have  been  sixteen,  from  Bulletin  34  to  50.  The  returns 
from  all  the  departments  of  the  University  of  publications  shows 
129  by  different  members  of  the  staff  of  instruction ;  108  articles, 
10  monographs,  and  11  volumes;  further  classified  as  65  scien- 
tific publications,  18  political  and  social  science,  42  literary  and 
4  law. 

LIBRARY. 

During  the  year,  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  library  by  those  having  a  professional  training. 
The  additions  to  the  staff  have  been  made  invariably  from  grad- 
uates of  library  schools,  as  well  as  graduates  of  colleges.  Great 
satisfaction  has  been  expressed  by  the  members  of  the  faculties 
over  the  enlarged  usefulness  of  the  library  thus  administered. 
The  regents  have  been  compelled  to  pay  larger  salaries  to  secure 
this  expert  staff.  '  For  years,  and  especially  since  the  fire,  the  re- 
gents have  fallen  far  below  the  amount  that  should  be  appropri- 
ated for  the  administration  of  the  library  as  compared  with  the 
expenditures  for  books.  The  situation  grows  more  grave  with 
every  day  of  delay  in  piling  up  books  that  cannot  be  properly 
classified,  catalogued,  and  made  available  for  use. 
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The  library  board,  reinforced  with  great  unanimity  by  va- 
rious bodies  of  professors,  in  a  communication  submitted  here- 
with, urgently  ask  for  extraordinary  appropriations  for  book>. 
I  deeply  sympathize  with  the  request  of  the  library  board,  ar.'! 
wish  it  might  remain  uncut,  and  yet  do  not  see  how  it  can  be 
done.  I  have  preserved  intact  the  special  appropriation  of  $4.00? 
for  the  Graduate  College  and  this  in  addition  to  the  standing  ap- 
propriation of  $7,500  the  preceding  year  for  the  library.    Ina5- 
n)uch  as  a  general  library  building  was  one  of  those  mentione-i 
to  the  legislature  to  be  erected  out  of  the  levy,  and  this  buildiiii: 
is  much  needed  and  will  benefit  the  whole  University,  I  recC'iri' 
mend  that  material  be  gathered  that  can  be  used  for  plans  for  a 
modern  university  library  building,  and  that  steps  be  taken  to 
confer  with  the  State  Historical  Society  to  see  if  it  will  not  join 
with  the  University  in  the  erection  of  a  common  building,  as  ha- 
been  done  in  Wisconsin. 

The  extracts  from  the  valuable  report  of  the  librarian  indi- 
cate the  great  progress  of  the  library  in  its  new  quarters,and  witi^ 
its  new  regime  as  a  reference  instead  of  a  loaning  library,  oi)en 
throughout  the  entire  day  and  evening  daily.

GIFTS,  ETC. 

The  University  has  been  the  recipient  of  two  gifts  of  consid- 
erable size,  viz : — 

From  Mrs.  E.  N.  Barrett,  of  Iowa  City,  200  volumes,  largely 
theological,  from  the  library  of  the  late  Rev.  E.  N.  Barrett,  of 
this  city;  from  Mrs.  Benjamin  Myers  Failor,  of  Newton,  150 
volumes,  largely  medical,  from  the  library  of  Dr.  Benjamin 
Myers  Failor. 

EXCHANGES. 

The  matter  of  University  Exchanges  has  been  for  years  in  a 
most  complicated  and  unsatisfactory  condition.  Each  bulletin 
has  been  mailed  from  the  office  of  the  department  interested,  and 
there  also  have  been  received  the  bulletins  and  proceedings  sent 
us  in  exchange.  These  exchanges  have  always  been  considered 
.  the  property  of  the  laboratory  receiving  them,  and  the  University 
has  not  in  any  way  benefited  by  the  valuable  series  of  bulletins 
published  by  the  University.  Your  librarian  has  several  times, 
complained  of  this,  with  the  consequence  that  last  fall  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  devise  some  practicable  plan  of  exchange 
with  other  institutions  and  societies,  and  the  librarian  was  in- 
structed to  enter  into  correspondence  with  as  many  institutions 
and  societies  as  possible. 

We  have  heard  favorably  from  118  in  this  country,  and  hope 
by  autumn  to  have  heard  from  the  equally  large  number  of  for- 
eign societies.  These  publications  will  all  be  sent  directly  to  the 
library,  where  they  will  be  kept  and  bound  as  volumes  are  com- 
l>leted.    ■ 

At  the  same  time  that  the  above  circular  letter  was  sent  out, 
another  was  issued  to  boards  of  health  and  important  hospitals 
in  this  country  and  Great  Britain,  asking  for  reports.    This  let- 
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ter  has  also  been  generously  replied  to,  and  every  mail  brings  -li 
in  additions  to  this  collection. 

A  little  earlier  in  the  year  requests  were  sent  to  the  secretar 
of  state  of  each  state  and  territory  in  the  union  asking-  for  stare 
documents.  So  far,  20  have  replied  with  more  or  less  large  sh:;- 
ments,  5  have  signified  their  inability,  and  the  others  have  n  : 
replied  at  all. 

Among  these  three  sources,  the  University  will    come    in: 
possession  of  much  valuable  material.    The  exchange  lists  are  al 
being  put  on  a  permanent  basis,  so  that  we  may  be  assured  c' 
keeping  full  files  in  all  these  lines  for  the  future, 

CATALOGUING,  ETC. 

The  board  of  regents  at  its  last  June  meeting  authorized  the 
appointment  of  an  expert  cataloguer. 

Of  necessity,  through  lack  of  assistants,  the  cataloguing  hal 
been  done  in  only  a  skeletonized  form  since  the  fire  of  1897.  the 
main  object  being  to  make  speedily  available  as  many  volumes  ai 
possible,  as  the  University  was  left  at  that  time  with  no  books  :•. 
work  with.  The  time  has  now  come,  however,  to  bring  this  wc^rk 
to  full  completion,  and  Miss  Wood  has  attacked  the  work  wi:> 
great  courage.  It  soon  became  e\'ident  that  one  person  co::'/ 
not  keep  up  with  the  current  work,  much  less  fill  up  any  of  the 
partially  completed  past  work,  and  this  spring  we  have  put  Mi^'- 
Margaret  Bildington  into  that  work  also. 

REMOVAL  OP  THE  LIBRARY. 

By  June,  1901,  the  library  had  grown  to  such  size  as  to  U 
seriously  crowded  there,  and  as  there  was  some  danger  from  fire 
it  was  decided  to  place  the  library  in  the  new  fireproof  building; 
of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts.  *  *  *  This  arrangement  give> 
us  a  large,  well-lighted  reading  room,  but  not  sufficient  N^-k 
room,  so  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  establish  five  additions' 
departmental  libraries,  viz: — Latin,  Greek,  French,  German  ai>' 
Scandinavian,  thus  making  twenty-two  in  all,  and  leaving  in  the 
general  library  only  the  books  relating  to  English,  Political 
Science,  Political  Economy,  History,  Sociolog\'  and  such  as  are 
not  related  to  any  department  in  particular.    Of  these,  the  book? 
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relating  to  English  have  been  placed  at  the  end  of  the  big  reading 
room,  the  others  in  a  room  over  the  main  entrance  to  the  build- 
ing. There  being  little  room  for  growth  in  this  room,  shelves 
have  been  built  in  the  corridor  for  the  accommodation  of  public 
documents,  and  a  sub-departmental  library  has  been  established 
by  placing  all  state  documents  in  the  office  of  the  Professor  of 
Political  Economy. 

THE  MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

As  was  reported  last  year,  the  entire  medical  library  was  lost 
by  fire  in  March  of  1901.  The  board  of  regents  at  its  June  meet- 
ing appropriated  $1,000  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Ranney 
and  Peck  Memorial  libraries  lost  at  that  time.  This  fund  has 
been  nearly  all  expended,  and  the  University  Medical  Library 
consists  of  163  volumes,  including  some  gifts  and  a  few  volumes 
that  were  out  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  and  not  including  periodicals 
subscribed  for  but  not  yet  ready  for  binding. 

EVENING  OPENING,    CHANGE  TO  REFERENCE  BASIS,  ETC. 

Beginning  with  the  fall  term,  the  library  has  been  kept  open 
during  the  noon  hour,  and  beginning  with  the  winter  term  has 
been  kept  open  continuously  from  8  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  This,  of 
course,  necessitated  the  placing  of  the  library  on  a  strictly  refer- 
ence basis,  which  w^as  not  achieved  without  much  complaint. 

MUSEUMS   AND   LABORATORIES. 

The  extensive  and  valuable  natural  history  collections  have 
literally  filled  all  the  space  in  the  present  science  buiding  avail- 
able, so  that  there  is  room  for  only  one  more  wall  case  in  the 
museum.  I  have  recommended  in  the  budget  an  appropriation 
for  this  case  to  contain  the  ethnological  material  brought  back 
from  the  Philippines  by  Mr.  H.  M.  Griffith,  of  the  Iowa  Volun- 
teers, formerly  a  student  in  the.  University.  An  appropriation  is 
also  included  for  boxes  to  contain  a  further  installment  of  a  col- 
lection of  insects  that  Assistant  Professor  H.  F.  Wickham  is  pro- 
posing to  present  to  the  museum.  I  further  include  in  the  budget 
a  recommendation  for  the  purchase  of  a  considerable  order  of 
museum  jars  and  bottles  for  the  collection  of  alcoholic  material 
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with  which  it  is  expected  that  Professor  Nutting  will  enrich  ir- 
University  from  the  cruise  of  the  Albatross  in  Hawaiian  water- 
'I'his  collecction  will  be  of  extraordinary  value  and  of  consider- 
able bulk.  It  is  a  relief  to  know  that  the  store  room  devotee  : 
the  use  of  the  museum  in  the  fire-proof  Hall  of  Liberal  Arts  r.i? 
become  the  depository  of  certain  invaluable  specimens  that  ^^e\ 
exposed  to  fire  in  Science  Hall. 

As  a  fire-proof  museum  was  one  of  the  buildings  proposed  i 
the  legislature  to  be  erected  from  the  proceeds  of  the  le\'j%  I  rec 
ommend  that  the  departments  concerned  should  be  asked  to  ■> 
gathering  ideas  for  a  modern  fire-proof  museum,  and  that  t'lv 
regents  should  announce,  to  relieve  the  friends  of  a  library-  bui!^ 
ing,  and  of  a  museum  building,  that  at  least  temporarily  the  tv. 
might  be  housed  in  one  building. 

We  are  able  to  rejoice  that  an  entire  building  having  bee 
given  to  the  department  of  physics,  its  laboratories  can  have  s::t- 
ficient  space.  I  recommend  that  in  the  budget  be  given  the  nec- 
essary improvements  for  the  physical  laboratories,  and  I  cnl; 
regret  that  the  full  amount  for  the  completion  of  the  laboratories 
cannot  be  given  at  this  time. 

I  recommend  for  the  enlargement  of  the  laboratories  of  gecl- 
ogy,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  new  chair  of  petrology  and  eco- 
nomic geology,  a  small  appropriation  to  be  expended  up>on  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  basement  of  Science  Hall.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  a  small  appropriation  be  made  for  the  wester 
portion  of  the  basement  in  behalf  of  the  laboratory  of  the  de- 
partment of  morphology  and  biology.  There  is  herewith  sr.N 
mitted  to  the  board  a  communication  from  the  science  comnii:* 
tee  of  the  faculty  of  Liberal  Arts,  showing  the  need  of  immediate 
enlargement  of  laboratory  capacity,  which  much  more  than  jus- 
tifies the  above  recommendation. 

The  construction  of  the  new  medical  buildings  affords  an 
outlook  for  the  further  expansioti  of  the  laboratories  of  the  de- 
partments of  science  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  by  the  re- 
moval of  the  departments  of  physiological  chemistry  to  the  med- 
ical buildings. 
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COMBINED  COURSES. 

The  elaborated  announcement  a  year  ago  of  combined  courses 
— a  significant  feature  in  modern  universities — ^between  the  col- 
leges of  liberal  arts  and  of  law,  the  liberal  arts  and  of  medicine, 
is  followed  up  by  the  announcement  of  a  combined  course  be- 
tween the  college  of  liberal  arts  and  of  dentistry.  With  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  academic  year  in  all  colleges  to  one  of  nine 
months,  it  is  now  even  possible  to  have  something  of  combina- 
tion between  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  of  Pharmacy  and 
an  interlocking  of  courses  among  the  professional  colleges. 

The  improvements  made  by  the  regents  last  year  upon  the 
athletic  field  show  that  it  is  capable  of  becoming  one  of  the  best 
athletic  fields  in  the  country.  While  an  appropriation  of  the 
same  amount  as  last  year  would  be  desirable,  in  view  of  the  state 
of  the  budget,  only  one-third  of  last  year's  appropriation  is  rec- 
ommended. This  is  necessary  to  care  for  and  preserve  what  has 
already  been  done. 

The  faculty  of  Liberal  Arts  in  their  revision  of  courses  of 
study  require  two  years  of  physical  training  of  the  young  women. 
This  will  make  it  necessary  to  provide  a  place.  The  director  of 
physical  training  suggests  the  use  of  the  second  floor  of  the 
armory  as  a  temporary  gymnasium  for  the  purpose.  I  recom- 
mend that  this  request  be  granted,  with  the  proviso  that  the  oc- 
cupation be  temporary  and  that  the  building  be  assigned  to  the 
electrical  and  mining  engineering  work  as  soon  as  they  may  need 
it  and  the  military  department  can  be  removed.  I  recommend 
the  small  amount  in  the  budget  for  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  training  of  the  young  women  be  allowed,  and  I  concur  further 
in  the  request  of  the  director  of  physical  training  that  the  dean 
of  women  be  g^ven  an  official  recognition  in  the  department  of 
physical  culture. 

BUILDINGS   AND   GROUNDS. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  from  the  $23,000  appropriated  by 
the  legislature  for  additional  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  the  erec- 
tion of  a  medical  and  other  buildings,  that  by  the  expenditure  of 
$22,500  we  have  secured  the  site  most  desirable  for  the  medical 
building,  and  at  the  same  time  the  lands  have  been  so  located 
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as  to  insure  ultimately  a  new  quadrangle  for  the  University'  lt  : 
the  carrying  out  of  a  part  of  the  plans  presented  to  the  legish- 
tare  for  the  expansion  of  the  campus. 

It  is  evident  that  the  budget  will  not  permit  the  extensive  re- 
pairs to  the  fence  and  the  sidewalks  necessary  not  to  offend  \-:-- 
ilors.  I  recommend  that  the  superintendent  of  grounds  an! 
buildings,  or  the  superintendent  of  construction  and  maintenance 
be  asked  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  the  expense 
of  what  is  absolutely  necessary  to  remove  the  scandalous  appear- 
ance of  the  fence  and  the  campus. 

The  plats  which  were  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  legislative 
committees,  showing  the  proposed  contiguous  expansion  of  ti.e 
campus  and  its  improvements,  have  created  much  enthusiasm. 

At  the  entrance  upon  an  enlarged  building  era,  the  regen:- 
have  already  wisely  taken  the  step  to  appoint  a  permanent  super- 
intendent of  construction  and  maintenance,  an  expert,  practical 
man,  able  to  watch  proposed  buildings  from  their  very  inception. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  reports  of  the  directors  are  submitted  herewith.  In  both 
hospitals  there  has  been  a  greater  degree  of  harmony  and  efficien- 
cy in  the  administration  than  before.  The  board  of  control  com- 
mend the  economy  with  which  the  hospitals  were  administered, 
and  still  they  give  us  apparent  deficits.  It  is  not  desirable  that 
these  hospitals,  which  afford  us  laboratories  and  clinical  privil- 
eges for  our  medical  colleges,  and  bases  for  our  nurses'  training 
schools,  should  be  too  narrowly  run  upon  a  commercial  basis. 

Both  hospital  staffs  have  raised  a  question  of  improving  the 
courses  in  the  training  schools,  raising  the  requirements  for  ad- 
misson  and  graduation.  There  is  such  a  demand  for  nurses,  and 
we  have  such  facilities  at  hand  if  we  organize  them  better,  I  rec- 
ommend the  regents  to  add  from  their  own  number  a  committee- 
man to  the  committees  of  the  hospital  staffs  to  investigate  this 
subject.  As  we  already  have  good  nurses'  training  schools,  we 
ought  to  have  those  that  are  unsurpassed. 

The  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  principals  of  thcs« 
schools  indicate  their  present  prosperity. 
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NURSES'   TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  applicants  to  enter  the  University  Hospital 
Training  School  during  the  past  year  was  thirty-two.  Sixteen 
were  admitted  as  probationers.  Of  these^  nine  have  been  ac- 
cepted and  allowed  to  continue  the  work  as  pupil  nurses.  At 
present  there  are  in  training  fourteen  nurses  and  one  proba- 
tioner. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  arduous  work  in  the  hospital.  We 
have  received  over  fifty  calls  for  nurses,  only  eighteen  of  which 
could  be  responded  to.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
would  therefore  seem  to  be  a  necessity.  The  consideration  of 
more  commodious  and  appropriate  sleeping  quarters  for  the 
nurses  is  earnestly  requested. 

HOMEOPATHIC   HOSPITAL   NURSES'  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  profitable  one  in  our  training 
school. 

There  have  been  seven  probationers  received;  five  accepted, 
one  dismissed,  one  still  on  probation.  At  present,  there  are  eight 
young  women  at  work  in  the  school,  four  of  whom  constitute  the 
graduating  class  of  1903. 

Besides  the  work  in  the  school,  in  which  the  nurses  have 
cared  for  two  hundred  and  seventeen  medical,  obstetrical,  and 
surgical  cases,  the  senior  and  junior  nurses  have  cared  for  nine 
outside  cases. 

The  nurses  have  received  lectures  on  anatomy,  physiology, 
bandaging,  anesthesia,  and  obstetrics,  from  the  physicians  of 
the  school,  and  a  course  in  dietetics  and  practical  nursing  has 
been  conducted  by  the  principal  of  the  training  school.  The 
nurses  have  done  very  satisfactory  class  work  as  well  as  prac- 
tical work. 

The  call  for  nurses  is  so  great  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  the 
school  will  go  on  doing  even  better  work  than  in  the  past«  sending 
out  efficient  nurses  to  supply  the  great  demand. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  directors  of  the  hospitals 

show  the  great  work  they  are  doing  for  the  people  of  Iowa  in  a 

philanthropic  way,  and  what  sources  of  strength  they  are  for  our 

medical  colleges.    We  are  surely  overcoming  the  objection  that 
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we  have  not  sufficient  clinical  material  in  Iowa  City.  Including^ 
all  the  clinics,  dental  and  otherwise,  a  year  gives  the  marvdous 
number  of  above  ii,ooo  cases  in  clinics  of  all  kinds. 

HOMEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL. 

The  work  in  the  hospital  for  the  past  year  has  compared  fa- 
vorably with  that  of  previous  years.  In  some  of  the  departments 
the  increase  is  notable,  while  in  others,  I  regret  to  say,  there  has 
been  a  lamentable  decline.  The  number  of  admissions  up  to  May 
I,  1902,  was  217,  as  against  204  a  year  ago.  The  out  depart- 
ment, which  is  almost  entirely  made  up  of  patients  for  the  med- 
ical and  eye  and  ear  clinic,  shows  but  167  cases,  against  201  last 
year,  which  leaves  the  aggregate,  in  both  departments,  'Tiouse" 
and  "out,"  384,  as  against  4.05  a  year  ago. 

ALUMNI. 

The  Alumni  Association  is  showing  increased  activity 
through  the  devotion  of  its  officers.  It  withdraws  its  request  for 
the  petty  appropriation  of  $100,  legitimate  though  it  seems  to 
them,  for  the  expenses  of  a  so-called  banquet.  The  association  is 
a  vital  one  for  the  cultivation  of  University  spirit  and  for  aiding 
the  University  in  making  its  commencement  season  a  success, 
and  there  are  other  expenses  than  those  of  the  banquet.  The 
•officers  of  the  association  are  seeking  the  closest  possible  co-oper- 
ation with  the  University,  as  are  certain  associations  of  alumni 
like  the  Elder  Daughters.  They  desire  the  t)reparati<Mi  of  an 
alumni  register,  something  that  is  almost  indispensable  for  the 
daily  administration  of  the  University. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  University  will  be  able  to  reciprocate  the 
good  offices  of  the  alumni.  The  faculties  have  incipient  bureaus 
of  appointment  to  aid  alumni  in  securing  fitting  positions.  I 
trust  that  the  regents  will  favor  these  enterprises  of  the  faculty. 
It  ought  to  be  widely  known  that  there  is  a  greater  demand  for 
graduates  of  the  University  than  we  can  supply. 

The  Graduate,  of  University  College,  under  the  able  admin- 
istfetion  of  Dean  Weld  and  the  graduate  council,  is  more  an<t 
more  fulfilling  its  offices  as  the  nexus  of  all  the  colleges  in  the 
University,  and  as  the  crown  of  the  CoU^ne  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
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of  the  associated  colleges  of  the  state.      I  embody  the  greater 
features  of  Dean  Weld's  report. 

GRADUATE  COLLEGE. 

Upon  the  institution  of  the  Graduate  College  in  June,  1901, 
there  were  enrolled  78  graduate  students.  Of  these,  there  were 
2C  who  were  not  candidates  for  d^^ees.  Of  the  remaining  58 
candidates  for  degrees,  only  17  were  in  residence.  During  the 
succeeding  year,  1900-01,  the  attendance  increased  to  148,  of 
vrhich  number  83  were  in  residence,  the  remaining  65  being  can- 
didates in  absentia.  Of  the  83  students  in  residence,  only  52 
were  candidates  for  d^jees.  During  the  current  year,  the  at- 
tendance has  fallen  to  127.  However,  this  does  not  represent 
any  actual  decrease  in  the  work  of  the  college.  With  the  large 
number  of  non-resident  students  at  first  appearing  upon  our 
rolls,  it  was  inevitable  that  this  apparent  decrease  would  follow, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  students  of  this  class  are  always  liable  to 
lapse  without  giving  notice,  while  their  names  appear  in  the  cat- 
alogue from  year  to  year.  It  is  believed  that  no  names  will 
appear  in  the  forthcoming  announcement  except  those  of  bona 
fide  graduate  students.

The  contemplated  introduction  of  graduate  work  into  the 
curricula  of  the  professional  colleges  and  the  consequent  enlarge- 
ment of  the  graduate  faculty  until  it  shall  comprise  the  faculties 
of  liberal  arts,  of  law  and  of  medicine,  will  inevitably  lead  to 
the  delegation  of  greater  powers  to  some  such  representative 
council  as  that  already  in  existence.  In  this  connection  I  would 
call  attention  to  the  desirability  of  organizing  graduate  courses 
in  certain  departments  of  the  College  of  Law  and  in  others  of 
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the  departments  of  the  College  of  Medicine,  subject  to  conditions 
analogous  to  those  under  which  such  courses  are  already  offered 
by  the  departments  of  pathology  and  bacteriology,  of  histology 
and  embryology  and  of  chemistry  and  toxicology  in  the  Coll^ 
of  Medicine.  Such  a  policy  will  not  only  broaden  the  scope  of 
the  Graduate  College  but  will,  at  the  same  time,  tend  to  raise 
(he  standards  of  our  professional  departments.  As  has  been  the 
case  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  so  in  the  professional  col- 
leges, it  will  be  possible  to  offer  special  work  only  upon  enlarg- 
ing the  faculties  in  question  by  the  appointment  of  specialists 
duly  qualified  to  conduct  research  work. 

The  list  of  fellows  and  scholars  for  the  last  year  numbers  24, 
an  increase  of  50  per  cent  over  the  number  for  the  preceding^ 
year,  and  there  is  now  scarcely  a  department  represented  in  thi^ 
college  which  has  not  its  fellow  or  scholar.    *  *  *    The  number 
of  applicants  for  such  positions  is  fully  twice  as  great  as  last 
year,  and  the  number  of  institutions  which  they  represent  is  sig- 
nificant.   I  am,  personally,  convinced  that  we  should  encourage 
the  appointment  of  fellows  and  scholars  from  other  institutions, 
particularly  from  Iowa  institutions.    *    *    *    Five  of  the  nine- 
teen appointments  recently  made  were  from  other  institutions, 
while  five  more  have  been  conferrd   upon   students   who  have 
taken  only  the  last  one  or  two  years  of  their  undergraduate  course 
in  this  University. 

THE   DEAN   OF   WOMEN. 

In  these  days  of  something  of  reaction  against  co-education,  it 
is  well  that  we  are  prepared  to  meet  the  opponents  of  certain  ex- 
tremes in  co-education  and  to  justify  sound  co-education  with 
the  proper  recognition  of  sex,  with  a  recognition  of  the  freedom 
and  equality  of  woman  in  the  kingdom  of  education,  through 
the  office  of  a  dean  of  women.  It  is  a  difficult  place  to  fi"- 
Something  of  criticism  of  it  must  be  expected,  but  it  in  turn  may 
be  proof  that  the  office  is  efficient.  The  major  portion  of  the 
report  of  the  dean  of  women  is  embodied  here.

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IV.      PHYSlCAt  CUWURE. 

This  has  been  an  entirely  voluntary  work  paid  for  by  the 
students.  There  have  been  fifty  women  of  the  University  in  the 
physical  culture  class  this  year  besides  outsiders. 

The  faculty  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  has  voted  to  r^ 
quire  this  work  of  freshmen  and  sophomores  next  year. 

SUMMER   SESSION. 

The  increase  last  season  of  the  summer  session  by  one-third 
and  more,  with  the  maintenance  of  the  quality  of  the  attend- 
ance, consisting  of  superintendents,  principals  and  some  of  the 
best  teachers  of  the  state,  has  justified  the  board  in  providing  in 
the  budget  of  the  current  year  for  an  increase  of  above  $i,ooo. 
The  announcement  of  the  summer  session  for  this  season  is  there- 
by greatly  enriched,  and  the  outlook  for  this  important  depart- 
ment of  the  University  was  never  better.    The  decided  success 
of  the  library  school  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Library 
Commission,  conducted  as  a  department  of  the  University  sum- 
mer session,  makes  one  hope  that  the  library  school  will  become 
a  permanent  fixture.     The  commission,  in  conference  with  the 
dean  of  the  summer  session,   have  provided   a  tempting  pro- 
gramme for  the  library  school,  in  which  several  distinguished 
specialists  will  appear.    A  feature  will  be  made  of  juvenile  books 

THE   DEAN   OF  THE   COLLEGE  OP   LIBERAL   ARTS, 

Sir  : — I  am  happy  to  report  a  very  satisfactory  year  in  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts,  characterized  by  marked  devotion  on 
the  part  of  the  instructional  staff  and  faithful  and  successful 
work  by  the  students.  The  general  conduct  and  order  have  been 
good  and  the  cases  of  serious  discipline  few. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  smallness  of  the  Junior  Class, 
which  I  think  is  largely  due  to  the  inauguration  of  longer  courses 
in  th©  professional  colleges,  which  have  induced  many  students 
for  lack  of  money  or  time  or  both  to  abandon  this  college.  Th^ 
increase  in  the  Freshman  Class  is  marked  and  I  trust  is  the  pre- 
cursor of  larger  classes  in  the  immediate  future.  I  note  also  the 
good  increase  in  the  summer  school  and  also  a  large  oii^  ^^ 
Fresmen  students  in  the  classical  course. 


^^ 
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The  changes  made  during  the  year  in  the  organization  of  the 
work  of  the  college,  though  very  conservative,  I  believe  to  be  a 
real  improvement.  The  division  of  the  year  into  semesters  will 
lighten  the  work  of  the  registrar's  office  and  is  in  harmony  with 
most  other  universities  and  of  the  larger  high  schools  from  which 
we  may  hope  to  receive  students  in  increasing  numbers  in  the 
middle  of  the  year.  This  division  will  also  save  the  time  of  stu- 
dents and  tend  to  emphasize  continuity  of  work  by  reducing^ 
changes  of  schedule  to  a  minimum.  The  Philosophical  B  Course, 
now  abandoned,  has  served  a  very  useful  purpose  in  bridging 
tJie  chasm  between  the  small  high  schools  and  the  University  at 
a  time  of  transition  from  English  courses  to  Latin  courses  now 
happily  offered  in  practically  all  high  schools*  It  is  probably 
wise  to  cease  giving  credit  for  Cicero  and  Virgil  as  now  fixed 
by  the  new  course,  but  the  original  function  of  Philosophical  B 
must  be  continued  under  different  conditions. 

The  courses  of  study  as  now  modified  seems  to  me  to  have 
found  the  golden  mean  between  the  old  fixed  courses  and  the  ex- 
treme elective  system.  Full  freedom  of  choice  sounds  well,  but 
experience  shows  that  the  immature  student  is  ill  fitted  to  use  it. 
The  present  plan  demands  a  definite  preparatory  course  and  fixed 
requirements  for  the  freshman  year,  allowing  a  choice  between 
five  courses,  with  a  very  large  elective  freedom  beyond.  Thus 
this  college  casts  its  influence  against  the  invasion  of  the  high 
school  by  the  craze  for  extreme  election,  which  would  work  a 
certain  and  real  detriment  to  secondary  education.  Chir  courses, 
too,  allow  abundant  opportunity  for  specialization,  but  only  after 
a  reasonable  preparation  on  fundamental  subjects — a  condition 
essential  for  concentrated  special  studies  worthy  of  the  Univer- 
sity. It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  these  courses  are  the  final 
mold  of  the  work  of  this  college. 

The  occupation  of  the  Hall  of  Liberal  Arts  this  year  forms 
a  notable  era  in  this  college,  or  rather  that  part  of  it  domiciled 
here.  The  dream  of  ten  years  as  materialized  in  this  fine  struc- 
ture, has  more  than  met  our  expectations  in  comfort,  convenience 
and  serviceableness. 

During  the  three  years  of  the  incumbency  of  Professor  Ans- 
ley,  the  English  department  has  been  thoroughly  reorganized 
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and  its  efficiency  so  increased  as  to  deserve  special  mention.  I 
do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  work  is  better  than  that  of  other 
departments,  but  that  from  the  weakest  and  most  indefinitdT 
organized  it  has  come  to  rank  with  the  most  efficient  and  influ- 
ential, a  thing  of  great  consequence  to  the  University  on  account 
of  the  fundamental  relation  of  this  department  to  all  its  -work. 

The  new  chair  of  Public  Speaking  has  fully  justified  its  crea- 
tion, and  for  the  first  time  in  our  history  the  University  takes 
rank  with  other  universities  in  this  department  of  work. 

Professor  Fairbanks  has  made  a  fine  beginning  in  instructior. 
in  Ancient  Art,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  he  should  suc- 
ceed in  developing  a  taste  for  art  nowhere  more  needed  than  in 
the  Middle  West.  He  should  have  all  needed  appliances  for  his 
work,  particularly  in  a  steady  increase  in  casts  and  pictures,  at 
no  distant  day,  I  trust,  to  be  developed  into  an  art  gallery  worthy 
of  the  University. 

I  am  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  action  of  the  deans  recom- 
mending strong  support  of  electrical  engineering  and  the  scien- 
tific departments  in  general,  but  I  would  add  to  these  the  depart- 
ments represented  in  the  School  of  Historical  and  Political 
Science,  including  Commerce.  Whatever  may  be  thought  of  this 
development  abstractly,  it  is  necessary  to  the  University  unless  it 
is  to  fall  behind  other  universities  in  this  popular  and  important 
line  of  subjects. 

I  trust  that  the  regents  will  make  adequate  provision  for  the 
physical  training  of  women  as  recommended  by  the  faculty  of 
this  college.  Considering  the  amount  appropriated  for  athletics 
for  men,  this  request  cannot  be  regarded  as  extravagant. 

The  Richards  and  George  incidents  enforce  the  necessity  of 
an  advance  in  the  salaries  of  tried  and  able  instructors.  Only 
ignorance  of  the  ability  and  scholarship  of  our  best  men  or  their 
own  attachment  to  their  work  here  saves  the  University  from  the 
hand  of  the  spoiler.  Sporadic  advances  to  retain  instructors  of- 
fered a  place  elsewhere,  though  justified  by  the  exigency,  arc 
sure  in  the  end  to  breed  discontent  among  men  equally  capable 
but  less  fortunate. 

Tlie  precedent  set  in  the  year's  leave  of  absence  granted  to 
Professor  Patrick  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.    The  institu- 
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tion  of  the  Sabbatical  year  in  some  form  would  bring  ample  re- 
turns to  the  University  in  the  enrichment  of  its  instruction  and 
in  some  degree  take  the  place  of  an  increase  in  salaries. 

The  settlement  of  men's  fraternities  in  chapter  houses  has  be- 
come a  marked  feature  in  University  life  within  the  last  few 
years.  I  am  inclined  to  think  the  influence  on  the.  whole  good, 
but  some  phases  of  it  and  some  incidents  connected  with  it  pre- 
vent an  unqualified  endorsement.  Some  such  homes  for  young 
women,  not  necessarily  or  perhaps  preferably  in  organized 
groups,  if  under  proper  supervision  would  be  a  great  advantage 
to  the  women  and  to  the  University. 

BOTANY. 

Our  pharmaceutical  students  have  had  just  double  the  usual 
amount  of  attention,  particularly  in  the  work  of  Pharmacognosy. 
This,  with  lengthened  year  for  that  college,  has  had  the  most 
gratifying  results.  The  general  morale  of  the  present  class  has 
been  improved  and  the  work  of  students  in  all  departments  of 
botanical  study  is  surprisingly  better. 

Mr.  Shimek  has  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of 
Forestry  a  remarkably  complete  and  exhaustive  report  on  tree- 
planting  on  the  prairies  as  illustrated  by  the  case  in  Iowa.  This 
has  cost  the  labor  of  several  years  and  will  be  a  contribution  to 
the  science  of  this  country. 

The  summer  school  at  the  lakes  last  year  proved  an  unqual- 
ified success. 

During  the  year,  field-work  within  the  state  has  been  pros- 
ecuted diligently.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  railway 
we  have  been  able  to  make  several  long  excursions  to  the  great 
advantage  of  the  University.  *  *  *  We  have  laid  out  great 
plans  for  similar  work,  both  within  the  limits  of  the  state  and 
beyond,  all  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  ensuing  year. 

CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 

The  demand  for  our  graduates,  and  even  our  underclassmen, 
continues  to  be  most  gratifying.  Of  the  seniors  so  far  placed, 
the  average  compensation  is  $750  per  year.  The  remaining  two 
have  declined  positions  at  $720  per  year,  and  I  have  other  po-

sitions  at  the  same  salary  and  expenses  I  am  as  yet  unable  ::■ 
fill.  In  this  connection,  I  may  mention  that  so  far  as  time  has 
permitted  I  have  extended  the  employment  bureau  for  our  cng:- 
neering  alumni,  and  have  been  able  to  advance  quite  a  number 
to  better  positions. 

EDUCATION. 

The  attendance  has  been  a  little  larger  than  last  year.     The 
students  taking  the  work  have  been  decidedly  superior  to  those 
taking  the  work  last  year.    It  has  been  possible  to  maintain  two 
advanced  courses  for  which  no  one  registered  last  year.     In  the 
advanced  seminary  we  have  had  seven  students  this  year,  while 
there  were  but  three  last  year.    All  of  the  seven  this  year  were 
better  prepared  than  any  of  the  three  last  year.    This  year  there 
have  been  six  graduate  students,  as  against  two  last  year.     The 
number  of  graduates  in  absentia  is  naturally  smaller  this  year 
than  last.    During  the  year  there  have  been  241  registrations  for 
the  different  classes;  last  year  199. 

INSPECTION     OF    SCHOOLS. 

I  believe  the  work  of  inspection  has  been  carried  on  vigor- 
ously and  effectively  and  that  the  bond  between  the  public  schoob 
and  the  University  has  been  strengthened.  I>octor  Brown  will 
have  visited  by  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  75  schools.  I 
have  visited  5. 

OUTSIDE  lyECTURES  FOR  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year,  about  20  lectures  have  been  given  by  heads 
of  other  departments  upon  the  teaching  of  their  special  subjects. 
An  extension  of  this  is  planned  for  next  year.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  prominent  superintendents  from  this  and  other 
states  be  invited  to  give  special  lectures.  For  the  summer  session 
the  plan  ought  to  be  much  widened. 

One  of  the  imperative  needs  of  the  University,  if  the  De- 
partment of  Education  is  to  grow  and  increase  in  usefulness,  is 
the  establishment  of  a  school  for  practice  teaching.  All  the  im- 
portant schools  of  education  are  establishing  such  adjuncts 
Theory  alone  is  not  sufficient  for  the  training  of  teachers.    Ex- 
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emplification  of  means  and  methods  must  be  provided  for.  Uni- 
versities are  destined  to  be  the  institutions  where  high  school 
teachers  will  be  prepared.  The  establishment  of  such  a  school 
would  necessarily  demand  a  considerable  outlay.  The  exact 
amount  would  depend  upon  the  plan  pursued.  I  should  be  very 
nnuch  pleased  to  submit  plans  if  desired.  The  needs  of  such  ac- 
cessories are  no  less  imperative  than  clinics  in  modem  medical 

instruction  and  laboratories  for  science. 

In  the  near  future  it  will  be  of  importance  to  extend  the 

educational  museum  already  begun  and  equip  it  with  illustrative 

maps,  charts,  school  apparatus,  cabinets,  etc. 

ENGLISH. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  been  heavier  than  last  year, 
because  the  attendance  has  increased,  and  for  the  same  rea- 
son the  work  last  year  was  heavier  than  the  year  before.  For  the 
two  years,  the  increase  amounts  to  200  students,  or  33  1-3  per 
cent.  (This  is  exclusive  of  the  work  in  Public  Speaking.  The 
computation  is  based  upon  the  attendance  for  fall  terms.) 

The  high  school  work  in  English  required  for  admission  to 
the  freshman  class  was  last  year  increased  from  i  2-3  years  to 
?  2-3  years.  This  year  it  was  further  increased  to  4  years. 
(Five  recitations  a  week.) 

FRENCH. 

Besides  this  work,  which  is  given  in  46  hours  a  week,  men- 
tion may  be  made  of  the  establishing  in  this  university  of  a 
branch  of  the  "Alliance  Francaise"  of  Paris. 

GEOLOGY. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  academic  year  now 
drawing  to  a  close,  the  work  in  the  Department  of  Geology  has 
made  gratifying  progress.  The  new  courses  in  Petrology  and 
Economic  Geology  have  been  ably  presented  by  Professor 
George. 

Allow  me  to  repeat  the  complaint  of  the  years  gone  by,  and 
say  that  our  work  has  been  greatly  hampered  by  reason  of  lack 
of  room. 
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The  relations  of  Geology  to  Mining  and  Metallurgy  bec.Tr 
each  year  more  intimate.    The  mining  superintend^it  and  eh 
ing  engineer  must  now,  first  of  all,  be  geologists,   thorough 
grounded  in  all  that  science  can  teach  relative  to  the  origin,  str-. 
ture  and  composition  of  rocks  and  the  genesis  of  ores  and  nn 
erals.    Furthermore,  mining  offers  opportunities  to  bright  yocr: 
men  such  as  no  other  career  opens  up  at  the  present  time.    T: . 
demand  for  brainy,  honest,  thoroughly  equipped   men   to  tak- 
charge  of  mining  enterprises  is  far  greater  than  the  su]^Iy.  ar 
the  rewards  are  fully  equal  to  those  of  any  of  the  professi:c- 
This  University  has  done  wisely  in  providing  for  instruction  r 
mining.     Had  it  failed  to  do  so,  it  would  have  failed  to  mor 
the  demands  of  its  constituency,  the  demands  of  the  time. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  generous  and  valuable  git^^ 
by  Messrs.  De  Sellem  and  Paschal,  of  the  lead,  zinc  and  otbc 
ores  from  the  Joplin  District  of  Missouri ;  and  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  place  a  proper  value  on  the  munificent  contributicr 
of  the  Hon.  Frank  Springer,  which  ccMnes  to  us  in  the  form  of  i 
slab  in  which  are  perfectly  preserved  some  thirty  or  more  speci- 
mens of  that  very  rare  and  most  unique  of  fossils,  the 
Uintacrinus  socialis. 

GERMAN. 

I  would  respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  the  ntmibers  c: 
students  in  the  graduate's  courses.  Not  all  the  members  ci 
these  classes  are  graduates,  but  all  have  done  enough  undergrad- 
uate work  in  German  to  pursue  with  success  graduate  study  i- 
that  subject. 

The  departmental  library  has  aided  very  materially  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  advanced  courses,  and  its  presence  in  the  sen> 
inar  room  adjoining  the  quarters  of  the  department  is  an  addi- 
tional advantage.  I  have  to  report  that  the  deportment  of  stc- 
dents  in  the  Hbrary  room  has  been  in  everj^  respect  dho\t 
criticism. 

GREEK. 

Number  oi^  Students. — The  number  of  students  b^nnin? 
Greek  has  risen  from  12  last  year  to  30  this  year.  The  abnor- 
mally low  number  last  year  was  apparently  due  to  the  statement 
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that  the  University  would  not  give  credit  for  this  work.  This 
year  the  old  practice  of  giving  credit  in  Greek  I  has  been  resumed^ 
and   a  gratifying  increase  in  number  has  resulted. 

This  year  the  number  of  students  in  the  elective  courses  is 
considerably  more  than  last  year,  and  several  extra  courses  have 
been  called  for. 

Societies. — The  Greek  Club  has  held  weekly  meetings.  An 
loi^a  branch  of  the  American  Archaeological  Institute  has  been 
formed,  including  six  members  of  the  faculty  of  this  University, 
and  next  year  we  expect  two  or  three  public  lectures  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  institute.  Mr.  Fairbanks  has  been  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  the  governing  council  of  the  institute  to  represent  this 
branch. 

HISTORY. 

The  elective  courses  in  History  attract  an  increasingly  bet- 
ter grade  of  students.    The  number  of  graduate  students  grows. 

The  seminar  in  United  States  History  has  done  unusually  fine 
work  during  the  year.  In  research  work,  we  are  hindered  by  the 
lack  of  source  material.  One  of  the  crying  needs  of  the  Univer- 
sity at  present  is  the  upbuilding  of  a  better  graduate  library.  It 
is  along  the  line  of  research  work  that  the  Department  of  History 
must  do  the  great  work  of  the  future  in  this  institution. 

On  the  whole,  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  best 
of  the  eight  years  during  which  I  have  been  identified  with  this 
University. 

LATIN. 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  a  prosperous  year  in  the 
Department  of  Latin.  The  Registrar's  report  will  show  a  gratify- 
ing increase  in  numbers  over  last  year  and  a  rather  notable  one 
in  the  regular  freshman  class. 

As  the  courses  in  the  Historical  and  Political  Sciences  are 
multiplied  and  made  more  attractive  there  is  an  increased  ten- 
dency and  quite  naturally  so,  on  the  part  of  men  to  enter  upon 
these  in  preference  to  advanced  Latin  and  the  other  literary 
courses  as  more  directly  practical  for  those  looking  forward  to 
law  and  public  life.  Women  are  therefore  more  and  more  largely 
in  the  majority  in  the  advanced  and  elective  literary  courses — a 
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fact  which  in  no  wise  lowers  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the-: 
courses — but  we  cannot  help  regretting  that  any  influence  induce^ 
young  men  to  omit  from  their  schedule  the  courses  most  f ruiifi 
of  the  broadest  culture,  which  none  need  more  than  men  whcf. 
future  life  is  likely  to  be  largely  occupied  by  other  interests. 

MATHEMATICS. 

The  total  number  of  students  enrolled  in  this  department  dnr- 
ing  the  current  year  has  been  326,  an  increase  of  57  over  the  e- 
rollment  of  last  year. 

I  merely  wish  to  repeat  my  request  for  an  additional  instrx- 
tor.  The  instructors  are  now  worked  up  to  the  legitimate  liitir 
of  from  15  to  18  hours  per  week.  No  section  in  freshman  math- 
ematics should  exceed  24  in  number,  and  when  exceeding  30.  25 
has  frequently  been  the  case,  both  student  and  instructor  are  at  a 
serious  disadvantage. 

MILITARY   SCIENCE   AND  TACTICS. 

Special  attention  is  being  given  to  target  practice  this  tenr. 
An  excellent  300-yard  range  has  been  secured.    ^ 

This  department  was  inspected  December  6th,  1901,  by  Cap- 
tain James  B.  Erwin,  Fourth  United  States  Cavalry,  Acting  In- 
spector General,  Department  of  the  Missouri ;  by  Governor  A^  B. 
Cummins,  April  18,  1902,  and  May  6,  1902,  by  First  Lieutenant 
John  McCIintock,  Fifth  United  States  Cavalry,  Acting  Inspector 
General,  Department  of  the  Missouri.  The  reports  of  the  war 
department  officers  are  on  file,  or  will  be  in  due  time.  I  am  sure 
they  willl  show  the  military  department  of  the  Iowa  State  Uni- 
versity to  be,  as  if  is,  in  a  quite  satisfactory  condition. 

MORPHOLOGY. 

The  present  year  has  been  the  most  successful  one  in  the  hb- 
tory  of  the  department — successful  in  point  of  solid  interna! 
growth,  in  investigations  carried  forward,  in  the  breadth  and 
scope  of  the  instruction  given  to  students,  and,  not  least  of  im- 
portance, in  the  healthy  scientific  enthusiasm  exhibited  by  all 
coming  within  our  influence. 
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INVESTIGATION. 

The  results  of  three  investigations  have  been  brought  to  pub- 
lication during  the  year : — 

( 1 )  The  Neurones  and  Supporting  Elements  of  the  Brain 
of  a  Selachian,  by  Gilbert  L.  Houser. 

(2)  General  Methods  for  the  Study  of  the  Nervous  Sys- 
lein,  by  Gilbert  L.  Houser. 

(3)  Intracellular  Canaliculi  of  the  Liver,  by  Gilbert  L. 
Houser. 

Investigations  have  been  carried  forward  by  other  members 
of  the  department  as  follows : — 

(i)  The  Digestive  Tract  of  Ictalurus  Punctatus;  a  Study  in 
Comparative  Metabolism,  by  Frank  A.  Stromsten. 

(2)  The  Development  of  the  Box  Elder  Bug,  by  John  J. 
Lambert. 

(3)  The  Nerve  Cells  of  the  Spinal  Cord  of  Necturus,  by 
John  J.  Lambert. 

Besides  these  studies,  the  several  graduate  students  of  the 
department  have  been  directed  in  work  which  will,  in  certain  in- 
stances, properly  lead  to  research  in  the  future. 

SEMINAR. 

The  eight  resident  graduate  students  of  the  department  are 
each  working  along  lines  of  biology  which  are  somewhat  distinct. 
The  morphological  seminar  has  been  conducted  during  the  pres- 
ent year  for  the  first  time. 

INSTRUCTION. 

During  this  year,  the  courses  of  instruction  in  animal  mor- 
phology and  physiology  were  new  ones.  They  mark  a  notable 
advance  in  scope  of  treatment,  in  natural  sequence  of  the  sub- 
jects presented,  and,  above  all,  in  the  recognition  of  fields  more 
recently  added  to  biological  science. 

The  mode  of  presentation  has  also  been  changed  this  year, 
involving  a  separation  of  lectures  from  laboratory  periods,  to- 
gether with  a  scheme  for  laboratory  work  which  is  everywhere 
coming  into  favor  in  larger  institutions.  The  new  plan  has  met 
the  hearty  approval  of  students. 
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INTERNAI,    GROWTH. 

Years  of  internal  preparation  are  required  to  fit  a  departmei: 
of  animal  morphology  for  the  carrying  out  of  such  work  as  w^ 
are  doing  today.  Our  equipment  of  microscopical  slides,  anar  - 
tomical  preparations,  classroom  charts,and  such  things  has  gromn 
notably.  This  fact  means  that  we  shall  be  enabled  to  start  a: .. 
higher  level  in  work  of  next  year  than  ever  before. 

PHILOSOPHY. 

The  enumeration  shows  that  fifteen  courses  have  been  giver 
during  the  collegiate  year,  in  addition  to  the  work  with  the  grad- 
uate students  in  absentia  and  three  courses  in  the  summer  scssicc- 

The  students  have  shown  great  interest  in  their  studies.  Ou: 
new  apartments  have  proved  to  be  exceedingly  convenient  and 
v/holly  satisfactory.  Our  new  laboratory  rooms  we  have  found 
to  be  without  exception  perfectly  adapted  to  the  purposes  i'- 
which  they  were  planned. 

Our  graduate  work  is  developing  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
Six  graduate  courses  have  been  given,  of  which  three  were  gi\"ec 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  For  the  first  time  in  this  department, 
I  gave  a  course  in  ^Esthetics. 

I  should  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  by  the  recent 
changes  in  the  courses  of  study,  psychology  as  well  as  logic, 
ethics  and  all  the  branches  in  this  department  have  been  made 
absolutely  elective. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Volume  III  of  our  studies  in  Psy- 
chology is  now  in  the  press  and  will  be  ready  shortly.  It  will 
contain  more  than  150  pages  and  will  represent  the  results  of 
some  of  the  independent  researches  carried  on  in  our  laboraton- 
during  the  past  two  years. 

PHYSICS 

One  of  the  most  auspicious  events  in  the  later  history  of  the 
Department  of  Physics  was  the  action  of  the  regents  by  which  it 
came  into  possession  of  the  whole  building  on  the  removal  of  the 
general  library.  Much  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  depart- 
ment  a  year  ago  has  gone  towards  improvements  necessary  tc 
enable  us  to  take  some  advantage  of  this  increase  of  space. 
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It  is  now  more  than  ten  years  since  we  ventured  to  publish  a 
Cf.-urse  in  electrical  engineering,  and  the  hope  was  then  strong 
that  the  building  up  of  a  respectable  equipment  would  proceed,  if 
not  rapidly,  at  le^st  with  constant  gain  and  advancement.  But  the 
funds  have  been  so  inadequate  that  these  hopes  have  not  at  all 
been  realized.    Much  hard  work  has  been  done  with  the  means 
at  our  disposal,  and  the  men  who  have  pursued  the  courses  of- 
fered have  either  become  electricians  or  electrical  engineers  and 
have  done  their  share  in  honoring  their  alma  mater. 

POLITICAL  SCIE.^CE. 

During  the  current  year,  the  Department  of  Political  Science 
has  given,  in  addition  to  the  courses  announced  in  the  calendar 
for  1901-1902,  the  following  courses: 

"Colonial  Government  and  Administration/'  three  hours. 

"Political  Science  Conference  in  Current  Events,"  two  hours. 

The  object  in  giving  these  courses  has  been  to  keep  the  stu- 
dents of  the  department  in  touch  with  current  politics  and  prob- 
lems. 

PUBLIC   SPEAKING. 

With  an  office  for  the  chair  of  Public  Speaking  and  suitable 
recitation  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  classes,  the  whole  work  of 
this  department  has  advanced  in  tone,  standing  and  character 
among  the  students.  No  longer  is  the  excuse  available  that  there 
is  no  place  suitable  where  the  students  can  do  the  work  demanded 
by  the  instructor. 

TEACHING     FORCE. 

The  addition  of  an  assistant  and  scholar  has  been  of  great 
value  in  many  ways. 

STUDENTS. 

The  number  of  graduate  students  taking  the  courses  has 
greatly  increased.  To  the  number  actually  enrolled  there  must 
be  added  at  least  25  per  cent  to  cover  the  persons  who 
receive  training  but  are  not  regularly  enrolled,  such  as  the  de- 
baters and  orators  who  represent  the  University  in  contests  be- 
tween the  University  and  sister  institutions. 
5 
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DEBATE    AND    ORATORY, 

There  has  been  a  decided  advance  in  the  character  of  the  v 
done.    There  has  been  a  decided  advance  also  in  the  ideals  in : 
work  of  the  Hterary  societies.    IlHnois  has  been  added  to  the 
as  one  of  the  institutions  with  which  we  shall  hereafter  huvc 
debate. 

There  is  need  of  scientific  study  of  Public  Speaking,  and  t:. 
is  a  fine  opportunity  for  it  in  connection  with  the  Universit} 
Iowa. 

SCANDINAVIAN. 

Five  courses  have  been  given,  the  total  number  of  hours  :< 
week  being  eleven.  In  the  fall  and  spring  terms  there  were^e 
enteen;  in  the  winter  term  nineteen  registered  for  and  were: 
attendance  upon  these  courses. 

The  lack  of  some  important  but  unfortunately  expen^  i 
works,  as  well  as  the  lack  of  complete  files  of  the  most  impc»n." 
philological  periodicals  in  Scandinavian  has  been  felt. 

It  would  be  well  if  a  special  appropriation  could  be  made :/ 
the  purchase  of  periodicals.  Much  valuable  material  has,  h  " 
ever,  been  added  to  the  Scandinavian  library  this  year,  and  a  >: 
ginning  has,  at  any  rate,  been  made  toward  establishing  in  I  ' 
University  the  best,  if  not  the  largest,  Scandinavian  libran  ' 
the  country. 

SOCIOLOGY. 

The  current  year  has  been  one  of  distinct  advance  for  '^' 
subject  of  Sociology  in  this  University.     The  differentiation 
courses  in  Sociology  and  their  natural  affiliation  with  other  :^ 
partments,  particularly  with  Economics,  have  been  worked  -^ 
during  the  current  year. 

The  advanced  courses  have  been  more  numerous  and  bet:^^ 
attended  than  in  any  prev^ious  year.  The  absence,  or.  more  o:'* 
rectly,  the  comparatively  small  number,  of  women  in  theStv:  • 
ogy  course,  is  noteworthy.  It  is  to  be  explained,  I  believe.  '" 
the  one  hand  by  the  failure  to  appreciate  adequately  the  scope  i*^ 
practical  aims  of  modern  scientific  Sociology-  and  on  the  c"^ 
hand  by  the  habit  of  years  to  take  certain  lines  of  study  \vi''^ 
are  deemed  more  suitable  for  women. 
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I  think  we  should  at  the  earliest  date  possible  add  courses 
in  household  economy  to  our  regular  courses  of  instruction. 

ZOOLOGY. 

The  general  plan  of  work  in  the  department  is  similar  to  that 
pursued  in  1 900-1 901,  three  principal  courses  forming  the  foun- 
dation upon  which  special  and  graduate  students  may  base  ad- 
vanced studies.  These  courses  are: — (i)  Systematic  Zoology, 
intended  to  form  an  introduction  to  the  science,  five  hours  a 
week;  (2)  Entomology,  an  introductory  study  of  insects,  em- 
bracing both  classificatory  and  economic  problems;  (3)  Specula- 
tive Zoology,  dealing  with  the  development  of  the  recent  theories 
of  evolution,  descent,  and  so  on.  All  of  these  courses  have  been 
well  attended,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  furnished 
the  registrar. 

The  equipment  of  the  Zoological  Laboratory  has  been  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  microscopes  and  individual  lockers  for 
the  students.  While  extremely  crowded  for  room,  this  has  re- 
sulted in  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  work.  A  dark  room  has 
been  fitted  up  for  photographic  work. 

MUSEUM. 

The  care  of  collections  of  material  of  the  sort  contained  in  the 
Museum  involves  a  great  deal  of  routine  work  which  makes  no 
apparent  show.  The  identification  and  classification  of  new  ma- 
terial takes  a  large  percentage  of  the  time  which  can  be  spared 
from  the  chair  of  Zoology,  which  is  under  the  same  direction. 

The  material  moved  from  Science  Hall  to  the  Hall  of  Liber- 
al Arts  comprises  ( i )  nearly  all  of  the  alcoholic  specimens  not  on 
exhibition;  (2)  the  first,  or  reference,  series  of  bird-skins,  and 
(3)  all  of  the  unmounted  mammals. 

In  the  line  of  new  equipment,  the  Museum  has  two  drawer 
cases  for  reception  of  alcoholic  material  in  the  storage  room, 
these  cases  containing  forty  and  twenty  drawers,  respectively. 
This  allows  us  to  arrange  the  specimens  intelligently  and  con- 
veniently. One  case  of  drawers  for  birds  has  been  moved  from 
the  attic  of  the  Science  building  to  the  Liberal  Arts  building,  and 
t!ie  same  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  large  storecase  for 
mammals. 
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Accessions  to  the  Museum  collection  number  130.  Am*n_ 
the  most  important  of  these  may  be  mentioned : — Skeleton  ai.  1 
skin  of  Capybara;  mounted  specimen  and  skeleton  of  Pangolin  . 
skeleton  of  Agouti ;  skeleton  of  Cormorant ;  a  lot  of  marine  fonr  ^ 
from  Wood's  Hole,  collected  by  Mr.  Bell,  and  a  good  series  •_ 
nests  and  eggs  of  water  birds,  collected  by  Mr.  Anderson. 

COLLEGE    OF   MEDICINE. 

The  untimely  death  of  Dean  Middleton  has  afflicted  the  G 1- 
lege  with  an  irreparable  loss.  As  one  of  the  founders  of  thr 
school,  connected  with  it  in  various  capacities  from  the  begir- 
ning,  he  has  been  able  to  do  for  it  what  no  other  can.  His  f^- 
sonality  and  loyalty,  endearing  him  to  all,  must  now  be  our  in- 
spiration for  the  future. 

ANATOMY. 

During  the  ye^r  now  closing,  the  department  of  anatomy  ha- 
been  conducted  with  more  thoroughness  than  in  any  prewu? 
year. 

The  work  in  dissection  has  been  very  satisfactory.  We  were 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  ample  material  for  this  depart- 
ment. The  legal  enactments  relative  to  the  disposition  of  un- 
claimed bodies  which  may  be  used  for  dissection,  provide  us  with 
about  one-fifth  the  required  number;  the  remainder  (four-fifths 
are  obtained  from  points  outside  the  state. 

CHEMISTRY. 

In  spite  of  the  loss  of  both  instructors  in  this  department,  the 
work  has  been  carried  on  with  results  not  less  satisfactory  than 
in  previous  years.  With  the  increase  in  length  of  session,  tVx 
course  of  study  has  been  somewhat  extended,  but  much  of  the 
time  thus  gained  has  been  devoted  to  more  thorough  and  carefi:! 
work. 

HISTOLOGY  AND   EMBRYOLOGY. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  somewhat  hindered  bv 
the  lack  of  laboratory  room,  but  the  plan  of  work  as  announce^! 
in  the  catalogue  has  been  closely  followed. 

The  laboratory  has  been  open,  so  that  students  have  been  aWe 
to  get  in  almost  any  hour  in  the  day  or  evening. 
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MATERIA   MEDICA   AND   THERAPEUTICS. 

Work  has  been  done  in  the  three    colleges,    Medicine,  Den- 
tistry, and  Pharmacy. 

COLLEGE  OP  MEDICINE. 

Supplementary  to  the  work  of  the  classes,  the  Sophomores 
have  been  required  to  correct,  translate  and  transfer  one  hundred 
prescriptions,  as  a  drill  exercise  in  prescription  writing,  while  the 
Juniors  have  each  been  required  to  prepare  a  thesis  of  not  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  words  upon  therapeutics  of  well-known' 
diseases,  in  submitted  cases.  The  beginnings  also,  of  Experi- 
mental Pharmacology  have  been  presented  to  this  class,  in  small 
sections.  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  department  to  enlarge  much 
upon  this  branch  of  the  work  in  the  future. 

COLLEGE  OP  DENTISTRY. 

In  this  college  this  department  has  met  the  members  of  the 
Freshman  class  and  Junior  class.  To  the  former  willhave  been 
given  seventy-two  didactic  lectures  upon  Materia  Medica — com- 
pleting the  subject — and  thirty-six  hours  recitations. 

COLLEGE   OP  PHARMACY. 

The  Senior  Pharmacy  students  were  given  the  entire  subject 
of  organic  drugs  from  the  standpoint  of  the  dispensing  pharma- 
cist and  something  of  Toxicology.  A  total  of  about  forty  hours 
were  given.  The  Junior  Pharmacy  class  were  presented  with 
the  beginnings  of  the  subject  of  Materia  Medica  and  carried  to 
the  subject  of  volatile  oils — or  over  about  one-half  the  work  laid 
out  by  the  department  for  the  Pharmacy  classes. 

PRACTICE. 

The  professor  reports,  in  addition  to  his  regular  instruction, 
about  200  hours  given  to  the  care  of  patients  in  the  hospital. 

THE   DEAN   OF    THE  COLLEGE   OP    HOMEOPATHIC  MEDICINE. 

The  work  in  this  college  during  the  past  year,  1901-02,  has 
been  more  harmonious  than  any  time  since  I  have  been  dean. 

While  it  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  everything  has 
moved  harmoniously  within  the  college,  I  am  sorry  to  say  thai 
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the  number  in  attendance  has  been  smaller  than  for  several  yea'- 
The  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  school,  in  diflfereiit  i>arts  t  • 
the  state,  have  made  certain  criticisms  and  have  passe<i  certair 
resolutions  which  have  been  most  carefully  considered,  ^As  a  re- 
sult of  which  it  w^ould  seem  best  that  changes  be  made  in  the  chsir 
of  Obstetrics  and  of  Theory  and  Practice.

THEORY   AND   PRACTICE. 
{College  of  Homeopathic  'Medicine  ) 

All  lectures  have  been  given  in  accordance  with  lecture  pro- 
gramme of  our  college,  being  in  all  one  hundred  and  eighty  di- 
dactic lectures,  one  hundred  and  eighty  recitations,  and  seventy- 
two  hours  of  clinics. 

DEAN   OF   THE   COLLEGE   OF   DENTISTRY, 

The  attendance  this  year  was  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  a< 
is  shown  by  the  table  herewith.  Owing  to  the  fact  of  the  college 
changing  to  a  four  years'  course  in  1903-04,  we  estimate  a  large 
incoming  Freshman  class  for  1902-03,  from  eighty  to  one  hun- 
dred students.  The  fact  of  our  raising  the  tuition  for  next  ses- 
sion from  $75  to  $100  is  causing  some  talk,  but  we  do  not  think, 
at  this  time,  that  the  loss  in  attendance  of  the  upper  classes  will 
be  more  than  the  average  loss  of  each  year.

The  increased  clinical  attendance  is  proof  of  the  good  work 
<lone  at  the  college ;  a  steady  increase  of  patients  coming  from  a 
distance  is  noticed  this  year. 

The  Dental  faculty  have,  this  year,  advised  the  members  of 
all  classes,  at  different  periods,  of  their  respective  standing  in 
the  diflferent  subjects  taught.  We  have  found  this  plan  to  meet 
with  good  results  and  improvement  in  the  work.

DEAN    01?    THE    COLLEGE    OF    PHARMACY. 

The  enrollment  for  the  session  of  1901-02  was :  Seniors,  22  \ 
Juniors,  36. 

Being  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  when  there  were 
enrolled  18  Seniors,  39  Juniors  and  one  special  student.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  entrance  requirement  was  raised,  I  would  in- 
terpret this  as  a  healthy  growth.. 

The  entire  Freshman  and  Sophomore  medical  classes  received 
respectively  short  lecture  and  laboratory  courses  in  pharmacy,  as 
per  previous  request  of  the  medical  faculty.  The  lecture  course 
to  Juniors  was  increased  from  ten  to  one  each  week  throughout 
the  year. 
*  So  long  as  the  present  standard  of  requirements  for  the  regis- 
tration of  non-graduated  pharmacists  remains  in  force,  we  can 
hope  to  get  from  the  drug  stores  only  those  who  have  an  ambi- 
tion to  be  more  than  mere  registered  pharmacists. 

According  to  promise  made  by  all  members  of  our  faculty 
when' the  question  of  the  lengthening  of  the  school  year  to  nine 
months  was  under  consideration,  the  work  in  each  branch  has 
been  considerably  extended. 

The  highest  compliment  yet  paid  the  College  of  Pharmacy  is 
its  admission  to  charter  membership  in  the  conference  of  colleges. 
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It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  lengthened  course  it  may  '- 
jKDSsible  to  arrange  for  our  classes  short  courses  in  physiokinir 
and  physiological  chemistry,  as  suggested  last  year. 

The  plan  of  a  combined  collegiate  and  pharmacy  course  i 
feasible. 

PHARMACY. 

An  analysis  of  the  course  as  given  in  many  of  the  reputa'^.!!? 
colleges  of  pharmacy  reveals  very  clearly  the  fact  that  their  phar- 
maceutical laboratory  work  is  planned,  not  with  a  view  to  givfri: 
the  student  the  kind  and  variety  of  work  he  most  needs  to  fit  he- 
for  the  duties  of  the  practical  pharmacist,  but  rather  to  emp:~. 
him  in  work  that  costs  the  laboratory  least  for  material.  Io\.  3 
has  never  been  guilty  of  following  so  ignoble  an  example. 


We  presented  to  the  legislature  in  our  requests  for  appr  - 
priations,  the  importance  of  sustaining  and  developing  the  Scho:. 
of  Political  and  Social  Science  and  of  Cbmmerce.       It  is  ^v::^ 
poignant  disappointment  that  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
budget  I  am  not  able  to  recommend  the  addition  of  a  full  profe? 
sor  as  well  as  of  several  instructors.    The  regents  some  years  ai: 
put  their  hands  to  this  plow,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  adja- 
cent state,  we  have  the  start  of  other  universities  in  this  time!; 
work  peculiarly  fitted  to  a  State  University.    It  is  a  risk  for  thi- 
school  to  crutch  on,  as  it  apparently  must  if  denied  even  a  propr 
number  of  instructors.    The  professors  in  the  school  insist  tr^:  ^ 
there  must  be  three  additional  instructors. 

The  courses  in  Electrical  and  Mining  Engineering  that  we 
must  carry  in  connection  .with  the  departments  of  pure  scieracx?. 
should  have  heads  of  their  own.  I  would  be  glad  to  have  repre- 
sentatives of  these  subjects  heard  by  the  board  if  it  would  ^< 
possible  for  the  board  to  find  the  money. 

The  attractive  and  most  promising  life  of  the  University  a-^ 
represented  by  the  students,  does  not  receive  in  formal  repon?  t : 
this  kind  the  attention  it  should.  Our  students  are  our  joy  ar^* 
crown,  and  for  them  all  that  is  presented  in  these  reports  :-' 
planned.    It  gives  me  pleasure  to  recall  that  which  you  and  low 5

have  rejoiced  in,  that  the  students  in  their  voluntary  activities 
have  gfained  first  place  during  this  year  in  intercollegiate  debates 
and  oratorical  contests.  They  have  held  their  own  not  simply  as 
leaders  in  friendly  rivalry  with  the  students  of  the  colleges  in  the 
state,  but  also  with  the  students  in  the  greatest  institutions  in  the 
mid-west.

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EXCERPTS   FROM  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1902-1903. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  XJxiiversity  jear 
beginning  July  1st,  1902.  I  also  submit  herewith  the  full  reports  of  if*^ 
heads  of  departments  of  instruction  and  of  administration,  and  commeil 
them  to  your  careful  perusal.  They  relate  steady  and  satisfactory  progrer? 
practically  without  exception,  only  that  various  departments,  particular:/ 
scientific,  complain  jv  stly  of  the  lack  of  room.  There  is  also  distress  on 
account  of  the  failure  of  the  legislature  to  grant  an  appropriation  for  the 
library. 

Appended  hereto  also  are  lists  of  lectures  given  at  the  University,  arc 
of  publicatitons  by  the  instructional  staff,  giving  some  faint  notion  of  the 
activity  of  the  University  in  these  directions. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Despite  the  increase  in  the  standards  of  admission,  the  increase  is 
the  length  of  the  courses  in  the  professional  colleges  to  the  highest  time 
standards,  the  increase  in  tuition  in  the  College  of  Dentistry,  and  the  cut- 
ting off  of  in  absentia  students  in  the  Graduate  College,  put  into  operation 
this  year,  the  attendance  of  the  institution  has  been  maintained.  In  the 
last  biennial  report  to  the  legislature,  the  total  attendance — the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  institution — excluding  a  class  of  43  in  physical  train- 
ing, chiefly  outsiders  and  not  continued — was  2,937;  for  the  bienniun 
closing  this  year,  2,954.     (1901-02,  1,512;  1902-03,  1,442.) 

NOTEWORTHY  FEATURES. 

The  noteworthy  features  of  the  year  are  tho  improved  quality  of  prep- 
aration of  students  and  consequently  better  scholarship;  the  continued 
and  increasing  harmony  of  the  faculties  and  the  inter-relations  of  the 
faculties  of  the  different  colleges  in  the  common  University  purposes:  the 
enthusiasm  &nd  loyalty  of  the  students,  tried  by  some  times  of  excitement 
and  proved  by  their  voluntary  pecuniary  contributions  to  all  Universitr 
enterprises  as  well  as  their  student  organizations.  The  rallying  of  the 
alumni  under  plans  adopted  at  their  annual  meeting  of  last  commence- 
ment is  progressing  in  the  hands  of  their  able  committee,  who  are  g»th- 
ering  material  for  the  alumni  catalogue. 

The  salaries  and  wages  paid  to  the  business  department  and  the  U- 
boring  force  are  below  those  of  any  similar  known  institution  in  the  sute. 
and  wages  ought  to  be  increased ;  yet  we  have  excellent  care  for  oui  build- 
Uigs  and  close  supervision  of  those  in  process  of  erection.  The  saTing  of 
approximately  $3,000  in  the  fuel  fund  this  year  as  compared  with  last,  des- 
pite the  rise  in  prices,  is  significant. 
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Tlie  new  secretary  of  the  board  of  regents  has  been  successful  in  se- 
curing savings  by  such  steps  as  that  of  having  the  College  of  Pharmacy 
supply  directly  many  of  the  medicines  for  the  hospitals.  Educationally  as 
'well  as  economically,  the  step  is  an  excellent  one. 

Tlie  more  frequent  meeting  of  the  board  of  regents,  and  the  ftiithful 
attendance  by  the  executive  committee  upon  their  monthly  meetings,  has 
further  aided  in  bringing  the  business  department  of  the  University  to 
a  po  nt  of  high  efficiency.  It  is  hard  to  conceive  how  a  better  or  closer 
business  administration  could  be  secured. 

GRADUATE   COLLEGE. 

The  Graduate  College  continues  to  develop  without  in  absentia  students 
as  the  cap  sheaf  for  all  the  colleges  of  the  University  and  the  colleges  of 
the  state.  The  request  of  the  presidents  of  the  standard  colleges  at  their 
conference  at  the  University  in  November,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Uni- 
versity scholarship  in  their  respective  colleges,  has  been  heartily  endorsed 
\\iy  our  graduate  council,  and  I  trust  will  receive  your  favorable  consider- 
ation. Iowa  must  make  it  possible  to  secure  the  highest  education  within 
its  borders.  This  step,  and  the  general  recommendations  of  the  confer- 
ence of  college  presidents  show  that  we  are  approaching  a  co-ordinating 
of  the  educational  forces  of  the  state,  whether  private  or  public.  The 
other  recommendations  of  the  presidents  that  have  been  accepted  by  the 
University  senate  and  in  part  by  the  committee  of  the  college  section  of 
the  State  Teachers'  Association  on  secondary  education,  are  of  interest 
and  show  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  escape  the  planless  production  that 
makes  waste  in  education  as  well  as  in  manufacture. 

I.  That  a  note  should  be  inserted  in  the  blanks  issued  from  the  Uni- 
versity to  be  filled  by  superintendents  and  principals  with  information  as 
to  the  courses  of  study  that  those  in  the  graduating  class  of  their  school 
intend  to  pursue,  the  note  to  be  similar  to  that  upon  the  blanks  for  accred- 
iting high  schools  and  to  the  effect  that  these  blanks  ^ere  for  the  use  of 
the  colleges  named,  as  well  as  of  the  University.  The  only  expense  for 
the  colleges  would  be  for  the  individual  college  that  desired  a  copy  of  the 
returns;  such  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  college. 

II.  That  special  students  in  colleges  of  liberal  arts  be  requireu  to  take 
the  entrance  examinations  in  English  as  well  as  regular  students. 

III.  That  the  following  points  in  a  report  of  a  commission  to  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  were  viewed  with 
jfavor:  (a)  Uniform  report  blanks  and  a  list  of  accredited  schools  for  the 
North  Central  territory;  (b)  Units  of  work  in  subjects  to  be  defined;  (c) 
Plan  to  give  college  credit  for  work  done  by  secondary  schools  in  advance 
of  entrance  requirements. 

IV.  That  a  plan  be  devised  and  adopted  to  raise  the  qualifications  of 
secondary  school  teachers;  (a)  that  they  should  be  college  graduates  or 
equivalent;  (b)  that  they  should  have  special  training  in  the  subjects  they 
teach;  (c)  the  elements  of  professional  training  are  also  recommended. 

V.  Special  pedagogical  preparation. 

VI.  That  reports  from  all  colleges  should  be  made  to  some  authority, 
of  the  students  coming  from  high  schools  and  failing  in  English,  the  Uni- 
versity E^xaminer  to  be  the  authority. 
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VII.  That  there  should  be  reports  from  all  colleges  to  some  autliortty 
of  students  failing  in  first  year  college  work,  and  their  high  schools,  such 
authority  to  be  the  University  High  School  Inspector. 

Another  encouraging  sign  of  unification  is  the  appointment  of  &  com- 
mittee by  the  Southeastern  Iowa  Teachers'  Association,  to  the  chairzEtas- 
ship  of  which  the  University  was  elected,  for  securing  a  conference  d 
secondary  school  men  with  the  college  men. 

The  appointment  of  a  commission  of  five,  the  University  holding  the 
chairmanship,  at  a  conference  of  educators  from  the  Northwest  in  Chlca^ro 
with  Mr.  Parkin,  representative  of  the  Cecil  Rhodes  Trustees,  is  indicmtive 
of  the  effect  of  developing  unity  within  the  state  with  reference  to  educa- 
tional relations  even  abroad. 

UNIVERSITY   EXTENSION. 

The  demands  of  University  Extension,  forced  upon  the  University  by 
the  constant  call  for  lectures,  have  resulted  in  the  more  distinct  recoeni- 
tlon  of  this  work  by  the  regents.  Under  the  directorship  of  Professor  Mac- 
bride  the  work  flourishes  and  gives  promise  during  the  next  year,  favored 
by  the  small  appropriaticn  of  the  board,  of  still  further  showing  to  the 
state  that  this  is  really  a  people's  University,  doing  much  work  outside  its 
own  walls. 

SUMMER  SESSION. 

The  summer  session  has  come  to  its  own.  It  showed  an  increase  of  29 
per  cent  in  attendance,  and  it  is  sought  by  many  of  the  best  superintend- 
ents, principals  and  teachers  in  the  state. 

SCHOOL   OF   EDUCATION. 

The  special  function  of  the  University,  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  high 
schools  and  to  train  the  educational  leaders  who  perhaps  have  all  passed 
through  a  normal  school  or  a  college,  is  emphasized  not  only  by  the  sum- 
mer session,  but  by  the  development  of  courses  in  the  department  of  ed- 
ucation, and  indeed,  in  the  various  departments  of  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  adapted  to  the  training  of  specialists.  A  germinal  school  of  educa- 
tion exists.  The  tradition  of  the  University,  opening  with  a  normal  de- 
partment, favors  the  school  upon  a  University  basis  as  contradistinguished 
from  that  of  the  normal  school,  which  Is  primarily  devoted  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  elemeta  y  and  grade  teachers.  The  University  and  the  normal  be- 
come complementary. 

SCHOOL  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCES. 

In  a  similar  manner,  the  departments  of  science  in  the  institution, 
which  have  for  some  years  particularly  fostered  a  movement  toward 
higher  professional  engineering,  give  promise,  under  the  name  of  the 
School  of  Applied'  Sciences,  of  doing  work  complementary  to  that  in  me- 
chanic arts  in  the  State  College.  It  will  necessarily  be  a  school  on  uni- 
.verslty,  as  contradistinguished  from  the  college  basis.  The  departments 
of  pure  science  will  contribute  more  to  the  economic  and  practical  educa- 
tion of  our  .students,  and  In  turn,  these  departments  will  gain  an  impetus 
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4n  pure  science.  Scarcely  any  institution  eitcept  one  supported  by  the 
state  can  expect  to  bear  the  expense  of  equipping  great  scientific  labora- 
tories and  in  giving  the  indiyidual  instruction  so  largely  required  by  mod- 
ern scientific  methods. 

We  may  continue,  quoting  from  a  recent  publication:  "The  calling  of 
Professor  Frank  A.  Wilder  to  the  chair  of  pet  ology,  economic  geology  and 
mining,  is  a  most  fortunate  happening  in  view  of  the  new  school  of  Ap- 
plied Sciences.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Freyburg  in  mining,  is  now  director  of 
the  geological  survey  of  North  Dakota,  and  has  been  an  assistant  to  the 
Iowa  Geological  Survey,  doing  special  work  in  coal,  clay  and  stones,  and 
is  therefore  particularly  fitted  to  be  of  great  usefulness  to  the  courses  in 
mining  engineering. 

"In  selecting  assistants  for  the  various  chairs  of  the  University,  the 
needs  of  the  School  of  Applied  Science  will  be  considered  in  so  far  that 
men  having  devoted  special  attention  to  research  along  the  applied  lines 
of  their  department  of  study  will  be  given  the  preference." 

SCHOOL   OF    POLITICAL  AND    SOCIAL    SCIENCE. 

The  director  of  the  School  of  Political  and  Social  Science  sets  forth  a 
similar  development  in  another  line  in  the  following  excerpts  from  his 
report: 

"The  Iowa  School  of  Political  and  Social  Science  in  closing  the  third 
year  of  its  existence  shows  a  decided  gain  over  the  first  year  in  the  num- 
ber of  courses  of  instruction  offered  and  in  the  number  of  students  taking 
the  courses  offered.  *  •  *  in  the  practical  operation  of  the  elective 
system,  the  result  of  the  students'  exercise  of  their  freedom  of  election  is 
that  an  increasingly  larger  proportion  of  students  devote  the  greater  part 
of  their  time  to  the  courses  in  this  school  under  the  limitations  incident  to 
the  prescribed  requirements  for  the  respective  baccalaureate  degrees. 

In  our  last  announcement  we  have  formulated  not  only  a  general 
course  in  political  and  social  science  on  lines  now  followed  by  our  larger 
universities  throughout  the  country,  but  also  a  number  of  special  courses 
of  study,  among  them  a  course  in  commerce,  and  courses  respectively  in 
administration,  in  modem  history,  and  in  practical  philanthropy.  In  ar- 
ranging these  courses  of  study,  it  has  been  found  possible  to  draw  with 
great  advantage  upon  co-ordinate  departments  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  on  the  College  of  Law.  Thus,  for  example,  we  have  securea  trom 
the  department  of  mathematics  the  offer  of  a  course  on  the  mathematical 
theory  of  insurance;  from  several  departments  of  science,  courses  on  the 
materials  of  commerce;  and  from  the  College  of  Law,  courses  on  commer- 
cial law. 

In  supplying  the  post  of  Dr.  Patterson  during  his  absence,  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  opportunity  to  develop  courses  In  commerce  and  in- 
dustry, and  several  such  courses  are  announced  for  the  first  time  and  will 
be  given  next  year,  as  indeed  they  were  in  part  given  during  the  current 
year;  courses,  for  example,  on  the  history  of  commerce,  international  com- 
merce, including  a  study  of  tariffs  and  reciprocity. 

New  courses  .have  been  added  also  in  the  department  of  history  and  of 
political  science.    It  may  indeed  be  said  that  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
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future  are  now  rather  in  the  direction  of  intensive  rather  than  expan^^ 
development.    We  need  to  perfect  the  work  we  have  taken  in  hand  an  t    . 
what  follows  attention  is  directed  to  pressing  needs  of  the  school  in  or  >- 
that  the  work  may  be  well  done.    ♦    ♦     ♦     (a)  Improved    library  fa- . 
ties;  (b)  other  material  equipment;  (c)  additional  support  for  instructor- 
<ri)  anthropological  instruction  and  museum.    In  connection  with  the  f*.^ 
ther  development  of  courses  in  sociology,  the  development  of  courses  :_ 
anthropology  should  proceed,  and  with  this  should  go  an  effort  to  sec. r- 
a  collection  of  anthropological,  ethnological  and  archaeological  matr-_ 
for  illustrative  \iise  in  lecture  and  class  room  instruction,     (e)  Comm«^rc  -. 
museum;   (f)  graduate  study;   (g)  special  lecture  fund. 

The  practice  that  the  board  of  regents  entered  upon  last  year  of  tr 
deavoring  to  hold  some  of  the  best  men  who  are  called  away  at  higher  ^^- 
aries,  by  a  reasonable  financial  competition  with  outside  institutions,  ^3,> 
continued  with  good  results.  As  we  retained  several  strong  professors  .&_- 
year,  so  we  have  done  this  year,  whether  the  call  be  from  the  PhilippiL-  - 
or  from  tne  East. 

ASSEMBLY. 

The  re-establishment  of  chapel  In  the  modem  form  of  a  weekly  ass^-c 
bly  has  been  so  successful  that  there  has  not  been  a  single  sessioc 
though  the  attendance  was  voluntary,  that  scores,  and  oftentimes  bu> 
dreds,  have  not  been  turned  away.  The  religious  services  have  bo»-; 
Joined  in  heartily,  and  the  addresses  have  become  a  marked  and  attracuT- 
feature,  creating  thought  and  earnest  University  spirit. 

PHYSICAL   TRAINING. 

In  the  department  of  Physical  Training,  for  the  first  time  temporal 
provision  for  a  gymnasium  for  women  has  been  made  in  the  basement  c: 
the  Hall  of  Liberal  Arts,  and  the  work  has  been  required.  It  has  be-»r 
popular  and  beneficial,  and  it  has  even  been  asked  for  as  an  elective. 

ATHLETICS. 

In  athletics,  as  in  several  other  things,  we  have  suffered  from  sens*- 
tional  reports,  but  the  following  sentiments  from  those  outside  the  Ul 
versity  will  show  the  reputation  we  have  attained,  though  we    may   c-. 
have  been  winning  games.    Professor  C.  A.  Waldo,  of  Purdue  Univers.:? 
says: 

"Anyone  who  will  take  the  pains  to  read  carefully  a  phamplet  edited  tor 
private  circulation  by  Professor  Jones,  of  Minnesota,  and  containing  th- 
proceedings  of  the  Intercollegiate  Conference  Faculty  Representati^  t  ^ 
since  January  11,  1895,  will  be  deeply  impressed  with  the  genuinenesi;  f 
the  endeavor  of  the  factulties  of  our  leading  institutions  here  In  th** 
Middle  West  to  make  intercolegiarc  athletics  clean,  helpful  and  idt-a. 
Athletics  are  not  the  purpose  of  college  life.    They  are  its  Incident. 

"One  other  source  of  reform  has  been  recently  heralded  from  the  Vz\ 
versity  of  Iowa;  namely,  a  new,  compactly  formed,  well-guarded  interro' 
legiate  athletic  society  among  students  who  have  attained  distinction  ir. 
athletic  events,  and  whose  purpose,  energetically  carried  out.  shall  be  o 
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insist  upon  an  amateurism  above  suspicion  and  ideals  of  manliood,  honor 
and  courtesy  that  will  at  once  and  forever  eliminate  every  objectionable 
feature  from  our  college  sports.  ♦  ♦  •  For  one,  I  shall  watch  with  in- 
terest the  new  development  said  to  have  been  inaugurated  at  Iowa.  Un- 
der wise  direction  that  may  uecome  precisely  the  influence  for  which  we 
are  looking." 

STUDENT  BEHAVIOR. 

In  the  student  behavior,  where  we  have  also  suffered  from  unwarranted 
exaggeration  in  reports  that  have  been  sent  out.  Dean  Currier  well  says: 
•*In  this  respect,  I  think  the  University  need  not  fear  comparison  with  any 
similar  institution  in  the  country."  It  may  be  added  that  the  student 
body  as  a  whole  has  gained  in  a  sense  of  social  obligations;  has  met  its 
obligations,  pecuniary  and  moral,  with  a  fine  spirit,  ^nd  we  believe  that 
there  is  no  student  body  that  has  shown  itself  on  the  whole  more  loyal  to 
the  University  or  more  worthy  of  a  commonwealth  with  high  moral 
standards. 

COLLEGE   OF  LIBERAL  ARTS. 

IHB    DBAN. 

"The  adoption  of  the  semester  plan  has  worked  well.  ♦  •  •  The 
<;ommittee  on  the  Freshman  class  have  been  active  and  efficient 
throughout  the  year.  ♦  •  ♦  Physical  training  for  women  has  been  a 
real  success  in  spite  of  the  limitations  of  room  and  appliances.  •  •  • 
The  matter  of  suitable  homes  for  jroung  women  is  one  of  increasing  con- 
cern, which  I  am  persuaded  must  be  more  adequately  provided  for  if  the 
University  is  to  get  its  share  of  the  young  women  of  the  state  seeking 
college  education,  especially  as  better  accommodations  in  this  respect  are 
•ofTered  elsewhere  in  the  state.  Would  not  the  necessary  aid  from  the  Uni- 
versity treasury  be  as  legitimate  as  that  given  to  the  literary  societies  or 
to  athleUcs?" 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  departments 
in  the  colleges  will  afford  first  hand  report  of  some  of  the  new  or  more 
important  features  of  their  work  as  seen  through  their  eyes. 

BOTANY. 

"Our  library  facilities  handicap  us  by  their  meagemess,  but  in  one  or 
two  lines  of  work  are  becoming  year  by  year  more  serviceable." 

PHYSIOLOGICAL    BOJANY 

"The  re-adjustment  of  work  in  the  department  of  Botany  last  year  left 
the  work  in  plant  physiology  and  ecology  and  in  pharmaceutical  botany, 
in  the  hands  of  the  junior  professor  of  botany.  ♦  •  •  The  new  course 
in  experimental  physiology  has  been  successfully  tested,  but  it  was  handi- 
capped by  lack  of  a  separate  laboratory  and  greenhouse,  and  by  inade- 
quate apparatus. 

"In  his  efforts  to  keep  the  Iowa  collection  at  the  head,  and  incidentally 
to  provide  laboratory  material,  the  curator  of  the  herbarium  made  fre- 
quent excursions,  chiefly  on  Saturdays  and  during  vacations,  to  various 
parts  of  the  state,  and  In  this  manner  added  several  thousand  valuable 
specimens  to  the  collections  during  the  year." 
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CHEMISTRY. 

The  pn^essor  of  chemistry  expresses  gratification  with  the  persoonfr 
of  his  BtsLR,  and  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  enlarged  equipment,  spedly. 
ing  electrical  connection,  for  which,  I  believe,  the  board  has  made  sac:, 
provision. 

"The  increase  in  the  length  of  the  collegiate  year  In  the  College  vl 
Pharmacy  has  made  possible  some  material  improvements  and  extension 
of  the  courses  of  study  both  in  Junior  and  Senior  yeare.  Among  the  la:. 
ter  may  be  mentioned  the  addition  of  a  special  course  in  organic  ches- 
istry  in  its  pharmaceutical  applications,  given  this  year  for  the  first  time. ' 

CIVIL  HNGINBBRING. 

"On  the  whole,  the  worK  in  the  civil  engineering  department  has  ma- 
terially improved  during  the  present  year.  The  practical  work  afforded 
by  the  construction  of  the  large  bridge  adjacent  to  the  city,  which  has 
been  under,  our  direction,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  Senior  and  Jnnkr 
classes.  It  Is  not  impossible  that  even  more  important  work  of  like  prac- 
tical nature  will  be  undertaken  in  the  not  distant  future.  I  would  mec- 
tion  particulaiiy  the  course  in  shop  work.  It  has  been  well  designed  and 
thoroughly  and  efficiently  taught  ♦  •  •  The  facilities  of  the  shop  havt 
been  utilized  by  Assistant  Professor  Smith  in  objective  and  experimenta: 
instruction  in  mechanics.  This  is  resulting  not  only  in  a  better  foundatkm 
in  mechanics,  but  is  preparing  the  men  to  do  much  more  advanced  wort 
in  resistance  of  materials  and  laboratory  testing  practice.  •••  In  re- 
search work  the  cliief  lines  were  as  follows: 

A  new  method  of  the  determination  of  inertia,  by  deflection  of  beams. 

COMBINED  STRBSSSS  IN  COLUMNS. 

In  this,  the  existence  of  a  new  law,  for  curve  of  error  of  the  accepted 
methods  of  calculation)  was  clearly  shown  to  exist.  The  determination  of 
the  law  was  not  completed. 

FORCES  IN  GRANULAR  SUBSTANCES. 

You  have  seen  a  photograph  of  a  loaded  sand  and  paper  arch  which 
afforded  a  popular  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  there  are  light  forced 
which  when  resisted — in  this  case  by  paper— enables  a  granular  sabstacce 
such  as  sand  to  withstand  an  ^normous  pressure.  *  *  *  The  laws  nnder> 
lying  there  latter  two  studies,  if  found  and  published,  would  reach  ever 
corner  of  the  profession,  as  well  as  be  taken  up  by  the  secular  press.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  results  we  feel  justified  in  expecting  from  the 
studies  in  methods  of  cement  testing  and  in  a  new  plan  of  water  filtration. 
«  «  *  fpjiQ  demand  for  our  graduates  is  even  greater  than  ever.  The 
average  salary  of  the  Seniors,  right  from  the  class  room,  is  about  $800." 

EDUCATION. 

"I  am  pleased  to  report  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  stth 
dents  in  the  department.  The  quality  is  also  the  best  we  have  had  since 
I  have  been  connected  with  the  department.    •    «    «    There  has  been  a 
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very  steady  growth  in  numbers  In  the  department.    Ck)unting  each  regie* 
tration  a  unit,  the  numbers  for  the  past  three  years  have  been  as  follows: 

1900-1901   150 

1901-1902   180 

1902-1903    .., 232 

"This  shows  an  Increase  of  about  50  per  cent  over  the  year  1901-1902. 
The  increase  in  the  advanced  work  has  been  especially  gratifying.  At 
present  there  are  seventeen  graduate  students  registered  for  work  in  the 
department  •  *  *  Since  rendering  my  last  annual  report  there  has 
been  much  demand  and  opportunity  for  work  along  educational  lines  out- 
side of  the  University.  I  have  personally  been  in  attendance  at  a  consid- 
erable number  of  teachers'  institutes  and  educational  meetings.  In  all, 
I  have  given  over  fifty  lectures  or  exercises.  *  *  *  Under  the  new 
organization  for  the  recommedation  of  teachers  there  has  been  entailed 
an  increasing  amount  of  work  through  the  necessity  of  getting  opinions 
from  professors  and  the  filling  of  blanks.  The  work  is  growing  so  rapidly 
that  it  takes  much  time.  Often  we  have  twenty  letters  a  day,  and  the 
average  is  about  a  dozen  letters  a  day  during  the  spring  months." 

ENGLISH. 

"The  work  of  the  department  of  English  has  been  much  heavier  this 
year  than  heretofore.  As  indicated  in  the  semester  reports,  the  enrollment 
has  increased.  The  Sophomore  work  was  this  year  changed  radically  in 
purpose  and  in  method.  The  course  is  no  longer  historical,  and  the  text^ 
book  has  given  place  to  a  more  direct  and  intimate  study  of  good  litera- 
ture. Instead  of  considering  the  'lives  and  times/  we  now  give  first  at- 
tention to  the  development  of  ideals  as  reflected  in  literature  and  to  the 
development  of  the  literary  technique  by  which  they  are  expressed.  The 
subject  matter  of  the  course  offers  suggestions  for  constant  practice  in 
writing,  and  all  written  e-ercises  are  carefully  criticised  and  returned  to 
the  writers.  The  changes  in  the  Sophomore  work  were  made  possible 
by  the  new  requirement  of  three  hours  a  week  in  the  Sophomore  year  and 
by  the  increased  and  systematized  entrance  requirements.  The  high 
schools  are  giving  more  attention  to  English,  and  a  general  historical  sur- 
vey of  EInglish  literature  is  required  in  the  twelfth  grade.  •  ♦  •  The 
high  schools  are  clearly  improving,  and  they  are  gradually  approaching  a 
perfect  understanding  among  themselves  and  with  us.  The  high  school 
'teachers  show  a  good  spirit.  They  are  conscientious  and  wish  to  do  their 
best,  and  they  are  in  general  not  displeased  by  our  study  of  their  work 
and  our  interest  in  their  problems..  There  are  indications  that  a  few  more 
years  of  co-operation  will  make  the  high  school  work  in  English  recognized 
by  teachers  and  pupils  as  thoroughly  profitable  to  the  graduates  who  en- 
ter college  and  to  those  who  do  not.  The  chief  labors  of  the  department 
this  year,  then,  have  been  given  to  the  English  work  required  In  high 
schools  and  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts." 

FRBMCH. 

''Students  in  the  course  in  Advanced  French  Composition  were  helped 
by  correspondence  with  students  in  France.    These  correspondents  were 
obtained  by  me  through  the  Association  of  International  Correspondence.

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*  •  *  The  subject  of  the  novel  was  studied  by  way  of  the  luboratcT 
method,  each  student  being  constantly  kept  at  work  at  a  novel  or  groo?  : 
novels  to  be  reported  upon  in  class.  *  *  •  Through  the  senecxislcj  - 
Mr.  Jamea  H.  Hyde,  first  vice-president  of  the  Equitable  LJfe  Insarmn:- 
Company  of  New  York,  two  bronze  medals,  being  the  official  medal  of  '±' 
Alliance  Francaise  of  Paris,  are  this  year  offered  to  the  best  woman  as: 
the  best  man  for  scholarship  in  French." 


GROLOGY. 

Professors  Calvin  and  George  report  various  valuable  additions  to  t^ 
geologictU  collections  by  gift  and  otherwise. 

"The  department  of  Geology  makes  large  use  of  photographs  and  '.mz- 
tern  slides.  Without  some  such  aid,  a  large  part  of  what  is  now  done  isc 
our  classes  would  be  impossible.  *  *  *  Outside  of  class  work,  the  pro- 
fessors have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  preparation  of  new  matcRi. 
and  in  re-arrangement  of  the  old.  *  *  *  The  people  of  Iowa  tuntc 
their  University  for  information  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  and  the  depart- 
ment of  Geology  is  called  upon  to  examine  and  report  annually  on  scons  c: 
mineral  and  rock  samples  which  are  submitted  in  the  hope  that  they  qit 
indicate  deposits  of  commercial  value." 

GBRMAN« 

'*The  work  of  the' instructional  staff  has  been  satisfactory  to  the  hesi 
of  the  department.  The  deportment  of  the  students  has  been  ahove  err 
icism.  The  attendance  in  the  graduate  courses  has  been  especially  e> 
•couraging.  The  numbers  registered  for  these  advanced  courses  are  as 
follows:  Seminar,  16;  Middle  High  German,  9;  Old  High  German,  t. 
Phonetics,  with  special  reference  to  German  Phonology,  12;  Advanced 
Syntax,  7;  total,  50." 

GRBEK. 

"It  will  be  noticed  that  while  the  number  of  students  in  the  work  of 
the  first  two  years  is  not  increasing,  the  number  of  those  who  continue 
their  work  in  the  advanced  courses  is  larger  than  in  the  two  pre¥ioas 
years.  Furthermore,  while  last  year  two  graduate  students  were  reported 
for  the  first  time,  this  year  the  number  has  risen  to  seven,  two  of  whom 
come  up  for  the  degree  of  M.  A .  this  summer.  ♦  •  •  Several  nev 
courses  have  been  offered  this  year.  It  was  necessary  to  withdraw  one  c! 
the  courses  announced  because  of  a  lack  of  the  necessary  funds  to  secim 
't|he  books,  and  two  of  the  courses  given  have  been  seriously  hampered  bj 
the  lack  of  the  necessary  books  and  apparatus.  «  «  •  The  Greek  Ovk 
has  held  fortnightly  meetings  during  the  year,  at  which  the  plays  of 
Aeschylus  have  been  read  and  commented  upon." 

HISTORY. 

"In  the  very  best  sense  of  the  word  the  department  can  report  progres 
♦  ♦  ♦  The  most  serious  hindrance,  however,  to  the  highest  efficiency  rf 
the  department  has  been  the  lack  of  proper  library  facilities.  *  *  ' 
The  attendance  upon  courses,  the  work  of  the  seminars,  the  number  ui 
character  of  candidates  for  advanced  degrees,  and  the  general  spirit  oC  Ue 
student  body  have  been  highly  satisfactory." 
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LATIN. 

Professors  Currier  and  Potter  report  as  follows:  "The  enrollment  for 
tlie  current  year  has  been  slightly  in  advance  of  the  previous  year.  *  * 
*  Professor  Potter  comes  back  from  graduate  work  in  another  university 
better  than  ever  prepared  for  advanced  courses.  His  course  in  Sanskrit 
lias  been  taken  by  one  person  throughout  the  year,  and  thus  a  beginning 
has  been  made  in  an  important  line  of  graduate  instruction." 

MATHBMATICS. 

"The  department  is,  generally  speaking,  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and 
seems  to  be  quite  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon  it  from  within  the  tJnl- 
versity.  In  one  important  respect,  however,  we  are  not  doing  as  well,  per- 
haps, as  circumstances  will  permit  I  refer  to  the  fact  that  we  are  not 
doing  what  we  might  do  to  fit  students  for  positions  as  teachers  of  math- 
ematics in  our  high  schools.  We  are  not  doing  this  because  we  have  not 
sufficient  control  over  our  requirements  for  admission  to  permit  us  do 
more  with  the  great  majority  of  students  than  barely  to  enable  them  to 
pass  in  the  work  demanded  of  them  in  the  several  courses.  •  •  « 
Another  disadvantage  under  which  we  are  at  work  is  that  we  are  perforce 
expected  to  maintain  a  considerable  number  of  advanced  courses  and  must 
at  the  same  time  depend  in  part  upon  underpaid  and  poorly  qualified  in- 
structors." 

MILITARY  SCIBNCB. 

"The  work  of  the  military  department  during  the  past  school  year  has 
been  substantially  such  as  is  prescribed  in  the  University  catalogue.  The 
progress  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  drill  and  discipline  has  been  all 
that  can  be  desired.  •  •  «  The  conduct  and  disposition  of  the  young 
men  in  this  department  has  been  most  excellent." 

MORPHOLOGY. 

"7he  courses  of  undergraduate  instruction  offered  by  the  department 
of  Animal  Morphology  and  Physiology  during  the  current  year  have  cov- 
ered a  wider  field  than  heretofore.  *  *  *  All  these  courses  have  proven 
satisfactory  in  operation,  and  the  interest  manifested  by  the  students  has 
been  a  source  of  inspiration,  in  return,  to  the  instructors.  A  greater  num- 
ber and  variety  of  advanced  courses  have  also  been  given  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  University.  .♦  •  •  Still  a  third  year  of  work,  also 
involving  lectures  and  laboratory  practice,  has  been  presented.  The  first 
semester  embraced  the  altogether  novel  field  of  experimental  biology  in 
the  course  of  experimental  morphology.  The  second  half  of  the  year  has 
been  occupied  with  work  growing  directly  out  of  my  own  special  re- 
^searches  in  the  field  of  the  nervous  system  of  the  lower  animals,  the 
course  in  comparative  neurology.  The  work  has  proven  so  popular  with 
graduate  students  as  to  be  indeed  gratifying  to  me.  *  *  *  It  may  not 
be  generally  realized  Just  how  much  purely  mechanical  routine  needs  pre- 
cede the  giving  of  a  course  in  animal  biology  in  a  modem  manner.  The 
actual  instruction  given  in  this  department  represents  but  the  merest 
fraction  of  the  time  required  to  make  such  instruction  possible." 

PHILOSOPHY. 

In  the  absence  of  Professor  Patrick,  Professor  Seashore  reports  the 
work  of  the  department:

"There  has  beea  a  small  increase  In  the  attendance  over  last  year  r 
the  classes  in  psychology.  In  the  other  subjects  there  has  been  &  decrease 
*  *  *  One  candidate  is  completing  the  requirements  for  the  desrer 
Ph.  D.  this  year,  and  one  for  the  degree  A.  M.  Four  other  sraxliiata  sz^- 
dents  have  been  engaged  in  research  on  major  subjects  in  the  deiiartment 
but  will  not  complete  all  the  requirements  for  degrees  this  year.  Seven; 
graduate  students  are  taking  minors  in  the  department" 

PHYSICS. 

'The  enlarged  enrollment  is  partly  due  to  the  partial  doubling  of  Ue 
beginning  class  by  reason  of  the  changes  in  the  courses  of  stady  wLick 
brought  Physics  into  the  Freshman  year.    This  large  attendance  has  se- 
verely tried  the  capacity  of  the  department  in  respect  to  both  the  eqcip- 
ment  and  instructional  force.    The  holders  of  graduate  appointments  ha^e 
generously  given  to  the  department  their  time  and  energy  to  meet  ttis 
demand  on  our  resources.    *    *    •    Added  to  this  unusual  demand  on  csr 
energies  has  been  the  problem  how  to  get  the  rooms  and  equipment  mio 
shape  for  their  proper  use  after  the  remodeling  of  the  building:  last  sum- 
mer.   Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropriations  this  has  had  to  he  ma 
by  our   undertaking  a  great   deal  of  manual  work  and  drudgrery  which 
should  not  be  expected  or  demanded  from  the  instructional  force;   tc: 
under  the  circumstances  this  could  not  be  avoided  if  the  departm^it  va5 
to  care  properly  for  its  students.    The  second  floor  of  the  Hall  of  Physics 
was  wholly,  and  the  first  floor  pa- tly,  remodeled  in   substantial  acreemec: 
with  the  plans  submitted  to  you  a  year  ago.    This  has  greatly  increased 
our  facilities.    *      *      *      But  much  still  remains  to  be  done  hefore  tbe 
building  can  be  said  to  be  at  all  in  acceptable  condition.    *     ^     •    I  re 
new  my  former  recommendations  to  the  effect  that  measures  be  takea 
leading  to  the  erection  of  electrical  engineering  into  an  independent  chair 
or  department,  with  adequate  and  separate  equipment  and  quarters.    Tbe 
success  of  the  electricians  trained  here,  and  the  demand  for  more  of  them 
indicate  a  need  and  opportunity  which  should  be  met" 

POLITICAL  SCIENCB. 

"There  has  been  a  change  in  the  instructional  staff  of  the  departxneai 
during  the  curent  year.     Dr.  F.  E.  Horack,  as  instructor  in   Politlcai 
Science,  has  taken  the  place  of  Mr.  S.  E.  Thomas  as  assistant  Instractor 
No  increase  in  salary,  however,  accompanied  this  change.    This  fact  ba^ 
embarrassed  the  department  to  some  extent,  since  Dr.  Horack  could  hard- 
ly be  expected  to  do  the  full  service  of  an  instructor  upon  the  salary  of  ac 
assistant  instructor.     Dr.  Horack's  work  during  the  year  has  been  emi- 
nently satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that  his  salary  will  be  speedily  raised. 
In  my  judgment,  it  is  a  grave  mistake  for  a  University  to  underpay  iu 
Instructors.    In  the  first  place,  a  University  should  by  its  practice  nUse 
rather  than  lower  wages  and  the  standard  of  living.    Secondly,  underpaid 
instructors  have  the  feeling  that  the  University  is  not  being  administereu 
upon  principles  of  justice.      Such  feelings  are  not  likely  to  produce  lore 
and  reverence  for  the  institution  with  which  they  are  connected.    The 
attitude  of  the  teacher  toward  the  institution  with  which  he  is  conQected 
is  bound  to  be  reflected  in  his  work.      His  attitude  will  in  a  measure  be^ 
come  the  attitude  of  the  student  body.    Thirdly,  a  poorly  paid  Instructor 
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is  alwasrs  looking  for  a  better  position,  and  instead  of  devoting  his  whole 
enersy  and  thought  to  hl3  work,  a  considerable  portion  of  his  time  will  be 
taken  up  in  looking  for  other  positions.  Low  salaries  long  continued  mean 
cheap  instruction,  and  cheap  instruction  in  a  college  or  University  means 
a  cheap  institution."  , 

PUBLIC  SPBAKING. 

"The  first  year  of  the  work  under  the  present  chair  there  was  not  one 
of  the  intercollegiate  debaters  who  was  taking  regular  work  in  the  de- 
partment This  year,  out  of  nine  such  debaters,  eight  of  them  were 
taking  or  had  taken  work.  As  one  of  the  students  puts  it,  'Students  who 
are  not  taking  such  work  stand  very  little  show  for  an  appointment'  The 
character  of  the  work  then  has  improved  because  of  the  higher  grade  of 
students  who  are  scheduled  in  it.  •  •  •  There  was  a  large  number  of 
courses  taken  by  the  students.  The  members  of  the  faculty  in  the  depart- 
ment were  called  upon  for  more  work  on  the  part  of  literary  society  stu- 
dents in  connection  with  their  dramatic  work.  ♦  ♦  ♦  The  students, 
under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Everts,  have  formed  a  dramatic  club.  This 
club  seeks  to  make  a  study  of  the  best  drama  and  assists  in  setting  a  high 
standard  in  student  performances." 

SCANDINAVIAN. 

"The  number  of  students  has  been  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year. 
Por  next  year  we  have,  so  far,  19  prospective  students  for  various  courses. 
^  •  •  The  increase  oi  Scandinavian  students  In  the  University  is  from 
62  to  73,  or  17  per  cent." 

POLITICAL  KCONOMY  AND  SOCIOLOGY. 

'*The  work  of  these  departments  has  proceeded  satisfactorily.  We 
have  suffered  from  the  interruptions, incident  to  readjusting  courses, made 
necessary  by  Dr.  Patterson's  leave  of  absence,  but  the  effectiveness  of 
these  courses  under  the  rearrangement  has  been  well  maintained,  and  the 
numbers  of  students  during  the  current  year  compare  very  favorably  with 
that  of  last  year.    We  have  made  gains  in  continuity  and  scope." 

ZOOLOGY  AND  MUSEUM. 

"As  compared  with  last  year,  the  class  attendance  has  fallen  off  mate- 
rially in  the  two-hour  class  in  Speculative  Zoology,  apparently  largely  on 
account  of  conflict  in  hours  with  new  courses  offered  in  other  departments, 
especially  a  two-hour  course  in  general  botany  given  by  ProfQssor  Mac- 
bride.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  attendance  in  the  regular  four  and 
five-hour  class  in  Zoology,  and  the  increase  would  have  been  considerably 
greater  had  it  not  been  necessary  to  turn  students  away  from  this  course 
on  account  of  lack  of  table  room  in  the  laboratory.  The  attendance  in  all 
other  courses  has  been  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  •  •  *  The 
work  of  instruction  in  this  department  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  in- 
stallation of  a  good  stereopticon  for  lantern  projection,  and  facilities  for 
microscopic  projection  that  have  been  added  during  the  current  year.  The 
facilities  for  photography  have  been  greatly  increased  and  afford  much 
material  for  illustration  and  demonstration.  ♦  •  *  The  curator  of  the 
museum  has  to  report  that  the  collections  under  his  charge  are  in  as  good 
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condition  as  can  be  expected  under  the  crowding  neceesitated  by  the  ladL 
of  space.    «    •    *    There  is  little  encouragement  to  add  to  the  material 
in  the  museum.    Almost  all  of  the  new  material  secured  during  the  year 
resulted  from  the  Hawaiian  cruise  of  the  United  States  Steamer  Albatroas* 
It  must  be  understood,  however,  that  but  a  small  fraction  of  these  ooliec- 
■tlons  have  been  divided,  and  the  material  thus  far  secured  was  collected 
by  the  curator  personally,  and  does  not  represent  the  series  promised  this 
University  by  the  United  States  Fish  Commission.    ♦    •    •    The  entire 
collection    made  by  the  Albatross  during  her  Hawaiian  cruise  has  been 
divided  up  and  sent  to  specialists  for  report,  the  reports  to  be  published 
by  the  United  States  Pish  Commissioner.    The  collection  of  Hyrtrolds,  In- 
cluding about  50  Jars  of  material ,  and  the  collection  of  AlcyoDaria,   in- 
cluding 162  Jars  of  alcoholic  material,  are  now  deposited  temporarily  in 
the  room  for  storage  material  in  the   new    Liberal  Arts  building.     The 
curator  has  agreed  to  furnish  reports  to  the  United  States  Fish  Com- 
mission on  this  material,  and  will  retain  a  full  series  for  the  University 
collection." 

COLLEGE  OP  LAW. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  are 
submitted  as  indicative  of  its  condition: 

"I  would  respectfully  report  that  the  work  of  the  College  of  Law  haa 
gone  steadily  on  with  the  regular  force  of  professors  and  lecturers.      * 

*  *  The  rules  for  ascertaining  the  preliminary  education  of  our  student? 
when  they  present  themselves  to  the  State  Board  of  Law  Examiners  have 
been  very  satisfactorily  modified  by  the  Supreme  Court,  so  that  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  President  of  the  University  as  to  the  same  will  be  here- 
after sufficient.  *  *  *  I  deeply  regret  that  Hon.  Martin  J.  Wade, 
on  account  of  his  election  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  finds  it  neces- 
sary to  discontinue  his  valued  services  in  the  staff   of  this    college.    * 

*  *  I  believe  that  the  scale  of  work  in  the  college  has  steadily  in- 
creased, and  that  the  use  of  the  library  has  markedly  increased.  It  has 
been  a  gratification  to  hear  the  warmest  commendation  for  the  order,  in- 
dustry, and  intelligence  of  the  candidates  for  graduation  of  this  year,  from 
Mr.  Justice  McClain,  so  well  qualified  to  Judge  of  their  qualifications  both 
by  his  learning  and  long  identification  with  this  college. 

COLLEGE  OF  MEDICINE. 

The  College  of  Medicine  which  entered  the  year  under  the  shadow 
of  Dean  Middleton's  death,  has  come  out  into  the  light.  The  reorganized 
faculty  has  found  itself,  and  the  prospects  of  the  college  are  generally 
bright,  and  the  new  buildings  in  process  of  erection  add  to  the  expecta- 
tions. Reports  from  the  heads  of  departments  in  this  college  indicate  for 
the  most  part  full  attendance  upon  duties  by  the  professors,  and  an  in- 
crease in  patients  in  clinics.  The  following  excerpts  refer  to  some  new 
items. 

THB  DEAN. 

"The  student  body  have  borne  well  with  lack  of  room  and  have  usually 
been  uncomplaining.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that,  with  all  the 
embarrassment,    the    college    has    such    a    fine    enrollment    •    •    • 
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We  are  proud  of  the  quality  of  our  students  and  proud  that  so  many  at . 
them  come  to  this  college  so  well  prepared  for  the  work.  •  «  ^ 
A  larger  number  of  college  graduates  are  numbered  among  our  classes 
than  ever  before.  Our  increased  requirements  for  admission  to  the  col- 
lege, while  cutting  down  somewhat  our  attendance,  have  greatly  improved 
the  entire  tone  of  the  school,  and  will  be  productive  of  great  good  in  the 
near  future.  •  •  ♦  In  the  teaching  work  of  this  department  an  in- 
creased effort  is  being  made  to  develop  more  and  more  the  clinical  side 
of  instruction.  The  clinical  lecture  and  its  value  have  been  much  em- 
phasized during  the  work  of  the  past  year.  *  ^  *  I  feel  well  satisfied 
with  the  work  accomplished  and  confidently  expect  better  things  the  com- 
ing year." 

MATERIA  MEDIGA. 
"To  the  students  of  the  senior  classes,  both  of  medical  and  dental  col- 
leges, an  opportunity  was  offered  to  such  as  desired  to  do  so  to  attend  a 
therapeutic  seminar  and  there  to  read  and  hear  read  by  other  members 
of  the  respective  classes,  theses  upon  medical  and  dental  subjects  as- 
signed to  and  written  by  members  during  their  junior  year.  This  work 
though  optional,  was  accepted,  and  has  been  pretty  generally  carried  for- 
ward by  the  members  of  the  medical  classes.  •  •  •  The  Junior 
medical  class  early  in  the  first  part  of  the  first  semester,  showed  such  an 
interest  in  an  elective  course  in  pharmacology  as  to  warrant  the  belief 
that  such  a  laboratory  course  would  be  profitable,  and  which  this  depart- 
ment will  gladly  establish  as  soon  as  the  governing  authority  of  the  Uni- 
versity directs  it" 

PATHOLOGY. 
"It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  increased  interest  manifested  by  the  senior 
students  in  the  new  course  of  clinical  miscroscopy  and  hematology  which 
has  been  recently  added  to  the  curriculum." 

SURGERY. 

"Daily,  or  as  often  as  necessary,  such  visits  are  made  to  sick  patients 
in  the  hospital  as  the  student  might  be  assigned  the  care  of  under  the 
^supervision  of  the  assistant,  each  student  having  had  an  opportunity  to 
•assist  at  approximately  five  operations  during  the  term,  and  to  observe 
personally  and  critically  study  such  cases  during  their  convalescence.  All 
anesthetics  have  been  administered  by  senior  and  junior  students  under 
the  supervision  of  the  regular  anesthetist.  ^  •  •  The  number  of 
cases  treated  in  this  department  and  utilized  for  clinical  instruction 
duriuj?  the  session  is  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year, 
about  200." 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES. 

"There  have  been  twenty-five  applications  to  enter  the  school  for 
nurses  during  the  past  year.  Six  have  been  admitted,  two  of  whom  have 
been  accepted  as  pupils.  Four  nurses  have  graduated  and  left  the  hos- 
pital, one  resigned  to  take  up  other  work,  one  left  before  her  probation 
was  completed  to  go  to  a  sick  mother,  and  three  are  still  on  probation. 
These  with  the  twelve  pupil  nurses  make  a  total  of  fifteen  nurses  and 
probationers  now  in  the  school.      *    •    •      There  have  been  far  more 
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.calls  for  pupils  to  do  outside  nursing  than  we  could  possibly  supply.  Atxyat 
fifty  calls  have  been  responded  to  and  about  eighty-six  weeks  of  i»iTate 
nursing  have  been  done  by  pupil  nurses.  •  •  •  The  nuraes  in 
general  have  devoted  themselves  to  their  duties  with  enthusiasm,  often 
submitting  cheerfully  to  much  extended  hours  for  the  sake  of  the  work. 
We  have  had  this  year  our  full  course  of  lectures  as  scheduled  for  the 
nurses,  with  only  two  exceptions — ^those  on  hygiene  and  anatomy  were  not 
given.  An  elaborate  course  in  cooking  was  given  by  Mrs.  Leonard.  A  foil 
set  of  furnishings  for  the  diet  kitchen* is  much  needed.  •  •  •  With 
increasing  work  the  demand  for  nurses  as  specials  to  patients  Is  much 
felt.  I  would  urge  some  arrangement  by  which  more  pupils  might  be 
giten  house  room." 

COLLE3GE  OP  HOMEOPATHIC  MEDICINE. 

The  changes  in  the  staff  of  instruction  in  the  college  of  homeopathic 
medicine  have  resulted  in  strengthening  the  faculty.  It  would  seem  that 
we  have  the  hearty  approval  of  the  state  homeopathic  medical  association 
of  which  evidence  is  given  by  the  following  report  brought  to  us  from  the 
late  session  of  the  association: 

"At  the  opening  of  the  meeting,  Dr.  H.  M.  Humphrey,  president  of  the 
association,  delivered  his  annual  address,  upon  which  he  had  spent  much 
thought  and  time.  He  devoted  much  of  his  talk  to  the  needs  of  the 
homeopathic  college  of  the  State  University,  and  urged  upon  the  doctors 
the  need  of  their  co-operation  by  sending  patients  to  the  clinics  and  hos- 
pital, and  students  to  our  college.  He  made  the  statement  that  he  be- 
lieved if  the  doctors  would  do  their  part,  that  the  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  Board  of  Regents  would  do  theirs  and  do  it  gladly.  The 
committee  on  the  president's  address,  especially  emphasized  the  part  re- 
ferring to  the  colleges  of  homeopathic  medicine  in  its  report  to  the  as- 
sociation. ♦  ♦  •  At  the  banquet  on  Wednesday  evening.  Dean 
Royal  responded  to  *  Our  University, '  and  he  left  nothing  unsaid  that  would 
arouse  enthusiasm  for  our  college.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  state  that  It  Is 
my  opinion  that  the  doctors  of  Iowa  were  never  so  thoroughly  aroused  'for 
the  State  University  and  for  the  college  of  homeopathic  medicine^  as  at 
the  present  time.  Dr.  Montgomery  of  Council  BlufTs,  the  president-elect, 
is  ready  and  anxious  to  give  us  his  enthusiastic  support  whenever  an  op- 
portunity presents." 

THE  DEAN .' 

"I  beg  to  report  that  the  work,  as  a  whole,  in  this  college  during  the 
year  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

"The  resignation  of  Professor  Newberry  from  the  chair  of  otology  and 
ophthalmology  was  one  of  the  heaviest  blows  the  college  has  sustained 
since  the  death  of  the  former  dean.  Dr.  Dickinson.  Dr.  Bjrwater  so  far  as 
I  am  able  to  learn,  has  given  very  good  satisfaction  to  the  studeuts.  His 
clinics  have  been  as  large  as  they  were  before  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Nev- 
berry.  Some  of  this  increase  may  be  due  to  the  bettered  condition  in  the 
hospital." 

THE  HOMEOPATHIC  HOSPITAL 

"The  work  of  the  hospital  for  the  past  year  shows  a  most  gratifying  In- 
crease over  the  work  of  the  year  preceding,  as  shown  by  the  accompany- 
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ing  consolidated  report  The  greater  part  of  the  Increase  In  the  number 
of  admissions  Is  In  the  department  of  Professor  W.  L.  Bywater.  The  ratio 
of  mortality  Is  phenomenally  low  when  we  consider  the  number  and  mag- 
nitude of  the  operations  that  have  been  done,  the  ratio  showing  less  than 
2.5  per  cent."

"Contrary  to  our  expectations,  the  attendance  was  not  affected  by  the 
Increase  of  tuition  from  $75  to  $100  this  session.  ♦  ♦  ♦  The  teaching 
In  all  chairs  has  shown  Improvement  not  only  In  the  presentation  of  the 
subject-matter,  but  in  Interest  shown  by  all  teachers.  This  Is  evidenced 
by  the  good  attendance  In  all  work  this  year,  the  close  application  of  the 
student  body,  and  the  results  as  Illustrated  by  the  students'  work  In  the 
laboratories  and  clinics.  Good  order  has  prevailed.  ♦  •  •  The  fact 
that  the  Regents  have  provided  better  equipment,  and  last  but  not  least, 
the  addition  this  year  at  small  expense  of  hot  water  at  all  timovi  in  the 
three  clinics,  has  encouraged  the. students  to  be  more  cleanly.  *  *  *  In 
fact  they  appreciate  Improved  conditions  and  respond  spontaneously  with 
every  added  facility.  These  Improvements  rank  us  as  the  best  equipped 
coflege,  and  will  lead  to  larger  attendance,  and  we  believe,  of  the  better 
class  of  students.  ♦  •  *  That  we  enter  upon  a  four-year  course 
next  session  is  known,  but  the  Important  results  from  an  educational  point 
of  view  are  not  as  yet  realized  by  the  profession  or  student  body.  This 
change  the  state  must  soon  realize  will  call  for  added  expense  both  as  to 
accommodation  for  students,  and  teaching  forces.  The  state  can  hardly 
afford  to  sacrifice  a  college  that  has  been  self-supporting  for  several  years. 
♦  •  •  The  uniform  success  of  the  alumni  of  the  college  (500)  is  en- 
hanced by  the  systematic  and  careful  training  each  student  receives  from 
the  date  of  his  entrance  to  the  date  of  graduation.  The  student  that 
graduates  must  know  his  professional  work.  Our  alumni  are  loyal  and  to 
this  loyalty  we  must  contribute  out  quota  In  the  maintenance  of  a  high 
standard  curriculum." 

OPERATIVE  DENTISTRY 
"The  didactic  and  clinical  Instruction  of  this  department  has  progressed 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.    The  present  senior  class  has  accomplished  the 
largest  amount  and  best  grade  of  clinical  operative  work  of  any  class 
ever  presented  for  graduation  from  this  college." 
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ORTHODONTIA 

"The  department  of  orthodontia  has  had  the  best  year  of  its  existence 
so  far,  both  in  results  as  to  the  quality  of  work  done,  and  the  interest  and 
progress  shown  by  the  students.  ♦  •  ♦  Heretofore  the  work  of  the 
junior  and  senior  years  has  been  taken  together  by  both  classes.  Beginning 
with  this  year,  the  work  of  the  two  years  has  been  separated  completely. 
greatly  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.  *  *  *  A  course  in  ortlio 
dontia  technic  has  also  been  established,  as  required  by  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties.  •  ♦  ♦  The  actual  clinical  work  per- 
formed by  the  senior  students  has  been  exceptionally  good  during  the  year 
Just  passed.    There  is  an  abundance  of  clinical  material  in  Iowa  City." 

PROSTHETIC  DENTISTRY. 
"The  lecture  and  laboratory  courses  this  year  were  entirely  different 
for  each  class  and  of  a  progressive  character.  The  technic  courses  of 
both  years  were  somewhat  enlarged  in  order  to  better  fit  the  student  for 
the  clinical  work  of  the  senior  year.  ♦  ♦  ♦  The  clinical  work  has 
been  of  a  more  varied  character  than  ever  before." 

»    •♦    •    * 

COLLEGE  OF  PHARMACY. 

THE  DBAN. 

^  "The  increased  requirements  for  admission,  and  the  lengthening  of  tiie 
year  to  nine  months,  steps  necessarily  taken  in  obedience  to  a  health 
public  sentiment  and  to  maintain  proper  relations  with  University  schools, 
doubtless  had  some,  though  perhaps  little,  effect  in  reducing  our  numbers. 
*  *  *  In  my  opinion  the  cause  that  operates  most  against  us  in  secur- 
ing larger  classes  is  extreme  laxity  in  requirements  for  registratioii 
whether  by  examination  or  by  the  recognition  of  diplomas  of  unworthy 
institutions.  Nine  out  of  every  ten  young  men  wishing  to  pursue  phar- 
macy are  satisfied  with  certiflc^rte  of  registration  and  this  they  can  easily 
get  without  the  help  of  the  college.  •  •  •  The  only  colleges  of 
pharmacy  today,  with  large  attendance,  are  the  diploma  mills  used  as 
stepping  stones  to  registration,  and  the  reputable  schools  in  large  cities 
where  the  student  is  afforded  an  opportunity  to  gain  valuable  store  ex- 
perience while  attending  college,  and  usually  gets  the  benefit  ol  both, 
practically  without  cost.  •  •  ♦  Michigan,  with  its  enviable  reputa- 
tion and  laboratories  known  the  world  over,  had  only  71  students  last 
year.  Wisconsin,  with  an  especially  strong  faculty,  a  nominal  fee,  and  an 
equipment  so  perfect  that  it  was  selected  for  much  of  the  research  work 
necessary  in  the  revision  of  the  pharmacopoeia,  had  36  students,  while 
Minnesota,  with  the  advantages  of  the  Twin-Cities,  enrolled  but  62.  Dar- 
ing the  years  when  our  attendance  was  largest,  the  conditions  for  resistra- 
tion  were  different,  yet  the  increaae  was  wholly  of  junior  students*  show- 
ing that  one  year  of  six  months  satisfied  the  average  candidate  for  registra- 
tion. *  *  ^  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  since  the  date  of  my  last 
report,  the  conference  of  teaching  colleges  of  pharmacy,  to  which  oar  col- 
lege has  the  distinction  to  belong,  unanimously  recommended  to  all 
boards  of  pharmacy  that  only  graduates  of  reputable  colleges  be  con- 
sidered eligible  for  state  certificates.    *    *    *    All  departments  of  the 
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college  have  increased  their  work  out  of  proportion  to  the  length  of  the 
term,  both  classes  having  received  even  more  work  than  was  promised 
in  the  announcement." 

PHARMACOGNOSY. 

"It  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  the  work  in  pharmacognosy  has  been 
somewhat  broadened.  On  page  25,  catalogue  for  1902-3.  this  statement  is 
found,  *Por  seniors  only.  Throughout  the  year..  Two  hours  each  week.*^ 
Tlie  seniors  have  been  given  three  hours  each  week,  and  believing  that 
the  Junior  students  should  become  acquainted  with  some  of  the  com 
mercial  phases  of  pharmacognosy,  we  have  required  of  them  two  hours 
each  week.  *  *  *  A  text-book  has  been  introduced,  believing  that 
best  results  can  be  obtained  by  assigned  definite  lessons  supplemented  by 
lectures. — Specimens  of  drugs  are  furnished  each  student  for  home  study 
—otherwise  the  abstract  study  would  be  uninteresting.  ♦  •  ♦  To 
further  stimulate  the  work,  membership  in  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  is  offered  to  the  senior  student  passing  the  best  examination 
in  recognition  of  organic  specimens.  •  *  •  The  most  important 
feature  of  the  year's  work  from  a  practical  and  economic  standpoint,  la 
the  satisfactory  arrangement  brought  about  by  Secretary  McChesney 
and  Dean  Quthrie,  whereby  the  products  of  the  laboratory  under  proper 
supervision,  are  utilized  in  the  hospitals.  This  will  not  only  stimulate 
better  work  from  the  students,  but  will  be  a  great  saving  to  the  institution. 
For  the  months  of  March  and  April,  $30.63  worth  of  material  was  used  in 
making  preparations  for  the  hospitals,  which,  at  retail  price,  would  have 
cost  the  institution  at  a  conservative  estimate,  $80  to  $90.  •  •  •  For 
the  months  of  March  and  April,  $154.20  worth  of  material  has  been  de- 
livered from  the  wholesaler  direct  to  the  hospital,  a  saving  of  fi*om  10  to 
20  per  cent." 

GRADUATE  COLLEGE 

THBDBAN. 

"I  may  be  permitted  to  explain,  that  the  slight  decrease  in  the  atterd- 
ance  as  compared  with  that  of  last  year  (from  130  to  121)  is  due  to  the 
elimination  of  the  last  of  our  in  absentia  candidates  for  degrees.  The  at- 
tendance of  resident  graduates  regularly  enrolled  for  degrees  has  steadily 
increased  since  the  establishment  of  the  college  four  years  ago.  ♦  •  ♦ 
One  of  the  most  significant  actions  which  the  board  has  taken  with  ref- 
erence to  the  graduate  college  since  its  founding,  has  been  that  of 
establishing  scholarships  in  the  standard  colleges  of  Iowa.  The  regula- 
tions as  to  these  scholarships,  first  proposed  by  Regent  W.  I.  Babb,  and 
later  referred  to  the  Graduate  Council  for  consideration,  have  been  some- 
what modified  in  minor  particulars,  but  have  still  the  form  and  spirit  given 
to  them  by  their  author.  A  copy  of  the  regulations  in  question  is  sub- 
mitted as  a  part  of  this  report. 

"Attention  should  again  be  called  at  this  time  to  the  fact  that  the 
Faculty  has  recommended  the  establishment  of  these  additional  scholar- 
ships with  a  proviso  calling  for  the  maintenance  of  at  least  eighteen 
fellowships  and  scholarships  at  large  to  be  awarded  in  the  same  manner 
as  heretofore.    I  may  here  quote  from  my  brief  with  reference  to  the 
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graduate  college  submitted  earlier  in  the  year:  'If  all  the  "standard  col- 
leges" avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  be  offered  them,  we  abaL 
have  fifteen  additional  scholarships  from  that  source.  I  am,  however. 
convinced  from  our  past  experience,  that  not  more  than  half  a  doacea  cf 
these  institutions  will  at  first  send  their  students  on  to  us.  Assuming  thMX 
nine  of  them  will  do  so,  and  that  half  of  our  own  graduate  appointees 
will  be  fellows  and  the  other  half  scholars,  the  aggregate  charge  for  sock 
appointments  will  stand  as  follows:

*'It  is  necessary  to  say  but  little  here  regarding  the  needs  of  tbe 
Oraduate  College.  It  has  few  separate  and  special  needs.  )t8  interests 
are  advanced  every  time  any  of  our  departments  of  instructioB  are 
strengthened  and  it  suffers  as  well  from  the  neglect  of  any  department 
The  appointment  of  a  superior  instructor  in  any  branch  of  knowledge  Is  of 
distinct  benefit  to  this  college;  the  appointment  of  fellows  and  scbolsn 
to  such  positions,  when  superior  men  are  needed  will  result  in  disaster 
to  both  this  and  the  college  directly  interested.  This  practice,  rendered 
almost  necessary  by  our  straitened  circumstances,  has  already  broagjht 
the  whole  institution  of  fellowships  and  scholarships  into  disfavor  in  some 
departments.  While  it  has  been  necessary  as  a  temporary  expedient.  It 
must  be  discontinued  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  other  duties 
substituted  by  means  of  which  our  graduate  appointees  may*eam  tlieir 
stipends.** 

HIGH  SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 

"The  visitation  of  schools  has  been  continued  as  last  year,  nearly  all 
of  the  time  being  given  to  the  fully  accredited  schools.  These  schools 
need  annual  visitation  and  the  Inspector  is  able  to  reach  a  larger  school 
population  by  visiting  the  larger  schools.  In  every  case  the  Inspector 
has  been  kindly  received  and  in  nearly  every  case  he  has  been  asked  for 
criticism  and  suggestions.  He  has  been  frequently  asked  to  meet  school 
boards  and  make  recommendations  to  them.  The  suggestion  and  recom- 
mendations made  last  year  have  been  adopted  in  a  gratifying  number  of 
cases.  *  •  *  The  Inspector  has  visited  fifty  schools  and  hopes  to 
visit  fifteen  more  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Professor  Bolton  has 
visited  and  reported  upon  five  schools.  •  •  •  Regular  visitation 
of  schools  has  been  supplemented  by  correspondence  with  superintendents 
and  teachers,  and  by  conference  with  them  at  teachers'  meetings  in 
various  parts  of  the  state.  The  Inspector  has  attended  seven  of  these 
meetings  and  gave  a  short  address  at  four  of  them. 

"Inamuch  as  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  University  for  Septem- 
ber, 1903,  will  be  considerably  higher  than  they  have  been  for  previous 
years,  it  seemed  important  that  the  accredited  schools  should  be  deflniteir 
Informed  of  the  fact.  Accordingly  the  Inspector  has  made  an  examinatioii 
of  the  courses  of  study  of  all  the  accredited  schools  and  a  statement  show- 
ing the  standing  of  each  course  with  reference  to  the  present  entrance 
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requirements  of  the  University  has  been  sent  to  each  school.  A  copy  of 
each  statement  has  also  been  kept  on  file  in  the  Inspector's  office.  *  *  * 
The  work  involved  in  the  examination  of  these  courses  of  study 
occupied  at  least  one  month  of  the  Inspector's  time,  but  it  seemed  the 
most  important  thing  to  be  done  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  will 
ultimately  prove  a  good  investment.  *  •  *  The  Bulletin  on  En- 
trance Requirements  in  English,  issued  by  the  department  of  Education 
last  year,  has  borne  fruit  in  a  largely  increased  interest  in  that  subject 
on  the  part  of  both  the  colleges  and  the  secondary  schools,  and  a  joint 
committee  representing  the  colleges  and  the  schools  has  been  appointed  to 
prepare  a  uniform  high  school  course  in  English  that  may  be  accepted  by 
all  the  schools  and  colleges  of  the  state.  The  Inspector  of  Schools  is 
chairman  of  the  committee.  *  *  *  If  the  efforts  shall  prove  success- 
ful it  will  mark  an  era  in  the  development  of  Ehiglish  work  in  the  schools 
of  the  state. 

"The  uniform  blanks  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Inspectors  for  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  are  now 
being  used  in  this  department  A  copy  of  each  of  these  blanks  is  enclosed 
with  this  report.  The  Inspector  of  Schools  has  been  re-appoiuted  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

"The  two-teacher  high  schools  of  the  state  constiture  a  perplexing  proD- 
lem  for  the  department  of  inspection.  Theoretically  they  can  do  work 
that  is  entirely  satisfactory.  Practically,  they  are  accomplishing  very  un- 
satisfactory results.  In  few  cases  are  buildings,  library  and  laboratory 
adequate,  and  worse  than  all,  the  teachers  are  in  most  cases  weak  in 
scholarship  and  consequently  inefficient.  If  these  schools  could  be 
visited  regularly,  once  or  twice  each  year,  something  might  be  done  for 
them,  but  with  the  present  inspecting  force  that  is  impossible.    *     *    * 

"The  Inspector  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  much  good  would  result 
both  for  the  University  and  for  the  schools  if  members  of  the  University 
departments  would  occasionally  visit  the  better  established  schools.  This 
plan  has  been  tried  with  excellent  results  by  other  universities,  and  it  is 
herewith  recommended  as  worthy  of  trial  by  this  University.  It  is  thought 
that  a  beginning  of  this  work  can  be  made  next  year  by  the  Uni\ersity 
Extension  lecturers." 

UNIVERSITY  EXAMINER. 

"Three  specific  lines  of  work  require  special  mention: 
"1.  A  practically  complete  list  of  the  graduates  of  all  accredited  and 
partially  accredited  high  schools  in  the  state  has  been  secured  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  action  first  taken  at  the  conference  of  presidents  of 
standard  colleges  at  the  State  University  on  November  20,  1902,  and  ap- 
proved at  the  meeting  of  the  committee  on  secondiary  schools  of  the  col- 
lege and  university  department  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  in 
February,  1903. 

"2.  Special  preparatory  examinations  have  been  supervised  in  a  num- 
ber of  non-accredited  high  schools.  In  these  cases  examination  questions 
have  been  sent  to  the  principal,  and  the  correcting  of  the  papers  superin- 
tended. Wherever  pupils  have  secured  a  satisfactory  grade  a  preparatory 
credit  card  has  been  issued. 
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"3.    A  very  Important  department  of  the  work  of  this  office  ajid  aae 
-which  is  in  the  progress  of  development,  is   that   connected    ivltli    tte 
securing  of  complete  graduate  school  records  from  accredited    schooto 
Und  the  issuing  of  graduates'  school  records  and  certificates  ol  ncfiwissiV-r. 
to  such  graduates.    This  work  was  begun  two  years  ago  by  Mr.  Ogrss 
and  has  been  continued  by  this  office  since  that  time.    At  tlie  opening  at 
the  present  year  a  considerable  number  of  these  certificates  of  admlsskm 
were  received  by  the  University.    It  is  also  known  that  they  have  beec 
received  by  a  number  of  the  other  colleges  of  the  state  and  by  instltntioBs 
outside  of  the  state.    This  office  is  at  the  present  time  engaged  in  the 
work  of  securing  these  records  for  the  high  school  classes  of  1903.    Ab 
rapidly  as  these  records  are  secured  individual  certificates  of  admJasiaQ 
will  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the   pupils    entitled   to  them.     •     •     •    • 
The  entrance  requirements  have  been  raised  from  thirty-six  term  credits 
(equivalent  to  twenty-four  semester  credits)  to  thirty  semester  credits 
This  is  an  advance  of  25  per  cent  in  one  year.    *    •    •    The  same  thUag 
applies  in  the  second  place  to  the  great  increase  in  the  requirements  Is 
English.    Students  this  year  have  been  admitted  with  a  minimum  of  five 
term  credits  in  English.     Next  year  the   minimum   requirements   is    six 
semester  credits  (equivalent  to  nine  term  credits)  with  a  requirement  in 
certain  courses  of  eight  semesters  (equivalent  to  twelve  term  credits). 
This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent  in  nearly  all  cases^  and  in  some 
cases  over  100  per  cent."

Only 
those  boarding  and  lodging  places  in  which  the  following  regulations  an 
enforced  will  be  mentioned  in  this  list: 

"1.  Toung  women  lodgers  shall  be  permitted  the  use  of  a  parlor  to  a 
reasonable  extent  for  the  reception  of  gentlemen  callers. 

"2.  They  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  gentlemen  to  their  rooms 
unless  they  have  private  sitting-rooms. 

"3.    They  shall  not  have  company  later  than  half  past  ten. 

"This  list  will  be  short  at  first,  and  will  not  by  any  means  provide  for 
all  women  students.    «    •    *    Nearly  one-third    of    the    young    women 
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liT^e  at  home  or  with  relatives.  Considerably  more  than  one-third  lodge 
In  one  place  and  take  meals  in  another.  A  few  board  themselves.  Only 
3.lx>ut  one-fifth  get  room  and  board  in  the  same  house.  There  is  great 
need  of  more  good  boarding  houses  where  rooms  and  board  shall  be  pro- 
vided at  moderate  prices  and  where  reasonable  oversight  of  the  students 
shall  be  maintained.  I  believe  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  University 
to  take  some  steps  toward  meeting  this  need  if  the  number  of  women 
students  ia  to  be  increased.

PRESIDENT'S  KEPOHT, 


To  the    Hoard  of  TniMees  of  the  Iowa  Sfate  College  of  Agri&aU 
itir^  and  (he  Mechanic  Arfit: 
Qkntlemen — It  becomes  my  duty  to  make  to  you  for  his  excel- 
lency, Albert  B.  Cummins,  Governor  of  Iowa,  and  for  the  people 
of  Iowa,  the  following  biennial  report. 

It  seems  fitting  that  I  should,  first  of  all,  make  brief  reference 
to  the  fact  that  my  own  incumbency  is  of  such  recent  date  that 
the  greater  part  of  this  report  will  have  to  do  with  the  affairs  of 
the  College  under  the  administrations  of  my  predecessors,  Presi- 
dent W.  M.  Beardshear  and  Acting  President,  E.  W.  Stanton. 
To  the  statesmanlike  planning,  the  unselfish  devotion,  the 
rare    executive  ability,   and  the   indomitable    energy    of    the 
lamented  Dr.   Beardshear,  the  present  vigorous  and  healthy 
condition  of  the  Iowa  State  College  is  very  largely  due.    The 
impress  of  his  ideals  and  the  impetus  of  his  spirit  are  deeply 
and  enduringly  felt.     His  tomb  is  appropriately  upon  the  col- 
lege campus,  but  his  living  memorial  is  the  college  itself.    As  one 
stands  within  the  beautiful  and  spacious  campus  grounds,  and 
hears  the  chiming  of  the  bells  and  thinks  of  Dr.  Beardshear, 
who  so  loved  the  trees  and  the  sky,  and  as  one  feels  the  eager, 
thrilling  currents  of  youthful  ambition  and  enthusiasm  and  glad- 
ness, and  breathes  the  atmosphere  of  this  college  of  the  people, 
his  thoughts  drift  almost  unconsciously  into  the  words  from  the 
poet  Sill,  that  were  often  upon  Dr.  Beardshear's  lips : 

'  'Poreooon  and  afternoon  and  night,  Forenoon, 
And  afteraoon,  and  night, 
Forenoon  and— what ! 
The  empty  song  repeats  itself.     No  more  ? 
Yea,  that  is  Life;  make  th  s  forenoon  sublime, 
This  afternoon  a  psalm,  this  night  a  prayer. 
And  Time  is  conquered,  and  thy  crown  U  wen.*' 
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On  every  hand  are  the  marked  evidences  also  of  the  tb  -r- 
oughly  faithful  and  intelligent  administration  of  the  afhirs  it 
the  college  in  the  interim  since  Dr.  Beardshear's  death.  I  ^vr:^^ 
in  this  connection  to  record  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  un- 
selfishness and  generous  courtesy  with  which  I  have  bee- 
received  in  my  present  office. 

I  am  sure  that  what  Dr.  Beardshear  said  in  his  last  repcn 
can  now  be  repeated  with  greatly  added  significance,  *'Nev-rr 
in  the  history  of  the  college  could  a  more  favorable  r^K^t   t- 
given  of  the  growth,  expansion,  and  maturing  of  the  educatior- 
al  work  of  the  Iowa  State  College  than  for  the  biennial  peri"-! 
just  closing."    The  coU^e  has,  evidently,  come  to  an  era   :z 
expansion  such  as  has  in  recent  years  characterized  the  devdop- 
ment  of  several  state  institutions  of  our  sister  weetom  states. 
The  attendance  of  students  last  year  exceeded  that  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  reaching  a  total  enrollment  of  1322.    This  year,  up 
to  the  present,  there  are  one  hundred  and  fifty  more  studen:;^ 
enrolled  than  at  the  corresponding  period  one  year  ago.    This 
rapid  growth  apparently  indicates  two  things,  at  least.     That 
the  college  is  doing  a  needed  work  and  fulfilling  an  importan: 
function  in  the  educational  field,  and  that  its  services  to  the 
public  are  JDecoming  more  widely  known  and  appreciated.    Tb€ 
Iowa  State  College  is  near  to  the  people.    It  has  already,  and 
of  right,  a  place  in  the  confidence  and  regard  of  the  people,  suck 
as  many  older  institutions,  particularly  in  the  farther  east,  are 
strenuously  seeking  for  themselves.    The  Iowa  State  College 
idea  is  that  education  should  not  be  remote  from  but  near  to  life. 
The  rapid  and  remarkable  development  of  the  group  of  sci^ices 
pertaining  to  agriculture,,  the  great  demand  for  men  capable  of 
an  intelligent  application  of  improved  scientific    methods  in 
industrial,  affairs,  the  rapidly  extending  engineering  interests 
that  require  skilled  direction  all  serve  to  make  the  Iowa  State 
College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  a  most  importact 
factor  in  the  educational  and  industrial  development  of  the  state. 
The  college  is  fulfilling  very  accurately  the  purpose  of  its  found* 
ers,  as  expressed  in  the  original  grants  and  as  repeated  in  the 
subsequent  grants  from  national  and  state  governments.     The 
legislature  of  Iowa,  in  1858,  passed  an  act  to  establish  *'A  State 
Agricultural  College  and  Model  Farm."    In  1862,  the  National 
Congress  passed  an  act  and  made  a  grant  to  ^'provide  CoU^«d 
for  the  benefit  of  Agriculture  and  ihe  Mechanic  Arts."    Septem- 
ber 11,  1862,  the  legislature  of  Iowa  accepted  the  grant  as  a 
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truist  fluid  from  the  national  government  for  the  educational 
purposes     stated  in  the  act.    In  1862  the  General  Assembly 
passed  an  act  defining  the  courses  of  study  to  be  pursued  which 
read  as  follows,  in  section  1621:     * 'There  shall  be  adopted  and 
taxight  in   the  State  Agricultural  College,  a  broad,  liberal,  and 
praotioal  course  of  study  in  which  the  leading  branches  of  learn- 
ing sball  relate  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  and  which 
shall  also  embrace  such  other  branches  of  learning  as  will  most 
practically  and  liberally  educate  the  agricultural  and  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of  life,  including 
military  tactics/'    Statesmen  never  planned  more  wisely  than 
in    these  legislative  acts  which  have  brought  into  being  this 
school  that  now  stands  acknowledged  as  among  the  very  best  of 
its  kind  in  the  world. 

EMBARRASSED  BY  PROSPERITY. 

The  Iowa  State  College  stands  to-day  in  graver  need  than 
ever  for  the  reason  that  the  College  has  grown  much  more  rap- 
idly than  its  resources.    In  the  College  year  1902-3,  the  support 
funds  of  the  College  were  considerably  less  than  half  as  much 
relatively  to  the  number  of  students  as  in  1884.    That  is,  if  the 
support  fund  of  the  College  had  grown  relatively  with  the  ex- 
pansion and  growth  of  the  institution  that  fund  would  now  be 
considerably  more  than  double  what  it  is.    Since  1884,  the  stu- 
dent attendance  has  increased  425  per  cent,  and  the  support 
fund  hafii  increased  only  160  per  cent.    The  comparison  is  still 
more  impressive  when  we  remember  that  the  branches  taught 
have  greatly  multiplied.    The  development  in   the    scientific 
fields  of  inquiry  and  instruction  have  become  more  complex, 
interesting  and  important,  and  the  necessary  qualifications  and 
equipment  correspondingly  greater  and  more  expensive.    Lab- 
oratory equipment  now  is  a  very  different  proposition  from  what 
it  was  fifteen  years  ago,  and  instructors  must  be  specialists,  not 
only  broadly  educated,  but  bringing,  in  addition  to  well-trained 
powers  of  thought,  a  technical  knowledge  that  prepares  each 
man  as  he  faces  a  class  of  students  to  be  an  authority  in  his 
own  field.    The  Iowa  State  College  has  been  and  is  particularly 
fortunate  in  the  relatively  large  number  of  men  in  its  faculties 
of  whom  any  institution  might  be  proud.    These  men  have,  in 
part,  been  made  by  the  college,  but  they  have,  in  part  also, 
helped  to  make  the  college.    It  is  inevitable  in  the  near  future

that  these  men  will,  some  or  many  of  them,  be  drawn  a^i 
from  us  to  other  institutions  in  other  states  unless  lo^ra  shi. 
provide  more  adequate    support.    We  have  already   snfferr. 
somewhat  serious  loss  in  this  respect*    An  even  more  ser^..- 
result  of  inadequate  support,  however,  is  the  overworking 
teachers  and  the  overcrowding  of  classes.    In  some  sabje.:- 
and  classes  it  does  not  much  matter  whether  the  claases  be  larr 
or  small.    It  is  an  actual  relative  economy  in  such  classes  : 
have  a  large  number  of  students,  but  in  other  subjects,  and  p^ir- 
ticularly  in  field  work,  laboratory  work,  clinical  work,  and  - 
class  work  requiring    personal  and    careful  supervision,  xt- 
number  of  students  in  any  one  division  or  class  must  be  limite^: 
Only  a  certain  number  can  work  at  a  given  instarument,  as  s 
microscope  or  transit,  and  a  considerable  increase  of  the  nux- 
ber  of  students  multiplies  the  work  of  instruction  and  the  re- 
quired apparatus.    This  situation  has  brought  about  a  crisis  :' 
some  of  our  departments  as  will  be  shown  later  in  the  more  en- 
tailed report.    We  must,  therefore,  urge  as  among^  our  primar 
and  imperative  needs  a  very  substantial  increase  in  the  supp  r 
fund.

Total  enrollment  for  fall  term,  1903,  in  Academic  and 
Freshman  Classes 5G9 
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In  the    classes  in  mathematics   766  students  are    enrolled. 
Several  of  the  classes  in  mathematics  are  twice  as  large  as  they 
should  be  for  advantageous  work.  Classes  in  analytical  geometry 
should  not  run  above  twenty  in  each  class,  yet  the  four  classes 
in  this  subject  now  number  over  thirty  each.    Any  considerable 
increase  will  make  absolutely  necessary  additional  instructors 
and  it  "would  be  absurdly  irrational  to  expect  anything  else  than 
an  increase  in  the  immediate  future,  at  least  as  great  in  propor- 
tion as  in  the  immediate  past.    The  same  situation  faces  us  in 
the  EInglish  department,  now  enrolling  930  students  and  in  some 
classes  running  as  large  as  forty-five  students.    Also  in  history, 
enrolling  in  all  460  students,  and  in  single  classes  as  high  as 
forty.     In  addition  to  the  work  now  being  done  in  the  English 
department,  in  the  spring  term  there  will  be  two  composition 
courses  where  there  is  now  but  one.  All  the  classes  are  crowded 
and   all  the  teachers  heavily  worked.    This  department  must 
have  relief.    The  same  must  also  be  said  of  the  departments  of 
History,  Public  Speaking,  and  German.     In  the  department  of 
Physics,  there  is  urgent  need  of  more  instructors,  and  there  should 
be  an  increase  in  the  salaries  paid.     There  should  be  two  more 
assistants  in  the  department  of  Public  Speaking.    There  should 
be  employed  an  instructor  in  physical  culture  for  women  who 
can  give  her  entire  time  to  the  work.    The  classes  in  botany 
have  become  so  large  that  one  of  them  is  obliged  to  meet  in  the 
chapel.     A  large  addition  should  be  made  to  the  appropriation 
to  this  department  for  assistants  and  further  equipment  for  lab- 
oratory work.    The  same  is  true  of  the  departments  of  Agricul- 
tural Chemistry,  and  Zoology. 

It  would  be  a  wearisome  repetition  to  go  through  all  the  depart- 
ments with  this  inquiry,  for  the  story  would  be  the  same  in  them 
all.  Particularly  in  the  departments  of  Agronomy,  Animal  Hus- 
bandry and  Engineering,  the  demands  have  heavily  increased. 
Present  indications  are  that  with  prosperous  conditions  prevail- 
ing throughout  the  country  we  may  very  soon  have  a  total  at- 
tendance at  the  State  College  of  not  less  than  2,000  students. 
Dean  Curtiss  estimates  that  at  least  25  per  cent  increase  in  sup- 
port fund  will  be  imperatively  needed,  and  indeed  is  needed 
already  throughout  the  entire  division  of  agriculture.  This  in- 
cludes the  departments  of  Agronomy,  Animal  Husbandry,  Horti- 
culture and  Dairying.  The  support  fund  of  the  College  should 
be  increased  not  less  than  $100,000  annually.  This  estimate  has 
been  most  carefully  made  upon  an  exact  analysis  of  the  situa- 
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tion  in  each  department,  and  is  conservative.  This  addiliof: 
our  support  fund  would  not  then  put  us  on  a  par  with  othe 
grant  colleges  in  this  respect.  For  example,  the  Penn^IrazL^ 
State  College,  I  am  informed  by  President  Atherton,  has  asic? 
from  the  experiment  station  fund  exactiy  the  same  support  furi 
as  our  own  college,  but  their  student  enrollment  is  only  one- h^' 
that  of  the  Iowa  State  College,  and  the  teachings  force  is  jutf 
one- half  as  large.  The  courses  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  Ccl- 
lege,  moreover,  are  not  developed  as  with  us.  They  offer  tr. 
one  general  course  in  agriculture,  and  have  no  distinct  ooanei 
in  dairying  or  veterinary  science. 

IN    WHAT    SHOULD    A    TECHNICAL    EDUCATION  CONSIST  AND  WHAT 

SHOULD  BE  rrs  Am? 

The  primary  purpose  of  a  college  is  to  educate  men  so  ^bMX 
they  may  go  out  into  life  clean,  strong  and  earnest.     All  oar 
courses  of  study  are  arranged  with  this  in  view.     And  in  a  col- 
lege like  ours  the  technical  features  receive  especial  attentiot. 
But  we  do  not  aim  to  turn  out  merely  herdsmen  and  mechanics. 
but  educated  men  who  shall  bring  trained  and  cultured  minds  u 
bear  on  the  industrial  problems  of  the  world.    We  aim  to  make 
our  students  intelligent  as  to  what  these  problems  are,  and  ve 
expect  them  to  be  qualified  for  leadership  among  the  hosts  of 
earnest  workers  in  every  field  of  activity.    With  these  ends  dis- 
tinctly before  them  the  faculties  have  effected  a  happy  unioii  cf 
technical  and  general  culture  studies.    We  do  not  encoura^ 
short  cuts  to  superficial  acquaintance  with  the  technical  branches 
of  our  work.     A  student  needs  the  mental  discipline  and  the  in- 
formation which  comes  and  can  only  come  with  the  thorough  anc 
patient  pursuit  of  the  general  science  and  culture  studies.    Hi^ 
ability  to  think  clearly,  to  reason  soundly  and  to  free  himse.: 
from  the  slavery  of  mere  prejudice,  and  so  to  command  confi- 
dence and  respect;    his  ability  to  express  himself  in  corrK: 
English  and  his  knowledge  of  the  civilization  and  institutions 
which  he  enjoys;  his  rational  self  control, — are  very  lai^ly  the 
result  of  such  discipline  as  comes  from  the  study  of  history*  liter- 
ature, mathematics  and  the  sciences.    We  have  to  combat  the 
unintelligent  demand  for  premature  and  superficial  specialization. 

In  this  connection  it  is  not  inapt  to  quote  a  recent  utterance 
of  Sir  Norman  Lockyer,  president  of  the  British  Association,  in 
an  address  before  that  body,  when  he  said  that  university  com- 
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>etition  bet^^^een  the  world  powers  is  now  as  potent  as  competi- 

ion  in  building  battle  ships.    He  argued  that  England,  though 

ihe  Tkorw  li&s  thirteen  universities,  should  have  more  universities, 

more  professors  and  better  pay,  and  student  fees  reduced  to  one- 

Rfih   of  the  present  rates.    How  are  the  new  universities  to  be 

got?     «*  Since  1888,"  he  said,  ''  England  has  spent  £600,000,000 

on   ne^w   ships,  to  keep  its  sea  power;    parliament  must  vote 

money  for  new  universities  in  order  to  give  us  adequate  brain 

jKrwety  and  applying  the  admiralty  principle,  we  should  require 

eig^ht    additional  universities,  at  the  lowest   estimate,  costing 

£24,000,000  for  building  and  personnel,  to  bring  us  abreast  of 

the  United  States  and  Germany.     And  £24,000,000  capital  value 

set  apart  to  increase  our  brain  power,  when  our  present  national 

income  is  £1,600,000,000,  would  be  the  best  investment  we  have 

ever  made."    It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  for  the  first  time  in 

the  history  of  this  country  the  great  exposition,  the  Louisiana 

Purchase  Exposition,  at  St.  Louis,  is  to  make  education  the 

central  feature  of  the  fair,  regarding  it  as  the  foundation  of  our 

civilization. 

GRADUATE  WORK. 

Today,  more  than  ever  before,  the  standing  of  an  educational 
institution  is  judged  by  its  post  graduate  work.  Particularly  is 
this  the  case  with  institutions  like  our  own,  where  technical  and 
scientific  studies  invite  to  so  many  fields  for  original  investiga- 
tion. Such  original  research  as  strong  students  may  do  often 
adds  some  real  contribution  to  the  literature  and  knowledge  of 
the  subjects  treated.  It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  very  great  en- 
couragement and  gratification  that  we  now  have  a  much  larger 
number  of  post  graduate  students  than  ever  before.  They  are 
classified  with  reference  to  their  major  subjects  as  follows: 
Agronomy,  5;  Animal  Husbandry,  5;  Agricultural  Chemistry, 
3;  Horticulture,  1;  Dairying,  2. 

EMERGENCY  HALL. 

''  Emergency  Hall"  is  rightly  named,  for  it  is  the  cause  as 
well  as  the  result  of  emergency.  Its  walls  are  unplastered  and 
its  rooms  are  narrow  and  noisy.  At  times  during  the  day  no 
less  than  six  hundred  students  gather  in  the  main  hall  preceding 
class  hour,  unavoidably  making  much  confusion  and  disturbing 
classes  in  session.    The  classes  reciting  in  emergency  hall  have 
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a  total  enrollment  of  2,979.  The  efficiency  of  the  ^work  is  the> 
crippled,  and  the  wear  on  the  patience  and  energy  of  the  tea 
ers  as  well  as  students  is  great.     We  must  get  out  of  **  Lr*^- 
gency  Hall "  and  into  the  new  central  hall  now  building  a:  *: 
earliest  possible  moment.     This  new  structure  is  moving  for^-- 
as  fast  as  the  funds  are  available.     At  the  earliest,  the  buil:  ^ 
cannot  be  completed  until  the  autumn  of  1905.      The  procr-  - 
of  the  fund  then  available  will  have  been  used,  and  no  more  ' 
be  available  until  the  next  spring,  and  the  heating:,  pluIn^:  : 
lighting  and  furnishing  cannot  proceed  for  another  entire  sch 
year  unless  the  present  legislature  makes  a  special  proviaaon  *  ■ 
these  last  mentioned  items.     A  special  appropriation  at  thist'-  • 
for  this  purpose  is  the  more  reasonable,  not  only  because  c  :• 
tracts  should  be  let  soon  for  the  heating,  plumbing,  lig^htine  -y 
-  furnishing,  that  the  "roughing  in  "  may  be  done  as  the  cj  .  • 
ing  progresses,  but  also  for  the  reason  that  the  further  profir*  • 
of  the  millage  tax  already  granted  for  building  purpK>ses  wiL  • 
no  more  than  sufficient  to  erect  the  new  agricultural  hall  c  '  • 
templated  in  the  original  bill. 

The   following  estimate  of  cost  of  heating  (interior  e<^-:;* 
ment),  plumbing,  lighting  and  furnishing,  of  the  new  cenr. 
hall  is  furnished  by  Prof.  Bissell  and  by  Architects  Proudf 
and  Bird.

Two  years  ago  our  board  of  trustees  asked  for  an  appropnJ- 
tion  of  two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars  (8290,000.0' 
for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  main  hall.  It  is  the  policy  of  te- 
state to  carry  no  insurance,  or  rather  to  carry  its  own  insuran-v. 
and  the  amount  of  appropriation  necessary  to  make  the  Collei^ 
good  for  the  loss  by  fire  should  not  be  considered  in  the  light  . 
appropriation  in  the  line  of  farther  development  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  legislature  appropriated  thirty-five  thousand  dollar^ 
($35,000.00)  of  the  amount  asked  for,  to  be  used  for  th- 
foundation  of  the  new  hall,  leaving  the  balance  necessary  f-^r 
its  erection  to  be  derived  from  the  one-fifth  mill  tax.  This  miJi- 
age  tax  has  been  regarded  throughout  the  state,  and  was  evi- 
dently regarded  by  the  legislature  authorizing  its  levy  for  thu 
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>urpose,  as  aid  for  entirely  new  buildings  and  equipment  in  the 
ine  of  the  further  development  of  the  College.  We  would  now 
respectfully  urge  the  additional  appropriation  at  this  time  of  an 
aiTnount  sufficient  to  place  in  the  new  main  hall  the  heating  fix- 
tures, electric  light  fixtures  and  plumbing.  Also  for  furnish- 
ing the  offices,  laboratories  and  class  room.  This,  according  to 
the  estimate  given,  would  require  at  least  seventy-three  thous- 
and dollars  ($73,000.00). 

In  letting  the  contract  for  the  new  central  hall,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  found  it  necessary  to  cut  down  very  seriously  the  pro- 
posed building  from  the  plans  drawn  and  approved,  because  the 
prices  of  material  and  labor  had  advanced  and  the  lowest  bid 
obtained  exceeded  by  some  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000.00) 
the  anxount  that  could  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose  from  the 
millage   tax  fund  and  still  leave  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  ag^ricultural  hall,  as  contemplated  in  the  grant  of  the  fifth 
of  a  mill  tax.     Accordingly,  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
main  hall  were  cut  in  the  following  particulars,  leaving  open 
with  the  contractor  an  option  for  their  restoration  during  the 
construction  of  the  building. 

(For  explanation,  see  plans  and  specifications.)

Total  reduction  by  these  changes  amounting  to.  .$37,000.00 

It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  these  modifications  and  re- 
ductions seriously  affect  the  general  appearance,  durability  and 
untility  of  the  proposed  building.  It  will  cut  out  four  very  im- 
portant rooms  in  the  attic  story,  two  of  which  are  greatly  needed 
by  the  botany  department,  and  would  be  admirably  suited  to  its 
purpose  for  botanical  laboratory  work.  This  will  seriously  crip- 
ple the  plans  of  the  botany  department.  Two  of  the  four  rooms 
thus  cut  out  from  the  attic  story  were  intended  for  the  depart- 
ment of  public  speaking,  and  will  be  needed  for  that  purpose. 
Most  serious  of  all,  perhaps,  will  be  the  appearance  of  the  ex- 
terior. A  glance  at  the  plans  will  show  what  it  means  to  sweep 
from  the  building  that  is  to  stand  central  upon  the  Campus,  the 
entire  dome  and  attic  story.  Its  architectural  effect  will  be 
largely  destroyed  by  this  defect.     This  hall  should  be  a  credit 
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to  the  state,  and  an  enduring  testimonial  of  the  ediical2>?t^ 
ideas  of  Iowa  for  her  great  technical  and  industrial  CoHe^. 
The  very  presence  of  such  a  building  as  this,  if  completed  » > 
cording  to  its  original  design,  will  itself  be  no  sinall  factor  r 
the  educational  influences  of  this  College  for  the  future  gecen- 
tions  of  students  that  will  gather  here.  This  building  is  y:  > 
one  of  the  permanent  structures  to  stand  in  its  positioiiy  quer 
among  the  group  of  buildings  upon  this  spacious  campus,  f 7 1 
hundred  years  to  come  at  least.  It  is  not  to  be  regarded  fts  1 
temporary  structure,  a  second  "  emergency  hall.*' 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  an  appropriation  at  ±-r 
time  for  the  completion  of  this  central  hall  according  tx>  :tr 
original  design.  This  would  require;  as  already  stated,  exac*^: 
$37,000.00,  for  which  amount  the  Board  now  holds  options  vr: 
the  contractor  for  the  restoration  of  the  additions  mentioDec 
This  will  make  a  total  of  one  hundred  ten  thousand  dollars 
($110,000.00)  for  the  completion  and  the  furnishing  and  00:1- 
plete  equipment  of  the  new  central  hall. 

A  CENTRAL  HEATING  PLANT. 

The  time  has  now  come  in  the  development  of  the  CoUeg^ 
buildings  for  determining  upon  a  heating  system.  Prof.  Biaee. 
has,  at  my  request,  furnished  a  survey  of  the  whole  situadiT. 
and  a  careful  estimate  of  cost,  which  I  herewith  submit  for  cor- 
sideration : 

''  I  estimate  that  the  cost  of  a  complete  central  heating  piai: 
with  tunnels  and  mains  extending  to  the  present  college  build- 
ings, the  new  central  building  and  to  the  proposed  new  agricui- 
tural  hall  and  creamery  will  be  $126,000.  The  various  items  : 
this  estimate  are  as  follows :

Should  it  be  advisable  to  construct  only  such  part  of  the  st9< 
tem  as  would  be  required  to  heat  the  new  central  building  in 
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1905,  the  probable   expense  thereof,  with  the  building  located 
near  the  present  power  station  and  with  only  so  much  tunnel 
construction  as  would  be  required  to  reach  the  central  building, 
:  would  be  about  $75,000.00.  with  items  as  follows :

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  adapt  the  present  power 
station  to  heating  the  central  building  in  1905  by  enlarging  the 
same  and  installing  therein  apparatus  which  should  ultimately 
be  transferred  to  a  new  power  station,  the  probable  expense 
would  be  235,000.00,  distributed  as  follows:

The  three  estimates  above  given  are  hereinafter  designated  as 
estimates  A,  B,  and  C,  respectively. 

Of  the  three  estimates  above  furnished  and  the  plans  repre- 
sented thereby,  estimate  C  should  in  my  estimation  receive  no 
oonsideration  whatever  unless  it  be  found  absolutely  necessary 
to  abandon  the  project  of  a  central  heating  plant  before  1905. 
My  reasons  for  this  statement  exist  in  the  fact  that  much  of  the 
work  would  be  of  a  temporary  nature.  I  have  estimated  that 
the  cost  of  the  purely  temporary  part  of  the  scheme  and  the 
amount  which  would  have  to  be  charged  to  expediency  and  not 
recoverable  as  salvage  when  the  apparatus  is  moved  to  a  per- 
manent location  would  be  from  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
This  is  a  relatively  large  sum.  We  have  in  the  past  spent  a 
great  deal  of  money  in  enlargement  of  our  power  staion  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  it,  and  nearly  all  of  the  additions  so  made 
have  been  in  the  nature  of  temporary  or  makeshift  additions 
and  will  not  be  productive  of  very  much  salvage  when  the  per- 
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manent  plant  is  installed,  except  as  experimental  apparatus  f  * 
the  several  engineering  departments  interested.     It  should  '- 
the  policy  of  the  college,  it  seems  to  me,  from  now  on,  to  b.:-  : 
permanently  and  not  temporarily  in  the  matter  of  heating  a:, 
power  plants.     If  we  had  had  a  central  heating  plant  durinfr  v 
past  year  it  would  not  have  been  necessary  to  install  the  two  te.  - 
porary  plants  at  Morrill  Hall  and  Emergency  Hall  or  the  one  -. 
Agricultural  Hall.     These  three  plants  represent  an  expendin.:- 
for  temporary  appliances  of  probably  $4,000.00.     If  a  cenc^ 
heating  plant  is  not  constructed  in  time  to  take  on  the  new  c^:  • 
tral  building  there  will  be  an  additional  outlay  required  for  tem- 
porary apparatus  and  subsequent  buildings  and  in  the  course  ' 
a  number  of  years  we  will  have  run  up  a  very  larg-e  account :  : 
temporary  work. 

In  case  temporary  provision  has  to  be  made  for  heating  ari 
lighting  the  central  building  without  attaching  all  of  our  piv?- 
ent  building  to  a  central  heating  plant  and  doing  away  with  ir- 
individual  heating  plants,  and  at  the  same  time  without  spend- 
ing money  for  purely  temporary  apparatus  and  construct:  ' 
work,  the  central  heating  plant  could  be  begun  with  the  idea  ' 
locating  the  power  station  near  our  present  power  station  an : 
extending  a  tunnel  and  mains  from  there  to  the  central  building, 
a  distance  of  six  or  seven  hundred  feet. 

Estimate  B  gives  the  expense  of  this  construction  in  which  i/. 
construction  work  and  apparatus  would  be  of  such  a  nature  a? 
to  permit  being  permanently  located  and  adaptable  to  the  nee:^ 
of  the  complete  plant. 

In  my  opinion,  the  most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  heatin.' 
problem  for  the  college  exists  in  the  building  of  a  central  he^- 
ing  plant,  as  per  estimate  A. 

The  location  of  the  power  station  in  such  a  complete  systerr: 
could  be  one  of  several  places,  all  of  which  are  entitled  to  some 
consideration.  The  sites  proposed  and  considered  from  time  t.> 
time  have  been.  Firsts  near  the  present  power  station  or  in  f:** 
place  thereof;  /Second,  north  of  Margaret  Hall  and  east  of  th'* 
old  Sexton  House ;  Third,  north  of  the  barn  yards  in  the  incl"^- 
sure  containing  the  old  pumping  station.  The  latter  8iteba> 
been  recommended  by  the  landscape  gardener  and  possesses 
the  advantage  of  securing  gravity  returns  for  the  whole  campus 
and  being  convenient  for  coal  by  side-track  from  the  change-: 
motor  track  as  proposed  by  the  gardener.  In  view  of  the  pn  • 
posed  location  of  the  new  Agricultural  Hall  and  the  new  Creamery. 
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the  second  site  possesses  no  material  advantages  over  the  first, 
because     gravity  returns  cannot  be  secured  from  the  whole 
campus  in  either  case,  and  with  proposed  locations  of  new  col- 
lege buildings  recommended  by  the  landscape  gardener  the  fir^t 
site  vrUl  probably  be  as  near  to  the  center  of  demand  for  heating 
as   the   second.    Therefore,  the  choice  would  seem  to  be  nar- 
TOWBd  down  to  the  first  and  third.    The  one  at  the  west  and  the 
other  at  the  east  end  of  the  campus.     For  convenience  of  ad- 
ministration and  for  access  for  experimental  work  for  which  the 
-power  station  will  be  very  valuable  to  engineering  students  the 
west  end  site  is  very  desirable.    I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the 
plant  located  at  this  point  gravity  returns  could  be  secured  from 
building^s  as  far  east  as  Margaret  Hall  and  possibly  Agricultural 
Hall.     Buildings  east  of  that  point  would  have  to  be  supplied 
with  pHmps  for  the  return  of  condensed  steam. 

It  would  seem  desirable  not  to  be  too  hasty  in  determining 
between  the  two  sites  provided  enough  money  is  available  for 
building  the  complete  plant  on  either  site. 

Of  course  if  the  funds  are  limited  so  that  the  complete  plant 
cannot  be  installed  at  present,  the  west  end  site  would  undoubt- 
edly be  the  proper  one.  It  should  be  said  that  the  section  of 
tunnel  between  the  present  power  station  and  Engineering  Hall 
was  put  in  so  that  it  will  become  a  part  of  the  completed  system 
in  any  event. 

In  regard  to  the  broad  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  cen- 
tral heating  for  an  institution  of  this  kind,  I  would  say  that 
there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  everything  considered  a  cen- 
tral heating  system  is  more  desirable  than  a  system  of  isolated  or 
individual  plants.  The  disadvantage  of  central  heating  exists  in 
the  loss  of  heat  in  transmission.  This  can  be  reduced  to  a  small 
amount  by  proper  insulation  of  the  pipes  which  is  possible 
where  the  tunnel  construction  is  used  as  proposed,  but  in  any 
event  the  cost  of  fuel  must  be  greater  for  central  heating  than 
for  isolated  heating.  A  part  of  the  loss,  however,  is  offset  by 
the  saving  due  to  the  unloading  of  coal  without  teaming. 

The  advantages  of  central  heating  consist  ./er«^,  in  a  saving  of 
labor  due  to  consolidation  and  to  the  use  of  mechanical  appli- 
ances for  handling  coal  and  ashes  and  to  higher  class  of  appa- 
ratus and  machinery  which  can  be  used  in  a  large  plant  as  com- 
pared with  those  which  must  be  used  in  isolated  plants.  Second^ 
cleanliness  in  the  several  buildings  served,  due  to  the  removal 
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to  a  distance  of  all  dust  of  ashes  and  coal  and  of  chimney  amokr 
Thirds  the  removal  of  noise  and  the  reduced  risk  from  fire." 

I  approve  Prof.  Bissell's  recomendation  for  a  central  heating 
plant,  the  location  to  be  determined  after  careful  canvass  of  tb€ 
situation. 

AGRICULTURAL  BUILDINGS. 

The  new  addition  to  Agricultural  Hall  and  the  new  Stock  and 
Grain  Judging  Pavilion  and  new  Greenhouses  are  nearing  eor- 
pletion.  The  entire  cost  of  the  buildings  will  be  S90,000.00,  ir- 
cluding  equipment. 

The  Farm  Mechanics  Building  is  strongly  constructed  ao- 
admirably  well  adapted  to  its  purpose.    Our  new  Prof.  Zinthe- 
has  taken  up  his  class  work  under  considerable  disadvantap-. 
but  with  splendid  enthusiasm,  and  is,  with  his  students,   antij.- 
.pating  moving  into  his  new  quarters  within  a  com paradvt  !y 
short  time.    The  new  Stock  Pavilion  is  nearing  completion  ar  i 
will  be  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  when  finished  and  furnished. 
The  new  Greenhouses  will  be  roughly  finished  during  the  winter 
There  are,  however,  insufficient  funds  for  furnishing  these  build- 
ings.   Bids  were  advertised  for  and  contracts  prepared  for  their 
furnishing,  but  inasmuch  as  there  were  not  sufficient  funds  the 
Pavilion  will  be  left  bare  in  the  upper  story,  intended  for  im- 
portant laboratory  work  in   corn  judging.    The  Greenhouses 
also  will  be  left  without  cases,  benches,  tables,  lights  and  heat 
The  items  cut  out  of  the  furnishings  for  these  buildings  amount 
to  $7,801.    This  furnishing  is  greatly  need  at  once. 

HORTICULTURAL  BARN. 

The  horticultural  department  is  in  sore  need  of  a  new  bam  in 
which  to  store  the  nursery  stock  for  experimentation  purposes: 
which  must  be  kept  iCt  a  somewhat  even  temperature  throughoui 
the  winter,  also  for  housing  teams,  tools,  hay,  and  grain.  The 
importance  of  the  horticultural  interests  of  the  state  make  it  very 
important  that  this  need  be  speedily  met.  Iowa  has  180,000 
acres  of  fruit.  The  cost  of  such  a  barn  with  equipment,  storage, 
drainage,  and  for  horticultural  museum  has  been  carefully  esti* 
mated  at  $5,800.00. 

INCREASE  IN  REPAIR  AND  IMPROVEMENT  FUND. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  very  wisely  called  to  its  assistance 
the  services  of  Mr.  Simonds^  landscape  gardener,  to  help  in  the

further  development  of  the  College  Campus  and  in  the  location 
of  neiir  buildings.  His  suggestions  have  been  already  of  great 
value  q^uite  as  much  by  preventing  blunders  of  ignorance  as  in 
positive  results.  There  is  imperatively  needed,  however,  in  the 
near  future,  a  modest  appropriation  of  money  for  the  planting 
of  trees,  grading  and  laying  of  roads,  sidewalks,  etc. 

The  Repair  and  Improvement  Fund  now  amounting  annually 

to  $18,500.00  is  insufiGcient    Eight  thousand  ($8,000.00)  dollars 

is    needed ,  to  finish  remodeling  the  Chemistry  Building,  and  a 

larger  amount  than  has  been  available  during  the  past  years  is 

imperatively  needed  for  new  sidewalks,  general  repairs,  and 

necessary  improvements  which  do  not,  and  cannot,  come  under 

the    head  of  any  of  the  special  appropriations  made  for  new 

buildings.    This  annual  f  \md  should  be  not  less  than  $30,000.00, 

and  we  respectfully  ask  its  increase  to  that  amount.    This  would 

be  $11,600.00  increase  annually. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  time  has  passed  when  a  college,  much  less  a  college  with 
scientific  and  technial  courses  of  study,  can  hope  to  do  credit- 
able work  with  a  meagre  library.  The  literature  of  science  is 
rapidly  increasing.  No  professor  can  keep  abreast  of  the  age  in 
his  own  field  of  study  or  carry  his  students  forward  in  their  work 
witnout  a  somewhat  extensive  library  on  that  subject.  Some- 
one has  said,  '^A  modem  university  is  a  great  collection  of 
books".  Certain  it  is  that  there  can  be  no  university  without 
books,  and  many  of  them  as  well  as  much  current  literature. 
The  present  meagre  appropriation  of  $1,800  annually  for  the 
library  could  be  used  for  any  of  our  twenty -three  different  de- 
partments and  then  be  but  a  small  appropriation  for  its  library 
purposes.  The  estimate  of  our  Librarian,  Miss  Clark,  is  an  ex- 
tremely modest  one  when  she  says,  ^'The  library  needs  at  least 
$6,000  annually  for  a  support  fund  exclusive  of  salaries.  A 
technical  and  scientific  library  cannot  be  developed  on  less. 
Technical  and  scientific  books  a  few  years  old  are  out  of  date. 
Hence,  technical  and  scientific  departments  must  have  late  books 
and  a  good  list  of  periodicals,  and  such  books  and  periodicals 
are  very  expensive."  In  addition  to  the  present  library  force, 
we  greatly  need  the  services  of  a  cataloguer  for  at  least  a  year 
and  a  half  to  put  our  library,  through  its  catalog,  within  easy 
command  of  tiie  students. 
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A  JELre- proof  library  building  ought  to  be  planned  for  immedi- 
ately, not  only  as  security  for  the  library  against  fire,    but  f  • 
the  reason  that  we  very  greatly  need  a  larger  readin;^  room.    I 
is  gratifying  that  the  library  is  being  used  more  intelligently  an-: 
more  extensively  than  ever  before.    The  larger  use  of  the  Kbr&r^ 
is  also  gratifyingly  due  to  an  incraesed  amount  of  refereci^* 
work  being  done  in  the  college.    This  is  the  thermometer   5 
higher  grade  scholarship  and  is  very  welcome.     But  the  larger? 
use  of  the  library  crowds  the  present  desk  and  reading'  room  r 
discomfort.     On  one  afternoon,  which  was  not  exeeptionaL  n 
Was  reported  to  me  that,  for  lack  of  seats,  over  forty  studesi^ 
were  standing  by  the  windows  studying. 

In  this  connection,  it  ought  to  be  urged  that  some  oommodicc- 
and  comfortable  rest  and  study  room  for  women  should  be  pr>- 
vided  at  once.  Girls  who  come  to  recitations  either  firom  the 
city  of  Ames  or  from  some  distance  have  absolutely  no  place  v 
spend  the  noon  hour,  or  for  rest  and  study  between  recitation 
hours.  The  same  is  true  of  the  men,  though  they  can  aoeom- 
modate  themselves  more  easily  to  circumstances  than  the  womec. 

Prof.  Summers  occupies  the  part  of  Morrill  Hall  not  used  for 
the  library,  and  the  crowded  condition  of  his  laboratory  is  an- 
other urgent  reason  for  a  new  library  building.  Prof.  Summers 
occupied  every  available  inch  of  space  last  spring  term,  whicL 
is  the  heavy  term  for  his  work  particularly,  and  his  students 
will  be  crowded  out  into  the  end  of  the  hallways  and  into  the 
corners  and  closets  before  the  present  year  is  over.  The  increase 
in  Zoological  laboratory  work  has  been  as  follows  for  the  years 
given:

There  is  absolutely  no  relief  in  sight  except  there  be  more 
building.  A  new  library  building  would  make  it  possible  either 
to  accommodate  the  Department  of  Zoology  in  the  room  thai 
would  thus  be  vacated  by  the  library  in  MorriU  Hall,  or  new 
quarters  might  be  provided  in  the  library  building  itself.  A 
suitable  and  worthy  library  building,  fire  proof  and  adequate 
for  future  needs  which  would  be  the  only  wise  economy,  sbould 
cost  not  less  than  $150,000,  according  to  the  estimate  furnished 
by  Architect  W.  T.  Proudfoot. 
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an  art  gallery. 

When  a  new  library  is  bui]t  it  should  include  in  the  upper 
story  a  g^allery  of  art.  The  nucleus  of  an  art  collection  could 
easily  be  obtained  at  small  cost  in  plaster  casts  of  the  world's 
^eat  statuary  and  in  carbons  of  great  paintings.  The  educa- 
tional influence  of  such  a  gallery  of  art  at  our  school  cannot 
easily  be  over-estimated. 

A   COURSE  IN  ARCHITECTURE. 

The  time  will  doubtless  come  and  should  be  anticipated  when 
the  college  with  its  basis  of   engineering  courses  will  place  in 
its  curriculum  a  course  of   architecture.    The  architect  is  be- 
coming^ more  and  more  an  important  factor  in  all  building  pro- 
cesses.    Men  see  the  folly  of  going  on  ignorantly  in  location 
and   construction  of  buildings,  often  marring  the    streets    of 
cities,  towns,  and  country  by  unsightly  structures  and  wasting 
valuable  ground  and  material  by  putting  up  expensive  buildings 
that  are,  when  finished,  but  poorly  adapted  to  their  intended 
uses.     The  Iowa  State  College  should  anticipate  this  growing 
industrial  need  and  prepare  to  meet  it.     Particularly  is  this  the 
case  in  that  such  a  course  is  in  most  direct  line  of  the  purpose 
of  the  College  as  stated  in  the  law,  and  in  that  we  already  have 
excellent  foundation  studies  for  such  a  course  in  our  engineer- 
ing courses.    The  Mechanical  Drawing,  Structural  Designing, 
and  study  of  materials  for  building  purposes  are  already  taught. 
When  courses  in  architecture  are  introduced  we  will  stand  in 
need  of  an  art  gallery  for  the  proper  preservation  and  location 
of  photographic  and  other  illustrations  of  architecture  of  dif- 
ferent periods.    There  will  naturally  grow  from  such  a  course  a 
cognate  course  in  the  history  of  fine  and  decorative  art. 

A  new  and  commodious  library  building  will  therefore  meet 
some  very  important  needs  of  the  college  and  should  not  be 
delayed. 

NEW  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

During  the  past  year  the  courses  of  study  in  Agriculture  have 
been  revised,  making  four  distinct  four-year  courses,  each 
preceded  by  a  year  of  academic  work.  These  courses  corres- 
pond to  the  special  lines  embraced  in  the  Division  of  Agriculture, 
viz.,  Agronomy,  Horticulture,  Animal  Industry,  and  Dairying. 
The  work  in  each  afford  special  technical  instruction  bearing 
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directly  upon  that  particular  work,  at  the  same  time  supporr. 
by  such  scientific  and  general  collegiate  studies  as  are  best  ea.- 
culated  to  train  strong,  well- equipped  men.  Thisdepartrr 
from  the  usual  one-course  curriculum  in  agriculture  has  alresi^ 
met  with  general  favor,  and  similar  courses  are  being  estab- 
lished in  other  institutions.  This  development  of  courses  hel:- 
very  materially  to  differentiate  and  define  our  expanding  vors 
in  agriculture,  0.nd  gives  the  separation  and  emphasis  needfi 
to  each  main  line  of  education  and  research. 

The  work  in  soil  physios,  soil  fertility,  and  farm  mechanics,  hy 
been  established  during  the  past  year.  These  lines  of  investiga* 
tion  are  of  great  interest  and  importance  and  are  already  attraii- 
ing  considerable  attention  to  our  College.  In  the  near  future 
this  enlargement  and  enrichment  of  our  curriculum  is  sure  > 
attract  many  more  students  than  we  now  have  to  the  agricultan 
courses.  The  Illinois  legisture  has  recently  appropriated  aouc 
ally  $25,000.00  for  this  line  of  work  alone.  We  have  been  fo^ 
tunate  in  securing  for  the  professorship  in  soils  W.  H.  Stevenaw: 

RESEARCH  WORK  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

Probably  no  phase  of  the  work  done  at  the  College  is  m(^ 
wide-reaching  in  its  beneficial  effects  than  the  experiment  work 
of  the  station.  This  work  is  so  happily  related  to  the  educ«- 
tional  and  instructive  features  of  the  College  that  both  are  stic* 
ulated  by  their  mutual  influences.  By  the  bulletin  system  the 
results  of  the  experimental  work  in  the  various  lines  of  inquiry 
are  disseminated  among  the  people.  Requests  come  daily  sd^ 
almost  hourly  for  our  bulletins  upon  various  subjects.  During 
the  year  not  less  than  85,000  copies  have  been  sent  from  thi.« 
station.  The  results  of  the  Experiment  Station  are  so  markedly 
beneficial  that  the  Legislature  of  1902  made  an  annual  sppr^' 
priation  of  $10,000.00  annually  to  supplement  the  govenuneo' 
grant  of  $15,000.00  for  this  purpose.  This  fund  now  amounts. 
from  these  two  sources,  to  $25,000.00  annually.  This  amount  i? 
altogether  inadequate  for  the  work  of  investigation  that  siiotii^ 
be  carried  forward  in  the  interests  of  the  important  industries  o: 
the  state. 
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In  addition  to  the  askings  for  experimentation  in  animal  hus- 
bandry and  for  good  roads,  the  experiment  station  needs : 

For  soil  iDvestigfttiocs : $6,000 

For  corn  investigations 6,000 

For  horticultural  investigations 5,000 

For  dairy,  cattle  and  creamery  investigations 5,000 

For  poultry  investigations 3,000 

A  BULLETIN  EDITOR. 

The  work  of  issuing  bulletins,  together  with  preparation  of 
photo^aphic  and  illustrated  material  of  which  there  is  increas- 
ing^ demand,  and  also  the  work  of  sending  out  information  to 
various  journals  of  the  state  is  a  heavy  part  of  the  office  work  of 
the  station.     A  competent  man,  if  giving  his  entire  time  to  this 
matter  for  all  of  the  divisions  of  agriculture  could  accomplish 
more  satisfactory  results  with  greater  economy  than  by  the 
present  method  which  leads  to  more  or  less  duplication  of  equip- 
ment.    Such  an  editor  could  popularize,  illustrate  and  make 
more  useful  than  if  left  in  its  technical  form  a  great  deal  of  the 
valuable  results  of  our  experimentation.    In   connection  with 
this  it  is  desirable  that  our  agricultural  students,  and  those  who 
have  special  inclination  toward  agricultural  writing  should  re- 
ceive elemental  instruction  in  this  line  with  a  view  to  fitting  them 
for  profitable  positions  and  making  them  stronger  and  more  use- 
ful men,  whether  they  care  to  take  up  journalism  as  a  profes- 
sion or  not.  There  are  published  in  Iowa  alone  925  journals  and 
weeklies  devoted  altogether  or  in  part  to  agricultural  interests. 
For  these  two  lines  of  work  there  should  be  at  least  two  capa- 
ble men  and  the  expenses  of  such  department  should  not,  with 
salarie8,be  lees  than  $5,000  annually.   Professor  Curtiss  suggests 
that  three-fifths  of  this  would  properly  come  from  Experiment 
Station  funds,  and  two-fifths  from  the  support  funds  of  the  col- 
lege. 

THE  ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  animal  husbandry  department,  on  account  of  a  largely 
increased  number  of  students  in  graduate  and  under -graduate 
work  will  have  to  be  materially  strengthened  in  the  very  near 
future.  The  animal  interests  of  the  state  of  Iowa  are  of  such  im- 
portance that  our  State  College,  already  standing  honorably 
among  the  leading  institutions  of  its  kind,  should  not  lag  behind 
in  progressive  work  in  this  field.    Iowa  has  in  her  dairy  herds 
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1,600,000  cows.    From  Professor  Kennedy,  I  have  the  following 
outlines  of  important  work  that  should  be  taken  up : 

Recogniz'ng  the  importance  of  the  live  stock  interests  of  the  state,  and 
the  demand  from  the  farmers  for  in  ormation  concerning  the  best  and  most 
economical  methods  of  breeding,  feeding  and  marketing  the  various  classes 
of  our  domesticated  animals,  we  can  readily  see  the  need  of  utilisini^  more 
money  for  investigation  in  this  line. 

BBKP  nrrBSBSTS. 

The  beef  interests  are  very  important  in  this  state,  and  are  in  a  rather 
critical  condition  at  the  present  time.  There  is  an  urgent  caU  for  ezhanst- 
ive  work  along  this  line  at  once.  The  question  of  "  baby  beef  "  produc- 
tion is  attracting  wide  attention  at  present.  This  is  a  new  field  for  investi- 
gation, and  one  which  our  station  should  develop.  The  inflnenoe  of  feed 
on  the  quality  of  the  carcass  is  another  question  which  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained, and  is  claiming  the  attention  of  many  of  our  feeders  due  to  the  intro- 
duction of  so  many  new  feed  stuffs  rich  in  protein,  which  are  claimed  te 
produce  lean  and  better  marbled  meat.  Investigations  of  this  kind  are  ex- 
pensive. There  is  also  an  urgent  need  for  feeding  experiments  on  a  large 
scale  to  determine  the  comparative  value  of  the  different  feed  staffs,  the  in- 
fluence of  grinding,  and  the  best  methods  of  feeding  grains  and  rou^iage, 
the  advisability  of  grinding  grain  for  cattle  on  g^ass  and  a  thorough  study 
of  the  value  of  silage  in  beef  production.  For  this  line  of  work  alone  oar 
station  should  have  at  least  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00) 
annually. 

DAIRY  CATTLB  INTBRBSTS. 

The  dairy  cattle  interests  in  the  state  are  very  important.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  we  have  one  and  a  half  million  cows.  This  interest  has  been  at 
a  standstill  during  the  past  three  years  due  mainly  to  the  nnnsnal  develop- 
ment along  beef  lines.  The  past  six  months  bave  marked  a  decided  change, 
as  the  dairy  interests  are  reviving  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  This  naturally 
makes  a  heavy  demand  on  us  for  information  concerning  the  t>est  and 
most  economical  methods  of  producing  milk.  We  should  be  prepaxedto 
aid  this  class  of  people  which  will  be  increasing  in  numbers  from  year  to 
year.  For  this  wcrk  we  should  have  at  least  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000.00)  annually. 

SWINB  INTBRBSTS. 

There  is  an  urget  need  for  a  vast  amount  of  investigation  work  tobt 
done  in  connection  with  pork  production.  The  work  must  be  on  a  laix» 
scale  and  should  involve  the  feeding  of  several  hundred  head  annoally. 
The  question  of  forage  crops  in  relation  to  pork  production,  the  varioos 
animal  by-products  and  the  different  methods  of  prepairing  grain  should  be 
studied  more  carefully.  For  this  work  we  should  have  the  snm  of  at  lesit 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  annually. 

SHRBP  INTBRBSTS. 

This  is  a  line  of  work  which  should  be  encouraged  as  the  average  famar 
of  Iowa  does  not  keep  any  sheep.     We  should  conduct  feeding  experimests

At  the  station  and  do  some  co-operatiye  work  in  different  portions  of  the 
state.  For  this  work  we  shonld  have  at  least  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dolUrs  ($2,000.00)  annnaUy . 

^  HORSB  INTBRBSTS. 

The  horse  interests  of  Iowa  are  vast,  as  this  state  leads  every  other  state 
in  the  Union  in  the  production  of  horses.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  in- 
vestifcations  along  the  line  of  horse  feeding.  Over  one-half  the  horses 
marketed  are  in  a  half  fat  condition.  This  means  an  enormous  financial 
loss  to  our  farmers  each  year.  There  is  also  ^  need  for  a  careful  study  of 
the  rations  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  farm  work  horse  For  this  work 
weshouldhave  atleast  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2.000. 00)  annually. " 

The  above  amounts  are  actually  needed  and  are  less  than  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Illinois  Legislature  for  the  main- 
tenanoe  of  her  animal  husbandry  work  for  the  next  two  years, 
during  which  time  they  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(S26,000.(X))  dollars  per  year. 

In  recapitulation  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  following 
annual  appropriations  be  asked  for : 

1.  Beef  interests $10,000.00 

2.  Dairy  cattle  interests 3,000.00 

3.  Swine  interests 3,000.00 

4.  Sheep  interests 2,000.00 

5.  Horse  interests 2,000.00 

Total  amount  per  year $20,000.00 

EXPERIMENTATION  IN  SOILS  AND  IN  CORN  BREEDING. 

The  soil  of  each  state  requires  special  study  to  know  its 
peculiar  potencies  and  deficiencies.  In  the  state  of  Illinois, 
under  a  law  passed  by  the  Forty- second  General  Assembly 
making  appropriations  for  such  investigation,  it  has  been  dis- 
coveredy  for  example,  that  the  soils  of  southern  Illinois  are  very 
strongly  acid.  No  amount  of  manure  will  correct  the  acidity  of 
the  soil,  but  a  very  moderate  amount  of  lime  dressing  will  do  so. 
By  correcting  this  ikcidity  of  the  soil,  the  desirable  bacteria  of 
root  tubercles  which  gather  nitrogen  can  live.  It  is  possible  to 
gather  400  pounds  of  nitrogen  per  acre  per  year  by  bacteria 
alone,  and  therefore  at  no  expense.  This  is  equivalent  to  that 
contained  in  4Q  tons  of  ordinary  barnyard  manure,  and  would 
cost  at  commercial  rate  no  less  than  sixty  dollars.  This  is  only 
a  single  instance  of  the  direct  value  of  such  investigations  carried 
forward  by  competent  men,  and  with  adequate  means.    Similar 
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striking  results  have  been  obtained  in  the  same  state  in  com 
breeding.    Two  per  cent  increase  in  protein  having  been  secured 
adding  not  less  than  three  cents  per  bushel  to  its  feeding:  value. 
This  would  add  more  than  $6,000,000  annually  to  the  value  of 
the  corn  crop  of  Illinois.    A  similar  increase  in  value  is  possible 
for  Iowa.    Two  per  cent  on  this  would  nearly  support  the  Iowa 
State  College  for  an  entire  year.     Increasing  the  oil  in  com  one 
pound  per  bushel  would  add  five  cents  to  its  value  for  the  manu- 
facturer .     About  fifty  million  bushels  are  consumed  annually 
by  the  glucose  factories  of  one  company.    This  would  mean  an 
advance  of  $2,500,000  on  the  portion  of  the  crop  thus  consumed 
each  year.    America  has  taken  the  lead  of  the  world  in  certain 
lines  of  manufacturing  because  her  men  have  mixed  more  brains 
with  the  metal  they  handled  than  any  other  nation.     There  are 
immense  possibilities  yet  unrealized  when  our  farmers   shall 
have  learned  to  mix  more  brains  with  the  soil. 

ROAD  EXPERIMENTATION. 

Together  with  other  states,  Iowa  is  being  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  better  country  roads.  Poor  and  inferior  roads 
entail  a  heavy  and  continual  loss  and  discomfort,  particularly 
upon  the  farmers  of  the  state.  While  national  aid  is  hoped  for, 
it  is  probable  that  the  states  will  have  to  depend  upon  their  own 
resources  and^take  the  initiative  in  systematic  effort  for  good 
roads.  The  construction  of  such  roads  is  not  only  becoming  an 
economic  necessity,  but  is  also  essential  to  the  type  of  progres- 
sive civilization  for  which  Iowa  stands.  In  mining  and  manu- 
facturing enterprises,  it  is  found  that  economy  of  enei^y  is  the 
greatest  factor  of  success.  The  agricultural  interests  of  the 
country  ^ave  been  slow  to  recognize  the  very  great  economic 
importance  of  improved  roads.  There  should  be  education  upon 
this  point.  Dean  Curtiss  has  furnished  this  statement  of  the 
situation  as  he  sees  it  from  wide  and  long  acquaintance  with  the 
agricultural  conditions  of  our  state : 

The  inferior  roads  of  this  state  entail  a  very  heavy  burden  upon  til 
classes  and  particularly  upon  the  farmers  whose  produce  must  be  marketed 
at  seasons  of  the  year  when  roads  are  almost  impassable.  The  coostmction 
of  good  roads  is  not  only  an  economic  necessity,  but  is  essential  to  the  high- 
est  type  of  our  civilization .  Our  present  system  of  road  construction  ts  oot 
in  keeping  with  the  material  progress  and  development  of  this  state.  Tlmt 
is  just  now  a  widespread  interest  in  methods  looking  to  a  pennaseat  tad 
more  economical  and  intelligent  system  of  road  building.    A  large  part  of 
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the  tax  collected  annually  for  road  building  is  virtually  wasted.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  one-half  the  money  now  expended  for  this  purpose  would  be 
productive  of  equally  as  good  if  not  better  results  if  it  could  be  expended 
under  a  more  Intelligent  supervisio/i.  Many  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of  successful  road  building  are  wholly  ignored.  These  principles  need  to  be 
thoroughly  impressed  upon  all  who  have  to  do  with  this  important  work. 
Fortunately,  the  last  legislature  passed  a  law  making  the  township  instead 
of  the  supervisor  district  the  unit  in  road  work.  This  will  concentrate  the 
work  in  the  hands  of  fewer  men  and  make  it  possible  to  reach  better 
methods  more  rapidly. 

State  and  national  road  conventions  are  held  from  time  to  time  at  which 
methods  of  road  construction  are  discussed  in  an  abstract  and  theoretical 
way.  These  efforts,  however,  while  they  serve  to  create  a  sentiment  for 
road  improvement  fail  to  furnish  concrete  illustrations  and  demonstrations 
of  the  practical  methods  of  road  improvement.  There  is  a  feeling  on  the 
part  of  many  people  of  the  state  who  have  given  this  question  careful  con- 
sideration that  there  should  be  some  plan  devised  by  which  the  local  road 
authorities  and  commissioners  could  come  together  for  a  period  of  careful 
study  and  investigation  of  the  problems  underlying  successful  road  building 
in  Iowa.  To  meet  this  demand  it  is  suggested  that  a  short  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  road  building  similar  to  the  short  course  work  which  this  college 
has  given  in  stock  and  grain  judging  be  provided  and  offered  each  year  in 
June,  commencing  the  week  following  our  annual  commencement  exercises. 

In  offering  such  a  course  as  this,  I  am  sure  that  we  would  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  securing  the  co-operation  and  help  of  the  Road  Division  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  their  experts.  I  feel  sure  that  we  would  also 
be  able  to  secure  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  manufacturers  of 
improved  road  building  machinery. 

This  course  of  instruction  should  continue  about  ten  days  during  which  ' 
demonstratioos  in  all  of  the  various  phases  of  road  building  should  be  given 
and  samples  of  roads  of  the  different  kinds  constructed.  A  part  of  the  time 
should  be  devoted  to  lecture  work  and  a  part  to  actual  demonstration  work. 
1  feel  certain  that  a  well  arranged  course  of  instruction  of  this  kind  will 
attract  large  numbers  of  road  commissioners  from  all  over  the  state  and 
that  it  will  be  a  means  of  readily  bringing  about  the  desired  reforms  and 
improvements  in  road  construction. 

From  the  annual  report  of  Acting  President  Stanton  to  the 
Board  of  TrusteeB,  July  15, 1903,  I  quote  the  recommendation 
upon  this  subject:— 

I  believe  the  College  is  in  position »  with  the  aid  of  the  Legislature,  to 
render  the  state  eminent  service  in  relation  to  this  important  subject.  If  we 
had  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  some  necessary  road  constructing  machinery , 
and  provide  for  the  regular  instruction  of  our  students  in  agriculture  and  en- 
gineering, these  young  men  would  carry  intelligent  ideas  of  road  building 
to  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  would  at  once  become  leaders  in  the  movement 
in  favor  of  t)etter  roads.  Many  of  them  would  doubtless  be  put  in  charge  of 
the  road  work  in  their  local  communities.  And  aside  from  this  means  of 
exerting  an  influence  for  better  and  more  economical  road  construction,  I 
believe  that  we  could  establish  a  short  course  in  road  work  covering  a  period 
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of  a  week  or  ten  days  in  the  month  of  June,  immediately  following  the  dose  of 
the  College  year,  with  special  reference  to  teaching  township  mnd  local 
authorities  in  charge  of  road  work  in  practically  all  parts  of  the  state.  I  feel 
certain  that  a  coarse  of  this  kind  will  be  popular  and  well  patronised  and 
meet  with  similar  approval  to  the  short  course  work  which  we  have  been 
giving  in  stock  and  grain  judging  during  the  winter  vacation.  Anotiier 
reason  in  favor  of  taking  up  this  work  is  that  we  are  in  need  of  a  better  dass 
of  roads  and  work  of  more  permanent  construction  on  the  college  grounds. 
This  was  particularly  emphasized  by  Mr.  Simonds,  the  landscape  gardner. 
who  was  employed  by  the  college  last  spring.  With  some  funds  at  our  dis^ 
posal  for  the  purchase  of  machinery  and  for  conducting  investigations  and 
giving  demonstrations  along  this  line,  we  could  construct  some  permanent 
macademized  roads  on  the  college  grounds  each  year.  The  work  in  road 
construction  and  investigation,  however,  should  include  a  careful  stndy  of 
all  kinds  and  conditions  of  roads,  and  the  best  means  of  solving  the  nad 
problem  in  all  sections  of  the  state.  An  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $S,000 
annually  will  be  required  for  carrying  on  this  work  inroad  constructioa,  and 
investigation.  The  facilities  which  will  thus  be  placed  at  our  disposal  wHl 
also  serve  the  purpose  of  instruction  for  our  regular  students. 

Prof.  Marston,  in  behalf  of  the  engineering  departments,  says: 

I  would  also  ask  that  the  legislature  be  asked  for  a  special  appropriation  of 
$5,000  for  the  purchase  of  road  apparatus  and  the  establishment  of  a  Snmmer 
Good  Roads  School  for  the  benefit  of  the  road  supervisors  and  other  county 
officers  of  the  state.  This  school  could  be  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  civil 
engineering  and  agricultural  departments,  and  its  suggestion  is  due  to  Prof. 
Curtiss.  A  regular  course  of  instructions  in  road  work  could  t>e  given,  and 
model  roads  constructed.     I  believe  such  work  would  be  a  great  sacoeas. 

AN  ENOINEERINQ  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

While  Iowa  is  primarily  an  agricultural  state,  it  must  not  be 
overlooked  that  we  have  very  extensive  manufacturing  and  min- 
ing interests.  It  will  doubtless  be  a  matter  of  surprise  to  some 
that  the  percentage  of  population  in  Iowa  living  in  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  is  quite  nearly  *half  the  population  of  the  state, 
and  that  the  rate  is  quite  rapidly  increasing.  There  are  681  towns 
and  cities  in  Iowa  with  a  total  population  of  971,215  in  1900,  or 
43.6  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  state.  This  entire  popula- 
tion particularly  is  interested  in  the  problems  concerning  pure 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  sanitation,  lighting,  architect- 
ure, etc.,  problems  which  the  civil,  mechanical,  and  electrical 
engineers  are  seeking  to  solve. 

Moreover,  in  mining  interests  alone,  Iowa  has  an  annual  out- 
put of  fifteen  million  dollars.  Her  railroads  cost  approximately 
$239,584,000  and  the  value  of  her  manufactured  products  annually 
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amounts  to  the  enormous  sum  of  $164,618,000.  The  valuation 
of  Iowa's  manufacturing  industries  was,  in  1900,  $440,770,000. 

A  factor  that  should  not  escape  our  attention  is  that  these 
interests  are  largely  controlled  by  men  of  unusual  ability  and  of 
great  influence,  and  they  are  quick  to  appreciate  that  which 
majr  prove  advantageous  to  their  business  interests.  The  Iowa 
State  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  has,  or 
should  have,  it  within  their  power  to  serve  these  interests  in  a 
most  substantial  way,  and  with  our  corps  of  competent  engi- 
neers, recognized  as  standing  among  the  leading  engineers  of 
the  country,  the  service  can  easily  be  rendered  to  the  lasting 
benefit  of  the  College  itself  in  such  research  work  and  its 
strengthening  in  the  active  interests  of  a  very  influential  body 
of  our  citizens,  and  to  the  enduring  honor  of  Iowa  among  her 
sister  states  and  in  the  world. 

I  therefore  submit  with  my  most  earnest  endorsement,  backed 
by  every  other  department  of  the  College — for  in  this  as  in  all 
other  of  these  matters,  there  is  perfect  understanding  and 
agreement — the  prayer  of  Prof,  Marston,  who  voices  the  request 
of  the  engineering  departments,  for  an  appropriation  to  estab- 
lish an  Engineering  Experiment  Station : 

Prbsidbmt  Storms  : 

In  accordance  with  yonr  request,  I  present  herewith  additional  explana- 
tions regarding  the  united  request  preferred  by  all  the  engineering  depart- 
ments of  the  College  th^  the  Legislature  be  asked  this  winter  for  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $15,000  for  establishing  here  an  Engineering  Experiment 
SUtion. 

It  is  planned  to  do  for  Iowa  cities  and  for  all  the  mechanical  industrial 
interests  of  the  state,  and  in  the  investigation  of  all  other  Iowa  engineering 
problems,  work  corresponding  closely  to  what  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  is  doing  for  the  agricultural  interests.  In  the  past,  perhaps  no 
single  feature  of  the  College  work  has  been  so  valuable  to  the  state  or 
brought  the  College  so  closely  in  touch  with  the  people  as  this  experiment 
station  work.  But  no  state  can  reach  the  highest  development  in  these 
days  without  keeping  up  in  the  mechanical  and  technical  development  also , 
and  it  is  our  great  opportunity  now  to  undertake  this  work  for  Iowa,  by 
establishing  an  Engineering  Experiment  Station. 
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MAGNITUDE  OP  THE  INTERESTS  INVOLVED.    (»n  1900).

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  wealth  of  the  cities,  but  it  is  evidently 
a  very  large  percentage  of  the  total  wealth  of  the  state. 

Besides  the  above  interests,  our  work  in  roads  and  bridges,  in  draintge, 
in  sanitation  of  dwellings,  and  in  other  lines  which  necessarily  must  be  di- 
rected by  eng^ineers,  is  of  direct  interest  to  the  rural  population.

Laboratories : 

To  which  any  manufacturer,  miner,  quarryman,  clay  worker,  rail- 
road, city,  etc  ,  can  send  material  to  be  tested,  water  or  mineral  to 
be  analysed ,  and  to  which  they  can  refer  any  scientific  or  technacal 
question  which  comes  up  in  their  work. 

The  demand  for  such  work  as  the  above  has  been  growing  for  several 
years.  Already,  though  greatly  hampered  by  lack  of  means,  we  have  made 
many  investigations,  and  published  several  bulletins.  This  work  has  helped 
to  inspire  and  employ  our  students,  and  is  very  favorably  received  outside. 
We  receive  frequent  requests  for  bulletins  and  have  recently  made  tests  for 
Port  Dodge,  Cedar  Falls,  Marshalltown  and  Callender. 

We  receive  many  requests  for  bulletins,  and  promises  of  support.  In 
fact,  the  college  has  for  several  years  secured  support  for  its  other  askings 
by  making  what  amounts  to  promises  along  these  lines.  I  believe  we  can  se« 
cure  wide  and  effective  support  for  our  request  this  winter,  which,  if  granted, 
would  enable  us  to  make  an  effective  start  in  the  proposed  work .     I  t)elieve 
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that  a  moderate  amount  expended  in  inaugurating  it  will  yield  lArg«'  re- 
turns than  the  same  amount  expended  in  any  other  way,  to  the  state  and  to 
the  college. 

To  this  I  add  the  joint  appeal  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ments: 

The  undersigned  heads  of  the  Engineering  Departments  of  the  college 
respectfully  call  attention  to  the  investigation  work  of  our  departments  help- 
f  ul  to  the  state  industrial  interests  and  request  that  the  board  of  trasteea  ask 
from  the  next  legislature  a  continuing  appropriation  of  fifteen  ttaonaaad 
($15,000)  per  annum  for  the  establishment  of  an  engineering  experiment  sta- 
tion  at  this  college. 

The  importance  of  this  investigation  work  to  the  state  and  to  the  ooUe^re 
cannot  be  overestimated ,  and  it  is  well  illustrated  by  the  single  item  of  clay 
investigation,  only  one  out  of  many  possible.  The  work  already  done  by 
the  college  in  this  line,  though  necessarily  imperfect  and  spasmodic  for  lack 
of  means,  has  secured  the  heartiest  appreciation  and  support  of  the  clay 
interests  of  the  state,  which  would  cordially  and  effectively  support  an  ap- 
propriation such  as  is  asked . 

Similarly  the  mining  and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  state  can  be 
served  by  the  college,  and  already  the  interest  and  support  of  the  cities  of 
Iowa  are  being  secured  by  our  work  in  sewage  disposal,  pavement  and  wa- 
terworks investigation .  Our  good  roads  investigations  are  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  the  agricultural,  and  in  fact  to  all  the  interests  of  the  state. 
We  receive  many  requests  for  our  bulletins,  and  many  expressions  of  appre- 
ciation for  our  work  in  these  lines  from  all  over  the  state,  and  snggestions 
are  made  to  us  of  still  other  lines  of  investigation.  In  fact,  this  work  can 
be  indefinitely  extended ,  and  will  put  us  in  the  closest  touch  with  those  in- 
dustrial interests  which  the  Morrill  law  intended  us  to  serve. 

We  therefore  repeat  our  request  that  the  college  ask  of  the  next  legisia* 
ture  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  per  annum  for  an 
Engineering  Experiment  Station  here,  and  suggest  that  in  framing  this  InII 
the  law  making  the  appropriation  for  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
can  be  taken  as  a  model.'* 

The  Iowa  League  of  Munioipalities  in  its  October  meeting, 
1903,  passed,  unanimously,  the  following  resolutions: 

Whbrbas,  The  Iowa  League  of  Municipalities,  recognising  the  vitally 
important  necessity  for  the  construction  of  permanent  roadways,  pavemeati, 
and  other  municipal  improvements  and  utilities  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  of 
improved  methods  in  constructing  and  maintaining  such  roadways,  paire- 
ments,  and  other  municipal  improvements,  deems  it  advisable  and  necessary 
that  ample  and  detailed  information  regarding  all  proper  municipal  activt* 
ties  be  secured  and  made  available  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Iowa. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  governors  and  trustees  of  oar 
state  educational  institutions  be  and  are  hereby  respectfully  petitloaed  and 
requested  to  secure  and  publish  in  bulletin  or  such  other  form  as  may  be 
deemed  proper,  the  information  called  for  herein. 
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Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Iowa  be 
and  is  hereby  petitione  1  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  such  state  edacational 
institutions  such  an  amount  of  money  as  will  bo  necessary  to  make  such  in- 
vestigations of  practical  value  and  assistance  to  the  municipalities  of  Iowa. 

FARTHER  STATE  AID  TO  THE  EXPERIMENT  STATION. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  amount  of  present  appropriations  for 
experimental  work  is  becoming  apparent  in  view  of  the  oppor- 
tunities for  valuable  investigations  to  be  carried  on  in  all  lines 
of  agricultural  and  industrial  interests.  Some  of  these  import- 
ant interests  have  already  been  referred  to.  To  summarize: 
The  present  legislature  will  be  asked  to  make  additional  appro- 
priations 

For  soil  investigations $  6.000  annually 

For  corn  investigations 6,000  *  * 

For  horticultural  investigations. 5 ,000  *  * 

For  investigations  with  beef  cattle 10.000

For  good  roads  experimentation 5,000  '  * 

Total  annual  appropriation $50 , 000 

For  the  establishment  of  an  Engineering  Experiment  Station, 
as  per  Prof.  Marston's  recommendation — an  annual  appropri- 
ation of  $15,000. 

Sixty- five  thousand  dollars  ($65,000)  seems  like  a  large 
amount  and  it  is,  but  not  relatively  large  when  the  magnitude 
of  the  industrial  interests  of  the  state  are  considered.  If  spread 
in  taxes  on  land  alone,  it  would  be  but  two  mills  per  acre.  If 
laid  as  a  tax  on  the  $400,000,000  of  Iowa's  annual  agricultural 
products  the  percentage  is  so  small  its  computation  appears  an 
absurdity.  If,  to  the  annual  values  of  agricultural  products, 
there  were  added  the  manufacturing  and  mineral  products,  the 
percentage  of  the  cost  would  appear  infinitesimal.  As  stated 
by  a  prominent  agriculturist  of  a  neighboring  state,  such  a  tax 
would  amount  to  less  than  a  '*nubbin  of  corn  per  acre."  Our 
Experiment  Station  has  been  very  meagerly  supported  com- 
pared with  what  is  being  done  in  other  states  whose  agricultural 
interests  are  not  as  great  as  those  of  Iowa.    The  last  Illinois 
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legislature  made  the  following  appropriations  for  the  Illinois 
Experiment  Station :

This  appropriation  had  the  support  of  all  the  various 
agricutural  organizations  in  Illinois,  and  there  is  already 
an  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  agricultural  interests  of 
Iowa  that  Uberarappropriations  will  be  asked  for  conducting  the 
agricultural  investigations  of  our  Experiment  Station. 

There  are  now  twenty-six  of  the  state  experiment  stations  re- 
ceiving state  aid,  in  addition  to  the  national  grant.  The  total 
amount  appropriated  annually  for  this  purpose  is  $370,000.

AN  AUDITORIUM,  ARMORY  AND  GYMNASIUM  COMBINED. 

An  auditorium  is  among  the  pressing  necessities  of  the  col- 
lege. The  chapel  room  in  Morrill  Hall  will  not  seat  one-half  the 
present  student  body.  We  have  no  other  room  for  public  gather- 
ings, lecture  course,  entertainments,  commencements,  etc.  We 
also  greatly  need  a  gymnasium  and  armory  building.  Military 
drill  is  one  of  the  requirements  establishing  the  land  grant  col- 
leges, yet  it  must,  on  many  days  of  the  year,  be  omitted  because 
of  inclement  weather  and  for  lack  of  an  armory.  We  have  no 
suitable  place  moreover  for  storing  and  caring  for  arms  with 
the  inevitable  result  that  they  are  often  rusty  and  iUy  kept.  If 
the  example  of  other  state  institutions  should  be  followed  and  a 
large  armory  built  it  could  be  also  used  for  a  gymnasium,  and 
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also,  temporarily,  until  a  more  suitable  auditorium  could  be  built, 
for  public  gatherings,  being  seated  with  movable  chairs  for  that 
purpose,  or  an  auditorium  with  armory  and  gymnasium  on  the 
ground  floor.  A  gymnasium,  is  a  recognized  necessity  in  all  pro- 
gressive institutions.  No  class  of  students  more  need  the  system- 
atic and  exhilarating  physical  exercise  of  the  well-equipped 
gymnasium  than  the  boys  who  come  from  the  country  where 
they  have  had,  all  their  lives,  abundant  freedom  and  exercise. 
Too  close  confinement  and  application  to  study  very  often  results 
in  serious  impairment  of  heidth.  No  age  ever  needed  to  heed 
the  injunction  of  the  Greek  motto,— '' A  sound  mind  in  a  sound 
body",  more  than  this  age  of  science,  intellectuality,  strenuous 
enterprise  and  nervous  tension.  Iowa  owes  it  to  the  fifteen 
hundred  of  her  sons  gathered  at  the  Iowa  State  College  to  fur- 
nish them  an  adequate  gymnasium  and  armory  building.  Such 
a  building  would  probably  cost  not  less  than  $100,000. 

A  BUILDING  FOR  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  WOMEN'S  GYMNASIUM. 

The  department  of  home  economics  now  occupies  small  rooms 
in  the  rear  of  Margaret  Hall.  The  quarters  are  crowded,  dark 
and  difiicult  of  access.  Domestic  science  and  domestic  art  are 
receiving  much  attention  elsewhere  and  the  interest  in  this  work 
is  growing  in  our  state.  The  demand  already  overtaxes  our 
accommodations  and  the  rooms  occupied  for  this  purpose  are 
needed  for  other  uses.  Margaret  Hall  is  filled  to  its  utmost 
capacity  and  more  dormitory  room  is  needed  for  young  ladies. 
The  girls'  gymnasium  in  Margaret  Hall  is  altogether  too  small 
for  the  physical  culture  classes.  A  women's  building  to  accom- 
modate the  classes  and  laboratories  for  Domestic  Science  and 
for  a  women's  gymnasium  is  very  greatly  to  be  desired. 

A  veterinary  BUILDING. 

A  veterinary  building  is  among  the  needs  of  the  College.  The 
prospective  outlook  is  very  gratifying  in  this  department  of  our 
work.  Students  are  coming  to  us  from  other  states  as  well  as 
our  own.  But  our  present  quarters  and  hospital  facilities  are 
altogether  inadequate.  Cornell  University  has  a  veterinary 
building  costing  S160,000,  and  grants  for  support  of  this  depart- 
ment $25,000  annually.  Ohio  State  University  has  a  veterinary 
building  costing  $60,000.  The  veterinary  building  of  the  Min- 
nesota University  cost  $20,000.     Our  present  veterinary  hos- 
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pital,  besides  being  much  too  small,  is  so  situated  as  to  make  1:^ 
removal  a  necessity  in  the  near  future.  Our  Collie  must 
speedily  equip  this  department  or  seriously  disoourage  our 
capable  and  loyal  men  engaged  in  its  work  and  seriously  ham- 
per the  future  development  of  our  College  in  this  imperial:: 
field.  No  state  in  the  Union  ha49  larger  animal  interests  than 
Iowa,  and  the  demand  for  competent  veterinarians  is  increasing 
with  the  general  improvement  of  the  conditions  of  animal  hus- 
bandry and  the  introduction  of  better  methods  of  breeding  anc 
care  of  stock  and  of  more  valuable  grades  of  animals 

THE  CREAMERY. 

The  management  of  the  creamery  under  existing   conditions: 
has  grown  to  be  a  difficult  problem  for  the  reasons  set  forth  x 
Professor  McKay's  report.    The  Creamery  Building,  as  is  w»-:: 
known,  is  a  dilapidated  structure  and  entirely  inadequate  for  the 
present  needs,  and  not  at  all  in  keeping  with  the  dairy  interests 
of  a  state  like  Iowa.     This  building  was  one  of  the  first  coUec*:^ 
creameries  erected,  and  served  its  purpose  in  pioneer  days,  but  wt* 
have  entirely  outgrown  it  and  aside  from  its  deficiencies  it  is  an 
expensive  building  to  maintain    and  operate  and  an  unsigfaily 
structure  on  the  College  campus.    The  need  of  additional  land 
is  equally  urgent  in  order  that  a  good  sized  dairy  herd  may  be 
maintained  as  a  means  of  conducting  investigations  and  giving 
instruction  in  dairy  herd  management  and  milk  production.  ln> 
vestigations  and  instruction  in  these  lines  are  almost  or  quite  &.< 
important  as  the  process  of  handling  milk  after  it  is  produced. 
Iowa  can  not  afford  to  do  less  than  is  asked  for  here  from  the 
standpoint  of  her  economic  interests  to  say  nothing  of  the  inXer* 
ests  of  such  investigations  from  the  scientific  point  of  view.  There 
are  two  other  urgent  reasons  for  securing  this  land,  viz,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  poultry  department  in  compliance  with  quite  ar 
urjrent    demand    for    investigation  concerning  this  importar.: 
interest  which  ranks  second  only  to  live  stock  interests  of  our  staif , 
and  providing  room  which  is  already  needed  by  the  Veterinar}' 
Department.     The  veterinary  hospital  is  inadequate  and  unfav- 
orably situated  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  comparatively  few 
years  until  a  new  hospital  will  need  to  be  erected  with  such  sur- 
roundings as  permit  of  clinic  cases  being  kept  in  a  less  conspic- 
uous place  on  the  college  campus,  and  where  more  room  can  he 
provided  for  this  important  feature  of  the  veterinary  instruction. 
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Fortunately  there  are  several  pieces  of  land  near  the  College 
available  at  the  present  time,  but  some  of  the  most  desirable  of 
this  last  is  being  taken  up.  The  veterinary  hospital  and  the  poul- 
try department  must  be  located  within  easy  reach  of  the  College 
gprounds,  and  the  securing  of  suitable  sites  ought  not  to  be  long- 
er delayed.  For  the  combined  needs  of  the  dairy  work,  the 
poultry  department  and  the  veterinary  department  we  should 
have  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  more  land,  which  can 
probably  be  secured  at  a  cost  of  $100  per  acre.  It  is  not  proba- 
ble that  there  will  ever  be  a  more  favorable  time  than  at  present 
and  if  action  is  delayed  some  of  the  land  nearest  the  College  and 
more  desirable  may  not  be  obtainable  except  at  a  much  higher 
valuation.  There  has  come  to  be  a  general  recognition  on  the 
part  of  all  of  the  land  grant  colleges  of  the  importance  and  ab- 
solute necessity  of  larger  holdings  of  land  for  the  proper  equip- 
ment of  an  institution  for  instruction  in  agriculture  and  several 
institutions  are  now  proposing  to  purchase  land  at  much  higher 
prices  than  herein  mentioned.  In  this  connection  and  as  a  part 
of  this  proposition  when  it  is  presented  to  the  legislature  I  con- 
cur with  Professor  McKay's  recommendation  to  ask  the  legis- 
lature for  an  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  a  new  Creamery  Build- 
ing. The  dairy  interests  of  the  state  are  second  to  those  of  no 
state  in  the  Union,  and  our  state  annually  manufactures  nearly 
one-fifth  of  all  the  creamery  butter  put  upon  the  markets  of  our 
country;  $16,000  is  probably  the  least  amount  that  would  build 
a  modem,  well-equipped  and  substantial  creamery  building, 
suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  College  for  years  to  come,  and  a 
structure  of  an  enduring  and  pleasing  character  and  architectur- 
al design.  A  building  of  this  kind  should  contain  a  modern  ice 
manufacturing  plant  and  it  should  be  connected  with  the  central 
heating  plant  of  the  College  and  Jhe  power  obtained  from  the 
electric  plant,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  sep- 
arate ice-house  and  a  boiler  and  engipe  in  connection  with  the 
building.  This  building  can  then  be  so  constructed  and  located 
that  it  will  be  brought  more  prominently  into  the  group  of  edu- 
cational buildings  on  the  campus  and  will  present  a  pleasing 
view  from  every  approach  with  no  objectionable  features. 

For  furnishing  and  equipping  the  creamery,  dairy  farm  and 
poultry  department  $25,000.00  will  be  needed  making  a  total  of 
$125,000.00. 

Among  the  urgent  reasons  for  additional  land  and  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  dairy  farm  may  be  mentioned  the  constantly  increas- 
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ing  price  of  milk  in  this  locality  by  reason  of  the  supply  takeo 
by  the  boarding  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the  college  and  as  s 
result  of  diminished  supply,  the  increased  expense  of  having 
milk  hauled  from  the  country.  It  is  now  costing  us  as  high  as 
forty  cents  per  hundred  to  have  some  of  the  milk  delivered  at  the 
creamery.  This  is  about  one -half  the  commercial  value  of  the 
milk  and  the  supply  has  fallen  below  the  minimum  requiremenis 
for  giving  satisfactory  instruction  to  our  students. 

In  the  Wisconsin  University  where  the  dairy  departmeat  is 
conducted  under  conditions  similar  to  those  now  surroundini^ 
this  institution  and  where  it  is  being  necessary  to  ship  milk  free 
outside  points,  the  annual  expense  of  maintaining  the  creamery 
department  is  about  $10,000.00.  Our  creamery  has,  nzzl 
recently,  been  maintained  by  an  annual  allowance  of  S1,OOO.OC', 
and  can  be  maintained  on  about  that  basis  if  the  milk  supplv 
can  be  guaranteed  at  reasonable  prices  as  would  be  the  case 
with  a  dairy  farm  and  herd  of  about  100  cows,  managed  by  the 
College.  The  saving  from  this  source  would,  within  a  fev 
yearS)  amount  to  the  price  of  the  farm  aside  from  the  greatly 
improved  facilities  for  the  instruction  of  our  classes,  both  in 
milk  production  and  in  the  manufacture  of  dairy  products. 

SHORT  COURSES  IN  STOCK  AKD  GRAIN  JUDGING. 

Our  short  vacation  courses  in  stock  and  grain  judging  have  met 
a  felt  need  and  have  already  become  very  popular.  Three 
hundred  and  ninety- four  enrolled  for  the  short  courses  duiing 
the  last  year.  Adding  these  to  the  enrollment  of  students  in 
the  regular  agricultural  courses  we  have,  we  believe,  the  largest 
enrollment  of  students  in  both  the  regular  and  short  oouraes  of 
any  of  the  state  colleges  in  America.  It  remains  for  Iowa  to  ke^ 
the  leadership  which  she  now  has  by  generous  and  wise  proviaioc 
for  the  future. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRONOMY. 

Agronomy  is  that  division  of  the  Agricultural  College  work 
which  relates  to  the  field  and  its  crops  and  has  to  do  with  in- 
vestigation and  instruction  along  the  lines  of  (a)  Farm  manage- 
ment; the  application  of  economic  business  methods  to  fane 
practices,  (b)  Farm  crops;  their  production,  improvement  anc 
uses,  (c)  Soils;  their  fertility,  cultivation  and  improvement, 
(d)  Farm  mechanics;  the  tools,  machinery,  buildings,  fences 
and  drains  of  the  farm. 
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The  object  being  to  increase  the  producing  power  of  every 
acre  of  land  in  Iowa  through  the  introduction  of  better  and  im- 
proved varieties,  better  methods  of  handling  and  using  the  crops 
of  the  farm,  better  methods  of  cultivation  and  soil  management, 
better  machinery  and  better  methods  of  using  and  caring  for  it. 

There  are  five  principal  methods  of  accomplishing  these 
results. 

First — By  means  of  the  regular  college  instruction  work. 

iSecond — Through  the  short  courses  in  corn  and  grain  judg- 
ing. 

Third — Through  bulletins,  correspondence,  and  the  press  of 
the  state. 

/^oiiWA— Through  attendance  at  farmers  institutes,  and  other 
agricultural  meetings. 

Fifth — Through  co-operative  work  in  connection  with  farmers 
in  different  sections  of  the  state. 

INSTRUCTIONAL   WORK. 

The  special  course  of  study  has  been  prepared  for  the  agron- 
omy department  which  went  into  effect  at  the  begining  of  the 
school  year.  The  com  and  grain  judging  work  has  been  taken 
from  the  senior  year  and  put  into  the  freshman  year.  A  new 
course  has  been  added  to  the  agronomy  department  known  as 
farm  mechanics.  One  term  in  the  study  of  soil  fertility  has 
been  added  to  the  junior  year.  This  adds  very  greatly  to  the 
number  of  classes  to  be  taught  and  will  necessitate  additional 
help. 

The  agronomy  department  has  assisted  in  organizing  the 
Iowa  Com  Growers  Association  which  meets  annually  at  the 
Iowa  State  College  at  the  time  of  the  short  courses  given  in 
stock  and  grain  judging. 

The  objects  are : 

First — To  advance  the  interest  of  corn  growers  in  securing 
better  methods  of  selecting  and  caring  for  seed  corn. 

Secand — ^The  improvement  and  development  of  varieties  of 
seed  corn  better  suited  to  the  different  sections  of  the  state. 

Third— To  encourage  better  and  more  thorough  methods  of 
cultivation. 

Fourth — To  hold  conventions  for  instructions  in  com  judging. 

Fifth — ^To  issue  certificates  of  qualification  to  expert  judges 
of  corn. 
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Sixth — To  publish  for  the  benefit  of  its  members  all  matters 
of  interest  pertaining  to  corn. 

Seventh — To  aid  in  the  organization  of  local  clubs  for  the 
study  and  improvement  of  com. 

To  this  end  the  agronomy  department  is  also  co-operating 
with  the  World's  Fair  Commission  and  with  the  Iowa  Grain 
Dealers'  Association.  The  World's  Fair  Commission  for  Iowa 
of  which  the  Hon.  W.  C.  Whiting,  of  Whiting,  Iowa,  is  chairman, 
and  Geo.  S.  Forest,  of  Miles,  Iowa,  is  superintendent,  has 
purchased  a  hundred  bushels  of  Reid's  Yellow  Dent  com  for 
distribution  among  the  farmers  of  the  state. 

Over  3,000  two-pound  packages  of  the  com  have  been  pre- 
pared and  sent  out  under  the  direction  of  the  department.  Mr. 
A.  E.  Cook,  of  Odebolt,  Iowa,  has  offered  a  trophy  to  cost  noi 
less  than  four-hundred  dollars  ($400)  to  be  known  as  the  Cook 
Challenge  Trophy  to  be  given  to  the  person  exhibiting  the  best 
ear  of  corn  at  the  Short  Courses  to  be  held  at  the  Iowa  State  Col- 
lege this  winter. 

Mr.  Whiting,  in  behaJ  of  the  World's  Commission,  has  offered 
a  trophy  of  like  value  to  be  known  as  the  Whiting  Challenge 
Trophy  for  the  best  ten  ears  of  corn  of  any  variety. 

Wallaces'  Farmer ,  a  two -hundred  dollar  ($200)  trophy  to  be 
known  as  the  Wallaces'  Farmer  Challenge  Trophy  for  the  best 
ten  ears  of  corn  of  any  variety. 

The  Farmer's  Institute,  a  two-hundred  dollar  ($200)  trophy 
for  the  best  corn  judging  work  done  by  members  of  the  Com 
Judging  School. 

The  Iowa  Homestead  offers  one- hundred  dollars  (SlOO)  in 
gold  to  be  g^ven  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Iowa  Corn  Growers'  Association. 

Members  of  the  Iowa  Grain  Dealers'  Association,  the  Iowa  Seed 
Company,  and  many  others  have  contributed  to  make  up  the 
total  premium  list  of  over  twenty -five  hundred  dollars  (S2500). 

These  exhibits  will  furnish  an  opportunity  to  make  a  careful 
study  of  corn  grown  in  the  different  sections  of  the  state  both  by 
the  short  course  members  and  by  the  members  of  the  agronomy 
department. 

This  department  desires  to  express  appreciation  for  the  very 
hearty  manner  in  which  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  state 
have  co-ojoerated  in  all  efforts  made  to  improve  agronomy  cod* 
ditions  throughout  the  state  and  particularly  in  its  experimental 
work  in  different  localities.    The  Bulletin  No.  68  issued  from  this 
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department  has  been  eagerly  read  and  widely  distributed.  The 
press  of  the  state  has  shown  exceptional  interest  and  has  helped 
very  materially  in  calling  attention  to  the  work  being  done  at 
the  College  and  in  disseminating  valuable  information.  The 
bulk  of  the  correspondence  of  this  department  evidences  the 
widespread  interest  felt  in  this  work — between  nineteen  and 
twenty  thousand  letters  having  been  sent  out  within  the  year 
from  this  ofGce.  Members  of  the  agronomy  staff  have  attended 
thirty-eight  institutes,  farmers'  clubs  and  other  representative 
gatherings. 

The  department  of  soils  is  under  the  competent  management 
of  Prof.  W.  H.  Stevenson,  of  farm  crops  under  Prof.  W.  H.  Olin, 
and  that  of  farm  mechanics  under  Prof.  C.  J.  Zintheo. 

The  differentiation  of  work  in  the  general  department  of 
agronomy  thus  made  is  already  showing  marked  beneficial  re- 
sults 

FARM  MECHANICS. 

The  new  department  of  farm  mechanics  promises  to  be  im- 
mediately recognized  as  an  important  feature  of  our  curriculum. 
Mr.  Elwood  Mead,  irrigation  engineer  for  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  says  in  a  recent  letter  to  Dean  Curtiss : 

I  have  been  very  much  interested  in  what  I  have  heard  about  your  new  build- 
ing for  the  study  of  farm  machinery  and  farm  engineering.  I  believe  this 
will  soon  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  useful  and  promising  lines  of  agri- 
cultural education  in  this  country.  This  belief  was  strengthened  by  what 
I  saw  in  Europe.  In  Germany  where  they  cut  their  grain  with  a  cradle  and 
their  grass  with  a  scythe  they  are  paying  more  attention  to  the  proper  con- 
struction of  agricultural  machinery  than  we  are.  where  this  has  so  much  to 
do  with  our  success.  There  is  no  such  museum  of  agricultural  machinery 
in  this  country  as  in  the  Agricultural  High  School  at  Berlin.  While  in  Eng- 
land, I  talked  with  a  number  of  professors  in  agricultural  colleges  and  in 
every  case  found  that  they  are  preparing  to  do  what  you  have  begun. 

The  new  addition  to  agricultural  hall,  which  is  60x100  feet  in 
size  and  four  stories  high,  will  be  occupied  by  the  new  depart- 
ment of  farm  mechanics.  The  building  is  of  brick  and  steel, 
and  fireproof  throughout. 

On  the  first  floor  will  be  a  private  workshop  for  the  repair  of 
farm  machinery  for  the  College  farm.  There  will  be  also  a  stu- 
dents' blacksmith  shop,  and  a  place  for  study  and  operation  of 
farm  motors  such  as  gas  engines,  steam  traction  engines,  etc. 
On  the  balcony  of  this  floor  will  be  carpenter  shops  for  students 
of  this  department. 
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On  the  second  floor  will  be  offices  for  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment, a  large  lecture  room,  drafting  room,  and  students*  study 
and  reading  room.  The  latter  will  contain  all  the  periodioaJs  on 
farm  machinery,  farm  papers,  etc.  On  this  same  floor  will  be  a 
large  machine  operating  room  for  the  construction,  openition 
and  testing  of  various  kinds  of  farm  machinery.  Students  are 
furnished  practical  training  in  setting  up  and  adjusting  farm 
implements,  such  as  binders,  mowers,  com  planters,  com  shred- 
ders, plows,  wagons,  etc. 

On  the  third  floor  machinery  not  in  use  will  be  stored.  There 
will  also  be  on  this  floor  photographic  rooms  and  dark  rooms  for 
instructing  students  in  the  farm  mechanics  department  in  pho- 
tography. There  will  also  be  on  the  third  floor  mailing  roomd 
and  offices  for  assistants  in  the  department. 

When  completed  it  will  be  the  finest  and  best  equipped  build- 
ing in  this  country,  or  any  other,  erected  for  the  purpose  of 
teaching  students  farm  mechanics. 

The  department  is  not  only  new  at  Ames,  but  now  in  the  edu- 
cational world.  The  aim  of  the  department  will  be  to  make  ihe 
course  thoroughly  practical.  Students  will  be  trained  in  the 
fundamental  principles  in  the  line  of  the  construction  of  faim 
machinery  and  enabled  to  set  up,  operate  and  adjust  various 
kinds  of  farm  implements. 

Besides  farm  machinery  the  department  embraces  instruction 
in  farm  drainage,  road  construction,  irrigation,  planning  farm 
buildings,  mechanical  drawing,  carpentering,  blacksmithing  and 
horseshoeing. 

Considerable  experimental  work  will  be  conducted  by  the 
department.  The  department  is  in  receipt  of  a  twelve-horse- 
power engine  from  the  J.  I.  Case  Threshing  Machine  Co.,  of 
Racine,  Wisconsin,  to  be  used  for  instructional  purposes.  The 
Winona  Wagon  Co.,  Winona,  Minnesota,  has  furnished  Prof. 
Zintheo,  head  of  the  department,  with  a  farm  wagon  that  is  a 
complete  aftair.  This  wagon  with  its  equipment  will  be  used  in 
experimental  work.  The  wagon  contains  ten  sets  of  wheels  of 
different  heights  and  different  tire  widths.  These  will  be  used  in 
tests  to  determine  the  best  kind  of  wheels  to  be  used  on  different 
roads.  In  the  equipment  of  the  wagon  there  is  a  steel  grain 
tank  having  a  capacity  of  160  bushels.  The  wagon  is  also 
equipped  with  roller  bearings  and  ball-bearing  axles.  The 
purpose  of  this  test  is  to  determine  a  comparison  of 
draft  of  roller  bearings  and  the  ordinary    friction   bearings. 
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The  roller  bearings  were  especially  manufactured  for  this  test 
by  the  Moffet  Roller  Bearing  Co.,  of  Saginaw,  Michigan.  They 
are  probably  the  first  roller  bearings  to  be  used  on  a  farm  wagon. 
The  department  has  been  furnished  a  newly  invented  Dynomom- 
eter  which  registers  maximum  and  minimum  drafts  on  a  sheet  of 
paper  and  by  an  ingenious  arrangement  gives  the  average  draft 
during  the  test.  The  department  will  also  undertake  tests  of 
com  planters,  seeking  to  callibrate  the  plates  of  various  planters 
to  determine  their  accuracy  in  planting  com.  These  tests  are 
all  of  vital  and  present  interest  to  Iowa  farmers.  Each  student 
in  farm  mechanics  is  expected  to  hand  in  a  paper  of  not  less 
than  1,000  words  on  one  of  the  following  subjects.  Not  more 
than  two  students  to  write  on  the  same  subject.  The  paper 
should  be  accompanied  by  one  or  more  sets  of  plans  wherever 
possible.

The  building  referred  to  is  the  new  fireproof  four- story  build- 
ing now  being  erected  for  instruction  and  investigation  in  farm 
mechanics    and    agricultural    engineering.     This    department 
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promises  to  be  decidedly  popular  and  of  great  service  to  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  state.  Iowa's  investment  in  fiarm 
machinery  is  greater  than  that  of  any  other  state  in  the  Union 
and  the  Farm  Mechanics  Department  of  the  College  and  Ebcperi- 
ment  Station  has  already  inaugurated  some  lines  of  investiga- 
tion that  are  sure  to  result  in  a  great  saving  as  well  as  greater 
efficiency  and  better  results  in  the  use  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments and  machinery. 

The  statistics  of  the  U.  8.  Department  of  Agriculture  show 
that  in  1830  it  required  11%  cents  worth  of  labor  to  produce  a 
bushel  of  wheat.  In  1896  this  was  reduced  to  3}4  cents.  In 
1850  the  time  representing  a  bushel  of  corn  was  A}4  hours. 
In  1900  it  was  reduced  to  34  minutes.  This  saving  was  largely 
brought  about  by  the  introduction  and  use  of  improved  farm 
machinery. 

ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY. 

The  course  in  animal  husbandry  has  been  so  arranged  as  to 
mingle  the  more  technical  studies  with  the  general  science 
and  culture  studies  through  the  entire  course.  The  department 
stands  for  all  lines  of  work  which  pertain  to  the  judging,  select- 
ing, breeding,  feeding,  development,  care  and  management  of 
the  various  breeds  and  classes  of  domesticated  animals.  Reali- 
zing the  importance  of  the  live  stock  industry  in  the  state  of 
Iowa  everything  within  our  power  is  being  done  to  equip  men 
for  instruction  along  animal  husbandry  lines  and  for  the  practi- 
cal management  of  stock  interests.  Our  herds  and  flocks  have, 
by  careful  oversight,  become  admirably  adapted  for  purposes  of 
instruction,  containing  almost  every  recognized  market  class  of 
animal  and  good  representatives  of  all  the  recognized  breeds. 
Some  exceedingly  interesting  and  important  results  are  being 
obtained  in  the  development  of  new  breeds.  The  advance^] 
students  in  stock  judging,  accompanied  by  their  instructor, 
visited  the  American  Royal  Cattle  Show  held  in  Kansas  City  in 
October  1902,  and  again  in  the  same  month  1903.  The  obvious 
advantages  of  the  three  days  hard  work  spent  at  the  Cattle  Show 
inspecting  and  judging  stock  makes  it  quite  certain  that  a  simi- 
lar trip  will  be  planned  each  year  as  a  part  of  the  work  of  the 
fall  term.  The  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  International  Lave 
Stock  Exposition  held  in  Chicago.  At  these  expositions  some 
of  the  best  specimens  of  stock  in  Europe  and  America  may  be 
seen.     In  Chicago,  also,  a  visit  was  made  to  the  Union   Stock 
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Yards  and  a  study  made  of  the  animals  actually  passing  through 
the  market. 

PRIZES  AND  TROPHIES  WON. 

Our  students  who  entered  the  contest  at  the  International  Ldve 
Stock  Exposition  brought  honor  to  themselves  and  to  our  Iowa 
State  College  by  winning  every  first  prize  offered,  also  the  Spoor 
Trophy  and  over  half  of  all  the  money  offered  in  the  contest. 
Those  contesting  were  Mr.  Chas.  Gray,  of  Ames,  Iowa,  Mr.  W. 
Dinsmore,  of  Ames,  Iowa,  Mr.  O.  B.  Newcom,  of  Odebolt,  Iowa, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Wilson,  of  Earlham,  Iowa,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Linklater, 
of  Stratford,  Ontario,  Canada.  Mr.  W.  Dinsmore  also  won  first 
place  and  was  awarded  the  beautiful  gold  medal  called  the 
Zenoleum  Medal,  offered  by  the  Zenner  Disinfectant  company, 
of  Detroit,  to  students  preparing  the  best  written  report  of  any 
specified  class  of  live  stock  exhibited  at  the  International  Exposi- 
tion. 

In  attendance  at  various  fairs  in  the  state  acting  as  judges, 
in  making  frequent  addresses  at  institutes  and  conventions  and 
in  answering  a  very  extensive  correspondence  this  department 
is  rendering  a  valued  service  to  the  stock  interests  of  the  state. 

In  addition  to  the  instruction  heretofore  mentioned  offered  in 
the  animal  husbandry  course,  there  have  been  added  certain 
lines  of  veterinary  work  given  by  Dr.  McNeall,  and  the  course 
has  thus  been  very  appreciably  broadened  and  strengthened. 
Instruction  in  the  elementary  principles  of  veterinary  science  is 
much  to  be  desired  for  agricultural  students  and  it  is  felt  that 
this  is  now  one  of  the  strongest  features  of  our  course,  especially 
for  students  who  specialize  in  animal  husbandry. 

DAIRY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  demand  for  thoroughly  competent  men  for  management 
of  the  various  dairying  interests  of  this  and  adjoining  states  of 
the  Middle  West  has  brought  into  prominence  this  department. 
Over  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  have  b  een  taking  work  in  the 
Dairy  Courses.  Sixty-four  of  these  are  regular  four  year  stu- 
dents. The  College  Creamery  is  in  operation  the  year  round. 
The  work  is  conducted  on  a  commercial  basis,  yet  primarily  for 
scientific  investigation  and  instruction.  The  products  of  our 
Creamery  command  a  high  price  on  the  markets  of  the  United 
States  and  England.     Butter  and  cheese  are  manufactured,  util- 
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izing  for  these  purposes  from  five  to  ten  thousand  pounds  of  milk 
daily. 

Two  short  courses  are  offered,  one  for  butter  and  one  for 
cheese  making,  of  sixteen  weeks  each. 

HORTICULTURE  AND  FORESTRY. 

The  attendance  in  the  horticultural  department  has  increiMed 
from  274  in  1891-2  to  365  in  1902-3,  or  an  increase  of  over  30  per 
cent. 

On  the  forty  acres  devoted  to  horticultural  purposes  are  many 
varieties  of  fruit  trees  and  many  important  experiments  are  in 
progress.  Approximately  one  thousand  varieties  of  fruits  are  be* 
ing  tried.  A  nursery  affords  opportunity  for  studying  the  van- 
ous  methods  of  stratification,  budding  and  grafting.  About 
ten  acres  are  devoted  to  varieties  of  deciduous  trees  for  the  North- 
west 

Horticulture,  like  agronomy  and  animal  husbandry,  is  a  rap- 
idly developing  science.  There  are  many  important  questions 
seeking  answer  in  this  field,  particularly  in  regard  to  cold  storage 
of  apples,  plant  breeding  and  in  spraying  and  plant  diseases. 
This  department  has  now  on  its  grounds  several  hundred  seed- 
lings which  are  being  grown  with  reference  to  their  adaptation  to 
our  peculiar  soil  and  climate.  It  is  recognized  that  the  varieties  of 
apples  imported  from  the  East  and  South  into  this  state  having 
proven  largely  a  failure  here  we  must  originate  our  own  varie- 
ties. The  outcome  will  quite  surely  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
all  our  people. 

According  to  the  census  reports  of  the  last  decade  the  orchard 
interests  of  Iowa  have  increased  over  200  per  cent.  The  com- 
mercial planting  is  largely  confined  to  the  southern  half  of  the 
state.  These  orchards  are  just  beginning  to  bear  in  quantity 
and  practically  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  state,  we 
have  commercial  fruit  growers  who  are  seriously  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  combating  insect  and  fungus  enemies.  We  desire 
to  carry  on  co-operative  experiments  at  a  number  of  points  in 
this  district.  This  will  serve  as  an  excellent  laboratory  for  in* 
vestigation  and  at  the  same  time  prove  a  valuable  object  lesson 
as  to  what  may  be  accomplished  along  this  line. 

FARH    DEPARTMENT. 

The  College  Farm  and  its  equipments  of  fields,  pastures, 
buildings  and  live  stock  oonstituteB  a  laboratory  plant  and 
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serves  the  same  purpose  as  laboratory  material  in  other  depart- 
ments, and  at  the  same  time  affords  object  lessons  and  the 
demonstrations  of  practices  and  principles  in  agriculture  that 
extend  beyond  the  limits  of  the  College.  The  strength  of  our 
farm  and  its  equipments  has  unquestionably  been  one  of  the 
strong  factors  in  developing  agricultural  instruction  at  this 
institution.  The  achievements  of  our  students  and  of  the  stock 
exhibited  by  the  College  at  the  last  International  Live  Stock 
Exposition  are  now  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  institution. 

The  farm  in  its  grain  and  stock  products  is  lai^ely  an  agri- 
cultural laboratory.  Students  are  brought  into  direct  contact 
with  growing  crops  and  with  farm  animals.  Experiments  in 
Agronomy,  Horticulture,  Animal  Husbandry,  etc.,  are  carried 
on  before  the  students  and  with  their  aid.  While  the  farm,  as 
well  as  the  dairy,  is  carried  forward  partly  on  a  commercial 
basis,  their  primary  purpose  and  use  are  educational.  Our 
classes  in  Animal  Husbandry  have  reached  a  magnitude  where 
it  becomes  necessary  to  draw  upon  the  flocks  and  herds  daily 
throughout  the  entire  college  year  for  educational  and  illustra- 
tive purposes.  All  this  increases  the  expense  of  maintaining 
the  farm.  Its  value  for  purposes  of  instruction  is  thus  increased 
at  an  increased  cost  of  management. 

VETERINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  department  is  making  gratifying  progress  both  in  num- 
bers of  students  and  in  the  strengthening  of  its  course.  A 
straight  four  years  course  is  now  required  of  those  desiring  the 
degree  of  D.  V.  M.  from  the  college.  The  requirements  for  ad- 
mission have  also  been  raised.  Neither  the  raising  of  the 
standard  for  admission  nor  the  lengthening  of  the  course  has, 
however,  served  to  lessen  the  number  of  students.  On  the 
contrary  the  number  has  increased  and  we  now  have,  both  as  to 
quality  and  numbers,  a  much  higher  and  more  satisfactory  con- 
dition than  ever  before  in  the  department.  In  spite  of  cramped 
and  altogether  unsatisfactory  equipment  the  department  has 
made  marked  progress.  It  is  hoped  that  Iowa  will  soon  care  for 
this  important  part  of  its  educational  work  at  the  Iowa  State 
College  in  a  creditable  and  worthy  manner. 

NEW  ENGINEERING  HALL. 

The  much  needed  and  desired  engineering  hall  for  which  Dr* 
Beardshear  prayed  and  labored,  and  for  which  the  Board  of 
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Trustees  asked  not  in  vain,  is  now  a  fact.  By  the  generosity  --" 
the  legislature  and  through  the  farseeing  wisdom  of  those  wh* 
have  planned  together  for  this  consummation  so  devout. > 
wished,  we  now  have  what  Dr,  Thurston  of  Cornell  declared  :• 
be  **  the  finest  and  best  building  for  the  purpose  "  he  had  ever 
seen. 

The  faculty  and  ^students  of  the  engineering  departments  are 
conducting,  without,  as  yet,  any  assistance  from  the  board  f  r 
that  purpose  a  press  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating 
throughout  the  rotate  information  relative  to  the  work  bein^ 
done  in  engineering  at  Ames.  Each  week  a  short  bulletin  in 
the  form  of  a  news  item  has  been  sent  out  to  every  daily  an : 
weekly  paper  in  Iowa  and  most  of  these  have  been  publisbe*d 
By  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Iowa  Engineering  Society-, 
the  Iowa  Brick  and  Tile  Association  and  Good  Roads  Conven- 
tions, also  by  means  of  the  '*  Iowa  Engineer"  published  here, 
the  department  is  seeking  close  affiliation  with  the  industrial  in- 
terests of  the  state.     ^ 

With  the  establishment  of  an  Engineering  Experiment  Sta- 
tion here,  for  which  purpose  a  modest  request  is  elsewhere  made 
in  this  report,  our  College  can  greatly  serve  the  state  and  at  the 
same  time  increase  the  efficiency  in  the  instructive  features  o: 
its  work. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MECHANICAL  ENGINEERING. 

Eleven  graduated  in  Mechanical  Engineering  in  1903.  Thwe 
are  twenty  seniors  all  of  whom  will  probably  graduate  in  1904.  Thr 
total  enrollment  for  1902-3  was  158.  Certain  courses  given  ir 
the  Mechanical  Engineering  Department  are  required  or  optional 
in  several  of  the  other  Departments  so  that  the  total  number  •»: 
students  receiving  instruction  in  this  department  for  the  year 
is  637. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 

Within  the  last  six  years  the  attendance  in  this  departicent 
has  increased  more  than  six  fold.  In  every  way  the  Depart- 
ment is  prospering.  During  the  year  very  valuable  results  have 
been  reached  in  brick  tests,  Iowa  waterworks  investigation?, 
sewage  and  sewage  disposal,  good  roads  and  a  magnetic  surrey 
of  Polk  county.  The  work  along  the  line  of  good  roads  has 
yielded  especially  valuable  results. 
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department  op  physics  and  electrical  engineering. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  electrical  engineering  courses  in 
1902-3  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-two.  The  rapid  develop- 
ment of  electrical  science  and  the  application  of  electricity  to 
many  industrial  problems  has  caused  the  number  of  students 
taking  electrical  engineering  to  greatly  increase.  It  is  very 
fortunate  and  timely  that  the  new  hall  was  completed  and  par- 
tially equipped  at  this  time  of  increased  demand  for  instruction 
in  electrical  science.  The  equipment  and  instruction  force  will 
both  need  to  be  considerably  increased  in  this  as  in  all  the 
engineering  departments. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GEOLOGY  AND  MINING  ENGINEERING. 

Geology. — One  hundred  and  thirty  students  were  enrolled  in 
the  classes  of  this  department  during  the  last  year.  The  work- 
ing equipment  has  been  materially  bettered  by  the  purchase  of 
three  Bausch  and  Lomb  petrographical  microscopes,  a  hundred 
type  minerals,  two  hundred  specimens  of  iron  and  copper  and 
bearing  rocks  from  the  Lake  Superior  region,  fifty-five  thin 
sections  of  rocks,  the  British  Association  Series  of  lantern 
slides,  and  a  considerable  number  of  photographs  and  miscel- 
laneous specimens. 

The  department  needs  additional  support  for  equipment  and 
collections.  For  instruction  and  laboratory  purposes  a  reflec- 
tion goniometer,  a  pair  of  calcite  rhombs  mounted,  two  hand 
compasses  and  two  barometers  for  field  purposes  and  a  number 
of  pieces  of  less  expensive  apparatus  are  needed.  The  collec- 
tions should  be  enlarged  as  fast  as  funds  can  be  spared  for  the 
purpose.  All  of  the  collections  should  be  catalogued  and  re- 
labeled. 

Mining  Engineering. — Additional  equipment  and  more  in- 
structors are  needed  in  this  department.  Twenty  students  were 
classified  in  mining  engineering  during  the  present  term.  The 
principal  additions  to  the  working  equipment  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mining  Engineering  are  as  follows:  A  Brunton 
pocket  transit,  a  half  interest  in  a  dissolving  view  stereopticon, 
apparatus  for  ceramics  and  metallurgy,  and  a  complete  series 
of  cards  and  glides  for  cataloguing  correspondence,  apparatus 
and  collections. 

The  department  needs  additional  facilities  for  the  work  in 
ceramics  and  metallurgy.  The  gas  connections  are  being  in- 
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stalled.    Water,  waste,  exhaust  and  compressed  air  coiinection^ 
should  be  made  at  once. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GENERAL  CHEMISTRY. 

There  has  been  a  g^eat  advance  in  the  number  of  students 
taking  courses  in  general  and  applied  chemistry.  Five  hundred 
and  thirty  have  taken  chemistry  in  the  last  year.  Thirty-five 
courses  in  this  department  are  now  open  to  students,  of  which 
twenty-five  are  applied  or  industrial  chemistry.  This  increase 
in  the  work  of  the  department  thus  indicated  is  largely  due  to 
the  transference  to  the  general  chemistry  section  the  chemistry 
of  the  agricultural  courses.  No  student  can  now  graduate  troTn 
the  College  without  at  least  one  year's  work  in  chemistry. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  BOTANY. 

The  fire  of  August,  1902,  which  destroyed  what  was  left  of 
the  old  main  building,  affected  most  seriously  this  department. 
Nearly  all  the  bacteriological  apparatus  had  to  be  replaced 
which  has  been  a  serious  burden  to  the  Department  and  sdli 
necessitates  somewhat  larger  demands  than  would  otherwise 
have  to  be  made.  Such  specimens  and  material  as  were  saved 
have  to  be  straightened  out  and  rearranged.  Much  valuable 
research  work,  however,  has  been  carried  forward.  Papers 
have  been  prepared  upon  weeds  and  bacteria.  The  bulletin  on 
grasses  has  met  with  general  approval  by  American  and  Euro- 
pean Botanists,  high  commendation  coming  from  such  men  as^ 
Hackel,  of  St.  Polten,  Australia,  the  greatest  living  authority  on 
grasses,  and  Dr.  Maynus  and  Dr.  Urban  of  the  University  of 
Berlin. 

The  herbarium  has  been  augmented  by  the  following  gifts: 
The  Andrews  collection  of  2,600  specimens  made  in  Calif6mi« 
in  1847,  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  Europe,  Brazil  and  the  Samoan 
Islands;  a  collection  of  800  specimens  from  the  New  York 
Botanical  Garden ;  a  collection  of  some  800  specimens  collected 
by  Dr.  Pammel  and  Mr.  Blackwood,  and  many  specimens 
collected  in  Iowa  by  members  of  the  botanical  staff.  These 
plants  are  of  use  in  studying  problems  of  geographical  distribu- 
tion, especially  as  relating  to  grasses  and  weeds.  The  collection 
is  therefore  of  use  not  only  in  studying  important  ag^cultaral 
problems,  but  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  students. 
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department  of  history  and  philosophy. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty  students  took  history  in  the  fall 
term,  three  hundred  and  seventeen  in  the  spring  term  and  four 
hundred  and  fifty  this  fall  term.  The  courses  offered  in  history 
and  philosophy  have  special  reference  to  the  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents taking  technical  courses  in  the  College  and  are  intended 
to  make  them  intelligent  as  to  fundamental  principles  in  philos- 
ophy and  the  laws  of  thought,  and  in  history  to  make  them 
acquainted  with  the  sources  and  evolution  of  civilization. 
Changes  in  some  of  the  courses  of  study  will  add  200  or  260 
more  students  to  the  history  classes.  In  addition  to  the  work  in 
history  proper  there  should  be  added  one  or  more  courses  in 
civics.  It  is  our  purpose  to  add  this  to  our  present  required 
studies  in  all  courses  as  soon  as  the  instructor  can  be  provided. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ZOOLOGY. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  previously  offered  a  year  in  ele- 
mentary physiology  has  been  added  in  the  last  year.  The  rapid 
and  large  increase  of  students  in  the  department  has  already 
been  referred  to.  It  is  the  ambition  of  the  head  of  this  depart- 
ment to  establish  somewhat  closer  relation  with  the  high 
schools  of  the  state  by  suggestions  and  directions  and  corres- 
pondence in  nature  studies  to  be  carried  on  by  high  school 
pupils  and  their  work  and  collections  forwarded  here  for  exami- 
nation, This,  if  encouraged,  will,  we  believe,  prove  of  great 
value  to  the  high  schools  as  well  as  to  the  College. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  DOMESTIC   ECONOMY. 

In  spite  of  somewhat  cramped  rooms  and  limited  equipment 
this  extremely  interesting  work  of  our  College  has  been  develop- 
ing finely.  Professor  Mary  A.  Sabin,  on  account  of  ill  healtti, 
found  it  necessary  to  resign  in  August.  This  has  meant  a  seri- 
ous loss  to  us,  particularly,  as  Professor  Sabin  was  presenting 
the  poesibilities  and  needs  of  this  department  of  our  College  to  the 
women  of  Iowa  in  a  way  not  only  to  strengthen  interest  in  domes- 
tic science,  but  in  the  College.  In  domestic  science,  or  rather 
group  of  applied  sciences,  there  is  scope  for  the  technical  educa- 
tion of  women  akin  to  the  technical  features  of  our  curriculum 
for  men.  The  department  is  doing  excellent  work  under  the 
oare  of  Miss  Alice  Merritt  and  assistants.    During  the  school 
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year  of  1902-3  there  were  enrolled  in  the  clasBes  of  domesti< 
economy  157  in  the  fall  term  and  122  in  the  spring  terra. 
Through  Professor  Sabin  the  National  Sewing  Machine  Com- 
pany, of  Belvidere,  Ills.,  has  given  us  a  $75  sewing  machine  and 
Marshall- Field  Company,  of  Chicago,  a  very  valuable  collection 
of  fabrics,  laces  and  embroidery  samples.  Also  from  Barbour 
Brothers,  of  New  York  City,  an  exhibit  showing  the  various  prod- 
ucts from  the  flax  straw  to  the  linen  thread. 

The  new  course  in  general  and  domestic  science  has  been 
carried  through  for  the  first  time  the  past  year.  This  course  is 
much  stronger  than  ever  before  in  its  history,  is  very  satis- 
factory in  its  working  and  compares  most  favorably  with  simi- 
lar courses  in  other  institutions.  The  two  years  short  course  in 
domestic  science  for  teachers  has  also  been  carried  through  suc- 
cessfully and  is  satisfactory  in  results. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LITERATURE  AND  RHETORIC. 

The  work  in  English  is  fundamental  in  all  courses  offered. 
819  students  were  classified  in  English  in  the  fall  term  and  the 
same  number  in  the  spring  term  of  1902-3.  The  work  Is  ex- 
tremely heavy,  particularly  as  the  mass  of  essays  and  composi- 
tions is  in  the  aggregate  enormous  and  requires  careful  inspec- 
tion. In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Professor  No- 
ble and  Acting  President  President  Stanton  the  Board  of  Trustees 
made  Miss  Larrabee  and  Miss  Maclean  assistant  professors  ic 
English.  In  the  fall  our  debating  team  to  the  ore  Jit  of  the  depart- 
ment of  English  and  the  department  of  public  speaking  and  ti> 
the  great  credit  of  the  College  won  the  unanimous  decision  over 
the  team  from  the  State  Normal  School.  This  is  the  third  vic- 
tory in  four  years. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  PUBLIC  SPEAKING. 

Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  Professor  Newens  and 
acting  President  Stanton  the  name  of  the  Department  of  Elocu- 
tion and  Oratory  was  changed  to  that  of  Public  Speaking,  more 
accurately  corresponding  to  the  purpose  and  work  of  this  de- 
partment. 

The  relation  of  the  department  to  the  literary  societies  of  the 
College  is  most  vital  and  helpful.  There  has  been  most  cordial 
co-operation  with  these  societies  in  arrangement  of  programs 
and  in  personally  coaching  debaters.     A  very  large  number 
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contested  for  positions  in  the  debating  teams  and  a  great  inter- 
est in  public  speaking  has  been  aroused.  Under  direction  of 
this  department  the  Junior  Class  Play  has  become  an  established 
feature  of  commencement  week. 

It  is  an  evidence  of  wholesome  development  in  the  College 
that  along  with  vigorous  evolution  in  technical  lines  there  exists 
a  corresponding  growth  in  literary  interests  as  well. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  MILITARY  SCIENCE  AND  TACTICS. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law  military  drill  is 
regularly  maintained  under  a  competent  officer,  General  James 
Rush  Lincoln.  Drill  is  required  of  all  regular  students  for  two 
years  of  their  course.  This,  in  some  measure,  supplies  the  lack 
of  gymnasium  practice  and  serves  to  give  to  our  students  a 
dignified  and  manly  bearing  and  a  valuable  acquaintance  with 
military  tactics.  The  nation  expects  her  sons  who  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  her  land  grant  colleges  to  be  prepared  for  her  defense 
in  time  of  national  danger,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  our  college 
was  most  honorably  represented  in  the  last  war  by  worthy 
alumni  who  joined  the  ranks  of  our  soldiery. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  MUSIC. 

The  department  of  music  has  but  a  semi-official  relation  to 
the  college.  It  is  supported  almost  entirely  by  tuition  fees  from 
students  taking  private  lessons.  Yet  our  college  life  would 
seem  sadly  barren  without  the  cultural  influence  and  the  very 
substantial  help  in  Divine  Worship  and  on  public  occasions 
which  our  musical  department  offers.  Students  here,  as  else- 
where, have  increased  in  a  most  gratifying  way  and  the  Glee 
Club  is  doing  most  excellent  work,  if  not  better  than  ever 
before. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  PRENCH  AND  GERMAN. 

By  vote  of  the  faculty,  agriculture,  engineering,  scientific  and 
domestic  science  students  will  be  required  hereafter  to  study 
either  French  or  German.  Thus  nearly  all  the  students  in  the 
college  will,  at  some  time  in  their  course,  be  taking  work  in  this 
departmen  t . 
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STATION  BULLETINS. 

In  the  biennial  period,  the  Station  has  issued  bulletins  50-69. 
inclusive.  No.  69  contains  a  bacteriological  study  of  the  College 
Creamery  milk  supply.  Reference  is  made  to  the  facts  stated 
in  Bulletin  40  of  the  Iowa  Station  and  that  the  market  value  of 
butter  is  determined  by  its  flavor.  It  is  shown  that  the  chief 
difference  between  winter  and  summer  butter  is  not  due  to  the 
character  of  the  feed  given  the  cows,  but  to  a  difference  in  fer* 
mentations  occuring  in  the  milk.  A  series  of  experiments  were 
made,  beginning  February,  1900. 

On  each  Wednesday,  for  a  period  of  a  year,  beginning  at 
that  time,  pint  samples  were  taken  from  the  mixed  milk  of  each 
patron  bringing  milk  to  the  College  creamery  that  day.     After 
taking  a  sample,  as  mentioned,  a  small  measured  amount  was 
taken  and  placed  in  another  jar  which  was  kept  in  ice  and  sah. 
An  equal  sample  from  each  patron's  milk  was  added  to  this  jar 
which  represented,  when  complete,  a  composite  or  average  sam- 
ple of  the  milk  brought  to  the  factory  that  day.    The  College 
creamery  is  supplied  with  milk  by  farmers  of  the  neighborhood 
who  furnish  milk  of  a  quality  which  is  about  typical  of  the  milk 
used  at  the  creameries  of  the  state.    Tables  are  given  showing 
the  results  of  fermentation  tests  at  the  end  of  each  week  in  the 
year.    This  bulletin  also  contains  notes  on  a  '^Case  of  Putrid 
Butter. ' '    Investigations  are  made  and  the  following  concIusioDs 
reached :     The  putrid  condition  of  the  butter  was  brought  about 
by  contamination  of  the  milk,  and  not  from  the  feed  the  cows 
were  receiving.    Contamination  probably  took  place  before  the 
milk  was  received  at  the  factory,  and  could  have  been  checked 
by  the  factory  operators  by  using  proper  methods.    The  princi- 
pal  difference  between  the  spoiled  butter  and  good  creamoy 
butter  in  regard  to  the  bacteria  contained  was  an  abnormal 
number  of  gelatine  liquifiers  in  the  form  which  included  some 
forms  found  to  have  a  very  injurious  effect  on  butter.     Purifica- 
tion of  Milk  by  Centrifugal  Separation  is  also  treated.     No.(K)  is 
a  summary  of  references  to  known  facts  about  the  North  Ameri- 
can Species  Aphididse.    Bulletin  No.  61  which  takes  up  the  8ub« 
ject  of  ^'Miscellaneous  Notes  on  Fungus  Diseases  of  Plants,  the 
Canada  Thistle  and  Dandelion,"  by  L.  H.  Pammel,  and  *^A  Few  of 
the  Common  Fleshy  Fungi  of  Ames,"  by  Alice  Ward  Hees.    The 
first  paper  discusses  cow  pea  rust,  a  new  disease  that  made  its 
appearance  in  Iowa  and  the  United  States  in  the  fall  of  ISOl. 
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The  appearance  and  disappearance  of  the  clover  rust,  which  a 
few  years  ago  was  a  very  troublesome  fungus  disease  in  Iowa, 
is  also  discussed.  The  common  asparagus  rust  reported  in  an 
earlier  bulletin  has  spread  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  state 
of  Iowa,  and  has  become  a  great  menace  to  asparagus  culture. 
Attention  is  also  called  to  the  dandelion  as  a  pest,  and  a  method 
of  extermination  with  chemicals  is  reported,  also  a  method  of 
extermination  of  Canada  Thistle.  Miss  Hess,  in  her  paper  on 
fleshy  fungi,  discusses  the  more  common  species  in  Iowa,  and 
their  use  as  a  food. 

Bulletin  62  is  a  study  of  the  germination  and  growth  of  Le« 
g^minosse,  especially  with  reference  to  small  and  large  seed,  by 
P.  6.  Miller  and  L.  H.  Pammel.  This  bulletin  makes  a  record 
of  a  large  number  of  tests  with  light  and  heavy  seed.  It  was 
found  from  experiments  that  the  root  systems  as  well  as  the  leaf 
and  stem  development  are  superior  in  plants  from  heavy  seeds. 
It  is  found,  for  instance,  with  reference  to  clover,  that  there  is 
very  little  difference  between  the  germination  of  small  and  large 
seed  when  we  take  average  results,  although  in  some  cases  it 
was  found  that  the  large  seed  germinated  much  more  rapidly 
than  the  small  and  the  percentage  was  greater.  It  was  also 
shown  that  the  plants  from  the  large  seed  were  uniformly  larger 
and  stronger,  with  few  exceptions.  No.  63  treats  of  sheep  feed- 
ing experiments.  Finishing  western  wethers  on  grass  and  grain 
for  early  summer  market.  Farmers  throughout  the  central  states 
annually  feed  and  finish  for  market  thousands  of  sheep.  Dur- 
ing the  past  decade,  a  great  many  farmers  have  adopted  the 
policy  of  purchasing  western  lambs  and  yearlings  during  the 
months  of  September,  October,  November,  an  d  December,  with 
the  intention  of  feeding  them  from  sixty  to  120  days,  depending 
upon  the  condition  of  lambs,  markets,  etc.,  and  then  selling  them 
at  an  advance  in  price  sufficient  to  return  a  nice  profit  on  the 
investment.  Desiring  to  obtain  reliable  data  in  regard  to  the 
economy  of  finishing  lambs  for  the  early  summer  market,  the 
advlsabiUty  of  purchasing  lambs  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  and 
carrying  them  over  on  grass  to  be  finished  in  the  fall  on  grain  and 
hay  for  the  early  market  and  to  make  a  comparison  of  the  rela- 
tive economy  of  summer  feeding  on  grass,  and  grass  and  grain, 
versus  fall  feeding  on  grain  and  hay.  A  bunch  of  261  Idaho 
lambs  (yearlings)  were  purchased  on  May  1,  1901,  from  Clay, 
Robinson,  and  Co.,  commission  merchants,  Omaha,  Nebraska, 
at  four  cents  a  pound.    The  freight  from  Omaha  to  Ames  added 
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an  additional  one-fourth  of  a  cent,  making  the  lambs  cost  u^^ 
four  and  one-fourth  cents  delivered  here.  These  lambe  had 
been  on  light  feed  in  Jansen,  Nebraska,  during  the  winter 
months.  They  werQ  dipped  before  shipping  to  eliminate  any 
possibility  of  scab  or  other  contagious  disease.  After  their  ar- 
rival they  were  divided  into  six  bunches,  five  of  which  were  used 
in  the  summer  feeding  experiment.  The  remaining  bunch. 
which  contained  100,  was  carried  over  on  blue  grass  pasture  for 
fall  feeding  purposes.  Tables  are  given,  showing  numb^-  of 
sheep,  days  fed,  food  eaten,  average  weight  at  beginning,  total 
gain  for  lot,  average  daily  gain,  feed  per  100  pounds  gained,  and 
cost  per  100  pounds  gained.     The  data  obtained  indicates: 

1.  That  sheep  will  make  practically  as  lai^e  gain  on  grass 
alone  as  on  grain  and  grass. 

2.  That  in  economy  of  grain,  grass  alone  gives  the  best 
results. 

3.  That  corn  at  thirty-three  cents  per  bushel  is  a  more  eco- 
nomical grain  to  feed  sheep  on  grass  than  oats  at  twenty-two 
cents  or  barley  at  forty  cents. 

4.  That  mutton  can  be  produced  much  more  economicallv 
during  the  summer  months  on  grass  alone  or  on  grain  and  grass 
than  it  can  be  produced  by  feeding  grain  and  hay  during  the 
fall  and  winter  months. 

5.  That  the  feeder  can  oftentimes  purchase  half-fat  lamhs 
during  the  latter  part  of  April  or  the  first  part  of  May  and  by 
grazing  them  for  from  forty  to  sixty  days  realize  a  good  profit 
due  to  advance  of  market  prices  during  the  latter  part  of  June 
and  the  first  part  of  July  over  those  ruling  in  April  and  the  firs; 
part  of  May. 

In  experiments  on  finishing  western  wethers  for  early  winter 
market,  the  following  results  were  obtained : 

1.  That  when  corn  is  worth  forty  cents  per  bushel,  emmer  i? 
worth  twenty-six  and  one-half  cents  per  bushel  of  thirty-five 
pounds  for  sheep  feeding  purposes. 

2.  That  when  com  is  worth  forty  cents  per  bushel,  soy 
beans,  when  they  comp>ose  the  sole  grain  ration  are  worth  but 
forty-five  cents  per  bushel  for  sheep  feeding  purposes. 

3.  That  corn  alone,  when  fed  in  conjunction  with  clover  hay 
produced  larger  and  more  economical  gains  than  the  ration  of 
corn,  two  parts,  gluten  feed  one  part,  and  clover  hay. 

4.  That  sheep  can  be  fattened  more  economically  on  gra«^ 
and  corn  or  on  grass  alone  than  on  emmer  and  clover  hay,  soy 
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b0an8  and  olover  hay,  corn  two  parts,  gluten  feed  one  part,  and 
clover  hay,  or  com  and  clover  hay. 

6.  That  soy  beans,  on  account  of  their  high  protein  content 
should  not  form  the  sole  grain  ration  in  conjunction  with  clover 
bay  for  sheep  feeding  purposes. 

6.  That,  pound  for  pound,  com  is  more  valuable  than  emmer 
for  sheep  feeding  purposes. 

7.  That  mutton  can  be  produced  economically  on  grass  alone 
during  the  summer  months. 

No.  64  contains  notes  on  strawberries  and  gives  the  resi^lts  of 
a  variety  test  of  strawberries  begun  in  the  spring  of  1809.  At 
this  time,  seventy-five  varieties  were  set  in  plats  ten  feet  long, 
and  each  plat  contained  two  rows  four  feet  apart  and  the  plants 
twelve  inches  apart  in  a  row,  so  that  each  plat  contained  twenty 
plants.  The  matted  row  system  of  culture  was  used,  and  the 
plants  were  allowed  to  spread  until  they  formed  a  row  about  two 
feet  wide. 

Tables  are  given  showing  yields  of  varieties,  and  also  the 
opinions  of  strawberry  growers  of  the  state. 

No.  66  treats  of  the  value  of  different  stock  foods  and  their 
value  when  fed  in  conjunction  with  com  for  the  economical  pro- 
duction of  pork.  Tables  are  given  showing  the  weight  at  begin- 
ning, average  value,  cost  of  feed,  average  weight  on  Chicago 
market,  selling  price  in  Chicago  market,  proceeds  per  hog  on 
Chicago  market,  average  marketing  expenses  per  hog,  average 
net  profit  per  hog.  Table  is  given  showing  the  price  per  bushel 
returned  by  each  of  the  various  lots  of  hogs  for  the  corn  con- 
sumed ;  also  table  giving  the  analysis  of  the  various  feeds  used. 

No.  66  treats  of  condimental  foods  (stock  foods)  the  by- 
products of  com,  flaxseed  and  cottonseed  and  dried  blood;  their 
value  when  fed  in  conjunction  with  com  for  the  economical  pro- 
duction of  beef.  The  bulletin  is  designed  to  be  of  service  to 
the  cattle  feeders  of  the  Middle  West.  For  several  years  past 
the  Station  has  been  in  receipt  of  many  inquiries  concerning  the 
feeding  value  and  advisability  of  using  the  by-products  and 
fundamental  foods  included  in  this  test.  This  experiment,  con- 
ducted on  the  Brookmont  farms,  owned  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Cook,  of 
Odebolt,  Iowa,  grew  out  of  a  visit  of  Mr.  Cook  to  the  Experi- 
ment Station  last  year  in  quest  of  information  pertaining  to  this 
subject.  The  Experiment  Station  and  the  feeders  of  Iowa  have 
been  fortunate  in  securing  the  facilities  fumiished  by  the  Brook- 
mont farms  for  conducting  this  investigation.    These  results  are 
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not  deemed  final  or  conduaiye,  but  are  presented  as  data  bear- 
ing on  a  most  important  subject,  of  vital  interest  to  many  feed- 
ers who  have  desired  information  without  waiting  for  the  com- 
pletion of  further  tests.     No.  67  gives  the  ohemioal  compoaitio: 
of  some  food  preservatives.    There  are  many  substances  whid 
are  placed  on  the  market,  at  the  present  time,  intended  for  pre- 
serving food  products  under  various  brands  and  names.   Tb« 
claims  made  for  these  substances  by  the  manufacturers  wovHc 
lead  one  to  believe  that  the  brand  of  substance  for  which  the 
clain^  is  made  possessed  wonderful  power  for  preaerving  food 
products.    When  these  mixtures  are  examined  it  is  found  tiut 
they  are  composed  of  common  substances  and  such  that  any- 
one could  readily  prepare  for  a  small  part  of  the  price  ohaiged 
for  them.    No.  68  treats  of  the  selection  and  preparation  of  seed 
com  and  has  been  prepared  in  answer  to  the  many  letters  which 
are  being  received  daily  asking  for  information  regarding  the 
purchasing  and  testing  of   seed  com  and  its  preparation  for 
planting.     No.  60  deals  with  the  chicken  mite,  as  it  affects 
chickens.    It  gives  the  bad  effects  of  mite  infestation,  a  de- 
scription of  the  mites,  means  by  which  mites  are  introduced  iotc 
a  flock,  methods  of  extermination.    The  following  concluaoos 
are  reached : 

The  chicken  mite  is  one  of  the  worst  enemies  of  chickens  is 
Iowa. 

The  mites  live  and  breed  in  fissures  about  buildings  and  feed 
upon  the  fowls  when  they  go  upon  the  nest  or  perch.  Mite^ 
may  be  introduced  into  a  flock  by  a  fowl  or  other  bearer  brougbi 
from  infected  premises. 

Mites  may  be  exterminated  by  thoroughly  spraying  the  build- 
ing and  its  contents  with  kerosene  emulsion.  Kerosene  emuJ- 
sion  kills  not  only  the  mites,  but  also  their  eggs  when  it  oon^ 
in  contact  with  them. 

The  popular  edition  of  Bulletin  70,  published  in  July,  IfM^ 
treats  of  "  Some  Weeds  of  Iowa."  During  the  year,  the  depart- 
ment of  botany  receives  a  great  many  requests  for  information 
on  the  subject  of  weeds.  These  requests  come  from  all  p^ 
of  the  state.  Many  different  kinds  of  plants  are  sent  in.  Some* 
of  course,  more  frequently  than  others.  Professor  Pammei*^ 
different  times  has  given  accounts  of  weeds  in  bulletins  oi 
the  Experiment  Station.  Most  of  these  bulletins  are  now  out  ^ 
print.  It  seems  advisable,  therefore,  to  issue  a  largw  edition  t^? 
supply  the  demand  for  information  on  this  topic,  and  a  pofw^ 
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edition  to  oontain  the  methods  of  extermination  with  brief  de- 
scriptive oharaoters  is  issued.  We  have  likewise  included  an 
ctcoount  of  some  poisonous  plants,  inasmuch  as  several  oases  of 
poisoning  from  cowbane  have  occurred  during  the  past  spring. 
This  bulletin  is  published  to  meet  the  demand  for  information  on 
this  subject.  The  full  edition  of  bulletin  70  not  only  contains 
an  account  of  the  more  common  weeds  found  in  the  state,  and 
accounts  of  cowbane  which  during  the  past  season  poisoned 
several  children  in  the  state,  but  such  other  weeds  as  are  fre- 
quently found  to  poison  live  stock.  In  addition  the  subject  of 
dissemination  of  plants  is  discussed.  It  is  not  only  important 
to  become  familiar  with  our  common  weeds,  but  the  farmer 
should  become  better  acquainted  with  the  manner  in  which 
these  weeds  are  disseminated  and  scattered.  This  matter  will 
be  of  interest,  not  only  to  the  farmers,  but  of  importance  to  the 
school  children  of  the  state,  who  should  not  only  be  made  famil- 
iar with  our  most  common  plants  but  the  manner  in  which  the 
seed  is  scattered. 

We  have  completed  during  the  year  material  for  the  second 
bulletin  on  the  grasses  of  Iowa.  This  work  is  logically  station 
work,  although  the  material  will  be  published  by  ttie  Iowa  Geo- 
logical Survey,  and  will  constitute  Bulletin  II  of  the  Survey. 
Bulletin  II  of  tiie  Geological  Survey  will  contain  descriptions 
and  the  distribution  of  otir  grasses. 

Bulletins  64  and  66  of  the  Station  contain  the  same  matter  as 
found  in  Bulletin  I  of  the  Iowa  Geological  Survey  and  are  prac- 
tically exhausted.  Requests  for  this  bulletin  have  come  from 
many  of  the  libraries  of  the  state,  and  working  botanists  in  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

In  addition  to  these  publications,  Professor  Pammel  has  con- 
tributed to  the  following  journals:  Centralblatt  fiir  Bakteri- 
ologie,  Parasitenkunde  und  Infektionskrankheiten  on  Bacterio- 
logical Investigations  of  the  Ames  Sewage  Plant;  the  results 
of  our  investigations  of  the  bacteria  found  in  the  effluent,  tank, 
and  manhole  of  our  sewage  disposal  plant. 

In  addition,  the  following  contributions  of  the  botanical 
department  have  been  issued:  Contribution  No.  19,  *'  The 
Thistles  of  Iowa."  with  notes  on  a  few  other  species,  giving  an 
account  of  the  more  common  species  found  in  the  state,  with 
notes  on  some  of  the  western  types  and  a  discussion  of  the  bio- 
logical relations  of  the  plants.  Contribution  No.  20,  ''The  Vas- 
cular Cryptogams  of  Iowa  and  Adjoining  Parts  of  Southeastern 
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Miimesota  and  Western  Wisconsin,"  by  L.  H.  Pammel  and  Char- 
lotte M.  King.     This  contribution  discusses  the  diatribtition  • . 
ferns.    This  paper,  like  the  thistle  paper,  discusses  the  distri- 
bution of  an  interesting  group  of  plants.    Contribution  No.  21. 
**  Preliminary  Notes  on  the  Flora  of  Western  Iowa,  Elspeciaily 
from  the  Physiological  Ecological  Standpoint,"  by  L.  H-  Pam- 
mel.    The  writer  discusses  the  chief  ecological  factors  in  distri- 
bution of  the  Iowa  flora  that  is  quite  peculiar  to  the  westerr 
part  of  Iowa.    The  paper  is  illustrated  by  numerous  half  toir 
cuts,  showing  the  features  of  the  flora.     Contribution    No.  ir 
takes  up  the  subject  of  "Some  Ecological  Notes  on  the  Vegeta- 
tion of  the  Utah  Mountains  in  Northwestern  Utah."     Three  sea- 
sons' material  has  been  collected  for  a  flora  out  of  that  porti^.- 
of  Utah.     This  flora  would  naturally  be  preceded  by  the  physic - 
graphical  conditions  of  the  region,  hence  the  paper  on  "Ecologi- 
cal Notes,"  etc.     A  subsequent  paper  will  treat  of  the  flora  of  the 
Uintah  mountains. 

Prof.  L.  H.  Pammel  and  Charlotte  M.  King  have  also  coni- 
pleted  during  the  year  a  text- book  on  the  subject  of  Elcologj*  •  ' 
some  400  pages. 

Many  requests  come  for  the  identification  of  plants,  and  var- 
ous  agricultural  papers,  desire  information  on  botanical  topio. 
Some  of    these  require  considerable  time  in  looking  up.     .V 
these  are  frequently  of    general  interest,  they  are  answerec 
through  the  columns  of  the  Weekly  lief^^er.    This  puts  us  ir 
touch  with  a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Iowa.    The  assist- 
ants in  botany  during  the  past  two  years  have  published  thtr 
following  papers :     **The  Germination  of  Weed  Seeds,'"  by  L.  H 
Pammel  and  G.  M.  Lummis;   **Phenological  Notes  for  1901/* 
Charlotte  M.  King  in  Horticultural  Report  for  1901;  ** Winter 
Aspect  of  the  Woods,"  Charlotte  M.  King,  Proceedings  Iowa 
Park  and  Forestry  Association,  1901;   "Phenological  Notes  i^r 
1902,"  Charlotte  M.  King,  Trans.  Iowa  Horticultural  Society. 
1902;   *'Forest  Preservation,"  Charlotte  M.  King  in  Iowa  Park 
and  Forestry   Proceedings,  1902;   and  *'A  Summer  Outing, ' 
Charlotte  M.  King  in  Plant    World,     In  all,  this  amounts  i« 
1,500  pages  of  printed  matter. 

GENERAL   CONDITIONS. 

Considerable  substantial  improvements  have  been  mAUt 
within  the  College  buildings  and  on  the  College  grounds.  Not- 
ably the  chemical  laboratory,  which  has  been  overhauled  aow 
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fitted  for  general  chemistry  classes.  Acting  under  instructions 
from  the  board  of  trustees,  Mr.  Cavell  has  utilized  the  debris 
from  the  ruins  of  the  old  main  hall,  and  cinders  from  our  fur- 
naces, in  constructing  and  improving  roadways  and  footpaths. 
About  sixty  rods  of  brick  gutters  have  been  constructed,  and  a 
stone  road  and  stone  curbing  laid  in  front  of  Agricultural  Hall. 
The  campus  and  park  have  thus  been  very  materially  improved, 
and  the  receipts  from  sale  of  material  taken  from  the  ruins 
have  met  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  improvements  made. 

The  general  health  of  our  large  body  of  students,  and  of  the 
faculty  and  their  assistants  has  been  excellent.  The  wholesome 
condition  of  the  College  and  environs  is  attested  by  this  fact. 

The  moral  tone  of  the  student  body  and  of  the  instructional 
force  is  extremely  satisfactory.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  so 
large  a  number  of  students  with  so  little  that  is  undesirable  in 
moral  character  and  conduct.  Chapel  services  are  regularly 
attended  at  noon.  On  Sundays,  representative  clergymen  of 
all  denominations  are  invited  to  address  the  students,  and  the 
uplifting  influences  from  their  services  are  felt  to  a  marked  de- 
gree. The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  and  the  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association  are  both  well  organized  and 
well  sustained.  Voluntary  Bible  cla-sesmeet  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing, pursuing  the  four  years'  course  of  study  outlined  by  the 
National  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  These  classes 
enroll  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  entire  student  body. 

A  new^  association  building,  to  cost  850,000,  is  assured,  and 
will  be  erected  immediately.  Private  subscriptions  sufficient  to 
put  up  such  a  building  have  been  received,  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  of  which  is  subscribed  by  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
College,  for  the  purpose  of  adding  an  upper  story  to  the  build- 
ing to  be  utilized  for  dormitory  purposes  during  the  school  year, 
and  by  visiting  alumni  at  commencement  time.  The  completion 
of  this  building,  for  which  a  site  has  been  granted  by  the  trus- 
tees, will  greatly  encourage  and  facilitate  the  splendid  work 
being  done  by  the  Christian  associations.  Aside  from  its  more 
distinctively  religious  purposes,  the  association  building  will 
contain  a  swimming  pool  and  baths,  a  large  cafe,  and  rest  rooms 
for  both  men  and  women.

It  is  desired  in  this  report  to  give,  in  condensed  form,  a  his- 
tory of  the  finances  of  the  College  during  the  past  two  yean, 
and  in  connection  therewith  to  present  a  general  yiew  of  tb0 
present  financial  condition  of  the  institution.  This  wiU  necet" 
sarily  include  a  discussion  of  its  endowment,  buildings  9Sid 
equipment,  income  and  cost  of  maintenance. 
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THE  COLLEGE  ENDOWMENT. 


The  original  source  of  the  College  endowment  was  the  grant 
of  land  by  congress  in  1862.  The  college  realized  from  this 
grant  203,098.66  acres.  Being  unable  at  the  time  to  sell  the 
land  except  at  a  ruinously  low  price,  the  legislature  of  the  state 
originated  and  put  into  effect  a  plan  for  leasing  it  on  ten-year 
leases,  which  granted  to  the  lessee  the  right  of  purchase  at  the 
valuation  fixed  upon  at  the  beginning  of  the  lease.  The  lessee 
paid  8  per  cent  interest  in  advance  upon  the  appraised  value, 
whioh  in  those  early  days  was  necessarily  low.  As  time  w«nt 
by  many  of  these  leases  were  forfeited  for  non-payment  of  in* 
terest.  In  all  such  cases  the  land  was  reappraised  and  again 
leased.  As  the  leases  expired  payment  of  principal  was  made 
and  patents  issued  by  the  governor,  or  else  the  leases  were  re- 
newed for  another  term  of  years.  Through  the  reappraisement 
of  forfeited  leases  the  principal  of  the  congressional  endowment 
was  increased  by  about  $126,000.00. 

The  rental  collected  on  these  leased  lands,  in  those  early 
days,  more  than  met  the  expenses  of  the  College.  The  surplus 
was  invested  in  land,  state  and  municipal  bonds  and  farm  mort- 
gages. The  lands  thus  purchased  were  handled  in  the  same 
way  as  those  belonging  to  the  congressional  grant,  with  the  re- 
sult of  a  considerable  increase  in  the  fund  as  forfeited  leases 
were  reappraised.  All  of  this  land  has  now  been  patented,  and 
the  other  investments  realized  upon.  As  payments  have  been 
made  the  proceeds  have  been  remitted  to  the  state  treasurer 
and,  under  the  law,  credited  to  the  endowment  fund.  The  con- 
gressional endowment  has  been  increased  in  this  way  by  some 
$88,864.51,  making  the  total  present  fund  $688,708.62. 

During  the  years  when  the  fund  was  mostly  in  the  shape  of 
land  an  agent  was  employed  who  had  charge  of  leasing  the  land 
and  collecting  the  rental.  He  also  loaned  the  surplus  interest 
fund  not  invested  in  land.  As  the  lands  of  the  congressional 
grant  were  gradually  patented  the  proceeds  were,  for  a  time, 
invested  by  the  state  treasurer  in  state  and  municipal  bonds. 
In  1884  Congress  by  a  special  act,  authorized  Iowa  to  invest  this 
fund  in  farm  mortgages  and  the  state  legislature,  to  carry  out 
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his  purpose,  established  the  College  Financial  Agency.     It  has 
been  the  idea  of  the  trustees  in  these  later  years  to  consolidate 
the  management  of  the  entire  fund  under  the  Financial  Agent. 
This  plan  is  now  nearly  accomplished.    The  unpatented  land  of 
the  congressional  grant,  amounted,  at  the  beginning  of  the  las: 
biennial  period,  to  only  2336.02  acres  appraised  at  S10,054.0^. 
During  the  two  years  1320  acres  appraised  at  $5,320  have  been 
patented,  leaving  1016.02  acres  appraised  at  $4,734.06  as  the 
inconsiderable  fraction  of  the  original  grant  still  held  in  the 
name  of  the  College  and  managed  under  the  old  system.     At 
the  beginning  of  the  period  there  was  under  the  charge  of  the 
land  agent  loans  of  the  surplus  interest  fund  amounting  u: 
$12,400.    These  have  all  been  collected,  as  they  came  due,  and 
the  proceeds  remitted  to  the  state  treasurer.     A  tract  of  tonx 
acres  of  land  in  Polk  county,  acquired  under  foreclosure  of 
mortgage  and  costing  the  College  $2,418.55,  is  under  temporary 
lease,  made  directly  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.    This  tract  and 
the  1016.02  acres  of  unpatented  land  belonging  to  the  congres- 
sional  grant  already  mentioned,  constitute  the  only  portion  of 
the  entire  fund  not  included  in  the  financial  agency.     Dividing 
the  fund  in  relation  to  its  management  we  have  then  the  follow- 
ing:

basis;  the  Polk  county  tract  under  a  short  time  lease  at  S85  per 
annum ;  the  portion  of  the  fund  managed  by  the  financial  agent. 
W.  A.  Helsell,  is  invested  in  farm  mortgages  bearing  from  o  u 
7  per  cent  annual  interest.

A  comparison  of  this  exhibit  with  that  made  two  years  ago 
will  show  a  large  decrease  in  the  6  and  7  per  cent  loans,  and  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  6  per  cent  mortgages.  This  refund- 
ing process  has  not  gone  on  as  rapidly  as  was  anticipated  at  the 
time  of  the  last  report.  It  will  no  doubt,  however,  continue 
until  the  income  of  the  college  from  this  source  is  reduced  to 
about  S34,000. 

The  method  of  handling  the  endowment  fund  through  the 
financial  agency  has  been  found  to  be  eminently  satisfactory. 
Under  the  law  establishing  the  agency  the  amount  loaned  upon 
a  farm  cannot  exceed  60  per  cent  of  its  value  exclusive  of  build- 
ings; the  forms  of  notes,  mortgages,  coupons,  etc.,  used  are  pre- 
pared by  the  attorney  general  under  the  direction  of  the  execu- 
tive council;  the  loans  are  made  by  the  financial  agent  who 
gives  a  bond  of  S60,000,  conditioned  upon  the  exercise  of  care 
and  diligence  upon  the  part  of  himself  and  his  sub -agents  in 
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making  such  loans  and  in  all  ways  performing  faithfully  thr 
duties  of  the  agency;  the  funds  are  drawn  by  the  agent  frcr. 
the  state  treasury  as  needed  to  complete  loans;  the  state  treas- 
urer is  made  the  custodian  of  all  papers  connected  with  ?u-. : 
loans,  and  collects  both  principal  and  interest;  the  secretary  «. : 
the  board  of  trustees  approves  the  agent's  drafts  upon  the  treas- 
urer, receipts  to  the  agent  for  the  loan  papers  when  the  loan  :^ 
completed,  and  after  entering  a  full  abstract  of  such  papers  .^. 
his  loan  register,  forwards  them  to  the  state  treasurer.  Hr- 
keeps  an  account  with  each  loan,  the  treasurer  making  monthly 
reports  to  his  office  of  interest  and  principal  collected.  In  c-«^r:- 
nection  with  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  he  execuicrr 
all  releases  of  mortgages.  He  is  thus  enabled,  from  the  account- 
kept  in  his  office,  to  give  the  board  of  trustees,  at  any  time.  Tj/. 
information  regarding  the  condition  of  the  endowment  fun:, 
while  his  books  constitute  a  check  upon  the  accuracy  of  the 
accounts  of  the  different  officers  dealing  with  the  fund.  A  eon:- 
parison  of  books  shows  that  these  officers  have  faithfu.  v 
accounted  for  all  funds  entrusted  to  their  care  during  the  bier- 
nial  period. 

During  the  nineteen  years  since  the  agency  was  establish>^i 
loans  amounting  to  $1,602,076.80  have  been  made,  of  which 
$676,450  are  now  in  force.  Only  two  loans  have  been  foreclose  J. 
each  one  resulting  in  financial  benefit  to  the  college. 
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GROUNDS,  BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  land  upon  which  the  college  is  situated  was  purchased  by 
the  state  in  June,  1859.  The  original  tract  contained  647  J4 
acres  and  cost  $5,380.  Small  additions  have  been  made  at  vari- 
ous times  since  then,  until  now  the  college  domain — ^including 
the  farm  proper,  the  experimental  fields,  the  horticulture  grounds 
and  the  college  campus — aggregates  841.38  acres. 

The  national  law  establishing  the  land  grant  colleges  pro- 
vided that  each  state  should  furnish  all  necessary  buildings  and 
keep  them  in  repair.  In  carrying  out  this  agreement  the  state 
has  erected  the  buildings  upon  the  college  campus  and  equipped 
them  for  department  use.  Much  of  the  department  apparatus, 
however,  has  been  purchased  from  the  national  support  fund. 
The  following  summary  gives  a  fairly  correct  idea  of  the  extent 
and  value  of  the  college  property  at  Ames :

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BUILDINGS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  ADDED  DURING  THK 
LAST  BIENNIAL  PERIOD. 

The  state  aid  granted  the  college  for  buildings  and  improve- 
ments  can  be  classed  to  advantage  under  the  following  heads: 

1.  Direct  appropriations. 

2.  Special  building  tax. 

3.  Annual  appropriations. 

Direct  appropriations  have  been  made,  in  some  instances,  fc-r 
the  beginning  of  an  improvement  with  the  understanding  th^t 
the  proceeds  of  the  building  tax  would  be  used  to  complete  it. 
The  history  of  such  an  improvement  must  necessarily  deal  with 
both  funds. 

GENERAL  ENGINEERING  HALL. 

The  Twenty- eighth  General  Assembly  appropriated  $85,(»J 
toward  the  erection  of  a  general  engineering  hall.  The  building 
tax  fund  was  used,  under  the  authority  of  the  legislature,  to 
complete  and  equip  it.  A  full  statement  of  the  action  of  the 
board  in  adopting  plans,  letting  contracts,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  this  building,  can  be  found  in  the  last  biennial  report, 
pages  39  to  43.  The  amount  expended  in  its  construction  up  to 
the  date  of  that  report  was  $34,984.13,  leaving  an  unexi>ended 
balance  of  the  direct  appropriation  of  $50,015.87.  The  amount 
added  to  this  balance  from  the  special  building  tax  was  S129.- 
681.75.

The  elevator  for  the  building  is  under  contract,  but  has  not 
been  installed.  It  is  estimated  that  this  and  a  few  minor  items 
necessary  to  the  completion  of  the  building  will  bring  its  total 
cost  to  about  $218,600.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  includes 
the  heating,  lighting  and  plumbing  systems,  and  all  the  fixtures, 
fittings  and  furnishings  necessary  to  the  equipment  of  the  build- 
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ing  for  its  contemplated  use.  The  hall  was  first  occupied  by  the 
engineering  departments  in  January,  1903.  It  was  fonnaLv 
dedicated  in  the  June  following.  The  lamented  Dr.  Thurstor:, 
of  Cornell  University,  who  delivered  the  dedicatory  addreea. 
said  of  the  building,  ''  It  is  the  finest  for  its  purpose  ttimt  I  hsTv 
ever  seen.'* 

EXPERIMENT  STATION  BABN. 

The  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $5,000  for  commencing  this  building.    The  trustees  at  Ifaeir 
meeting  in  May,  1902,  set  aside  for  its  completion  the  additional 
sum  of  $10,000  from  the  special  building  tax.     The  building 
committee  was  authorized  to  secure  plans,  advertise  for  bid£, 
and  let  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder.    The  comzmtiee  em- 
ployed Liebbe,  Nourse  A  Rasmussen  of  Des  Moines  as  arehiieeis 
to  prepare  plans  and  specifications,  ag^reeing  to  pay  them  2  per 
cent  of  the  price  at  which  the  contract  was  let.    The  first  two 
sets  of  bids  opened  by  the  committee  being  in  excess  of  the 
amount  set  aside  by  the  board  for  the  erection  of  the  building. 
the  plans  were  modified  and  new  bids  asked  for  to  be  opened 
by  the  board  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.    The  follow- 
ing  were  the  bids  submitted :

THE  CENTRAL  BUILDING. 

The  College  asked  of  the  last  general  assembly  an  appropf  ia^ 
tion  of  S280,000  for  a  central  building  to  replace  the  ''  Old  Main  " 
destroyed  by  fire  in  December,  1900.  The  1-iO  mill  building 
tax,  voted  by  the  previous  legislature,  had  been  granted  the 
institution  that  it  might  erect  much  needed  new  buildings.  It 
had  proven  insufficient  for  this  purpose  let  alone  furnishing  the 
means  to  replace  old  buildings  destroyed  by  fire.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  admitted  urgency  of  the  College  needs,  the  legislature 
was  unable  to  appropriate  the  sum  asked  for  from  the  general 
revenue.  It  did,  however,  increase  the  building  tax  levy  from 
one-tenth  to  one-fifth  of  a  mill.  The  College  authorities,  real- 
izing that  such  increase  would  not  provide  the  new  buildings 
needed  and  at  the  same  time  take  care  of  this  large  emergency 
item,  urged  most  strenuously  that  at  least  $160,000  be  granted 
the  Collie  as  direct  aid  toward  the  erection  of  the  central  build- 
ing. The  legislature  could  not  see  its  way  clear  at  that  time  to 
appropriate  more  than  $36,000  for  this  purpose.  This  amount 
was  therefore  voted  **  for  the  commencement  of  a  central  build- 
ing." 

The  tax  fund  for  1902  having  been  appropriated  to  other  uses 
and  no  other  funds  being  available  the  Board  decided  not  to 
begin  active  operations  upon  this  building  until  the  spring  of 
1903.  Proudfoot  and  Bird  of  Des  Moines  were  employed  as 
architects  to  pr^are  plans  and  specifications  and  supervise  the 
work  of  construction,  receiving  as  their  total  compensation  a 
sum  equivalent  to  3  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  building.  Plans 
were  prepared  by  the  architects  under  the  direction  of  the  build- 
ing committee  and  bids  secured  which  were  opened  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  in  March ,  1903.  The  lowest  bid  being  far  in  excess 
of  the  amount  available,  all  bids  were  rejected  and  the  architect 
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and  building  committee  were  directed  to  modify  the  plans  ano 
present  them  to  the  Board  for  approval.  Upon  the  basis  of  these 
modified  plans  new  bids  were  secured.  These  bids  which  wer*^ 
opened  by  the  Board  at  its  meeting  May  6, 1903,  were  as  follows:

The  aggregate,  however,  of  the  lowest  bids  on  the  dif- 
ferent sections  exceeded  the  lowest  bid  on  the  building  as  a 
whole.  Mr.  Schlueter,  the  lowest  bidder,  offered  to  make  deduc- 
tions from  his  bid  as  follows :

The  bid  being  considered  by  the  trustees  as  still  beyond  the 
means  available,  the  architect  and  building  committee  v«v 
directed  to  further  modify  the  plans  looking  to  a  reduction  in 
cost.  Mr.  Schlueter,  after  consultation  with  the  committee,  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  at  its  meeting  May  16th,  a  proposition  to 
erect  the  building  for  $262,000  upon  the  basis  of  the  following 
changes  in  the  original  plans  and  specifications  in  addition  :• 
those  made  in  his  bid  of  $300,000.

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After  mature  deliberation  the  board  decided  to  accept  the 
proposition  of  Mr.  Scblueter,  and  directed  that  a  contract  be 
drawn  with  him  upon  the  basis  of  his  modified  bid.  Mr.  Schlue- 
ter  furnished  an  approved  bond  of  $75,000.00,  signed  by  the 
Union  Surety  and  Guaranty  Company.  Professor  Marston  was 
appointed  local  superintendent.  The  actual  expenditures  on 
account  of  this  building,  during  the  biennial  period,  are  small 
and  were  charged  to  the  tax  fund.  They  may  be  summarized 
as  follows :

The  contract  with  Mr.  Schlueter  looks  to  the  completion  of 
the  foundation  during  the  present  year,  1903,  using  the  direct 
appropriation  of  $35,000.00  for  this  purpose.  It  provides  for  the 
completion  of  the  building  by  September  1, 1905.  The  contract 
price  does  not  include  the  interior  heating,  lighting  and  plumb- 
ing systems,  nor  the  fixtures  and  furnishings  for  the  offices,  lab- 
oratories and  recitation  rooms.  The  architect  estimates  the  cost 
of  these  at  $78,000.00.  To  insure  the  permanency  of  the  struc- 
ture it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  the  base  shall  be  of  granite 
instead  of  Bedford  stone.  As  the  center  piece  of  the  College 
buildings  of  the  future,  it  should  bear  the  distinctive  markings 
which  the  dome  and  portico  contemplated  in  the  original  plans 
of  the  architects  will  give  it.  To  restore  these  items  in  the  con- 
tract will  cost  $37,000.00,  making  a  total  appropriation  of  $110,- 
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000.00  necessary  to  fully  complete  and  furnish  the  building 
The  payments  promised  under  the  Schlueter  contract  will  absort 
the  entire  proceeds  of  the  building  tax  for  1904  and  1906,  afte: 
the  completion  of  the  agricultural  buildings  now  under  way  ii 
provided  for.  The  building  itself  will  be  completed  in  time  for 
the  opening  of  the  College  year  of  1905-6,  but  it  cannot  be  usee 
and  thus  the  large  expenditure  it  represents  realized  upon,  ex- 
cept it  be  heated,  lighted  and  furnished.  The  urgency  of  the 
need  for  the  early  occupancy  of  this  building  by  the  depan- 
ments  now  temporarily  located  in  Emergency  Hall  is  strongly 
set  forth  by  President  Storms  in  his  portion  of  this  report.  Tie 
trustees  most  emphatically  endorse  his  presentation  and  ear- 
nestly urge  that  the  appropriation  necessary  to  complete  tht^ 
building  by  the  fall  of  1905  be  granted. 

NEW  AGRICULTURAL  BUILDINGS. 

The  board  of  trustees  at  its  meeting  in  November,  1902,  made 
provision  for  the  erection  of  a  fireproof  addition  to  agricuItuFai 
hall,  a  two-  story  stock- judging  pavilion,  additional  feeding  ahed< 
for  the  farm,  and  greenhouses  for  the  departments  of  horticul- 
ture, agronomy  and  soils.  Arrangements  were  made,  at  a  later 
meeting,  to  add  to  this  list  an  insectary  for  the  entomdogic&I 
section  of  the  experiment  station.  To  cover  the  oost  of  these 
buildings  the  following  sums  were  set  aside  by  the  board:

It  was  understood  that  the  sum  thus  set  aside  should  not  in- 
Qlude  the  heating,  lighting,  plumbing  and  furnishings  for  these 
buildings,  but  that  the  amount  necessary  for  these  purpose- 
would  be  appropriated  from  the  special  building  tax. 

Proudfoot  and  Bird,  of  Des  Moines,  were  employed  as  archi- 
tects under  an  agreement  to  furnish  plans  and  specifications anu 
supervise  the  work  for  8  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ments.    Plans  were  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  buil^- 
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ing  committee,  and  bids  secured  for  submission  to  the  board. 
These  bids,  which  were  opened  at  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  held

The  lowest  combined  bid  on  the  first  three  items  of  the  list — 
that  of  Mr.  Atkinson  which  aggregated  S68,744 — being  in  excess 
of  the  funds  set  aside  for  these  improvements,  the  board  directed 
the  building  committee.  Architect  Proudfoot  and  Professor  Cur- 
tiss  to  consult  with  Mr.  Atkinson  concerning  changes  in  the 
plans  and  specifications  for  these  buildings,  and  authorized  the 
building  committee  to  enter  into  contract  with  Mr.  Atkinson 
upon  the  basis  of  such  changed  plans  and  specifications,  pro- 
vided a  satisfactory  agreement  could  be  reached  at  a  cost  within 
the  limit  of  the  amount  set  aside  by  the  board.  The  committee 
was  able  to  make  contract  with  Mr.  Atkinson  upon  this  basis. 

A  misunderstanding  having  arisen  regarding  the  correct 
interpretation  of  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  feeding 
sheds,  new  bids  were  asked  upon  this  improvement,  with  the 
following  results :

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  trustees  for  the  heating,  light- 
ing and  plumbing  of  these  buildings,  and  in  large  part  for  tht> 
interior  fixtures,  equipment  and  furnishings.  It  has  also  been 
found  necessary  to  restore  certain  items  which  were  omittei 
from  the  original  contract  in  the  endeavor  to  lessen  the  cost. 
In  addition  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  construction  by  the 
architect,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  local  inspection  as 
the  work  progresses.  The  following  statement  shows  approxi- 
mately the  amounts  set  aside  by  the  Board  for  these  various 
purposes.  In  all  cases,  where  practicable,  contracts  have  been 
entered  into,  and  in  the  others,  careful  estimates  of  cost  have 
been  made.

Adding  to  this  total  the  amount  of  the  Atkinson  contracts 
and  the  expense  items  paid  in  the  last  biennial  period,  we 
have  as  the  probable  cost  of  these  improvements,  $100,111.67,' 
of  which  $98,611.67  will  be  chargeable  to  the  special  building 
tax. 

The  fixtures  and  furnishings  for  the  judging  pavilion  and 
greenhouses,  which  will  cost  about  $4,500,  are  not  included  in 
the  foregoing  estimates.  It  is  hoped  that  these  can  be  pur- 
chased from  the  annual  repair  and  improvement  fund  if  it  shall 
be  increased  by  the  legislature  as  the  needs  of  the  college  de^* 
mand. 

These  agricultural  buildings  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  in  January,  1904.  They 
are  admirably  fitted  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  designed, 
and  will  add  greatly  to  the  facilities  for  instruction  in  the  agri- 
cultural courses. 

SPECIAL  BUILDING  TAX. 

The  Twenty -eighth  General  Assembly  voted  the  college  a 
building  tax  of  one-tenth  of  a  mill  on  the  taxable  property  of  the 
state.  This  was  increased  by  the  Twenty -ninth  General  Assem- 
bly to  one-fifth  of  a  mill.  The  following  is  the  statute  granting 
the  increased  levy: 

Lbvy  of  Spbcial  Tax  For  State  Collegs  of  Agriculture  and  Mechan- 
ic Arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

SecTioN  1.  Repealed. — That  chapter  99  of  the  acts  of  the  Twenty -eighth 
General  As  embly  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  i&  hereby  repealed. 

Skc.  2.  l.€vy  of  Special  Tax — Purposes — How  Drawn, — For  the  purpose 
of  providing  for  the  erection,  repair  and  improvement  and  equipment  of 
such  necessary  buildings  a^  shall  be  determined  upon  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  Iowa  state  College  of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  there  shall 
be  levied  annually  for  five  years  a  special  tax  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  on  the 
dollar  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  state,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  carried  into  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  said 
college  Said  levy  shall  be  first  made  with  the  levy  made  for  state  purposes 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two  (1903)  and  the  same  levy  shall  be  made

annually  for  the  four  successive  years  thereafter.  The  money  rwdkad  Itm 
such  levy  for  said  college  shall  be  held  by  the  treasurer  of  tb*  state  fior  tk 
purpose  hereinbefore  provided  and  drawn  upon  requisitioa  of  the  board  o< 
trustees.  The  funds  to  be  realized  from  the  tax  levies  herein  ptovidtd  for 
shall  not  be  anticipated  by  issuing  and  discounting  warrants  or  other oblisi* 
tions  of  the  state. 

Sbc.  3.  Repeal  Not  to  Affect  Colleetion  or  Expenditure  of  Taxes.- 
The  repeal  of  said  chapter  99.  acts  of  the  Twenty-eighth  General  Assemb-V 
shall  in  no  manner  effect  the  collection  and  expenditure  of  the  taxes  heieto- 
fore  levied  thereunder  but  the  same  shall  be  collected  and  expended  m 
thouRh  said  act  remained  in  full  force. 

Sbc.  ^.^/h Effect. ^This  act,  being  deemed  of  immediate  importance, 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication  in  the  lovt 
State  Register  and  the  Des  Moines  Leader,  newspapers  published  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa. 

Approved  April  7,  1902. 

The  College  began  to  realize  an  income  under  the  law  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  General  Assembly  in  1901.  The  collections  for 
the  first  half  of  that  year  amounted  to  $80,498.91.  No  poitaz: 
of  this  amount,  however,  was  drawn  from  the  state  treasury  by 
the  College  prior  to  July  1,  1901,  so  that  the  expenditures  ct 
acoount  of  this  fund  begin  with  the  last  biennial  period.

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The  carrying  out  of  the  last  part  of  this  schedule  of  expendi- 
tures is  dependent  upon  the  state  coming  to  the  aid  of  the  Col- 
lege by  a  direct  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  central 
building  and  the  installation  of  a  central  heating  plant.  If  these 
appropriations  are  granted  the  central  building  can  be  ready  for 
use  by  the  opening  of  College  in  the  fall  of  1905,  thus  relievinc 
the  congested  condition  in  several  of  the  important  departments 
of  the  College,  and  at  the  same  time  releasing  sufiioient  of  the 
tax  fund  to  permit  the  erection  of  a  new  Agricultural  hall  in  the 
last  two  years  of  the  tax  period. 

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  FOR  REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  annual  appropriation  granted  the  College  by  sectiin 
2574,  of  the  Code  of  1897,  is  the  consolidation  of  three  annual 
appropriations  voted  by  as  many  different  general  assemblies 
for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  college  buildings.  While  the 
wording  of  the  later  support  appropriations  would  permit  their 
use  for  this  purpose,  it  has  been  the  desire  and  intent  of  the 
trustees  to  confine  expenditures  of  this  character  to  the  limits .:' 
this  original  appropriation.  The  necessities  of  the  last  biennial 
period  have,  however,  compelled  them  to  make  an  exception  t^ 
this  general  rule  and  to  transfer  Sl,499.25  from  the  state  support 
fund  to  the  repair  fund.  The  following  exhibit  shows  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  this  fund  during  the  biennial 
period :

Other  items  amounting  to  $11,000  were  referred  to  the  build- 
ing committee.  The  committee  was  empowered  to  order  those 
most  urgent,  provided  they  came  within  the  limit  of  the  appro- 
priation. 

The  amount  of  this  repair  and  improvement  appropriation 
was  fixed  some  ten  years  ago,  when  the  college  was  less  than 
one- half  its  present  size.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  build- 
ings and  the  multiplication  and  enlargement  of  departments 
have  added  materially  to  the  demands  upon  this  fund.  The 
value  of  the  college  plant  exceeds  $1,000,000.  An  annual  fund 
equivalent  to  3  per  cent  of  this  sum  would  be  none  too  large  to 
keep  the  plant  in  order  and  provide  the  minor  improvements 
necessary  to  successful  work.  The  additional  amount  needed  is 
included  in  the  College  askings : 
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PROVIDENTIAL  FUND. 

The  College  feeding  sheds  and  experimental  bam  were 
destroyed  by  fire  Ootober  26,  1901.  The  remaining  wing  at  the 
old  main  building  was  burned  August  12,  1002.  Theee  fires 
brought  serious  financial  embarrassment  to  the  inatitutkMi.  Tbe 
work  of  the  experiment  station  required  the  immediate  erec- 
tion of  new  feeding  sheds  and  the  purchase  of  feed  stofEs  of  tbe 
kind  destroyed  by  the  fire.  The  need  of  recitation  rooms  to 
take  the  place  of  those  in  the  main  building  made  neoeeaaiy  die 
erection  of  an  addition  to  emergency  hall  within  the  tiiree  weeks 
intervening  between  the  fire  and  the  opening  of  the  CoDege 
year.  The  available  means  of  the  institution  had  been  appro* 
priated  to  other  purposes  and  thus  it  was  impossible  to  meet 
these  emergency  demands  entirely  from  College  funds*  Appeals 
were  therefore  made  to  the  Executive  Council,  with  the  reeiih 
that  after  investigation  appropriations  were  made  from  the 
Providential  or  Contingent  Fund,  amounting  in  all  to  96,000.42, 
to  meet  these  two  emergencies.  Of  these  appropriations  the 
sum  of  $5,998.51  was  drawn  by  the  College  and  expended  as 
follows :

The  expenses  this  year  exceeding  the  income  by  $4,012.36  the 
cash  balance  was  still  further  reduced  from  $6,430.95  to  $2,418.- 
60. 

In  this  statement  of  income  and  expenditures  no  account  is 
taken  of  the  income  from  department  sales  and  from  fees 
charged  students.  The  amounts  received  from  these  sources 
are  credited  to  the  different  departments  and  expended  by  them. 
Their  omission  from  each  side  of  the  account  does  not  affect  the 
net  expenditure,  while  in  many  cases  it  prevents  misunderstand- 
ing as  to  the  cost  to  the  state  and  nation  of  maintaining  a  par- 
ticular department.  It  does  not  follow  because  the  debtor  side 
of  a  department  account,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  large  that  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  department  is  a  serious  burden  on  the  Col- 
lege income.    It  may  be  that  the  receipts  are  equally  heavy.    It 
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is  the  balance  which  counts.  All  departments  of  the  institati::: 
are  educational.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  Colleg^e  authont:e= 
to  make  them  self-sustaining.  It  is  their  aim,  however,  by  gOL-i 
business  management,  to  reduce  the  net  cost  of  maintenance  t: 
a  minimum.  Wherever  the  commercial  and  educational  idea 
can  be  combined  this  is  done  and  the  receipts  from  sales  used :.. 
lessen  the  net  expenses.  It  is  with  this  same  end  in  view,  ~: 
reducing  net  expenses,that  students  are  charged  the  cost  of  ma- 
terial used  in  the  laboratories  together  with  the  expense  of  i:^ 
preparation.  The  following  table  shows  the  receipts  from  saie>

In  making  up  this  table,  laboratory  and  shop  fees  returned  :■ 
the  student  for  any  reason  have  been  deducted,  which  will  cause 
the  totals  to  differ  from  those  in  the  treasurer's  balance  sheet. 
In  addition  to  laboratory  and  shop  fees  students  are  charged  a 
janitor's  fee  of  $6.00  per  term  which  is  credited  to  the  fires  and 
lights  account  and  helps  to  meet  the  expense  of  heating  and 
lighting  the  college  buildings.  The  revenue  from  this  sourer 
last  year  amounted  to  $10,191.50.  Adding  this  to  the  laboratory 
and  shop  charges,  we  have  $20,513.25  as  the  total  amount  paid 
by  students  in  the  form  of  fees.  As  the  laboratory  fees  have 
been  materially  increased  during  the  present  year  this  annual 
total  will  now  probably  approximate  $30,000.00.  These  figur«» 
should  have  a  bearing  upon  any  proposition  to  increase,  bv 
legislative  action,  the  charges  against  students. 
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The  College  support  fund — after  the  salaries  are  deducted — 
is  apportioned,  at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  among  the  differ- 
ent departments.  The  expenditure  of  the  amount  appropriated 
is  directed,  in  each  case,  largely  by  the  head  of  the  department. 
It  is  considered  that  he  knows  best  the  needs  of  the  work  under 
his  charge.  It  is  part  of  his  duty  to  plan  and  direot  the  up- 
building of  his  department,  and  in  the  modern  industrial  insti- 
tution especially,  with  its  extensive  material  equipment,  no  man 
can  do  this  to  advantage  unless  he  is  permitted  to  determine  the 
expenditure  of  the  necessarily  small  sum  allowed  him  for  de- 
partment purposes.  The  scientific  specialist  has  special  knowl- 
edg^e  of  apparatus,  as  well  as  books;  whether  in  laboratory, 
shop  or  stock  yard  he  can  best  decide  as  to  the  equipment  he 
needs.  He  has  every  incentive  to  secure  the  most  possible  with 
his  annual  allowance.  In  many  cases  he  is  able  to  obtain  prices 
which  would  not  be  quoted  to  the  ordinary  commercial  dealer. 
In  some  instances  valuable  pieces  of  apparatus  are  furnished 
without  cost  to  the  College.  Such  gifts  during  the  past  year 
have  amounted  in  value  to  several  thousands  of  dollars. 

In  the  purchase  of  standard  supplies  an  endeavor  is  made  to 
secure  the  lowest  wholesale  rate.  Probably  two-thirds  or  three- 
fourths  of  the  purchases  have  in  the  past  been  upon  this  basis. 
In  some  instances,  where  the  quantities  purchased  were  small, 
the  danger  of  waste  and  deterioration  considerable,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  distribution  and  delivery  to  the  departments  an  item  of 
importance,  it  was  found  that  true  economy  favored  the  ordinary 
method  of  buying  of  the  retail  dealer. 

In  order  to  secure  whenever  practicable  the  benefits  of  joint 
purchase  the  trustees  have  established  a  purchasing  conmiittee 
which  consists  at  present  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  College  and  Trustee  McElroy.  It  is  not  the 
purpose  of  this  committee  to  interfere  with  the  judgment  of  the 
professors  as  to  the  lines  of  department  expenditures.  It  aims 
to  retain  for  the  College,  in  making  purchases,  the  benefit  of  his 
special  knowledge  of  articles  and  dealers  and  to  add  thereto  the 
advantages  of  buying  in  large  quantities  and  under  competitive 
bids.  It  awards  contracts  for  stationery,  printing,  laboratory 
supplies,  coal,  lumber,  tools,  hardware,  electrical  supplies,  oil, 
gasoline,  pipe  and  fittings,  and  all  other  articles  in  which  by 
consolidated  purchases  lower  prices  can  be  secured.  The  books 
and  accounts  of  the  College  are  kept  in  such  itemized  form  as  to 
fully  exhibit  the  results  attained.     All  bills  are  passed  upon  by 
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the  Board  of  Audit  before  payment,  and  a  oommittee  of  thetrur 
tees  examine  and  report  upon  them  at  the  close  of  each  is2L 
year.

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EXPERIMENT  STATION  FUND. 

The  Experiment  station  is  supported  in  part  by  the  national 
government  and  in  part  by  the  State.  It  was  established  by  an 
act  of  Congress  approved  by  the  President  March  2,  1887.  An 
annual  appropriation  of  $15,000  was  made  for  its  support.  The 
scope  of  its  work  was  olearly  defined  by  law.  No  portion  of  its 
income  can  be  used  by  the  educational  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege,  but  it  must  all  be  devoted  to  experimentation  bearing 
directly  upon  agricultural  interests.  The  law  has  been  strictly 
obeyed  by  the  trustees.  The  question  has  never  been  one  of  a 
surplus  in  the  station  treasury,  but  rather  how  to  obtain  for  the 
station  the  additional  amoimt  needed  to  carry  forward  its  legiti- 
mate work.  It  has  been  compelled  to  forego  many  experiments 
and  seriously  limit  others  because  of  want  of  funds.  With  the 
exception  of  a  few  meagre  appropriations  from  the  College  sup- 
port funds  it  has  had  no  other  source  of  income  than  the  con- 
g^ressional  appropriation  until  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The 
legislature  of  1902  voted  it  an  annual  fund  of  $10,000.  This 
g:ives  it  an  income  of  $26,000.  It  uses  also  the  receipts  of  the 
department  from  sales  and  other  sources.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the 
fund  during  the  biennial  period :

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The  station  stands  in  urgent  need  of  additional  funds.  The 
field  of  experimentation  in  which  it  can  be  useful  to  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  the  state  is  rapidly  widening.  There  is  much 
iTV-ork  to  be  done  and  the  money  spent  in  the  doing  of  it  will  be 
repaid  many  times  to  the  state.  The  College  asks  that  the  an- 
nual support  fund  of  the  station  be  increased  in  the  sum  of  $50,- 
OOO.  It  also  asks  that  an  annual  appropriation  of  $15,000  be 
gnranted  the  engineering  departments  for  experimental  purposes. 
The  urgency  of  both  these  needs  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  f eport 
of  President  Storms. 

MINOR  SOURCES  OF  INCOME. 

Aside  from  the  funds  furnished  by  the  state  and  national 
governments  the  College  has  few  sources  of  income.  They  may 
be  summarized  as  follows : 

1.  Rental  of  Rooms:  The  College  owns  a  couple  of  young 
men's  boarding  cottages  containing  in  all  about  forty  rooms;  a 
number  of  rooms  in  the  second  story  of  the  creamery  building 
are  occupied  by  students;  and  in  Margaret  hall  there  are  room- 
ing accommodations  for  about  one  hundred  young  women. 
Rental  is  charged  upon  these  rooms  at  $3.00  per  term  for  each 
student.  The  fund  is  largely  used  to  keep  these  student  rooms  in 
repair. 

2.  Students  graduating  from  any  of  the  College  courses  are 
charged  a  diploma  fee  of  $5.00.  The  amount  received  pays  for 
the  diplomas  and  helps  to  meet  the  expense  of  keeping  the  stu- 
dents' records. 

3.  Two  small  tracts  of  land  donated  to  the  College  at  the 
time  of  its  organization  are  still  owned  by  the  institution.  A 
small  income  is  derived  from  their  rental.  This  income  is  used 
to  meet  small  emei^ency  items  of  expense. 

4.  Agricultural  Fellowship  Fund :  Certain  cash  prizes  are 
offered  by  Clay,  Robinson  &  Company  in  connection  with  the 
Annual  International  Live  Stock  Exposition  in  Chicago.  It  is 
specified  that  agricultural  colleges  winning  any  of  these  prizes 
shall  use  the  money  received  in  establishing  fellowships  to  be 
awarded  graduate  students  in  animal  husbandry.  The  College 
received  from  this  source  during  1901  and  1902  the  sum  of 
$690.00. 

6.  Tuition  charged  students  living  outside  of  the  state: 
Under  a  law  adopted  by  the  trustees  on  December  20, 1901,  stu- 
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dents  living  in  other  states  than  Iowa  are  chained  S12  per  tern: 
tuition.  The  money  collected  is  used  for  general  purpoees.  The 
following  shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  -these  miscel- 
laneous accounts  during  the  biennial  period :

The  foregoing  does  not  include  the  Experiment  station  receipts 
and  disbursement  which  for  convenience  of  government  in^)ec- 
tion  are  kept  in  a  separate  ledger.  They  have  been  reported 
upon  under  the  head  of  Experiment  station. 

The  correctness  of  the  treasurer's  books  is  carefully  verified. 
An  account  is  kept  with  him  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  who 
debits  him  with  all  moneys  received  from  whatever  source  and 
credits  him  with  the  amounts  paid  upon  the  order  of  the  Board 
of  Audit.  This  account  is  compared  with  the  treasurer's  books 
at  the  end  of  each  month  and  the  balance  checked.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  a  committee  of  the  trustees  makes  settlemwt  with 
the  treasurer  and  counts  the  cash  on  hand.  In  this  oonnedioD 
an  examination  is  made  of  the  books  and  vouchers,  and  report 
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rendered  to  the  trustees.  An  examination  of  the  accounts  is 
also  made  by  the  expert  accountant  of  the  Board  of  Control. 
The  bond  of  the  treasurer  is  fixed  at  $50,000.00.  It  is  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OP  COLLEGE  FINANCES. 

The  income  of  the  College  and  Experiment  station  for  main- 
tenance of  departments,  grounds  and  buildings  is  approximately 
S163,600.00.    It  is  divided  according  to  its  uses,  as  follows :

It  should  be  noticed  that  the  income  of  the  College,  aside 
from  the  support  fund  of  the  Experiment  station  and  the  annual 
appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  buildings,  is  $120,000. 
The  expenditures  last  year  amounted  to  $124,241.61.  The  excess 
of  expenditures  over  income  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  cash 
balance  of  $4,012.35.  In  making  up  the  expense  budget  of  the 
present  year,  account  had  to  be  taken  of  the  salary  of  the  newly 
elected  president,  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  new  depart- 
ments of  agronomy,  soils  and  farm  mechanics,  the  expense  of 
heating,  lighting  and  janitor  service  for  the  new  buildings,  and  the 
absolutely  necessary  additions  to  the  teaching  force  in  several 
of  the  College  departments.  In  order  to  provide  for  these  demands 
the  current  expense  appropriations  of  the  departments  were  cut 
to  the  lowest  possible  figure,  and  all  purchases  of  apparatus  and 
equipment  which  could  be  postponed  were  set  over  into  the  next 
year.  Despite  these  reductions,  the  expense  budget  amounts  to 
$126,498.68.  To  meet  this  excess  in  expenditures  it  will  be 
necessary,  after  exhausting  the  cash  balance,  to  use  some  $4,000 
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of  the  support  fund  due  July  1,  1904,  in  payment  of  the  bills  c4 
the  preceding  quarter.    This  will  reduce  the  amount  aTmilAbk 
for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  with  that  date  and  will,  of  oooxw, 
unless  relief  is  granted,  bring  serious  disaster  to  the  inatitutkiE. 
The  fact  is,  the  College  has   outgrown   its  income.     In  199L 
when  the  attendance  was  425  its  income  was  906,000.      Tnr 
enrollment  in  the  long  courses  for  the  pres^it  year  will  exceed 
1|600,  while  the  attendance  upon  the  short  courses  will  proba- 
bly reach  600,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  about  2,000.     If  tht 
increase  in  income  had  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  attendance. 
it  would  now  amount  to  more  than  $250,000.     Nor  does  azperi- 
enoe  show  good  reason  for  any  marked  decrease  in  rolalivy 
expense  as  College  attendance  increases.    With  the  develop* 
ments  in  science  and  the  marvelous  progress  made  in  its  appli- 
cation to  industry,  the  equipment  and  appliances  that  go  with 
industrial  education  have  become  more  varied  and  costly,  wiiiie 
the  instructing  force  in  these  schools  of  technology  is  largely 
composed  of  men  who  can  command  high  salaries  in  industrul 
affairs.    The  College  has  had  a  remarkable  growth  in  the  Us: 
few  years,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  its  future 
development  will    be    equally  rapid.     Its  present   necessities 
require  a  large  increase  of   the  support  fund.    The  enlarged 
work  of  the  immediate  future  makes  this  demand  imperative. 

The  need  of  additional  buildings  and  the  necessity  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  fund  for  repairs  and  improvements  is  of  equs! 
urgency  with  the  demand  for  an  increase  in  the  support  fund. 
The  present  condition  of  these  different  funds  has  been  already 
presented.  The  whole  question  of  College  needs  is  discussed  is 
detail  by  the  President  in  his  part  of  this  report.

At  the  commencement  in  June,  1002,  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science  (M.  So.)  was  conferred  upon  Ira  A.  Williams  and  Alice 
Ward  Hess,  and  the  degree  of  Master  of  Scientific  Agriculture 
(M.  S.  A.)  upon  Arthur  T.  Erwin.  In  June,  1903,  the  degree  of 
Soientific  Agriculture  was  conferred  on  Chas.  E.  Ellis  and  Edgar 
C.  Myers.  Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  as  follows :  The 
degree  of  Master  of  Philosophy  upon  Robert  B.  Armstrong  and

upon  W.  Clyde  Jones  and  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineer  (C.  E.) 
upon  M.  J.  Riggs. 

THE  COLLEGE  PRESIDENCY. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Beardshear  who  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  College  on  February  17,  1891,  died  August  5,  1902. 
Under  his  leadership  the  College  was  greatly  prospered  and  his 
death  brought  sincere  sorrow  to  the  friends  of  the  institution. 
The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  board  and  ordered 
spread  upon  the  records : 

*^  Death  in  its  busy  rounds  has  removed  from  among  us  W. 
M.  Beardshear,  the  beloved  President  of  the  Iowa  State  College, 
and  in  his  demise  we  recognize  the  great  loss  this  institution  has 
sustained. 

His  eleven  years  as  President  of  the  College  have  been  a 
period  of  growth  and  development  unprecedented  in  its  history. 
Under  his  wise  administration  it  has  kept  pace  with  the  rapid 
unfolding  of  scholastic  and  industrial  education.  His  progres- 
sive spirit  has  been  in  the  forefront  of  every  movement  for  the 
education  of  the  head  and  hand,  while  his  practical  common 
sense  has  stood  for  the  conservation  of  all  that  has  borne  the 
test  and  proved  efficatious  in  his  field  of  usefulness. 

He  gave  to  the  College  his  best  and  most  conscientious  efforts, 
and  its  upbuilding  was  his  chiefest  ambition.  His  every  aim 
centered  in  its  success,  and  he  was  ever  ready  to  sacrifice  his 
time,  his  ene^y  and  health  itself  to  promote  its  welfare.  His 
sympathies  were  large.  He  entered  the  lives  of  the  students  of 
the  College  and  inspired  a  love  of  a  higher  and  broader  educa- 
tion, and  imparted  ambition  and  enthusiasm  to  the  young  peo- 
ple coming  within  the  scope  of  his  influence,  preparing  them  for 
better  manhood  and  womanhood. 
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Appreciating  the  valuable  Bervices  he  rendered  this  Coilej- 
during  the  years  of  his  presidency, 

Sg  it  resolved.  By  the  Board  of  Trastees  of  the  Iowa  State  Coli^e  : 
Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  that  in  the  death  of  Pres .  W .  M .  Bearciafaear  t:  i 
institution  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss;  that  the  cause  of  education  laset 
one  of  its  most  distinguished  and  useful  citizens,  and  the  bereaved  fasilT  * 
kind  and  devoted  husband  and  father. 

Resolved ,  Further,  that  we  extend  to  the  grief-stricken  family  oor  svs- 
pathy  and  condolence,  and  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  npon  the  rcccri> 
of  this  board.'' 

The  following  tribute  was  adopted  by  the  faculty  and  enter**: 
in  their  minutes ; 

THE  FACULTY   TRIBUTE. 

We,  the  faculty  of  the  Iowa  State  College,  moyed  by  feelings  of  p-c 
found  sorrow  and  deepest  sympathy  in  the  great  loss  of  our  lamented  Pres.- 
dent,  hereby  unite  in  expression  of  the  following  appreciation: 

The  loss  of  an  eminent  leader  in  any  rank  of  life  is  a  misfortune  of  fir 
reaching  consequence,  but  the  loss  of  a  great  leader  of  educational  and  znor^a 
forces  is  especially  to  be  deplored.  It  rarely  falls  to  the  lot  of  any  mas  r 
possess  in  such  large  measure  the  general  esteem  and  confidence,  asc  y. 
impress  so  deeply  for  good,  the  lives  of  so  many  people  of  aU  classes,  aswre 
reached  and  influenced  by  Dr.  Beardshear.  No  one  could  know  him  bat  t^ 
be  better  for  his  acquaintance.  His  genial  personality,  gentleness  m2C 
strength,  were  ever  a  source  of  renewed  energy  and  high  endeavor.  H> 
labors  as  President  of  the  Iowa  State  Colleg^e  were  the  crowning  work  cf  a 
fruitful  life.  Coming  to  the  institution  at  a  critical  period,  he  rendered  i= 
eminent  service  which  was  the  product  of  a  master  hand  and  genius.  Hs 
personal  achievements  were  of  the  highest  order,  but  in  addition  he  pv^* 
sessed  that  rare  and  essential  quality  of  every  great  leader — the  faculty  r- 
developing  and  stimulating  the  best  that  is  in  every  one  else. 

The  leadership  of  President  Beardshear  was  in  every  way  typical  oi  a 
great  life,  such  a  life  as  Lowell  characterized  in  the  following  lines: 

All  thoughts  that  mould  the  age  begin 

Deep  down  within  the  primitive  soul. 
And  from  the  many  slowly  upward  win 

To  one  who  grasps  the  whole. 

The  deep,  silent  forces  and  the  earnest,  exalted  purposes  that  were  tit 
source  of  power  in  President  Beardsher*s  life,  were  manifest  in  all  his  woik 
His  plans,  born  of  a  large  heart,  a  keen  perception  and  intuitive  mind,  were 
always  broad  and  progressive  and  typical  of  his  inspiring  faith,  and  his  gcc- 
erous  and  magnanimous  nature.  His  work  was  peculiarly  original;  str.txzi 
in  conception,  and  masterful  in  execution.  Though  entering  a  new  field cc 
assuming  the  duties  of  an  executive  of  an  agricultural  and  mechanical  co 
lege,  his  broad  sympathies  with  humanity,  and  his  active  interest  xa  tte 
industrial  professions,  enabled  him  at  once  to  grasp  the  needs  and  uader* 
stand  the  functions  and  purposes  of  the  land-grant  colleges  so  comprebci- 
sively  and  intelligently  that  he  became  th^  i^cknowledged  leader  in  the  ra:'^ 
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of  all  similar  institutions  in  America,  and  he  was  unanimously  accorded  the 
distinguished  honor  of  the  presidency  of  the  National  Educational  AsbocIb- 
tion,  an  honor  never  before  conferred  upon  a  citizen  of  Iowa  or  an  o^cer  of 
a  land-grant  college.  It  was  his  work  more  than  that  of  any  other  man  in 
his  time  that  served  to  place  industrial  and  practical  education  in  its  true 
light,  and  to  command  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  educational  forces 
of  the  world . 

His  prophetic  vision,  his  keen  perception  and  accurate  analysis,  and 
above  all  his  sublime  faith,  were  inspiring  to  all  who  came  under  the  influ- 
ence of  his  magic  power,  and  his  qualities  of  leadership  were  inherent  and 
without  effort. 

President  Beardshear  was  an  ideal  leader  and  director  of  the  efforts  and 
work  of  his  assistants,  the  faculty  and  instructors  of  this  College.  As  a 
leader  he  foresaw  the  needs,  secured  the  material  means,  and  selected  those 
who  could  best  assist  him  in  carrying  out  his  plans.  As  a  director  of  our 
efforts  and  work,  he  had  the  happy  way  of  placing  and  inspiring  confidence 
so  that  effort  was  united,  and  work  was  done  without  friction  and  with 
results  fruitful  along  the  lines  he  had  laid  down  for  the  guidance  of  Che 
institution  to  the  permanent  success  which  he  desired . 

To  his  associates  he  manifested  the  purest  friendship  and  the  nobleitt 
manhood;  and  more  than  leader  and  director.  President  Beardshear  was  & 
friend  to  each  and  all  of  us  and  his  friendship  was  the  reward  most  sought 
by  his  coworkers  of  the  faculty,  and  furnished  sufficient  inspiration  far 
untiring  energy  on  our  part  during  his  life,  and  now  strengthens  and  inspires 
us  to  carry  on  the  task  so  well  begun  under  his  wise,  energetic  and  frteodly 
direction.  ' 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  July  2,  1903, 
Dr.  A.  B.  Storms  was  elected  President.  He  comes  to  the  head 
of  the  institution  in  the  full  vigor  of  his  physical  and  intellectual 
manhood,  cultured  in  the  schools,  and  with  a  well- earned  repu- 
tation as  a  public  speaker.  His  heart  is  in  the  work,  and  under 
his  administration  the  College  looks  forward  to  a  prosperous 
future.

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Tke  reports  of  the  seoretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Normal 
school  showing  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  biennial 
period  ending  June  30,  1903,  are  submitted  with  and  as  a  part 
of  this  report. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  President  Seerley,  at  the  close  '^f 
each  biennial  period,  to  submit  to  the  board  of  trustees  a  report, 
containing  to  some  extent,  his  views  relating  to  the  work  and 
development  of  the  Normal  school  during  the  next  biennial 
period.  The  large  experience,  conspicuous  ability,  and  devo- 
tion of  President  Seerley  to  the  Normal  school  give  great  force 
to  his  recommendations,  and  his  report  is  herewith  submitted. 

In  its  thirteenth  biennial  report  the  Board  of  Trustees  asked 
for  an  additional  annual  appropriation  of  S15,000  for  the  pay- 
ment of  teachers^  salaries,  and  for  an  additional  annual  appro- 
priation of  $10,000  for  the  payment  of  contingent  expenses.    The 
term,  contingent  expenses,  as  here  used  embraces  all  expenses  of 
maintaining  the  school  not  provided  in  speoial  appropriations. 
Only  one  half  of  the  amount  asked  for  each  fund  was  granted, 
and  on  that  account  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to  employ  a 
sufficient  number  of  teachers,  and  to  procure  necessary  supplies 
and  materials  for  the  school.    The  map  of  Iowa  submitted  as  a 
part  of  this  report  shows  the  number  of  students  who  attend  the 
Normal  school  from  each  county  during  the  respective  school 
years  of  1902  and  1903.  A  small  increase  in  the  salaries  of  teachers 
and  other  employes  of  the  school  has  been  made  during  this 
biennial  period.    The  increase  so  made  is  reasonable  and  just, 
on  account  of  the  increase  in  necessary  living  expenses,  and  as 
a  reward  for  faithful  and  efficient  service. 

The  fact  that  the  Twenty -ninth  General  Assembly  did  not 
make  adequate  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  teachers  and 
contingent  expenses,  and  the  fact  that  the  number  of  students 
who  will  attend  the  Normal  school  during  the  next  biennial 
period  is  reasonably  certain  to  be  much  greater  than  heretofore, 
explains  the  necessity  for  the  request  made  in  this  report  for  a 
large  increase  in  the  appropriations  for  the  payment  of  teachers 
and  contingent  expenses. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  during  this  biennial  period  in 
the  development  of  the  department  of  physical  training.  The 
Board  has  not  been  able  to  do  as  much  as  ought  to  have  been 
done  owing  to  a  lack  of  the  necessary  funds.  A  large  per  cent- 
age  of  the  students  who  come  to  the  Normal  school  have  received 
but  little  instruction  with  regard  to  the  laws  of  life  and  health. 
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Unknown  to  themselves  they  suffer  from  constitutional  defects, 
which,  unless  overcome,  as  they  often  may  be  by  proper  exer- 
cise and  training,  will  greatly  impair  their  happiness  and  impede 
their  success  in  life.  The  Board  .  desires  to  so  organize  the 
department  of  physical  training  that  each  student  who  enters 
the  regular  courses  of  the  school  may  be  required  to  take  a  phys- 
ical examination,  thorough  enough  to  disclose  any  physical 
defect  from  which  he  suffers;  that  the  result  of  this  examina- 
tion be  made  known  to  him,  and  that  he  be  required  to  take 
under  competent  teachers  such  a  course  of  training  and  exercise 
as  will,  so  far  as  may  be  possible,  alleviate  or  remedy  his  defect:-. 
To  aid  in  this  work  the  Board  is  now  building  a  gynmasium  f^r 
both  sexes,  from  the  use  of  which  good  results  are  expected. 

There  is  a  growing  sentiment  among  the  people  of  Iowa  in 
favor  of  teaching  manual  training  in  the  public  schools.  The 
complaint  is  frequently  made  that  the  students  in  the  high  schools^ 
graduate,  or  leave  school,  without  having  learned  anything 
more  than  the  ordinary  school  books  contain,  tending  in  any 
manner  to  qualify  them  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  prac- 
tical duties  of  life  and  to  become  producers  or  wage  earners. 

President  Seerley  has  received  many  applications  from  schoL^l 
boards  in  Iowa  who  desire  to  employ  teachers  capable  to  give 
manual  training,  but  as  no  attention  has  yet  been  given  to  thi:? 
matter  at  the  Normal  school  such  teachers  cannot  be  supplied. 
At  the  present  time  all  of  the  teachers  employed  in  schools  in 
which  manual  training  is  being  taught  have  been  trained  in 
other  states.  The  Board  desires  to  estabhsh  a  department  of 
manual  training  at  the  normal  school  in  order  that  the  students 
may  thus  qualify  themselves  to  supply  the  increasing  demand 
for  this  kind  of  instruction,  and  because  the  Board  believes  that 
more  good  will  come  from  instruction  in  manual  training  in  the 
public  schools  of  Iowa  than  from  any  other  single  subject.  The 
Board  refers  to  advance  pages  of  Chapter  2  of  biennial  report, 
1903,  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  wherein  Hon.  R. 
C.  Barrett  has  discussed  this  subject  with  great  force  and  clear- 
ness. 

It  gives  the  Board  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that 
good  feeling  and  harmony  exists  between  the  students,  teachers 
and  officers  of  the  Normal  school.  The  Board  also  desires  u:> 
express  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  liberality 
of  the  Twenty-ninth  General  Assembly  as  shown  by  its  gener- 
^rous  appropriations  for  the  Normal  school. 
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The  Board  asks  for  the  following  appropriations  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Normal  school  during  the  next  biennial  period : 

For  teachers*  fund,  annually— additional $20,000.00 

For  contingent  fund ,  annually— additional 15 ,  000 .  00 

For  librarian  fund,  annually  for  two  years 2,500.00 

For  library  fund,  annually  for  two  years .      2,500.00 

For  grading  and  improving  school  grounds 3,000.00 

For  military  fund,  annually  for  two  years 800.00

SPECIFIC  COMMENTS  UPON  THE  STATISTICS. 

In  the  tabular  statements  presented  elsewhere  there  is  an 
attempt  to  briefly  set  out  in  fibres  such  summaries  as  the  law 
requires,  and  also  show  comparatively,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the 
work  that  is  being  accomplished.  It  should  be  easy  to  recog- 
nize that  the  Normal  school  is  giving  to  the  state  a  large  and 
immediate  service  in  the  education,  training  and  preparation  of 
public  school  teachers.  The  regular  expansion  of  the  work  and 
of  the  enrollment  is  a  natural  consequence  of  more  room,  more 
facilities,  more  instructors  and  more  variety  in  the  different 
courses  that  the  greater  liberality  of  the  state  has  made  possi- 
ble. A  large  attendance  permits  the  school  to  provide  many 
things  that  are  specially  essential  to  an  education,  and  also  give 
such  education  without  delay,  but  which  could  not  for  business 
reasons  be  granted  by  a  small  school.  The  enrollment  at  the 
State  Normal  school  has  enabled  an  organization  to  be  perfected 
which  confers  the  following  unusual  privileges : 

1.  An  opportunity  to  organize  beginning  classes  in  the 
majority  of  the  branches  of  study  every  term,  so  that  students 
can  enter  at  the  opening  of  any  term  and  find  just  the  work  for 
which  they  are  well  prepared.  This  is  almost  essential  in  a 
teachers'  school  where  continued  attendance  is  in  most  cases 
impossible  because  of  the  necessity  to  secure  means  for  con- 
tinuation of  the  course. 

2.  The  chance  to  specialize  is  increased  since  a  large  school 
can  offer  much  differentiation  of  work  to  fit  more  closely  indi- 
vidual needs  and  can  secure  enough  students  in  advanced  lines 
to  make  the  conduct  of  such  work  economical  and  expedient. 
Hence,  the  program  of  studies  is  always  richer  and  more  varied 
in  a  large  school  without  detracting  in  any  way  from  any  kind 
of  work  that  is  regarded  as  essential  in  all  schools. 

3.  Such  a  plan  is  possible  to  be  evolved  that  there  can  be 
much  specialization  in  the  work  of  the  members  of  the  faculty. 
Such  a  plan  permits  the  best  work  with  the  least  expenditure 

(23) 
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of  time  and  effort,  and  guarantees  definite  and  accurate  instruc- 
tion such  as  students  desiring  to  specialize  in  any  line  must 
have. 

4.  As  a  result  a  class  graduates  from  the  school  four  tiines 
a  year  and  thus  avoids  any  delay  of  a  student  in  complecing*  a 
course  beyond  that  absolutely  necessary,  and  yet  enables  a  stu- 
dent to  be  always  detained  sufficient  time  to  fully  and  satisfac- 
torily complete  the  course. 

6.  There  is  also  by  such  an  enrollment  a  possibility  to  main- 
tain lecture  and  entertainment  courses  that  are  superior  in 
grade  of  standard,  extraordinary  in  expense  as  to  total  amount 
expended,  and  yet  be  able  to  be  sold  to  students  at  an  unusually 
small  price  as  a  result  of  co-operation  by  many  persons.  This 
privilege  is  a  very  great  one  in  its  effect  upon  educational 
opportunities  offered  by  schools  that  can  afford  to  secure  the 
talent  necessary. 

6.  The  differentiation  possible  enables  the  faculty  to  organ- 
ize graded  glee  clubs,  choral  societies,  cornet  bands,  orchestras. 
and  other  kinds  of  societies  of  all  kinds,  since  the  numbers 
enrolled  always  guarantee  the  grouping  of  people  of  varied 
attainments  so  as  to  care  for  the  beginner  as  well  as  the 
advanced. 

7.  There  is  much  need  for  a  wide  arrangement  of  courses  to 
grant  to  teachers  the  kind  of  preparation  that  is  needed  for  the 
different  phases  of  public  school  work.  Such  an  arrangement 
that  gives  all  these  kinds  is  only  possible  where  the  attendance 
is  large  and  such  studies  are  able  to  secure  patronage. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE   SCHOOL  IN  THE   STATE. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  following  facts  regarding  the 
students  of  the  school  and  their  work  in  the  state : 

1.  There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  high 
school  graduates  as  compared  with  the  total  enrollment,  indica- 
ting that  the  high  school  graduates  are  more  and  more  becom- 
ing the  teachers  of  the  state  in  cities  and  towns.  This  is  due 
also  to  the  fact  that  such  persons  more  easily  secure  employ- 
ment when  they  are  graduates  of  the  Normal  school,  as  8cho«"»! 
boards  are  gradually  insisting  upon  some  professional  prepara* 
tion  beyond  the  course  given  by  the  high  school. 

2.  The  patronage  of  the  Normal  school  is  state- wide, 
every  county  in  the  state  having  its  representatives  in  attend- 
ance during  the    biennial    period.     Even  during  the  summer 
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terms  the  same  result  obtains,  as  the  school  register  shows.  The 
original  residence  of  students  has  very  little  relation  to  the  after 
location  of  teachers,  because  they  accept  employment  wherever 
there  is  a  special  demand  for  their  services.  Black  Hawk 
county  has  the  largest  enrollment  of  residents,  but  after  all  most 
of  such  students  do  their  educational  work  as  teachers  else- 
where than  in  that  county. 

3.  Seventy  per  cent  of  the  students  enrolled  have  had 
experience  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  An 
examination  of  the  annual  catalogue  shows  that  many  of  them 
have  had  large  experience.  This  delay  in  the  completion  of 
their  courses  of  study  is  due  in  many  cases  to  the  smallness  of 
their  annual  incomes,  and  since  they  depend  upon  their  incomes 
to  advance  their  education  and  professional  standing,  they 
necessarily  spend  a  decade  in  completing  their  professional 
training.  Such  a  method  of  progress  may  be  necessary,  but  it 
is  neither  economical  to  the  state  nor  to  the  teacher. 

4.     Elementary  educational  work  in  Iowa  is  gradually,  but 

surely,  passing  entirely  into   the   hands  of  women  outside  of 

such  positions  as  require  heavy  executive  work,  such  as  super- 

intendencies  and  high  school  principalships,  and  even  in  this  kind 

of  situations  the  men  are  getting  fewer  and  fewer  from  year  to 

year.     The  enrollment  at  the  Normal  school  naturally  shows  a 

response  to  this  condition,  the  number  of   women  increasing 

from  year  to  year  while  the  number  of    men  has  practically 

remained  almost  the  same  for  several  years.     Public  school 

teaching  is  a  permanent  vocation  for  only  a  few  men,  because 

the  financial  condition  of  the  business  in  most  localities  drives 

many  would-be  men  teachers  into  other  callings,  even  where 

they  are  specially  qualified  by  nature,   experience  and  training 

for  the  work  required.     It  is  therefore  a  question  of  economics 

that  decides  the  calling,  and  not  one  of  fitness  or  success.    Since 

women  are  willing  to  accept  smaller  wages  for  the  same  work 

their  services  are  becoming  generally  preferred,  and  the  men 

gradually  give  up  the  business.     The  salary  question  is  more  or 

less  a  deciding  factor  in  determining  the  careers  of  the  majority 

of  students  who  plan  by  education  to  enter  upon  a  career  as  a 

permanent  business. 
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THE  TEACHING  VOCATION. 

The  status  of  teaching  in  the  business  world  is  not  attractive 
as  a  permanent  vocation  for  either  men  or  women  as  a  claaB. 
Such  conditions  as  exist  cause  a  constant  depletion  in  the  ranks 
without  regard  to  sex,  because  of  the  better  actual  promise  of 
many  other  callings.     The    normal-school  problem   and   the 
teacher- supply  problem  are  but  slightly  related  because  there 
must  be  a  good  market  for  talent,  training  and  successful  execu- 
tive ability  before  such  capabilities  as  well  educated   people 
possess  are  to  be  placed  in  service  in  the  school  room.     The 
trouble  with  the  teacher  problem  is,  that  the  inducements  offered 
in  the  market  to-day  are  not  reasonably  commensurate  with  the 
high  qualifications  demanded.     It  is  not,  therefore,  a  question 
of  sentiment,  but  a  question  of  business  that  must  be  investi- 
gated by  statesmen  and  philanthropists.     This  status  shows 
itself  in  several  lines  that  belong  to  the  people  as  problems 
more  than  to  the  school  officers  or  the  teachers.     These  may  be 
briefly  mentioned  as  follows : 

1.  Teachers  as  a  class  are  transient  and  temporary  resi- 
dents of  communities  they  serve.  The  only  variation  is  that  of 
original  residents  with  local  influence,  who  hold  subordinate 
places.  This  fact  imposes  upon  a  vocation  extraordinary 
expenses,  since  its  representatives  are  employed  but  nine 
months  of  the  twelve,  and  their  employment  is  subject  to 
change  at  almost  any  time  without  any  professional  reason. 
As  a  consequence  the  great  majority  are  open  candidates  for 
places  rather  than  seekers  for  increased  capability  by  putting 
their  time  and  strength  into  superior  work  where  they  are 
employed  with  the  expectation  of  remaining  permanently  in  the 
service  of  a  community.  The  chief  aim  in  such  life  becomes 
then  the  finding  of  a  new  situation  where  salary  is  larger,  the 
work  less  exacting,  or  the  future  promise  more  encouraging. 
Such  a  status  must  be  always  unfortunate  for  all  concerned, 
because  teachers  are  thus  compelled  to  waste  their  earnings  in 
the  professional  struggle,  and  the  public  service  is  kept  uncer- 
tain and  unreliable. 

2.  The  system  of  employment  required  by  law  obstructs 
progress  and  destroys  a  hope  for  permanency.  Most  sch4X»l 
boards  know  that  the  number  of  applications  for  servi**e 
under  their  supervision  is  many  times  more  than  they  need. 
This  sometimes  gives  them  the  impression  that  the  supply  of 
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teachers  is  greatly  beyond  the  present  demand,  when  the  fact 
is,  that  many  of  these  applicants  have  their  names  as  candi- 
dates before  scores  of  school  boards  at  the  same  time,  and  thus 
duplicate  the  possible  candidates  many  times.  This  is  specially 
true  if  the  salary  paid  by  any  school  district  is  apparently  larger 
than  the  average.  In  such  cities  as  there  are  special  induce- 
ments in  salary  or  reputation,  the  number  of  applicants  is  very 
large  indeed,  because  teachers  are  always  ready  to  accept  work 
in  such  favorable  locations,  producing  an  unrest  which  is  actual 
and  also  discouraging,  because  it  does  not  better  conditions 
through  dissatisfaction.  The  total  of  the  necessary  expendi- 
tures of  teachers  in  thus  candidating  for  new  locations  is  alone 
enough  to  impoverish  the  profession  if  there  were  not  other 
essential  contingencies  to  be  met  in  keeping  pace  with  public 
demand. 

3.  The  temporary  license  system  has  the  effect  of  lim- 
iting a  teacher's  province  and  usefulness.  The  plan  of  thus 
localizing  authority  and  opportunity  to  a  county  or  to  a  state 
develops  a  kind  of  supervision  which  does  not  mean  progress 
nor  development  in  the  vocation.  This  short  term  system  per- 
manently limits  the  service  of  the  vast  majority  to  a  small  ter- 
ritory, thus  degrading  the  vocation.  Such  a  system  is  popular 
with  the  general  public  because  it  is  regarded  as  a  source  of 
revenue,  but  after  all  it  is  wrong  in  principle,  as  it  taxes  a  very 
poorly  paid  class  of  workers  without  returning  an  equivalent  in 
protection  or  endorsement,  and  in  addition  keeps  up  a  kind  of 
servitude  that  weakens  the  spirit  and  deprives  the  workers  of 
the  necessary  freedom  that  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  best 
success  as  educators.  The  system  as  organized  and  conducted 
also  harrasses  the  competent,  successful  teacher  almost  as 
much  as  it  does  the  incompetent  teacher,  actually  preventing 
the  advent  of  the  professional  teacher  of  a  high  grade  of  com- 
petency. There  should  be  real  business  methods  about  con- 
ferring the  authority  to  teach.  There  should  be  a  reasonable 
standard  of  qualifications  that  are  regarded  as  sufficient  to 
make  one  worthy  of  permanent  service.  There  should  be  some 
such  a  system  as  recognition  of  scholarship  and  professional 
preparation  which  would  license  once  for  all,  the  same  as  is  done 
in  law,  medicine  and  other  supervised  vocations.  There  should 
be  an  end  to  examinations  and  re-examinatif>ns  among  compe- 
tent, successful  teachers  if  the  realities  of  educational  work  are 
to  be  secured.     This  is  not  a   fancy   nor  reckless  criticism.

Massachusetts  is  certainly  a  notable  state  educationally,  a- 
yet  there  are  no  licenses  to  teach  in  public  schools  required  :. 
that  commonwealth,  and  the  Iowa  experience  of  endeavoring : 
raise  the  standard  by  an  examination  system  has  proven  tha:  * 
is  possible  to  substitute  the  machine  in  education  for  that  i:-- 
freedom  of  the  scholar  and  the  man  which  is  specially  esser:: . 
to  the  best  professional  work. 

4.  There  is  no  proper  inducement  to  those  who  take  u- 
trouble  to  study  in  our  best  and  most  modern  educaticrd. 
institutions  to  enter  the  teaching  vocation.  Their  honv'>, 
diplomas,  degrees  and  professional  studies  are  not  recogniz*-^ 
nor  regarded  as  evidences  of  training,  competency  or  devel  »r- 
ment  in  the  educational  business,  when  they  are  the  real  fig- 
ments that  finally  decide  the  actual  status  of  the  scholar  ar. . 
the  student.  The  present  teacher's  certificate  was  planned  ' 
the  theory  that  it  would  in  some  way  protect  the  people  by  ket  p- 
ing  out  the  incompetent.  It  was  supposed  to  be  the  salvati^  »n  - : 
the  vocation,  but  it  is  now  antiquated  and  formal  and  is  no  rea. 
means  to  a  guarantee  of  either  competency  or  fitness.  Sch-  ^.k 
boards  that  are  careful  in  selecting  teachers  do  not  depend  uj>  n 
certificates ;  they  investigate  in  an  entirely  different  way.  Th- 
examiners  are  not  responsible  for  the  condition  except  in  pan. 
as  they  are  required  to  accomplish  an  impossibility.  Tht^rr 
should  be  an  entire  revision  of  subjects  in  our  examinations  f  »r 
certificates,  if  the  plan  is  still  to  be  kept,  and  other  things  shouii 
be  factors  besides  the  stock  questions  now  considered  as  a 
searching  and  thorough  examination.  Recognition  for  scholar* 
ship  obtained  in  good  schools  should  be  a  possibility,  and  every 
inducement  should  be  made  to  get  the  bright,  scholarly,  intelli- 
gent young  men  and  women  into  our  public  schools  where  they 
are  so  sadly  needed. 

THK   ENROLLMENT  AND    THE  AVERAGE  ATTENDANCE  OF  THE   NORMAL 

SCHOOL. 

The  conditions  that  surround  teaching  in  the  state  gives  the* 
Normal  school  a  much  larger  annual  enrollment  than  a  regular 
average  attendance,  because  many  of  the  students  are  earning 
the  means  for  their  expenses  by  this  temporary  teaching  ser* 
vice,  and  hence  come  to  school  from  term  to  term  as  cin;um- 
stances  permit  until  they  finally  succeed  in  completing  their 
education.  The  number  of  students  that  can  annually  be 
expected  depends  upon  the  demand  of  the  market  for  their  !»r- 
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vices,  and  not  upon  the  services  that  the  public  really  needs. 
Wliile  the  enrollment  and  attendance  continually  grow,  yet  there 
has  been  no  time  in  the  past  two  years  when  the  school  could 
not  have  received  three  hundred  more  than  were  then  in  attend- 
ance and  g:iven  proper  instruction  and  care  by  securing  a  few 
additional    necessary    teachers.     Many    requests     for    trained 
teachers  in  a  variety  of  kinds  have  been  necessarily  declined 
during  the  biennial  period  because  the  salary  proposed  was  not 
such  as  would  have  given  a  comfortable  support  for  such  teacher 
had  a  contract  been  made  at  the  terms  mentioned. 

THE  SALARIES  OF  NORMAL  SCHOOL  GRADUATES. 

1.      The  Woinaiis  Side  of  the  Problem,     Careful  investiga- 
tion has  been  made  regarding  the  salaries  and  the  expense  of 
Normal  school  graduates  who  are  known  to  be  successful  and 
who  have  responsible  appointments  in  city  schools.     One  hun- 
dred  and  thirteen  women  teachers  of  such  standing,  who  are 
known  to  be  enterprising,  ambitious  and  capable,  give  reports 
from   their  private  experience  for  the  benefit  of  an  inquiring 
public.     They  are  working  in  prosperous  towns,  they  are  well 
prepared,  and  they  are  sensible  and  economical  in  their  per- 
sonal  business  affairs.     Of    these  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
teachers  only  eight  had  saved  from  their  earnings  two  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  most  of  them  saving  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year.     The  average  expense  for  their  preparation  varied 
from  $450.00  to  $900.00  in  each  individual  case,  while  the  gen- 
eral average  was  $650.00.     Those  who  saved  two  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year  either  lived  at  home  or  received  unusually  good  sal- 
aries.    The  estimate  of  what  they  regarded  as  a  reasonable 
salary  for  a  teacher  to  live  as  she  should,  contribute  from  her 
means  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  community  and  save  two 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  varied  from  8550.00  in  the  smaller  towns 
to  $900.00  in  the  larger  towns.     Teachers  should  do  many  things 
that  cost  private  expenditure  if  they  are  to  really  accomplish 
well  the  public  work  they  undertake.     They  need  special  sup- 
plies and  opportunities,  which,  if  they  are  unable  to  procure, 
compel  them  to  perform  a  less  valuable  and  a  more  uncertain 
service  for  the  public  than  they  should.     The  salaries  received 
should  also  be  large  enough  to  provide  for  the  months  of  vaca- 
tion in  which  there  are  expenses  and  no  income.     The  majority 
of  these  reporting  spent  all  their  vacations  with  friends  and  rel- 
atives, and  had  no  board  to  pay  during  such  time. 
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Further  investigation  was  made  to  ascertain    tlie    finaneia 
condition  of  a  corps  of  teachers  in  one  of  the  ptogpreseive  an : 
enterprising    cities  of    Iowa.     There  were    forty    experience 
teachers  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools,  tlie   aver&e^- 
length  of  time  that  they  had  taught  being  eight  and    one-lisii: 
years.     Their  average  salaries  for  all   these  years  liad   be^r 
S225.70,  while  their  annual  average  savings  were  approximately 
$40.00  a  year.     This  is  not  an  exaggerated  case.     Every  city  Ir 
Iowa  would  tell  almost  the  same  story  if  the  actual  facts  cou:^ 
be  obtained.     The  assistance  in  support  given  to  teacliers  fr-.'T 
their  parents  and  their  homes  is  quite  remarkable,  as  the  znuJ- 
titude  are  thus  dependent  in  the  long  summer  vacation    for  th^ 
meeting  of  their  necessary  expenses. 

2.     The  Man's  Side  of  (he  Problem.    For  most  men^  educa- 
tional work  in  public  schools  cannot  be  attractive  or  encourag- 
ing ad  a  business  because  (1)  there  are  few  locations  that  pay 
such  a  salary  as  guarantees  such  an  income  as  will  properfy 
support  a  family,  (2)  the  chances  for  promotion  and  improve- 
ment in  the  business  are  very  rare,  while  (3)  the  struggle  /•-•r 
place  and  power  is  very  severe  and  exacting  with  little  assur- 
ance for  the  future.     Iowa  had  187  places  in  public  school  wori: 
in  1902  that  paid  $1,000  or  more,  forty-four  places  that  paid 
$1,500  or  more.     These  places  being  the  best  in  support  as  r<' 
salary  are  much  desired  by  the  ambitious  for  success  and  promi- 
nence in  the  profession,  and,  as  a  consequence  their  mea^rt* 
incomes  are  continually  depleted  and  wasted  by  contributions  to 
movements  which  are  presumed  may  advance  personal  pn?- 
fessional  power  and  influence  by  arousing  public  sentiment  to  & 
more  generous  consideration  of  the  work  of  the  schools.     lows 
may  not  be  \^orse  than  other  states,  and  the  same  conditions  a^ 
to  teachers  may  exist  in  all  parts  of  the  best  educated  sectior.^ 
of  the  country,  yet  Iowa  cannot  afford  to  be  satisfied  with  beinir 
as  good  as  others  even  if  that  were  true,  because  the  most  pro- 
gressive state  should  set  a  premium  upon  its  educational  sys- 
tem and  should  also  regard  the  status  of  the  teachers  of  the 
children  as  worthy  of  being  also  of  such  a  kind  as  guarantees 
helpfulness  of  spirit  and  hopefulness  of  outiook. 
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THE   GROWING  DEMAND  FOR  THE    PROFESSIONALLY -TRAINED 

TEACHER. 

There  is,  nevertheless,  a  gradual  increase  in  the  demand  for 
speQially  trained  teachers,  such  as  have  skill,  spirit,  high  ideals 
and  positive  purpose  united  with  an  ambition  to  make  a  superior 
success.  Some  school  boards,  school  superintendents  and  pa- 
trons have  learned  that  there  is  a  difference  in  the  outcome  and 
development  of  teachers  who  are  trained  and  teachers  who  have 
no  training.  This  difference  has  not  yet  received  enough  recog- 
nition to  secure  a  decided  difference  in  salary,  since  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  special  premium  placed  upon  the  superior  in 
service;  hence,  the  demand  is  greater  than  the  supply  because 
the  salaries  allowed  are  not  sufficient  to  properly  remunerate 
those  who  invest  time,  money  and  effort  in  developing  their 
skill  and  superiority.  If  there  was  a  business-like  distinction 
there  would  be  plenty  of  talented  persons  who  would  take  the 
trouble  to  so  invest  in  themselves  and  their  future  as  to  be  able 
to  do  the  high  grade  of  work  which  is  recognized  as  essential 
to  successful  schools.  These  are  some  of  the  difficulties  that 
confront  the  students  who  are  attendants  in  a  teachers'  school, 
as  a  fair  market  at  a  fair  price  is  absolutely  necessary  to  develop 
such  a  profession  as  teaching  where  so  many  characteristics  of 
authority  and  excellence  in  all  lines  necessarily  determine  the 
grade  of  manhood  and  womanhood  essential  to  leadership. 

TJie  Summer  Session.  The  wisdom  of  founding  a  summer 
school  has  been  clearly  established  by  the  large  patronage  given 
and  the  manifest  interest  that  is  shown  by  the  teachers  of  Iowa. 
The  following  facts  are  presented  for  consideration : 

Summer  term  of  18i8,  enrolled,  339»  graduated,  14. 
Summer  term  of  1899,  enrolled,  471,  graduated,  25. 
Summer  term  of  1900,  enrolled,  795.  graduated.  27. 
Summer  term  of  1901,  enrolled,  925.  graduated,  48. 
Summer  term  of  1902.  enrolled,  941,  graduated,  48. 
Summer  term  of  1903.  enrolled,  1159.  graduated,  58. 

These  students  were  from  the  actual  teachers  at  work  in  the 
public  schools,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  best  and  most 
progressive  teachers  found  there.  They  were  not  those  with 
poor  scholarship  and  with  ordinary  qualifications,  as  they  were 
almost  entirely  of  the  class  who  have  completed  the  work  offered 
by  the  normal  institutes  and  good  secondary  schools,  and  are 
ready  for  more  extended  study  and  training.     They  have  agree- 
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ably   surprised  the  Faculty  in  regard  to   their   extraordiixiary 
applications  to  work,  and  many  o£  them  are  returning  frona  ye^^r 
to  year  to  complete  courses.     Since  an  increasing  attendance  a' 
the  summer  session  is  positively  assured  in  the  future,  it  is  f>os- 
itively  necessary  to  give  still  more  of  the  special  and  the  prac- 
tical.    What  this  session  may  yet  become  depends  entirely  up  ■: 
the  encouragement  given  by  the  state,  as  it  can  yet  be  made  a 
greater  means  of  doing  large  good  to  the  actual  teacher  reo*  -l:- 
nized  as  successful  in  the  public  service.     Experts  and  special- 
ists of  extraordinary  efficiency  and  helpfulness  ought  to    '- 
added  the  next  biennial  period  to  properly  care  for  the  needs  •  * 
the  large  and  growing  enrollment.     Since  the  service  requirt^: 
is  more  exhaustive  and  severe  upon  the  Faculty  than  that  of  r  »• 
regular  terms  of  the  year,  it  is  necessary  to  pay  larger  salan*-> 
in  proportion  than  are  required  during  the  regular  terms.     Tfa> 
is  fair  and  reasonable,  and  it  is  also  an  actual  necessity  if  the 
right  kind  of  instruction  is  to  be  given. 

Necetmty  to  Increase  the  Faculty.  The  next  biennial  peri*ni 
will  require  an  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  t** 
provide  for  the  increase  in  attendance.  Some  of  the  depart- 
ments should  have  assistance  before  the  opening  of  the  peri<  d. 
but  that  is  impossible  with  present  support  funds.  To  meet  th** 
early  demand  the  following  will  be  asked : 

1 .  An  additional  woman  as  associate  physical  director. 

2.  An  assistant  professor  in  mathematics. 

3.  An  assistant  professor  in  German. 

4.  An  instructor  in  vocal  music. 

5.  An  associate  teacher  in  penmanship  and  bookkeeping. 

6.  An  assistant  professor  in  history  and  civics. 

7.  An  associate  teacher  in  drawing. 

8.  A  manual  training  director . 

9.  Three  assistant  instructors  in  manual  training. 

10.  A  director  of  the  kindergarten . 

11.  An  additional  critic  teacher  in  the  training  school. 

12.  A  number  of  experts  and  specialists  for  the  summer  session. 

THE  RURAL  SCHOOL  TEACHER. 

Graduates  of  the  Normal  school  commonly  seek  service  aiv: 
receive  employment  in  cities  and  towns  because  of  the  lonp-r 
school  year  and  the  better  apparent  salary.  There  is  alA»  a 
chance  in  a  graded  system  to  be  assigned  work  according  ;• 
special  capability  or  tastes.  The  under-graduates  of  the  sch'»- 
who  are  much  more  numerous  as  teachers  than  the  graduate?. 
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are  divided  among  the  cities  and  towns  and  the  rural  communi- 
ties. Many  teachers  would  prefer  to  do  work  in  the  rural 
schools  were  the  salaries  and  the  conditions  such  that  they  could 
make  a  successful  career.  There  is  no  prejudice  against  the 
rural  school  as  is  sometimes  assumed,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
make  it  anything  more  than  a  temporary  work  for  beginning 
teachers,  since  successful  and  well  educated  persons  can  do 
better  in  a  business  way  in  almost  any  other  occupation.  The 
rural  school  problem  is  one  of  adjustment  to  the  changes  that 
modem  society  and  progress  impose,  and  there  is  no  way  to 
escape  the  recognition  of  this  fact.  There  can  be  no  improve- 
ment so  long  as  the  plans  and  methods  of  management  are  not 
in  conformity  with  modem  methods  as  found  in  business  and 
other  lines.  Progress  must  be  made  a  possibility  by  such 
changes  as  will  allow  adjustment. 

THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AND  THE  STATE. 

It  is  the  policy  of  these  reports  to  make  them  constructive 
and  helpful  to  those  who  devote  time  and  thought  to  educational 
problems.  All  these  matters  are  frankly  stated  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  are  authorized  to  make  due  efforts  to  solve  these 
problems.  It  i&  too  frequently  assumed  that  it  is  wise  to  let  well 
enough  alone,  but  the  people  of  Iowa  really  want  the  superior 
condition,  and  they  are  willing  to  unite  for  what  is  best  if  those 
who  lead  are  able  to  point  out  the  way.  It  is  necessary  to  con- 
duct public  institutions  on  a  high  grade  of  efficiency  to  make 
them  satisfy  public  demand,  and  it  is  with  this  object  in  view 
that  the  public  school  teacher  problems  have  been  so  plainly 
discussed.  The  time  for  bestowing  compliments  is  passed.  If 
there  is  a  better  way  or  a  more  economical  system  of  manage- 
ment it  should  be  found  out  and  put  into  action.  At  no  time  in 
these  reports  have  the  Normal  school's  needs  and  imperative 
demands  been  exaggerated.  At  no  time  has  there  been  an 
effort  to  get  money  that  could  not  have  made  the  school's  work 
more  creditable  and  properly  efficient.  Some  things  like  fuel, 
light,  water,  firemen,  janitors,  teachers,  etc.,  must  be  secured  in 
accordance  with  demand,  even  if  they  compel  an  indebtedness 
to  exist.  It  is  conceded  by  all  that  whatever  other  things  may 
be  omitted,  these  are  essentials.  It  is  sometimes  overlooked 
that  there  is  necessity  also  for  other  things  to  be  granted,  like 
library  books,  periodicals,  scientific  apparatus  and  other  equip- 
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ment,  if  the  tools  for  the  work  are  actually  provided.  For  the 
past  few  years  these  vital  needs  have  not  been  met  as  fully  as 
would  be  prudent  under  good  business  management,  because 
the  grants  made  the  institution  by  the  general  assemblies  wen* 
not  sufficient  to  allow  the  equipment  to  keep  pace  with  the 
expansion  in  numbers  or  in  work.  For  these  reasons  the  fol- 
lowing statements  are  made  to  explain  the  situation. 

1.  Employes  and  CondngerU  Expenses.  The  new  buildings 
will  require  more  employes,  more  fuel  and  more  contingeni 
expenses.  The  new  gymnasium  building  will  require  two  meri 
and  one  woman,  as  custodians  and  janitors,  and  an  additional 
fireman  in  the  boiler  room.  The  new  physical  science  building 
will  need  one  janitor.  The  playgrounds  and  campus  wiU 
require  an  additional  workman  to  keep  them  in  actual  servicea- 
ble condition,  as  the  entire  grounds  must  be  kept  in  proper 
order  for  the  work.  These  expenses  have  not  been  provided 
for  by  any  appropriations  of  the  past. 

2.  Faculty  and  Salaries.  There  is  no  need  to  disguise  the 
fact  that  larger  salaries  must  be  paid  the  members  of  the 
Faculty  if  the  present  standard  of  scholarship,  skiU  and  experi- 
ence is  to  be  maintained.  The  introduction  of  cheap  and 
inferior  teachers  as  changes  and  additions  are  made  would  be 
very  detrimental  to  the  work  of  the  school.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  must  be  able  to  go  into  the  market  and  secure  the  best. 
as  nothing  less  will  do  for  an  efficient  Normal  school.  The  very 
conditions  exact  more  qualifications  and  more  capability  of  a 
normal  teacher  than  is  naturally  required  of  the  faculties  of 
other  kinds  of  schools.  The  teaching  of  teachers  is  a  more 
difficult  task  than  other  educational  work  and  must  receive 
more  careful  attention,  or  else  the  interests  of  the  people  aren<>i 
rightly  regarded.  There  must  be  real  superiority  in  the  Faculty 
as  regards  personality,  spirit,  skill,  education  and  character, 
and  true  economic  management  will  insist  upon  the  maintenance 
of  this  high  standard,  since  the  strength  and  efficiency  of  the 
school  depends  upon  the  Faculty. 

3.  Library  and  Equipment.  There  is  constant  need  for 
much  improvement  in  the  library  and  equipment.  There  has 
been  no  laudable  progress  in  these  directions  the  past  two  years 
because  the  money  granted  did  not  permit  even  all  the  necessi- 
ties to  be  given.  Libraries,  laboratories  and  museums  are  nec- 
essary factors  in  modern  educational  work,  and  schools  that  do 
not  have  them  are  defective  and  incompetent.    The  life  of  a 
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student  is  too  valuable,  his  future  prospects  too  great,  to  not 
give  him  the  opportunities  for  full  and  complete  preparation. 
There  must  be  an  improvement  in  these  directions  if  the  school 
is  to  be  what  it  ought  to  be  in  these  particulars. 

4.  77/6  Future  of  Teacher  Education,  The  outlook  for  the . 
Normal  school  is  encouraging  if  its  support  funds  are  made 
commensurate  to  its  absolute  needs .  A  policy  of  nurture  and 
encouragement  is  necessary  to  grant  a  chance  to  make  the  work 
good  and  efi&cient  as  the  new  buildings  are  completed  and 
opened  for  service.  There  is  danger  of  forgetting  that  the 
school  must  grow  in  every  department  and  that  the  demand  that 
will  come  upon  the  management  will  be  very  great.  It  will  not 
do  to  simply  grant  the  support  that  has  been  necessary  in  the 
last  biennial  period,  because  there  will  be  a  great  difference 
between  the  work  done  in  1902  and  the  work  to  do  in  1906,  which 
must  now  be  provided  for  by  the  next  General  Assembly.  The 
policy  of  the  state  is  rightly  to  be  interpreted  as  favorable  to  the 
making  of  a  notable  school  for  public  school  teachers ;  with  wis- 
dom, prudence  and  liberality,  this  can  be  fully  realized. 

With  thanks  to  the  friends  of  public  elementary  education, 
who  have  freely  given  their  sympathy  and  their  votes  to  advance 
the  interests  and  secure  the  development  of  the  Normal  school,
